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REPORT. 


To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  Regents  of  the  University,  Trustees  of  the  State 
Library,  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  law,  hereby  sub¬ 
mit  to  you  their  seventy-first  annual  report,  covering 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1888. 

The  chief  event  to  be  reported  at  this  time  in  regard 
to  the  State  Library  is  its  expected  transfer  to  the 
quarters  provided  by  the  State  Legislature  for  its  recep¬ 
tion.  The  trustees  of  the  library  at  their  annual  meet¬ 
ing  in  January,  1888,  appointed  a  special  committee, 
charged  with  the  duty  of  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  the  subject  of  the  completion  of  the  rooms 
for  the  books  of  the  State  Library.  This  committee  has 
labored  with  great  earnestness  and  activity,  and  the 
progress  of  the  work  as  we  are  now  able  to  report  it  to 
you  must  be  largely  attributed  to  it.  By  chapter  578 
of  the  Laws  of  1888,  an  appropriation  was  made  for 
finishing  the  rooms  designed  for  the  State  Library.  This 
law  appointed  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  President 
pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly 
and  the  Commissioner  of  the  New  Capitol  as  supervising 
commissioners  for  this  work.  These  commissioners  at 

i  ^  ^  , 

once  began  the  work  of  planning  and  pushing  forward 
to  completion  the  preparation  of  the  rooms  for  the 
library.  They  appointed  Mr.  Melvil  Dewey,  the  librarian  - 
of  the  library  of  Columbia  College,  as  their  consulting 
librarian.  Under  his  enthusiastic  zeal  and  the  care  and 
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fidelity  of  Commissioner  Perry,  the  work  has  made  great 
progress.  At  the  time  the  Legislature  will  have  met  the 
rooms  for  the  law  library  will  be  entirely  finished,  and 
we  hope  that  the  books  of  that  department  may  be 
transferred  to  the  place  permanently  designed  for  them. 
The  work  on  the  remaining  part  of  the  library  is  being 
pushed  forward,  and  in  a  few  weeks  it  is  expected  that 
the  whole  will  be  ready  for  occupancy. 

In  devising  the  plans  it  early  became  evident  that  it 

would  be  a  great  addition  to  the  conveniences  of  the 

library  if  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  Regents  of 

the  University  for  their  offices  could  be  consolidated  with 

» 

the  rooms  already  designed  for  the  library.  The  entire 
west  front  of  the  Capitol  on  the  third  floor,  from  Wash¬ 
ington  avenue  to  State  street,  would  then  be  a  succes¬ 
sion  of  rooms  and  alcoves  for  the  use  of  the  library. 

The  Regents  of  the  University,  who  are  trustees  of  the 
State  Library,  saw  at  once  the  importance  of  making  this 
change.  They  unanimously,  therefore,  by  a  resolution 
passed  at  their  semi-annual  meeting  in  July,  agreed  to 
surrender  the  rooms  that  were  then  in  their  possession, 
taking  instead  the  rooms  upon  the  fourth  floor.  The 
library  is  now  being  fitted  up  with  the  purpose  of  occu¬ 
pying  the  entire  space  on  the  third  floor,  and  a  portion 
of  the  space  above.  The  Regents  will  have  for  their 
offices  the  rooms  directly  over  the  ones  now  occupied 
by  them. 

The  current  operations  of  the  library  have  gone  forward 
with  the  usual  regularity  and  activity.  During  the  time 
when  the  work  of  preparing  new  rooms  was  in  progress, 
it  seemed  to  the  trustees  unwise  to  take  any  steps  for 
filling  the  vacancy  that  was  occasioned  by  the  death  of 
Dr.  Homes,  the  librarian  of  the  general  library.  That 
vacancy  still  exists. 
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The  work  in  the  general  library  has  been  performed 
by  the  chief  assistant,  Mr.  G.  It.  Howell,  who  has  acted 
as  librarian.  His  report  and  that  of  Mr.  S.  B.  Griswold, 
the  librarian  of  the  law  library,  are  referred  to  for  the 
details  of  the  work  that  has  been  done.  With  the  small 
amount  of  space  available,  it  has  been  impossible  to 
carry  forward  the  increase  in  the  books  with  as  much 
activity  as  would  have  been  otherwise  possible.  The 
system  of  exchanges,  by  which  a  large  part  of  this 
increase  is  attained,  has  been  in  a  great  measure  sus¬ 
pended  owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  rooms  in 
which  the  duplicates  are  kept. 

No  appropriation  having  been  made  for  continuing  the 
work  upon  the  Clinton  papers,  that  part  of  the  opera¬ 
tions  of  the  library  was  discontinued  when  the  old  appro¬ 
priation  had  been  exhausted.  It  had  been  attempted  to 
make  a  calendar  of  the  papers  from  the  beginning,  and 
then  to  make  an  index  by  means  of  which  reference 
might  be  made  to  any  subject  treated  in  these  papers. 
Very  material  progress  has  been  made  in  this  work,  but 
it  is  not  yet  completed  and  consequently  is  not  in  a 
condition  to  be  made  use  of  by  those  who  wish  to  con¬ 
sult  the  papers.  Whenever  this  can  again  be  taken  up 
% 

no  very  great  length  of  time  will  be  required  to  put  this 
important  series  of  historical  papers  in  a  condition 
where  they  can  be  available  for  those  who  desire  to 
consult  them. 

The  accumulation  of  historical  manuscripts  in  the 
library  is  a  very  notable  portion  of  the  collections.  The 
library  already  contains  the  Sir  William  Johnson  papers,  - 
the  Vermont  manuscripts,  the  Daniel  D.  Tompkins 
papers,  the  George  Clinton  papers,  and  the  papers  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  State  Library  from  the  offices  of  the  Comp¬ 
troller  and  Secretary  of  State  by  chapter  120  of  the 
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Laws  of  1887.  In  the  arrangements  for  the  rooms  of  the 
library,  the  trustees  designed  to  make  adequate  provi¬ 
sion  for  the  care  and  completion  of  the  work  upon  these 
historical  papers.  The  collection  of  works  in  the  library 
largely  pertains  to  American  history,  and  especially  to  the 
history  of  the  portion  of  the  United  States  now  included 
in  the  State  of  New  York.  It  may  fairly  be  said  of  the 
library,  to  be  one  of  its  important  functions  to  gather 
into  one  locality  as  many  of  the  papers  relating  to  the 
early  history  of  the  State  and  country  as  may  be 
possible. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  the  trustees  desire  to 
report  that  in  the  last  supply  bill  there  was  included  an 
appropriation  of  $800  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  copies 
of  manuscripts  relating  to  the  early  history  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  which  are  now  in  the  National  Library  at  Paris, 
and  in  the  national  archives  of  the  French  government. 
A  list  of  desirable  papers  was  furnished  to  the  trustees, 
and  from  these  a  selection  was  made  and  orders  given 
for  the  copies  which  the  library  might  make  use  of.  A 
very  considerable  number  of  these  papers  have  already 
been  furnished,  and  the  entire  appropriation  has  been 
exhausted. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  an  additional  appro¬ 
priation  of  $500  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
copies  of  some  of  the  papers  still  remaining.  It  is  very 
desirable  that  the  State  Library  should  contain  as  much 
of  the  material  as  possible  relating  to  the  early  history 
of  this  country.  The  manuscript  material  in  European 
libraries  is  a  source,  to  a  great  extent  as  yet  unexplored, 
of  the  events  connected  with  the  discovery  and  explora¬ 
tion  of  America.  The  State  Library  has  already  a  very 
considerable  stock  of  these  historical  documents,  and  it 
is  one  of  the  ends  to  which  the  policy  of  the  library  has 
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been  directed  to  equip  it  well  with  material  bearing  on 
American  history.

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APPENDIX  I. 


REPORT  OF  THE  ACTING  'LIBRARIAN  OF  THE 

GENERAL  LIBRARY. 

To  the  Regents  of  the  University ,  Trustees  of  the  State  Library: 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  general  library 
during  the  twelve  months  ending  September  30,  1888,  is 
2,434,  making  the  whole  number  of  volumes  in  this 
department  of  the  library  96,960.  Of  these  2,434  volumes, 
1,432  were  obtained  by  purchase,  and  1,002  by  gift  or 
exchange. 

During  the  past  year  the  library  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  in  the  acquisition  of  books  on  American 
history.  This  class  of  literature  necessarily  embraces 
works  on  prehistoric  America,  early  discoveries,  coloni¬ 
zation  and  national,  State,  county  and  town  history  and 
biography,  to  the  present  day.  Of  these  the  most  fre¬ 
quently  and  eagerly  sought  for  by  readers  from  all  parts 
of  the  State  are  local  histories  and  genealogies.  The 
aim  in  purchasing,  therefore,  has  been  to  secure  all  of 
the  latter  class  of  works  as  promptly  as  possible,  inas¬ 
much  as  every  year  adds  to  their  commercial  value. 
Such  works  as  are  of  direct  assistance  to  the  various 
departments  of  the  State  government  have  been  pur¬ 
chased  to  a  moderate  extent,  and  in  their  purchase 
regard  has  been  had  to  the  limited  appropriation  for  the 
purchase  of  books  and  to  the  general  instructions  of  the 
Kegents  in  the  building  up  of  the  library.  A  moderate 
purchase  has  also  been  made  to  supplement  the  ency- 
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clopedias  on  several  subjects,  such  as  electricity,  polit¬ 
ical  economy,  literary  history,  costume  and  practical 
science.  Long  existing  deficiencies  in  periodicals  indexed 
in  Poole’s  Index,  and  therefore  frequently  sought  for, 
have  in  several  works  been  supplied  and  the  sets  made 
perfect.  Regimental  histories  relating  to  the  civil  war 
of  1861-65  are  purchased  as  opportunity  is  presented, 
and  the  collection  of  the  State  Library  on  this  subject 
is  believed  to  be  equal  to  that  of  any  public  library  in 
existence. 

The  use  of  reference  books  in  this  department  of  the 
library  has  been  gradually  increasing,  and  must  increase 
still  more  in  the  larger  and  more  commodious  apart¬ 
ments  now  being  provided.  The  larger  number  of  rooms 
thrown  open  to  the  public  will  require  a  corresponding 
increase  of  the  staff  of  the  library.  The  work  of  pre¬ 
paring  a  new  subject  index,  which  is  recommended  to 
be  printed  in  1890,  should  be  begun  during  the  coming 
year,  and  I  would  suggest  that  this  should  embody  with 
the  manuscript  index  of  1882  to  1889  the  supplementary 
index  published  in  1882.  Or,  what  might  be  still  better, 
to  incorporate  the  printed  subject  indexes  of  1872  and 
1882  with  all  subsequent  manuscript  additions  into  one 
volume.

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APPENDIX  II. 


REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  OF  THE 

LAW  LIBRARY. 

State  Library,  December  1,  1888. 

To  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  law  department 
of  the  library  during  the  year  ending  September  30,  1888, 
is  1,364,  which  increases  the  total  number  of  volumes  in 
this  department  to  41,231.  Of  these  1,364  volumes,  866 
were  acquired  by  purchase,  and  498  by  donation  and 
exchange. 

The  character  of  the  books  added  has  not  varied 
materially  from  that  of  former  years,  a  large  part  being 
continuations  of  American,  British  and  Colonial  reports, 
statutes,  state  papers,  law  periodicals  and  standard 
elementary  works.  The  purchases  have  been  strictly 
confined  to  those  classes  of  books  which  your  honorable 
body  has,  from  time  to  time,  indicated  as  desirable  to  be 
added  to  the  library. 

The  effort  to  supply  deficiencies  existing  in  the  collec¬ 
tions  of  American  statute  law  and  law  periodicals  has 
been  continued,  and  has  resulted  in  the  addition  of 
nearly  fifty  rare  volumes  to  these  collections.  It  is  not 
possible,  within  the  limits  of  the  present  annual  appro¬ 
priation  for  the  purchase  of  Rooks,  to  purchase  within 
any  one  year  more  than  fifty  of  the  volumes  needed  to 
supply  existing  deficiencies  in  the  library  collections. 

The  library  is  now  in  possession  of  the  British  parlia¬ 
mentary  papers  complete  for  the  sessions  of  1811  to  1832, 
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1842  to  1859,  1868  to  1886,  making  a  collection  of  over  2.200 
folio  volumes.  Since  the  session  of  1868  these  papers 
have  been  obtained  by  annual  subscription.  The  sessions 
prior  to  1868  have  been  obtained  by  purchase  in  large 
lots,  as  opportunity  occurred,  and  paid  for  out  of  special 
appropriations  made  therefor  by  the  Legislature.  There 
is  now  an  opportunity  to  purchase  in  London  these 
papers  for  the  years  1860  to  1867,  comprising  523  folio 
volumes,  for  a  sum  which,  together  with  the  charges  for 
transportation,  will  amount  to  about  seven  hundred 
dollars.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  addition  of  these 
years  will  complete  the  library  collection  of  these  papers 
from  the  year  1842  to  the  present  time,  the  importance 
of  obtaining  them  becomes  apparent.  The  librarian 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  an  application  be 
made  to  the  next  Legislature,  by  your  honorable  body, 
for  a  special  appropriation  of  $700  for  the  purchase  of 
these  papers  for  the  sessions  of  1860  to  1867,  inclusive. 

During  the  past  ten  weeks,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
service  in  the  library,  about  15,000  volumes  have  been 
dusted,  rearranged  by  the  librarian  and  assistants,  and 
the  entire  law  library  put  in  readiness  for  its  removal  to 
the  new  apartments  —  an  event  which  will  gladden  the 
hearts  of  those  for  whose  use  the  library  is  maintained, 
and  who  have  been  subjected  to  most  serious  inconven¬ 
ience  during  the  five  years  of  its  occupancy  of  the  present 
temporary  quarters.

Financial. 

Your  attention  is  especially  called  to  the  foregoing  exhibit,  which 
presents  the  operations  and  financial  management  of  the  asylum  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1888.  The  receipts  and  their 
sources  are  given,  followed  by  a  classified  summary  of  the  expendi¬ 
tures,  and  statements  showing  the  assets  and  outstanding  indebted¬ 
ness.  The  balance  in  the  treasury  shows  an  increase  for  the  year  of 
$3,012.59,  and  this  after  an  income  of  only  $268.12  over  the  year  pre¬ 
vious.  The  assets  over  liabilities  also  show  an  increase  of  $1,716.23 
as  compared  with  last  year.  Besides,  the  inventory  of  “  supplies  on 
hand”  October  first,  as  submitted  to  the  State  Comptroller,  was 
$16,552.24  as  against  $13,640.63  for  October,  1887,  an  increase  of 
$2,911.61.  Altogether  these  comparisons  show  exceedingly  satisfac¬ 
tory  results  for  the  year,  and  reflect  wise  and  careful  management  of 
the  asylum  finances.  The  classified  summary  of  expenditures  com¬ 
pared  with  that  for  1887,  shows  a  moderate  increase  of  the  principal 
items  except  fuel,  furniture  and  laundry  supplies.  The  fuel  item  for 
1887  included  the  year’s  consumption,  and  as  was  then  supposed,  the 
purchase  also  of  one  year’s  full  supply  in  advance.  The  purchase, 
however,  proved  insufficient  by  over  three  hundred  tons,  and  the 
item  this  year  includes  last  year’s  deficiency  and  the  full  contract  for 
the  present  year.  The  material  increase  in  the  item  of  salaries  and 
wages  was  due  mainly  to  the  payment  of  an  unsettled  salary  account 
of  1883  and  1884,  but  partially  to  additions  made  to  our  force  of 
employes  arising  from  the  organization  of  the  new  hospital,  the  open-

ing  of  the  west  wing  to  the  girls’  building,  and  the  occupation  of  the 
rear  dormitory  extension  made  to  the  boys’  building. 

The  aggregate  expenditure  for  the  year  shows  an  increase  of 
$4,294.61  over  that  for  1887. 

Cost  of  Maintenance. 

The  average  daily  presence  of  pupils  and  inmates  was  448,  an 
increase  of  twenty-one;  and  the  average  weekly  cost  for  maintenance 
and  instruction,  exclusive  of  clothing,  was  $3.38,  an  apparent  increase 
of  nineteen  cents  over  last  year.  This  sum  ($3.38)  does  not,  however, 
fairly  represent  the  actual  weekly  individual  cost,  forasmuch  as  the 
extra  fuel  purchase  and  the  undrawn  salary  account  heretofore  men¬ 
tioned,  together  amounting  to  nearly  $3,000,  and  the  payment  of  the 
bill  for  the  erection  of  the  new  fire-escapes,  amounting  to  about  $1,500, 
which  will  be  noted  hereafter,  are  all  included,  and  had  really  nothing 
to  do  with  the  year’s  account  for  maintenance.  Deducting  these  pay¬ 
ments,  aggregating  about  $4,500,  the  average  weekly  cost  was  only 
$3.19,  or  two  cents  per  week  less  than  for  the  previous  year,  and  it  is, 
therefore,  so  reported. 

Appropriations  for  Maintenance. 

The  law  creating  this  asylum  distinctively  made  it  a  State  institu¬ 
tion,  and  appropriated  money  for  its  maintenance.  Appropriations 
for  maintenance  purposes  have  since  been  made  from  year  to  year  by 
the  Legislature  in  gross  amount,  the  sum  varying  according  to  the 
numbers  likely  to  require  support  and  as  the  exigencies  appeared. 
The  only  income  otherwise  obtained  is  that  from  parents  or  guardians, 
whose  ability  to  pay  for  their  children’s  support  has  to  be  certified  by 
a  judge  of  the  county  to  which  they  belong.  For  several  years  past 
the  sum  thus  received  has  amounted  to  about  $5,000,  a  little  more  or 
less.  The  only  charge  upon  counties  is  for  clothing,  which  is  author¬ 
ized  by  law  to  be  made  in  advance,  at  the  rate  of  thirty  dollars  per 
annum  for  each  inmate,  or  those  known  as  State  pupils.  Some  years 
ago  it  became  evident  that  the  sum  authorized,  thirty  dollars,  exceeded 
the  amount  expended  for  the  purpose,  and  it  was  voluntarily  reduced 
by  the  trustees.  Latterly  the  charge  made  for  clothing  has  been 
twenty-two  dollars  for  boys  and  sixteen  for  girls,  these  sums  being 
found  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense  incurred.  This  reduction  in 
the  cost  to  the  counties  for  clothing  has  largely  been  accomplished  by 
utilizing  the  labor  of  the  inmates  in  its  manufacture. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  sum  of  $80,000  was  appropriated  by  the 
respective  Legislatures  for  maintenance.  At  our  special  request  for 
the  ensuing  year,  the  Legislature  of  1888  reduced  the  amount  to 
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$75,000,  and,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  prospectively  the  average 
daily  numbers  will  be  materially  increased  during  the  present  and 
following  years,  yet  with  the  balance  on  hand  ($14,915.19)  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  this  year,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  sum  not  larger 
than  the  reduced  amount  ($75,000)  will  be  required  in  the  next 
appropriation. 

Special  Appropriations. 

Special  appropriations  will  be  requested  for  the  purchase  of  an 
additional  farm  adjoining  the  Fairmount  property;  for  plumbing  in 
the  new  dormitory  building;  for  furniture;  for  an  additional  sixty- 
horse  power  boiler,  and  another  chimney  at  the  boiler  house;  and  for 
the  erection  of  a  two-story  detached  brick  water-closet  and  lavatory 
in  connection  with  the  north  wing.  , 

The  purchase  of  land  desired  is  that  of  78^^  acres  adjoining  the 
present  Fairmount  property,  known  as  the  Johnson  farm,  a  lease  of 
which  was  made  by  the  trustees  four  years  ago  for  a  term  of  five 
years,  with  the  privilege  of  purchase  for  $150  per  acre  at  any  time 
during  the  life  of  the  lease.  The  lease  of  this  farm  will  expire  April 
1,  1890,  and  its  purchase  before  that  date  is  important. 

On  the  Fairmount  farm  of  eighty-seven  acres,  owned  by  the  State,  is 
a  frame  cottage  occupied  by  forty  adult  male  imbeciles.  These  boys? 
as  we  call  them,  have  all  passed  the  school  age,  and  have  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  this  cottage  instead  of  being  remanded  over  to  the  various 
county  authorities  for  future  custody  in  the  poor-houses.  Most  of 
them  are  able  and  capable  of  doing  farm  work,  and  are  the  better  and 
happier  for  doing  it.  The  present  farm  owned,  without  the  use  of  the 
one  leased,  is  not  sufficient  to  keep  them  all  steadily  employed.  For 
this  and  other  reasons  patent  to  any  one,  under  the  circumstances 
narrated,  the  purchase  of  the  leased  farm  is  especially  desired  at  this 
time,  and  ought  not  to  be  delayed.  By  the  recent  extension  of  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city,  this  farm  is  now  located  within  three  miles 
of  Syracuse,  and  its  value  has  considerably  enhanced  since  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  the  lease,  four  years  ago.  The  sum  required  for  its  purchase 
is  $11,817. 

The  present  boilers  now  in  use  are  taxed  to  their  utmost  capacity. 
Since  they  were  set  and  put  into  operation,  steam  connections  have 
been  made  with  the  hospital  building,  the  barn,  the  rear  extension  to 
the  boys’  building,  the  new  laundry,  the  four  new  detached  water- 
closets,  the  new  hall  and  school  building,  the  superintendent’s  resi¬ 
dence,  and  soon  a  further  connection  will  be  required  with  the  new 
dormitory  building.  With  an  additional  boiler  to  the  number  now  in 
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use,  another  chimney  will  also  be  necessary,  as  the  present  one  is 
barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it. 

The  other  special  wants  mentioned  speak  for  themselves.  Estimates 
for  them  have  not  at  this  writing  been  fully  completed,  but  the  total 
sum  required  will  aggregate  about  $25,000  for  all  purposes. 

New  Buildings. 

At  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  our  report  last  year,  the  erection 
of  the  four  new  detached  brick  water-closets  and  the  building  known 
as  “  music  hall  ”  was  in  progress.  These  buildings  were  completed 
within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations  made  for  them,  and  will  be 
found  fully  described  in  the  report  of  the  superintendent. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  appropriations  were  granted 
amounting  to  $25,750,  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  old  laundry  build¬ 
ing  into  dormitories  and  day -rooms  for  children,  and  the  erection  of  a 
residence  upon  the  asylum  grounds  for  the  superintendent  and  his 
family.  Contracts  for  these  buildings  were  made  last  July.  They  are 
now  approaching  completion,  and  will  be  finished  ready  for  occupancy 
some  time  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Fire  Escapes. 

At  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  trustees,  held  last  June,  our 
attention  was  called  by  the  superintendent  to  a  paragraph  in  the 
report  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  for  1887,  recommending  the 
abandonment  of  certain  dormitories  in  the  fourth  storv,  at  each  end  of 
the  main  building,  owing  to  their  insecurity  and  the  possible  peril  to 
their  occupants  that  might  be  experienced  in  the  event  of  fire  in  the 
building  at  night. 

The  following  letter  from  Mr.  Hamilton  S.  White,  president  of  the 
board  of  fire  commissioners  for  the  city  of  Syracuse,  was  also  com¬ 
municated  at  the  same  meeting: 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  New  York  State  Idiot  Asylum : 

Gentlemen. —  The  board  of  fire  commissioners  feel  it  incumbent 
upon  them  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  importance  of  placing  fire 
escapes  on  the  State  Idiot  Asylum,  located  in  our  city.  One  of  the 
wise  laws  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  1887  was  that  compelling 
“  every  owner,  lessee,  proprietor  or  manager  of  a  hotel  to  place  a  rope 
or  better  appliance  in  every  room,  to  be  used  in  case  of  fire.” 

Conceding  that  the  safety  of  life  demanded  this  protection  in  hotels, 
with  how  much  greater  force  does  the  necessity  exist  for  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  wards  of  the  State,  who  by  reason  of  their  infirmities  are 
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unable  to  properly  care  for  themselves  during  a  time  of  excitement 
such  as  is  caused  by  a  night  alarm  of  fire  ? 

After  an  inspection  and  careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  we 
would  respectfully  and  earnestly  ask,  as  a  partial  protection  in  such 
an  emergency,  that  a  circular  stairway  be  erected  on  the  outside  end 
of  each  main  building.  Such  structures  are  recommended  by  the 
chief  engineer  of  our  department  as  being  the  most  easy  of  access  and 
safest  in  case  of  fire. 

We  therefore  request  that  the  matter  be  placed  before  the  proper 
authorities,  so  that  immediate  action  can  be  taken.

These  dormitories  were  being  occupied  by  between  thirty  and  forty 
female  inmates  and  employes.  While  fully  recognizing  the  import¬ 
ance  of  Commissioner  Stewart’s  precautionary  recommendation,  in 
his  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  to  have  found  other  accom¬ 
modations  for  so  large  a  number  in  our  present  buildings  would  have 
occasioned  serious  inconvenience  and  overcrowding,  and  debarred 
further  fresh  admissions  for  at  least  one  year  hence.  The  trustees, 
therefore,  after  careful  consideration  and  examination  of  the  subject, 
decided  upon  the  erection  of  outside  iron  stairways,  as  recommended 
by  the  board  of  fire  commissioners.  Plans  and  specifications  for 
their  construction  in  accordance  therewith  were  solicited  from 
Marshall  Bros.,  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  which  were  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  Chief  Reilly  of  the  Syracuse  fire  department.  A  con¬ 
tract  for  their  immediate  construction  was  then  made  with  the  above 
mentioned  firm,  and  as  soon  as  the  material  could  be  cast  and 
delivered  upon  the  grounds  the  work  was  begun  and  completed  about 
the  first  of  September.  These  fire  escapes  are  mentioned  and 
described  in  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  and  the  trustees  give 
their  hearty  indorsement  to  all  that  he  has  said  regarding  them. 

Another  Institution  Needed. 

In  the  report  of  the  superintendent  for  last  year,  our  attention  was 
directed  in  a  forcible  and  convincing  manner  to  the  need  of  additional 
State  accommodation  for  those  of  the  idiot  class,  and  the  erection  of 
another  institution  for  them  elsewhere  in  the  State  was  earnestly 
recommended.  His  recommendations  last  year  passed  unheeded,  and 
we  most  heartily  concur  in  their  renewal  this  year.  We  believe  as  he 
does  in  the  inexpediency  of  increasing  further  the  material  capacity 
of  this  asylum.  In  the  past,  whatever  additions  to  buildings  have 
been  made  here,  the  accommodations  provided  have  been  filled  rapidly,. 
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and  many  cases  of  the  epileptic  and  unteachable  portion,  owing  to 
the  educational  character  of  the  institution,  have  been  refused  admis¬ 
sion  from  year  to  year.  The  retention  of  idiotic  persons  in  private 
families  has  always  been  a  blight  upon  them,  a  menace  to  their  com¬ 
fort  and  a  source  of  anxiety  and  mortification.  Their  retention  in 
county  poor-houses  and  other  receptacles  is  undesirable,  and,  if  a 
necessity,  is  everywhere  regretted. 

There  are  no  statistics  which  show  the  percentage  of  teachable  and 
unteachable  cases,  but  we  do  know  that  while  the  former  largely  pre¬ 
dominate,  there  are  nevertheless  a  very  considerable  number  of  the 
latter,  the  proportion,  including  confirmed  epileptics,  probably  being 
about  five  to  one.  According  to  the  United  States  Census  of  1880, 
there  were  in  this  State  6,084  persons  belonging  to  the  idiot  class. 
Everyone  knows  that  in  a  census  enumeration  a  very  large  number 
of  the  defective  classes  are  not  reported.  This  is  more  particularly 
true  of  the  idiotic  than  of  any  other,  from  the  fact  that  the  condition 
of  idiocy  is  the  one  above  all  others  that  parents  will  try  to  conceal. 
But  assuming  the  census  returns  as  correct,  with  an  estimated  increase 
of  the  population  since  of  over  1,000,000,  there  must  be  at  least  7,200 
of  the  feeble-minded  in  the  State  at  the  present  time.  For  this  num¬ 
ber  only  700  are  distinctively  provided  for  by  the  State,  500  here  and 
200  at  Newark.  About  200  more  are  probably  cared  for  as  insane  in 
the  different  State  asylums  for  the  insane,  and  300  more  in  private 
institutions  and  fairly  representative  county  asylums,  leaving  in  all 
about  6,000  totally  unprovided  for.  Following  the  assumption  that 
one-fifth  of  this  number  belong  to  the  helpless,  epileptic,  excitable 
and  unteachable  portion,  it  shows  that  there  are  at  least  1,200  for 
whom  no  special  public  provision  has  even  ever  been  attempted.  To 
be  sure,  a  certain  portion  of  this  number  belongs  to  the  wealthy  and 
well-to-do  elements  in  society,  and  can  be  disregarded  perhaps 
altogether. 

Another  portion  are  either  infants  or  young  children,  yet  there 
must  be  fully  one-half,  or  six  hundred  in  all,  who  are  orphaned,  out¬ 
cast,  poor,  or  destitute,  for  whom  this  great  Empire  State,  rich  and 
prosperous,  and  proud  of  its  numerous  charities,  has  not  yet  provided 
a  single  bed.  There  is  no  class  of  unfortunates  so  utterly  helpless 
and  dependent,  none  that  causes  more  distress  and  anxiety  in  poor 
families,  and  none  that  more  needs  the  helping  hand  of  the  State  to 
care  and  provide  for  it.  Of  all  living  human  creatures  we  know  they 
are  the  least  interesting  and  the  most  repulsive  and  disagreeable. 
But  “  they  serve  God  well  who  serve  His  creatures,”  and  we  believe 
there  are  those  sufficiently  philanthropic  who  can  be  found  ready  to 
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serve  them,  and  do  it  well,  if  the  ways  and  means  are  provided.  We 
could  cite  you  many  distressing  instances  that  have  come  to  our 
notice,  sufficient  to  cause  pain  to  the  coldest,  most  obdurate  and 
uncharitable  of  hearts,  but  we  have  chosen  to  present  the  facts  as 
they  exist,  rather  than  appeal  to  your  sympathy  from  the  sensational 
side  of  the  question.  The  responsibility  for  action  rests  upon  you  of 
the  Legislature,  and  we  trust  our  appeal  will  meet  your  favor  and 
prompt  attention. 

The  lives  of  these  unfortunates  for  whose  cause  we  plead  are  most 
of  them  kept  hidden  out  of  sight.  Not  one  gleam  of  joy,  often  even 
not  a  glimmer  of  hope,  ever  falls  in  their  presence.  They  are  the 
living  skeletons  behind  the  doors,  and  in  the  attics  and  closets  of  the 
homes  they  occupy.  The  lives  of  whole  families  wherever  they 
exist  are  worried,  distressed,  blighted  and  shadowed  by  their  pres¬ 
ence.  We  believe  a  relief  of  these  conditions  an  act  that  ought  not  to 
be  delayed,  and  that  no  other  you  can  perform  will  greater  benefit 
society,  and  none  can  be  a  more  genuinely  altruistic  step  in  the  cause 
of  humanity. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  we,  the  members  of  the  board,  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  the  charge  committed  to  our  trust,  and  cognizant  of 
the  noble  results  this  institution  has  accomplished  in  the  thirty-eight 
years  of  its  existence  at  elevating  so  many  of  the  idiotic  and  feeble¬ 
minded  of  this  State  to  higher  and  better  lives,  and  at  relieving  their 
parents  and  friends  from  the  depressing  and  discouraging  influences 
of  their  care,  recommend  it,  without  reservation,  and  with  renewed 
confidence  in  its  official  management,  to  the  favorable  consideration 
of  your  honorable  body,  the  Legislature,  to  whom  this  report  is  most 
respectfully  submitted. 

Accompanying  it  are  also  presented  the  reports  of  the  treasurer 
and  superintendent.  In  the  latter  will  be  found  the  usual  statistics, 
information  of  general  public  interest,  and  observations  upon  the 
conduct  of  the  school  and  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
asylum,  to  which  your  attention  is  also  respectfully  invited.

Applications  for  Admission. 

During  the  year  eighty-two  applications  for  admission,  accompanied 
with  a  history  of  each  case,  as  required  by  our  blank  descriptive  forms 
furnished  for  the  purpose,  were  received  and  placed  on  file,  as  against 
eighty-four  for  the  previous  year.  Of  the  number  received  fifty-four 
were  accepted,  twTenty  rejected  and  eight  deferred.  Of  those  rejected, 
ten  were -confirmed  epileptics;  six  were  of  a  very  low  grade,  partially 
helpless  or  unteachable,  and  were  referred  to  the  Brunswick  Home  at 
Amity ville,  N.  Y.,  where  such  cases  are  provided  for;  five  were  over 
fifteen  years  of  age,  four  of  whom  were  males  and  the  other,  a  female 
was  referred  to  the  Custodial  Asylum  for  Feeble-minded  Women,  at 
Newark.  Of  the  ten  who  were  rejected  on  account  of  epilepsy,  eight 
were  over  fifteen  and  one  was  under  seven  years  of  age.  Those 
deferred  were  mainly  children  under  the  age  of  seven  years.  The 
by-laws  of  the  asylum  governing  admissions  exclude  epileptics,  the 
insane,  those  greatly  deformed,  and  helpless,  idiotic  and  imbecile  per¬ 
sons  under  seven  or  over  fourteen  years  of  age.  Inquiries  regarding 
admission  for  those  made  ineligible  under  the  by-laws,  by  reason  of 
one  or  more  of  the  above  named  conditions,  are  received  almost 
weekly.  Whenever  any  of  these  conditions  appear  in  a  letter  of 
inquiry,  it  is  our  rule  to  inform  the  party  of  the  ineligibility  of  the 
applicant,  and  a  descriptive  blank  is  not  furnished,  otherwise  the 
number  of  applications,  as  reported,  would  be  very  much  greater. 

Admissions  and  Discharges. 

As  previously  noted,  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  but 
five,  or  six  less  than  last  year,  while  the  daily  average  was  twenty-one 
more.  The  number  discharged  was  thirty-seven,  or  nine  more,  and 
the  number  admitted  and  readmitted  was  fiftv-seven,  or  ten  less  than 
the  previous  year.  Of  those  discharged,  twenty-six  were  males  and 
eleven  were  females.  Of  this  number,  three  adult  males  eloped,  and 
have  not  been  returned.  One  boy,  a  confirmed  epileptic,  with  daily 
convulsions  and  the  existence  of  epilepsy  denied  upon  admission,  who 
failed  to  improve  after  more  than  two  years  residence  in  the  asylum, 
was  removed  home  by  request;  another  boy,  who  was  received  on  trial, 
was  also  removed  home  by  request,  unimproved,  after  eight  months 
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residence;  four  males  and  two  females  were  removed  to  their  homes 
by  parents;  one  male  and  one  female  were  removed  home  by  their 
parents  because  of  failing  health;  seven  males  and  five  females  were 
retained  at  home  after  the  summer  vacation;  one  female  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Custodial  Asylum  at  Newark,  and  one  private  case,  whose 
bills  had  not  been  paid  for  over  two  years,  was  sent  home  to  Canada; 
one  male  and  one  female  became  acutely  insane,  and  were  sent  to  a 
State  asylum  for  the  insane;  six  adult  males  were  transferred  directly 
to  a  State  asylum  for  the  insane,  and  two  were  transferred  to  county 
asylums. 

Health  and  Moktality. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of  diphtheria,  which  occurred  in 
the  early  portion  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  general  health  of  the  house¬ 
hold  was  extraordinarily  good,  as  the  mortality  list  verifies.  With  an 
average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  of  448,  the  number  of  deaths  occur¬ 
ring  among  them  was  but  five,  or  less  than  one  and  one-eigh th per  centum. 

The  average  age  of  those  who  died  was  twelve  years,  and  the  causes 
of  death,  in  the  order  of  their  occurrence,  as  follows:  Intestinal 
obstruction,  acute  tuberculosis,  marasmus,  epilepsy  and  phthisis 
pulmonalis,  each  one.  The  first  was  an  idiotic  boy,  aged  sixteen,  who 
had  suffered  from  intestinal  troubles  since  early  infancy;  the  second 
was  a  delicate  imbecile  girl,  aged  twenty,  who,  after  the  convalescence 
from  a  severe  attack  of  diphtheria  was  fairly  established  and  all  diph¬ 
theritic  exudations  had  disappeared,  fell  a  victim  to  acute  tuberculosis 
and  died  from  it  within  three  weeks  after  its  symptoms  were  recognized; 
the  third,  from  marasmus,  was  a  delicate  idiotic  girl,  seven  years  of 
age,  who  was  admitted  only  ten  weeks  before  in  such  a  feeble  state  of 
health  that  she  was  at  once  necessarily  placed  in  bed;  the  fourth,  from 
epilepsy,  was  an  epileptic  girl,  aged  sixteen;  the  fifth  was  an  idiotic 
girl  of  thirteen,  who  died  from  phthisis,  after  an  illness  of  less  than 
six  months. 

The  cases  of  diphtheria  mentioned  above,  eight  in  number,  were 
unmistakable  in  their  symptoms  and  character,  three  of  them  being  of 
a  very  severe  type.  Fortunately,  considering  the  usual  ratio  of  mor¬ 
tality  from  this  alarming  disease,  all  recovered  except  one,  who  died, 
as  before  noted,  from  acute  tuberculosis.  One  case  was  also  followed 
by  a  partial  paralysis  of  the  muscles  of  the  palate,  which  persisted  in 
a  gradually  lessening  degree  for  several  months.  The  first  and  third 
cases  were  boys  at  the  main  building.  The  second  case  was  a  girl 
from  the  girls’  building,  but  who  was  in  the  habit  of  working  during 
the  day  about  the  main  building  basement-hall  and  dining-rooms. 
The  other  five  cases  followed  one  another  at  intervals  a  few  weeks 
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later  and  were  all  occupants  of  the  girls’  building.  The  recurrence  of 
the  disease,  and  the  experience  of  the  previous  year  at  finding  a  cause 
for  it  then,  led  us  at  once  to  again  suspect  a  fault  somewhere  either  in 
the  sewage  or  plumbing.  Its  outbreak  almost  simultaneously  at  the 
two  buildings  produced  some  confusion  regarding  the  location  of  the 
defect,  but  the  indications  at  first  were  that  it  would  be  found  at  the 
main  building.  After  repeated  explorations,  a  hole  evidently  made  by 
rats,  into  the  brick  sewer  where  it  crosses  under  the  tunnel  leading 
from  the  boiler-house  to  the  main  building  basement  was  discovered. 
It  was  immediately  closed,  and  no  further  cases  of  the  disease  occurred 
at  this  building.  Other  cases  subsequently  appearing  at  the  girls’ 
building,  and  among  those  who  had  had  no  direct  communication 
either  with  the  main  building  or  exposure  to  the  first  three  cases, 
those  premises  were  also  suspected.  A  rigid  inspection  of  them  was 
instituted,  which  was  also  finally  rewarded  at  finding  the  singular 
defect  in  plumbing  whereby  the  flushing  of  one  trap  in  the  arm  of  a 
Y,  siphoned  the  water  out  of  the  trap  in  the  other  arm,  leaving  it  each 
time  comparatively  empty.  This  defect  in  plumbing  must  have  been 
an  original  one,  and  why  it  produced  disease  at  this  time  and  not 
within  the  previous  two  years  of  its  use  is  among  the  things  we  will 
not  attempt  to  explain.  When  it  was  remedied  but  one  more  case  of 
diphtheria  followed,  and  that  appeared  within  five  days  thereafter. 
As  soon  as  a  case  of  the  disease  was  diagnosed,  the  patient  was  removed 
to  the  new  detached  hospital  and  kept  entirely  isolated,  and  by  this 
means  the  spread  of  the  disease  by  contagion  was  effectually  avoided. 

Besides  those  ill  from  diphtheria,  the  only  other  illness  of  special 
importance  during  the  year  was  that  of  pneumonia.  Eight  cases  of 
this  disease  occurred  during  the  winter  and  spring  months,  and 
although  most  of  them  were  serious  and  alarming  in  their  symptoms, 
all  recovered.  One  case  of  measles  was  discovered  at  the  boys 
building  in  the  month  of  September.  This  case  was  promptly 
quarantined  at  the  new  detached  hospital  and  kept  there  until  after 
complete  recovery,  and  greatly  to  our  relief  not  another  case  appeared. 
During  the  same  month  two  accidents,  the  only  ones  of  any  moment 
throughout  the  year,  happened  to  boys.  These  occurred  within  a  few 
days  of  each  other;  both  were  the  results  of  tree  climbing,  and  both 
were  “  Colles  ”  fractures  of  the  forearm. 

Repairs  and  Improvements. 

For  several  years  past  extensive  repairs  have  been  undertaken  and 
accomplished.  A  large  portion  of  the  buildings  are  old  and  had  not 
been  kept  quite  up  to  a  standard  of  good  repair.  Many  improve- 
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ments  necessarily  had  to  be  made  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the 
building  operations  and  extensions  of  recent  years.  Each  year,  upon 
entering  it,  we  have  anticipated  the  expenditure  for  repairs  and 
improvements  would  certainly  be  materially  less  in  amount  than  for 
the  preceding  one,  but  in  this  regard  we  have  invariably  been  disap¬ 
pointed.  The  aggregate  expenditure  for  repairs,  ordinary  and  extra¬ 
ordinary  improvements  for  the  year  1885,  was  $11,775.01;  for  1886 
it  was  $9,446.88;  for  1887  it  was  $9,867.95;  and  for  1888  it  was 
$10,371.39,  or  a  little  in  excess  of  the  average  ($10,115.31)  of  the 
four  years. 

The  special  repairs  for  the  year  include  the  laying  of  new  floors  of 
Georgia  pine  in  several  day-rooms,  dormitories  and  the  main  hall  at 
the  boys’  building,  in  all  about  6,000  feet;  the  laying  of  1,000  square 
feet  of  tile  flooring  in  lavatories  and  water-closets;  the  substitution  of 
new  and  improved  wash-bowls,  sinks,  urinals,  bath-tubs  and  other 
fixtures  at  various  places;  the  carrying  of  ventilating  pipes  above  the 
roof,  from  the  termini  of  the  soil  pipes  at  twelve  different  points 
where  before  no  means  of  ventilation  of  the  sewer  was  provided;  the 
rebuilding  of  the  area  wall  at  the  north  and  west  side  of  the  main 
building;  the  laying  of  3,500  square  feet  of  Portland  cement  walk  in 
place  of  old  plank  walks;  and  the  placing  of  about  100  loads  of 
excellent  fresh  gravel  on  poor  and  worn-out  roads  and  drive-ways. 

At  the  hospital  building  no  means  had  been  arranged  for  getting 
helpless  or  convalescent  patients  in  the  open  air,  and  for  this  purpose 
a  pleasant  two-story  veranda  ten  feet  by  thirty  feet  was  erected  on  its 
east  side,  communicating  directly  with  the  wards  of  each  floor.  At 
the  boys’  building,  inside  folding  blinds  to  take  the  place  of  curtains 
have  been  purchased  and  will  be  hung  during  the  ensuing  winter. 
In  the  attic  of  the  new  laundry  building  convenient  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  soap-making.  The  kettle  was  removed  from  the 
quarters  in  the  old  laundry  building,  placed  in  the  attic  of  the  new 
one,  and  a  steam  and  water  connection  made  with  it.  At  hand,  a 
large  new  lead-lined  storage  tank  was  built,  and  a  conductor  put  in 
leading  from  it  down  to  an  iron  receiving  tank  on  the  laundry  floor, 
which  is  kept  supplied  from  the  upper  one  by  the  simple  process  of 
pouring.  By  this  means  the  carrying  and  spilling  of  the  soap  about 
the  premises  is  avoided,  and  every  one  entirely  relieved  of  all 
disagreeable  odor  in  its  manufacture. 

An  arc  electric  light  has  been  placed  upon  the  hill  above  the  main 
entrance  gate,  and  proves  a  cheerful  substitute  at  night  for  half  a 
dozen  oil  lamps,  that  formerly  made  a  poor  attempt  at  lighting  the 
front  walks,  roads  and  grounds.  A  special  fire-alarm  box,  connected 
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by  wire  with  the  city  fire  department,  has  also  been  conveniently 
placed  on  the  wall  just  outside  the  main  front  door. 

Besides  these  improvements  enumerated,  a  large  amount  of  grading 
and  sodding  was  accomplished  by  the  boys  during  the  summer 
months,  and  at  painting,  wall-papering  and  oiling  of  floors,  the 
painter,  with  one  or  twro  boys  as  assistants,  has  been  steadily  occupied 
throughout  the  year.  Most  important  and  most  expensive  of  all  was 
the  erection  by  Marshall  Bros.,  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  of  an  iron  spiral  fire- 
escape  at  each  end  of  the  main  building,  communicating  directly,  by 
outside  iron  balconies  attached,  to  the  associated  dormitories  on  the 
second,  third  and  fourth  floors,  and  which  we  have  no  hesitation  in 
pronouncing  the  safest,  most  durable,  sensible  and  practicable  fire- 
escape  we  have  ever  seen. 

The  New  Hospital  Building.

The  new  hospital  building,  wdiich  was  described  in  last  }rear’s  report, 
as  an  economical  measure,  was  not  occupied  or  organized  until  the 
outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  October,  1887.  A  trained  nurse,  a  graduate 
of  the  Syracuse  Training  School  for  Nurses  at  the  House  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  was  at  the  time  under  engagement,  and  she  was  immediately 
summoned  and  placed  in  charge,  after  which  all  cases,  and  suspicious 
cases  of  the  disease  were  transferred  to  the  hospital  ^promptly  for 
isolation,  care  and  medical  treatment.  Late  in  January  following, 
after  a  reasonable  time  had  elapsed  without  the  presence  of  diphtheria 
cases,  its  permanent  organization  was  perfected  by  the  appointment  of 
an  assistant  to  the  nurse,  and  all  sick  and  helpless  children  have  since 
been  placed  under  skillful  care  and  attendance.  It  has  also,  to  avoid 
the  possible  introduction  of  contagious  diseases,  been  used,  whenever 
practicable,  as  a  house  of  detention  to  all  new  pupils  for  a  period  of 
ten  days  following  their  admission.  The  opening  of  this  building, 
detached  from  all  others  and  especially  arranged  for  hospital  purposes, 
has  proved  a  great  relief  to  both  officers  and  attendants  in  many  ways, 
besides  a  blessing  and  comfort  to  those  w7ho  have  had  the  misfortune 
to  become  ill.  We  even  flatter  ourselves  in  believing  that  our  reduced 
and  very  low  rate  of  mortality  may  have  been  partially  due  to  the 
superior  care  and  nursing  furnished,  as  compared  with  the  former 
unsatisfactory  and  inconvenient  facilities  that  existed. 

Medical  Assistant. 

The  medical  care  of  the  household,  together  with  the  general  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  affairs  of  the  asylum,  had  of  late  years  increased  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  appointment  of  a  medical  assistant  seemed  a  necessity. 
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After  consultation  with  some  of  your  number,  it  was  agreed  for  various 
reasons  that  the  most  satisfactory  medical  service  would  likely  be 
attained  by  the  appointment  of  a  female  physician.  Dr.  Kate  A.  Hath¬ 
away,  of  Canandaigua,  N.  Y.,  was  accordingly  selected  and  entered  upon 
her  duties  in  September  last.  Dr.  Hathaway,  besides  being  a  regular 
graduate  in  medicine,  is  also  a  graduate  of  the  Kochester  Training 
School  for  Nurses,  and  we  believe  is  well  qualified  to  enter  upon  and 
perform  the  work  at  which  she  is  now  engaged.  With  her  aid  to  the 
superintendent  in  the  medical  charge  of  the  sick  and  ailing,  with  the 
new  hospital  to  provide  for  them,  and  with  a  trained  nurse  and  her 
assistants  to  minister  to  their  wants,  we  feel  that  a  worthy  purpose 
has  been  accomplished,  and  a  most  excellent  hospital  service  assured. 

Music  Hall. 

The  addition  to  our  buildings  of  the  new  school-rooms  and  hall, 
which  have  taken  the  name  of  “  Music  Hall  ”  building,  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  which  was  authorized  by  the  Legislature  of  1887,  was  casually 
mentioned  in  your  report  for  last  year.  This  building  was  completed 
during  the  past  summer,  and  first  made  use  of  at  the  opening  of 
school  in  September.  It  is  built  in  the  form  of  an  “  L  ”  and  com¬ 
municates  directly  at  its  south  end  with  the  north  corridor  of  the 
main  building,  and  at  the  opposite  end  with  the  day-room  at  the 
south-east  corner  of  the  boys’  building.  A  hall  eight  feet  wide 
extends  through  the  whole  length  on  the  west  side  of  the  first  floor, 
and  opening  into  which  are  five  pleasant  and  commodious  school¬ 
rooms,  one  adjoining  the  boys’  building,  the  others  along  the  east 
front.  The  second  floor  consists  of  a  band-room  twenty-five  by 
thirty  feet,  and  a  hall  or  assembly-room  eighty-seven  feet  by  forty 
feet  with  a  twenty-two  feet  ceiling.  At  the  north  end  of  this  hall  a 
stage  twenty-two  feet  wide  was  constructed,  which  has  been  fitted  up 
with  a  drop  curtain  and  two  complete  sets  of  easily  shifting,  painted 
stage  scenery.  A  clear  wall  was  left  at  the  south  end  of  the  room  to 
serve  as  a  screen  on  which  stereopticon  pictures  may  be  thrown. 
This,  combined  with  the  stage  and  its  movable  scenery,  makes  the 
hall  delightfully  adapted  for  entertainment  purposes  of  almost  any 
kind.  It  is  also  used  and  well  calculated  for  calisthenic  and  singing 
classes,  band  practicing,  many  of  the  school  exercises,  assemblage 
purposes,  and  Sunday  services.  The  whole  building  is  well  lighted, 
perfectly  heated,  mainly  by  indirect  radiation,  and  most  admirably 
ventilated  by  flues  leading  into  a  large  heated  chimney.  The  opening 
of  the  new  hall  and  class-rooms  for  school  purposes,  besides  facilitat¬ 
ing  the  operations  of  the  classes,  especially  the  exercise  and  industrial 
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classes,  has  furthermore  greatly  improved  conditions  in  the  formerly- 
overcrowded  school-rooms  of  the  main  building.  The  relief  thus 
afforded  adds  much  to  the  comfort  of  all  concerned,  and  we  believe 
cannot  also  but  prove  advantageous  and  healthful. 

Objects  of  School  Training. 

This  asylum  has  now  been  in  successful  operation  for  a  period  of 
over  thirty-eight  years.  Its  object  has  been  the  training  and  eleva¬ 
tion  of  the  idiotic  and  feeble-minded,  or  such  portion  of  them  as  are 
susceptible  of  improvement.  Its  character,  therefore,  has  been  largely 
educational,  and  its  feature,  the  school.  The  benefits  attained  from 
the  efforts  made  in  this  direction  have  been  incalculable.  There  is  no 
work  of  a  charitable  nature  more  worthy,  and  none  the  public  has  so 
little  general  knowledge  of  as  this.  A  clear  idea  of  the  different 
methods  employed  can  only  be  obtained  by  extended  personal  obser¬ 
vation,  combined  with  an  individual  study  of  the  mental  defects  and 
peculiarities  of  the  class  of  children  placed  under  our  charge.. 

In  order,  however,  to  give  those  interested  but  still  unacquainted 
with  the  educational  work  of  the  institution,  a  brief  outline  thereof  in 
a  summarized  form,  we  have  for  the  past  two  years  had  published 
with  the  annual  report,  “The  Daily  Order  of  School  Exercises.” 
This  schedule  will  be  found  again,  with  the  necessary  changes  for  the 
ensuing  year,  on  a  subsequent  page. 

We  have  intimated  and  tried  to  show  in  former  reports  that  we  do 
not  expect  great  educational  results  from  the  training  of  the  minds 
of  children  with  weakened  intellects,  as  viewed  from  the  ordinary- 
standpoint  of  educational  tests  of  scholarship.  It  is  impossible  for  us 
to  make  them,  or  for  them  to  become  altogether  like  other  people. 
With  the  very  best  attainable  results  possible,  their  weakness  is  per¬ 
manent,  and  will  always  manifestly  remain.  We  are  frequently  asked 
hy  parents  and  visitors  how  many  of  those  we  receive  are  cured. 
There  is,  of  course,  but  one  reply  to  make  to  this  question,  which  is? 
that  the  condition  of  idiocy  and  feeble-mindedness  is  not  a  curable 
one.  The  only  legitimate  question  that  can  be  asked  in  any  given  case, 
is,  how  great  a  degree  of  advancement  can  be  effected?  As  a  rule, 
there  are  very  few  children  admitted  here  who  are  not  in  some  way 
improved,  but  the  degree  of  advancement  must  depend  upon  the 
natural  intellectual  endowment  the  child  has  to  start  with,  upon  the 
age  at  which  it  is  admitted,  upon  its  habits,  character  and  disposition,, 
and  upon  the  fact  whether  any  of  the  disturbing  causes  of  its  impaired 
intellect  are  still  active.  The  experience  of  the  past  fifty  years  of 
those  interested  in  the  training  and  education  of  the  idiotic  clas& 
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has  proven  that  the  direction  of  all  efforts  should  be  given  more  to 
the  training  of  the  hand  than  of  the  intellect.  The  school  is  a 
necessary  preliminary  adjunct  to  the  attainment  of  this  object,  and  in 
all  of  the  institutions  for  the  training  of  the  feeble-minded  of  this 
country,  the  school  exercises  are  largely  ordered  and  conducted  with  a 
view  of  making  the  child  useful,  if  possible,  at  some  employment,  when 
the  school  age  is  passed.  If  a  child  who  cannot  feed  or  dress  itself,  but¬ 
ton  its  shoes,  comb  its  own  hair,  or  perform  many  other  of  the  simple 
and  necessary  acts  in  every-day  life,  can  be  taught  to  do  any  one  of 
them  unaided,  something  has  been  gained;  the  labor  of  another  per¬ 
son  more  valuable  for  other  purposes  has  been  saved  to  that  extent^ 
and  the  efforts  at  training  have  not  been  expended  in  vain.  Again, 
for  those  who  can  do  all  these  things  for  themselves,  it  is  but  a  step 
farther  in  advance  to  teach  them  to  make  beds,  sweep  and  dust  rooms, 
mop  and  scrub  floors,  wash  and  wipe  dishes,  do  plain  sewing,  etc., 
and  to  become  helpful  to  others.  And  again,  for  those  who  can  help 
themselves  and  others,  it  is  only  another  step  farther,  and  by  the 
time  usually  that  adult  life  is  reached,  when  their  labor  can  be  made 
productive.  A  very  large  number  may  be  successively  taught  these 
several  steps,  and  it  is  for  them  especially  who  can  reach  the  last  one, 
that  our  industrial  classes  are  formed.  The  report  of  the  three 
advanced  sewing  classes  presented  shows  simply  what  has  been  done 
by  them  during  school  hours.  This  is  only  a  small  fraction  of  all 
that  is  accomplished  by  the  pupils  and  inmates,  or  even  by  those 
employed  in  these  classes,  as  the  most  of  all  other  work  performed 
is  done  out  of  school  or  is  of  a  kind  that  is  difficult  to  estimate  or 
tabulate. 

An  Asylum  for  the  Helpless  Idiotic  Needed. 

In  our  report  of  last  year  we  called  special  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  State  provision  for  the  helpless,  the  epileptic  and  the  unteachable 
portion  of  the  idiotic  class.  This  necessity  is  greater  to-day  than  it 
was  a  year  ago,  and  becomes  more  and  more  imperative  each  year  as 
long  as  it  is  neglected  and,  the  aggregate  population  goes  on  increas¬ 
ing.  This  asylum  was  organized  exclusively  upon  a  school  basis,  and 
the  whole  arrangement  of  its  original  building  plant  was  made,  and 
has  been  extended  from  time  to  time  mainly  -with  that  object  in 
view.  The  accommodations  provided  here  are  all  needed,  and  more 
too,  for  those  who  are  considered  educable.  When  the  additions 
now  building  are  completed  and  occupied  our  numbers  will  reach  fully 
500.  The  lay  of  our  grounds  renders  it  difficult  and  undesirable  to 
materially  enlarge  the  present  buildings,  or  increase  the  number  of 
them.  Besides,  the  asylum  premises  comprise  but  sixty-five  acres,  and 
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we  are  of  the  opinion  that  not  more  than  500  should  he  provided  for 
within  an  area  of  that  extent.  The  growth  of  the  city,  and  the  acqui¬ 
sition  by  it  of  adjoining  lands,  for  park  purposes,  have  so  encom¬ 
passed  the  asylum  property  on  all  sides,  that  future  additions  to  our 
present  territory  are  entirely  out  of  the  range  of  possibilities.  Since 
I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  office,  four  years  ago,  not  a  single 
case  for  whom  application  has  been  made,  that  came  within  the  scope 
of  the  by-laws  governing  admissions,  has  been  refused.  Most  others 
have  necessarily  been  declined.  We  regret  this  necessity,  but  to  do 
otherwise  than  to  decline  their  admission  would,  in  a  short  time,  com¬ 
pletely  change  the  character  of  the  asylum  and  defeat  its  purposes, 
the  training  and  education  of  the  teachable  idiotic  and  feeble-minded. 
We  believe  the  State  should  provide  accommodations  for  all,  the 
teachable  and  unteachable  persons  of  this  class,  the  same  as  is  done 
for  other  defective  and  dependent  classes,  the  blind,  the  deaf  and 
dumb,  and  the  insane.  We  therefore  renew  our  recommendation  of 
last  year  for  the  immediate  erection  of  an  institution  in  some  other 
part  of  the  State,  upon  a  plan  so  broad  that  all  classes  and  grades  of 
the  idiotic  may  be  fully  provided  for. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  I  cannot  omit  acknowledging  the  loyalty  of  the 
officers  and  teachers  to  their  work,  their  helpfulness  to  me,  and  the 
energy,  patience  and  faithfulness  displayed  in  the  discharge  of  their 
respective  duties,  often  peculiar  and  trying.  In  fact,  the  employes 
•  generally,  almost  without  exception,  deserve,  as  they  have,  my  hearty 
thanks  for  the  commendable  fidelity  that  has  prevailed  among  them 
in  aiding  and  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  institution  throughout  the 
year.  The  cheerful  cooperation  and  honest,  earnest  efforts  of  all 
have  lightened  the  burdens  and  responsibilities  of  this  office,  and 
*  made  the  year’s  success  certain  and  agreeable. 

I  thank  you,  gentlemen  of  the  board  of  trustees,  for  repeated  and 
substantial  evidences  of  your  confidence,  and  especially  the  members 
of  the  executive  and  building  committees,  for  frequent  good  advice 
and  wise  counsel  in  matters  of  management,  building  and  administra¬ 
tion.  Impressed  with  the  manifold  blessings  that  have  attended  the 
noble  work  of  this  asylum  in  the  past,  we  can  safely  and  assuredly 
rely,  if  diligent,  faithful  work  on  our  part  is  performed,  upon  the 
same  kind  Providence  to  continue  their  meritorious  bestowal  in 
the  future.

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APPENDIX  A. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  NEW  YORK  STATE  IDIOT  ASYLUM. 

Article  I. 

Of  the  Trustees. 

The  trustees  shall  have  the  general  direction  and  control  of  all  the 
property  and  concerns  of  the  institution,  not  otherwise  provided  for 
by  law,  and  shall  take  charge  of  its  general  interests,  maintain  an 
effective  inspection  of  the  affairs  and  management  of  the  institution, 
and  see  that  its  general  designs  be  carried  into  effect,  and  everything 
done  faithfully  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Legislature,  and 
the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  asylum.  They  shall  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  services,  but  shall  be  paid  their  actual  and 
reasonable  traveling  and  other  expenses,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer 
on  the  rendering  of  their  accounts. 

Article  II. 

Meetings  of  the  Board. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  semi-annually  at 
the  asylum,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  June,  and  the  second 
Wednesday  of  October,  at  2  o’clock  p.  m. 

Article  III. 

Of  Elections. 

At  the  meeting  in  October  in  each  and  every  year,  the  officers  of 
the  board,  who  shall  be  a  permanent  chairman  to  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  governor,  a  secretary,  a  treasurer  and  an  executive  com¬ 
mittee,  consisting  of  three  of  the  trustees,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

Article  IY. 

Of  the  Order  of  Business. 

At  the  regular  meetings  of  the  board  the  order  of  business  shall 
be  as  follows: 

1.  Reading  the  minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  the  executive  committee. 

3.  Report  of  the  treasurer. 

4.  Report  of  the  superintendent. 
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5.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

6.  Resolutions. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Article  Y. 

Of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  executive  committee  shall  meet  at  the  asylum  on  the  first 
Monday  of  every  month,  at  such  an  hour  as  they  may  from  time 
to  time  appoint.  They  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  interests 
of  the  institution  in  all  matters  which  may  arise  between  the  meetings 
of  the  board;  shall  see  that  all  resolutions  of  the  trustees  are  promptly 
carried  into  effect;  shall  audit  the  bills  of  expenditures,  and  certify 
them  for  payment  by  the  treasurer,  “  and  examine  and  verify  the 
quarterly  and  annual  statements  of  the  treasurer’s  accounts  and  cer¬ 
tify  their  correctness  to  the  trustees  at  their  annual  meetings.”  (Sec.  14). 
They  shall  in  connection  with  the  superintendent  act  upon  the  recep¬ 
tion  and  dismissal  of  pupils.  They  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  their 
proceedings  in  a  book  prepared  for  that  purpose,  and  kept  in  the 
asylum,  and  present  the  same  at  the  meetings  of  the  board,  and  they 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  delegated  to  them  by  the 
board.  They  shall  have  the  power  of  calling  extra  meetings  of  the 
board.  They  shall  prepare  the  annual  report,  and  submit  the  same 
for  the  approbation  of  the  board  at  its  meeting  in  October. 

Article  VI. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

The  secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board 
and  record  them  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  the  board  shall  assign  him.  He  shall  also  notify 
the  trustees  of  all  meetings  of  the  board. 

Article  YII. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

* 

The  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  mone}rs,  bonds,  notes, 
mortgages  and  other  securities  and  obligations  belonging  to  the  asylum; 
collect  all  moneys  due,  and  receive  all  appropriations,  gifts  and  legacies 
made  or  bequeathed  to  the  institution,  and  deposit  the  same  in  some 
safe  bank;  he  shall  pay  all  debts  and  bills  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the 
executive  committee,  and  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  his 
collections,  receipts  and  payments. 

He  shall  render  to  the  executive  committee  a  quarterly  statement  of 
his  receipts  and  payments;  balance  his  books  of  account  annually,  on 
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the  first  day  of  October,  and  within  three  days  thereafter  make  and 
deliver  to  said  committee  a  statement  of  such  balance,  and  an 
abstract  of  all  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the  past  year.  (Sec.  14). 

Article  YIII. 

Of  the  Superintendent. 

The  superintendent  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  asylum. 
He  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  buildings,  grounds 
and  farm,  together  with  their  furniture,  fixtures  and  stock,  and  the 
direction  and  control  of  all  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  same, 
subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  established  by  the  trustees.  He 
shall  have  the  appointment  of  his  co-resident  officers,  with  power  to 
assign  them  their  respective  duties,  subject  to  the  by-laws.  He  shall 
employ,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  trustees,  such 
teachers,  attendants  and  assistants  as  he  may  think  proper  and  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  economical  and  efficient  carrying  into  effect  of  the  design 
of  the  institution,  prescribe  their  several  duties  and  places,  and 
fix  their  compensation,  and  may  discharge  any  of  them.  He  shall  3 
also,  from  time  to  time,  give  such  orders  and  instructions,  as  he 
may  judge  best  calculated  to  induce  good  conduct,  fidelity  and 
economy  in  any  department  of  labor  and  expense,  and  he  is  author¬ 
ized  and  enjoined  to  maintain  salutary  discipline  among  all  who  are 
employed  by  the  institution,  and  to  enforce  strict  compliance  with 
such  instructions,  and  uniform  obedience  to  all  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  asylum.  He  shall  further  cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and 
records  of  all  his  doings,  and  of  the  entire  business  and  operations  of 
the  institution,  together  with  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the 
pupils,  to  be  kept  regularly,  from  day  to  day,  in  books  provided  for 
that  purpose;  and  he  shall  see  that  all  such  accounts  and  records 
shall  be  fully  made  up  to  the  first  days  of  April  and  October  in  each 
year,  and  that  the  principal  facts  and  results,  with  his  report  thereon, 
be  presented  to  the  board  at  its  semi-annuual  meetings.  (Sec.  9.) 
The  exercise  of  the  foregoing  powers  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  trustees,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  He  shall  con¬ 
duct  the  official  correspondence  of  the  institution;  shall,  at  the  time 
of  the  admission  of  any  pupil  into  the  asylum,  enter  in  a  book,  to  be 
provided  and  kept  for  that  purpose,  a  minute,  with  date,  of  the  name 
and  residence  of  the  pupil,  and  of  the  person  or  persons  upon  whose 
application  he  is  received;  together  with  a  copy  of  the  application, 
statement,  certificate  and  all  other  papers  accompanying  such  idiot; 
the  originals  of  which  he  shall  file  and  carefully  preserve.  (Sec.  16.) 
And  he  shall  be  accountable  for  the  careful  keeping  and  economical 
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use  of  all  furniture,  stores  and  other  articles  provided  for  the  asylum, 
and  prepare  and  present  to  the  board,  at  its  semi-annual  meetings,  a 
true  and  perfect  inventory  of  all  the  personal  property  and  effects 
belonging  to  the  asylum.  (Sec.  9.)  He  may  make  agreements,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  approval  of  the  trustees,  for  the  support,  maintenance  and 
clothing  of  pupils  admitted  to  the  asylum  (sec.  20) ;  and  should  imme¬ 
diately,  on  the  reception  of  any  State  pupil,  give  notice  thereof  to  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  from  which  the  pupil 
was  sent.  (Sec.  17.) 

He  shall  also  give  notice  of  the  discharge  of  a  pupil  by  the  trustees, 
to  the  person  and  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  law;  and  shall  see  to 
the  removal  and  delivery  of  such  discharged  pupil  to  the  proper  county 
and  officer.  (Sec.  20.) 

Article  IX. 

Of  the  Pupils. 

The  design  and  objects  of  the  asylum,  as  established  by  the  action 
of  the  Legislature,  are  not  of  a  custodial  character;  but  to  furnish 
the  means  of  education  to  that  portion  of  the  youth  of  the  State  not 
provided  for  in  any  of  its  other  educational  institutions.  Those  only 
will,  therefore,  be  received  into  the  asylum  who  are  of  a  proper  school- 
attending  age,  and  for  such  periods  of  time  as  shall,  in  the  estima¬ 
tion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  suffice  to  impart  all  the  education 
practicable  in  each  particular  case,  and  in  conformity  with  the  regula¬ 
tions  hereinafter  specified. 

Children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen,  who  are  idiotic,  or 
so  deficient  in  intelligence  as  to  be  incapable  of  being  educated  at  any 
ordinary  school,  and  who  are  not  epileptic,  insane  or  greatly  deformed, 
may  be  admitted  by  the  superintendent,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  executive  committee.  Applications  in  behalf  of  others  shall 
be  referred  to  the  action  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

The  parents  or  next  friends  of  those  in  whose  behalf  applications 
are  made  for  admission  as  pupils,  shall  make  answers  in  writing  to 
such  questions  as  the  superintendent  and  committee  shall  prescribe. 
They  shall,  moreover,  if  of  sufficient  ability,  engage  to  pay  such 
reasonable  sum  for  the  education  and  support  of  the  pupils,  and  to 
furnish  them  with  such  proper  clothing  while  in  the  institution  as 
shall  be  stipulated  by  the  superintendent,  and  they  shall,  in  all  cases, 
be  bound  to  receive  them  back  when  required,  free  of  expense  to  the 
asylum.  But  no  idiots  shall  be  received  into  the  asylum  without  there 
shall  have  been  first  lodged  with  the  superintendent  thereof  a  request 
to  that  effect,  under  the  hand  of  the  person  by  whose  direction  he  is 
sent,  stating  the  age,  and  place  of  nativity,  if  known,  of  the  idiot,  his 
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Christian  and  surname,  the  town,  or  city,  and  county  in  which  they 
severally  reside,  the  ability  or  otherwise  of  the  idiot,  his  parents  or 
guardians,  to  provide  for  his  support  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  if  in 
part  only,  in  what  part;  and  the  degree  of  relationship,  or  other  cir¬ 
cumstance  of  connection  between  him  and  the  person  requesting  his 
admission,  which  statement  shall  be  verified  in  writing,  by  the  oath 
of  two  disinterested  persons,  residents  of  the  same  county  with  the 
idiot,  acquainted  with  the  facts  and  circumstances  so  stated,  and 
certified  to  be  credible  by  the  county  judge  of  the  same  county.  And 
no  idiot  shall  be  received  into  said  asylum  unless  the  county  judge  of 
the  county  liable  for  his  support  shall  certify  that  such  idiot  is  an 
eligible  and  proper  candidate  for  admission  to  said  asylum  as  afore¬ 
said,  provided,  however,  that  idiots  may  be  received  into  said  asylum 
upon  the  application  therefor  signed  officially  by  any  county  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  poor,  or  by  the  commissioners  of  charity  of  any  of  the 
cities  of  this  State,  where  such  commissioners  exist.  (Sec.  18.) 

The  State  pupils  in  the  asylum  will  be  selected  in  equal  numbers, 
as  far  as  may  be,  from  each  judicial  district,  from  those  whose  parents 
or  guardians  are  unable  to  provide  for  their  support  therein. 

The  State  pupils  will  be  expected  to  come  to  the  asylum  provided 
with  a  supply  of  neat  and  substantial  clothing  for  the  first  six  months, 
after  which  period  the  clothing  will  be  furnished  by  the  asylum,  at  the 
expense  of  the  respective  counties  of  which  they  are  residents,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  the  blind  asylums  of  the  State. 

A  bond  will  be  required  in  all  cases,  except  the  case  of  a  State 
pupil,  to  insure  the  removal  of  the  pupil  free  of  expense  to  the 
institution. 

All  pupils  will  be  received  upon  trial  for  one  month,  at  the  end  of 
which  time  a  report  upon  the  case  will  be  made  to  the  parents  or 
parties  sending  them. 

The  education  furnished  by  the  institution  will  include  not  only  the 
simpler  elements  of  instruction  usually  taught  in  common  schools, 
where  that  is  practicable,  but  will  embrace  a  course  of  training  in  the 
more  practical  matters  of  every-day  life,  the  cultivation  of  habits  of 
decency,  propriety,  self -management  and  self-reliance,  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  and  enlargement  of  a  capacity  for  useful  occupation. 

There  shall  be  a  vacation  during  the  months  of  July  and  August, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  board,  at  which  period  all  pupils  must 
be  removed  from  the  asylum  by  the  parents  or  guardians,  if  required 
by  the  superintendent. 

By-laws  can  only  be  altered  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  board,  by 
a  majority  of  the  whole  board. 
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APPENDIX  B. 


Chapter  220. 

An  Act  to  reorganize  the  State  Asylum  for  Idiots,  and  to  provide 
for  the  government  and  management  thereof. 

Passed  April  12,  1862 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Senate  and 

Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 

* 

Section  1.  The  management  of  the  Asylum  for  Idiots  shall  be 
vested  in  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  the  Governor,  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Comptroller,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  and  eight  other  persons. 

§  2.  Henry  N.  Pohlman,  James  H.  Titus,  Hamilton  White,  Allen 
Munroe,  Hiram  Putnam,  Franklin  Townsend,  Lyman  Clary  and 
George  H.  Middleton,  present  trustees  of  the  Asylum  for  Idiots, 
shall  continue  to  be  such  trustees,  and  shall  hold  their  office  as 
follows:  The  said  Franklin  Townsend  and  George  H.  Middleton  for 
two  years,  the  said  Allen  Munroe  and  Hamilton  White  for  four  years, 
the  said  Henry  N.  Pohlman  and  Lyman  Clary  for  six  years,  and  the 
said  James  H.  Titus  and  Hiram  Putnam  for  eight  years,  from  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
one  and  until  others  are  appointed  in  their  places,  subject,  however, 
to  being  removed  at  any  time  by  the  Senate,  upon  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Governor.  Their  successors  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Senate,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Governor,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  eight  years,  and  subject  to  be  removed  in  the  manner  afore¬ 
said.  The  Senate  may,  in  like  manner,  appoint  a  trustee  for  the 
unexpired  term  of  office  of  any  incumbent  who  shall  die,  resign,  be 
removed  from  office,  or  cease  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  State  during 
his  term,  and  such  trustee  shall  be  subject  to  removal  in  the  manner 
above  provided.  Five  members  of  the  said  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  3.  Said  board  shall  have  the  general  direction  and  control  of  all 
the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  asylum  not  otherwise  provided 
by  law,  and  shall  take  charge  of  its  general  interests,  and  see  that  its 
general  design  be  carried  into  effect,  and  everything  done  faithfully 
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according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Legislature,  and  the  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  asylum. 

§  4.  The  board  shall  appoint  a  superintendent,  who  shall  be  a  well- 
educated  physician,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  reside  in  the  city  of 
Syracuse,  and  give  bonds  to  the  people  of  the  State  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  trust,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  the 
Comptroller  of  the  State  may  approve.  The  superintendent  shall 
appoint  a  steward  and  a  matron,  who,  together  with  the  superin¬ 
tendent,  shall  constantly  reside  in  the  asylum,  and  shall  be  denomin¬ 
ated  the  resident  officers  thereof. 

§  5.  The  board  shall,  from  time  to  time,  determine  the  annual  sala¬ 
ries  and  allowances  of  the  resident  officers  of  the  asylum.  But  no 
determination  as  to  said  salaries,  or  either  of  them,  nor  any  alteration 
.  of  them,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  made  unless  there  shall  be  present 
at  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor,  Secretary  of  State,  Comptroller,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  or  a  majority  of  those  officers,  of  whom  the  Comptroller 
shall  be  one. 

§  6.  The  salaries  and  allowances  of  the  resident  officers  of  the  asylum 
shall  be  paid  quarterly  on  the  first  days  of  October,  January,  April 
and  July  in  each  year,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  asylum,  on  presentation 
of  the  bills  therefor,  audited,  allowed  and  certified,  as  prescribed  in 
the  by-laws. 

§  7.  The  trustees  may  take  and  hold  in  trust  for  the  State  any  grant 
or  devise  of  land,  or  any  donation  or  bequest  of  money  or  other  per¬ 
sonal  property,  to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  and  education  of 
idiots,  and  the  general  use  of  the  asylum. 

§  8.  The  trustees  are  hereby  directed  and  empowered  to  establish 
such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  regulating 
the  appointment  and  duties  of  officers,  teachers,  attendants  and  assist¬ 
ants,  for  fixing  the  conditions  of  admission,  support  and  discharge  of 
pupils,  and  for  conducting,  in  a  proper  manner,  the  business  of  the 
asylum;  also,  to  ordain  and  enforce  a  suitable  system  of  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  internal  government,  discipline  and  management 
of  the  asylum. 

§  9.  The  superintendent  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
asylum.  He  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  buildings, 
grounds  and  farm,  together  with  their  furniture,  fixtures  and  stock, 
and  the  direction  and  control  of  all  persons  employed  in  and  about  the 
same,  subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  established  by  the  trustees. 
He  shall  have  the  appointment  of  his  co-resident  officers,  with  power 
to  assign  them  their  respective  duties,  subject  to  the  by-laws.  He 
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shall  employ,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  trustees,  such 
teachers,  attendants  and  assistants  as  he  may  think  proper  and  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  economical  and  efficient  carrying  into  effect  of  the  design 
of  the  institution,  prescribe  their  several  duties  and  places,  and  fix 
their  compensation,  and  may  discharge  any  of  them.  He  shall,  also,

He 
shall  further  cause  full  and  fair  accounts  and  records  of  all  his  doings 
and  of  the  entire  business  and  operations  of  the  institution,  together 
with  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  pupils,  to  be  kept  regularly  ? 
from  day  to  day,  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose;  and  he  shall  see 
that  all  such  accounts  and  records  shall  be  fully  made  up  to  the  first 
days  of  April  and  October  in  each  year,  and  that  the  principal  facts 
and  results,  with  his  report  thereon,  be  presented  to  the  board  at  its 
semi-annual  meetings.  The  exercise  of  the  foregoing  powers  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  trustees,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided.  He  shall  conduct  the  official  correspondence  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  applications  received,  and  the  pupils 
admitted,  and  he  shall  be  accountable  for  the  careful  keeping  and 
economical  use  of  all  furniture,  stores  and  other  articles  provided  for 
the  asylum,  and  prepare  and  present  to  the  board  at  its  semi-annual 
meetings  a  true  and  perfect  inventory  of  all  the  personal  property  and 
effects  belonging  to  the  asylum. 

§  10.  The  resident  officers  of  the  asylum,  and  all  the  teachers, 
attendants  and  assistants  actually  employed  therein,  during  the  time 
of  such  employment  shall  be  exempt  from  serving  on  juries,  from  all 
assessments  for  labor  on  the  highways,  and  in  time  of  peace  from  all 
service  in  the  militia;  and  the  certificate  of  the  superintendent  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  such  employment. 

§  11.  The  board  shall  keep  in  a  bound  book,  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  a  fair  and  full  record  of  all  its  doings,  which  shall  be  open  at 
all  times  to  the  inspection  of  any  of  its  members,  and  of  all  persons 
whom  the  Governor  or  either  house  of  the  Legislature  may  appoint 
to  examine  the  same. 

§  12.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  maintain  an  effective  inspection  of 
the  affairs  and  management  of  the  institution ;  for  which  purpose  the 
board  shall  meet  at  the  asylum  twice  in  each  year,  at  such  times  as 
the  by-laws  shall  provide;  and  a  committee  of  three  trustees,  to  be 
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appointed  by  the  board,  at  the  annual  meeting  thereof,  shall  visit  it 
once  in-  every  month;  such  committee  shall  also  perform  such  other 
duties,  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws,  or  as  the  board  may  from  time  to  time  ordain. 

§  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  resident  officers  to  admit  any  of  the 
trustees  into  every  part  of  the  asylum,  and  to  exhibit  to  him  or  them, 
on  demand,  all  the  books,  papers,  accounts  and  writings  belonging  to 
the  institution,  or  pertaining  to  its  business,  management,  discipline  or 
government;  also,  to  furnish  copies,  abstracts  and  reports  whenever 
required  by  the  trustees. 

§  14.  The  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys,  bonds, 
notes,  mortgages  and  other  securities  and  obligations  belonging  to  the 
asylum.  He  shall  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  receipts  and  pay¬ 
ments  in  the  manner  directed  in  the  by-laws,  and  such  other  accounts 
as  the  trustees  shall  prescribe.  He  shall  balance  all  the  accounts  on  his 
books  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  October,  and  make  a  statement  of  the 
balances  thereon,  and  an  abstract  of  all  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the 
past  year;  which  he  shall,  within  three  days  thereafter,  deliver  to  the 
auditing  committee  of  the  trustees,  who  shall  compare  the  same  with 
the  books  and  vouchers,  and  verify  the  same  by  a  further  comparison 
with  the  books  of  the  superintendent,  and  certify  the  correctness 
thereof  to  the  trustees  at  their  annual  meeting.  He  shall  further 
render  a  quarterly  statement  of  his  receipts  and  payments  to  said 
auditing  committee,  who  shall  compare  and  verify  the  same  as  afore¬ 
said,  and  report  the  result,  duly  certified,  to  the  trustees,  at  the  annual 
meeting  thereof,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  one  of 
the  books  of  the  asylum.  He  shall  further  render  an  account  of  the 
state  of  his  books,  and  of  the  funds  and  other  property  in  his  custody 
whenever  required  so  to  do  by  the  trustees. 

§  15.  Said  treasurer  is  also  authorized  to  receive,  for  the  use  of  the 
asylum,  any  and  all  sums  of  money  which  may  be  due  upon  any  note 
or  bond  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  asylum;  also  any  and  all  sums 
which  may  be  charged  and  due  according  to  the  by-laws  of  the 
asylum,  for  the  support  of  any  pupil  therein,  or  for  actual  disburse¬ 
ments  made  in  his  behalf  for  necessary  clothing  and  traveling 
expenses,  in  an  action  in  the  Supreme  Court,  to  be  brought  in  said 
treasurer’s  name,  as  treasurer  of  the  Asylum  for  Idiots,  and  which 
shall  not  abate  by  his  death,  removal  or  resignation,  against  the 
individual  or  county  liable  therefor,  and  having  neglected  to  pay  the 
same  when  demanded  by  the  treasurer,  in  which  action  judgment  shall 
be  rendered  for  such  sum  as  shall  be  found  due,  together  with  costs 
and  interest  from  the  time  of  the  demand  made  as  aforesaid.  Every 
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such  action  may  be  brought  in  the  county  of  Onondaga.  Said  treas¬ 
urer  may  also,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  money  due  upon  such  judg¬ 
ment,  or  upon  any  mortgage  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  asylum, 
execute  a  release,  and  acknowledge  full  satisfaction  thereof,  so  that 
the  same  may  be  discharged  of  record. 

§  16.  The  superintendent  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  admission  of  any 
pupil  into  the  asylum,  enter  in  a  book  to  be  printed  and  kept  for  that 
purpose,  a  minute,  with  date,  of  the  name  and  residence  of  the  pupil, 
and  of  the  person  or  persons  upon  whose  application  he  is  received; 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  application,  statement,  certificate  and  all 
other  papers  accompanying  such  idiot,  the  originals  of  which  he  shall 
file  and  carefully  preserve. 

§  17.  The  supervisors  of  any  county  in  the  State  from  which  State 
pupils  may  be  selected  and  received  into  the  asylum,  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  while  such  pupils  remain  at  the  asylum,  to 
raise  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  annually  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing 
suitable  clothing  for  each  pupil  from  said  county,  and,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year,  pay  over  the  same  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  asylum.  The  superintendent  shall,  immediately  on  receiving 
any  pupil,  give  notice  thereof  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  from  which  such  pupil  shall  have  been  sent  to  said 
asylum.  (Thus  amended  by  Laws  1867,  chap.  739.) 

§  18.  There  shall  be  received  and  supported  gratuitously  in  the  asylum 
120  pupils,  to  be  selected  in  equal  numbers  as  near  as  may  be,  from 
each  judicial  district,  from  those  whose  parents  or  guardians  are 
unable  to  provide  for  their  support  therein,  to  be  designated  as  State 
pupils;  and  such  additional  number  of  idiots  as  can  be  conveniently 
accommodated,  may  be  received  into  the  asylum  by  the  trustees,  on 
such  terms  as  may  be  just.  But  no  idiot  shall  be  received  into  the 
asylum,  without  the^e  shall  have  been  first  lodged  with  the  superin¬ 
tendent  thereof,  a  request  to  that  effect,  under  the  hand  of  the  person 
by  whose  direction  he  is  sent,  stating  the  age  and  place  of  nativity,  if 
known,  of  the  idiot,  his  Christian  and  surname,  the  town  or  city,  and 
county  in  which  they  severally  reside,  the  ability  or  otherwise  of  the 
idiot,  his  parents  or  guardians,  to  provide  for  his  support  in  whole  or 
in  part,  and  if  in  part  only,  then  what  part;  and  the  degree  of  relation¬ 
ship,  or  other  circumstance  of  connection  between  him  and  the  person 
requesting  his  admission;  which  statement  shall  be  verified  in  writing 
by  the  oath  of  two  disinterested  persons,  residents  of  the  same  county 
with  the  idiot,  acquainted  with  the  facts  and  circumstances  so  stated 
and  certified  to  be  credible  by  the  county  judge  of  the  same  county. 
And  no  idiot  shall  be  received  into  said  asylum  unless  the  county 
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judge  of  the  county  liable  for  his  support,  shall  certify  that  such  idiot 
is  an  eligible  and  proper  candidate  for  admission  to  said  asylum  as 
aforesaid,  provided,  however,  that  idiots  may  be  received  into  said 
asylum  upon  the  application  therefor  signed  officially  by  any  county 
superintendent  of  the  poor  or  by  the  commissioners  of  charity  of  any 
of  the  cities  of  this  State,  where  such  commissioners  exist.  (Thus 
amended  by  Laws  of  1878,  chapter  72.) 

§  19.  Whenever  the  trustees  shall  direct  a  State  pupil  to  be  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  asylum,  the  superintendent  thereof  is  authorized  to 
return  such  pupil  to  the  county  from  which  he  was  sent  to  the  asylum; 
and  deliver  him  to  the  keeper  of  the  poor-house  of  such  county;  and 
the  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  said  county  shall  audit  and  pay  the 
actual  and  reasonable  expenses  of  such  removal,  as  part  of  the  contin¬ 
gent  expenses  of  said  poor-house.  But  if  any  town,  county  or  person 
be  legally  liable  for  the  support  of  such  pupil,  the  amount  of  such 
expenses  may  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  the  county,  by  such  superin 
tendents  of  the  poor.  If  such  superintendents  of  the  poor  neglect  or 
refuse  to  pay  such  expenses,  on  demand,  the  treasurer  of  the  asylum 
may  pay  the  same  and  charge  the  amount  to  the  said  county;  and  the 
treasurer  of  the  said  county  shall  pay  the  same,  with  interest,  after 
thirty  days,  out  of  any  fund  in  his  hands  not  otherwise  appropriated; 
and  the  supervisors  of  the  said  county  shall  levy  and  raise  the  amount 
as  other  county  charges. 

§  20.  The  superintendent  is  authorized  to  agree  with  the  parent, 
guardian  or  committee  of  any  idiot,  or  with  any  other  person  or 
persons,  for  the  support,  maintenance  and  clothing  of  any  idiot  at 
the  asylum,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws,  or  approved  by  the  trustees.  But  every  parent,  guardian* 
committee  or  other  person  applying  for  the  admission  into  the  asylum 
of  any  idiot  who,  or  whose  parents  or  guardians  are  of  sufficient 
ability  to  provide  for  his  maintenance  therein,  shall,  at  the  time  of  his 
admission,  deliver  to  the  superintendent  a  bond,  with  one  or  more 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  trustees,  in  such  a  manner  as  they 
shall  prescribe,  in  the  penal  sum  of  at  least  three  hundred  dollars, 
conditioned  to  pay  to  the  treasurer,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  asylum, 
by  his  name  of  office,  all  such  sum  or  sums  of  money,  at  such  time  or 
times  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  as  aforesaid;  and  to  remove  such  idiot 
from  the  asylum,  free  of  expense  to  the  trustees,  within  twenty  days 
after  the  service  of  the  notice  hereinafter  provided.  And  if  such 
idiot,  or  his  parents  or  guardians,  are  of  sufficient  ability  to  pay  only 
some  portion  less  than  the  whole  of  the  expenses  of  supporting  and 
clothing  him  at  the  asylum,  said  bond  shall  be  conditioned  only  for 
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his  removal  as  aforesaid;  and  the  superintendent  may  take  security 
by  note  or  other  written  contract  or  agreement,  with  or  without  sure¬ 
ties,  as  he  may  deem  proper,  for  such  portion  of  the  said  expenses  as 
the  idiot,  his  parents  or  guardians,  are  able  to  pay,  subject,  however, 
to  the  approval  of  the  trustees,  in  the  manner  that  shall  be  prescribed 
in  the  by-laws.  Notice  to  remove  any  idiot  from  the  asylum  shall  be 
in  writing,  signed  by  the  superintendent;  it  shall  be  directed  to  the 
parents,  guardians,  committee  or  other  person  or  persons,  upon  whose 
request  he  was  received,  at  the  place  or  places  of  residence  mentioned 
in  such  request,  and  may  be  served  by  depositing  the  same  in  the 
postoffice  at  the  city  of  Syracuse,  and  with  the  postage  prepaid.  If 
the  idiot  shall  not  be  removed  from  the  asylum  according  to  the  con¬ 
dition  of  said  bond,  within  twenty  days  after  the  service  of  such  notice 
in  manner  aforesaid,  he  may  be  removed  and  disposed  of  by  the 
superintendent,  as  directed  in  the  last  preceding  section  in  relation  to 
State  pupils,  and  all  the  provisions  of  that  section  respecting  the  pay¬ 
ment  and  recovery  of  the  expenses  of  the  removal  and  disposition  of 
a  State  pupil,  shall  be  equally  applicable  to  similar  expenses  arising 
under  this  section. 

§  21.  The  provisions  of  section  nineteen  of  this  act  shall  be  appli¬ 
cable  to  all  State  pupils  now  in  the  asylum.  And  any  bond,  bill,  note, 
agreement,  undertaking  or  other  security  for  the  maintenance  or  sup¬ 
port  of  any  pupil  at  the  asylum,  heretofore  made  by  any  person  in  his 
behalf,  and  now  belonging  to  the  asylum,  shall  be  valid  and  effectual 
in  law,  and  may  be  prosecuted  as  provided  in  section  fifteen  of  this  act. 

§  22.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  23.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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APPENDIX  C. 


Extract  from  the  By-laws  of  the  Asylum,  showing  the  class  of  cases 

admitted  and  those  refused;  also  the  mode  of  obtaining  admission  for 

suitable  cases. 

“The  design  and  objects  of  the  asylum,  as  established  by  the  action 
of  the  Legislature,  are  not  of  a  custodial  character,  but  to  furnish  the 
means  of  education  to  that  portion  of  the  youth  of  the  State  not  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  any  of  its  other  educational  institutions.  Those  only  will, 
therefore,  be  received  into  the  asylum  who  are  of  a  proper  school- 
attending  age,  and  for  such  periods  of  time  as  shall,  in  the  estimation 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  suffice  to  impart  all  the  education  practicable 
in  each  particular  case,  and  in  conformity  with  the  specifications  here¬ 
inafter  specified. 

“Children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen,  who  are  idiotic, 
or  so  deficient  in  intelligence  as  to  be  incapable  of  being  educated  at 
any  ordinary  school,  and  who  are  not  epileptic,  insane  or  greatly 
deformed,  may  be  admitted  by  the  superintendent,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  executive  committee.  Applications  in  behalf  of 
others  shall  be  referred  to  the  action  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

“The  parents  or  next  friends  of  those  in  whose  behalf  applications 
are  made  for  admission  as  pupils  shall  make  answers  in  writing  to 
such  questions  as  the  superintendent  and  committee  shall  prescribe. 
They  shall,  moreover,  if  of  sufficient  ability,  engage  to  pay  such 
reasonable  sum  for  the  education  and  support  of  the  pupils,  and  to 
furnish  them  with  such  proper  clothing,  while  in  the  institution,  as 
shall  be  stipulated  by  the  superintendent,  and  they  shall,  in  all  cases, 
be  bound  to  receive  them  back,  when  required,  free  of  expense  to  the 
asylum.  But  no  idiot  shall  be  received  into  the  asylum  without  there 
shall  have  been  first  lodged  with  the  superintendent  thereof,  a  request 
to  that  effect,  under  the  hand  of  the  person  by  whose  direction  he  is 
sent,  stating  the  age  and  place  of  nativity,  if  known,  of  the  idiot,  his 
Christian  and  surname,  the  town  or  city  or  county  in  which  they 
severally  reside,  the  ability  or  otherwise,  of  the  idiot,  his  parents  or 
guardians,  to  provide  for  his  support,  in  whole  or  in  part;  and  if  in 
part  only,  what  part  and  degree  of  relationship,  or  other  circumstances 
or  connection  between  him  and  the  person  requesting  his  admission;

which  statement  shall  be  verified  in  writing  by  the  oath  of  two  disin¬ 
terested  persons,  residents  of  the  same  county  with  the  idiot, 
acquainted  with  the  facts  and  circumstances  so  stated,  and  certified 
to  be  credible  by  the  county  judge  of  the  same  county.  And  no  idiot 
shall  be  received  into  said  asylum  unless  the  county  judge  of  the 
oounty  liable  for  his  support  shall  certify  that  such  idiot  is  an  eligible 
and  proper  candidate  for  admission  to  said  asylum  as  aforesaid;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  idiots  may  be  received  into  said  asylum  upon  the 
application  therefor  signed  officially  by  any  county  superintendent  of 
the  poor  or  by  the  commissioners  of  charity  of  any  of  the  cities  of  this 
State,  where  such  commissioners  exist. 

“  The  State  pupils  in  the  asylum  will  be  selected  in  equal  numbers, 
as  far  as  may  be,  from  each  judicial  district,  from  those  whose  parents 
or  guardians  are  unable  to  provide  for  their  support  therein. 

“  The  State  pupils  will  be  expected  to  come  to  the  asylum  provided 
with  a  supply  of  neat  and  substantial  clothing  for  the  first  six  months, 
after  which  period  the  clothing  will  be  furnished  by  the  asylum,  at 
the  expense  of  the  respective  counties  of  which  they  are  residents,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind  asylums  of  the  State. 

“  A  bond  will  be  required  in  all  cases,  except  the  case  of  a  State 
pupil,  to  insure  the  removal  of  the  pupil  free  of  expense  to  the 
institution. 

“  All  pupils  will  be  received  upon  trial  for  one  month,  at  the  end  of 
which  time  a  report  upon  the  case  will  be  made  to  the  parents  or 
parties  sending  them. 

“The  education  furnished  by  the  institution  will  include  not  only 
the  simpler  elements  of  instruction  usually  taught  in  common  schools 
where  that  is  practicable,  but  will  embrace  a  course  of  training  in  the 
more  practical  matters  of  every-day  life,  the  cultivation  of  habits  of 
decency,  propriety,  self-management  and  self-reliance,  and  the  devel¬ 
opment  and  enlargement  of  a  capacity  for  useful  occupation. 

“There  shall  be  a  vacation  during  the  months  of  July  and  August, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  board,  at  which  period  all  pupils 
must  be  removed  from  the  asylum  by  the  parents  or  guardians  if 
required  by  the  superintendent. 

“Applications  for  admission  to  the  asylum,  stating  age,  sex,  general 
health,  and  such  other  particulars  as  will  enable  the  trustees  to  judge 
of  the  teachableness  of  the  person  for  wffiom  the  application  is  made, 
must  be  directed  to  the  superintendent.” 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  foregoing,  just  wffiat  the  mode  of 
admission  is.  Application  is  first  made  to  the  superintendent  of  the 
asylum,  furnishing  such  particulars  of  the  condition  of  the  person  for 
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whom  the  application  is  made  as  will  enable  the  executive  committee 
to  decide  whether  the  party  is  a  suitable  subject  for  admission. 

If  the  case  comes  within  the  purpose  of  the  institution,  a  blank  form 
of  application  is  at  once  sent,  which,  when  filled  up  and  returned  to 
the  superintendent,  furnishes  a  statement  of  the  name,  residence,  etc., 
of  the  party,  and  his  or  her  pecuniary  condition,  or  the  pecuniary 
condition  of  his  or  her  parents,  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  two  persons 
acquainted  with  the  circumstances  related  in  the  statement,  and  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  certificate  of  the  county  judge,  or  by  the  application  of 
the  superintendent  of  poor  or  commissioner  of  charity. 

On  the  return  of  this  circular,  if  there  is  a  vacancy  from  the  judicial 
district  in  which  the  party  resides,  permission  is  at  once  given  for  his 
or  her  admission. 

If  no  vacancy  exists  at  the  time  the  parties  interested  are  so  notified 
and  the  application  is  filed,  the  applicant  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the 
first  vacancy  in  turn. 

It  is  provided  in  the  by-laws  that  each  pupil  shall  be  taken  on  trial. 
The  probationary  period  named  is  one  month.  The  practice  has  been 
otherwise.  The  cases  rejected  on  trial  have  usually  been  retained  a 
much  longer  period,  at  all  events  till  it  was  certain  they  were  not 
suitable  subjects  for  improvement. 

The  grounds  upon  which  pupils  have  been  dismissed  under  the  rule 
hitherto  have  been,  first,  serious  ill  health  that  seemed  likely  to  termi¬ 
nate  in  a  speedy  death.  In  most  of  the  cases  included  under  this 
head,  the  wisdom  of  the  decision  requiring  their  removal  has  been 
verified  by  the  fact  that  they  died  not  many  months  afterward.  Next, 
confirmed  epilepsy.  When  this  disease  has  been  fully  developed,  the 
same  reasons  that  suggested  the  article  in  the  by-laws  against  the 
admission  of  epileptics  would  require  their  dismissal. 

Again,  true  dementia,  or  a  loss  of  mind  resulting  from  organic  lesion 
of  the  brain  as  a  consequence  of  some  disease  in  infancy  or  childhood. 

Again,  cases  of  idiocy  conjoined  with  insanity.  In  these  the  very 
measures  of  management  and  instruction  adopted  in  the  case  of  idiocy 
only  excite  and  aggravate  the  peculiarities  presented;  and  as  there  is 
no  proper  provision  in  this  institution  for  confinement,  seclusion  or 
restraint,  their  dismissal  is  rendered  unavoidable. 

In  a  few  cases  only  it  could  be  said  that  all  efforts  to  educate  or 
radically  improve  that  the  asylum  afford  had  failed  of  their  purpose 
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REPORT. 


To  the  Legislature : 

During  the  year  ending  September  30,  1888,  719  patients  —  399 
men  and  320  women  • — received  treatment  at  this  hospital.  Of 
this  number  419 — 224  men  and  195  women  —  were  present  at  the 
•  beginning  of  the  year  and  300  —  175  men  and  125  women  —  were 
admitted  subsequently.  The  whole  number  discharged  during 
the  year  was  243.  Of  these,  seventy-nine  —  forty-seven  men  and 
thirty-two  women  —  had  recovered  ;  fifty-one  —  twenty-five  men 
and  twenty-six  women  —  were  improved;  seventy-one  —  thirty- 
nine  men  and  thirty-two  women  —  were  unimproved  ;  three  —  two 
men  and  one  women  —  were  not  insane ;  and  thirty-nine  —  twenty- 
seven  men  and  twelve  women  —  died.  Of  the  fifty-one  “  improved  ” 
cases,  thirty-nine  went  to  their  homes,  four  to  Binghamton  Asy¬ 
lum,  three  to  county-houses,  two  to  Willard  Asylum  and  three 
(men)  eloped.  Of  the  seventy-one  “  unimproved,”  fourteen  went 
home,  forty-four  to  Willard  and  seven  to  Binghamton  asylums, 
one  to  a  county-fiouse,  one  to  Ward’s  Island  Asylum,  one  to 
Amityville  Asylum  and  three  (criminals)  to  the  State  Criminal 
Asylum  at  Auburn.  Of  the  thirty-nine  deaths,  the  cause  in  eleven 
was  general  paresis,  in  ten  exhaustion  from  mental  disease,  in 
twelve  old  age  and  exhaustion,  in  three  consumption  and  in  three 
epilepsy. 

The  daily  average  under  treatment  was  441f|-|-  or  247fff  for 
men  and  194-g1^  for  women.  The  highest  number  under  treat¬ 
ment  at  any  one  time  during  the  year  was  489.  The  number 
present  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  was  476  —  259  men  and 
217  women. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1888,  and  for 
the  entire  period  from  the  opening  of  the  hospital  in  1871,  are 
contained  in  the  following  report  of  the  superintendent :

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From  the  general  statement  the  amount  of  ordinary  expenditures 
for  the  year,  less  the  salaries  of  officers,  was  $115,089.31. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  for  the  year  was  441f££. 

The  total  number  of  weeks  in  the  year  was  52f ;  hence  the 
total  number  of  weeks  board  was  23,090.43. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  and  eighty-nine  dollars  and 
thirty-one  cents  divided  by  23,090.43  gives  $4.9842,  the  cost  per 
patient  per  week. 

If  we  include  the  amount  paid  for  officers’  salaries  the  amount 
of  expenditures  is  $127,587.09  and  the  total  weekly  cost  is 
$5.5255. 

Ten  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-six  dollars  and  forty-three 
cents,  equaling  a  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  .4437,  was  charged  to 
the  patients  for  items  other  than  board,  such  as  clothing,  trans¬ 
portation  and  traveling  expenses,  ordinary  repairs,  expenses,  of 
managers  and  all  other  ordinary  expenses. 

This  leaves  $104,842.88  as  the  amount  of  expenditures  that  are 
this  year  chargeable  to  board.  This  amount,  divided  by  23,090.43, 
gives  $4.5405. 

This  $4.5405  covers  the  cost  of  wages  and  labor,  provisions 
and  supplies,  fuel,  light  and  steam,  medicines  and  medical 
supplies  and  furniture,  beds  and  bedding. 

If  from  these  items  $6,494^0,^6  cost  of  furniture,  beds  and 
bedding,  be  excluded,  $98,348.22  will  give  $4.2592,  the  actual  cost 
of  board  proper,  and  this,  divided  by  23,090.43,  will  give  $4.2592 
the  actual  weekly  per  capita  cost  for  maintenance. 

The  immediate  cost  of  board  per  patient  per  week  for  articles 
and  service  furnished,  and  not  including  the  general  and  incidental 
expenses,  is  $3.1668. 

The  Legislature  of  1888  gave  the  hospital  $18,000  for  “renewals, 
repairs  and  betterments,”  and  $25,000  “  for  the  purchase  of  addi¬ 
tional  land.”  The  work  accomplished  thus  far  under  the  first 
head  includes  repairs  to  doors,  windows,  floors,  trimming,  furni¬ 
ture  ;  repairs  to  slate  roof  of  entire  hospital  structure  and  altera¬ 
tions  in  tower  roof ;  putting  up  three  new  dumb-waiters ; 
mounting  scenery  in  amusement-room ;  reshingling  main 
stable,  extension  thereto  ;  new  fences  for  exercise-yards  ;  painting- 
inside  and  outside  work  ;  betterments  for  pump-house,  carpenter’s 
and  machinist’s  shops  ;  putting  in  3,200  colored  glass  ward-lights ; 
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new  ash  doors  for  some  wards  ;  fitting  up  temporary  ward  and 
dining-room;  making  three  dozen  bureaus,  three  dozen  tables, 
two  dozen  cabinet  wash-stands,  eight  dining-room  tables,  etc.  ; 
general  repairs  to  farm-buildings,  ice-houses,  coal  sheds  and  tene¬ 
ments,  laundry  and  kitchen  fixtures,  etc.  ;  rebuilding  brass  coils 
in  hot  water  tank,  new  steam  wall  coils  in  employes’  dining-room 
and  carpenter  shop,  radiator  in  clothing-room,  general  repairs  of 
plumbing,  gas-fitting  and  steam  heating  throughout  the  buildings, 
new  fire-brick  in  boiler  furnaces,  new  lining,  grates  and  tops  to 
kitchen  ranges,  new  grates  and  linings  to  laundry  iron-heater, 
new  hydraulic  washing  machine  and  changing  two  other  gear 
machines  to  belts,  renewing  and  changing  return  condense  pipes 
in  south  section  of  building,  and  readjusting  return  condense  in 
center  building,  cleaning  reservoir,  cleaning  water  crib  at  river 
and  pulsometer  therefor,  draining  new  boiler-house  site,  plumbing 
work  for  temporary  ward,  opening  main  sewer  and  renewing 
pipe,  etc.  Under  the  second  head  the  sum  of  $23,250  has  been 
paid  for  298TW  acres  of  additional  land. 

The  following  appropriations  are  needed  for  “  renewals,  repairs 
and  betterments  ”  during  the  year  1889  :  For  repairs  to  water 
crib  and  iron-pipe  shore  connections,  $3,000.  This  crib  stands  in 
the  river  about  ninety  feet  from  the  shore.  From  a  well  in  its 
center  goes  a  wooden  box  pipe  to  the  shore  line,  where  it  connects 
with  an  iron  pipe  extending  to  the  pump-house  well.  The  settling 
of  the  crib  has  destroyed  completely  the  shore  connections.  For 
plumbing  renewals  in  wards  four  and  eight  and  in  center  build¬ 
ing,  $6,000.  The  fourth  and  eighth  w^ard  plumbing  is  worn  out 
after  eighteen  years  use  ;  that  in  the  center  was  never  properly 
constructed  by  the  contractor,  and  is  very  defective.  For  other 
plumbing  repairs,  $1,200,  being  for  general  work  throughout  the 
house  ;  for  iron  floor-beams,  brick  arches,  concrete  and  tile  floors, 
$2,500,  to  replace  worn-out  and  rotting  floor-beams  and  floors  in 
ward  water-closets  and  bath-rooms ;  for  new  bath-tubs,  $400 ;  to 
replace  worn-out  tubs  in  wards  one  and  six  ;  for  repairs  to  steam 
plant,  $2,000  ;  for  general  repairs  to  steam-lieating apparatus,  most 
of  which  has  been  in  use  since  1871;  for  painting,  $1,500,  this 
being  for  outside  wood-work  and  for  inside  walls,  etc. ;  for  new 
roofs  and  floors  of  coal  sheds,  $800 ;  some  of  the  roofs  of  present 
sheds  were  taken  from  old  work-slieds  and  the  shingles  are 
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rotten,  while  the  plank  floors  need  renewal.  For  shelter 
house,  $600 ;  this  would  be  placed  in  the  exercise  grounds 
for  the  most  excited  women  patients,  and  afford  sitting  accom¬ 
modations  and  shelter  from  the  sun  and  weather.  For  fur¬ 
niture,  $2,000  ;  much  of  the  furniture  has  been  in  constant  use 
since  1871,  and  in  this  time  much  has  been  rendered  useless  bj 
destructive  patients.  For  new  floors,  bases,  windows,  doors,  etc., 
$1,500;  to  repair  and  renew  where  needed  in  the  wards.  For 
farm  barns  and  stable,  $3,000  ;  to  furnish  more  storage-room  for 
hay,  the  old  barn  now  used  being  inadequate  for  the  purpose,  and 
being  over  100  years  old  and  dilapidated,  while  the  present  farm 
stable  is  a  dark,  contracted  lean-to,  with  its  rafters  resting  against 
an  old  tumble-down  building.  For  a  clutch  in  connection  with 
laundry  machinery,  $75,  to  regulate  the  laundry  machine  running. 
For  new  power  washing  machines  at  laundry,  $2,000  ;  for  increased 
laundry  facilities  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  additional  buildings 
for  500  more  patients.  For  general  renewals,  repairs  and  bet¬ 
terments,  $5,000.  In  a  large  institution  some  fund  is  required  to 
meet  a  sudden  emergency  or  catastrophe  ;  it  is  the  unexpected 
that  happens,  and  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  be  prepared  for 
contingencies  that  can  not  be  foreseen.  The  aggregate  of  the 
several  items  for  “renewals,  repairs  and  betterments”  is  $34,075. 

The  following  appropriations  are  needed  in  connection  with 
the  new  buildings  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  500  additional 
patients : 

For  building  two  blocks  for  excited  and  violent  patients,  $30,000. 
The  new  buildings  as  originally  planned  contained  two  wards  for 
acute,  excited  and  violent  cases  of  insanity,  but  the  appropriation 
was  not  sufficient  for  building  them.  These  wards  are  absolutely 
essential  to  a  proper  classification  of  the  patients,  and  to  the 
good  order,  tranquillity  and  comfort  of  the  great  numbers  living  in 
the  other  buildings.  For  a  dead-house,  $2,000,  for  suitable 
rooms  for  bodies  awaiting  burial.  For  a  fire-pump,  $2,000,  to  be 
placed  in  the  boiler-house  and  for  the  protection  of  the  new 
buildings  from  fire.  For  lightning  rods,  $1,500,  for  the  greater 
security  of  the  new  buildings  from  lightning.  For  house  for 
physicians  and  other  officers,  $8,000.  The  new  buildings  are  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  distant  from  the  present  hospital  and  have  no 
accommodations  for  the  officers.  The  proposed  house  would 
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contain,  besides  the  officers’  living-rooms,  a  general  reception 
room  for  friends  of  patients  and  other  visitors,  a  medical  office 
and  clinical  record  office,  a  shop  for  medicines  or  dispensary,  and 
store-rooms.  For  a  nurses’  house,  $7,000,  to  provide  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  forty-five  men  nurses.  For  rock  blasting,  grading  and 
grounds,  $6,000.  The  site  of  the  new  buildings  is  all  rock.  The 
contractors  graded  a  space  of  fifteen  feet  around  the  buildings, 
and  left  on  the  outside  of  this  space  perpendicular  rock  rising  in 
some  places  as  high  as  the  second  story  windows  of  the  build¬ 
ings.  A  large  quantity  of  rock  must  be  removed  to  make  the 
buildings  and  grounds  easy  of  access.  For  water  and  fire  service, 
$6,000,  to  furnish  and  lay  down  water  pipes  for  fire  service  and 
for  necessary  fire  apparatus.  For  furniture  and  furnishing,  $30,000. 
This  covers  various  items  necessary  for  the  complete  equipment 
of  the  four  new  buildings.  For  coal  sheds,  $2,000,  being  wooden 
sheds  for  storage  of  coal  at  the  new  boiler-house.  The  aggregate 
of  these  several  items  is  $94,500. 

This  $94,500,  added  to  the  appropriation  of  $289,000  heretofore 
granted,  would  make  the  total  cost  of  all  the  works,  $383,500,  and  on 
the  basis  of  550  patients,  give  a  per  capita  cost  of  $697.27.  The 
contracts,  viz.:  $112,000  and  $7,000,  with  $108.50  for  extra  work, 
with  Powers  &  O’Reilly  for  erecting  new  buildings  to  accommo¬ 
date  500  additional  patients,  have  been  completed  and  the  money 
paid.  Contracts  with  the  same  firm  of  $6,000  for  plastering  the 
inside  walls  of  the  building,  of  $8,794  for  a  boiler-house,  and  of 
$7,070  for  constructing  sewers,  have  also  been  completed  and 
paid.  Ed.  H.  Norwood’s  contract  of  $2,200  for  wire  window- 
guards  for  the  new  buildings  will  be  completed  before  the  end  of 
the  month.  The  corrugated  iron  roof  and  sides  of  the  new  boiler- 
house  were  completed  for  $744.50  under  a  contract  with  the  New 
York  Iron  Roofing  and  Corrugating  Company.  The  steam  heat¬ 
ing  apparatus  furnished  by  Rutzler  &.  Blake,  of  New  York,  for 
$47,600,  will  be  ready  to  heat  two  of  the  new  buildings  within  a 
weeB^fter  the  boilers  are  placed  on  their  foundations,  while  for 
heating  the  remaining  two  buildings  the  work  will  be  sufficiently 
advanced  to  protect  these  buildings  from  injury  by  frost.  The 
$10,000  contract  for  air  and  pipe  ducts  is  completed.  The  four 
steel  hot-water  tanks,  costing  $4,000,  are  in  their  places.  Excellent 
progress  is  making  under  the  contract  of  $7,200  for  fan-houses, 
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engines  and  fans.  Tlie  two  kitchens  have  been  supplied  with 
ranges, ^broilers  and  steamers  by  Bramhall,  Deane  &  Co.  at  a  cost 
of  $1,498.35.  All  the  iron  bedsteads  for  the  new  wards  have 
been  furnished  for  $3,870.45  by  the  Hartford  Woven  Wire 
Mattress  Company.  The  plumbing  and  water  supply  contract  of 
$9,842.92  and  $1,540  was  awarded  to  P.  Ward,  of  Poughkeepsie. 
The  completion  of  this  work  will  occupy  several  months,  probably. 

During  the  past  year  death  has  removed  from  the  board  Dr. 
Cornelius  R.  Agnew,  of  New  York  city.  Dr.  Agnew  had  been  a 
manager  of  the  hospital* since  its  organization  in  March,  1867, 
and  during  all  these  years  he  gave  most  freely  his  influence,  his 
time,  his  wise  counsel  and  his  active  effort  to  elevate  the  char¬ 
acter  of  the  hospital  and  promote  the  welfare  of  the  unfortunates 
entrusted  to  its  care.  Dr.  George  F.  Shrady,  editor  of  the 
Medical  Record, New  York  city,  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Hill  as  Dr.  Agnew’s  successor.  The  board  has  sustained  a  second 
loss  in  the  death  of  Richard  Kenworthy,  for  several  years  the  faith¬ 
ful,  zealous  and  conscientious  treasurer  of  the  hospital.  By  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  managers,  Mr.  Henry  W.  Gilbert,  of  Poughkeepsie, 
succeeded  Mr.  Kenworthy  as  treasurer  of  the  hospital  and 
secretary  of  the  board.  Mr.  Frank  B.  Down,  of  Poughkeepsie, 
was  appointed  by  Governor  Hill  manager  in  place  of  Henry  W. 
Gilbert,  resigned.  Mr.  J.  Sherry,  of  Troy,  was  appointed  by 
Governor  Hill  as  manager  in  place  of  Charles  H.  Stott,  Jr., 
whose  term  of  office  had  expired.  Drs.  Peterson  and  Atwood, 
of  the  medical  staff,  resigned  early  in  the  year,  and  Dr.  Theodore 
H.  Kellogg,  formerly  medical  superintendent  of  Blackwell’s 
Island  asylum,  has  been  appointed  for  the  position  of  first 
assistant  physician.  Miss  S.  I.  Hawley,  matron,  resigned  in 
December  last.  Her  successor,  Miss  Lilia  Lett,  resigned  before 
her  provisional  three  months  appointment  expired.  Miss  M.  E. 
Gordon  succeeds  Miss  Lett.  Miss  Gordon  graduated  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses.  She  then  went  to  the 
McLean  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  where  she  acted  as  supervisor  and 
teacher  in  the  Nurses’  Training  School.  In  this  latter  capacity 
she  served  several  months  at  this  hospital  before  her  appoint¬ 
ment  as  matron.  The  matron  is  also  the  principal  of  our  Train¬ 
ing  School  for  Nurses.  The  course  of  instruction  at  this  school 
covers  one  year  for  those  who  are  graduates  of  a  general  hospital 
[Senate,  No.  7.]  17 
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training  school  and  two  years  for  other  than  graduates.  During 
the  past  year  twenty-four  certificates  of  graduation  have  been 
issued,  viz.,  six  to  women  graduates  from  a  general  hospital 
training  school,  after  the  one  year’s  course,  and  nine  to  women 
and  nine  to  men  completing  the  two  years’  course.

Office  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 

Albany,  January  14,  1889. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

Chapter  353  of  the  Laws  of  1882  requires  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  to  report  to  the  Legislature  on  or  before  the  second 
Monday  of  January  of  each  year.  In  conformity  with  this  statute 
the  Board  submits  its  Sixth  Annual  Report. 

General  Situation. 

The  year  ending  September  30th,  1888,  was  marked  with  numerous 
fluctuations  in  railroad  business.  The  fairly  profitable  rates  which 
were  generally  sustained  during  the  years  1886  and  1887  were 
seriously  cut  into  by  the  fierce  competitions  between  the  railroads 
throughout  the  country. 

This  is  attributed  to  the  following  causes  : 

First.  The  clause  in  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  prohibiting 
pooling. 

Second.  The  reckless  efforts  of  some  railroad  managers  to  pro¬ 
cure  business  at  any  rates,  however  unprofitable. 

Third.  The  building  of  new  roads  in  advance  of  any  necessity 
for  the  same. 

Fourth.  Strikes. 

Fifth.  The  deliberate  reduction  of  rates  to  unprofitable  points 
by  unscrupulous  managers  for  stock-jobbing  purposes. 

The  joint  traffic  arrangements  of  the  trunk  lines  and  their  western 
connections,  made  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  rates  at  reasonable 
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figures  and  to  prevent  unjust  discriminations  and  fluctuations,  liave 
been  fully  set  forth  in  previous  reports  of  this  Board. 

The  clause  prohibiting  pooling  has  taken  away  from  the  rail¬ 
roads  whatever  power  they  possessed,  previous  to  the  passage  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Act,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  their 
joint  traffic  agreements  as  against  each  other.  An  effort  is  being 
made  in  the  direction,  and  public  opinion  appears  to  be  awaken¬ 
ing  to  the  necessity  of  amending  the  act  to  the  extent  of  permitting 
railroads  to  enter  into  joint  tariff  agreements  among  themselves 
as  to  rates,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  and  rendering  it  illegal  for  a  railroad  to  alter  such 
rates  without  the  consent  of  the  parties  to  such  agreement,  or  the 
Commission. 

In  its  last  report  the  Interstate  Commission  states  that  it  is  not 
yet  prepared  to  recommend  general  legislation  on  the  subject, 
but  it  recognizes  fully  the  evils  of  unregulated  competition. 

The  rapid  growth  of  railroads  in  this  country,  very  loosely  regu¬ 
lated  by  law  as  to  their  rates  of  freight,  with  practically  no  regula¬ 
tion  so  far  as  commerce  between  the  States  was  concerned,  except 
by  the  voluntary  agreement  of  the  companies  themselves,  built  up 
a  system  which  naturally  experienced  considerable  strain  when 
suddenly  subjected  to  the  controlling  influence  of  the  Federal 
Government. 

As  was  stated  last  year,  one  of  the  most  serious  apprehensions 
as  to  the  working  of  the  act,  upon  the  part  of  the  railroads,  was 
derived  from  the  fourth  section,  that  in  regard  to  the  long  and 
short  haul.  The  conservative  action  of  the  Interstate  Commission, 
however,  in  deciding  in  the  case  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  Company,  that  railroads  might  continue  to  charge  more 
for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  haul,  but  at  their  peril,  avoided  the 
sudden  wrenching  of  the  S3rstem  throughout  the  country,  which  had 
been  so  generally  feared.  By  this  time  the  Interstate  Commission 
reports  that  rates  have  pretty  generally  been  adjusted  to  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  the  act,  unless  it  may  be  in  the  Southern  and 
South-western  States. 

Just  what  effects  have  been  produced,  or  are  in  process  of  pro¬ 
duction,  it  is  difficult  to  state.  One  result,  however,  is  pretty 
clearly  demonstrated,  viz.:  the  divergence  of  business  from  what 
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may  be  called  secondary  trade  centers.  An  illustration  may  be 
drawn  from  the  decision  of  the  Interstate  Commission  in  the  case 
of  the  Lincoln  Board  of  Trade  v.  The  Burlington  and  Missouri  Biver 
Railroad  Company  in  Nebraska ,  and  The  Chicago ,  Burlington  and 
Quincy  Railroad  Company. 

Lincoln  is  the  capital  of  the  State  of  Nebraska,  a  city  of 
some  40,000  inhabitants,  the  centre  of  a  considerable  jobbing 
trade,  in  which  it  competes  with  Omaha  for  the  distribution  of  all 
classes  of  goods  throughout  central  and  northern  Nebraska.  By 
the  shortest  rail  route  it  is  535  miles  from  Chicago,  while  Omaha 
is  but  490  miles.  Previous  to  the  passage  of  the  Interstate  Com¬ 
merce  Act  Lincoln  merchants,  in  one  way  and  another,  obtained 
about  the  same  rates  from  Chicago  that  Omaha  merchants  did. 
They  were  thus  enabled  to  distribute  to  the  surrounding  country 
at  somewhat  cheaper  rates  than  Omaha,  by  reason  of  the  nearer 
distance  to  such  surrounding  places.  In  consequence  of  the  rais¬ 
ing  of  the  rate  freights  in  proportion  to  the  distance  the  merchants 
claim  that  the  trade  has  left  them  and  that  Omaha  has  now  become 
the  distributing  point. 

Numerous  other  illustrations  throughout  the  United  States 
could  be  cited.  It  suggests  the  conclusion  that  great  terminals 
will  be  stimulated  to  even  more  rapid  growth  than  heretofore,  and 
that  intermediate  points  of  less  size  will  not  develop  so  rapidly. 

There  have  been  numerous  cases  of  much  importance,  involving 
the  principles  of  establishing  freight  rates,  decided  by  the  Inter¬ 
state  Commission.  A  synopsis  of  them,  however,  would  be 
impracticable  on  account  of  its  length,  if  not  out  of  place,  in  this 
report.  It  is  difficult  to  draw  attention  to  any  one  of  paramount 
importance,  unless  it  be  that  entitled,  In  the  matter  of  the  C hicago , 
St  Paul  and  Kansas  City  Railway  Company. 

In  this  case  the  principle  with  regard  to  the  long  and  short  haul, 
enunciated  in  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  case,  was  further 
developed.  It  was  decided  that  the  showing  by  a  railroad  that  a 
competitor  for  business  between  common  termini  made  charges  for 
the  transportation  of  freight  which  were  below  what  was  reason¬ 
able  and  just  to  the  competitor  itself,  did  not  make  out  the  dissimilar 
circumstances  and  conditions  entitling  the  first  railroad  to  charge 
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more  from  one  terminus  to  an  intermediate  station  than  from  one 
terminus  to  the  other. 

In  other  words,  the  Commission  decided  that  railroad  competi¬ 
tion  between  terminal  points,  however  unreasonably  low  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  action  of  one  railroad,  did  not  justify  the  other  in 
charging  more  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  haul.  The  alterna¬ 
tive  is  that  the  complaining  railroad  shall  give  up  through  busi¬ 
ness  between  termini  or  lower  its  rates  to  intermediate  points  to  a 
figure  not  only  unprofitable  but  perhaps  ruinous. 

Apprehensions  are  freely  expressed  by  many  that  the  effect  of 
the  long  and  short  haul  clause  will  be  to  drive  many  of  the 
weaker  roads  out  of  through  business  and  to  eventual  absorption 
by  the  stronger. 

Various  subjects  are  discussed  at  length  in  the  last  report  of 
the  Interstate  Commission,  which  being  of  importance  to  the  rail¬ 
road  interests  of  this  State,  the  Board  refers  to  by  their  heading, 
to  wit :  The  subjection  of  a  railroad  to  the  operation  of  the  Inter¬ 
state  Commerce  Act,  although  wholly  within  the  boundaries  of  one 
State,  if  such  railroad  engages  in  any  interstate  traffic ;  the  exemp¬ 
tion  of  express  companies  from  the  operation  of  the  act ;  under¬ 
billing  of  freight ;  long  and  short  haul  provision  ;  the  effect  of  the 
operation  of  the  law  upon  the  prosperity  of  railroads  ;  unreasonably 
low  rates  and  their  evil  effects ;  unity  of  railroad  interests  and  the 
expediency  of  joint  traffic  agreements ;  the  law  in  its  effect  upon 
cities  ;  uniform  classification,  its  desirability  and  difficulties;  immi¬ 
grant  transportation  ;  payment  of  commissions  to  passenger  agents ; 
conclusive  bills  of  lading ;  annual  reports  from  carriers. 

Summary  of  Business  for  the  Year. 

A  largely  increased  business  on  the  railroads  of  the  State  was 
done  last  year,  as  has  been  the  case  with  preceding  years  as  com¬ 
pared  with  each  anterior  year.  The  total  for  all  roads,  and  the 
details  for  each,  are  given  with  great  particularity  in  the  second 
volume  of  this  report.  A  few  of  the  grand  totals  and  most 
mportant  final  results  are  given  here  as  usual :

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  value  of  exports 
from  each  of  the  four  ports  was  somewhat  less  last  year  than  the 
preceding  year.  New  York’s  proportion,  however,  of  the  total  rose 
from  68  per  cent,  in  1887,  to  69.8  per  cent  in  1888. 


References  and  Complaints. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  September  30th,  1888,  the 
Board  has  considered  and  disposed  of  fourteen  references  by  the 
Governor,  the  Legislature  and  committees  thereof,  and  numerous 
complaints  preferred  by  cities,  towns,  associations,  individuals,  etc. 
The  determinations  in  these  matters  are  to  be  found  in  the  appendix 
(pages  3-144),  to  which  reference  is  made  for  a  full  exposition 
thereof. 

Accidents. 

The  record  of  accidents  shows  an  increase  of  21  in  the  total 
number  of  people  killed,  and  112  injured,  as  compared  with  the 
year  1887.  4 

The  following  table  gives  a  record  of  the  accidents,  classified, 
first  as  to  their  causes,  and  second  as  to  whether  beyond  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  killed  or  injured  or  in  consequence  of  their  own  mis¬ 
conduct  or  want  of  caution,  for  the  years  ending  September  30th, 
1888  and  1887  :

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An  investigation  of  the  preceding  table  shows  that  4  passengers 
were  killed  from  causes  beyond  their  own  control  as  compared  with 
2  in  1887.  The  Board  has  to  state  with  great  regret  that  there 
were  124  passengers  injured  from  causes  beyond  their  own  control, 
as  compared  with  35  in  1887.  This  large  increase  of  passengers 
injured  resulted  principally  from  the  following  accidents :  Dela¬ 
ware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company,  at  Salem,  January  23d,  20 ; 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western,  at  Yestal,  March  16th,  1  killed, 
16  injured ;  Long  Island,  at  Balph  avenue,  Brooklyn,  December  27th, 
1887,  5;  same,  at  Hammell’s  station,  August  20th,  1888,  6;  Manhat¬ 
tan,  Seventy-sixth  street,  Third  avenue,  March  12th,  6 ;  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  Biver  railroad,  at  Dobb’s  Ferry,  March  12th, 
9  ;  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western,  at  Scio,  March  11th,  1  killed, 
12  injured  ;  same,  at  Steamburgh,  February  5th,  1  killed,  8  injured  ; 
same,  at  Corning,  August  12th,  6;  Western  New  YTork  and  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  at  Portville,  April  28th,  20.  The  facts  and  circumstances 
attending  the  above  accidents  will  be  found  set  forth  in  full  in  the 
Appendix  under  the  head  of  “Accident  Investigations”  or  “Accident 
Inquiries.” 

Thirty  employees  were  killed  from  causes  beyond  their  own  con¬ 
trol,  as  compared  with  9  in  1887 ;  110  were  injured  as  compared 
with  72  in  1887.  This  large  increase  was  the  result  of  the  same 
accidents  as  above  alluded  to. 

An  inspection  of  the  table  shows  that  the  causes  of  death  and 
injury  continued  almost  constant,  although,  of  course,  there  is 
some  change  of  figures.  The  conclusions  to  be  drawn  are  sub¬ 
stantially  the  same  as  those  drawn  heretofore,  and  the  Board  again 
repeats  them. 

The  principal  cause  of  death  and  injury  to  passengers  was  get¬ 
ting  on  or  off  trains  in  motion  —  8  out  of  a  total  of  17  killed,  24  out 
of  a  total  of  161  injured.  This  was  the  third  cause  leading  to  the 
death  of  employees,  having  caused  8  deaths  and  54  injuries.  As 
the  Board  has  frequently  stated  heretofore,  greater  care  should  be 
observed  by  both  passengers  and  employees  in  regard  to  this 
matter. 

The  most  serious  cause  of  death  to  employees,  as  heretofore, 
was  walking  or  being  on  track ;  it  resulted  in  90  deaths  and  94 
injuries  in  1888,  as  against  102  deaths  and  88  injuries  in  1887. 
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The  next  cause  of  death  and  injury  to  employees  was  falling  from 
trains,  engines  or  cars,  resulting  in  32  deaths  and  90  injuries  in 
1888,  as  against  37  deaths  and  99  injuries  in  1887. 

In  addition  to  the  employees  thus  killed  and  injured  there  were 
11  “others  ”  killed  and  17  injured,  as  against  3  killed  and  9  injured 
in  1887.  These  were  principally  trespassers  engaged  in  stealing 
rides. 

The  language  of  last  year’s  report  in  regard  to  this  matter  is 
repeated. 

“The  Board  in  its  last  three  annual  reports  has  called  attention  to  the 
great  danger  that  trainmen  are  subject  to  in  setting  the  brakes  on  the 
roof  of  freight  cars,  particularly  in  frosty  weather,  when  the  running 
boards  are  slippery, .and  the  brakemanis  liable  to  be  thrown  to  the  ground 
by  any  sudden  jerk  or  stoppage  or  curve  in  the  track.  It  has  recom¬ 
mended  to  railroads  the  adoption  of  a  low  railing  around  the  roofs  of  the 
cars  to  prevent  this.  The  recommendation,  however,  has  been  disregarded 
by  the  railroads.” 

The  Board  submitted  a  bill  to  the  Legislature  last  year  to  com¬ 
pel  the  adoption  of  such  railings.  The  bill  met  with  general  favor, 
but  failed  to  be  enacted  into  law.  The  Board  will  again  submit  a 
draft  of  such  bill,  to  which  your  attention  is  directed.  Such  rail¬ 
ing  on  the  sides  of  the  car,  not  on  the  ends,  appears  to  be  about  as 
necessary  as  the  bulwarks  on  a  vessel  in  a  stormy  sea. 

The  cause  leading  to  the  third  greatest  number  of  deaths,  and  to 
injuries  equal  in  number  to  all  other  causes,  was,  as  heretofore, 
coupling  or  uncoupling  cars.  The  number  of  deaths  was  26, 
injuries,  480,  as  compared  with  20  deaths  and  437  injuries  in  1887. 

Section  4  of  chapter  439  of  the  Laws  of  1884  provides  that, 

“After  July  1st,  1886,  no  coupler  shall  be  placed  upon  any  new  freight  car 
to  be  built  or  purchased  for  use  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  an}7  steam  rail¬ 
road  in  this  State,  unless  the  same  can  be  coupled  and  uncoupled  automati¬ 
cally  without  the  necessity  of  having  a  person  guide  the  link,  lift  the  pin 
by  hand  or  go  between  the  ends  of  the  cars.  The  corporation,  person  or 
persons  operating  such  railroads  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  exceeding  $100  for  each  offense.” 

As  pointed  out  by  the  Board  in  previous  reports,  great  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  by  the  railroads  in  determining  upon  an  auto¬ 
matic  car  coupler.  Much  confusion  has  resulted  from  different 
roads  adopting  different  devices.  A  year  ago  it  was  hoped  that  a 
solution  of  this  question  was  in  sight  in  consequence  of  the  Master 
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Car  Builders’  Association  having  recommended  for  adoption  what 
is  known  as  the  “  Janney  Type,”  i.  e.,  a  “vertical  plane  coupler.” 
Connection  is  made  by  a  movable  knuckle  fitting  into  and  behind 
a  corresponding  knuckle  in  the  opposite  coupler.  The  Master  Car 
Builders’  Association  has  further  recommended  certain  lines  and 
dimensions  to  be  adopted,  so  that  different  patents  may  couple 
automatically  with  each  other.  Some  progress  has  been  made,  but 
not  as  rapid  as  it  would  appear  desirable.  Certainly  the  record  of 
accidents  from  this  cause  as  yet  shows  no  diminution.  The  law  is 
clear  and  positive  upon  the  subject,  and  the  Board  is  not  aware 
of  there  being  any  violation  of  it.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  within  a 
short  time  a  diminution  in  these  accidents  can  be  reported. 

The  most  serious  cause  of  death  to  “  others,”  not  employees  or 
passengers,  was,  as  heretofore,  walking  or  being  on  the  track ;  this 
caused  245  deaths  and  138  injuries,  as  against  233  deaths  and  124 
injuries  in  1887.  The  Board  can  only  repeat  its  language  in  the 
previous  annual  reports  on  this  subject,  to  wit : 

“The  sufferers  generally,  almost  invariably,  were  trespassers,  fre¬ 
quently  suicides.  The  law  forbids  walking  or  being  on  the  tracks  of 
railroads  and  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  punishable  with  fine,  but  it  seems 
practically  impossible  to  enforce  it  in  this  country,  particularly  awTay  from 
the  cities.  In  the  yards  and  depot  grounds  railroads  make  an  effort  to 
expel  trespassers,  but  they  meet  with  little  encouragement  from  the  civil 
authorities ;  this  is  particularly  true  with  regard  to  children  and  beggars 
picking  up  coal  and  cinders.  In  view  of  the  terrible  loss  of  life  incident 
to  its  violation  the  law  should  certainly  be  enforced  with  more  vigor.” 

The  next  cause  of  death  to  “  others  ”  was  being  run  over  at  high¬ 
way  crossings  ;  this  resulted  in  27  deaths  and  34  injuries,  as  against 
42  deaths  and  57  injuries  in  1887  —  a  material  diminution.  Of  the 
killed,  12  were  at  highway  crossings  protected  with  gates  or  flag¬ 
men,  the  same  number  precisely  as  in  1887 ;  there  were  10  injured 
as  against  9  in  1887.  At  crossings  not  protected  there  were  15 
killed  and  24  injured,  as  against  30  killed  and  48  injured  in  1887. 
This  shows  a  noticeable  reduction.  It  is  possibly  the  result  of 
many  more  crossings  being  protected  than  was  the  case  in  1887. 

The  Board  again  repeats  its  language  in  the  Fourth  Annual 
Report  upon  this  subject,  as  it  did  in  the  last,  or  Fifth  Annual 
Report,  viz. : 

“Were  it  the  law  that  as  a  rule  railroads  should  pass  over  or  under 
highways,  and  should  only  be  permitted  to  cross  at  grade  by  a  special 
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order  of  court,  these  constantly  recurring  casualties  would  be  greatly 
reduced,  if  not  entirely  done  away  with.  The  Board  has  recommended  to 
three  successive  Legislatures  an  amendment  to  the  present  law  requiring 
newly  constructed  railroads  to  observe  such  a  rule.  The  bill  has  failed  in 
every  case. 

“  To  compel  existing  railroads  to  reconstruct  all  their  highway  crossings 
would  be  impracticable  at  present,  in  consequence  of  the  expense. 

“Another  embarrassment  results  from  the  fact  that  highway  commission¬ 
ers  are  constantly  opening  new  highways  across  railroads  at  grade.  This 
they  do  under  the  present  law.  The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  law 
should  be  amended  by  inserting  a  provision  that  no  new  highway  should 
be  opened  at  grade  across  a  railroad  track  except  by  order  of  court.” 

This  subject  is  further  discussed  hereinafter,  under  the  head  of 
“Legislation,”  to  which  your  attention  is  directed.  A  bill  will  be 
submitted  in  conformity  with  the  views  therein  expressed. 

Physical  Condition  of  Railroads. 

The  careful  inspection  of  the  railroads  of  the  State  by  the 
inspector  of  the  Board,  the  constant  recommendation  of  improve¬ 
ments  to  be  made  and  defects  to  be  remedied,  have  unquestionably 
led  to  a  great  improvement  in  the  physical  condition  of  the  rail¬ 
roads  of  the  State.  The  extent  of  this  improvement  can  only  be 
understood  by  a  careful  perusal  of  the  reports  of  the  inspector,  to 
which  your  attention  is  directed,  on  pages  231-263  of  the  appendix ; 
also  by  the  perusal  of  the  accident  investigations  and  accident 
inquiries,  on  pages  166-205  of  the  appendix. 

The  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  bridges,  ties,  rails, 
switches  and  roadbed  generally  is  very  marked.  No  more 
important  function  is  or  can  be  intrusted  to  the  Board  than  the 
supervision  of  these  subjects.  It  devotes  to  them  its  best  atten¬ 
tion,  and  it  is  satisfied  that  most  beneficial  results  have  ensued. 

Heating  Cars. 

An  act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1887,  being  chapter  616 
of  that  year,  providing  that : 

“  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  steam*  railroad  doing  business  in  this 
State,  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1888,  to  heat  its  passenger  cars,  on  other 
than  mixed  trains,  by  any  stove  or  furnace  kept  inside  of  the  car,  or  sus¬ 
pended  therefrom ;  except  it  may  be  lawful,  in  case  of  accident  or  other 
emergency,  to  temporarily  use  such  stove  or  furnace,  with  necessary  fuel ; 
provided  that  in  cars  which  have  been  equipped  with  apparatus  to  heat  by 
steam,  hot  water  or  hot  air  from  the  locomotive,  or  from  a  special  car,  the 
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present  stove  may  be  retained,  to  be  used  only  when  the  car  is  standing 
still.  And  provided,  also,  that  this  act  shall’not  apply  to  railroads  less  than 
fifty  miles  in  length,  nor  to  the  use  of  stoves  of  a  pattern  and  kind  to  be 
approved  by  the  Eailroad  Commissioners,  for  cooking  purposes,  in  dining¬ 
room  cars.” 

This  act  was  amended  by  the  Legislature  of  last  year,  postpon¬ 
ing  the  time  within  which  the  law  was  to  take  effect,  until  the  first 
of  November,  1888.  A  further  amendment  was  passed,  by  adding 
a  section  thereto  in  the  following  words  :  “  In  special  cases,  the 
“  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may  extend  the  time  for  a  period 
“  not  exceeding  one  year  from  November  the  first,  1888,  for  any 
u  steam  railroad  doing  business  in  this  State,  to  heat  its  passenger 
“  cars  by  any  stove  or  furnace  kept  inside  the  car,  or  suspended 
“  therefrom.” 

Numerous  applications  were  made  to  the  Board  for  extension  of 
time,  under  the  provisions  of  this  latter  amendment.  The 
applications  and  the  decisions  upon  them  will  be  found  in  the 
appendix,  at  pages  206-226. 

In  almost  every  case  the  applicant  expressed  the  desire  and 
intention  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  as  soon  as 
possible,  but  that  from  one  cause  or  another  it  had  thus  far  been 
unable  to  do  so ;  that  either  from  the  experiments  of  the  previous 
winter  it  had  been  unable  until  too  late  to  determine  the  most 
satisfactory  form  of  steam  heating,  or  that  the  company  could  not 
procure  the  material  in  time  to  equip  the  cars  by  the  first  of 
November. 

The  Board  did  not  extend  the  time,  with  but  two  exceptions,  for 
a  period  exceeding  sixty  days,  viz.:  until  the  first  of  January.  The 
probabilities  are  that  almost  all  the  roads  in  the  State,  to  which 
the  law  is  applicable,  by  that  time  will  be  equipped.  It  is  possible 
that  some  further  extensions  may  be  necessary. 

The  Board  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  act  does  not 
apply  to  railroads  less  than  fifty  miles  in  length.  This  very 
properly  exempts  a  number  of  short  roads  whose  trains  run  at  low 
rates  of  speed  and  upon  which  there  is  little  or  no  danger  of  acci¬ 
dents  occurring  such  as  the  act  is  intended  to  guard  against.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  exemption  is  claimed  to  include  some  roads 
where  the  likelihood  of  accident  is  as  great  as  anywhere  else.  For 
instance  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  road  has  declined  to  conform 
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to  the  provisions  of  the  act  upon  the  ground  .that  it  operates  less 
than  fifty  miles  of  road  within  the  State.  The  Board  does  not  deem 
that  this  is  a  correct  interpretation  of  the  law,  and  has  referred  the 
matter  to  the  Attorney-General  for  his  consideration  and  action. 
It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  see  why  it  would  be  any  more  agreeable  to 
be  burned  to  death  on  a  road  forty-five  miles  in  length  in  the  State 
than  on  one  one  hundred  and  forty-five  miles  in  length. 

It  may  be  proper  to  say  that  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  system  was  entirely  ready  by  the  first  of  November  and 
desired  no  extension.  Permission  was  granted  it,  however,  to  haul 
the  cars  of  other  railroads  or  companies  whose  time  had  been 
extended  until  the  termination  of  such  extension.'  Several  of  the 
other  large  corporations  were  also  substantially  ready,  although 
an  application  was  made  for  an  extension  to  meet  possible  difficul¬ 
ties  in  securing  the  necessary  material,  the  car-heating  companies 
not  having  facilities  to  furnish  all  that  was  required  in  so  short 
a  time. 

Your  attention  is  drawn  to  the  remarks  of  the  Board  upon  the 
subject  of  car  heating  in  the  last  annual  report  at.  page  xix  thereof. 
The  Board  therein  alludes  to  the  difficulty  that  railroads  would 
experience  in  exchanging  cars  in  consequence  of  the  failure  to  adopt 
a  uniform  steam  coupler,  through  which  to  transmit  the  steam 
from  one  car  to  another. 

In  order  to  facilitate,  if  possible,  the  adoption  of  such  a  coupler, 
a  circular  was  sent  to  all  the  railroads  of  the  State,  notifying  them 
that  a  public  hearing  would  be  held  at  this  office  on  Tuesday,  the 
sixteenth  of  October  last,  at  which  time  each  road  was  requested  to 
send  a  representative  with  authority  to  agree  upon  some  form  of 
steam  coupler  with  other  representatives  of  the  railroads  of  the 
State.  Attention  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  if  a  uniform  steam 
coupler  were  adopted  it  would,  in  most  cases,  enable  trains  to  be 
made  up  and  heated  by  steam  from  the  locomotive,  although  the 
cars  in  such  train  might  be  equipped  with  different  forms  of  steam 
heating  apparatus.  • 

The  meeting  was  very  generally  attended  and  much  discussion 
followed.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  different  corporations  had  adopted 
and  already  equipped  their  cars  with  different  steam  couplers,  no 
agreement  as  to  a  uniform  one  was  reached,  nor  does  there  seem 
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to  be  any  likelihood  at  present  of  such  agreement,  until  perhaps  the 
slow  law  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest  asserts  itself. 

As  a  general  thing,  however,  it  was  developed  that  each  one  of 
the  principal  corporations  of  the  State  with  its  connections  had 
adopted  a  common  device,  so  that  exchanges  could  be  made 
between  such  corporation  and  its  connections.  Where,  how¬ 
ever,  the  cars  of  one  railroad  having  one  device  ere  exchanged 
with  those  having  another,  as,  for  instance,  between  the  New 
York  Central  system  and  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal 
system,  it  was  suggested  that  an  intermediate  coupling  be  employed 
and  carried  on  the  cars  to  be  exchanged,  one  end  of  which  fitted 
into  one  system  and  the  other  end  into  the  other.  This,  the  Board 
fears,  is  a  clumsy  makeshift,  but  it  appears  to  be  the  only  one 
practicable  in  the  absence  of  any  power  inherent  in  the  Board  to 
compel  the  adoption  by  all  railroads  of  any  particular  coupler,  and 
also  in  the  absence  of  any  legislative  enactment  upon  the  subject. 
It  is  also  proper  to  say,  that  inasmuch  as  different  railroads  have, 
in  good  faith,  equipped  their  cars  with  such  coupler  as  each 
deemed  to  be  the  best,  it  would  appear  to  be  a  harsh  measure  for 
the  Legislature  to  compel  the  adoption  of  some  other,  unless 
experience  shall  prove  that  such  enactment  is  positively  necessary 
to  facilitate  the  exchanges  of  cars  and  maintain  a  proper  temperature. 

The  Board  cannot  dismiss  this  subject  without  expressing  regret 
that  in  the  adoption  of  a  steam-heating  method  so  little  attention 
has  been  paid  to  ventilation.  It  is  a  common,  nay,  almost  uni¬ 
versal,  complaint  of  those  who  travel  that  the  temperature  of  the 
cars  is  either  kept  so  high  as  to  be  intolerably  oppressive  or 
allowed  to  fall  so  low  as  to  be  uncomfortably  cold. 

Had  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  been  adopted,  so  often  and 
urgently  made,  viz. :  to  introduce  fresh  cold  air  from  the  outside, 
pass  it  over  coils  of  pipe  in  the  ends  of  the  car,  thence  into  the  cai 
through  flues  in  the  angle  between  the  floor  and  sides,  such  air 
being  kept  warm  during  its  passage  by  the  pipes  already  there, 
the  serious  discomfort  and  detriment  to  health,  incident  to  bad  air 
and  alternations  of  extreme  heat  and  cold,  would  have  beer 

avoided. 

As  it  is,  however,  no  provision  has  been  made  for  ventilatioi 
except  by  opening  a  window.  This  induces  a  draft  upon  those  n 
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the  immediate  vicinity,  resulting  in  complaints  to  the  trainmen  and 
conductor  and,  finally,  in  the  sealing  up  of  the  car  with  little  or  no 
ventilation  whatever. 

On  the  New  York  Central  road  a  device  has  been  tried  with 
some  success  on  a  few  cars,  consisting  of  a  window  opening  hori¬ 
zontally  in  the  side  of  the  roof ;  the  aperture  is  so  arranged  that 
the  movement  of  the  train  causes  an  exhaust  to  take  place,  which 
draws  the  foul  air  out  of  the  car.  These  windows  open  in  the 
direction  opposite  from  that  in  which  the  car  is  moving.  Fresh 
air  is  admitted  by  opening  a  window  in  the  rear. 

The  Board  deems,  in  view  of  the  great  discomfort  and  injury  to 
health  incident  to  the  extreme  alternations  of  temperature,  that 
a  thermometer  should  be  placed  in  each  car  and  ^instructions 
be  given  to  the  trainmen,  and  those  charged  with  maintaining  the 
temperature,  to  keep  it  as  nearly  as  possible  at  the  point  of  seventy 
degrees,  and  that  such  thermometer  be  compared  from  time  to 
time  with  a  standard,  in  order  to  insure  its  correct  register. 

The  Board  has  said  so  much  upon  this  subject  with  so  little 
effect  that  it  will  this  year  submit  a  draft  of  a  bill  to  the  Legis¬ 
lature  upon  the  matter,  in  hopes  of  its  receiving  favorable  action 
by  your  body. 

Legislation. 

-  The  Board,  in  view  of  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  pass  a 
single  bill  of  the  many  recommended  last  year,  approaches  this 
subject  with  some  hesitation.  Impressed,  however,  with  its  extreme 
importance,  it  knows  no  better  course  than  to  repeat  substantially 
verbatim  its  language  of  last  year  in  hopes  of  a  more  favorable 
outcome  of  its  recommendations  : 

The  act  creating  the  Commission  makes  it  its  specific  duty  to 
recommend  to  the  Legislature  such  laws,  or  amendments  to  the 
present  laws,  as  the  experience  of  the  Commission  may  show  to  be 
necessary  or  expedient  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  This  duty 
the  Commission  has  conscientiously  performed,  but  with  most  dis¬ 
couraging  results.  During  the  six  years  of  its  existence  it  has 
again  and  again  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the 
defects  in  the  law  out  of  which  scandals  have  grown  and  continue 
to  exist,  and  refers  on  this  subject  to  pages  xx  et  seq .  of  the  Fourth 
Annual  Report,  and  pages  xxix  et  seq.  of  the  Third  Annual  Report. 
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It  will  again  submit  drafts  of  the  bills  which  it  has  already  sub¬ 
mitted,  but  which  have  not  yet  been  acted  upon,  in  the  hope  of  a 
more  favorable  consideration  than  heretofore.  It  proceeds  to 
briefly  discuss  the  measures  it  proposes  to  recommend,  in  what  it 
deems  to  be  the  order  of  their  importance  : 

First.  Amendments  to  the  Commission  Act. 

The  act  creating  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  gives 
ample  power  to  that  body  to  obtain  all  the  facts  in  cases  of  com¬ 
plaints,  accidents  or  other  investigations.  If  the  Board  finds  a 
grievance  to  exist,  however,  it  only  possesses  the  power  to  recom¬ 
mend  its  redress.  Should  the  railroad  corporation  or  the  persons 
in  fault  fail  to  conform  to  such  recommendation,  the  law  provides 
that  the  Board  “  may  forthwith  present  the  facts  in  the  case  to  the 
Attorney-General  for  his  consideration  and  action  ;  ”  the  previous 
section  providing  also  that  the  Attorney-General  “  shall  take  such 
proceedings  thereon  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
public  interests.”  The  vagueness  of  this  language  left  it  in  doubt 
as  to  whether  the  recommendations  of  the  Board,  however  just 
and  reasonable  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General,  could  be 
enforced  by  any  process  of  law.  This  doubt  was  finally  settled  in 
the  negative  by  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  matter 
of  the  People  v.  The  N.  Y.,  Lake  Erie  &  Western  R.  R.  Co.  In  that 
case,  briefly,  the  Erie  railroad  declined  to  conform  to  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Board  to  erect  a  depot  at  Hamburgh,  upon  the 
line  of  its  road.  It  substantially  admitted  that  the  then  existing 
station  was  inadequate  to  the  requirements  of  the  public,  but  gave 
no  reason  for  its  failure  to  conform  except  that  “its  directors 
decided  that  the  interest  of  the  defendant  required  it  to  postpone 
for  the  present  the  erection  or  enlargement  of  the  station-house  or 
depot  at  the  village  of  Hamburgh.”  The  Attorney-General  brought 
an  action  for  mandamus  requiring  the  railroad  to  construct  such 
depot,  which  was  granted  by  the  Supreme  Court  at  Special  Term. 
Upon  appeal  to  the  General  Term,  the  order,  after  careful  con¬ 
sideration,  was  affirmed ;  the  railroad  then  appealed  to  the  Court 
of  Appeals.  The  latter  body  reversed  the  decisions  of  the  Special 
and  General  Terms  upon  the  ground  that  there  was  no  statutory 
authority  compelling  the  railroad  to  erect  such  depot,  but  that  it 
was  only  permissive.  The  court,  however,  calls  attention,  in  very 
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remarkable  language  for  that  body,  to  the  defect  in  the  law  with 
regard  to  the  enforcement  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Railroad 
Commission.  It  says  :  • 

“  In  regard  to  the  facts  there  is  no  dispute.  A  plainer  case  could  hardly 
be  presented  of  a  deliberate  and  intentional  disregard  of  the  public  inter- 
est’and  the  accommodation  of  the  public.”  Further  on  it  says:  “The 
Commissioners  have  heard  and  decided.  They  can  do  no  more.  After  so 
much  preliminary  action  by  a  body  wisely  organized  to  exercise  useful 
and  beneficial  functions,  it  might  well  be  thought  unfortunate  that  some 
additional  machinery  had  not  been  provided  to  carry  into  effect  their 
decision.  By  creating,  the  statute  recognizes  the  necessity  for  such  a  tri¬ 
bunal  to  adjust  conflicting  interests  and  controversies  between  the  people 
and  the  corporation.  It  has  clothed  it  with  judicial  powers  to  hear  and 
determine,  upon  notice,  questions  arising  between  these  parties,  but  it 
goes  no  further.  Its  proceedings  and  determinations,  however  character¬ 
ized,  amount  to  nothing  more  than  an  inquest  for  information.  We  find 
no  lawT  by  which  a  court  can  carry  into  effect  the  decision.  At  this  point 
the  law  fails,  not  only  by  its  incompleteness  and  omission  to  furnish  a 
remedy,  but  by  its  express  provision  that  no  request  or  advice  of  the 
Board,  nor  any  investigation  or  report  made  by  it,  shall  have  the  effect  to 
impair  the  legal  rights  of  any  railroad  corporation.” 

Again,  the  Hon.  D.  O’Brien,  Attorney-General,  in  a  communica¬ 
tion  to  the  Board,  dated  February  11,  1885,  uses  the  following 
language : 

“  It  seems  to  me  that  so  important  a  statute,  affecting  great  public  inter¬ 
ests  and  designed  to  be  remedial  in  its  purpose,  ought  to  be  so  amended 
that  no  doubt  could  exist  as  to  its  intent  and  true  interpretation.  This 
could  be  accomplished  by  adding  to  these  sections  a  provision  to  the  effect 
that  it  should  be  the  duty  of  railroad  companies  to  comply  with  the  deci¬ 
sions  and  recommendations  of  the  Commissioners,  and  that  obedience 
thereto  might  be  enforced  by  mandamus  or  other  appropriate  legal 
proceedings. 

“  The  present  statute  also  fails  to  declare  what  effect  shall  be  given  to 
the  decisions  of  the  Board  as  evidence. 

“  Power  is  conferred  upon  the  Commissioners  to  cause  witnesses  to  be 
subpoenaed  and  examined,  and  proofs  taken,  and  their  proceedings  par¬ 
take  of  all  the  qualities  of  a  judicial  inquiry,  and  yet  their  decisions  are 
not  admissible  in  any  other  tribunal  as  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  facts 
found  by  them.  As  the  railroad  company  is  always  given  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard,  and  to  be  represented  by  counsel,  and  to  cross-examine  the 
witnesses  of  the  complainant  and  introduce  testimony  in  its  own  behalf, 
no  injustice  would  be  done  if  the  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  declare 
that  in  any  proceeding  instituted  by  the  Attorney-General  to  enforce  the 
decisions  of  the  Bailroad  Commissioners,  their  findings  should  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  found  by  them.  Much  delay  and  expense  in 
the  practical  enforcement  of  the  law  would  in  this  way  be  avoided.” 
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At  the  time  of  creating  the  Commission,  grave  doubts  were  felt 
in  the  minds  of  those  friendly  to  the  measure  as  to  the  propriety 
of  investing  the  *  Board  with  power  to  compel  obedience  to  its 
recommendations,  and  wisely  so.  It  was  an  experiment,  and  it  was 
the  part  of  prudence  to  go  slowly  and  cautiously.  It  was  thought 
that  abuses  would  be  remedied  by  ventilation ;  that  no  railroad 
corporation  would  dare  to  disregard  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board,  after  a  public  investigation,  but  that  an  intelligent  public 
opinion  would  compel  conformity  thereto.  To  a  very  considerable 
extent  this  has  been  the  case,  with  regard  to  grievances  that  were 
generally  felt  b}T  the  public,  and  upon  which  an  intelligent  public 
opinion  could  be  directed,  but  there  are  a  great  many  grievances 
of  individuals  or  obscure  communities  with  regard  to  which  no 
public  opinion  or  sentiment  can  be  aroused  of  sufficient  force  to 
have  any  effect  whatever  upon  a  corporation,  and  it  is  to  redress 
such  as  these  particularly  that  an  amendment  to  the  law  is  sought 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  opinions  of  the  Court  of  Appeals 
and  of  the  Attorney-General  —  opinions  which  certainly  should 
carry  with  them  great  weight  —  that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
law  should  be  amended  to  the  extent  to  compel  the  decisions  of 
the  Board  to  be  carried  into  effect,  care  being  taken  to  so  guard  the 
law  as  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  arbitrary  or  unjust  action.  The 
Board  deems  that  the  amendments  drafted  in  accordance  with 
the  suggestion  of  the  Attorney-General,  to  the  effect  that  the 
Supreme  Court  may  issue  a  mandamus ,  subject  to  review  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  General  Term,  and  to  appeal  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  can  work  no  hardship  whatever  upon  a  corporation, 
but  will  enable  the  community  to  derive  the  benefit  which  it  is 
entitled  to  from  the  existence  of  the  Board.  Power  being  lodged 
with  the  Supreme  Court  to  issue  the  mandamus  to  compel 
obedience,  or  decline  to  do  so,  at  its  discretion,  it  would  certainly 
seem  that  the  interests  of  corporations  w*ere  sufficiently  guarded  to 
prevent  the  apprehension  of  any  injustice  being  done. 

Second.  An  act  to  amend  section  24  of  the  general  act  with 
regard  to  grade  crossings. 

This  proposed  act  has  three  objects  in  view : 

1.  To  prevent  railroads  hereafter  constructed  from  crossing  high¬ 
ways  at  grade. 
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2.  To  prevent  new  highways  being  opened  over  railways  at  grade. 

3.  To  provide  for  the  separation  of  grades  between  railroads  and 
highways  at  present  crossing  at  grade. 

The  object  of  the  bill  can  be  best  understood  by  quoting  its 
language,  which  is  as  follows : 

“§  24.  Whenever  a  railroad,  hereafter  constructed  or  extended  in  this 
State,  shall  cross  a  railroad,  street,  highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad,  such 
railroad  shall  be  carried  either  over  or  under  the  same.  The  railroad  so 
crossing  a  street,  highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad  shall  build  and  main¬ 
tain  such  bridges,  abutments  and  approaches  as  shall  make  the  same  con¬ 
venient  and  suitable  for  the  travel  upon  the  way.  In  no  case  shall  less 
head  room  than  twenty  feet  above  the  top  of  the  rail  be  provided.  Cross¬ 
ings  at  the  same  level  over  railroads,  streets,  highways,  turnpikes  or 
plankroads,  or  crossings  different  from  the  foregoing  requirements,  shall 
not  be  constructed  without  the  order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  based  upon 
compliance  with  such  conditions  as  in  its  judgment  public  safety  and 
convenience  shall  require;  nor  shall  any  street,  highway,  turnpike  or 
plankroad  hereafter  be  constructed  across  any  railroad  at  the  same  level 
without  such  order.  The  expense  of  constructing  a  new  street,  highway, 
turnpike  or  plankroad  over  or  under  a  railroad  already  existing,  and  the 
compensation  to  be  awarded  to  abutting  property  owners  for  any  damages 
that  may  result  by  reason  of  such  crossing  and  alterations,  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  and  apportioned  by  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  in  subdivision  one.  Either 
party  may  appeal  to  the  general  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  from  an  order 
so  made,  as  provided  in  section  eighteen  of  this  act.”  *  *  *  * 

The  first  object  of  this  amendment  is  to  reverse  the  rule  at  present 
existing,  which  is  that  newly  constructed  railroads  may  cross  or 
intersect  highways  and  streets  at  grade,  the  exception  being  to 
pass  over  or  under  grade ;  should  this  amendment  pass,  the  rule 
will  be  to  pass  over  or  under,  the  exception  being  a  grade  crossing, 
and  that  to  be  permitted  only  by  order  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  second  object  of  the  amendment,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  is 
to  forbid  new  highways  being  opened  over  railroads  at  grade,  which 
highway  commissioners  now  have  the  right  to  do. 

The  next  amendment  to  section  24  is  as  follows  : 

1 .  Wherever  a  street  or  highway  and  a  railroad  cross  each  other,  either 
the  city  or  highway  authorities  or  the  railroad  may  apply  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  upon  petition,  and  upon  ten  days’  notice  to  the  other,  for  any  altera¬ 
tions  in  the  crossing,  or  in  the  approaches  thereto,  or  in  the  location  of  the 
highway  or  street,  or  for  a  bridge  or  under-crossing  thereat. 

The  court  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  and  competent  commission¬ 
ers,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  civil  engineer,  to  hear  the  proofs  and  allega- 
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tions  of  the  parties,  to  inspect  the  location,  and  to  determine  what,  if  any, 
alterations  shall  be  made,  and  after  due  notice  to  and  hearing  of  abutting 
property  owners,  the  compensation  to  be  awarded  to  said  abutting  prop¬ 
erty  owners  for  any  damages  that  may  result  by  reason  of  such  alterations ; 
which  party  shall  carry  the  decision  into  effect ;  which  party  shall  pay  the 
expense  of  making  such  alterations,  and  all  future  charges  for  keeping 
such  crossing  and  the  approaches  in  repair  as  well  as  the  costs  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings;  or  such  commissioners  may  apportion  all  such  expenses  and 
costs  between  the  city,  town,  village,  and  the  railroad  corporation .  The 
court  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  commission .  The 
commissioners  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  twelfth 
article  of  the  Constitution.  Any  of  them  may  issue  subpoenas  and  admin¬ 
ister  oaths  to  witnesses;  a  majority  of  them  may  adjourn  the  proceedings 
before  them  from  time  to  time  in  their  discretion .  Whenever  they  meet, 
except  by  appointment  of  the  court  or  pursuant  to  adjournment,  they  shall 
cause  reasonable  notice  of  such  meetings  to  be  given  to  the  parties  inter¬ 
ested,  or  their  agent  or  attorney. 

The  said  commissioners  shall  make  a  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the 
Supreme  Court  in  writing,  together  with  the  minutes  of  the  testimony  and 
exhibits  taken  and  received,  and  shall  be  paid  ten  dollars  and  their 
expenses  for  each  day  actually  spent  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

On  such  report  being  made,  either  party  may  move  for  the  confirmation 
of  such  report,  and  upon  confirmation  thereof  the  court  shall  have  power 
to  enforce  compliance  therewith  and  with  its  orders  in  regard  thereto. 
Either  party  may  appeal  to  the  general  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  section  eighteen  of  this  act. 

The  party  by  whom  the  award  as  confirmed  is  carried  out  may  recover  the 
proportion  or  amount  to  be  paid  by  any  other  party  from  such  party,  and 
if  a  party  unreasonably  neglects  or  refuses  to  carry  out  the  award  as  con¬ 
firmed,  any  other  party  affected  thereby  may  proceed  to  do  so,  and  may 
recover  from  the  other  parties  to  the  proceedings,  their  respective  shares 
or  proportions,  and  from  the  party  so  refusing  all  costs  and  damages 
occasioned  by  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

Additional  lands  needed  for  the  purposes  of  any  such  alteration  may  be 
taken  and  purchased.  Unless  the  land  so  taken  shall  be  purchased  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  compensation  therefor  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  man-  , 
ner  prescribed  in  this  act  for  acquiring  title  to  real  estate,  and  duly  made 
to  the  owners  and  persons  interested  in  said  lands.  The  same,  when  so 
taken,  shall  become  part  of  such  crossing,  street  or  highway,  in  such 
manner  and  by  such  tenure  as  the  adjacent  parts  of  the  same  street  or 
highway  may  be  held  for  street  or  highway  purposes. 

It  will  be  seen  that  tlie  object  of  tliis  amendment  is  to  provide  a 
method  of  redress  for  the  intolerable  grievances  now  existing  at 
many  grade  crossings  in  this  State.  Complaints  upon  this  subject 
transcend  all  others  in  number  and  extent.  In  many  cities  and  towns 
railroads  have  been  given  permission  to  occupj'’  streets  crossing  other 
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streets  at  grade.  At  the  time  of  such  occupancy  business  was  com¬ 
paratively  light,  and  the  obstruction  to  travel  across  the  streets  was 
not  very  great,  but  as  business  has  increased,  the  number  of  tracks 
has  increased  from  one  perhaps  to  twelve,  as  in  cases  at  Buffalo, 
and  the  obstruction  to  crossings  has  been  well  nigh  complete.  A 
statute  passed  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  viz.:  chapter 
439  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  provides  that  “  the  Supreme  Court  or 
County  Court  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  local  authorities, 
order  that  a  flagman  be  stationed  at  such  point,  or  that  gates  shall 
be  constructed  across  such  street,  highway,  turnpike  or  plank- 
road.”  This  law,  however,  fails  to  meet  the  requirements  of  many 
places  where  gates  and  flagmen  are  totally  inadequate  for  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  public.  The  proposed  amendment  provides  that  the 
commissioners  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  full 
power  to  determine  the  best  method  of  relief,  either  by  depressing 
the  street  under  the  crossings,  by  elevating  the  tracks  over  the 
crossings,  by  building  a  bridge  over  the  tracks,  or  whatever  method 
may  be  most  expedient ;  it  also  provides  for  the  just  and  equitable 
apportionment  of  the  expense  between  the  railroad  authorities 
and  the  municipal  corporation,  and  also  for  proper  indemnity  to 
abutting  property  holders  for  injuries  to  their  property  by  reason 
of  such  crossing. 

A  conspicuous  illustration  of  the  necessity  of  such  law  is  the 
condition  of  Buffalo  to-day.  In  that  city  the  south-west  portion 
of  the  town  is  substantially  cut  off  from  the  north  and  north-east 
by  the  great  number  of  tracks  passing  through  the  streets.  A 
petition  from  the  common  council  for  an  investigation  and  redress 
of  the  grievances,  and  also  from  numerous  commercial  bodies,  was 
lodged  with  this  Board  two  years  ago.  A  careful  examination 
was  made,  hearings  were  had  and  plans  for  the  redress  of  the 
grievances  prepared  by  the  inspector  of  the  Board  and  a  final 
recommendation  issued. 

The  recommendation  was  disregarded  by  the  railroad  companies, 
however. 

Belief  was  then  granted,  or  was  intended  to  be  granted  to  the 
city  of  Buffalo,  by  the  enactment  of  a  law  last  year,  viz.:  Chapter 
345  of  the  Laws  of  1888.  It  is  a  long  and  somewhat  involved 
measure.  The  Board  is  informed  that  no  relief  so  far  has  been 
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secured  under  its  operation.  This  may  be  partially  due,  however, 
to  the  fact  that  it  was  supposed  a  voluntary  agreement  to  redress 
the  grievances  would  be  entered  into  between  the  New  York  Cen¬ 
tral,  the  Erie  and  other  corporations  occupying  the  streets,  and 
action  under  the  law  was  postponed. 

While  the  grievances  and  inconveniences  suffered  by  the  city  of 
Buffalo  may  possibly  in  time  be  removed  by  the  above  measure, 
the  remainder  of  the  State  is  without  any  redress  whatever,  for 
the  dangerous  and  intolerable  nuisances  attending  grade  crossings. 

The  Board  trusts  that  this  bill  will  receive  favorable  consideration. 

Third.  An  act  to  prohibit  street  surface  railroads  hereafter  lay¬ 
ing  “centre  bearing”  rails,  and  to  compel  such  companies  to 
replace  the  “  centre  bearing  ”  rail  now  laid,  with  a  rail  of  better 
construction. 

A  bill  to  this  effect  was  introduced  into  the  Legislature  two  years 
ago  and  referred  to  this  Board  for  an  opinion  thereon.  An  investi¬ 
gation  and  hearing  was  had,  parties  in  interest  consulted,  and,  as 
the  outcome,  an  act  was  recommended  to  the  Legislature. 

A  report  upon  this  subject  will  be  found  on  page  32  of  the 
appendix  of  the  last  annual  report,  to  which  your  attention  is 
urgently  called.  The  Board  again  transmits  a  bill  which  was 
considered  last  year  by  the  Legislature  and  carefully  amended  in 
accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  the  mayor  and  corporation 
counsel  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

The  annoyance  that  the  public  suffers  from  the  objectionable 
form  of  “centre  bearing”  rail  is  too  well  known  to  need  further 
elaboration  here.  The  rail  never  should  have  been  permitted  to 
be  laid  in  the  streets,  and  it  is  no  injustice  upon  corporations  to 
compel  the  substitution  of  a  better  rail  at  the  rate  of  twenty  per 
cent  per  annum,  which  the  bill  proposes  to  do. 

This  “centre  bearing”  rail  is  so  constructed  that  a  groove  soon 
forms  on  both  sides  of  it  between  the  paving  stones  and  the  rail, 
making  an  obstruction  so  high  that  even  trucks  can  not  turn  in  or 
out  without  danger  of  wrenching  off  a  wheel,  to  say  nothing  of 
carriages  or  vehicles  of  a  lighter  build. 

At  the  hearing  alluded  to  upon  this  subject,  the  counsel  for  the 
corporations  admitted  with  the  most  amazing  frankness  that  the 
railroad  companies  had  deliberately  chosen  this  form  of  “  centre 
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bearing”  rail,  in  order  to  prevent  carts  or  vehicles  driving  on  the 
track. 

Fourth.  An  act  to  amend  chapter  218  of  the  Laws  of  1839, 
known  as  the  “Leasing  Act.” 

Under  the  operation  of  this  act,  as  it  now  exists,  one  railroad 
corporation  can  lease  the  road  and  equipment  of  another  for  an 
indefinite  number  of  years  without  the  consent  or  approval  of  the 
stockholders  of  either  line.  This  has  led,  in  the  past,  to  the  gravest 
scandals  and  outrages  upon  stockholders.  An  unscrupulous  majority 
of  a  board  of  directors  of  a  prosperous  railroad  have  been  enabled 
to  acquire  the  stock  and  bonds  of  an  intersecting  unprofitable  rail¬ 
road  for  a  mere  song,  a  few  cents  on  the  dollar  for  the  stock,  and  per¬ 
haps  fifty  cents  on  the  dollar  for  the  bonds,,  and  have  then  been 
enabled  to  lease  in  perpetuity  the  unprofitable  road,  upon  the  ground 
that  it  is  a  “  feeder  ”  to  the  road  of  which  they  have  been  the  trus¬ 
tees  and  managers,  guaranteeing  a  dividend  on  the  stock  of  the 
unprofitable  road  and  the  interest  on  the  bonds,  which  funds  have 
come  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  profitable  railroad  to  the  great 
detriment  of  the  stockholders  thereof.  This  has  been  done  to  an 
extent  of  which  the  public  at  large  have  no  idea,  and  has  been,  both 
in  this  State  and  elsewhere,  the  means  of  acquiring  these  colossal 
fortunes  at  the  expense  of  other  people’s  rights,  which  it  is  high 
time  should  be  put  a  stop  to.  The  “  Consolidation  Act,”  being 
chapter  917  of  the  Laws  of  1869,  prohibits  the  consolidation  of  two 
railroads  without  the  approval  of  the  stockholders,  but  the  law  is  a 
dead  letter  so  long  as  the  “Leasing  Act”  of  1839  remains  unamended. 
A  provision  exists  in  the  “  Consolidation.  Act  ”  that  no  railroads 
which  run  on  parallel  or  competing  lines  shall  be  authorized  by 
that  act  to  merge  or  consolidate.  This  provision  is  also  inserted 
in  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  “Leasing  Act.’* 

Fifth.  An  act  to  regulate  the  construction  of  railroads. 

This  act  has  been  submitted  to  the  four  preceding  Legislatures 
without  favorable  action,  however.  It  is  intended  to  prevent  the 
unwise  duplication  of  railroads,  and  provides  that  a  corporation  for 
this  purpose  can  not  come  into  existence  until  a  hearing  shall  have 
been  had  before  the  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners,  and  until 
they  shall  have  decided  that  public  convenience  and  necessity 
require  the  construction  of  said  railroad.  An  appeal  from  the 
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decision  of  tlie  Board,  however,  is  provided  for  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  body  is  vested  with  power  under  the  act  to  reverse 
the  decision  of  the  Board  should  it  be  against  permission  to  build 
the  road. 

The  theory  of  this  act  is  expressed  briefly  in  the  remarks  of  the 
Board  in  its  Second  Annual  Report,  on  page  viii,  where  it  says  : 
“A  railroad  can  not  be  built  without  the  State  delegating  to  its  pro¬ 
moters  the  highest  power  it  possesses  over  property — the  right  of 
eminent  domain,  the  right  to  take  private  property  for  public  uses 
The  State  itself  never  exercises  this  sovereign  power  except  in  cases 
of  public  necessity.  Why  should  it  thus  delegate  it  to  any  thirteen 
men  to  be  exercised  for  mere  private  gain,  frequently  at  the  expense 
of  vested  rights  and  grave  public  interests  ?  ”  The  Board  will  not 
discuss  this  subject  again,  as  it  has  already  elaborately  gone  into  it, 
but  refers  to  page  xi  of  the  report  for  1885,  and  to  page  xxix  of  the 
same  report. 

Sixth.  For  the  last  three  years  the  Board  has  recommended  the 
passage  of  an  act  to  prevent  discrimination  by  railroads  against 
shippers  by  canal.  A  statement  of  the  reasons  of  the  Board  for 
favoring  this  act  will  be  found  in  the  Second  Annual  Report,  at 
pages  85,  107,  120,  etc.  This  act  is  urgently  pressed  by  a  large 
number  of  citizens  interested  in  transportation  by  canal,  who  pro¬ 
test  against  their  use  of  the  canals  subjecting  them  to  punishment 
by  the  railroads  in  the  form  of  higher  rates  by  rail.  The  Board 
will  not  discuss  the  subject  again,  but  refers  to  its  previous  dis¬ 
cussions  as  showing  its  views,  and  the  necessity  for  remedial 
legislation. 

Seventh.  An  act  to  amend  the  General  Railroad  Act,  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  quarterly  reports. 

The  object  of  this  act  is  to  impose  a  penalty  upon  railroad  cor¬ 
porations  for  failure  to  make  their  quarterly  reports  to  the  Board 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Board  for  filing  such  reports.  A 
penalty  exists  at  present  under  the  law  for  failure  to  make  the 
annual  report,  but  no  such  penalty  exists  with  regard  to  the'  quar¬ 
terly  reports.  Provision  is  made  for  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
to  extend  the  time  limited  for  cause  shown.  There  cam  be  no 
reason  why  this  bill  should  not  become  a  law.  The  Board  is  con¬ 
tinually  embarrassed  by  the  failur  of  railroad  corporations  to 
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make  suck  reports.  They  are  sometimes  withheld  for  stock- 
jobbing  purposes,  to  the  detriment  of  innocent  stockholders  and 
in  the  interest  of  unscrupulous  persons.  The  bill  should  become 
a  law. 

Eighth.  An  act  to  establish  the  responsibility  of  railroad  cor¬ 
porations  for  damages  by  fire  communicated  from  their  locomotive 
engines. 

This  bill  has  been  recommended  to  previous  Legislatures,  and 
is  again  recommended  to  the  consideration  of  your  honorable  body. 
The  reasons  are  given  in  full  on  page  xli  of  the  report  for  1885, 
and  will,  therefore,  not  be  repeated  here.  A  similar  act  has  been 
tested  for  forty-five  years  in  Massachusetts,  and  it  is  there  found 
that  the  liability  imposed  upon  railroad  corporations  is  not  unduly 
onerous.  It  serves  to  make  them  more  careful  in  maintaining  the 
screens  in  their  smoke-stacks  in  proper  order  and  taking  other 
precautions  to  prevent  conflagrations.  It  is  particularly  necessary 
for  the  preservation  of  the  forests  of  the  State  in  the  Adirondack 
country,  and  also  in  the  more  thinly  populated  districts  of  Long 
Island. 

Ninth.  An  act  amending  chapter  439  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  being 
an  act  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  property  upon  the 
railroads  of  the  State. 

This  amendment  proposes  to  add  another  section  to  the  law, 
providing  that  railroads  shall  construct  a  low  railing  around  the 
roofs  of  their  freight  cars  to  prevent  brakemen  slipping  off  there¬ 
from.  The  Board  has  frequently  called  attention  to  this  danger  and 
has  repeated  the  same  language  'this  year  under  the  head  of 
“Accidents.” 

i  • 

In  the  year  ending  September  30,  1887,  there  were  thirty-seven 
employees  killed  and  ninety-nine  injured,  and  in  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1888,  thirty-two  killed  and  ninety  injured  by  falling 
from  trains,  engines  or  cars,  principally  from  the  roofs  of  freight 
cars.  This  mortality  and  injury  to  person  ought  to  be  stopped. 
There  has  been  no  reason  shown  why  this  railing  should  not  be 
constructed,  and  the  Board  submits  an  amendment  with  that  pur¬ 
pose  in  view.  It  quite  understands  the  embarrassment  that  rail¬ 
roads  would  be  subjected  to  did  the  act  prohibit  all  box  cars  from 
coming  into  the  State  that  were  not  provided  with  such  a  railing. 
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The  most  it  appears  to  the  Board,  therefore,  that  it  can  do  is  to 
recommend  that  all  box  freight  cars  hereafter  bnilt,  purchased  or 
repaired  for  use  and  operation  in  this  State,  shall  be  equipped 
with  such  a  railing.  This  will  be,  at  all  events,  if  enacted,  a 
step  in  the  right  direction,  and  may  lead  other  States,  or  the 
railroad  corporations  themselves,  voluntarily,  to  adopt  this 
reasonable  measure  of  protection  for  the  life  and  limb  of  their 
employees. 

Tenth.  An  act  to  require  railroad  corporations  to  place  a  Fahren¬ 
heit  thermometer  in  all  passenger  cars  and  to  instruct  those  charged 
with  maintaining  tKe  temperature  to  keep  it  as  nearly  as  possible 
at  the  point  of  seventy  degrees. 

The  object  of  this  bill  has  been  hereinbefore  explained  under 
the  head  of  heating  cars.  The  Board  deems  that  its  passage  is 
exceedingly  desirable,  if  not  absolutely  essential  to  promote  the 
comfort  and  health  of  the  traveling  community.

In  the  matter  of  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Governor  by  R.  H. 

Ferguson,  alleging  discrimination  against  the  City  of  Buffalo 

BY  RAILROADS,  REFERRED  BY  THE  GOVERNOR  TO  THE  BOARD  FOR 

OPINION. 

Albany,  November  29,  1887. 

Hon.  David  B.  Hill,  Governor: 

Sir — A  communication  from  R.  H.  Ferguson,  of  Buffalo,  alleging 
discrimination  against  that  city  by  railroads,  addressed  to  you  under 
date  of  November  thirteenth,  was  referred  by  you  to  this  Board.  The 
Board  herewith  respectfully  returns  the  same  with  the  following 
comments  : 

First.  The  writer  states  :  “We  find  that  from  every  shipping  rail¬ 
road  station  in  the  entire  Western  States  the  discrimination  against 
Buffalo  (which  means  all  the  people  in  the  State,  as  I  will  show  later), 
is  two  and  one-half  cents  per  hundred  pounds  ;  to  Baltimore,  five 
and  one-half  ;  to  New  York  city,  two  and  one-half  ;  to  Philadelphia, 
five;  Rochester,  one-lialf;  Syracuse, two;  Utica,  one  cent  per  hundred 
pounds.” 

The  writer  either  purposely  or  through  confusion  in  language 
misstates  the  facts.  The  figures  in  the  printed  newspaper  slip  show 
less  rates  of  freight  from  western  shipping  points  to  Buffalo  than  to 
Baltimore,  New  York  city,  etc.  ;  for  instance,  the  rate  from  Chicago 
to  New  York  is  thirty  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  Chicago  to  Buffalo 
fifteen  cents,  and  so  throughout  the  table.  What  the  table  does  show, 
however,  is  that  the  through  rate  from  western  shipping  points,  as  for 
instance  from  Chicago  to  New  York,  is  less  than  the  sum  of  the  local 
rates  from  Chicago  to  Buffalo  and  from  Buffalo  to  New  York ;  this 
holds  true  with  regard  to,  probably,  all  the  shipping  points  of  the 
Western  States.  It  is  universally  the  practice  of  railroads  to  make  a 
through  rate  from  the  western  shipping  point  to  the  seaboard  less 
than  the  sums  of  the  local  rates  from  such  shipping  point  to  an  interior 
point  and  from  the  interior  point  to  the  seaboard.  Such  a  practice 
with  regard  to  Buffalo  can  hardly  be  regarded  as  a  discrimination 
against  it. 
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Second.  The  writer  states  :  “A  law  should  be  enacted  forbidding 
any  road  in  this  State,  leading  out  uf  Buffalo,  to  charge  more  from 
Buffalo  than  it  charges  on  the  through  rate  basis  for  precisely  the  same 
haul  to  the  same  point.” 

This  is  a  forcible  expression  of  opinion  in  favor  of  a  pro  rata  freight 
bill — a  proposition  which  has  met  with  the  disapproval  of  pretty 
much  every  board  or  body,  legislative  or  otherwise,  which  has  given 
the  subject  attention.  Were  it  to  be  enacted  in  the  State  of  New  York 
it  could  only  affect  articles  received,  transported  and  delivered  all 
within  the  State  of  New  York,  and  so  far  as  the  western  produce 
reaching  the  seaboard  is  concerned,  would  affect  only  the  New  York 
Central.  This  would  leave  the  rival  roads  running  outside  of  the 
State  at  liberty  to  make  such  rates  as  they  might  choose,  thus  depriv¬ 
ing  the  New  York  Central  road  of  its  share  of  the  business.  It  would, 
therefore,  be  not  only  impracticable,  but  unjust.  This  subject  has 
been  discussed  in  full  by  the  Board  in  it  Second  Annual  Report,  page 
10,  being  a  reference  from  the  Senate  of  a  proposed  act,  entitled  “An 
act  to  secure  pro  rata  charges  for  local  freight  carried  by  railroads  in 
the  State  of  New  York,”  which  act  received  the  disapproval  of  the 
Board  and  was  never  even  seriously  considered  by  the  Legislature. 

Were  the  grievance,  or  supposed  grievance,  one  in  which  a  sub¬ 
stantial  number  of  citizens  of  Buffalo  were  in  good  faith  interested, 
the  proper  tribunal  before  which  to  lodge  a  complaint  would  be  the 
Inter-state  Commerce  Commission. 

Third.  With  regard  to  the  propriety  of  your  excellency  recommend¬ 
ing  the  rebuilding  of  the  Erie  canal  so  as  to  admit  of  the  passage  of 
ships,  etc.,  the  Board  does  not  feel  called  upon  to  express  any  opinion.

The  following  resolution  of  the  Assembly  was  passed  February 
16,  1888  : 

STATE  OF  NEW  YORK : 

In  Assembly,  [ 

Albany,  February  16,  1888.  f 

Whereas,  By  reason  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  various  railroad 
companies  operating  railroads  running  out  of  New  York  city,  to  furnish 
adequate  and  quick  railroad  transportation  and  communication  at  season¬ 
able  hours  and  at  cheap  rates,  between  the  city  of  New  York  and  the 
suburbs  thereof  and  adjacent  thereto,  persons  of  limited  means  and 
the  working  classes  are  thereby  prevented  from  procuring  cheap 
and  comfortable  homes  at  low  cost,  within  their  means ;  and, 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  larger  portion  of  said  city  has 
become  so  valuable  for  business  or  other  purposes,  that  portions  of  said 
city  have  become  so  densely  inhabited  as  to  be  highly  injurious  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  large  numbers  of  residents  of  said  city ;  and, 

Whereas,  It  is  claimed  that  cheap  and  comfortable  homes  could  be 
secured  by  the  working  classes  and  others  of  limited  means,  in  the  out¬ 
lying  portions  of  said  city  and  adjacent  thereto,  if  adequate,  quick  and 
proper  railroad  transportation  was  furnished  by  said  railroad  companies 
at  suitable  hours  through,  to  and  from  said  city  at  reasonably  cheap  rates ; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Railroad  Commissioners  be  requested  to  ascertain 
and  report  to  this  body  within  thirty  days  : 

1.  What  additional  facilities  for  quick  and  cheap  transportation  between 
the  city  of  New  York  and  the  adjacent  districts  (not  exceeding  twenty 
miles  therefrom),  should  be  furnished  between  limited  hours  by  the  rail¬ 
road  companies  operating  railroads  running  out  of  said  city. 

2.  Upon  what  terms  and  conditions  the  same  should  be  furnished,  and 
at  what  rates  of  fare. 

3.  What  laws,  if  any,  have  been  passed  by  other  States  relating  to  the 
operation  of  suburban  trains  to  and  from  large  cities  in  said  State,  and,  if 
possible,  the  result  of  the  operation  of  the  same. 

4.  What  legislation  is  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  suggested 
by  this  resolution.

In  conformity  with  the  above  resolution,  the  Board  held  a  public 
hearing  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  New  York,  on  March  6th,  notice 
of  which  was  given  in  numerous  newspapers.  It  also  made  inquiries 
with  regard  to  the  suburban  service  of  other  cities,  particulary  that 
of  Chicago  and  Boston.  It  has  received  no  response  as  yet  from  the 
Railwav  Commissioners  of  Illinois.  From  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  Massachusetts  the  following  letter  was  received  : 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS :

Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  Albany,  N.  Y.: 

Dear  Sir — Your  communication  of  February  23d  was  duly  received, 
and  in  reply  to  your  inquiries  I  inclose  a  statement  of  the  trains  accom¬ 
modating  the  suburban  passenger  traffic  on  the  several  railroads 
terminating  in  Boston. 
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The  only  laws  specially  affecting  this  suburban  traffic  are  the  following 
sections  of  our  General  Railroad  law,  chapter  212,  Public  Statutes : 

“§  181.  A  railroad  corporation  may  make  contracts  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers 
upon  designated  trains  for  a  specific  distance  at  fixed  times,  at  such  reduced  rates  of 
fare  as  the  parties  may  agree  upon.  Tickets  may  be  issued  for  such  passengers,  upon 
which  shall  be  plainly  printed  the  terms  upon  which  they  may  be  used.  Such  tickets 
shall  not  be  transferable  without  the  consent  of  the  corporation,  nor  entitle  the  holder 
to  ride  upon  a  train  not  therein  designated. 

“  §  183.  Every  rnilroad  corporation  whose  railroad  runs  out  from  Boston  shall  furnish 
on  each  week  day  a  morning  train  in  and  an  evening  train  out  for  distances  not 
exceeding  fifteen  miles,  or  suitable  cars  attached  to  other  trains,  and  reaching  and 
leaving  Boston  at  about  six  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  afternoon,  or  at  such  hours  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  board ;  and  for  such  trains  shall  furnish  yearly  season  tickets  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  three  dollars  per  mile  per  year,  good  once  a  day  each  way  for  six 
days  in  a  week,  and  quarterly  tickets  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  quarter  per  mile: 
provided,  that  two  hundred  or  more  persons  make  application  therefor.” 

The  Board  is  not  aware  that  any  train  is  at  present  run  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  183,  or  that  there  has  been  any  application  for  such  train 
in  the  manner  provided  by  that  section.  Workingmen’s  trains  are  run  on 
several  of  the  railroads  at  rates  lower  than  the  usual  commutation  tickets, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  181.  The  rates  are  reasonable  on  most  of 
the  roads  for  all  their  suburban  traffic,  and  the  accommodation  afforded 
appears  to  be  satisfactory  on  those  roads  that  run  a  large  number  of  trains, 
though  there  are,  of  course,  occasional  complaints  and  some  exceptional 
cases.

Statement  Showing  Time  of  Arrival  and  Departure  of  Trains  from 

Grand  Central  Depot. 

Boston  and  Albany  Railroad. 

The  suburban  service  proper  of  this  road  is  confined  to  what  is 
known  as  its  “  main  line  and  circuit  ”  road.  On  this  part  of  the  road 
for  suburban  service  there  are  sixty  inward  trains  and  fifty-nine  out¬ 
ward  trains  daily.  Twelve  inward  and  twelve  outward  trains  stop  at 
all  stations  beyond  the  circuit  road  and  within  twenty-one  miles. 
Several  express  trains  also  stop  at  the  station  twenty-one  miles  from  * 
Boston. 

Boston  and  Providence  Railroad. 

On  its  suburban  service  this  road  runs  forty-five  inward  and  forty- 
eight  outward  trains  daily,  ten  or  twelve  miles  out,  and  twelve  through 
trains  (six  each  way)  stop  at  points  fourteen  to  twenty  miles  from 
Boston. 

New  York  and  New  England  Railroad. 

Has  twenty-one  trains  each  way  in  suburban  service. 

Old  Colony  Railroad. 

Between  Boston  and  South  Braintree  this  road  runs  sixty  inward 
trains  and  sixty-one  outward  trains,  twelve  of  the  outward  trains 
being  express  to  South  Braintree.  Beyond  Braintree  the  business 
diverges  to  branches. 

Boston  and  Maine  Railroad. 

Western  division,  fifty-five  inward  trains  and  fifty  outward  trains 
accommodate  suburban  travel.  Eastern  division,  fifty  inward  and 
fifty-two  outward  trains  between  Boston,  Lynn,  Salem,  Marblehead,  etc. 
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Boston  and  Lowell  Railroad. 

Forty-seven  trains  each  way  accommodate  the  suburban  business 
on  this  road  and  branches. 

Fitchburg  Railroad, 

Forty-two  inward  trains  and  forty  outward  trains  accommodate  the 
suburban  business. 

Bost07i}  Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  Railroad  (Narrow  Gauge). 

Trains  between  Boston  and  Lynn  run  half-hourly  each  way,  morn¬ 
ing  and  evening,  and  hourly  at  other  times,  making  twenty-seven 
trips  each  way  in  the  winter.  Summer  service  much  greater.

The  Board  lias  carefully  compiled  the  time-tables  of  all  the  railroads 
running  out  of  New  York,  including  those  from  Jersey  City  and 
Hoboken.  The  compilations  are  transmitted  herewith.  From  these 
tables,  those  interested  can  obtain  the  information  required,  in  detail, 
which,  from  the  nature  of  the  subject,  it  is  impossible  to  make  a  more 
curtailed  synopsis  of. 

At  the  public  hearing  above  referred  to,  it  was  rather  a  notable  fact 
that  nobody  appeared,  although  wide  notice  was  given.  It  would 
thus  seem  that  interest  in  the  subject  was  not  very  general.  It  is  also 
proper  to  say  that  some  four  years  ago  the  Board  made  elaborate 
inquiries  into  this  very  subject  at  its  own  instance  with  a  view  of  sug¬ 
gesting  legislation  at  that  time  to  relieve  the  congested  population  of 
the  city  of  New  York.  Since  the  Board  has  been  in  existence  it  has 
received  but  two  complaints  with  regard  to  the  infrequency  of  subur¬ 
ban  trains  ;  one  with  reference  to  those  on  Long  Island,  the  New 
York  and  Sea  Beach,  and  certain  Coney  Island  roads,  which  grievance 
has  been  rectified  ;  the  second,  with  regard  to  the  infrequency  of 
trains  on  the  Port  Jefferson  branch  of  the  Long  Island  road,  which 
latter  complaint  is  now  under  investigation. 

The  inclosed  time-tables  and  information  are  very  voluminous  ;  the 
sum  total  is  that  the  accommodation  for  local  travel  within  twenty 
miles  of  New  York,  is  621  outgoing  trains,  and  614  incoming  trains 
daily.  This  does  not  include  the  trains  on  the  Brooklyn  bridge,  nor 
ferries  not  connecting  immediately  with  trains,  nor  the  steamboats 
plying  the  two  rivers  and  the  sound,  and  on  the  midwinter  time¬ 
tables.  > 

The  rates  of  fare  for  commutation  tickets  are  exceedingly  reason¬ 
able,  averaging  on  all  the  roads  from  one-half  to  a  cent  per  mile, 
depending  upon  the  distance  traveled,  and  length  of  time  the  ticket 
is  bought  for.  It  is  difficult  to  give  the  exact  averages,  for  the  reason 
that  the  prices  are  reduced  very  much  in  view  of  the  above  consider¬ 
ations.  Tables  giving  the  commutation  rates  in  detail  accompany 
this  report.  It  may  be  furthermore  pertinent  to  say  that  that  class 
of  the  population  that  live  in  the  overcrowded  districts  of  New  York, 
as  a  rule,  prefer  the  life  in  the  city  within  the  reach  of  such  social 
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influences  as  they  enjoy,  to  the  more  isolated  and  solitary  life  in  the 
suburbs. 

In  answer  to  the  questions  categorically  propounded  by  the  resolu¬ 
tion,  the  Board  would  respond  : 

First  —  In  the  absence  of  specific  complaint,  it  is  unable  to  suggest 
any  additional  facilities  at  present  for  quick  and  cheaj:>  transportation 
between  the  city  of  New  York  and  the  adjacent  districts,  the  present 
facilities  appearing  to  be  ample. 

Second  —  The  terms  and  conditions  at  present  given,  appear  to  be 
satisfactory  to  those  using  the  railroads. 

Third  —  The  Board  is  not  informed  of  any  laws  with  regard  to  sub¬ 
urban  traffic,  except  that  above  quoted  in  Massachusetts  with  reference 
to  Boston,  which  does  not  appear  to  have  been  taken  advantage  of  by 
the  suburban  residents. 

Fourth  —  The  Board  does  not  deem  at  present  that  any  legislation 
is  expedient.

Report  of  the  Board  on  the  Assembly  bill  entitled  “  An  Act  to  regu¬ 
late  AND  FACILITATE  PUBLIC  TRAVEL  UPON  THE  ELEVATED  STEAM  RAILROADS 

WITHIN  THE  CITIES  OF  THIS  STATE,”  REFERRED  TO  IT  BY  THE  ASSEMBLY  COM¬ 
MITTEE  on  Railroads. 

Albany,  April  25,  1888. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Railroad,  Com  mittee  of  the  Assembly  : 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  herewith  respectfully  returns 
an  act  entitled  “  An  act  to  regulate  and  facilitate  public  travel  upon 
the  elevated  steam  railroads  within  the  cities  of  this  State.” 

The  above  act  was  transmitted  to  the  Board  by  the  chairman  of  your 
committee  with  a  verbal  request  that  the  Board  shoul4  make  a  report 
thereon. 

A  public  hearing  was  set  down  for  this  day  at  10  o’clock  at  the 
office  of  the  Board.  The  Manhattan  railway,  the  Brooklyn  Elevated 
railroad,  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit  Company  and  the  Union  Ele¬ 
vated  railroad  were  notified  thereof.  At  the  hearing,  the  passage  of 
the  bill  was  advocated  by  the  Hon.  John  B.  Shea,  and  opposed  by 
Julian  T.  Davies,  Esq.,  representing  the  Manhattan  railway,  Edward 
Lauterbach,  Esq.,  on  behalf  of  the  Brooklyn  Elevated  railroads,  and 
J.  J.  R.  Croes,  Esq.,  representing  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit 
Company. 

The  object  of  the  bill  specifically  as  stated  by  Mr.  Shea  was  to 
compel  through  trains  or  cars  to  be  run  from  the  Suburban  Rapid 
Transit  railroad  upon  the  Second  Avenue  line  of  the  Manhattan  rail-

way,  and  vice  versa. 

First.  With  regard  to  the  principle  involved  in  the  bill.  The  counsel 
for  the  several  elevated  railroads  insist  that  the  principle  involved  in 
this  bill  is  unconstitutional,  in  that  the  Legislature  has  not  the  power 
to  compel  one  corporation  to  draw  the  rolling  stock  and  passengers  of 
another  corporation  over  its  tracks  without  providing  compensation 
therefor.  While  admitting  that  the  Legislature  has  the  power  to 
regulate  the  operation  of  a  railroad  so  far  as  the  police  powers  of  the 
State  are  concerned  and  also  as  far  as  a  modification  of  such  operation 
comes  within  the  limit  of  the  direct  grant  or  privilege  from  the  Legis¬ 
lature,  that  the  exercise  of  this  power  would  be  beyond  such  limits. 
However  this  may  be,  it  is  certainly  a  fact  that  the  Legislature  has 
never  undertaken  to  exercise  this  power  heretofore.  Section  6  of  the 
General  Railroad  Act  provides  as  follows  : 

“  All  companies  whose  railroads  are  or  shall  hereafter  be  crossed,  inter¬ 
sected  or  joined  as  aforesaid,  shall  receive  from  each  other  and  forward  to 
their  destination  all  goods,  merchandise  and  other  property  intended  for 
points  on  their  respective  roads,  with  the  same  despatch  and  at  a  rate  of 
freight  not  exceeding  the  local  tariff  rate  charged  for  similar  goods, 
merchandise  and  other  property  received  at  and  forwarded  from  the  same 
point  for  individuals  and  othercorporations.”  Section  36  of  the  same  act 
provides,  “  Whenever  the  railroad  of  such  corporation  at  or  near  the  same 
place  connects  with  or  is  intersected  by  any  other  railroad,  such  corpora¬ 
tion  shall  fairly  and  impartially  grant  and  afford  to  each  of  such  compet¬ 
ing  companies  or  associations  equal  terms  of  accommodation,  privileges 
and  facilities  in  the  transportation  of  property  and  freight  to  and  upon  such 
connecting  or  intersecting  railroad,  and  shall  also  grant  and  afford  to  each 
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of  such  competing  companies  and  associations,  and  to  the  officers,  agents 
and  employees  thereof  equal  facilities  in  the  interchange  and  use  of  express, 
freight  and  other  cars,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  accommodate  the 
business  of  each  of  such  competing  companies  or  associations.” 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  furtherest  the  Legislature  has  gone 
heretofore  has  been  to  require  that  whatever  facilities  shall  be  granted 
by  a  corporation  to  one  intersecting  or  connecting  railroad  shall  be 
granted  to  another.  It  has  not  undertaken  to  say  that  one  corpora¬ 
tion  shall,  against  its  will,  receive  and  transport  the  cars,  either  freight 
or  passenger,  of  another  connecting  or  intersecting  corporation. 

It  is  also  to  be  remarked  that  Congress  in  the  passage  of  the  Inter¬ 
state  Commerce  law  specifically  disclaimed  the  intention  to  exercise 
the  power  of  compelling  one  corporation  to  afford  the  use  of  its  tracks 
to  another  -company,  for  in  section  3,  where  provision  is  made  for 
affording  to  intersecting  and  connecting  corporations  facilities  and 
conveniences  for  the  interchange  of  traffic,  it  says,  “but  this  shall  not 
be  construed  as  requiring  any  such  common  carrier  to  give  the  use  of 
its  tracks  or  terminal  facilities  to  another  common  carrier  engaged  in 
like  business.” 

While  the  interchange  of  cars  between  connecting  and  intersecting 
railroads  is  very  common,  it  is  invariably  done  with  the  consent  of  the 
respective  corporations,  and  to  compel  its  being  done  against  their 
consent  would  be  a  very  marked  departure  from  the  policy  of  both 
the  State  and  General  Government. 

It  will  also  be  seen  from  the  phraseology  of  the  bill  that  if  there  were 
a  single  passenger  in  any  one  of  the  numerous  cars  on  the  Second 
Avenue  road  on  the  very  frequent  trains  running  thereon,  destined  to 
a  point  on  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit  road,  that  such  car  would  be 
obliged  to  be  run  through  or  there  would  be  a  technical  violation  of 
the  act.  It  would  also  probably  require  that  the  same  connection 
should  be  made  with  the  Brooklyn  bridge,  with  the  line  of  the 
New  York  City  and  Northern,  and  that  the  spurs  from  Forty- 
second  street  and  Third. avenue  to  the  Grand  Central  depot,  and  from 
Thirty-fourth  street  and  Third  avenue  to  the  Thirty-fourth  street 
ferry  should  also  be  run  with  continuous  cars,  instead  of  having 
passengers  walk  across  the  platform  as  at  present.  The  mere  state¬ 
ment  of  these  facts  shows  the  impracticability  of  the  bill  in  its 
present  form.  , 

Second.  With  regard  to  the  impracticability  of  the  measure  being 
amended.  It  was  suggested  by  Mr.  Shea  at  the  hearing  that  he  was 
quite  willing  to  have  the  bill  amended  so  as  to  exempt  Kings  county, 
and  indeed,  so  framed  that  it  would  only  apply  to  a  connection 
between  the  Second  Avenue  line  of  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company 
and  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit  Company. 

Even  if  this  could  be  done  and  the  legal  and  constitutional  objecT 
tions  overcome,  the  practical  difficulties  in  the  way  as  developed  at 
the  hearing  are  very  great.  They  are  briefly  as  follows: 

1.  The  inconvenience  of  passengers  crossing  the  platform  at  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-ninth  street  is  very  slight,  no  greater  than  it 
would  be  going  from  one  car  to  another,  which  would  be  absolutely 
necessary,  as  it  is  not  at  all  probable  that  all  passengers  for  points  on 
the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit  would  get  into  the  same  car. 

11 
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2.  The  difficulties  in  despatching  through  trains  would  be  insur¬ 
mountable  for  the  reason  that  the  Suburban  trains  have  to  cross  a 
drawbridge  which  is  opened  forty  or  fifty  times  a  day. 

3.  The  Suburban  Rapid  Transit  Company  have  acquired  the  prop¬ 
erty  on  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-ninth  street  between  Second  and 
Third  avenues,  and  propose  turning  their  trains  into  a  station  there 
to  be  erected  where  passengers  can  take  either  the  Second  or  Third 
avenue  lines,  thus  affording  them  a  much  greater  facility  than  they 
have  at  present. 

4.  There  would  be  very  serious  difficulties  in  the  collection  of  fares 
of  passengers  destined  for  points  on  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit 
line  as  distinguished  from  passengers  on  the  Second  Avenue  line,  the 
details  of  which  are  given  in  a  letter  from  Mr.  F.  K.  Hain,  general 
manager  of  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company,  a  copy  of  which  is 
transmitted  herewith. 

5.  It  appears  that  when  the  routes  of  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit 
Company  are  completed  there  will  be  five  different  lines  of  railroad 
connecting  with  the  Manhattan  system  at  its  northern  terminus.  To 
run  through  trains  on  all  these  lines  would  be  practically  out  of  the 
question. 

6.  The  locomotives  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Company  being  so  much 
heavier  than  those  of  the  Manhattan  company  it  is  not  safe  to  run 
them  over  the  structure  of  the  latter  corporation;  there  would  thus 
have  to  be  a  shifting  and  making  up  of  trains  at  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-ninth  street  where  there  •  are  not  facilities  for  performing  it, 
but,  even  if  there  were  the  room,  this  would  take  a  great  deal  more 
time  than  the  transfer  of  passengers. 

For  the  above  reasons  the  Board  can  not  recommend  that  the  pro¬ 
posed  act  should  become  a  law.

Report  of  the  Board  on  the  bill  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  Chap¬ 
ter  616  of  the  Laws  of  1887,  entitled  ‘An  Act  to  regulate  the 
heating  of  steam  passenger  cars  and  to  provide  for  the  placing  of 

GUARDS  AND  GUARD-POSTS  ON  RAILROAD  BRIDGES  AND  TRESTLES  AND  THE 
APPROACHES  THERETO,’  ”  REFERRED  TO  IT  BY  THE  GOVERNOR  FOR  OPINION. 

Albany,  April  27,  1888. 

To  the  Governor -of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  Board  herewith  respectfully  returns  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to 
amend  chapter  616  of  the  Laws  of  1887,  entitled  ‘An  act  to  regulate 
the  heating  of  steam  passenger  cars  and  to  provide  for  the  placing  of 
guards  and  guard-posts  on  railroad  bridges  and  trestles  and  the 
approaches  thereto.’  ” 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Committees  on  Railroads  of  the  Assembly 
and  Senate  on  the  fifteenth  of  February,  this  Board  presented  a 
request  from  the  Master  Car  Builders’  Association  to  have  the  time 
extended  from  May,  1888,  to  November,  1888,  within  which  time  steam 
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railroads  should  be  required  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
616  of  the  Laws  of  1887  in  regard  to  heating  their  cars. 

Requests  for  a  further  extension,  from  November  first,  1888,  to 
November  first,  1889,  were  subsequently  received  by  the  Board  from 
representatives  of  different  railroads,  alleging  as  a  reason  that  the 
exjDeriments  which  they  were  then  conducting  in  regard  to  steam 
heating  from  the  locomotive  could  not  be  satisfactorily  determined  by 
November  of  this  year,  for  the  reason,  among  others,  that  during  the 
summer  months  it  was  impossible  to  experiment  with  the  steam  heat¬ 
ing  apparatus.  These  requests  were  transmitted  to  the  Railroad  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Assembly,  with  the  comment  of  the  Board  that  they  were 
well  worthy  of  the  serious  consideration  of  the  committee  and  of  the 
Legislature. 

Railroads  within  this  State  and  throughout  the  country  are  in  good 
faith  trying  different  methods  of  steam  heating.  Thus  far  the  best 
method  has  not  clearly  been  developed  to  the  satisfaction  of  those 
interested. 

An  effort  is  also  being  made  by  the  railroad  companies  to  agree 
upon  a  uniform  steam  coupling,  which  is  absolutely  necessary  in  order 
to  enable  cars  to  run  from  one  railroad  to  another.  A  determination, 
however,  has  not  yet  been  reached. 

Section  2  of  the  bill,  providing  that  in  special  cases  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  may  further  extend  the  time  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  one  year  from  November  first,  1888,  was  inserted  by  the 
Railroad  Committee  of  the  Assembly  as  a  result  of  the  request  above 
mentioned,  from  the  railroad  companies,  that  the  time  should  be 
extended  to  all  companies  from  November  first,  1888,  to  November 
first,  1889.  The  committee  conformed  to  the  request  to  the  extent  of 
making  such  extension  in  special  cases  dependent  upon  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

The  Board  does  not  deem  that  this  discretion  is  likely  to  be  abused, 
as  it  will  only  be  exercised  for  good  and  sufficient  cause  shown,  and  is 
probably  a  wise  provision. 

For  the  above  reasons  the  provisions  of  the  bill  meet  with  the 
approval  of  this  Board,  and  the  Board  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  bill  be  approved  by  the  Governor.

Report  of  the  Board  on  the  bill  entitled  “An  Act  to  authorize  the 

FORMATION  OF  ELEVATED  TRAMWAY  CORPORATIONS  AND  TO  REGULATE  THE 
SAME,”  REFERRED  TO  IT  BY  THE  GOVERNOR  FOR  OPINION. 

Albany,  May  23,  1888. 

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  returns  to  you 
the  bill  (Executive  No.  206,  printed,  503)  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize 
the  formation  of  elevated  tramway  corporations  and  to  regulate  the 
same.” 
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The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  provide  for  the  construction  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  elevated  tramways  “  constructed  of  poles,  piers,  wire,  rods, 
ropes,  bars  or  chains  for  the  transportation  of  freight  in  suspended 
buckets,  cars  or  other  receptacles.”  These  tramways  are  intended  for 
the  purpose  of  transporting  ore  and  stone  from  quarries  and  mines  to 
the  place  of  shipment.  While  the  bill  is  general  in  its  terms,  the 
Board  is  informed  that  its  provisions  are  intended  to  apply  to  but  few 
portions  of  the  State. 

The  corporations  to  be  formed  under  the  act  are  invested  with  very 
large  general  powers,  including  that  of  eminent  domain.  It  was 
represented  to  the  Board  that  it  had  been  found  necessary  to  invest 
the  corporations  with  these  powers  for  the  reason  that  farmers  and 
others  over  whose  land  the  tramway  was  to  be  built,  would  not  permit 
such  construction  except  for  compensation  regarded  by  the  friends  of 
the  bill  as  extortionate. 

The  act  would  apparently  permit  the  construction  of  such  tram¬ 
ways  in  cities  and  villages  of  the  State.  The  terms  of  the  act  would 
not  come  within  the  constitutional  provision  prohibiting  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  street  railroad  except  with  the  consent  of  the  local  authori¬ 
ties  and  one-half  in  value  of  the  abutting  property  holders,  for  the 
reason  that  a  tramway  is  not  a  street  railroad.  It  is  not  likely,  how¬ 
ever,  that  such  a  structure  could  be  erected  in  any  of  the  streets  of  a 
city  without  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities,  nor  does  it  seem  to 
be  probable  that  such  a  construction  wTould  be  of  -any  practical  value 
in  the  streets  of  a  city,  certainly  not,  unless  the  bill  was  construed 
and  tortured  very  far  from  the  original  intention  of  its  promoters.  It 
is  quite  likely,  however,  that  such  a  structure  might  be  built  through 
some  of  the  villages  of  the  State. 

Section  7  of  the  act  provides  that : 

“  In  case  any  company  formed  under  this  act  is  unable  to  agree  for  the 
purchase,  use  or  lease  of  any  real  estate  required  for  the  purposes  of  its 
incorporation,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  title  in  fee  to  the  same  in 
the  manner  and  by  the  proceedings  provided  by  law  for  acquiring  title  to 
lands  for  railroad  use  by  railroad  corporations  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1850,  entitled  £An  act  to  authorize  the  formation 
of  railroad  corporations  and  to  regulate  the  same,’  and  the  several 
acts  amending  the  same,  supplemental  thereto,  so  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable.” 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  while  the  corporations  are  to  be  invested 
with  the  same  powers  as  railroad  corporations,  they  are  to  be  subject 
to  the  same  restrictions. 

The  Board  deems,  therefore,  that  the  bill  could  receive  executive 
approval  without  danger  to  public  interests.

Report  of  the  Board  on  the  bill  entitled  “  An  Act  extending  the  time 

FOR  THE  COMPLETION  OF  THE  New  YORK,  BOSTON,  ALBANY  AND  SCHENECTADY 

Railroad,”  referred  to  it  by  the  Governor  for  opinion. 

Albany,  May  23,  1888. 

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  returns  the  bill 
(Executive  No.  156,  printed,  598)  entitled  “An  act  extending  the 
time  for  the  completion  of  the  New  York,  Boston,  Albany  and  Sche¬ 
nectady  Railroad.” 

This  company  was  organized  and  the  articles  of  association  filed 
January  29,  1880. 

Section  47,  of  the  General  Railroad  Act,  provides  that: 

“  If  any  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  not  within  five  years 
after  its  articles  of  association  are  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  begin  the  construction  of  its  road  and  expend  thereon 
ten  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  or  shall  not  finish  its  road 
and  put  it  in  operation  in  seven  years  from  the  time  of  filing  its  articles  of 
association  as  aforesaid,  its  corporate  existence  and  powers  shall  cease.” 

Chapter  775,  Laws  of  1867*  provides  that  the  time  for  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  its  road  shall  be  ten  years  from  the  date  of  filing  its  articles 
of  association. 

Chapter  405  of  the  Laws  of  1882,  provides  that: 

“  Any  railroad  company  heretofore  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
state  *  *  *  shall  hereby  have  the  time  for  the  completion  of 

the  railroad  *  *  *  extended  for  a  further  term  of  two  years 

beyond  the  time  heretofore  limited,  and  failure  to  expend  ten  per  centum 
on  the  amount  of  its  capital  or  to  have  completed  its  road  within  the  time 
heretofore  limited,  shall  not  be  deemed  a  cause  of  forfeiture  of  its 
corporate  powers.” 

Inasmuch  as  the  extension  of  time  provided  for  in  chapter  598, 
Laws  of  1875,  as  amended  by  chapter  350  of  the  Laws  of  1879, 
applied  only  to  railroad  companies  organized  anterior  to  the  years 
1875  and  1879,  their  provisions  do  not  apply  to  the  corporation  under 
consideration. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  under  the  Law  of  1867  and  the  Law  of 
1882  above  quoted,  that  twelve  years  are  allowed  to  this  corporation 
within  which  to  finish  its  road  and  expend  the  ten  per  cent  on  the 
amount  of  its  capital.  This  would  bring  the  time  to  January,  1892. 
The  proposed  special  act,  if  it  became  a  law,  would  extend  the  time  to 
the  31st  day  of  December,  1895,  or  nearly  four  years  additional. 

The  only  effect  of  signing  this  bill  would  be  to  prolong  the  life  of 
this  corporation  to  the  31st  of  December,  1895,  instead  of  to  January 
29,  1892. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  particular  objection  to  the  proposed 
act  except  the  general  inadvisability  of  keeping  alive  charters  by 
special  act  where  the  general  statutes  of  the  State  cover  the 
requirements.

Report  of  the  Board  on  the  bill  entitled  “An  Act  extending  the 

TIME  FOR  THE  COMPLETION  OF  THE  New  YORK  AND  ALBANY  RAILROAD,” 

REFERRED  TO  IT  BY  THE  GOVERNOR  FOR  OPINION. 

Albany,  May  23,  1888. 

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Yorlc: 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  returns  the  bill 
(Executive  No.  310,  printed,  358)  entitled  “An  act  extending  the  time 
for  the  completion  of  the  New  York  and  Albany  railroad.” 

This  company  was  organized  November  14,  1866,  to  build  a  railroad 
from  the  city  of  Albany  to  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Hudson  river.  It  appears  to  have  gone  through  various  vicissi¬ 
tudes,  and  part  of  its  right  of  way,  it  claims,  was  seized  by  the  West 
Shore  railroad.  No  part  of  it  has  ever  been  completed.  The  authori¬ 
ties  of  the  railroad  claim  to  have  spent  some  $500,000.  The  sworn 
report  of  the  Board  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1887,  shows  an 
expenditure  of  $342,810. 

The  time  for  the  completion  of  the  road  has  been  extended  by  two 
special  acts.  The  road  also  has  received  the  benefit  of  the  extension 
provided  in  the  general  act  of  1879  (chapter  350). 

It  appears  from  an  investigation  of  the  Board  that  the  obligation  of 
the  road  to  finish  its  construction  at  present  stands  as  follows: 

It  was  organized  November  14,  1866.  Chapter  775  of  the  Laws  of 
1867,  gave  it  ten  years  within  which  to  complete  its  road,  which  would 
bring  the  time  to  November  14,  1876.  Special  act  (chapter  493,  Laws 
of  1874)  extended  it  five  years,  bringing  the  time  to  1881.  Special 
act  (chapter  319,  Laws  of  1878)  extended  it  five  years  further,  bringing 
it  to  1886.  General  act  (chapter  350,  Laws  1879)  extended  it  two  years 
further,  bringing  it  to  November  the  14th,  1888. 

When  the  General  Extension  Act  (chapter  405,  Laws  of  1882)  was 
passed,  the  provisions  thereof  were  specifically  forbidden  to  extend  or 
apply  to  this  railroad  company.  The  reason  thereof  is  not  known  to 
the  Board. 

The  present  Legislature,  however,  has  deemed  it  proper  to  again 
extend  the  time  to  the  31st  day  of  December,  1895.  The  Board  is  not 
aware  of  any  reason  why  this  extension  should  not  be  granted  in  this 
case,  if  these  special  acts  of  extension  in  any  case  receive  the  execu¬ 
tive  approval.

Report  of  the  Board  on  a  bill  entitled  “An  Act  to  authorize  the 

FORMATION  OF  RAILROAD  CORPORATIONS  AND  TO  REGULATE  THE  SAME,” 

REFERRED  TO  IT  BY  THE  GOVERNOR  FOR  OPINION. 

Albany,  May  23,  1888. 

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York  : 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  respectfully  returns  the  bill 
(Executive  No.  57,  printed,  544)  entitled  “  An  act  to  amend  chapter 
140  of  the  Laws  of  1850,  entitled  ‘  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of 
railroad  corporations  and  to  regulate  the  same,’  relating  to  obtaining 
the  right  of  way  in  certain  cases.” 

This  bill  amends  section  14  of  the  General  Act  to  the  effect  that 
a  company  : 

“  Which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  organized  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
structing,  maintaining  and  operating  a  railroad  with  a  single  track  not 
exceeding  fifty  miles  in  length,  and  which  is  duly  continued  in  existence, 
when  at  least  $5,000  for  every  mile  of  its  railroad  proposed  to  be  constructed 
in  this  State  shall  be  in  good  faith  subscribed  to  its  capital  stock  and 
twenty  per  cent  thereof  paid  in,  such  company  may  apply  to  the  courts  for 
the  appointment  of  commissioners  and  all  subsequent  proceedings  maybe 
had  to  obtain  the  title  to  lands  necessary  for  the  construction  of  its  rail¬ 
road  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  whole  amount 
of  the  capital  stock  specified  in  its  articles  of  association  was  in  like 
manner  subscribed.” 

Section  14  of  the  General  Act  at  present  requires  that  before  a  rail¬ 
road  corporation  can  acquire  title  to  real  estate  by  condemnation 
proceedings,  a  petition  must  be  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  stat¬ 
ing,  among  other  things,  that  the  whole  capital  stock  of  the  company 
has  been  in  good  faith  subscribed. 

Chapter  515  of  the  Laws  of  1867  modifies  this  requirement  to  the 
extent  that  any  railroad  company  which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
duly  formed  under  the  General  Railroad  Act,  and  which  is  duly  con¬ 
tinued  in  existence,  may  apply  to  the  court  for  the  appointment  of 
commissioners  to  condemn  land,  when  at  least  $10,000  for  every  mile 
of  its  railroad  proposed  to  be  constructed  in  this  State  shall  be  in 
good  faith  subscribed  to  its  capital  stock  and  ten  per  cent  thereof 
paid  in. 

The  effect  of  the  proposed  amendment  would  be  to  permit  railroads 
heretofore  or  hereafter  organized,  with  a  single  track  not  exceeding 
fifty  miles  in  length,  to  apply  to  the  court  for  the  appointment  of 
commissioners  to  condemn  land,  when  but  $5,000  per  mile  of  its  rail¬ 
road  proposed  to  be  constructed  is  subscribed  and  twenty  per  cent 
paid  in.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  per  mile 
is  the  same,  but  the  amount  necessary  to  be  subscribed  is  only 
one-half. 

The  question  arose  in  the  Board,  however,  whether  the  reenact¬ 
ment  of  the  whole  of  section  14  of  the  General  Act,  in  which  provision 
is  made  for  subscription  to  the  whole  of  the  capital  stock,  but  no  pro¬ 
vision  made  for  the  actual  payment  in  cash  of  any  part  of  it  except 
$100  per  mile  (which  is  a  requirement  precedent  to  filing  the  articles 
of  incorporation),  would  not  repeal  chapter  515,  Laws  of  1867,  above

quoted,  which  provides  that  not  more  than  §10,000  per  mile  need  be 
subscribed  in  good  faith,  but  that  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  this,  or 
$1,000,  shall  be  paid  up  in  cash. 

The  question  was  submitted  to  the  Attorney-General  and  a  copy  of 
his  opinion  is  transmitted  herewith.  His  final  conclusion  is:  ‘'While 
the  question  may  admit  of  argument,  nevertheless  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  reenactment  of  the  provision  in  section  14,  requiring  all  the 
capital  stock  to  be  subscribed,  would  act  as  a  repeal  to  contrary  pro¬ 
visions  in  the  act  of  1867.” 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  amendment  so  far  as 
it  applies  to  single  track  railroads  of  fifty  miles  in  length,  would  be  a 
desirable  amendment  to  the  law,  as  there  is  no  reason  why,  if  these 
roads  can  be  built  for  $5,000  a  mile,  that  the  incorporators  of  the  com¬ 
pany  should  be  required  to  subscribe  $10,000.  If,  however,  the  effect 
of  reenacting  the  section  is  to  repeal  the  act  of  1867,  it  would  be  a 
most  undesirable  piece  of  legislation.  The  community  certainly  should 
be  protected  from  railroad  corporations  seizing  property  under  the 
right  of  eminent  domain,  if  such  corporations  have  not  the  financial 
ability  to  pay  at  least  a  thousand  dollars  in  cash  for  every  mile  of  road 
jDroposed  to  be  constructed. 

The  Board  deems  it  proper,  however,  to  call  your  attention  to  that 
provision  of  the  Constitution,  viz. :  Section  17  of  article  3,  under  which 
this  reenactment  was  made  by  the  Legislature.  It  is  quite  probable 
that  the  courts  would  construe  that  the  reenactment  of  the  whole 
clause  was  necessary  under  this  section  in  order  to  incorporate  the 
amendment  with  regard  to  roads  fifty  miles  in  length,  and  that  such 
reenactment  did  not  repeal  the  law  of  1867,  but,  as  before  stated,  the 
Board  deems  it  proper  to  call  your  attention  to  the  doubt  raised  and 
to  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  in  the  matter. 

The  Board  furthermore  begs  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  in  the  reenactment  of  the  section  a  serious  mistake  was  made  in 
subdivision  3.  That  subdivision  at  present  reads: 

“If  any  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  is  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  resides  in  this  state,  such  service  shall  be  made  as 
aforesaid  oh  his  general  guardian  ;  or  if  he  has  no  such  guardian,  then  on 
such  infant  personally  if  he  is  over  the  age  of  fourteen  years ;  and  if  under 
that  age  then  on  the  person  who  has  the  care  of  or  with  whom  such  infant 
resides.” 

The  bill  as  passed  the  Legislature  uses  the  word  “  under  ”  instead 
of  “  over,”  so  that  it  reads: 

“Or  if  he  has  no  such  guardian  then  on  such  infant  personally  if  he  is 
under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and  if  under  that  age  then  on  the  person 
who  has  the  care  of  or  with  whom  such  infant  resides.” 

This  is  a  clear  mistake  and  entirely  destroys  the  sense  of  sub¬ 
division  3  so  far  as  it  applies  to  “  infants  ”  (minors)  over  the  age  of 
fourteen  who  have  no  guardians.

Report  of  the  Board  on  the  bill  entitled  “  An  Act  to  authorize  the 

USE  OF  SAND  UPON  THE  TRACKS  OF  STREET  SURFACE  RAILROADS  IN  THE  CITIES 

of  this  State  having  a  population  of  500,000  or  more,”  referred  to  it 

by  the  Governor  for  opinion. 

Albany,  May  25,  1888.' 

To  the  Governor'  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  Board  respectfully  returns  the  bill  (Executive  No.  289,  printed, 
1000)  entitled  “  An  act  to  authorize  the  use  of  sand  upon  the  tracks 
of  street  surface  railroads  in  cities  of  this  State  having  a  population 
of  500,000  or  more.” 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  perfectly  plain.  It  is  urged  by  a  large 
number  of  street  railroad  companies,  both  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn. 
Its  introducer,  Mr.  Brennan,  stated  also  that  he  had  introduced  it  at 
the  request  of  the  association  of  truckmen  of  New  York  city. 

It  appeared  upon  the  hearing  that  the  use  of  sand  had  been  quite 
general  in  the  city  of  New  York  previous  to  last  April;  its  further 
use  was  then  prohibited  by  the  maj^or  upon  the  ground  of  being  in 
violation  of  a  city  ordinance.  It  also  appeared  that  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn  its  use  has  been  recently  objected  to  by  the  city  authorities, 
and  it  was  also  claimed  by  a  police  justice  to  be  in  contravention  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  377  of  the  Laws  of  1866,  which  statute  pro¬ 
hibited  the  throwing  of  dirt  and  rubbish  in  the  streets  of  certain 
cities.  The  railroad  authorities  have  contested  the  construction  of 
the  above  statute  upon  the  ground  that  the  word  “  dirt  ”  was  not 
intended  to  include  the  sand  which  they  use.  A  decision  has  not  thus 
far  been  rendered. 

It  was  urged  by  the  railroad  authorities  that  sand  between  the  rails 
was  absolutely  necessary  to  prevent  the  horses  slipping,  and  that 
sand  on  the  rails  on  down-grades  was  also  necessary  to  prevent  the 
car  wheels  from  slipping.  Representatives  of  the  railroad  companies 
alleged  that  since  the  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  sand  the  accidents 
and  mortality  to  horses  had  very  greatly  increased. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  use  of  sand  in  certain  localities 
and  at  certain  times  is  very  desirable,  both  for  the  sake  of  the  horses 
and  in  the  interest  of  public  safety  to  enable  cars  to  be  stopped  to 
prevent  collisions. 

The  bill  was  opposed  by  the  assistant  counsel  to  the  corporation  of 
New  York  city,  upon  the  ground  that  its  provisions  were  alto¬ 
gether  too  general;  that  under  its  provisions  the  railroad  companies 
might  enjoin  the  city  authorities  from  sweeping  the  streets,  inasmuch 
as  sweeping  the  streets  would  sweep  away  the  sand  which  the  compa¬ 
nies  would  have  the  right  to  lay.  He  furthermore  urged  that  where 
there  was  necessity  for  using  sand  it  should  be  left  with  the  local 
authorities  to  issue  a  permit  or  license  so  to  do;  that  the  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Newr  York  had  issued  such  permits  in  many  cases  and  was 
doubtless  prepared  to  continue  to  do  so  where  the  necessity  for  the 
use  of  sand  was  satisfactorily  shown  to  him. 

The  Board  agrees  with,  the  counsel  to  the  corporation  in  deeming 
that  the  provisions  of  the  bill  are  too  general.  Were  the  act  to 
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become  a  law,  abuses  might  arise  under  it,  both  in  the  way  of  render¬ 
ing  the  streets  dusty  and  dirty  while  the  sand  laj  there,  and,  possibly, 
in  the  prevention  of  the  city  authorities  from  cleaning  away  the  sand 
at  all. 

Were  a  bill  passed  authorizing  the  use  of  sand  under  proper  licenses 
to  be  granted  by  the  municipal  authorities,  there  could  be  no  valid 
objection  to  it.

Report  of  the  Board  on  the  bill  entitled  “  An  Act  relative  to  the 

RAILWAYS  IN  THE  TRANSVERSE  ROADS  OF  THE  CENTRAL  PARK  IN  THE  CITY  OF 

New  York,”  referred  to  it  by  the  Governor  for  opinion. 

Albany,  May  25,  1888. 

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  Board  herewith  respectfully  returns  the  bill  (Executive  No. 
168,  printed,  788)  entitled  “An  act  relative  to  railways  in  the  trans¬ 
verse  roads  of  the  Central  park  in  the  city  of  New  York.” 

This  bill  was  prepared  by  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  of 
New  Y^ork,  to  provide  a  way  to  permit  street  surface  railroads  to  be 
constructed  upon  the  roads  in  Central  park  known  as  the  transverse 
roads. 

The  General  Street  Railroad  Act  prohibits  the  construction  of  any 
street  surface  railroad  in  public  parks  except  in  tunnels.  These 
transverse  roads  are  not  tunnels,  but  they  are  sunken  below  the  level 
of  the  park  generally.  There  is  a  very  great  necessity  that  provision 
should  be  made  for  street  railroads  to  pass  along  upon  them  for  the 
reason  that  the  Central  park  now  substantially  acts  as  a  wall  for  its 
whole  length  between  the  eastern  and  western  parts  of  the  city. 

Proper  safeguards  are  inserted  in  the  bill  to  prevent  the  park  being 
injured  or  its  usefulness  impaired  in  any  way. 

The  Board  is  not  aware  of  any  opposition  to  the  bill,  and  it  deems 
that  it  could  with  propriety  receive  executive  approval.

Report  of  the  Board  on  the  bill  entitle®  “  An  Act  to  amend  Chapter 

606,  Laws  of  1875,  entitled  cAn  Act  further  to  provide  for  the 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  OPERATION  OF  A  STEAM  RAILWAY  OR  RAILWAYS  IN  THE 

COUNTIES  OF  THIS  STATE,’  ”  REFERRED  TO  IT  BY  THE  GOVERNOR  FOR  OPINION. 

Albany,  May  25, 1888. 

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York  : 

The  Board  herewith  respectfully  returns  the  bill  (Executive  No. 
234,  printed,  276)  entitled  “  An  act  to  amend  chapter  606  of  the  Laws 
of  1875,  entitled  ‘  An  act  further  to  provide  for  the  construction  and 
operation  of  a  steam  railway  or  railways  in  the  counties  of  this 
State.’  ” 

This  bill  passed  both  houses  of  the  Legislature  a  year  ago,  and 
was  referred  by  you  to  this  Board  for  an  opinion  thereon.  It  has 
again  passed  the  Legislature.  It  is  urged  by  the  East  Side  and 
Mount  Vernon  Railway  Company  and  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit 
Company,  neither  of  which  has  yet  completed  the  construction  of  its 
line,  and  each  of  which  has  laid  out  for  it  routes  by  commissioners 
appointed  under  the  Rapid  Transit  Act.  There  was  some  consider¬ 
able  opposition  to  the  bill  last  year  but,  so  far  as  the  Board  knows,  it 
has  not  been  developed  this  year. 

Section  1  of  the  bill  amends  section  18  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  in 
reference  to  proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  title  to  real 
estate  and  to  the  service  of  petitions  and  notices  upon  property 
owners.  The  amendments  supply  defects  in  the  Rapid  Transit  Act 
by  adding  thereto  the  exact  provisions  of  the  General  Railroad 
Act  and  of  chapter  332  of  the  Laws  of  1854  amending  the  same. 
The  counsel  claim  that  these  provisions  are  very  necessary,  inasmuch 
as  such  provisions  of  the  General  Railroad  Act  with  regard  to  these 
measures  have  received  judicial  interpretation,  and  that  many  defects 
and  embarrassments  in  condemning  land  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Act  are  thus  avoided.  There  can  be  no  valid  objection 
to  these  amendments. 

Section  2  amends  section  39  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  by  providing 
a  method  by  which  routes  laid  out  by  commissioners  may  thereafter, 
before  construction  is  concluded,  be  changed  and  relocated.  Under 
the  Rapid  Transit  Act  at  present  a  route  once  laid  down  by  commis¬ 
sioners  cannot  thereafter  by  any  authority  be  changed  in  any  respect. 
In  this  the  law  is  defective  and  fails  to  meet  the  necessities  of  changed 
conditions  requiring  the  modification  of  the  route  or  parts  thereof. 
The  General  Railroad  Act,  in  section  23,  confers  this  power  upon  the 
directors  of  a  railroad  company;  this  amendment  proposes  to  confer 
it  upon  the  commissioners  provided  for  in  the  act;  the  amendment, 
therefore  is  in  accordance  with  the  established  policy  of  the  State  in 
permitting  such  changes  to  be  made  in  reference  to  the  location  of 
railroad  routes,  but  is  guarded  by  requiring  that  such  change  shall  be 
made  by  the  commissioners  in  cases  of  rapid  transit  roads,  instead  of 
by  the  directors  of  a  corporation.  The  Board,  therefore,  deems  that 
the  proposed  amendment  to  section  39  is  desirable  and  necessary. 
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Last  year  the  Board  found  a  serious  objection,  in  that  section  3  of 
the  bill  apparently  repealed  the  entire  operation  of  section  39  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Act  so  far  as  that  section  applied  to  a  large  part  of  the 
city  of  New  York  and  the  whole  of  Kings  county.  The  phraseology 
of  section  3  of  the  bill  this  year  has  been  so  changed  that  it  simply 
prohibits  the  operation  of  the  bill  in  regard  to  change  and  relocation 
of  routes  applying  to  these  portions  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
Kings  county.  It  leaves  the  remainder  of  section  39  so  far  as  that 
portion  of  New  York  city,  and  Kings  county,  are  concerned,  substan¬ 
tially  the  same  as  before. 

Another  objection,  however,  which  obtained  last  year  and  to  which 
your  attention  was  called,  still  remains.  In  line  130  of  the  printed 
bill  the  following  words  occur,  “provided  that  the  construction  or 
operation  of  a  street  railroad  is  not  or  shall  not  be  by  this  law  author¬ 
ized  except  upon  the  condition  that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one- 
half  in  value  of  the  property  bounded  on  *  *  *  be  first 

obtained.”  It  is  suggested  that  these  words  might  repeal  by  implica¬ 
tion  section  16  of  chapter  252  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  known  as  the 
General  Street  Surface  Railroad  Act,  which  section  prohibits  the  con¬ 
struction  of  any  street  surface  railroad  under  the  authority  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  Act. 

In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  such  repeal  by  implication  is 
generally  not  favored  by  the  courts,  and  furthermore,  that  the  phrase¬ 
ology  of  the  General  Street  Railroad  Act  is  “  street  surface  railroad,” 
whereas  in  this  act  it  is  “  street  railroads,”  it  may  be  that  this  objec¬ 
tion  is  not  of  much  weight.  The  Board  fails  to  see,  however,  the 
necessity  of  inserting  this  provision  at  all,  inasmuch  as  in  section  4 
of  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  it  is  already  included.  The  counsel  explained 
its  introduction  in  the  proposed  act  under  consideration  upon  the 
ground  that  it  was  necessary  under  the  constitutional  provision  pro¬ 
hibiting  any  act  to  be  passed  authorizing  a  street  railroad  to  be  built 
without  the  insertion  of  that  provision. 

In  view  of  the  general  merit  of  the  bill,  however,  and  of  the  remote 
possibility  of  the  above  provision  repealing  section  16  of  the  General 
Street  Railroad  Act,  the  Board  deems  that  the  measure  could  with 
propriety  receive  the  executive  approval.

Report  of  the  Board  on  the  bill  entitled  “An  Act  relating  to  the 

CORPORATE  RIGHTS  AND  POWERS  OF  STREET  SURFACE  RAILROADS,”  REFERRED 
TO  IT  BY  THE  GOVERNOR  FOR  OPINION. 

Albany,  May  28,  1888. 

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  Board  herewith  respectKilly  returns  the  bill  (Executive  No.  187, 
printed,  540)  entitled  “An  act  relating  to  the  corporate  rights  and 
powers  of  street  surface  railroads.”

This  bill  provides  in  its  first  section  that: 

“The  corporate  existence  and  powers  of  every  street  surface  railroad 
company  which  has  completed  a  railroad  upon  the  greater  j)ortion  of  the 
route  designated  in  its  articles  of  association  within  ten  years  from  the 
date  of  filing  said  articles  of  association  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  which  has  operated  such  completed  portion  of  its  railroad  con¬ 
tinuously  for  a  period  of  ten  years  ‘last  past,’  and  is  now  operating  the 
same,  shall  continue  with  like  force  and  effect  as  though  said  company 
had  in  all  respects  and  particulars  complied  wfith  the  provisions  and 
requirements  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven.” 

The  act  of  1867  provides  that: 

“  If  any  corporation  formed  under  an  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of 
railroad  corporations,  etc.,  shall  not  within  five  years  after  its  articles  of 
association  are  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
begin  the  construction  of  its  road  and  expend  thereon  ten  per  cent  on  the 
amount  of  its  capital,  or  shall  not  finish  its  road  and  put  it  in  operation  in 
ten  years  from  the  time  of  filing  its  articles  of  association  as  aforesaid,  its 
corporate  existence  and  powers  shall  cease.” 

The  effect  of  this  section  is,  therefore,  to  relieve  railroads  that  have 
been  in  operation  for  ten  years  and  constructed  their  roads  upon  the 
greater  portion  of  the  routes  designated  in  their  articles  of  associa¬ 
tion  from  completing  the  remainder. 

It  was  explained  by  Senator  Pierce,  the  introducer  of  this  bill,  and 
Mr.  Thomas  S.  Moore,  the  counsel  of  the  Bush  wick  Railroad  Company, 
that  the  bill  had  been  introduced  with  the  intention  of  relieving  that 
company  from  forfeiture  of  its  charter  by  reason  of  failure  to  com¬ 
plete  its  road  upon  certain  portions  of  the  route  designated  in  its 
articles  of  association,  upon  which  portions  there  was  no  further 
necessity  for  its  completion.  The  bill  was  made  general  in  its  terms 
in  order  to  obviate  the  objection  that  a  special  bill  would  contravene 
the  twelfth  clause  of  section  18  of  article  3  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State. 

Inasmuch  as  the  general  terms  of  the  section  apply  only  to  railroads 
heretofore  constructed,  and  which  have  been  in  operation  for  a  period 
of  “  ten  years  last  past,”  and  inasmuch  as  by  the  fifth  section  of  this 
act  the  provisions  thereof  “  shall  not  affect  nor  apply  to  any  railroad 
company  in  the  city  of  New  York,  nor  to  any  special  grant  made  to  or 
authority  conferred  upon  any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  by 
any  law  of  this  State,”  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  great  danger 
of  abuses  or  detriment  to  public  interests  arising  thereunder. 

Second.  The  second  section  provides  that  “  every  such  street  surface 
railroad  company  (that  is,  railroads  that  have  been  continuously  ope¬ 
rated  for  ten  years  on  the  greater  portion  of  their  route)  shall  have 
the  right  to  operate  any  extensions  and  branches  of  its  said  railroad 
now  constructed  and  operated  by  it  which  have  been  so  constructed 
and  operated  by  it  for  a  period  of  ten  years  last  past  with  like  force 
and  effect  as  though  the  route  of  said  extensions  and  branches  were 
designated  in  its  articles  of  association.” 

The  object  of  this  section,  as  explained  by  the'  counsel  at  the  hear¬ 
ing  before  the  Board,  was  to  cure  certain  defects  that  might  exist  in 
the  charter  of  the  Bushwick  Railroad  Company  in  consequence  of  the 
failure,  upon  the  part  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  Brooklyn  to  have 
specifically  designated  the  streets  through  which  the  Bushwick  Ave¬ 
nue  railroad  runs. 
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In  view  of  the  restrictions  as  to  the  railroad  to  which  it  is  applicable, 
and  of  the  restrictions  in  section  5  of  the  act,  there  does  not  appear 
to  be  any  particular  danger  to  the  public  interests  as  to  the  operation 
of  this  section. 

Third.  The  third  section  provides  that  every  such  street  surface 
railroad  company  is  authorized  to  operate  its  railroad,  or  any  exten¬ 
sions  or  branches  thereof,  upon  condition  that  it  has  heretofore  or 
shall  hereafter  first  obtain  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities,  etc.,  and 
of  the  abutting  property-holders,  in  accordance  with  the  constitutional 
provisions.  There  can  be  no  objection  to  this  section. 

Fourth.  The  fourth  section  confirms  “  all  consents  heretofore  given 
or  grants  made  by  local  authorities  to  any  such  street  surface  railroad 
company.” 

The  Board  does  not  see  any  danger  to  public  interests  likely  to 
accrue  in  consequence  of  this  section  for  the  same  reason  as  given 
heretofore  with  regard  to  section  1. 

Fifth.  The  fifth  section  provides  that  “  this  act  shall  not  affect  nor 
apply  to  any  railroad  company  in  the  city  of  New  York  nor  to  any 
spjecial  grant  made  to  or  authority  conferred  upon  any  street  surface  railroad 
corporation  by  any  law  of  this  State,  nor  shall  it  impair  existing  rights, 
privileges  or  franchises  of  an}r  street  surface  railroad  company,  nor 
shall  it  affect  any  pending  litigation.” 

It  vTas  explained  to  the  Board  by  Mr.  Moore,  the  counsel,  that  this 
restrictive  section  was  to  prevent  the  provisions  of  the  bill  applying 
to  any  special  grant  made  by  the  Legislature,  and  that  it  was  intended 
that  such  provisions  should  apply  only  to  grants  made  by  the  local 
municipal  authorities.  While  this  may  have  been  the  intention  of  the 
bill,  it  w^ould  seem  to  the  Board  as  if  its  language  applied  to  any 
authority  conferred  upon  any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  by 
any  law  of  the  State,  and  that,  therefore,  its  language  might  be  con¬ 
strued  to  repeal  the  privilege  granted  by  section  1.  However  this 
may  be,  it  can  not  be  regarded  as  an  objection  to  the  bill  from  the 
point  of  public  interest. 

It  is  proper  to  say  that  a  brief  was  submitted  to  the  Board  by 
Almet  F.  Jenks,  Esq.,  corporation  counsel  of  Brooklyn,  opposing  the 
bill.  Mr.  Jenks’  grounds  of  opposition  wTere: 

First.  That  inasmuch  as  the  General  Law  provided  that  railroad 
corporations  should  complete  their  road  wTitkin  ten  years,  there 
appeared  to  be  no  reason  why  it  should  be  modified. 

Second.  That  the  fourth  section  of  the  bill  ratifies  and  confirms  the 
consents  or  grants  heretofore  given  and  made  by  any  local  authori¬ 
ties  to  any  such  street  surface  railroad  company;  that  such  a  sweep¬ 
ing  provision,  on  general  principles,  is  dangerous;  that  he  deemed 
legislative  interposition  taking  away  the  power  of  courts  to  determine 
in  specific  instances  the  validity  of  consents  and  grants,  as  from  time 
to  time  they  may  be  brought  before  them,  to  be  dangerous. 

While  the  Board  deems  that  there  would  be  much  weight  in  the 
objections  of  Mr.  Jenks,  wrere  the  bill  to  apply  to  all  railroad  corpora¬ 
tions,  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  grave  danger  to  be  appre¬ 
hended  in  view  of  the  limited*  application  of  this  measure. 
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Were  it  possible  to  pass  a  special  act  giving  the  relief  required,  it 
would  perhaps  be  more  desirable,  but  inasmuch  as  that  is  prohibited 
by  the  clause  of  the  constitution  hereinbefore  referred  to,  the  present 
act,  general  in  its  terms,  seems  to  be  guarded  as  well  as  it  is  possible 
to  guard  such  an  act.

Report  of  the  Board  on  the  bill  entitled  “  An  Act  to  change  the 

NAME  AND  REGULATE  THE  POWERS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  HaRVEY  Way 

Construction  Company,”  referred  to  it  by  the  Governor  for 

opinion. 

Albany,  May  28,  1888. 

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Yorlc : 

The  Board  herewith  respectfully  returns  the  bill  (Executive  No.  337, 
printed,  1156)  entitled  “  An  act  to  change  the  name  and  regulate  the 
powTers  of  the  United  States  Harvey  Way  Construction  Company.” 

The  first  section  of  this  bill  changes  the  name  of  the  United  States 
Harvey  Way  Construction  Company  to  “  The  Harvey  Way  Improve¬ 
ment  Company.”  It  then  provides  that  the  company,  under  the  last 
recited  name,  shall  be  competent  to  receive  as  owner  or  trustee  the 
title  to  patents  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  or  other 
governments  to  Charles  T.  Harvey.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
objections  to  this  section. 

Second.  The  second  section  provides  that  “said  company  may 
exercise  the  powers  as  owner  or  trustee  of  said  patented  inventions  to 
the  same  extent  as  the  person  or  persons  obtaining  the  same  *  *  * 

with  power  to  retain,  loan  or  distribute  to  its  stockholders  the  funds 
or  property  received  from  its  business  as  aforesaid,  provided,  that 
returns  as  to  securities  or  assets  representing  the  value  of  or  income 
from  patents  referred  to,  shall  be  required  to  be  made  for  taxable  or 
other  purposes  only  by  the  government  granting  the  letters  patent 
upon  which  the  same  are  based.” 

It  appears  by  this  section  that  the  power  is  taken  away  from  the 
State,  county  or  municipal  governments  to  compel  returns  from  this 
corporation  for  taxable  or  other  purposes.  The  Board  knows  of  no 
reason  why  the  company  organized  under  the  act  should  be  specifically 
exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  general  laws  taxing  corporations. 
This  provision  appears  to  the  Board  to  be  an  objection  to  the  bill. 

Third.  The  third  section  provides  that  the  company  formed  under 
the  act  shall  have  power  to  grant  local  or  geographical  licenses  to 
promote  or  to  manufacture,  or  to  construct,  or  to  own  and  operate 
such  patented  railway  or  inventions  to  other  persons  or  corporations 
to  be  formed.  There  appears  to  be  no  objection  to  this  section. 

Fourth.  The  fourth  section  takes  away  from  the  company  to  be 
formed  under  the  act  any  powers  that  its  predecessor  may  have  had 
to  build  railroads  and  condemn  property  therefor,  and  also  removes 
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its  liability  to  make  reports  as  a  railroad  company.  There  appears  to 
be  no  objection  to  this  section. 

The  Board  does  not  deem  that  there  is  objection  to  the  bill  as  a 
whole,  except  with  regard  to  the  exemption  from  taxation  provided 
for  in  the  second  section  to  which  your  attention  has  been  respectfully 
called.

XIY. 

Report  of  the  Board  ox  the  bill  entitled  “An  Act  to  declare  the 

PUBLIC  USE  OF  A  RAILROAD  FROM  THE  VILLAGE  OF  WHITE  PLAINS,  IN  THE 

county  of  Westchester,  to  a  point  in  the  division  line  between  the 

States  of  New  York  and  Connecticut,”  etc.,  referred  to  it  by  the 

Governor. 

Albany,  May  28,  1888. 

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  Board  herewith  respectfully  returns  the  bill  (Executive  No. 
341,  printed,  1073)  entitled  “  An  act  to  declare  the  public  use  of  a 
railroad  from  the  village  of  White  Plains,  in  the  county  of  Westches¬ 
ter,  to  a  point  in  the  division  line  between  the  States  of  New  York  and 
Connecticut  and  near  the  division  line  between  the  counties  of  West¬ 
chester  and  Putnam,  in  the  State  of  New  York.” 

The  first  section  of  this  bill  reads  as  follows: 

“It  shall  be  lawful  for  Henry  H.  Carter,  James  Munroe,  Arthur  Arrows- 
worth,  William  H.  W.  Dubois  and  Herman  N.  Fitz  Randolph  or  their 
assigns,  or  such  of  them  who  accept  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  their 
associates  and  assigns  ivlien  duly  formed  under  and  in  pursuance  of  ‘  the 
General  Railroad  Act,’  to  construct  and  maintain  a  railroad  from  some 
convenient  point  in  the  village  of  White  Plains  *  *  *  to  some 

convenient  point  in  the  division  line  between  the  States  of  New  York  and 
Connecticut.” 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  phraseology  is  somewhat  singular,  as  it 
does  not  provide  into  wrhat  Messrs.  Carter,  Munroe  and  others  shall  be 
formed.  It  simply  says  “  wdien  duly  formed.”  Assuming,  however, 
that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  section  to  permit  these  persons  to  form 
a  corporation  to  lay  down  railroad  tracks,  it  would  appear  to  be  in 
contravention  of  the  twelfth  clause  of  section  18  of  the  third  article 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  which  says:  “The  Legislature  shall 
not  pass  a  private  or  local  bill  in  any  of  the  following  cases :  *  *  * 

Granting  to  any  corporation,  association  or  individual  the  right  to  lay 
down  railroad  tracks.” 

It  is  contended  by  Mr.  Demarest,  the  introducer  of  the  bill,  in  a 
brief  submitted  to  the .  Board,  that  the  bill  does  not  contravene  the 
article  above  quoted  for  the  reason  that  the  incorporators  mentioned 
in  the  bill  must  proceed  under  the  General  Railroad  Act  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof.  It  does  not  appear  to  the  Board,  however,  that 
this  explanation  removes  the  objections  to  the  bill  for  the  reason  that 
the  persons  mentioned  therein  are  specifically  empowered  to  “  con- 
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struct  and  maintain  a  railroad,”  provided  they  conform  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  General  Railroad  Act. 

The  second  section  provides  for  the  amount  of  capital  stock  which 
the  road  may  issue  and  also  provides  an  option  to  increase  the  same, 
with  a  further  privilege  and  power  to  make  joint  stock  with  any  other 
company  or  companies  of  this  or  any  other  State  with  which  it  may 
connect  its  road  in  order  to  form  a  railroad  line  between  the  said  vil¬ 
lage  of  White  Plains  and  the  village  of  Danbury  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut. 

The  Board  can  see  no  reason  why  a  special  bill  should  be  passed 
for  the  purposes  defined  in  section  1  or  in  section  2,  even  if  such  pro¬ 
visions  were  not  in  contravention  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State, 
for  the  reason  that  the  General  Railroad  Act,  and  the  acts  supple¬ 
mentary  thereto,  already  provide  all  the  measures  necessary  for  the 
incorporation  and  building  of  such  a  railroad  as  it  appears  to  be  the 
intention  of  this  bill  to  furnish.

I. 

Bernhard  Oeinck  v.  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biyer 

Railroad  Company. 

August  12,  1887. 

This  was  a  complaint  of  a  resident  of  William  street,  Utica,  on 
behalf  of  himself  and  neighbors  of  unnecessary  whistling  of  locomo¬ 
tives  when  passing  through  the  street. 

Upon  the  complaint  being  referred  to  the  company,  orders  -were 
issued  to  engineers  to  stop  the  unnecessary  whistling  and  the  nuisance 
was  abated. 


II. 

T.  M.  L.  Chrystie  v.  The  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. 

August  31,  1887. 

The  complaint  was  that  during  the  month  of  July,  1887,  200  feet  of 
the  tracks  of  the  Bay  Ridge  division  of  the  Long  Island  road  were  cov¬ 
ered  with  water  to  the  depth  of  two  feet  and  that  no  effort  was  made 
by  the  company  to  remove  the  same. 

The  reply  of  the  company  was  that  the  portion  referred  to  was 
under  the  Ocean  Parkway,  an  avenue  controlled  by  the  Park  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  which  had  refused  to  permit  the  grade 
of  the  avenue  to  be  raised.  The  accumulation  of  water  w*as  due  to 
the  heavy  rainfall,  and  could  not  be  drained  for  the  reason  that  all 
drainage  would  have  to  be  done  on  private  land.  As  soon  as  the 
season  was  over,  it  was  proposed  to  dig  cess-pools  under  the  tracks  to 
contain  the  wxater.  , 

The  complainant  thought  the  water  could  be  pumped  into  hogs¬ 
heads  on  cars  and  carried  off. 

The  Board  agreed  with  the  company  that  the  only  feasible  plan  was 
that  of  digging  cess-pools. 
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III. 

The  Village  of  Carthage  v.  The  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railway  and 
the  Utica  and  Black  River  Railroad  Company. 

September  20, 1887. 

Upon  the  issues  joined  herein  hearings  have  been  had  at  Carthage, 
at  which  the  following  facts  have  been  established: 

Substantially  the  entire  contention  .arises  upon  the  condition  in 
which  said  railroad  companies  have  left  the  streets  and  street  cross¬ 
ings  of  the  village  where  their  railroad  tracks  are  located  and  built. 

The  records  of  the  village  show  the  following  proceedings  to  have 
been  had: 

“  Meeting  Monday  evening,  May  23, 1881,  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  the 
president. 

“  Resolved ,  That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Black  River  and  St. 
Lawrence  Railway  Company  to  connect  its  track  with  the  Utica  and  Black 
River  railroad,  leave  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Black  River  and  St.  Law¬ 
rence  Railway  Company  to  lay  its  track  through  Canal  street  and  across 
State  street,  in  the  village  of  Carthage,  but  said  railway  company  shall 
restore  said  streets  to  such  a  state  as  not  to  impair  their  usefulness,  and 
shall  construct  all  necessary  culverts  and  drains  under  and  across  its  road¬ 
way  in  said  streets,  necessary  to  the  good  condition  of  the  same,  and  shall 
keep  the  space  between  the  rails  of  its  road,  and  for  the  space  of  ten  inches  on 
the  outside  of  said  rails,  planked  in  a  good,  substantial  manner,  to  facilitate 
the  crossing  the  same  with  teams,  and  the  space  between  the  rails  in  Canal 
street  to  be  planked,  and  the  grade  and  sidewalks  placed  and  kept  in  a 
condition  satisfactory  to  the  trustees.” 

The  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railway  Company  having  succeeded 
to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Black  River  and  St.  Lawrence  Rail¬ 
way  Company  in  1883,  obtained  an  order  from  the  Supreme  Court  by 
which  it  was  “  ordered,  that  said  railway  company  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  authorized  to  construct  its  railroad  upon  and  along  Canal 
street  and  across  State  street,  in  said  village  of  Carthage,  according  to 
the  prayer  of  said  petition,  but  said  railway  company  shall  restore 
said  streets  to  the  state  they  are  in  immediately  preceding  the  con¬ 
struction  of  said  railroad,  or  to  such  a  state  as  not  unnecessarily  to 
impair  their  usefulness.” 

In  1886  the  board  of  trustees  took  further  action  as  follows: 

“  Proceedings  of  a  special  meeting  of  the  board,  held  Wednesday  even¬ 
ing,  May  5,  1886. 

Present,  Charles  Ryther,  president,  and  Messrs.  Hickey,  Merrill,  Short 
and  Westcott,  trustees.  (A  full  board.) 

“  The  following  petition  was  received  and  read  from  the  Carthage  and 
Adirondack  Railway  Company : 

“To  the  Honorable  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Village  of 
Carthage : 

“Your  petitioner  respectfully  requests  your  honorable  board  to  grant 
the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railway  Company  the  privilege  of  locating, 
building  and  operating  a  railroad  track  from  tne  easterly  margin  of  Fur¬ 
nace  street  to  the  easterly  margin  of  Frances  street,  crossing  said  Furnace 
street  and  passing  along  Mechanic  street,  crossing  Brown  street  and  on 
to  Frances  street.  Said  track  to  be  located  parallel  to  and  twelve  feet 
easterly  from  the  center  line  of  the  Utica  and  Black  River  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany’s  main  track  at  the  above  named  points. 

“(Signed)  C.  B.  BENSON, 

“  General  Manager. 
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“  Motion  made  by  Merrill  and  seconded,  that  the  petition  be  granted, 
allowing  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railway  Comoany  the  privilege 
asked,  and  said  railway  company  shall  restore  said  streets  to  such  a  state 
as  not  to  impair  their  usefulness,  and  shall  construct  all  necessary  culverts 
and  drains  under  and  across  its  roadway  in  said  streets  necessary  to  the 
good  condition  of  the  same,  and  shall  keep  the  space  between  the  rails  of 
its  road  and  for  the  space  of  ten  inches  on  the  outside  of  its  road  at  all 
crossways,  and  between  Furnace  and  Brown  streets,  planked  in  a  good, 
substantial  manner;  and  the  grade  and  sidewalks  placed  and  kept  in  a 
condition  satisfactory  to  the  trustees.  (Motion  carried.) 

“  (Signed)  A.  B.  WESTCOTT, 

“  Clerk  pro  tem .” 

No  question  has  been  raised  as  to  the  necessity  of  an  order  of  the 
Supreme  Court  to  authorize  the  location  of  the  road  along  Mechanic 
street,  and  hence  it  will  be  assumed,  for  the  purposes  of  this  hearing, 
that  the  complainant  has  no  grievance  in  that  respect.  Under  the 
General  Railroad  Act,  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  consents  granted, 
the  plain  duty  of  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railway  Company  was 
to  restore  the  streets  and  street  crossings. 

The  statute  and  the  consents  are  to  be  fairly  and  reasonably  con¬ 
strued.  A  railroad  upon  or  across  a  street,  must  necessarily  to  some 
extent  impair  its  usefulness  as  a  highway.  The  right  to  do  this  is 
conferred  upon  the  railroad  in  consideration  of  its  quasi-public  char¬ 
acter,  and  because  of  the  supposed  benefits  to, be  derived  from  its 
construction  and  operation.  In  so  far,  therefore,  as  a  street  is  thus  nec¬ 
essarily  impaired  by  a  railroad,  every  community  and  its  people  are 
estopped  from  complaining.  On  the  other  hand  the  railroad  is  not 
to  abuse  this  privilege.  The  benefit  that  it  confers  upon  a  locality  is 
not  a  legal  set-off  against  such  abuse.  The  statute,  regarding  the 
importance  of  preserving  the  safety  of  highways,  designs  that  the 
road  shall  at  its  own  expense  reduce  the  public  inconvenience  and 
disturbance  of  the  street  caused  by  it,  to  a  minimum;  that  it  shall 
restore  the  condition  of  the  street  so  far  as  it  can  be  done.  Applying 
these  rules  to  the  facts  herein,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the 
Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railway  Company  has  not  performed  its 
duty. 

Canal  Street. 

For  some  distance  along  Canal  street  it  has  raised  an  impassable 
embankment,  about  four  feet  high  at  West  street,  which  can  not  be 
crossed  by  teams  coming  down  West  street  without  their  going  for  a 
considerable  distance  up  Canal  street  along  a  lowT  and  narrow  way. 
Having  occupied  the  center  of  Canal  street  with  this  embankment,  the 
company  ought  to  fill  in  between  the  street  line  and  the  rail,  carrying 
the  surface-water  under  the  filling  in  a  proper  box,  or  sewer,  and 
raising  the  sidewalk.  It  ought  also,  as  required  by  its  permit,  to 
plank  between  and  outside  of  its  rails  on  Canal  street  so  that  teams 
can  safely  cross  its  tracks.  There  may  be  doubt  as  to  whether  the 
road  can,  under  the  law,  be  compelled  to  fill  up  to  the  village  grade. 
The  statute  only  imposes  the  duty  of  restoring  the  street  to  its  former 
state,  not  that  of  improving  its  condition  to  carry  out  contemplated 
village  improvements.  Whether  the  terms  of  the  village  consent, 
prescribed  in  addition  to  the  statutory  conditions,  have  become  bind¬ 
ing  upon  the  road  by  contract  or  otherwise,  is  a  question  for  the 
courts  and  not  for  this  Board.  The  Board  confines  itself  to  the 
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statute  and  to  the  restoration  of  the  street  thereby  required,  so  that 
the  street  can  be  used  as  such  by  pedestrians  and  by  teams,  either 
when  passing  along  the  street,  or  when  crossing  the  railroad  to  get 
on  to  Dock  street. 

State  Street. 

At  State  street  the  road  has  cut  down  the  street  about  three  feet  at 
its  crossing,  and  then  has  cut  off  the  street  surface  for  about  112  feet 
up  the  street  from  the  crossing  so  as  to  give  an  even  descent  to  those 
approaching  the  tracks.  It  seems  to  have  done  but  little  more  than 
this.  The  surface  removed  was  broken  pounded  stone,  with  a  crown 
to  shed  water,  and  wTith  gutters  to  carry  it  off.  Now  the  surface  is 
alternately  soft  and  rocky,  with  substantially  no  crown,  and  without 
gutters  or  proper  filling.  Wherever  the  road  removed  the  surface  it 
ought  to  provide  a  roadway  filled  and  graded  with  gravel  or  stone,  so 
as  to  restore  the  highway  so  far  as  it  can  be  done. 

Mechanic  Street. 

Upon  this  street  all  that  can  be  done  is  to  plank  between  and  out¬ 
side  of  the  rails,  and  to  fill  up  to  the  planking  with  gravel,  so  that 
teams  can  drive  over  the  tracks  in  passing  each  other.  The  railroad 
has  narrowed  the  roadway  down  to  ten  or  twelve  feet.  This  it  has 
done  by  consent  of  the  local  authorities,  and  it  is  subject  to  no  criti¬ 
cism,  therefor,  except  that  it  has  failed  in  its  duty  of  restoration  as 
suggested. 

It  being  established  that  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  road  main¬ 
tains,  and  intends  to  maintain,  a  flagman  at  its  crossing  on  State 
street,  there  is  nothing  for  this  Board  to  say  upon  that  point  except 
to  approve  of  its  action. 

Utica  and  Black  River  Railroad. 

The  complainant  insists  that  this  railroad  has  no  right  or  permis¬ 
sion  to  lay  and  maintain  its  second  or  southerly  track  on  Mechanic 
street;  that  such  track  ought  to  be  removed,  and  its  main  track,  as 
well  as  that  of  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  railroad,  removed  further 
south,  in  order  to  widen  the  driveway.  Could  this  be  done  it  would 
be  desirable,  but  the  Board  does  not  see  that  it  can  recommend  any 
such  measure.  From  the  fact  that  the  tracks  of  the  Utica  and  Black 
River  road  have  been  in  their  present  position,  without  protest  on  the 
part  of  the  trustees  of  Carthage,  since  1872,  the  fair  presumption  is  that 
they  were  duly  authorized  to  be  so  located.  The  proceedings  of  the 
meeting  of  the  trustees  on  May  5,  1886,  recognize  the  right  of  the 
Utica  and  Black  River  road,  at  least  by  a  strong  implication.  Against 
the  presumption  thus  arising  nothing  whatever  has  been  shown  by  the 
complainant.  Were  it  not  for  the  permission  given  to  the  Carthage  and 
Adirondack  Railway  Company  to  lay  its  track,  there  would  be  no 
necessity  for  the  change  proposed  to  be  made  by  the  Utica  and  Black 
River  railroad,  and  hence  it  seems  hardly  fair  to  seek  to  compel  the 
Utica  and  Black  River  railroad  to  remedy  the  difficulty  created  by 
others. 

The  Board  does  not  deem  it  to  be  within  its  powers  to  pass  upon  the 
contract  alleged  to  have  been  made  between  Mr.  Benson  and  Mr. 
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Ryther,  as  to  the  grading  and  sidewalks  on  State  street.  Assuming  it 
to  have  been  made  as  claimed,  it  only  emphasizes  the  duty  of  the  com¬ 
pany  to  restore  the  driveway  on  State  street,  and  hence  it  presents  no 
objection  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  that  the  road  shall 
restore  State  street  as  the  statute  requires.  To  determine  the  liability 
of  the  road  for  the  amount  of  the  disputed  bill  for  sidewalk  work  done  by 
the  village  is  clearly  the  province  of  the  courts  and  not  of  this  Board. 

Conclusion. 

The  Board  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railway  Company  fill  in  on 
Canal  street  between  the  street  line  and  its  rails,  carrying  the  surface 
water  under  the  filling  over  the  gutter  in  a  proper  sewer,  and  raising 
the  sidewalk,  and  also  continue  its  planking  between  and  outside  of 
its  rails  on  Canal  street  down  the  street,  so  as  to  give  teams  a  good 
driveway  around  the  corner  of  West  and  Canal  streets,  up  Canal  street, 
and  across  its  tracks  to  Dock  street. 

2.  That  said  company  fill  in  and  properly  grade  State  street  wdth 
good  gravel  or  pounded  stone,  wherever  it  removed  the  surface,  so  as 
to  restore  that  surface  so  far  as  practicable,  and  to  provide  proper 
drainage  for  surface-water. 

3.  That  said  company  plank  between,  and  for  ten  inches  outside  of 
its  rails  on  Mechanic  street,  and  fill  up  next  to  the  planking  with 
gravel,  so  that  teams  in  passing  each  other  can  safely  drive  over  its 
tracks.

IY. 

C.  Miner  v.  The  Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company. 

September  20, 1887. 

An  inspection,  on  May  3,  1887,  of  the  Third  Avenue  cable  road  and 
of  the  cars  in  operation  has  been  made  by  Commissioner  Kernan,  and, 
in  connection  with  the  complaint  of  C.  Miner  and  a  recent  accident  to 
a  child,  run  over  by  a  car,  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  guards 
heretofore  used  about  the  cars  are  not  sufficient  to  prevent  people 
falling  in  front  of  moving  cars,  from  passing  under  the  wheels  and 
being  injured. 

The  road  proposes  to  box  the  wheels  in  with  a  nine-inch  timber  that 
shall  come  within  an  inch  and  one-lialf  of  the  rails  and  be  carried 
three-quarters  of  an  inch  lower  by  a  stiff  rubber  binding  attached 
thereto.  This,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  will  make  a  safeguard, 
provided  that  a  strip  at  least  four  inches  in  width  and  projecting  out- 
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wards  be  placed  on  top  of  the  nine-inch  timber,  so  that  any  person 
over  whom  the  forward' end  of  the  car  passes  may  not  be  thrown  over 
the  guard  into  the  wheels.

The  company  promptly  notified  the  Board  of  its  compliance  with 
the  above  recommendation,  and  the  safeguard  having  been  put  in 
operation,  on  September  20, 1887,  an  inspection  of  the  device  in  opera¬ 
tion  was  made,  as  the  following  report  shows: 

Commissioner  Kernan  reports: 

That  he  has  visited  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Street  cable 
road  and  examined  the  guards  in  use  on  the  cars.  The  device  is 
better  than  any  other  yet  invented  for  protecting  people,  and  better 
than  the  slats  at  the  end  of  the  cars,  for,  in  case  of  a  person  falling  in 
front,  it  gives  the  gripman  a  longer  space  in  which  to  stop  the  car 
before  the  person  falling  can  be  struck  by  the  car. 

Adopted  as  the  report  of  the  Board  and  ordered  sent  to  the 
complainant.

Charles  Ashley  v.  The  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad 

Company. 

September  28, 1887. 

In  this  case  the  complainant  alleges  that  the  railroad  company  has 
recently  determined  to  inform  shippers  only  as  to  the  full  amount  of 
freight  charges  against  them,  and  not  to  specify  in  the  freight  bills 
its  own  charges  and  back  charges  separately.  The  road  admits  that 
such  instructions  have  recently  been  given  to  its  freight  agents. 

In  the  case  of  Streeter  Brothers  v.  The  Fonda,  Johnstown  and 
Gloversville  Railroad  Company  (First  Annual  Report,  p.  149,  vol.  I.), 
and  in  subsequent  decisions,  the  Board  determined  and  recommended 
that  freight  bills  be  made  out  distinctly,  giving  back  charges  sejiarate 
from  those  of  the  road  delivering  the  freight  to  the  consignee.  For 
the  reasons  therein  given  the  Board  therefore  recommends: 

-That  the  freight  bills  of  the  RoiLe,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh 
Railroad  Company  shall  hereafter  be  made  out  so  as  to  indicate  back 
charges  separate  from  those  of  said  road.

The  above  recommendation  was  complied  with. 
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P.  W.  Larrey  v.  The  Canastota  Northern  Railroad  Company. 

October  19,  1887. 

Mr.  Larrey,  of  Camden,  Oneida  county,  complained  tiiat  the 
Canastota  Northern  Railroad  Company'  had  failed  to  build  and  main¬ 
tain  a  cattle-pass,  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  entered  into  by 
the  company,  when  the  right  of  way  was  yielded.  The  company 
made  no  reply  to  the  complaint  until  the  Board  twice  called  its  atten¬ 
tion  to  its  failure  to  reply.  Then  it  wrote  saying  that  it  had  promised 
to  build  the  cattle-pass  for  Mr.  Larrey  in  the  spring. 

This  has  been  done. 


VII. 

Frank  D.  Shea  v.  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 

Company. 

November  4, 1887. 

The  complainant  alleged  that  the  station  building  at  Bath-on-the- 
Hudson,  was  dilapidated  and  entirely  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  pub¬ 
lic;  that  thirty-four  trains  stopped  daily  at  the  station,  every  day  except 
Sunday;  that  the  building  was  not  large  enough,  and,  moreover,  that 
after  6.45  p.  m.,  daily,  the  building  was  closed,  and  upon  Sundays  it 
was  not  opened,  and  consequently  those  who  traveled  after  6.45  p.  m. 
on  week  days,  and  during  the  whole  of  Sunday,  were  compelled  to 
remain  upon  an  uncovered  platform,  no  matter  how  severe  the  weather 
or  its  condition;  that  the  station  building  was  twelve  years  old  and 
when  erected  was  a  flag  station,  but  since  that  time  the  population  of 
the  adjacent  country  had  so  increased  that  it  was  now  a  regular 
station,  at  which  all  local  and  some  other  trains  stopped  regu¬ 
larly,  and  though  the  facts  had  been  presented  to  the  officers  of 
the  company  nothing  had  been  done  toward  making  adequate  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  increased  traffic. 

This  complaint  was  transmitted  to  the  company  on  September 
thirteenth,  and  no  answer  having  been  received  thereto,  on  October 
fourteenth,  the  company’s  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  no 
answer  had  been  made.  On  November  fourth,  the  president,  Mr. 
Depew,  informed  the  Board  that  the  superintendent  had  been  directed 
to  prepare  plans  for  a  new  structure  and  to  proceed  at  once  with  the 
building.  An  adequate  structure  has  since  been  erected,  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  community. 
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VEIL 

John  C.  Roberts,  M.  D.,  v.  The  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. 

November  20, 1887. 

This  was  a  complaint  that  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company 
suspended  the  operation  of  the  Bay  Ridge  branch  of  the  Manhattan 
Beach  division  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  during  the 
winter,  fall  and  spring  months  of  the  year,  to  the  great  inconvenience 
of  the  residents  of  the  adjacent  country  and  the  damage  of  adjacent 
property. 

The  answer  of  the  company  was  that  the  general  subject  had  been 
investigated  and  disposed  of  by  the  Board  in  1886  (G.  G.  Overton  v. 
Roads  running  to  Coney  Island );  that  there  was  no  business  on  the  line 
during  the  winter  months,  and  that  the  complainants  were  amply 
accommodated  by  other  roads  operating  the  whole  season. 

The  complainant  replied  to  this  by  denying  each  statement.  In 
the  meantime  the  company  made  application  to  suspend  operations 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  606,  Laws  of  1886.  The  Board  made 
an  examination  of  the  surrounding  country  and  the  facilities  afforded 
by  these  roads,  and  determined  that  ample  facilities  were  afforded  either 
by  the  New  York  and  Sea  Beach  to  Bay  Ridge  or  the  Prospect  Park 
and  Coney  Island  road  to  Brooklyn,  and  further  that  the  Bay  Ridge 
branch  was,  in  fact,  an  excursion  road,  run  for  summer  travel,  and 
granted  permission  to  suspend  operations  during  the  winter  months, 
upon  compliance  with  all  the  provisions  of  chapter  606,  Laws  of  1886. 


IX. 

In  THE  MATTER  OF  A  PETITION  OF  F.  FrIEDLEBEN  AND  OTHERS  FOR  A  STATION 

NEAR  THE  INTERSECTION  OF  THE  NEW  YORK,  New  HaVEN  AND  HARTFORD 

Railroad  and  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Railroad. 

November  22. 1887. 

A  request  for  a  station  at  Washington ville,  near  the  intersection  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  and  the  New  York 
and  Harlem  railroad,  was  lodged  with  the  Board  in  the  early  part  of 
September.  In  it  the  statement  was  made  that  a  petition  to  the  rail¬ 
road  company  to  this  effect  had  already  been  presented,  signed  by 
numerous  residents  of  the  neighborhood.  The  petition  was  sent  in 
the  usual  course  to  the  respective  railroads  and  an  answer  leceived 
from  each  declining  to  conform  to  the  request  of  the  petitioners.  Mr. 
Charles  P.  Clarke,  president  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart¬ 
ford  Railroad  Company,  stated  that  the  company  had  carefully  con¬ 
sidered  the  various  applications  which  have  been  made  by  persons 
interested  to  secure  a  new  station  near  Woodlawn  Junction,  and  finds 
it  would  be  inexpedient  and  unsafe  and 'not  required  by  public  nece 
sity,  to  grant  their  request,  the  reasons  alleged  being: 

“First.  A  regular  passenger  station  near  Woodlawn  is  now  maintained 
at  a  short  distance  from  the  station  proposed. 
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“Second.  Two  other  stations  are  now  maintained  by  the  New  York  and 
Harlem  and  by  this  company  within  two  miles,  the  three  being  situated  at 
the  angles  of  a  triangle,  no  side  of  which  is  two  miles  in  length  ;  no  person, 
therefore,  owning  or  occupying  real  estate  near  the  point  named  can  be  a 
mile  from  one  of  the  existing  stations.  This,  we  submit,  is  ample  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  petitioners. 

“  So  far  as  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  is  concerned, 
the  point  at  which  the  petitioners  pray  for  a  station  is  upon  a  curve  and 
a  controlling  grade,  so  that  a  station  at  the  point  named  would  be  unsafe. 
It  is  within  a  few  hundred  feet  of  the  end  of  this  company’s  railroad,  and, 
therefore,  of  its  public  obligations,  and  even  if  the  physical  conditions 
would  justify  the  existence  of  a  station  at  this  point,  the  additional  stop 
would  lengthen  the  time  between  New  York  city  and  the  homes  of  the 
customers  of  this  road  all  through  Westchester  county,  and  so  be  a  detri¬ 
ment  to  a  thousand  people  where  one  would  be  slightly  accommodated. ** 

In  the  answer  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company,  lessee  of  the  New  York  and  Harlem,  -  the  president  uses  the 
following  language: 

“Mr.  Friedleben  says  :  There  are  at  least  one  hundred  people  who  regu¬ 
larly  go  daily  to  New  York  city,  besides  their  families,  their  friends,  and 
many  others  in  business  who  often  go  to  the  city  as  well  as  their  friends 
and  families  — one  thousand  people  at  least  who  are  entirely  helpless.  I 
find  by  actual  returns  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1887,  the  average  of 
daily  passengers  from  Woodlawn  was  68|,  and  from  Mt.  Vernon  was  122 1, 
making  a  daily  average  from  both  of  95£.  These  figures  would  seem  to 
dispose  of  the  statement  of  your  correspondent,  inasmuch  as  these  sta¬ 
tions  are  but  one  mile  and  a  half  apart  and  an  overwhelming  majority  of 
the  daily  passengers  reside  within  a  convenient  distance  of  one.” 

A  preliminary  hearing  was  had  in  this  case  in  New  York  on  October 
25,  1887,  at  which  Mr.  Friedleben  and  a  number  of  his  neighbors 
appeared,  including  Mr.  George  J.  Penfield.  The  substance  of  the 
allegations  was  to  reiterate  the  desire  upon  the  part  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Washingtonville  for  a  station  about  midway  between  Woodlawn 
station  and  the  other  station  called  Mt.  Vernon,  respectively,  on  the 
Harlem  road  and  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  road.  At  this  pre¬ 
liminary  hearing  the  railroad  companies  were  not  represented.  A 
final  hearing,  after  due  notice,  was  therefore  given  at  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  on  November  10,  at  wdiich  all  sides  were  repre¬ 
sented.  A  document  signed  by  Wilson  &  Adams,  George  Hoyt,  John 
Hassell,  M.  D.,  and  George  J.  Penfield,  committee  for  the  petitioners, 
was  read  before  the  Board.  It  states,  in  substance,  that  about  a  year 
and  a  half  ago  there  was  a  petition  of  over  2,000  inhabitants,  repre¬ 
senting  465  householders,  with  strong  resolutions  from  the  town 
meeting,  and  also  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Mt.  Vernon,  asking  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to  erect  a 
station  at  the  junction  of  the  said  road  and  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad,  Harlem  division;  that  the  railroad  company 
appointed  a  committee  of  the  directors  to  inspect  the  premises  and 
judge  of  the  feasibility  of  the  scheme,  and  that  they  approved 
the  same;  that  the  president  of  the  railroad,  Mr.  Watrous,  offered 
the  suggestion  that  he  would  undertake  to  have  a  union  station 
so  that  the  two  roads  could  exchange  passengers  and  baggage 
and  do  away  with  the  exchanging  at  Williams  Bridge,  as  their  facili¬ 
ties  were  inadequate  at  that  point;  that  the  matter  was  laid  before 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  and 
after  a  long  time  that  company  declined  to  join  with  the  New 
Haven  company  in  the  above  scheme;  that  in  the  meantime  the 
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president  of  the  New  Haven  company  was  changed,  and  Mr. 
Clarke,  the  new  president,  at  an  interview,  declined  to  carry 
out  any  of  the  pledges  or  promises  of  his  predecessor,  "but  that 
Mr.  Clarke,  after  a  few  months  reflection,  changed  his  mind  and 
agreed  that  he  would  build  a  station  as  soon  as  the  grade  was 
established  between  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad 
and  the  New  Haven  road.  An  affidavit  subscribed  to  by  Geo.  Hoyt, 
Geo.  J.  Penfield  and  Wm.  H.  Bard,  subsequently  filed  with  the  Board, 
alleges  that  Mr.  Clarke,  at  an  interview  in  June,  1887,  stated  that  his 
company  had  concluded  to  give  them  a  station  some  time  within  the 
year.  The  petition  goes  on  further  to  say  that  a  population  of  2,500 
people,  containing  465  householders,  are  within  a  radius  of  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile,  and  that  there  are  eighty  daily  commuters  who 
would  patronize  this  station;  that  the  petitioners  prefer  the  New 
Haven  road  because  the  schedule  time  to  the  Grand  Central  depot  is 
twenty-five  minutes,  while  by  the  Harlem  road  it  will  take  forty-five 
minutes;  that  the  proposed  station  is  about  equal  distance  to  three 
other  stations,  viz.:  4,700  feet  to  Mount  Vernon;  3,700  feet,  or  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile,  to  Woodlawn,  and  about  3,000  feet  to  the  central 
Mt.  Vernon  station;  that  in  comparing  distances  between  the  proposed 
station  and  those  already  existing  on  the  Harlem  road,  the  petitioners 
claim  that  the  erection  of  such  station  would  bring  it  no  closer  than 
the  distance  between  stations  already  on  the  Harlem  branch,  or  on  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  along  the  Hudson  to  Peekskill, 
the  average  distance  being  three-quarters  of  one  mile  apart  according 
to  the  time-table.  Other  reasons  are  cited  which  the  Board  does  not 
deem  necessary  to  go  into. 

In  an  answer  from  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  railroad,  dated 
November  16,  Mr.  William  E.  Barnett,  the  executive  secretary, 
states  that  the  New  Haven  company  “had  never  received  any  petition 
for  the  erection  of  a  passenger  station  at  or  near  the  Harlem  railroad 
junction,  signed  by  as  many  as  2,000  persons,  or  even  465,  as  stated 
by  the  applicants,  for  a  station.  It  received  a  paper,  dated  February 
20,  1886,  purporting  to  be  a  copy  of  a  petition,  showing  163  names 
subscribed  to  it,  nearly  all  in  one  handwriting.”  The  answer  further 
states,  that  the  plea  on  the  part  of  the  applicants  that  travelers  from 
and  to  points  on  the  New  Haven  road  to  and  from  the  county  seat  at 
White  Plains  on  the  Harlem  road,  are  obliged  to  go  to  Williams  Bridge, 
two  miles  further  out  of  their  way  than  necessary,  can  be  met  by 
making  the  present  Woodlawn  station  on  the  Harlem  railroad,  instead 
of  Williams  Bridge,  the  point  for  interchanging  passengers  between 
the  Harlem  and  the  New  Haven  railroads,  and  the  New  York,  New  * 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  stands  ready,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Harlem  railroad,  to  stop  trains  at  Woodlawn  instead  of  Williams 
Bridge,  to  accommodate  the  travel  referred  to.  Appended  to  the 
answer  is  a  statement  by  Mr.  Joseph  Parke,  denying  the  statement 
of  the  petitioners  that  a  committee  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  had  ever 
recommended  a  station  at  this  point;  and  also  a  statement  of  Mr. 
Clarke  that  he  had  never  favored  the  establishment  of  an  independent 
station  at  or  near  Woodlawn  Junction,  but  had  uniformly  told  appli¬ 
cants  that  even  if  such  a  station  should  sometime  be  erected,  it  must 
be  postponed  until  the  grades  and  tracks  of  the  railroad  had  been  rear- 
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ranged,  and  that  there  would  be  no  consideration  on  his  part  to  erect 
a  station  there  unless  it  could  be  made  the  station  of  the  Harlem  rail¬ 
road  to  take  the  place  of  the  Williams  Bridge  station  for  the  inter¬ 
change  of  passengers  between  the  Harlem  and  the  New  Haven  roads. 
That  the  establishment  of  a  station  at  that  point  independent  of  the 
Harlem  road  would  interfere  with  the  rights  and  franchises  of  the 
Harlem  railroad,  over  which  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  had  running 
rights. 

At  the  hearing,  the  Harlem  railroad,  represented  by  Mr.  Toucey 
and  Mr.  Bissell,  the  general  superintendent  and  division  superintend¬ 
ent,  respectively,  objected  to  the  erection  of  the  station  for  the  reasons 
hereinbefore  set  forth.  Mr.  Toucey,  however,  informed  the  Board 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Harlem  railroad  authorities  to  con¬ 
struct  four  tracks  instead  of  two  on  that  portion  of  the  Harlem  road 
between  the  junction  and  the  Grand  Central  station.  That  it  was  also 
the  intention,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  trains  that  were 
at  present  very  much  crowding  the  two  tracks,  to  carry  the  incoming 
track  of  the  New  Haven  road  over  the  Harlem,  so  as  to  avoid  the 
embarrassment  of  a  grade  crossing.  That  when  these  improvements 
were  finished  he  could  see  no  objection  to  the  erection  of  a  station  at 
or  near  the  point  requested  by  the  petitioners,  but  that  until  such 
time,  a  new  station  with  stoppages  of  trains  would  greatly  embarrass 
the  operation  of  the  road,  inasmuch  as  the  main  travel  on  the  New 
York  and  New  Haven  road  came  right  in  at  this  point,  and  that  trains 
were  already  running  at  as  close  intervals  as  could  be  expeditiously 
dealt  with. 

On  Wednesday,  November  the  seventeenth,  the  premises  were 
inspected  by  Commissioners  Kogers  and  Baker.  No  notice  was  sent 
either  to  the  railroad  authorities  or  the  complainants,  as  the  Board 
deemed  it  could  gather  information  without  the  necessity  of  anybody 
to  point  out  the  localities. 

As  a  result  of  the  above  inspection,  and  the  arguments  for  and 

against  the  erection  of  a  station,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  a 

station  on  the  Harlem  road  about  half-wav  between  Woodlawn  and 

*/ 

Mt.  Vernon  stations,  at  which  a  few  early  morning  trains  into  the  city 
and  evening  trains  out  from  the  city  could  stop,  would  not  be  a  serious 
embarrassment  to  the  railroad,  and  would  be  a  great  and  justifiable 
accommodation  to  the  residents  at  and  near  Washingtonville.  The 
latter  place  is  a  settlement  recently  grown  up.  The  policy  of  encour¬ 
aging  such  settlements  is  a  good  one.  Property  there  can  be  bought 
at  very  reasonable  rates,  presumably.  The  demand  of  people  in 
humble  circumstances  for  homes  in  the  suburbs  is  one  which  should 
be  met  and  encouraged  as  far  as  practicable.  Easy  communication  to 
and  fro  is  an  absolute  necessity,  and  where  such  facilities  can  be 
rendered,  as  they  can  be  here,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  they 
should  be. 

{&  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  point  is  so  near  the  terminus  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  road,  and  that  passengers  on  that 
road  would  be  carried  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  distance  over  the 
Harlem,  the  Board  does  not  deem  that  the  New  Haven  road  should  be 
compelled  to  erect  such  a  station;  but  these  arguments  do  not  apply 
to  the  Harlem  road,  and  therefore  the  Board  deems  that  a  small 
station  erected  in  the  locality  mentioned,  somewhere  between  what  is 
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known  as  the  “Iron  Bridge”  and  the  “Bock  Cut,”  would  be  but  just 
and  proper  until  the  improvements  mentioned  by  Mr.  Toucey  shall 
have  been  completed.  Then  the  Board  presumes  there  will  be  no 
further  objection  to  the  stoppage  of  trains. 

Conclusions  and  Becommendations. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
Biver  Bailroad  Company,  lessee  of  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Bailroad 
Company,  erect  a  small  station  on  the  line  of  the  Harlem  road  near 
Wasliingtonville,  about  midway  between  the  present  stations  known 
as  Mount  Yernon  and  Woodlawn,  and  that  three  trains  in  the  morning 
to  New  York,  between  the  hours  of  5.55  and  7.37,  and  three  trains  in 
the  afternoon  from  New  York,  between  the  hours  of  5.55  and  7.32,  be 
stopped  thereat  for  passengers.

The  company  has  not  complied  with  the  above  recommendations. 
Upon  further  appeal  by  complainant  the  Board  was  obliged  to  inform 
them  that  under  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  matter  of 
The  People ,  etc.,  v.  The  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Bailroad  Com¬ 
pany,  the  State  had  no  power  short  of  the  Legislature  over  railroad 
stations. 


X. 

George  A.  Devendorf  v.  The  Utica  and  Black  Biver  Bailroad  Company. 

November  22, 1887. 

Mr.  Devendorf  complained  that  he  erected  a  barn  on  lands  owned 
by  the  Utica  and  Black  Biver  Bailroad  Company,  leased  from  the 
company  at  one  dollar  per  year,  with  the  understanding  that  the  com¬ 
pany  were  to  lay  a  side-track  alongside  of  the  barn  that  he  might  ship 
hay  direct  from  the  barn  into  the  cars,  and  that  a  written  agreement 
was  to  be  given  him  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease  he  was  to  be 
permitted  to  move  his  barn;  or  if  the  company  wanted  the  use  of  the 
land  they  were  to  move  it  to  another  spot  and  place  it  upon  a  good 
foundation.  That  since  the  erection  of  the  barn  he  had  been  unable 
to  get  the  written  agreement,  and  he  appealed  to  the  Board  for 
assistance. 

The  Board  informed  him  that  it  was  a  matter  for  the  courts  to 
deal  with  and  not  the  Board. 
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Town  and  Village  Boards  of  Lewiston  v.  The  Home,  Watertown  and 

Ogdensburgh  Railroad  Company. 

November  24, 1887. 

The  town  and  village  boards  of  Lewiston,  Niagara  county,  com¬ 
plained  that  in  1867,  the  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Railroad  Company  was 
organized  to  build  and  operate  a  railroad  from  the  city  of  Oswego  to 
the  Niagara  river  in  the  village  of  Lewiston,  and  by  special  legislative 
enactment  the  cities,  villages  and  towns  along  the  line  of  the  proposed 
road  were  authorized  to  subscribe  and  take  stock  and  to  issue  bonds 
in  aid  of  the  building  of  said  road.  (See  chapter  811,  Laws  of  1868,  and 
chapter  241,  Laws  of  1869.)  That  in  consideration  of  benefits  expected 
and  pledges  made  by  said  company  to  make  Lewiston  the  terminus  of 
their  road  and  to  establish  machine  shops,  bridge  Niagara  river  at  this 
point,  and  to  make  connection  with  the  Great  Western  railway  of 
Canada  at  Queenstown,  Out.,  and  a  branch  line  to  the  docks  in  the 
village  of  Lewiston  to  connect  with  the  steamboats  and  vessels  on  the 
river  and  lake,  the  town  subscribed  $152,000  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  and  issued  town  bonds  to  that  amount  in  payment  there¬ 
for.  The  right  of  way  was  obtained  through  the  town  and  village  to 
the  docks  and  to  the  proposed  site  of  the  new  bridge.  That  before 
the  road  was  completed  it  passed  into  the  control  of  the  Rome,  Water- 
town  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad  Company,  and  in  1875,  this  conq^any 
completed  the  road  to  a  point  in  the  village  of  Lewiston,  making  con¬ 
nection  with  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad  to 
Suspension  Bridge  and  Niagara  Falls,  and  continued  to  run  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  same  until  1881.  That  in  1880,  the  Niagara  Falls  Branch 
Railroad  Company  was  organized  and  built  a  new  railroad,  starting 
from  a  point  on  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  road  four 
miles  north-east  of  the  village,  and  running  to  Suspension  Bridge, 
passing  the  village  of  Lewiston  nearly  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from 
its  business  center,  and  that  thereafter  passenger  trains  were  aban¬ 
doned  between  the  new  junction  and  the  village  of  Lewiston  and  were 
run  only  over  the  new  road.  That  the  company  have  no  depot  or 
passenger  accommodations,  and  have  taken  up  their  side-tracks,  turn¬ 
tables,  water-tank  and  small  engine-house,  thus  depriving  the  people 
of  Lewiston  of  all  the  anticipated  advantages  and  accommodations  for 
which  they  allege  they  were  induced  to  bond  themselves  to  aid  in 
constructing  this  road. 

The  company  made  the  following  reply: 

“  I.  That  under  articles  of  association,  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State,  March  27,  1868,  the  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Railroad  Company 
became  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  said  State  ‘  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
structing,  maintaining  and  operating  a  railroad  for  public  use  in  the  con¬ 
veyance  of  persons  and  property  from  the  city  of  Oswego  in  the  county  of 
Oswego,  to  the  village  of  Lewiston,  in  the  county  of  Niagara,’  a  distance 
of  about  one  hundred  and  forty  miles;  that  thereafter  the  said  Lake 
Ontario  Shore  Railroad  Company  constructed  about  sixty  miles  of  said 
line  of  railroad  running  westward  from  the  said  city  of  Oswego,  and  that 
on  the  1st  day  of  May,  1872,  the  said  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  executed  a  mortgage  upon  all  its  property  and  estate,  rights  and 
franchises  to  Willis  Phelps  and  John  G.  Kellogg,  to  secure  the  payment  of 
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certain  bonds  to  be  thereafter  issued  by  said  company;  that  thereafter 
certain  of  said  bonds  were  issued  by  the  said  company. 

“II.  That  thereafter,  default  having  been  made  by  the  said  company  in 
payment  of  the  interest  upon  said  bonds,  proceedings  were  instituted  for 
the  foreclosure  of  the  said  mortgage  and  the  sale  of  the  said  mortgaged 
premises  ;  that  thereafter  and  on  the  22d  day  of  September,  1874,  the  said 
mortgaged  premises  were  sold  under  a  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
said  State,  at  public  auction,  to  Moses  Taylor,  Samuel  Sloan  and  their 
associates. 

“III.  That  thereafter,  by  proceedings  duly  had  under  the  provisions  of 
an  act  of  the  said  State,  entitled  ‘  An  act  to  facilitate  the  reorganization 
of  railroads  sold  under  mortgage,  and  providing  for  the  formation  of  new 
companies  in  said  cases,’  passed  May  11,  1874,  the  said  Moses  Taylor, 
Samuel  Sloan  and  their  associate  purchasers,  became  duly  incorporated 
as  a  new  corporation,  under  the  name  of  the  Lake  Ontario  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany,  and  became  the  owners  of  the  property,  rights  and  franchises  which 
were  of  the  said  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Railroad  Company;  that  said  articles 
of  association  of  said  Taylor,  Sloan  and  their  associates  were  duly  tiled  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  29th  day  of  September,  1874. 

‘  ‘  IY.  That  thereafter,  pursuant  to  an  agreement  of  consolidation  between 
this  respondent  and  the  Lake  Ontario  Railroad  Company,  aforesaid,  filed 
and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  January  14,  1875,  the 
said  Lake  Ontario  Railroad  Company  became  merged  and  consolidated 
with  its  capital  stock,  franchises  and  property,  with  this  respondent  into 
one  corporation  and  company,  known  as  the  Rome,  Watertown  and 
Ogdensbur  h  Railroad  Company ;  and  that  since  said  consolidation,  this 
respondent  has  been  the  owner  and  in  possession  and  use  of  the  property, 
estate,  rights  and  franchises  which  wrere  of  the  said  Lake  Ontario  Rail¬ 
road  Company ;  that  after  said  consolidation  and  merger,  the  said  railroad, 
which  was  originally  designated  to  run  from  the  city  of  Oswego  to  the  vil¬ 
lage  of  Lewiston,  was  completed  to  said  last  named  point,  and  that  since 
said  completion  this  respondent  has  continued  to  operate  said  railroad 
continuously  from  the  city  of  Oswego  to  the  village  of  Lewiston. 

“  Y.  On  information  and  belief,  this  respondent  further  says  that  under 
chapter  811  of  the  Laws  of  said  State  of  1868,  and  chapter  241  of  the  Laws 
of  said  State  of  1869,  the  town  of  Lewiston  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Railroad  Company  to  the  amount  of  $152,000, 
and  issued  in  payment  thereof  bonds  of  the  said  town  to  the  amount  of 
$152,000;  but  this  respondent  denies  that  said  subscription  was  made  in 
consideration  or  in  consequence  of  any  pledges  made  by  said  Lake  Ontario 
Shore  Railroad  Company  in  respect  to  the  terminus  of  said  road,  or  in 
respect  to  machine  shops  and  round-house  to  be  built  at  the  said  village  of 
Lewiston,  or  of ‘any  pledge  by  the  said  company  to  bridge  the  Niagara  river 
at  Lewiston,  or  to  make  connection  with  the  Great  Western  Railway  of 
Canada,  or  to  construct  a  branch  line  thereof  to  the  docks  in  said  village 
of  Lewiston. 

“VI.  This  respondent  further  says  that  if  said  alleged  pledges  were 
made  by  the  said  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Railroad  Company,  and  said  sub¬ 
scription  was  made  in  consideration  thereof,  it  has  been  expressly  decided 
by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of  New  York,  that  such  subscription 
and  the  issue  of  bonds  of  said  town  therefor,  would  create  a  contract 
between  the  said  company  and  the  said  town,  but  that  such  ‘contract, 
right  and  obligation  are  not  in  any  proper  sense  a  public  matter  in  which 
the  people  of  the  State  in  their  sovereign  capacity  are  interested.’  ( The 
People  v.  Pome,  Watertown  and  Ogd.ensburgh  Railroad  Co.,  103  N.  Y.,  95.) 

“VII.  This  respondent  further  say  that  if  the  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Rail¬ 
road  Company  did  enter  into  any  contract  relation  and  obligation  to  the 
town  or  village  of  Lewiston,  by  reason  of  the  matters  set  forth  in  the  petition 
herein,  such  contract  relation  or  obligation  was  not  and  has  not  become  a 
lien  or  charge  upon  the  property  of  the  respondent,  and  that  said  Court  of 
Appeals,  in  the  case  above  referred  to,  held  that  such  contract  obligation 
‘does  not  devolve  upon  a  purchaser  of  the  property  on  foreclosure  sale,  or 
upon  a  new  corporation  organized  under  trie  statute  to  operate  the  road.’ 

“VIII.  Further  answering,  this  respondent  says  that  it  is  not  true,  as 
alleged  in  said  petition,  that  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh 
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Railroad  Company  have  no  depot  in  the  town  of  Lewiston ;  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  this  respondent  says  that  it  has  at  all  times  maintained  a  depot  in 
the  town  of  Lewiston  for  the  accommodation  of  the  citizens  of  said  town 
and  for  the  transaction  of  all  the  business  which  it  has  to  and  from  said 
town  and  village. 

“  IX.  That  after  the  building  of  the  said  line  of  railroad  by  this  respond¬ 
ent  to  the  village  of  Lewiston,  and  a  location  of  a  station  thereof  in  said 
village,  this  respondent,  owing  to  the  heavy  grades  between  Lewiston  and 
Suspension  Bridge,  leased  a  railroad  from  a  point  four  miles  east  of  Lewis¬ 
ton  station  to  Suspension  Bridge,  which  had  a  station  on  said  last  named 
road  in  the  town  of  Lewiston  about  one-half  mile  from  the  former  station, 
which  said  last  named  station  it  now  maintains  for  all  business,  both 
passenger  and  freight,  which  may  be  offered ;  and  this  respondent  further 
maintains  and  operates  its  original  line  of 'railroad  into  the  village  of 
Lewiston,  and  thus  gives  to  said  town  and  village  of  Lewiston  the  use  of 
two  lines  of  railroad  and  of  two  stations  within  said  town  and  village 
instead  of  one  line  and  one  station,  as  was  formerly  done,  besides  running 
two  trains  in.  each  direction  daily  instead  of  one,  as  formerly. 

“  X.  That  in  consequence  of  the  changes  referred  to  in  the  last  paragraph 
of  this  answer,  a  portion  of  the  superstructures  of  this  respondent,  to  wit: 
a  small  extent  of  track,  a  small  engine-house  and  turn-table,  became  no 
longer  necessary  to  the  operation  of  this  respondent’s  railroad  at  the  vil¬ 
lage  of  Lewiston  and  have  in  consequence  been  removed,  but  that  such 
removal  has  not  lessened  the  efficiency  of  the  railroad  service  rendered 
by  this  respondent  to  said  town  and  village. 

“XI.  On  information  and  belief,  this  respondent  further  says  that  while 
it  is  true  that  the  town  of  Lewiston  did  subscribe  for  stock  in  the  Lake 
Ontario  Shore  Railroad  Company,  and  did  issue  its  bonds  in  payment 
therefor,  yet  shortly  after  the  issue  of  said  bonds,  said  town  defaulted  in 
the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds;  that  as  a  result  of  much  pro¬ 
tracted  litigation  the  said  town  effected  a  compromise  of  its  said  bonds 
whereby  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  was  reduced  from  seven  per  cent  to  five 
per  cent ;  that  soon  thereafter  the  said  town  again  defaulted  in  the  payment 
of  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  again  effected  a  compromise  whereby  the 
rate  of  interest  was  again  reduced  from  five  per  cent  to  four  and  one-half 
per  cent. 

“XII.  For  further  answer  this  respondent  says  that  the  said  town  and 
village  of  Lewiston  has  heretofore  imposed  and  does  now  impose  taxes 
upon  all  the  property  of  this  respondent  lying  within  the  limits  of  said 
town  and  village,  wliich  are  onerous,  excessive  and  unreasonable,  and 
which  would  warrant  this  respondent  in  withdrawing  its  property,  so  far 
as  possible  or  practicable,  from  the  jurisdiction  and  territory  of  said  town 
and  village. 

“XIII.  This  respondent  denies  that  it  is  now  violating,  neglecting  or 
evading,  or  that  it  has  at  any  time  violated,  neglected  or  evaded  any  of  its 
charter  obligations,  or  any  of  the  obligations  imposed  on  it  either  by  its 
charter  or  otherwise,  towards  the  town  or  village  of  Lewiston  or  the  people 
thereof.” 

Pursuant  to  notice  duly  given,  upon  the  twentieth  of  October,  Com¬ 
missioners  Rogers  and  Baker  inspected  the  railroad  and  locality  and 
took  the  testimony  of  the  parties  in  interest,  representing  the  town 
and  village  of  Lewiston,  and  upon  the  twenty-fifth  of  October  the 
Board  heard  the  representatives  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdens- 
burgh  Company  in  New  York. 

From  personal  examination  and  evidence  obtained  at  these  hearings, 
it  appears  that  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  road  have  no 
proper  depot  for  the  accommodation  of  either  passengers  or  freight  at 
Lewiston.  That  no  passenger  trains  are  run  over  the  old  track  from 
the  village  to  the  new  junction,  but  that  they  continue  taking  freight, 
which  is  either  delivered  to  them  at  the  central  depot  in  the  village  or 
loaded  on  their  cars  on  the  side-track. 
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The  questions  involved  are: 

1.  Has  the  Borne,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad  Company 
the  right  to  practically  abandon  a  portion  of  its  road  or  change 
its  terminus  without  consent  of  the  town  authorities,  they  having 
bonded  in  its  aid  ? 

2.  Are  the  people  entitled  to  proper  accommodations,  to  wit:  A 
station  house  and  ticket  office  on  the  new  road? 

Regarding  the  first  question,  section  23  of  the  General  Railroad 
Law,  as  amended  by  chapter  77  of  the  Laws  of  1876,  authorizing  the 
directors  of  any  railroad  company  “to  change  its  route  or  termini  by 
a  vote  of  two-tliirds  of  their  whole  number  ”  would,  if  held  to  apply  in 
this  case,  sustain  the  complainants.  It  says:  “Nor  shall  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  section  authorize  the  alteration  of  the  route  or  terminus 
of  any  railroad  in  any  town,  county  or  municipal  corporation  which 
has  issued  bonds,  etc.,  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  said  road,  without 
the  consent  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the  taxpayers.”  Upon  this 
point  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad  Company  say 
that  “  the  foreclosure  sale  by  which  the  property  and  franchises,  which 
were  of  the  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Company,  were  purchased  and  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Lake  Ontario  Railroad  Company  and  thence  by  consoli¬ 
dation  to  this  resj)ondent,  took  place  September  22,  1874,  and  by  that 
sale  and  transfer  and  by  subsequent  consolidation  of  the  successor 
company  with  this  respondent,  the  obligation  arising  out  of  any  con¬ 
tract,  expressed  or  implied,  with  the  town  of  Lewiston  on  account  of 
its  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Rail¬ 
road  Company  was  not  transferred  to  the  successor  company  or  through 
the  consolidation  to  the  respondent. 

“The  Suspension  Bridge  branch  was  built  in  1881.  It  was  there¬ 
fore  built,  its  route  and  terminus  fixed  at  a  time  when  neither  the 
Lake  Ontario  Railroad  Company  nor  the  respondent  was  under  any 
obligation  whatever  to  the  town  of  Lewiston  by  reason  of  its  subscrip¬ 
tion  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lake  Ontario  Shore  Railroad  Company. 
This  conclusion  seems  to  be  in  the  nature  of  a  self-evident  proposition. 
The  provision  of  the  statute  requiring  the  consent  of  the  town  can 
have  no  application  in  the  present  case.”  The  Court  of  Appeals  says, 
in  addition,  regarding  the  obligations  following  a  sale  under  fore¬ 
closure  in  a  similar  case: 

“  But  the  performance  of  the  contract,  if  there  was  a  valid  one,  never 
devolved  upon  the  defendant.  The  contract  obligation  wras  not  a  charge 
or  lien  upon  the  property  of  the  Syracuse  Northern  Railroad  Company, 
and  remains  where  the  unsecured  obligations  of  the  company  rested  after 
the  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage  given  by  it.  It  did  not  pass  by  the  fore¬ 
closure  sale  to,  or  devolve  upon,  its  successors,  the  Syracuse  and  Northern 
Railroad  Company,  and  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad 
Company.”  (People  v.  Pome,  Watertown  ancl  Ogdensburgh  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany ,  103  N.  Y.,  106.) 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  change  of  the  route  or  termini 
can  be  legally  sustained,  and  that  this  w^as  required  by  the  exigencies 
of  the  situation,  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  having  leased  the 
Great  WTestern  railroad  and  declined  to  join  with  the  respondent  in 
building  the  bridge  at  Lewiston,  and  that  said  bridge  charter  was 
owned  jointly  by  the  Grand  Trunk  and  this  respondent  —  one  being- 
powerless  without  the  other.  The  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdens- 
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burgh  Company  were  obliged  to  build  to  the  Suspension  Bridge  in 
order  to  make  connections  with  Canadian  roads. 

The  second  question,  as  to  the  justice  of  the  request  for  suitable 
accommodations  for  passengers,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  and  the  Board 
recommends  that  the  Borne,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad 
Company  promptly  erect  and  maintain  a  suitable  station  house  with 
platform  and  planking  at  the  hillside  stopping  place  near  Lewiston, 
and  provide  a  freight  and  ticket  agent  to  transact  such  business  as 
may  be  offered.

Lawrence  A.  Sneden  v.  The  New  Jersey  and  New  York  Railroad 

Company. 

November  27, 1887. 

In  1885,  Mr.  Sneden  complained  of  the  “  incessant  and  reckless  ” 
blowing  of  a  locomotive  whistle  on  the  New  Jersey  and  New  York 
railroad,  at  Spring  Yalley,  at  5  o’clock  in  the  morning.  After  exami¬ 
nation  the  Board  recommended  that  “the  engine  be  taken  up  the 
road  some  distance  in  a  northerly  direction  and  blow  two  blasts  of 
fifteen  seconds.”  This  was  done,  and  the  complainant  expressed  him¬ 
self  satisfied  with  the  result. 

In  July,  1887,  Mr.  Sneden  again  complained  to  the  Board  that 
instead  of  the  locomotive  being  taken  up  the  road  “  some  distance,”  it 
was  taken  up  but  “a  short  distance,”  and  near  his  house.  After 
lengthy  correspondence  the  company  ordered  the  whistle  not  to  be 
blown  at  all.

L.  H.  Lyon  v.  The  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad 

Company. 

December  7,  1887. 

This  complaint  was  that  after  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdens¬ 
burgh  Railroad  Company  leased  the  Utica  and  Black  River  line,  they 
changed  the  names  on  the  cars  of  the  latter  line  to  that  of  the  former, 
to  the  inconvenience  of  the  traveling  public. 

The  reply  of  the  company  was  that  after  the  lease,  both  lines  were 
operated  as  one,  and  that  it  frequently  occurred  that  cars  run  on 
either  line  "were  switched  off  on  to  the  other,  and  that  if  the  old  names 
were  adhered  to  in  operation,  the  inconvenience  and  confusion  would 
be  increased.  But  in  order  to  obviate  anv  mistakes  at  Utica,  cards 
telling  the  destination  of  the  cars  would  hang  on  each  car. 
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XIY. 

M.  SCHALL  ET  AL.  V.  The  WEST  SHORE  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

December  8, 1887. 

Residents  of  Hecla  petitioned  the  Board  for  relief  in  the  matter  of 
train  accommodations  from  and  returning  to  Hecla  station.  The 
complaint  was  that  passengers  could  not  go  to  and  return  from  Utica 
the  same  day,  a  comparatively  short  distance.  At  first  the  general 
manager  objected  to  a  consideration  of  the  complaint  upon  the  ground 
that  it  would  involve  the  stoppage  of  the  fast  day  express,  but  subse¬ 
quently  determined  to  give  passenger  accommodations  on  a  local 
freight  between  Syracuse  and  Utica.  This  was  done  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  the  complainants,  as  shown  by  a  letter  from  them  to  the  Board, 
on  file  in  this  office  of  date  of  December  8,  1887. 


XY. 

A.  T.  Bacon,  M.  D.,  v.  The  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western 

Railroad  Company. 

December  14, 1887. 

This  complaint  was  that  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western 
Railroad  Company  charges  fourteen  cents  per  hundred  on  empty  kero¬ 
sene  barrels,  billing  each  barrel  at  100  pounds,  when  the  actual  weight 
was  only  sixty  pounds. 

The  answer  of  the  company  was  that  while  admitting  the  complaint 
to  be  true,  the  fault  really  lay  with  the  complainant  in.  not  billing  the 
barrels  as  returned  empty  barrels. 

This  letter,  clearly  indicating  that  the  company  would  return  empty 
barrels  at  the  reduced  rate  when  notified  that  the  barrels  were 
“  returned  empties,”  was  sent  to  the  complainant,  who,  in  his  com¬ 
munication  to  the  Board,  seemed  to  think  that  it  was  the  business  of 
the  company’s  agent  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  barrels  were 
returned  empties.” 


XYI. 

James  H.  Magee  v.  The  Dry  Dock  and  East  Broadway,  Forty-Second 
Street  and  Boulevard  and  Forty-Second  Street  and  Houston  Street 
Railroads. 

December  20, 1887. 

This  was  a  complaint  that  complained  that  the  companies  named 
were  violating  the  law  (chap.  529,  Laws  of  1887)  providing  for  ten 
hours  labor  within  twelve  consecutive  hours. 

The  reply  of  the  Dry  Dock,  East  Broadway  and  Battery  Railroad 
Company  was,  that  on  the  9th  day  of  March,  1887,  the  company  had 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  District 
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Assembly  No.  75,  K.  of  L.,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  company’s  employees, 
under  which  the  employees  were  working  harmoniously  and  which  did 
not  Expire  until  January  2,  1888. 

The  Forty-second  Street  and  Grand  Street  Ferry  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  replied  that  it  did  not  employ  its  drivers  and  conductors  by  the 
day  or  hour,  but  by  the  trip,  paying  them  by  the  trip  and  that  it  was 
optional  with  them  whether  they  made  one  or  more  trips. 

The  Forty-second  Street,  Manhattan ville  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue 
Railroad  Company  answered  that  they  were  operating  under  a  contract 
made  in  the  spring  of  1887,  and  had  no  knowledge  of  dissatisfaction 
on  the  part  of  their  employees. 

Mr.  Magee,  who  is  the  chairman  of  the  district  assembly,  denied 
the  existence  of  an  agreement  with  the.  Dry  Dock  company,  and 
insisted  that  the  drivers  and  conductors  accepted  the  terms  of  the 
company  only  at  the  urgent  solicitation  of  the  district  assembly, 
though  in  open  violation  of  the  law  (chap.  529,  Laws  of  1887). 

The  Board  wrote  Mr.  Magee,  on  December  20,  1887,  as  follows: 

*  *  *  Inasmuch,  however,  as  this  agreement,  or  alleged 

agreement,  expires  on  the  second  day  of  January,  1888,  the  Board  suggests 
that  possibly  a  satisfactory  arrangement  may  be  reached  between  the 
employees  and  the  authorities  of  the  railroad  company  at  that  date,  without 
further  action  of  this  Board. 

“If,  however,  you  deem  it  expedient  that  the  Board  should  make  a 
further  investigation,  upon  the  ground  of  violation  of  the  statute,  viz., 
chapter-  529,  Laws  of  1888,  the  Board  will  assign  a  date  for  a  public  hear¬ 
ing.  It  draws  your  attention,  however,  to  the  fact  that  the  statute  does 
not  affect  contracts  in  force  at  the  time  of  its  passage.” 

To  this  the  complainant  made  no  reply. 


XVII. 

Adirondack  Pulp  Company  v.  The  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh 

Railroad  Company. 

January  14, 1888. 

The  complaint  set  forth  that  the  complaining  company  produced 
at  Gouverneur  7,000  tons  of  pulp  a  year;  that  it  was  unable  to  obtain 
cars  from  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad  Company 
for  the  transportation  of  its  products;  that  other  roads  would  furnish 
cars  if  the  general  agent  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh 
road  would  ask  for  them,  which  he  refuses  to  do;  that  the  Pulp  com¬ 
pany  was,  at  the  time  of  making  the  complaint,  in  urgent  need  of 
twenty  or  twenty-five  cars. 

The  reply  of  the  company  was  that  it  would  be  only  too  glad  to 
transport  their  freight,  if  they  had  the  cars;  that  during  the  autumn 
of  1887,  the  railroad  company  had  been  greatly  embarrassed  for  want 
of  sufficient  cars;  that  it  had  applied  to  other  roads  for  cars  without 
success;  and  that  if  complainants  would  name  the  road  where  cars 
could  be  obtained,  the  Rome,  Watertowm  and  Ogdensburgh  Company 
would  gladly  apply. 

On  January  14  the  Adirondack  Pulp  Company  wrrote  the  Board 
that  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Company  was  sup¬ 
plying  all  the  cars  needed. 
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XVIII. 

John  Golden  v.  The  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad 

Company. 

February  9, 1888. 

John  Golden,  of  Alder  Creek,  complained  that  his  farm  crossing 
over  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  railroad,  was  not  in 
good  condition  and  was  dangerous  in  that  it  was  too  narrow,  being 
only  ten  feet  wide.  Upon  the  complaint  being  laid  before  the 
company,  the  crossing  was  repaired  and  widened. 


XIX. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  the  Board  of  Albany  Lumber 

Dealers  v.  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 

Company. 

February  21, 1888. 

A  complaint  was  received  by  the  Board,  dated  Albany,  November 
28,  1887,  signed  by  Charles  G.  Saxe,  president,  and  John  Macdonald, 
Charles  B.  Nichols  and  James  Moir,  a  committee  representing  the 
Board  of  Albany  Lumber  Dealers,  to  the  effect: 

First.  That  the  rates  of  freight  on  lumber  charged  by  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  from  Albany  to  New  York  or 
Jersey  City,  a  distance  of  about  140  miles,  were  too  high  in  comparison 
with  the  rates  charged  from  Buffalo  or  Tonawanda  to  New  York  or  Jersey 
City,  a  distance  of  about  460  miles. 

Second.  That  the  rates  charged  from  Tonawanda  or  Buffalo  to  Albany, 
and  from  Albany  to  New  York  or  Jersey  City,  were  too  high  in  comparison 
with  the  through  rates  from  Tonawanda  or  Buffalo  to  New  York. 

The  complainants  allege  that  on  the  twenty-third  of  November  of 
the  previous  year,  a  letter  signed  by  thirty  different  lumber  firms 
of  Albany,  had  been  sent  to  Chauncey  M.  Depew,  president  of  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  complaining 
of  the  then  rates;  that,  after  an  interval  of  five  weeks,  an  answer  had 
been  received  from  Mr.  Hayden,  the  vice-president,  claiming  that  the 
rates  were  fairly  proportionate  and  declining  to  make  any  change 
therein;  that,  therefore,  they  now  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  for  relief. 

The  complainants  then  state,  that  the  rate  for  lumber  from  Albany 
to  New  York  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company,  as  given  November  25,  1887,  by  Mr.  French,  the  local  agent 
of  said  company  at  Albany,  was  ten  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  and  three 
cents  per  hundred  pounds  additional  for  lighterage,  making  a  total  of 
thirteen  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for  points  within  lighterage  limits; 
while  by  the  West  Shore  the  rate  given  by  Mr.  Wadsworth,  its  Albany 
agent,  was  ten  cents  per  hundred,  including  lighterage ;  that  the  rate 
charged  from  Buffalo  or  Tonawanda  to  Albany  was  ten  and  one-half 
cents  per  hundred  pounds,  and  that  the  correspondents  of  complain- 
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ants  from  Buffalo  and  Tonawanda  informed  them  that  the  then  through 
rates  from  Buffalo  or  Tonawanda  to  New  York  were  thirteen  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  within  or  without  lighterage  limits.  In  other  words, 
the  complainants  state  the  rate  to  points  within  lighterage  limits  was 
the  same  from  Tonawanda  to  New  York  as  from  Albany  to  New  York 
by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad.  By  the  West 
Shore,  however,  there  was  a  difference  of  three  cents  in  favor  of 
Albany;  the  rate  from  Albany  to  New  York  by  that  route  being  ten 
cents,  wdiile  from  Buffalo  or  Tonawanda  to  New  York  the  rate  was 
thirteen  cents. 

Complainants  further  allege  that  in  addition  to  the  discrimination 
against  Albany  in  the  open  or  schedule  rates  of  lumber,  they  were 
informed  that  further  injustice  was  done  Albany  dealers  by  permitting 
shippers  at  Tonawanda  and  Buffalo  to  overload  the  cars,  such  shippers 
being  charged  freight  upon  considerable  less  lumber,  by  weight,  than 
was  actually  in  the  cars.  Complainants  draw  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Albany  lumber  district,  from  its  natural  advantages  and  posi¬ 
tion,  would  seem  to  be  the  most  accessible  market  for  New  York  and 
Brooklyn;  that  those  places  could  be  supplied  with  lumber  cheaper 
from  Albany  than  elsewhere,  but  that  the  Albany  dealers  have  been 
unable  to  carry  on  any  considerable  business  during  the  winter  months 
by  reason  of  the  high  charges  for  freight  by  the  railroad,  while 
from  Buffalo  and  Tonawanda  enormous  quantities  of  lumber  are 
carried  during  the  winter  by  rail  to  New  York  and  to  the  eastern 
points. 

Complainants  request  that  the  Board  recommend  such  rates  to  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  and  to  the 
West  Shore  Railroad  Company,  for  the  transportation  of  lumber  from 
Albany  to  New  York,  as  may  be  reasonable  and  fair,  and,  further,  that 
the  Board  will  “stoj)  the  unjust  discrimination  in  the  weighing  of 
the  cars.” 

The  railroad  company,  in  its  answer  dated  December  12,  1887,  by 
its  vice-president,  Mr.  H.  J.  Hayden,  states  that  the  complainants  are 
mistaken  in  several  particulars,  to  wit:  that  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per 
hundred  by  the  NewT  York  Central  from  Albany  to  New  York  included 
lighterage  within  lighterage  limits,  and  that  the  rate  of  thirteen  cents 
from  Buffalo  or  Tonawanda  includes  lighterage  only  within  and  not 
without  lighterage  limits.  Mr.  Hayden  also  denies  that  cars  of  lumber 
at  Buffalo  or  Tonawanda  are  not  weighed  and  charged  at  full  weights, 
but  insists  that  they  are,  and  that  no  discrimination  against  Albany  is 
permitted  in  this  respect. 

Mr.  Hayden  states  that  at  the  time  of  the  complaint  of  the  Albany 
merchants  in  November,  1886,  the  rates  in  force  and  complained  of 
were  eight  and  nine-tenths  cents  per  hundred  from  Albany  to  New 
York  instead  of  ten  cents  as  in  1887,  and  sixteen  and  one-half  cents 
from  Buffalo  and  Tonawanda  to  New  York  instead  of  thirteen  cents 
as  in  1887;  that  such  rates  were  fairly  proportionate,  just  and  reason¬ 
able.  He  further  makes  the  important  statement  that  immediately 
upon  receiving  the  complaint  of  November,  1887,  conference  was.  held 
with  the  Albany  lumber  dealers,  and  that  the  rate  from  Albany  to  New 
York  or  Jersey  City  was  reduced  from  ten  to  eight  cents  per  hundred, 
including  lighterage  at  New  York.  He  claims  that  the  rate  is  extremely 
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low  in  itself  and  seems  “as  fair  and  reasonable  to  the  shipper,  rela¬ 
tively,  as  the  circumstances  will  justify.” 

With  regard .  to  the  second  item  of  complaint,  viz. :  that  the  rate 
from  Buffalo  or  Tonawanda  to  Albany  was  ten  and  one-half  cents 
and  from  Albany  to  New  York  ten  cents  per  hundred,  making  a  total 
of  twenty  and  one-half  cents,  while  the  through  rate  from  Buffalo  or 
Tonawanda  to  New  York  was  thirteen  cents  per  hundred,  Mr,  Hayden 
says  that  “it  does  not  seem  possible  that  ten  and  one-half  cents  per 
hundred  for  three  hundred  miles  can  be  regarded  as  excessive  by  any 
impartial  tribunal,”  and  that  “the  reduction  from  ten  to  eight  cents 
per  hundred  from  Albany  to  New  York  and  Jersey  City  *  *  * 

appears  to  be  as  great  a  concession  as  can  justly  be  expected.” 

The  Board  had  hoped  that  the  reduction  to  eight  cents  per  hundred 
pounds  from  Albany  to  New  York,  including  lighterage  to  all  points 
within  lighterage  limits,  and  the  assurance  that  all  cars  were  weighed 
at  Buffalo  and  Tonawanda,  would  have  proved  satisfactory  to  the 
lumber  dealers.  Such  wras  not  the  case,  however.  A  request  for  a 
public  hearing  was  made,  and  such  hearing  was  had  at  Albany  on 
January  4,  1888. 

The  complainants  were  represented  by  Marcus  T.  Hun,  Esq.,  coun¬ 
sel,  and  numerous  dealers  in  lumber,  also  by  W.  B.  Van  Rensselaer, 
Esq.,  representing  the  Yan  Rensselaer  Land  Company.  The  railroad 
was  represented  by  Frank  Loomis,  Esq.,  general  counsel;  Mr.  H.  J. 
Hayden,  vice-president  and  general  traffic  manager;  Mr.  Theodore 
Voorhees,  assistant  general  superintendent,  and  Mr.  Samuel  Good¬ 
man,  assistant  general  freight  agent. 

Much  testimony  was  taken  and  discussion  entered  into.  A  written 
argument  was  subsequently  submitted  by  Mr.  Hun  on  behalf  of  the 
complainants,  and  an  answer  thereto  by  Mr.  Loomis  on  behalf  of 
the  road. 

Subsequent  to  the  hearing  an  affidavit  was  submitted  to  the  Board 
by  Mr.  William  Bayard  Yan  Rensselaer,  treasurer  of  the  Yan  Rens¬ 
selaer  Land  Company,  which  company  owns  the  larger  part  of  the 
lumber  district  in  the  city  of  Albany,  to  the  effect  that  the  said  com¬ 
pany  has  requested  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company  to  lay  a  siding  from  its  main  tracks  at  a  point  near  Tivoli 
lake  in  said  cit}r,  over  the  lands  of  said  land  company,  and  through 
Tivoli  street  into  other  lands  belonging  to  said  land  company,  known 
as  the  Manor  House  grounds;  that  the  said  land  company  is  whiling 
and  has  offered  to  gratuitously  give  the  said  railroad  company  a  right 
of  way  from  fifty  to  sixty  feet  in  width  through  the  Manor  House 
grounds  and  Bridge  street  to  Willard  &  Barnard’s  planing  mill; 
that  at  least  one-half  of  the  lumber  shipped  by  rail  would  be  dressed 
lumber  and  that  the  most  convenient  way  of  shipping  the  same  is  by 
having  the  railroad  tracks  run  directly  to  the  mill,  which  the  said 
railroad  company  would  be  able  to  do  over  the  ground  through 
which  it  is  offered  the  right  of  way  by  the  said  land  company.  Facts 
are  stated  and  arguments  made  in  this  affidavit  to  the  effect  that  the 
laying  of  such  side  track  would  be  of  material  benefit  to  the  railroad 
company  as  wrell  as  to  the  lumber  dealers. 

In  the  brief  and  argument  submitted  by  Mr.  Hun,  the  fourth 
request  to  the  Board  is  that  it  should  recommend  that  the  railroad

company  lay  the  siding  as  set  forth  and  delineated  in  the  map  and 
profile  furnished  by  Mr.  Van  Rensselaer,  accompanying  the  above 
affidavit. 

The  Board  is  unofficially  informed  that  amicable  negotiations  are  now 
pending  between  the  Van  Rensselaer  Land  Company  and  the  railroad 
company* with  regard  to  laying  this  siding.  It  trusts  that  they  will 
come  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion,  and  it  will,  therefore,  make  no 
recommendation  with  regard  to  this  matter. 

At  the  hearing  on  January  4th,  it  was  stated  by  the  railroad 
authorities  that  the  rate  from  Tonawanda  and  Buffalo  to  New  York 
on  lumber  had  been  advanced  from  thirteen  to  fourteen  cents  per 
hundred  pounds.  As  the  rate  of  ten  and  one-half  cents  from  Tonu- 
wanda  to  Albany  has  not  been  further  discussed,  either  at  the  hearing 
or  in  the  brief  of  counsel,  the  Board  does  not  deem  that  it  is  consid¬ 
ered  a  substantial  subject  of  complaint. 

The  matters  for  the  Board  to  consider  and  to  decide  upou,  there¬ 
fore,  are  thus  narrowed  down  to  the  question  as  to  whether  the  eight 
cent  rate,  Albany  to  New  York,  is  a  fair  rate  considered  by  itself 
or  as  compared  with  the  fourteen  cent  rate  from  Tonawanda  to 
New  York. 

It  is  universally  admitted  by  those  who  have  investigated  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  freight  charges,  that  the  pro  rata  principle  can  not  be  strictly 
applied.  Theoretically,  of  course,  it  would  appear  desirable  that  the 
rate  from  Albany  to  New  Yrork  should  bear  the  same  proportion  to 
the  rate  from  Tonawanda  to  New  York,  that  the  distance  from  Albanv 
to  New  York  bears  to  the  distance  from  Tonawanda  to  New  York. 
The  fact  is,  however,  that  the  rate  from  Tonawanda  to  New  York  is 
determined  by  competition  with  other  roads,  and  the  defendant  is 
obliged  to  accept  the  best  rate  it  can  get,  provided  it  pays  it  anything 
over  the  cost  of  hauling  and  handling.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however, 
fourteen  cents  does  not  appear  to  the  Board  unduly  low,  inasmuch  as 
the  road  has  the  haul  over  its  entire  length,  and  as,  therefore,  the 
expenses  are  a  minimum  as  compared  with  distance.  From  Albany 
to  New  York,  during  the  winter  time,  the  road  is  not  subject  to  the 
same  conditions  of  competition  as  at  Tonawanda,  and  is,  therefore, 
enabled  to  charge  a  more  remunerative  rate.  The  law  permits  it  so  to 
do,  provided  that  such  rate  is  not  unjust  or  unreasonable.  In  the 
determination  of  its  justness  and  unreasonableness,  however,  the 
question  of  the  effect  upon  the  localities  must  be  considered  as  well 
as  the  effect  upon  the  finances  of  the  road.  It  would  not  be  just  and 
reasonable  for  it  to  charge  a  prohibitive  rate  from  Albany  even  if  it 
could  be  shown  that  such  rate  did  not  yield  it  an  excessive  profit  on 
the  transaction. 

In  comparing  the  Albany  rate  with  the  Tonawanda  rate,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  proportion  of  expenses 
to  distance  hauled  is  much  greater  from  Albany  to  New  YY>rk  than 
from  Tonawanda  to  New  York. 

Mr.  Hun  quotes  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  railroad  company  to 
the  effect  that  the  average  earnings  of  the  road  are -seventy-eight 
hundredths  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile;  that  the  average  expense  per 
ton  of  freight  per  mile  is  fifty-six  hundredths  of  a  cent;  that  the  aver¬ 
age  profit  per  ton  of  freight  per  mile  is  twenty-two  hundredths  of  a 
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cent.  He  then  undertakes  to  show  by  reducing  tlife  rate  per  ton  to 
the  rate  per  hundred  pounds  that — 

“If  these  rates  were  based  upon  the  average  expenses,  profits  and  earn¬ 
ing*  of  the  road,  the  Tonawanda  and  Albany  rates  would  be  as  follows  : 


From  From 

Per  100  pounds  to  New  York  or  Jersey  City.  Albany.  Tonawanda. 

Average  expenses  .  3.97  cts.  12 . 88  cts. 

Average  profits .  1.56  “  5.06  “ 

Average  earnings . : .  5.53  “  17.94  “ 


“  This  would  reduce  the  rate  for  Albany  shippers  from  8  cents,  as  now 
established,  to  5.53  cents,  and  would  increase  the  Tonawanda  rate  from  14 
cents,  as  now  established,  to  17.94  cents.  In  round  figures  the  Albany  rate 
should  be  5J  and  the  Tonawanda  rate  18  cents. 

“It  thus  appears  that,  in  the  case  of  Tonawanda,  3.94  is  taken  off  of  the 
average  earnings  and,  consequently  (the  expenses  other  than  terminal 
charges  being  concededly  the  same),  this  3.94  must  come  off  of  the  profits 
on  the  Tonawanda  shipments.  This,  disregarding  terminal  charges,  would 
reduce  such  profits  from  5.06  to  1.12  cents  per  100  pounds,  thus  making  the 
actual  profit  on  the  transportation  for  the  460  miles  from  Tonawanda  less 
than  that  on  the  transportation  for  the  142  miles  from  Albany  to  New  York. 
In  the  face  of  these  figures  it  is  absurd  to  say  that  the  difference  in  the 
Albany  and  Tonawanda  rate  is  due  to  the  greater  proportionate  charge 
for  terminal  expenses,  for  this  3.94  exceeds  the  total  of  such  expenses  even 
as  estimated  by  the  railroad  company.” 

These  figures  are  misleading  for  the  following  reasons: 

The  average  expense  per  ton  per  mile  is  the  mean  of  all  transactions 
on  the  road.  Where  the  haul  is  over  the  entire  road,  as  from  Tona¬ 
wanda  to  New  York  city,  the  expense,  as  compared  with  the  distance, 
is  a  minimum;  consequently,  it  is  not  fair  to  state  that  the  expenses 
to  New  York  or  Jersey  from  Tonawanda  are  twelve  and  eighty-eight 
hundredths  cents.  They  are  very  materially  less  than  that.  In  other 
words,  to  put  it  mathematically,  the  expense,  as  compared  with  the 
distance,  would  be  at  a  minimum  from  Tonawanda  to  New  YUrk,  and 
would  rise  to  a  mean  from  some  center  point  on  the  road,  would 
increase  from  a  mean  at  such  center  point  and  approach  a  maximum 
as  you  approach  New  York.  Albany,  being  much  nearer  New  York 
than  the  center  point,  the  expenses  wTould  be  materially  greater  as 
compared  with  the  distance,  than  the  average,  and  the  profits  corre¬ 
spondingly  less;  whereas,  from  Tonawanda,  the  expenses  would  be 
much  less  than  the  average  and  the  profits  correspondingly  greater. 
It  is  impossible  to  reduce  these  figures  to  mathematical  certainties; 
the  Board  only  alludes  to  them  as  showing  the  necessity  of  their  being- 
taken  with  due  consideration. 

Inasmuch  as  the  subject  is  argued  in  full  in  the  briefs  of  the  counsel 
for  both  parties,  the  Board  will  not  go  further  into  it  here,  nor  will  it 
discuss  the  subject  of  terminal  charges  for  the  reason,  first,  that  it 
appeared  to  be  impossible  at  the  hearing  to  determine  just  what  such 
charges  were  for  any  specific  class  of  merchandise;  and,  second,  for 
the  reason  that  the  amount  of  such  terminal  charges  ceases  to  be  of 
vital  importance  in  the  determination  of  the  question,  if  the  pro  rata 
principle  of  establishing  rates  is  disregarded. 

Under  all  the  conditions  of  service  and  as  compared  with  the  rates 
charged  on  other  roads  and  from  other  points  on  the  Central  road.

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and  on  the  canal  and  river,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  eight  cents 
from  Albany  to  New  York,  including  the  privilege  of  lighterage  to 
all  points  in  the  harbor  within  lighterage  limits,  is  not  an  excessive 
charge  either  in  itself  or  as  compared  with  the  rate  of  fourteen  cents 
from  Tonawanda  and  Buffalo.  In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that 
three  cents  is  actually  paid  out  by  the  railroad  company  for  lighterage 
when  such  service  is  performed,  the  Board  deems  that  it  would  be  just 
and  reasonable  to  remit  at  least  two  cents  when  such  lighterage  service 
is  not  required  by  the  shipper.  It  does  not  seem  just  that  shippers 
who  do  not  desire  the  privilege  of  lighterage  to  any  point  in  the  har¬ 
bor  should  be  obliged  to  pay  lighterage  expenses  for  the  benefit  of 
such  shippers  as  do  desire  that  service.  The  point  might  be  raised 
that  if  the  lighterage  service  is  three  cents,  why  not  recommend  a 
reduction  of  three  cents  when  the  lighterage  is  not  performed?  The 
answer  is  two-fold:  First,  from  the  testimony  at  the  hearing  it  can 
fairly  be  inferred  that  the  terminal  charges  for  delivery  in  New  York 
city  are  somewhat  greater  when  lighterage  is  not  performed,  and  that, 
therefore,  something  should  be  allowed  for  this  extra  service;  and, 
secondly,  that  the  company  in  establishing  the  eight  cents  rate,  whether 
lighterage  was  performed  or  not,  expected  to  make  a  sufficient  profit 
upon  shipments  where  lighterage  was  not  performed,  to  make  up  for 
the  smallness  of  the  profit  when  lighterage  was  thus  performed. 

Recommendations. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  rates  of  freight  upon  lumber  from 
Albany  to  New  York  shall  not  exceed  six  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
when  lighterage  service  is  not  required.  When  lighterage  service  is 
performed,  it  does  not  deem  that  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  hundred 
pounds  is  excessive.

C.  W.  Amory  v.  The  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company. 

March  16,  1888. 

C.  W.  Amory  complained  to  the  Board  that  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  Company  did  not  maintain  drinking  water  in  their  passenger 
cars.  When  the  attention  of  the  company  was  directed  to  this  omission, 
it  contended  that  its  practice  of  sending  boys  through  the  cars  with 
drinking  water,  from  time  to  time,  was  preferable.  The  Board  called 
the  attention  of  the  company  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  582,  Laws 
of  1854.  which  wTere  violated  by  failing  to  maintain  a  receptacle  filled 
with  drinking  water  in  each  passenger  car,  accessible  at  any  time  to 
passengers.  The  company  replied  that  the  law  in  question  applied 
only  to  roads  of  more  than  forty  miles  in  length  and  that  the  Boston 
and  Albany  had  less  than  forty  miles  in  this  State.  The  question  was 
yhen  submitted  to  the  Attorney-General,  as  to  whether  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  or  that  of  company  of  the  law  was  correct,  and  that 
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officer  decided  that  the  law  applied,  thus  sustaining-  the  position  of 
the  Board.  The  company,  however,  declined  to  recognize  this  opinion 
as  controlling  and  so  the  Board  formally  notified  the  Attorney-General 
of  the  continued  violation  of  chapter  582,  Laws  of  1854,  and  the  mat¬ 
ter  is  therefore  in  the  hands  of  the  Attorney-General.

In  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  COMPLAINT  OF  RESIDENTS  OF  XORTHPORT,  L.  I.  IX 

The  Port  Jefferson  Branch  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. 

March  22, 1888. 

A  complaint,  numerously  signed  by  residents  of  Huntington  and 
Northport,  L.  I.,  and  dated  December  24,  1887,  was  lodged  with  the 
Board.  The  petition  was  transmitted  to  the  railroad  and  a  reply 
received  which  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  complainants.  A  public 
hearing  was  had  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  New  York,  on 
February  21,  the  railroad  being  represented  by  Benjamin  Norton* 
assistant  superintendent;  the  petitioners  by  Mr.  James  Cockcroft, 
Mr.  William  N.  McKinney  and  numerous  others. 

The  grievance  of  which  the  petitioners  complain  is  that  there  is 
not  a  sufficient  number  of  trains  run  on  the  Port  Jefferson  Branch. 

The  time-table  shows  that  there  are  daily,  except  Sundays,  three 
trains  eastward  from  New  York  to  Port  Jefferson;  two  trains  west¬ 
ward  from  points  between  and  yacluding  Port  Jefferson  and  East 
Northport,  and  three  trains  from  all  points  further  west,  to  New 
York.  The  first  train  eastward  leaves  New  York  at  8.20  a.  m., 
reaching  Port  Jefferson  at  11.22;  the  second  train  at  3.50  p.  m., 
reaching  Port  Jefferson  at  6.51;  the  third  train  at  6  p.  m.,  going  as 
far  as  Northport,  which  it  reaches  at  8.16.  The  incoming  trains 
leave  as  follows:  One  from  Port  Jefferson  at  6.55  a.  m.,  passing 
Northport  at  7.37,  reaching  New  York  at  9.40;  the  second  leaving 
Port  Jefferson  at  3.10  p.  m.,  reaching  New  York  at  6.10  in  the  after¬ 
noon.  A  train  also  leaves  Northport  at  6.20  in  the  morning,  reaching 
New  York  at  8.35. 

At  the  hearing  there  was  considerable  diversity  of  opinion  among 
the  complainants  as  to  what  additional  train  would  best  subserve  the 
convenience  of  residents  on  the  road.  It  appears  that  the  stations, 
particularly  Northport  and  Huntington,  are  at  a  considerable  distance 
from  the  villages  to  be  accommodated.  Residents  of  a  village  wdio 
desire  to  take  the  morning  trains,  therefore,  are  obliged  to  rise  very 
early.  These  facts,  however,  the  present  railroad  management  can 
hardly  be  held  responsible  for.  The  railroad  appears  to  have  been 
unfortunately  located  originally. 

A  grievance  that  was  dilated  on  very  considerably  by  one  resident 
of  Northport  was  that  the  mail  did  not  reach  that  village  until  about 
11  o’clock  in  the  morning;  that  an  earlier  mail  train,  therefore,  was  a. 
very  great  desideratum. 

The  railroad,  in  its  answer,  insists  that  the  Port  Jefferson  Branch 
has  never  paid  expenses;  that  further  facilities  would  simply  add  ta 
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the  expenses  without  further  remuneration.  It  has  submitted  to  the 
Board  an  account  of  the  earnings  and  expenses  of  the  road  from 
Hicksville  to  Port  Jefferson  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 
1887,  as  follows:

Note— No  proportion  of  the  cost  of  terminals,  nor  of  terminal  expenses,  has  been 
-charged  in  the  foregoing  statement.  Neither  is  the  cost  of  lighterage  of  freight  to  New 
York  city,  or  expense  of  handling  the  same,  included. 

It  appears  from  this  document  that  the  road  ran  about  $6,000 
behind  the  sum  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  upon  its  bonds,  which 
are  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  not  due  or  payable,  according  to  the 
report  of  the  company,  until  1901. 

A  comparison  of  the  railroad  facilities  furnished  the  residents  on 
the  Port  Jefferson  Branch  of  the  Long  Island  railroad  with  those 
furnished  upon  other  roads  within  twenty  or  thirty  miles  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  shows  very  unfavorably  to  the  former.  While  the 
Board  would  be  loath  to  recommend  that  the  railroad  furnish  addi¬ 
tional  service,  in  view  of  the  financial  showing  thereof,  if  it  could  be 
shown  that  such  additional  service  would  not  pay,  it  is  hardly  satisfied 
of  that  fact  by  anything  that  the  road  has  presented.  The  partial 
promise  thrown  out  that  a  new  railroad  running  directly  through  the 
villages  of  Huntington  and  Northport  may  be  eventually  built  is  very 
small  consolation  to  the  residents  on  the  line  of  the  present  road. 

In  view  of  the  meagre  service,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  not  be  an  unreasonable  demand  upon  the  road  to  recommend 
that  after  May  1,  at  least,  one  additional  train  be  run  upon  this 
branch,  its  hour  of  arrival  and  departure  at  New  York  so  fixed  that 
residents  may  get  the  mail  earlier  in  the  morning,  and  be  enabled  to 
leave  Huntington  and  Northport,  and  other  stations  somewhere  about 
noon,  and  the  Board  so  recommends.  The  Board  further  recom¬ 
mends  that  the  expenses  and  receipts  of  this  additional  service  be 
carefully  kept  until  the  first  of  November,  so  that  an  intelligent  deter¬ 
mination  may  be  reached  as  to  the  propriety  of  continuing  the  train.

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The  Long  Island  Railroad  Company,  having  failed  to  comply  with, 
the  above  recommendation  after  a  reasonable  time,  that  is  to  say,  on 
May  29,  1888,  the  Board,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  sections 
5  and  6,  chapter  353,  Laws  of  1882,  presented  the  fact  of  such  failure, 
with  the  papers  relating  to  the  case,  to  the  Attorney-General,  for  his 
consideration  and  action. 

On  June  1,  1888,  the  Board  received  the  following  communication 
from  the  Attorney-General: 

STATE  OF  NEW  YORK :

To  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  New  York  : 

Gentlemen  —  I  beg  leave  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi¬ 
cation  of  May  29,  presenting  to  me,  in  pursuance  of  section  5,  chapter 
353,  Laws  of  1882,  the  fact  of  the  failure  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Conn 
pany  to  conform  to  the  recommendations  of  your  Board,  of  the  date  of 
March  22,  1888,  in  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  the  citizens  of  Northport 
and  Huntington,  L.  I. 

In  answer  thereto,  I  desire  to  say  that  there  is  no  statute  in  this  State, 
that  I  am  aware  of,  which  compels  a  railroad  company  to  run  any  certain 
number  of  trains  over  its  road  for  the  accommodation  of  the  traveling 
public. 

Section  36  of  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1850,  authorizing  the  formation 
of  railroad  corporations  and  the  regulation  of  the  same,  does  provide  that 
every  railroad  corporation  shall  start  and  run  its  cars  for  the  transporta¬ 
tion  of  passengers  and  property,  at  regular  times,  to  be  fixed  by  public 
notice,  and  shall  furnish  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  transportation 
of  all  such  passengers  and  property  as  shall,  icithin  a  reasonable  time  pre¬ 
vious  thereto ,  be  offered  for  transportation  at  the  place  of  starting. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  statute  does  not  undertake  to  regulate  or  fix  the 
number  of  trains  which  the  railroad  company  shall  start,  and  I  know  of  no 
other  statute  which  imposes  any  such  duty. 

In  the  case  of  The  People  v.  N.  Y,  L.  E.  &  W.  R.  R.  Co.,  104  N.  Y.,  page 
58,  the  Court  of  Appeals  held  that  the  courts,  through  the  Attorney- 
General  and  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  were  powerless  to  enforce  any 
recommendation  made  by  the  Commissioners,  however  just,  proper  or 
desirable,  unless  the  statutes  imperatively  imposed  the  duty  upon  the 
corporation. 

The  courts  say  in  that  case  :  “  The  grievance  complained  of  is  an  obvious 
one  (in  this  case  the  failure  to  build  a  depot),  but  the  burden  of  removing 
it  can  be  imposed  upon  the  defendant  only  by  the  Legislature. 

“The  Legislature  controls  the  corporation,  upon  the  theory  that  its  func¬ 
tions  should  be  exercised  for  the  public  benefit.  It  may  add  other  regula¬ 
tions  to  those  now  binding  it,  but  the  court  can  interfere  only  to  impose  a 
duty  declared  by  law.  The  one  presented  in  this  case  is  not  of  that 
character.” 

It  is  for  the  Legislature  either  to  make  it  the  statutory  duty  of  these 
corporations  to  furnish  sufficient  transportation  for  the  traveling  public, 
or  to  give  the  power  necessary  to  compel  the  railroad  companies  to  per¬ 
form  such  a  duty  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

As  the  matter  now  stands,  neither  the  Attorney-General  nor  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  have  any  power  in  the  matter  whatever  to  accomplish  this  object.

A  copy  of  the  above  communication  was  transmitted  to  the  com¬ 
plainants,  with  the  statement  that  the  Board  had  now  exhausted  its 
powers. 
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John  Stevens  v.  The  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Railroad 

Company. 

April  2, 1888. 

The  complainant  alleged  that  the  stations  at  Washingtonville  and 
Craigsville,  in  Orange  county,  had  both  been  burned,  the  former  in 
September,  1887,  and  the  latter  early  in  the  spring  of  1887,  and  that 
the  company  had,  on  November  25,  1887,  taken  no  steps  to  replace 
them.  That  at  Washingtonville,  since  the  burning,  the  only  waiting- 
room  and  office  of  the  company  had  been  a  small  room  in  a  feed  and 
lumber  building,  some  distance  from  the  former  station,  where  the 
cars  were  taken,  and  over  a  muddy  cross-walk. 

When  the  company  was  communicated  with  by  the  Board  with 
respect  to  this  complaint  it  replied  that  plans  had  been  prepared  for 
stations  at  both  places,  and  that  orders  had  been  issued  to  have  them 
built  as  soon  as  possible. 

This  reply  was  sent  to  the  complainant,  and  it  was  supposed  that 
the  matter  was  satisfactorily  ended,  but  on  March  21,  1888,  the  com¬ 
plainant  advised  the  Board  that  the  promises  of  the  company  had  not 
been  performed,  and  that  the  buildings  had  not  been  erected. 

The  Board  required  an  answer  to  the  question  as  to  the  reason  of 
non-performance  of  promise.  The  reply  was  that  materials  for  the 
stations  had  been  ordered  at  the  time  of  the  previous  letter  to 
the  Board,  but  because  of  the  unfavorable  weather  the  work  had 
been  prevented,  but  it  would  be  progressed  rapidly  at  once. 

The  Board  is  informed  that  the  work  has  been  completed. 


XXIII. 

Francis  Brill  v.  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 

Company. 

April  4, 1888. 

Mr.  Brill  complained  of  rate  charged  him  (fifty-six  dollars  and 
seventy-five  cents)  for  the  transportation  of  2,270  pounds  of  seed 
from  Seattle,  Washington  Territory.  The  matter  being  one  exclu¬ 
sively  of  inter-state  commerce  and,  therefore,  without  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Board,  the  complainant  was  advised  to  carry  his  complaint 
before  the  Board  of  Inter-state  Commerce  Commissioners  at  Wash¬ 
ington. 
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XXIY. 

Hallenbeck  &  Bloomingdale  v.  The  West  Shore  Railway  Company. 

April  16,  1888. 

Messrs.  Hallenbeck  &  Bloomingdale  of  Voorheesville,  N.  Y.,  com¬ 
plained  that  they  made  a  contract  with  the  West  Shore  road  for  the 
shipment  of  hay  and  straws  in  box  cars,  for  twelve  dollars  per  car,  but 
that  after  shipping  during  season,  and  after  their  bills  were  received, 
they  found  they  had  been  charged  twenty  dollars  per  car.  They 
claimed  also  that  cars  from  New  Scotland,  a  further  distance,  were 
taken  at  twelve  dollars. 

When  this  complaint  was  laid  before  the  company,  it  promptly 
replied  that  the  charge  was  unjustified,  and  that  the  excess  was  an 
error  upon  the  part  of  the  local  agent,  and  the  same  wras  refunded  to 
the  complainants. 


F.  S.  Hall  &  Co.  v.  The  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Railroad 

Company. 

April  30, 1888. 

F.  S.  Hall  &  Co.,  of  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  engaged  in  the  sale  of  drugs  and 
groceries,  complained  to  the  Board  that  the  Rome,  Watertown  and 
Ogdensburgh  Railroad  Company  charged  them  forty  per  cent  more 
for  the  transportation  of  their  freight,  on  each  class,  than  it  did  other 
business  men  of  the  same  place. 

The  company,  by  its  president,  in  reply,  intimated  that  Messrs.  Hall 
&  Co.  shipped  over  its  line  only  in  the  winter  time,  when  hauling  of 
freight  was  twice  as  expensive  as  in  the  summer  time,  and  said:  <rIf 
Messrs.  Hall  &  Co.  will  agree  to  give  us  their  business  in  the  summer 
season  (as  some  of  the  other  merchants  at  Clayton  do,  when  we  can 
transport  it  at  a  moderate  expense)  instead  of  using  the  water  route, 
we  could  give  them  a  rate,  that  would  apply  through  the  year,  lower 
than  the  tariff  rates.  Our  general  traffic  manager  has  offered  to  give 
Messrs.  Hall  &  Co.  as  low  rates  as  any  party  in  Clayton  has,  if  they 
will  give  us  their  business  during  navigation,  when  we  can  earn 
something  on  it.” 

In  reply  the  complainants  said:  “We  have  never  used  it  (the  water 
route)  since  we  have  been  in  business-,  and  have  no  intention  of  so 
doing,  unless  it  has  been'  where  there  was  a  great  saving  of  time  and 
distance.  They  have  received  ninety-nine  one  hundredths  of  our 
entire  business.  Referring  to  the  fast  clause,  the  stipulations  he 
(President  Parsons)  mentions  was  an  iron-clad  contract  compelling 
us  to  pay  them  freight  on  our  entire  business  whether  it  came  over 
their  route  or  not,  and  this  rate  was  good  only  until  navigation  closed. 
We  should  be  pleased  to  enter  into  any  reasonable  agreement.  But 
to  illustrate,  Cape  Vincent  is  fifteen  miles  by  water  from  us,  with  a 
semi-daily  line  of  boats,  and  is  sixty-five  miles  by  rail,  with  four  dif¬ 
ferent  transfers.  We  should  regret  to  be  compelled  to  ship  there  by 
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rail.  If  President  Parsons  wishes  to  enter  into  any  stipulation 
whereby  we  agree  to  give  them  our  business  through  the  entire  }'ear 
on  all  points  most  accessible  by  rail  (which  will  include  ninety-five 
per  cent  of  our  business),  we  should  be  pleased  to  exchange  signa¬ 
tures  with  him.” 

The  company  replied  to  this  that  a  few  days  after  Messrs.  Hall  & 
Co.’s  letter  had  been  addressed  to  the  Board,  a  satisfactory  arrange¬ 
ment  had  been  entered  into  between  them  and  the  company.  Subse¬ 
quently,  Messrs.  Hall  &  Co.  informed  the  Board  that  they  had 
received  the  same  rates  as  other  business  men  of  the  place. 


XXYI. 

Town  Board  of  Health,  of  Evans,  Erie  county,  v.  The  Buffalo,  Xew 
York  and  Philadelphia  Railroad  Company  (since  reorganized  as  The 
Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company)  and  The  New 
York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company. 

May  10,  1888. 

This  complainant  alleged  that  the  bridge  and  trestle,  belonging 
jointly  to  the  two  companies  against  which  complaint  was  made,  and 
situated  near  the  Angola  station  and  crossing  nearly  fifty  feet  above 
the  Big  Sister  creek,  was  unprotected  by  guards  and  railing;  that  the 
water  tanks  were  so  situated  that  when  the  engines  of  trains  going 
west  stopped  to  take  water  the  train  was  stopped  on  this  unprotected 
trestle;  and  also  long  excursion  trains  were  of  necessity  extended  over 
and  upon  this  trestle,  so  that  at  night  passengers  alighting  were  in 
danger  of  being  precipitated  forty  or  fifty  feet,  and  that  at  least  one 
passenger  had  been  so  killed  and  two  or  three  more  seriously  injured. 

Second.  That,  by  reason  of  a  failure  of  the  companies  to  provide 
proper  drainage,  ponds  of  stagnant  water  had  been  formed  near 
Derby,  which  were  fruitful  sources  of  disease. 

So  much  of  this  complaint  as  related  to  ponds  of  stagnant  water 
was  referred  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  this  Board  was  subse¬ 
quently  informed  by  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  Louis 
Balch,  M.  D.,  that  the  local  board  of  Evans  had  been  instructed  that 
the  law  gave  it  power  to  have  that  nuisance  removed  and  that  the 
matter  was  entirely  within  its  jurisdiction. 

As  to  the  other  complaint,  the  Board  had  already  made  a  recommen¬ 
dation  with  regard  to  this  trestle,  advising  means  of  protection.  It 
therefore  immediately  addressed  a  communication  to  both  companies, 
requiring  to  know  why  these  recommendations  had  not  been  complied 
with  and  further  cause  an  inspection  to  be  made  at  once  of  the  trestle. 

The  answer  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  was  to  the  effect  that  the  company  was  not  aware  of  any  failure 
to  comply  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Board;  that  care  was 
taken  to  protect  passengers  when  trains  stopped  on  the  trestle  and 
insisted  that  the  putting  up  of  hand  or  guard  rails  would  turn  the 
trestle  into  a  thoroughfare,  when  accidents  certainly  would  result. 
Moreover,  it  claimed  that  no  passenger  had  been  killed  in  the  manner 
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indicated  in  the  complaint,  but  that  a  tramp  had  once,  in  crossing  the 
trestle,  jumped  from  it  to  escape  a  freight  train,  sustaining  slight 
injuries. 

The  reply  of  the  receiver  of  the  Buffalo,  New  York  and  Philadelphia 
road  was  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  had  been  complied 
with. 

The  inspector’s  report  recommended  the  moving  of  the  water 
tanks  to  the  east,  which  would  involve  some  excavating  and  the  filling 
in  of  the  trestle.  This  recommendation  was  sent  to  the  companies  as 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  and  the  companies  notified  (on 
July  6)  the  Board  of  their  intention  to  comply,  the  expense  to  be 
borne  jointly.  On  October  11,  1887,  the  town  clerk  of  Evans  advised 
the  Board  that  the  work  of  filling  in  the  trestle  had  proceeded  to  the 
extent  of  thirty  or  forty  feet,  but  that  the  stand-pipe  and  tanks  had 
not  yet  been  removed.  Accordingly  the  companies  were  communi¬ 
cated  with,  and  a  reason  for  the  delay  required.  The  president  of  the 
Buffalo,  New  York  and  Philadelphia  Railroad  Company  replied  that  a 
large  portion  of  the  work  had  been  performed;  that  new  stand-pipe 
was  upon  the  ground;  that  the  pump  house  had  been  moved,  and 
the  laying  of  the  connecting-pipes  by  the  New  York,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Company  was  waited  for.  On  December  5  the  New 
York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Company  informed  the  Board  that  the 
filling  in  of  the  trestle  on  the  north  side  had  been  completed,  but  on 
the  south  side  the  work  had  been  suspended  because  the  earth 
encroached  on  the  pump  house.  As  the  new  stand-pipe  would  be 
erected,  and  no  excursion  trains  were  run  at  that  season  of  the  year, 
the  company  asked,  in  view  of  pressing  work  elsewhere,  that  it  be  not 
hastened  in  this.  On  December  17  the  Buffalo,  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  Company  notified  the  Board  that  the  new  stand-pipe 
was  in  place  and  the  pump  house  removed,  but  asked  that  in  view  of 
the  frozen  ground  that  the  work  be  suspended  until  spring.  Upon 
the  promise  of  the  roads  that  the  work  should  be  continued  in  the 
spring  of  1888,  the  Board  consented  to  a  suspension. 

In  May  of  the  present  year  the  Board  again  addressed  a  communi¬ 
cation  to  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Company,  asking 
whether  the  work  had  been  continued.  The  reply  of  the  company 
was  that  the  share  of  the  work  properly  belonging  to  that  com¬ 
pany  had  been  performed  in  the  autumn,  but  if  it  were  the  desire  of 
the  other  company  that  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Company 
should  do  its  share,  and  would  pay  for  the  work  done,  it  would  take 
it  up  at  once. 

During  the  winter  the  Buffalo,  New  York  and  Philadelphia  Company 
had  been  reorganized,  and  was  now  known  as  the  Western  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  with  a  new  president,  Mr.  Allen, 
to  whom  the  previous  proceedings  in  respect  of  this  matter  was 
unknown.  Being  informed  of  them,  however,  he  at  once  notified  the 
Board  of  the  beginning  of  the  work  of  completion,  and  the  Board  is 
now  informed  that  its  recommendations  have  been  fully  complied 
with. 
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XXVII. 

George  Fowler  v.  The  Harlem  Division  of  the  New  York  Central  and 

Hudson  River  Railroad. 

June  4, 1888. 

This  complainant  alleged  that  the  water-closets  at  the  station  at 
Central  Mount  Vernon  had  been  closed  for  six  months;  that  prior  to 
that  time  the  stench  arising  from  them  wras  “  outrageous  ”  and  that 
when  complaint  was  made  they  were  closed  and  have  remained  so 
since. 

When  the  copy  of  this  complaint  was  transmitted  to  the  company 
the  following  reply  was  made:

New  York,  June  4,  1888.  f 

Hon.  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  Albany,  N.  Y.  : 

Gentlemen  —  I  herewith  return  you  communication  received  by  you 
from  Mr.  George  Fowler,  of  Washington ville,  complaining  of  the  closing 
of  vault  of  water-closet  at  Mt.  Vernon  station. 

The  location  of  Mt.  Vernon  station  was  provided  for  by  the  village  of 
Mt.  Vernon,  and  stands  partially  in  the  street.  The  station  was  so  placed 
at  their  solicitation.  Of  course  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  yard-room  at 
either  end  for  closet  purposes;  and  the  one  constructed  was  just  at  the 
north  end  of  the  station,  but  separated  by  walls  from  the  main  building. 
It  was  so  close  to  the  building  that  the  most  disagreeable  odors  would 
penetrate  the  station,  and  there  was  no  remedy  but  to  close  it.  We  were 
perfectly  willing  to  put  in  closets,  flush  with  water,  etc.,  provided  the 
village  had  a  sewerage  system.  I  note  what  Mr.  Fowler  says  respecting 
sewer  at  Bronx  river.  To  do  this,  we  would  have  to  cross  private  property, 
which  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  consent  of  the  owners  to  do  if  it  was 
understood  that  the  river  was  to  be  contaminated  by  a  sewer  from  the 
station ;  in  fact,  I  do  not  think  we  would  have  any  right  whatever  to  con¬ 
taminate  the  river.  We  understand  the  necessities,  but  I  can  not  see  how 
we  can  apply  a  remedy,  or  get  any  relief,  until  the  village  attends  to  its 
water  and  sewerage  system.

A  copy  of  this  answer  was  transmitted  to  the  complainant  with  the 
request  to  make  reply.  But  since  no  reply  has  been  made  the  Board 
assumes  that  the  answer  was  satisfactory. 


XXVIII. 

National  District  Assembly  226,  K.  of  L.  v.  The  Albany  Street 

Railway  Company. 

June  11. 1888. 

The  Assembly  named  in  the  caption  complained  that  “  The  Albany 
Street  Railway  Company  was  openly  and  flagrantly  violating  the 
State  law,  in  reference  to  the  hours  of  labor  on  surface  railroads  ; 
also  in  intimidating  their  employees  from  making  complaints  about 
their  hours  of  labor,  and  in  also  preventing  them  from  joining 
labor  organizations.”

The  answer  of  the  Albany  Railway  was  to  “  deny  each  and  every 
allegation  contained  in  the  complaint,”  and  to  join  with  the  com¬ 
plainants  in  asking  an  investigation. 

The  reply  of  the  Assembly  was  a  reaffirmation  of  the  complaint. 

The  Board  at  this  stage  of  the  proceedings  addressed  the  following 
communication  to  the  master  workman  of  the  Assembly: 


June  11. 

James  H.  Magee,  Esq.,  705  Eight  avenue,  New  York  city : 

Sir — Your  communication  of  June  the  6th,  in  reply  to  the  answer  of  the 
Albany  Street  Railroad  Company,  to  your  complaint  of  May  14th,  request¬ 
ing  an  examination  into  the  affairs  of  that  company,  is  received. 

In  your  last  communication  you  qualify  your  request  by  saying,  “  I  only 
ask  that  your  Board  will  see  to  it  that  the  employees  of  the  company  that 
I  shall  call  on  to  give  evidence,  will  be  protected  from  discharge  by  the 
company  for  giving  facts  which  may  prove  Mr.  McNamara’s  answer  not 
to  be  correct.” 

The  Board,  of  course,  would  disapprove  any  such  action  upon  the  part  of 
the  railroad  company  as  discharging  or  punishing  in  any  way  an  employee 
for  bringing  a  complaint  before  this  Board,  or  for  giving  evidence  before 
this  Board  in  a  complaint  brought  by  others,  but  it  is  unable  to  guarantee 
any  such  protection  as  you  ask. 

The  Board  deems  it  proper  to  call  this  fact  to  your  notice,  and  also  to 
ask  specifically  what  statutes  of  the  State  you  claim  are  being  violated  by 
the  Albany  Railroad  Company  ? 

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  chapter  151  of  the  Laws  of  1886,  in  regard 
to  regulating  the  hours  of  labor  on  street  surface  and  elevated  railroads, 
applies  only  to  cities  of  over  500,000  inhabitants,  and  that  chapter  529  of 
the  Laws  of  1887,  applies  only  to  cities  of  100,000  inhabitants  and  over. 

By  the  United  States  census  of  1880,  the  population  of  Albany  was  found 
to  be  90,758.  By  a  police  census  taken  less  than  two  years  ago  the  popula¬ 
tion  was  found’  to  be  less  than  98,000.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that 
neither  of  the  laws  above  quoted  with  reference  to  the  hours  of  labor  are 
applicable  to  the  city  of  Albany. 

Before  proceeding  to  an  examination,  therefore,  the  Board  would  like  to 
hear  from  you  again  with  regard  to  these  matters.

XXIX. 

Milo  D.  Johnson  v.  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company. 

June  28.  1888. 

The  complainant  alleged  that  his  farm  crossing  was  out  of  repair, 
and  that  though  he  had  repeatedly  asked  that  it  be  put  in  proper 
condition,  it  had  not  as  yet  been  done.  The  date  of  this  complaint 
was  June  25th.  On  June  28th  the  crossing  was  repaired  and  the 
complainant  was  satisfied.

James  H.  Magee,  representing  the  employees  of  the  Forty-second  Street, 

Manhattan ville  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue  Railway  Company,  v.  The 

said  Forty-second  Street,  Manhattanville  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue 

Railway  Company. 

July  3,  1888. 

This  complaint,  dated  June  7,  1888,  was  filed  with  the  Board  and 
reads  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Hew 
York : 

Gentlemen  —  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  violation  of 
chapter  151,  Laws  of  1886,  section  2,  by  the  Forty-second  Street,  Manhat¬ 
tanville  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue  Railway  Company  of  the  city  of  New 
York.  The  employees  of  that  railway  hold  a  contract  with  that  company, 
that  they  shall  not  work  longer  than  twelve  consecutive  hours,  with  the 
neoessary  time  for  dinner. 

In  defiance  of  that  contract,  and  contrary  to  the  law  of  the  State,  they 
are  exacting  over  thirteen  hours  of  labor  from  some  of  their  employees. 

Protest  has  been  made,  but  still  the  company  openly  and  wilfully 
violate  the  law. 

We  do  request  that  your  honorable  Board  proceed  immediately  against 
this  company,  as  the  law  directs.

A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to  the  president  of  the  railway 
company  and  the  following  response,  dated  June  13th,  received: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  New 
York : 

Gentlemen  —  Yours  of  the  7th  inst.  duly  received.  I  have  no  knowledge 
of  any  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  our  employees. 

No  protest  has  been  made  by  any  of  them  for  several  months.  A  few 
trippers  prefer  to  make  an  early  dinner  relief  thereby  making  a  lay-off  of 
some  four  hours,  extending  their  day  to  about  thirteen  hours,  only  work¬ 
ing  about  ten  hours.

A  copy  of  Mr.  Foster’s  answer  was  sent  to  the  complainant,  but  not 
proving  satisfactory  a  hearing  was  requested.  Such  public  hearing 
was  held  at  the  rooms  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Transportation  in 
New  York  on  Thursday,  June  28th. 

The  railway  company  was  represented  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Foster,  presi¬ 
dent,  and,  for  the  early  part  of  the  hearing,  by  Mr.  W.  C.  Trull, 
counsel.  The  complainants  were  represented  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Magee 
and  a  number  of  employees. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  that  an  agreement  was  entered  into 
between  the  railway  company  on  the  one  hand  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Magee, 
representing  the  employees,  on  the  other,  dated  the  3d  of  February, 
1887.  This  agreement  provides,  in  its  first  article,  “That  no  con¬ 
ductor,  driver,  brakeman  or  gripman  shall  be  required  to  work  more 
than  twelve  hours  per  day,  the  work  to  be  performed  within  twelve 
consecutive  hours.”  The  second  article  provides,  “That  all  men 
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going  to  work  before  7  o’clock  a.  m.  shall  have  at  least  twenty  minutes 
for  breakfast  and  not  less  than  thirty  minutes  for  dinner,  and  all  men 
going  to  work  after  7  o’clock  a.  m.  shall  have  at  least  thirty  minutes 
for  dinner  and  twenty-five  minutes  for  supper.” 

The  original  agreement  went  into  effect  on  the  10th  of  February, 

1887,  and  was  to  remain  in  force  until  the  1st  of  January,  1888.  On 
the  3d  of  February,  1888,  it  was  renewed  by  the  respective  parties  in 
interest,  to  continue  in  force  and  effect  until  the  31st  of  December, 

1888. 

At  the  time  that  this  agreement  was  originally  made,  chapter  151  of 
the  Laws  of  1886,  regulating  the  hours  of  labor  in  the  street  surface 
and  elevated  railroads  in  cities  of  over  500,000  inhabitants,  was  in 
effect.  This  law  provided  in  its  first  section  that  “twelve  hours’  labor 
in  twenty-four,  with  reasonable  time  for  meals,  shall  constitute  a  day’s 
labor  in  the  operation  of  all  street  surface  and  elevated  railroads 
owned  or  operated  by  corporations  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
this  State.” 

Previous  to  the  renewal  of  the  agreement,  however,  another  law 
was  passed,  being  chapter  529  of  the  Laws  of  1887,  which  materially 
modified  the  previous  law. 

The  law  of  1887  provides  in  its  first  section  that  “  ten  hours’  labor, 
to  be  performed  within  twelve  consecutive  hours,  with  reasonable 
time  for  meals,  shall  constitute  a  day’s  labor  in  the  operation  of  all 
street  surface  and  elevated  railroads  owned  or  operated  by  corpora¬ 
tions  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  whose  main  line  of 
travel  or  whose  routes  lie  principally  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
cities  of  more  than  100,000  inhabitants,  whatever  motive  power  may  be 
used  in  the  operation  of  such  railroads.” 

Section  two  provides,  that  “  it  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  officer 
or  agent  of  any  such  corporation  to  exact  from  any  of  its  employees 
more  than  ten  hours  labor,  the  same  to  be  performed  within  twelve 
consecutive  hours,  with  not  less  than  one-half  hour  for  dinner,  con¬ 
stituting  a  day.  provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  accident  or  unavoid¬ 
able  delay  extra  labor  may  be  permitted  for  extra  compensation.” 

The  third  section  provides,  “  this  act  shall  not  affect  contracts  now 
in  force,  nor  apply  to  existing  corporations  whose  charters  are  not 
subject  to  alteration,  modification  or  repeal.” 

Inasmuch  as  the  renewal  of  the  agreement  hereinbefore  mentioned 
was  made  on  the  3d  day  of  February,  1888,  the  law  last  quoted  was  in 
force  at  the  time  of  such  renewal.  Whether  or  not  the  railroad  com¬ 
pany  and  the  employees  had  the  right  to  make  such  an  agreement, 
providing  for  twelve  hours’  work,  is  a  question  that  need  not  here  be 
decided,  as  it  is  not  material  to  the  issue. 

The  Board  finds  the  fact  to  be  that  the  employees  voluntarily  waived 
any  rights  that  they  might  have  under  the  law  to  have  their  hours  of 
labor  restricted  to  ten  within  twelve  consecutive  hours,  and  agreed 
to  work  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  day,  the  work  to  be  performed 
within  twelve  consecutive  hours,  with  at  least  twenty  minutes  for 
breakfast,  and  not  less  than  thirty  minutes  for  dinner,  and  twenty- 
five  minutes  for  supper,  under  the  circumstances  mentioned  in  the 
second  article  of  the  agreement  hereinbefore  quoted. 

The  allegation  of  the  complaint,  that  the  company  was  exacting 
over  thirteen  hours  of  labor  from  some  of  their  employees  was  not  sus- 
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tainecl  by  the  testimony.  It  did  appear,  however,  that  the  first  article 
of  the  agreement  had  been  violated  by  the  company  in  that  the 
consecutive  hours  within  which  the  “  trippers  ”  performed  their  day’s 
work  exceeded  twelve.  It  was  shown  that  these  men  actually  worked 
but  ten  hours  a  day,  there  being  an  interval  of  two  or  three  hours  in 
the  middle  of  the  day  within  which  they  did  no  work,  but  from  the 
time  they  went  on  duty  unvil  their  day’s  work  was  completed  the 
time  exceeded  thirteen  hours. 

The  president  of  the  company  insisted  that  these  hours  were  volun¬ 
tarily  agreed  to  by  the  “trippers.”  The  testimony  on  this  subject 
was  somewhat  contradictory,  inasmuch  as  Charles  Essig,  a  bookkeeper 
in  the  employ  of  the  company,  testified  that  he  had  interviewed  a 
number  of  these  “  trippers  ”  and  they  expressed  satisfaction  with  the 
hours  of  labor  then  existing.  On  the  other  hand,  however,  it 
appeared  that  a  protest  had  been  made  through  their  authorized 
agent,  Mr.  Magee,  accompanied  by  an  employee  representing  the 
drivers  and  conductors,  to  the  effect  that  the  “  trippers  ”  were  dis¬ 
satisfied  with  these  hours  and  requested  a  readjustment  of  the  time¬ 
table  so  that  their  work  should  be  concluded  within  the  twelve 
consecutive  hours  in  accordance  with  their  understanding  of  the  first 
article  of  the  agreement  hereinbefore  quoted. 

At  the  hearing  the  president  informed  the  Board  that  a  new  time¬ 
table  had  been  adopted  changing  the  hours  of  labor,  for  the  reason 
that  the  trips  to  which  objection  had  been  raised  by  the  employees  had 
been  unprofitable  and  that,  therefore,  the  cars  making  these  trips  had 
been  withdrawn  by  him.  It  appears,  therefore,  that  this  cause  of 
grievance  no  longer  exists. 

It  furthermore  appeared  from  testimony  at  the  hearing  that  certain 
drivers  and  conductors  were  kept  on  duty  twelve  consecutive  hours, 
with  but  twenty  minutes  for  dinner.  This  was  a  source  of  complaint, 
and  appears  to  the  Board  to  be  in  contravention  of  the  second  article 
of  the  agreement  hereinbefore  mentioned,  wherein  it  is  stated  that 
the  men  shall  have  not  less  than  thirty  minutes  for  dinner  and  twenty- 
five  minutes  for  supper  under  the  conditions  therein  mentioned. 

The  Board  has  no  power  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  agree¬ 
ment  either  upon  the  part  of  the  employees  or  of  the  railroad  com¬ 
pany,  but  it  is  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  if  such  an  agreement  is 
voluntarily  entered  into  between  the  respective  parties  it  ought  to  be 
scrupulously  kept  by  each.  It  appears  to  the  Board  that  such  has 
not  been  the  fact  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  company  with  regard  to 
the  two  matters  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Conclusions. 

The  Board  finds  that  the  agreement  between  the  employees  and  the 
railroad  company  of  February  3,  1888,  was  disregarded  by  the 
railroad  company: 

First  —  In  that  the  consecutive  hours  within  which  certain  “trip¬ 
pers”  performed  their  work  exceeded  twelve. 

Second  —  That  the  time  allowed  by  the  company  for  dinner  to  cer¬ 
tain  drivers  and  conductors  was  not  as  long  as  provided  for  in  the 
second  article  of  the  agreement. 

Third  —  The  Board  notifies  the  railroad  company  that  section  2,  of 
chapter  529,  of  the  Laws  of  1887,  provides  as  follows,  to  wit:  “It  shall 
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be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  officer  or  agent  of  any  such  corporation 
(i.  e.,  street  surface  railroad  company  in  cities  of  more  than  100,000 
inhabitants)  to  exact  from  any  of  its  employees  more  than  ten  hours’ 
labor,  the  same  to  be  performed  within  twelve  consecutive  hours, 
with  not  less  than  one-half  hour  for  dinner,  constituting  a  day,  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  in  cases  of  accident  or  unavoidable  delay  extra 
labor  may  be  permitted  for  extra  compensation.” 

Fourth — Should  the  hours  of  labor  established  by  the  above  law  be 
modified  by  the  mutual  consent  of  the  employees  and  authorities  of 
the  Forty-second  Street  Bailway  Company,  and  the  ground  taken  that 
such  modification  is  not  a  violation  of  the  law  for  the  reason  that  a 
voluntary  agreement  to  work  additional  hours  relieves  the  authori¬ 
ties  from  the  charge  of  exacting  such  additional  hours  of  labor,  the 
Board  recommends  that  such  agreement  be  scrupulously  adhered  to 
both  by  the  railway  company  as  well  as  the  employees.

XXXI. 

A.  B.  Cottrell  et  al.  v.  The  Lackawanna  and  Pittsburgh  Railroad 

Company. 

July  5,  1888. 

This  was  a  numerously  signed  petition,  alleging  that  the  railroad  of 
the  above  company  passed  through  considerable  pasture  land,  where 
live  stock  of  various  kinds  was  kept,  and  the  company  entirely  failed 
and  neglected  to  keep  their  fences  in  repair,  and  failed  to  comply  with 
the  statute  in  that  particular. 

It  was  not  until  after  repeated  requests  for  reply  and  another  copy 
of  the  complaint  had  been  forwarded  to  the  receiver,  George  D. 
Chapman,  that  on  June  15th,  or  nearly  two  months  after  the  date  of 
the  complaint  that  answer  was  received,  and  then  the  answer  was 
that  the  receiver  would  “  endeavor  to  put  the  fencing  upon  the  line 
of  road  in  as  good  condition  as  the  funds  in  his  hands  would  permit.” 

To  this  the  Board  made  reply  “  that  unless  assurances  were  given 
by  him  (the  receiver)  that  the  fences  along  the  line  of  the  Lackawanna 
and  Pittsburgh  railroad  would  be,  in  fact,  reconstructed  so  as  to 
assure  the  safe  operation  of  the  road,  the  Board  would  be  obliged 
to  report  the  matter  to  the  Attorney-General  with  a  recommendation 
that  action  be  taken  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the  road  until  it  was 
in  a  condition  to  be  operated  safely.” 

The  receiver,  Mr.  George  D.  Chapman,  made  to  this  communication 
the  following  reply: 

New  York,  June  28,  1888. 

Wm.  C.  Hudson,  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  Albany ,  N.  ¥ 

Dear  Sir —  *  *  *  *  I  instructed  my  superintendent  to  give 

the  fences  along  the  line  of  road  his  personal  attention,  and  that,  as  far  as 
it  is  possible,  to  repair,  and,  if  necessary,  rebuild. 
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Your  Honorable  Board  of  Commissioners  are  thoroughly  familiar,  from 
the  reports  of  the  earnings  as  forwarded  to  you,  with  the  condition  of  the 
Lackawanna  and  Pittsburgh  property,  and  of  its  ability  to  renew,  rebuild 
or  reinstate  any  of  its  structures.  It  has  only  been  by  the  most  assiduous 
personal  efforts  and  large  advances  of  money  that  I  have  been  able  to  keep 
the  road  open.  It  has  never  been  able  to  earn  its  operating  expenses, 
although,  as  you  will  notice,  they  are  far  below  any  road  of  similar  length 
in  the  State,  or  even  in  the  county. 

The  road,  however,  is  in  the  hands  of  a  reorganization  committee  who 
•  are  endeavoring  to  bring  out  through  a  plan  of  reorganization,  which  has 
been  submitted  to  the  holders  of  the  road,  such  relief  as  will  enable  who¬ 
ever  may  become  the  owners  of  the  property  to  place  it  in  lirst-class  con¬ 
dition,  and  extend  its  lines  to  reach  the  business  that  will  insure  its  safety 
in  the  future.  While  this  is  being  done,  I  most  earnestly  beg  the  patient 
consideration  of  your  Board  for  any  short  comings  provided  the  safety  of 
the  traveling  public  is  not  jeopardized  in  so  doing;  trusting,  however, 
that  you  will  rely  upon  my  earnest  efforts  to  carry  out  your  directions  and 
wishes  in  the  premises.

The  Board  replied  as  follows: 

“  The  Board  understands  the  financial  embarrassments  under  which  the 
Lackawanna  and  Pittsburgh  labors.  But  as  the  maintenance  of  fences  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  safe  operation  of  the  road,  the  Board  must 
insist  upon  the  fences  being  maintained. 

“The  Board  accepts  your  letter  of  June  28th,  however,  as  an  assurance 
that  the  fences  will  be  rebuilt  and  repaired  without  delay  to  the  extent  of 
preventing  cattle  from  straying  on  the  track  and  thus  imperiling  the 
safety  of  travel. 

“The  Board,  therefore,  suspends  for  the  present,  any  further  action  in 
turning  the  matter  over  to  the  Attorney-General.” 

The  receiver  replied  on  July  5th,  that  he  had  instructed  that  the 
fences  be  kept  up  in  as  good  condition  as  the  circumstances  will 
admit,  and,  at  least,  so  as  to  prevent  any  damage  to  the  traveling 
public, 

No  further  complaint  having  been  received  the  Board  assumes  the 
promises  to  have  been  performed. 


XXXII. 

George  F.  Roesch  v.  The  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Railroad 

Company. 

September  8, 1888. 

The  Hon.  George  F.  Roesch,  a  Member  of  the  Assembly  of  1888, 
complained  to  the  Board  that,  in  an  endeavor  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  a  special  committee  of  the  Legislature,  to  lie  held  at  Sala¬ 
manca,  he  went  to  the  ticket  office  of  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and 
Western  Railroad  Company  and  inquired  if  he  could  get  to  Salamanca 
that  night,  that  is  to  say  August  the  19th,  he  received  an  affirmative 
answer.  That  he  then  purchased  a  ticket  which  read  “  Buffalo 
So-AVestern  Branch  N.  Y.,  L.  E.  and  W.  R.  R.,  Buffalo  to  Salamanca,” 
and  was  further  told  the  train  would  leave  Buffalo  -at  5.3  p.  m.  On 
the  train  his  ticket  was  punched  by  the  conductor  and  he  was  informed 
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that  he  must  change  cars  at  Dayton.  At  that  point  the  brakeman 
called  out  to  change  cars  for  Salamanca.  Alighting  he  was  informed 
that  there  was  no  train  for  Salamanca  on  that  day,  Sunday,  and  as  a 
consequence  he  was  detained  from  official  business.  He  was  further 
informed  that  similar  occurrences  were  frequent. 

The  company  replied  that  upon  inquiry  they  had  been  unable  to 
ascertain  any  one  who  had  recollection  of  the  facts  upon  which 
Mr.  Boesch  bases  his  complaint;  that  the  complainant  had  faiLed  to 
state  at  which  of  the  company’s  offices  in  Buffalo  he  had  purchased 
his  ticket.  If  such  misinformation  was  given  it  was  not  done  so  wil  - 
fully  and  must  have  occurred  in  the  hurry  of  selling  tickets.  They 
regretted  that  the  complainant  should  have  been  subjected  to 
inconvenience  and  delay. 


XXXIII. 

Village  of  Oneida  v.  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Bail- 

road  Company. 

April  12,  1888. 

The  village  of  Oneida  complained  that  during  business,  to  the  great 
inconvenience  and  delay  of  foot  passengers,  the  company  complained 
of  was  continually  using  their  tracks  crossing  James  street,  the  most 
important  street  in  the  village,  for  the  purpose  of  shifting  and  mak¬ 
ing  up  their  trains. 

The  company  admitted  that  the  situation  at  Oneida  was  substantially 
as  stated  in  the  complaint  ;  that  the  switches  had  been  put  in  as  they 
were  then,  to  accommodate  the  manufacturers  there  and  at  their 
request  ;  that  directions  had  been  given  that  most  of  the  switching 
must  be  done  at  the  other  end  of  the  yard  until  satisfactory  changes 
could  be  effected. 

This  having  been  done  the  village  authorities  expressed  satisfaction. 


XXXIV. 

C.  and  N.  D.  Lawton  v.  The  New  Bochelle  Street  Horse  Car 

Bailroad  Company. 

April  16,  1888. 

This  complaint  was  that  the  above-named  company  had  about  a 
year  prior  to  April  5th,  obtained  permission  from  the  complainants  to 
construct,  operate  and  maintain  a  single  track  horse  car  railroad  over 
the  land  belonging  to  the  complainants.  The  road  was  constructed 
and  operated  for  about  six  weeks  during  the  autumn  of  1887,  but 
when  the  first  snow  fell  it  had  ceased  operation,  and  on  the  first  of 
April,  1888,  had  not  since  been  operated. 

The  reply  of  the  company  was  (April  13,  1888)  that  the  road  was 
then  operating  and  would  continue  to  operate,  and  that  the  reasons 
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for  the  previous  suspension  was  that  the  road  was  uncompleted,  and 
by.  proceedings  then  nearly-  consummated,  designed  to  cause  the 
exchange  by  the  stockholders  of  the  New  Rochelle  Street  Railroad 
Company  of  their  stock  for  the  New  Rochelle  and  Pelham  Railway 
Company’s  stock,  under  the  statute. 

When  the  answer  was  transmitted  to  the  complainants,  they  replied 
they  would  not  press  the  complaint  further. 


XXXY. 

Residents  of  Lockwood,  Tioga  County,  N.  Y.,  v.  The  Geneva,  Ithaca 

and  Sayre  Railroad  Company. 

February  15,  1888. 

Twenty-nine  residents  of  the  village  of  Lockwood,  Tioga  county, 
in  this  State,  of  whom  it  is  alleged  seven  are  non-residents 
and  one  a  minor,  complain  by  petition  that  the  passage  to  and 
from  the  waiting-room  and  ticket  office  of  the  depot  of  the  Geneva, 
Ithaca  and  Sayre  Railroad  Company  in  that  village,  is  so  often 
obstructed  by  the  accumulation  of  freight  on  the  platforms  as  to  be 
dangerous,  and  that  this  is  a  result  of  removing  the  platform  on  the 
rear  of  the  building  by  which  formerly  access  to  the  waiting-room 
was  had. 

For  answer  the  company  asked  the  Board  to  call  for  a  report  from 
its  inspector  who  had,  but  a  short  time  before,  inspected  the  road. 
It,  however,  admitted  the  justice  of  the  complaint  in  the  following 
words:  “It  may  be  necessary  to  remove  the  station  to  a  different 
point  in  order  that  the  evil  complained  of  may  be  corrected.  After 
further  examining  it,  Mr.  Stevenson  (the  general  superintendent)  will 
come  to  some  conclusion  for  remedying  it.” 

An  examination  of  the  station  and  its  surroundings  was  sub¬ 
sequently  ordered  and  made,  and  the  following  facts  elicited:  About 
four  years  ago  a  new  frame  passenger  and  freight  depot  combined 
was  erected  upon  the  site  of  the  old  depot  building,  which  was  sur¬ 
rounded  on  all  sides  by  a  substantial  platform.  The  platform  of  the 
north  end  of  the  structure  touches  the  line  of  the  highway,  running 
at  right  angles  with  the  tracks,  indeed  it  is  claimed  encroaches  upon 
it,  and  in  this  north  end  is  situated  the  freight  room.  The  'waiting- 
room  is  in  the  south  end,  and  there  is  no  approach  to  that  end  except 
by  the  highway  spoken  of  above.  On  the  west  are  the  railroad  tracks. 
On  the  east  there  is  a  vacant  lot,  through  which,  until  a  short  time 
ago,  direct  access  to  the  waiting-room  was  had.  The  company,  how¬ 
ever,  has  removed  the  platform  on  the  east  side  and  built  a  post  and 
board  fence,  where  the  platform  stood,  so  that  passengers  can  gain 
access  to  the  waiting-room  only  by  the  use  of  the  platform  in  front  of 
the  freight  room  and  on  the  side  of  the  depot  adjoining  the  tracks. 
The  vacant  lot  thus  fenced  off  is  owned  by  Mr.  A.  T.  Andre,  and  the 
company  alleges  that  the  removal  of  the  platform,  which  was  upon  his 
land,  was  in  consequence  of  his  demand  that  it  be  so  removed,  and 
that  this  demand  was  due  to  the  withholding  of  an  annual  pass  from 
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him.  That  there  is  a  controversy  between  Mr.  Andre  and  the  com¬ 
pany  is  apparent,  and  it  is  but  fair  to  say  that  Mr.  Andre  alleges  that 
he  had  an  interest  in  the  old  depot  building  removed  by  the  company, 
for  which  no  allowance  was  made  him.  It  is  admitted  on  both  sides 
that  a  money  consideration  for  the  use  of  the  vacant  lot  was  agreed 
upon,  but  as  the  statements  as  to  which  side  receded  from  the  agree¬ 
ment  flatly  contradict  each  other,  it  is  impossible  for  the  Board  to 
determine  where  the  blame  lies  in  depriving  those  using  the  depot 
from  the  safe  and  natural  passage  to  the  waiting-room.  There  is  also 
a  conflict  of  statement  as  to  the  encumbrancing  of  the  platform 
As  to  this,  however,  it  is  apparent  freight  can  not  be  received  and 
despatched  without  encumbrancing  the  platform  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent  and  especially  at  a  time  when  the  depot  is  necessarily 
the  most  used.  Plausibility  remains  with  the  statement  of  the 
complainants. 

Subsequent  to  the  examination  of  the  depot,  Mr.  Andre,  who  had 
not  appeared  before  the  Board  as  a  complainant,  addressed  a  com¬ 
munication  to  it,  in  which  he  declares  his  willingness  to  dispose  of 
the  land  now  fenced  off  adjoining  the  depot  on  tlie  east  at  one-half 
its  value,  and  sell  it  at  such  price  as  had  been  paid  for  lands  on  the 
other  side  of  the  track.  A  copy  of  this  communication  was  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  president  of  the  Geneva,  Ithaca  and  Sayre  Bailroad 
Company,  in  the  hope  that  the  company  would  accept  the  offer,  and 
the  evils  complained  of  remedied  without  further  difficulty.  The 
company,  apparently  assuming  that  the  transmission  of  a  copy  of  that 
communication  is  an  attempt  upon  the  part  of  the  Board  to  adjust  the 
matters  in  controversy  between  Mr.  Andre  and  the  company,  declined 
to  entertain  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Andre,  because,  as  it  alleged,  that 
gentleman  having  appealed  to  the  courts,  it  desired  to  await  the 
result  of  such  appeal.  With  the  controversy  between  Mr.  Andre 
and  the  company  the  Board  has  nothing  to  do.  The  former  is  not 
a  complainant  in  the  case  and  enters  it  only  by  addressing  a  com¬ 
munication  to  the  Board,  which  seems  to  suggest  a  wTay  out  of  the 
difficulty. 

The  company  having  admitted  that  evils  do  exist  and  that,  there¬ 
fore,  the  complainant  is  justified,  the  question  is  narrowed  to  a  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  remedy  to  be  applied.  The  possession  of  the  vacant 
lot  and  the  restoration  of  the  means  of  access  to  the  waiting-room  and 
ticket  office  by  the  rear  would  be  the  complete  remedy  for  all  the 
evils  complained  of,  but,  inasmuch  as  the  company  declines  to  adopt 
the  obvious  means  of  remedy,  while  litigation  involving  the  question 
of  the  possession  of  the  necessary  land  is  pending,  the  Board,  as  a 
means  of  obtaining  immediate  relief,  makes  the  following  recommen¬ 
dation  : 

That  a  passage  be  opened  from  the  platform  on  the  north  end, 
along  the  east  side  of  the  depot  building  inside  the  freight  room  and 
ticket  office  to  the  waiting-room,  four  feet  wide.

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To  the  above  the  company  replied  denying  that  a  money  considera¬ 
tion  for  the  use  of  the  vacant,  lot  was  agreed  upon,  that  any  evils 
-existed  or  that  the  complaint  was  justified,  and  declaring  that  the 
remedy  suggested  would  practically  destroy  the  value  of  the  station. 


XXXYI. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  Mark  Babcock,  of  Dresden,  Yates 

County,  v.  The  Fall  Brook  Coal  Company,  Lessee  of  the  Syracuse, 

Geneva  and  Corning  Railroad. 

February  29, 1888. 

A  complaint  was  received  from  Mark  Babcock,  dated  October  22, 1887. 
It  was  transmitted  to  the  railroad  and  an  answer  received,  dated 
November  21, 1887.  Nothing  wras  heard  from  Mr.  Babcock  in  response 
to  the  answer  of  the  railroad  until  January  20, 1888;  a  communication 
was  then  received  saying  such  answer  was  unsatisfactory  and 
requesting  a  public  hearing.  Such  hearing  was  held  at  Albany 
on  February  8th.  Mr.  Babcock  represented  himself;  the  railroad 
company  was  represented  by  Daniel  Beach,  Esq.,  counsel. 

The  substantial  facts  as  elicited  are  as  follows: 

Dresden  is  a  place  on  Seneca  lake,  about  six  miles  from  Penn  Yan, 
connected  therewith  by  a  short  branch  of  the  Syracuse,  Geneva  and 
Corning  railroad,  leased  by  the  Fall  Brook  Coal  Company.  Mr.  Babcock 
desires  cars  to  be  furnished  him  on  the  side  tracks  of  the  company 
at  Dresden  (where  he  has  a  coal  yard),  which  he  can  load  with  coal 
from  wagons.  The  cars  he  wishes  hauled  to  Penn  Yan  and  there  left 
either  on  the  side  tracks  of  the  company,  or  upon  those  of  some  par¬ 
ties  with  whom  he  can  make  a  satisfactory  arrangement,  long  enough 
to  permit  him  to  unload  them  with  wagons  and  deliver  the  coal  to 
the  respective  purchasers.  He  claims  that  a  day  at  Dresden  and  one 
at  Penn  Yan  will  allow  him  sufficient  time. 

He  complains,  first,  that  the  company  will  not  furnish  him  cars 
when  he  desires  them,  as  it  is  their  duty  to  do  as  common  carriers, 
and,  second,  that  the  rate  charged  of  eighty  cents  per  ton  is  too  high. 
The  entire  number  of  transactions  was  three  car  loads  —  one  at  fifty 
cents  per  ton  and  two  at  eighty  cents. 

The  company  objects  to  further  furnishing  Mr.  Babcock  with  cars 
to  do  his  coal  business  in  this  manner,  upon  the  ground  that  it  is  an 
unusual  method  of  doing  such  business;  that  it  is  inconvenient  to  the 
company  to  furnish  coal  cars  for  such  a  small  and  irregular  business 
as  that  done  by  Mr.  Babcock;  that  the  regular  method  of  transport¬ 
ing  coal  to  Penn  Yan  is  over  the  route  of  the  defendant’s  road  from 
Corning  to  Penn  Yan;  that  it  is  willing  to  furnish  Mr.  Babcock  every 
facility  that  it  furnishes  any  other  dealer  at  Penn  Yan,  provided  he 
will  get  his  coal  in  the  usual  manner,  instead  of  taking  it  by  lake  to 
within  seven  miles  of  the  point  he  wants  to  reach;  that,  furthermore, 
the  railroad  has  no  scales  at  either  Dresden  or  Penn  Yan  and  is, 
therefore,  obliged  to  accept  Mr.  Babcock’s  weights.  The  railroad  also 
alleges  that  even  eighty  cents  per  ton  is  not  at  all  adequate  compen- 
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sation  as  compared  with  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  net  ton  from 
Corning  to  Penn  Yan. 

The  specific  statutory  duty  imposed  upon  railroads  with  regard  to 
furnishing  cars  for  the  transportation  of  property  is  found  in  section 
thirty-six  of  the  General  Railroad  Act  (chapter  140,  Laws  of  1850,  as 
amended  by  chapter  49,  Laws  of  1867),  and  is  as  follows: 

“  Every  such  corporation  shall  start  and  run  their  cars  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  passengers  and  property,  at  regular  times,  to  be  fixed  by 
public  notice,  and  shall  furnish  sufficient  accommodations  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  all  such  passengers  and  property  as  shall  within  a  reasonable 
time  previous  thereto  be  offered  for  transportation  at  the  place  of  starting, 
and  at  the  junctions  of  other  railroads,  and  at  the  usual  stopping  places 
established  for  receiving  and  discharging  wav  passengers  and  freights 
for  that  train ;  and  shall  take,  transport  and  discharge'  such  passengers 
and  property  at  and  from  and  to  such  places  on  the  due  payment  of  the 
fare  or  freight  legally  authorized  therefor.  No  preference  for  the  trans¬ 
action  of  business  shall  be  granted  by  said  railroad  corporation  to  any  one 
of  two  or  more  companies  or  associations  competing  in  the  business  of 
transporting  property  for  themselves  or  for  others,  upon  the  railroads 
owned  or  operated  by  such  corporation,  either  upon  the  cars,  or  in  the 
depots  or  buildings,  or  upon  the  grounds  of  such  corporation ;  *  *  * 

every  railroad  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  the  party  aggrieved  in  an 
action  for  damages  for  any  neglect  or  refusal  in  the  premises.”  *  *  *  _ 

The  common  law  duty  imposed  upon  common  carriers  with  regard 
to  accepting  goods  is  thus  stated  in  Story  on  Bailments,  Qth  ed., 
section  508: 

“  One  of  the  duties  and  obligations  of  a  common  carrier  is  to  receive  and 
carry  all  goods  offered  for  transportation  by  any  persons  whatsoever  upon 
receiving  a  suitable  hire ;  *  *  *  if  he  will  not  carry  goods  for  a  reason¬ 
able  compensation,  upon  a  tender  of  it  and  a  refusabof  the  goods  he  will 
be  liable  to  an  action,  unless  there  is  a  reasonable  ground  for  the  refusal. 

*  *  *  If  a  carrier  refuses  to  take  charge  of  goods  because  his  coach 
is  full,  *  *  *  or  because  the  goods  are  not  of  a  sort  which  he  is 
accustomed  to  carry,  *  *  *  (citing  Johnson  v.  Midland  R’y,  4  Excq.) 
it  will  be  a  sufficient  legal  defense  to  a  suit  for  the  non-carriage  of  tne 
goods.” 

The  defendant  insists  that  it  is  not  obliged  to  furnish  cars  under 
the  statute  in  the  manner  desired  by  Mr.  Babcock,  for  the  reason  that 
it  is  not  the  usual  method  of  doing  such  business  ;  that  it  is  not  under 
any  common  law  obligation  to  do  so,  and  quotes  Johnson  v.  Midland 
Railway,  as  sustaining  its  position  ;  for  the  reason  that  in  that  case 
the  court  decided  that  if  the  railroad  company  did  not  profess  to  carry 
coal  from  or  to  certain  places,  and  did  not  possess  the  conveniences 
(i.  e cars,  etc.),  it  was  not  under  obligations  to  do  so. 

The  case  is  not  parallel  with  the  one  in  point  for  several  reasons, 
but  notably  because  the  defendant  has  the  cars  and  facilities  in  this  case 
necessary  to  do  the  business,  aud  has  in  fact  done  it. 

The  Board  fails  to  see  how  the  railroad  can  justify  its  refusal  to  fur¬ 
nish  Babcock  cars  at  Dresden  for  his  coal  because  it  would  be  more 
convenient  and  profitable  to  the  road  to  haul  Babcock’s  coal  over  the 
whole  line  from  Corning.  This  would  be  equivalent  to  requiring  all 
customers  to  ship  by  the  longest  instead  of  the  shortest  route.  If  Bab¬ 
cock  can  get  his  coal  to  Dresden  at  such  prices  and  rates  of  freight 
as  to  make  it  profitable  to  him  to  rehandle  and  reship  it  over  the 
defendant’s  road  to  Penn  Yan,  that  is  his  business,  and  surely  the 
railroad  can  not  be  justified  in  forbidding  him  doing  it. 
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If  Mr.  Babcock  had  a  car  load  of  potatoes  to  ship  from  Dresden  to 
Penn  Yan  the  railroad  could  unquestionably  be  compelled  to  furnish 
him  a  car  on  its  side  tracks  at  Dresden  in  which  to  load  them  and  a 
place  at  Penn  Yan  at  which  to  unload  them  within  a  reasonable  time. 
The  Board  fails  to  see  any  difference  in  principle  between  the  obliga¬ 
tion  to  furnish  the  complainant  a  car  for  his  coal  or  to  furnish  him 
one  for  his  potatoes. 

The  price  is,  under  the  law^  a  matter  for  the  railroad  conrpany  to 
determine,  provided  that  it  be  I'easonable.  (Nelson  v.  Hud.  Biv.  B.  B. 
Co.,  48  N.  Y.,  p.  98.) 

Such  price  has  been  heretofore  fifty  cents  per  ton  for  the  first 
transaction  and  eighty  cents  for  the  two  last. 

Becommendation. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  Pall  Brook  Coal  Company  furnish 
Mark  Babcock  with  cars  necessary  to  transport  his  coal  from  Dresden 
to  Penn  Yan.

The  Pall  Brook  Coal  Company  made  application  for  a  modification 
of  the  above  decision,  which  ajiplication  led,  on  April  11,  to  the 
determination  following: 

The  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners  has  carefully  considered  the 
argument  of  Daniel  Beach,  Esq.,  counsel  for  the  Fall  Brook  Coal 
Company  in  the  above  matter,  and  can  see  no  reason  for  a  modifica¬ 
tion  of  its  decision  therein  further  than  hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  company  requests  dismissal  of  the  case  on  various  grounds, 
but,  in  the  event  of  the  Board  declining  to  take  such  action,  requests 
that  the  decision  may  be  modified  by  adding  to  the  end  thereof  the 
words,  “provided  that  Babcock  shall  furnish  at  Penn  Yan  proper  and 
reasonable  room  and  facilities  for  the  prompt  unloading  of  the  cars.” 
To  this  request  the  Board  has  no  objection  to  conforming.  Mr.  Bab¬ 
cock  at  the  hearing  asserted  that  he  had  made  such  arrangements 
and  it  would,  therefore,  appear  that  he  can  suffer  no  hardship  by  such 
a  requirement. 


XXXVII. 

In  the  matter  of  the  second  complaint  of  Mark  Babcock  v.  The  Fall 

Brook  Coal  Company. 

May  1,  1888. 

This  complaint,  dated  March  30,  1888,  was  lodged  with  the  Board. 
It  states  in  substance  that  the  complainant  applied  to  the  Fall 
Brook  Coal  Company  through  its  agent,  Mr.  B.  F.  Paddock,  at  Dres¬ 
den,  on  the  19th  of  March,  1888,  for  rates  on  car  load  lots  of  coal  to 
be  shipped  from  Corning  to  Penn  Yan.  That  the  company  desired  to 
know  how  the  shipper  proposed  to  discharge  the  cargo  at  Penn  Y"an, 
and  upon  being  told  that  lie  wanted  the  same  rights  as  other  shippers 
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had,  namely,  a  reasonable  time  within  which  to  unload  any  coal, 
replied  that  the  company  was  not  yet  ready  to  give  rates. 

The  complainant  further  alleges  that  he  is  informed  and  believes 
that  the  said  company  only  charges  some  parties  in  Penn  Yan  seventy- 
five  cents  per  gross  ton  for  shipments  of  coal  by  car  load  lots  from 
Corning  to  Penn  Yan  via  Dresden.  That  he  has  been  unable  to  obtain 
any  rates,  although  eleven  days  elapsed  between  his  application  and 
complaint.  Furthermore,  that  the  complainant  ashed  for  rates  from 
Dresden  to  Penn  Yan,  but  the  same  reply  as  that  above  set  forth  was 
returned  to  him. 

The  railroad  company  in  its  answer,  through  Daniel  Beach,  Esq., 
general  counsel,  denies  that  “  its  business  is  that  of  transporting  coal 
from  place  to  place,  except  that  it  transports  coal  brought  from  the 
initial  or  starting  point  of  shipment  to  its  line  on  which  it  carries  the 
coal  to  destination  on  its  line  as  consigned,  or  to  connecting  lines  of 
railroad,  aiid  in  that  way  only  does  it  transport  -coal  from  Corning  to 
Penn  Yan,  but  it  does  not  transport  to  Penn  Yan  coal  from  points  on 
the  railways  used  and  operated  by  it.” 

The  railroad  company  further  admits  that  Babcock  has  applied  to 
station  agents  for  rates  on  coal  from  Corning  to  Penn  Yan,  also  from 
Dresden  to  Penn  Yan,  and  that  in  answer  to  said  application  Babcock 
was  asked  what  he  proposed  to  do  with  the  coal  when  it  should  reach 
Penn  Yan.  To  this  question  the  company  states  that  Babcock  replied 
that  “  he  would  unload  it  from  cars  to  wagons  in  part,  and  throw  it 
out  of  cars  on  planks  in  part.”  To  this  reply  he  was  told  that  the 
company  was  not  prepared  to  make  rates  under  such  circumstances, 
and  that  the  company  had  no  room  to  store  his  coal  either  on  planks 
or  in  cars  on  its  grounds. 

Defendant  further  refers  the  Board  to  the  communications  and 
arguments  submitted  to  it  by  counsel  in  the  matter  of  the  former 
complaint  by  Babcock  against  defendant,  with  the  request  that  the 
said  communications  and  arguments  shall  be  received  and  considered 
by  the  Board  as  further  answer  to  Babcock  in  this  case,  especially 
and  particularly  the  portions  thereof  relative  to  the  discharge  of  coal 
at  Penn  Yan. 

The  determination  of  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  the  first  complaint 
of  Babcock  v.  The  Fall  Brook  Coal  Company  was,  that  “the  Fall 
Brook  Coal  Company  furnish  Mark  Babcock  with  cars  necessary  to 
transport  his  coal  from  Dresden  to  Penn  Yan.”  This  determination 
was  modified  at  the  request  of  the  railroad  company,  to  the  extent  of 
adding  the  following  words  thereto,  to  wit:  “Provided  that  Babcock 
shall  furnish  at  Penn  Yan  proper  and  reasonable  room  and  facilities 
for  the  prompt  unloading  of  the  cars.” 

Since  the  receipt  of  the  second  complaint  a  personal  inspection  of 
the  premises  at  Dresden  and  Penn  Yan  has  been  made  by 
Commissioner  Rickard. 

Inasmuch  as  the  facts  and  circumstances  leading  to  the  second 
complaint  are  substantially  similar  to  those  leading  to  the  first,  the 
Board  sees  no  reason  why  its  determination  should  not  be  the  same 
in  the  second  case  as  in  the  first-  It  does  not  deem  it  necessary  to 
repeat  the  reasons  for  its  decision  in  the  first  case,  but  refers  to  the 
principles  enunciated  therein  as  applicable  to  the  second. 
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Recommendation. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  Fall  Brook  Coal  Company  furnish 
Mark  Babcock  with  cars  necessary  to  transport  his  coal  from  Corning 
to  Penn  Yan  and  from  Dresden  to  Penn  Yan,  and  reasonable  rates 
for  such  transportation,  provided  that  Mr.  Babcock  shall  furnish  at 
Penn  Yan  proper  and  reasonable  room  and  facilities  for  the  prompt 
unloading  of  the  cars.

APPLICATIONS  FOR  INCREASE  OF  CAPITAL  STOCK. 


i. 

Application  of  the  Rochester  Electric  Railway  Company,  for  increase 
of  its  capital  stock  from  $75,000  to  $200,000. 

December  6, 1887. 

This  application  having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  law  and  all  of  the  proceedings  taken  in  accordance  thereto, 
hearing  was  had  before  the  Board  on  December  6,  1887,  Mr.  J.  B. 
Perkins  appearing  for  the  railroad. 

It  appears  that  the  Rochester  Electric  Railway  Company  was  organ¬ 
ized  in  July,  1887;  that  its  capital  stock  was  $75,000,  and  the  length 
of  the  road  wTas  stated  to  be  six  miles,  viz. :  from  the  intersection  of 
Genesee  street  to  the  north  line  of  the  city  of  Rochester;  that  the 
petitioner  amended  its  articles  so  as  to  provide  for  the  construction 
of  its  line  from  the  north  line  of  the  city  of  Rochester  to  the  shore  of 
Lake  Ontario,  in  the  village  of  Charlotte.  It  appearing  that  the  sum 
of  $75,000  was  insufficient  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the 
new  line,  and  that  $200,000  was  probably  a  fair  sum  for  such  purpose, 
the  Board  hereby  grants  the  application.

Ln  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Warren,*  Sugar  Grove  and 
Mayville  Railroad  Company  for  permission  to  increase  its  capital 
stock  from  $75,000  to  $625,000. 

January  18, 1888. 

An  application  from  George  P.  Orr,  president  of  the  Warren,  Sugar 
Grove  and  Mayville  Railroad  Company  was  duly  made  to  this  Board. 
It  appears  from  the  papers  submitted  that  the  requirements  of  section 
9  of  the  General  Law  with  regard  to  publication  of  the  notice  of  the 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  and  their  approval,  have  been  duly  con¬ 
formed  to.  The  formal  petition  was  dated  the  7th  day  of  November, 

1887.  The  meeting  of  the  stockholders  was  held  on  the  9th  of  January, 

1888.  A  hearing  was  set  down  by  the  Board  for  the  18th  of  January, 
at  which  the  company  was  represented  by  G.  N.  Frazine,  counsel  to  the 
corporation.

Applications  for  Increase  of  Capital  Stock. 


The  railroad  under  consideration  proposes  to  run  from  Sugar  Grove, 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  to  Mayville,  in  the  county  of  Chautauqua, 
State  of  New  York,  a  distance  estimated  in  the  original  petition  at 
twenty-live  miles,  but  stated  by  Mr.  Frazine,  at  the  hearing,  to  be 
about  nineteen.  The  original  stock  of  $75,000  is  found  much  too  small 
to  build  the  road  with  the  proceeds  thereof;  the  corporation,  there¬ 
fore,  desire  that  it  shall  be  increased  to  the  sum  of  $25,000  per  mile, 
or,  at  the  estimated  length  of  twenty-five  miles  of  road,  to  $625,000. 
The  petitioners  also  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  stockholders,  that  it  is  proposed  to  bond  the  road  to  the  extent 
of  $25,000  per  mile,  and  Mr.  Frazine,  at  the  hearing,  informed  the 
Board  that  it  was  the  intention  to  assign  all  the  stock,  and  so  much 
of  the  bonds  as  were  necessary,  to  the  contractors,  who  had  agreed  to 
build  the  road  in  consideration  of  such  stock  and  bonds.  It  may  be 
incidentally  mentioned  that  it  is  proposed  to  c  msolidate  the  road 
with  another  railroad,  known  as  the  Warren  and  Sugar  Grove  Rail¬ 
road  Company,  running  from  the  southern  terminus  of  the  Warren, 
Sugar  Grove  and  Mayville  railroad  to  Warren,  a  distance  of  about  fif¬ 
teen  miles  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  At  the  request  of  the  Board 
an  estimate  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Frazine,  from  the  chief  engineer  of 
the  road,  as  to  the  cost  of  constructing  the  said  Warren,  Sugar  Grove 
and  Mayville  railroad  from  Sugar  Grove  to  Mayville,  which  estimate 
shows  an  aggregate  of  $495,379.85.  The  increase  of  stock  asked  for, 
would  bring  the  total  of  the  stock  to  the  sum  of  $625,000,  with  power 
to  issue  bonds  to  the  same  amount,  making  the  total  securities  of  the 
road  $1,250,000,  whereas  the  estimated  cost  of  constructing  the  same, 
exclusive  of  equipment,  would  be  scunewhat  less  than  $500,000. 

The  Board,  in  its  decisions  heretofore  upon  applications  for  increase 
of  capital  stock,  has  invariably  objected  to  granting  such  permission 
where  the  par  value  of  the  outstanding  stock  and  bonds  was  materi¬ 
ally  in  excess  of  the  actual  cost  of  construction  and  equipment  of  the 
road,  or  where  such  increased  stock  was  not  to  be  disposed  of  at  or 
near  par,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  expended  for  improvements,  bet¬ 
terments  or  extensions.  In  the  case  under  consideration  it  is  quite 
evident  that  a  large  portion  of  the  stock  will  be  issued  without  any 
consideration  in  money.  It  appears  more  than  probable,  from  the 
statement  of  the  counsel,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  wrould  be 
more  than  sufficient  to  build  the  road,  if  negotiated  at  or  near  par, 
and  that  the  stock  would  probably  be  a  bonus  thrown  in. 

There  has  been  a  strong  public  sentiment  for  a  number  of  years 
obtaining  in  this  State,  opposing  the  issue  of  stock  or  bonds  for  sub¬ 
stantially  less  than  par,  in  either  cash,  or  work  actually  performed. 
Bills  have  been  introduced  from  time  to  time  in  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  to  this  effect,  and  a  statute  to  the  same  effect,  the  Board 
understands,  has  actually  been  passed  and  is  now  the  law  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania.  The  Board  does  not  deem  it  necessary,  at  present, 
to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the  evils  resulting  from  watering  stock, 
or  the  issue  of  stock  for  which  no  equivalent  in  money  is  rendered, 
but  refers  to  previous  expressions  in  the  reports,  under  the  head  of 
“Applications  for  Increase  of  Capital  Stock,”  for  an  exposition  of  its 
views  upon  this  subject.  In  view,  therefore,  of  the  great  disparity 
between  the  estimated  cost  of  the  road  and  of  the  proposed  issue  of 
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stock  and  bonds,  the  Board  does  not  feel  that  it  could  consistently 
give  its  sanction  to  such  increase  in  capital  stock. 

While  it  recognizes  the  fact  that  a  new  corporation  can  be  organ¬ 
ized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  that  the  capital  stock  thereof 
can  be  fixed  at  any  amount,  and  thus  the  ends  sought  to  be  achieved 
by  section  9,  evaded,  and  while  there  might  be  some  criticism  upon 
the  Board’s  failing  to  grant  a  permission  to  do  that  which  can  be  done 
in  some  other  tray,  the  Board  feels  that  it  is  not  responsible  for  such 
inconsistencies  in  the  laws,  and  that  it  is  its  duty  to  exercise  such 
restrictions  upon  the  issue  of  stock  in  excess  of  that  necessary  for  the 
cost  of  construction,  as  the  law,  in  section  9  of  the  General  Act,  con¬ 
templates  that  it  should  do. 

Conclusion. 

For  the  above  reasons,  consent  to  increase  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Warren,  Sugar  Grove  and  Mayville  Railroad  Company  from  $75,000 
to  $625,000  is  not  granted.

III. 

In  the  matter,  of  the  application  of  the  Queen  City  Street  Railway 
Company  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  to  increase  its  capital  stock  from 
$100,000  to  $500,000. 

January  25, 1888. 

The  proceedings  required  by  section  9  of  the  General  Act  have  been 
duly  taken  with  regard  to  this  application.  It  appears  from  the  affi¬ 
davit  of  W.  II.  Johnson,  stockholder,  director  and  secretary  of  the 
Buffalo  Queen  City  railroad,  that  this  company  was  organized  on  or 
about  the  5th  day  of  August,  1887,  under  the  act  of  May  6,  1884, 
known  as  the  General  Street  Railroad  Act;  that  the  entire  length  of 
the  proposed  line  of  said  company,  as  provided  in  its  original  articles 
of  incorporation,  was  2.2  miles,  and  that  the  capital  stock  of  the  said 
company  was  fixed  at  the  sum  of  $100,000;  that  subsequently  the  pro¬ 
posed  route  of  said  company  has  been  duly  extended,  at  one  time  a 
distance  of  7|  miles,  and  at  another  time  3.7  miles,  making  the  aggre¬ 
gate  length  of  the  entire  line  upon  which  the  company  now  proposes 
to  construct  and  operate  to  upwards  of  13.6  miles.  It  ’furthermore 
appears  from  an  affidavit  submitted  by  the  company  and  subscribed 
to  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Johnson,  in  response  to  certain  inquiries  of  the  Board, 
that  the  consent  of  the  necessary  number  of  property  holders  to  the 
laying  down  of  the  tracks  along  the  entire  line  of  the  proposed  route 
from  Forest  avenue  to  Buffalo  river  has  been  obtained;  that  no  por¬ 
tion  of  the  route  is  upon  the  property  of  the  State  asylum,  nor  yet 
upon  the  public  park  of  the  city  of  Buffalo;  that  the  strip  of  land 
along  which  the  route  is  laid  out  easterly  of  said  asylum  property 
belongs  to  the  city  of  Buffalo,  and  it  is  expected  that  within  the  next 
year  such  street  will  be  opened,  and  that  a  proposed  street  known  as 
McPherson  street,  will  also  probably  be  extended  and  completed  during 
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the  coming  year;  that  the  property  on  either  side  of  that  street  has  not 
been  divided  into  lots,  but  is  held  in  bulk  by  two  or  three  proprietors 
who  have  signified  their  desire  to  have  the  line  extended  along  and 
upon  the  proposed  route.  Mr.  Johnson  further  testifies  that  the  esti¬ 
mated  cost  of  the  road,  including  equipment,  per  mile,  cash,  will  be 
from  $35,000  to  $55,000  per  mile;  not  less  than  $35,000  if  the  electrical 
system  is  adopted,  and  not  less  than  $55,000  per  mile  if  the  cable 
system  is  adopted;  and  that  the  petition  to  the  city ‘authorities  asks 
consent  to  construct  a  rapid  transit  street  surface  railway,  to  be 
operated  either  by  electrical  or  cable  power. 

The  proposed  increase  to  $500,000  of  stock  would  be  at  the  rate  of 
about  $37,000  per  mile.  It  furthermore  appears  that  $477,000  of  the 
stock  has  been  in  good  faith  subscribed,  the  names  of  the  subscri¬ 
bers  and  the  amounts  subscribed  being  filed  with  the  Board. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  and  figures,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com¬ 
missioners  approves  the  proposed  increase  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Queen  Citv  Street  Railway  Company  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  from 
$100,000  to*  $500,000.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  or  the  West  Side  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  of  Buffalo  for  the  approval  of  the  Boa£d  for  an  increase  of  its 
CAPITAL  STOCK  FROM  $50,000  TO  $100,000. 

February  8, 1888. 

The  preliminary  steps  required  by  section  9  of  the  General  Railroad 
Act  have  been  regularly  taken.  At  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
held  at  the  office  of  the  company  on  the  28th  day  of  December,  1887, 
a  resolution  to  increase  the  capital  stock  was  unanimously  adopted. 
It  appears  from  the  affidavit  of  Henry  Ganson,  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  West  Side  Company,  submitted  to  the  Board,  that  the  company 
was  organized  on  or  about  the  13th  day  of  August,  1887,  under  the 
General  Street  Surface  Railway  Act;  that  the  capital  stock  of  the  com¬ 
pany  under  its  articles  of  incorporation  was  the  sum  of  $50,000,  all  of 
which  was  at  the  time  of  such  incorporation  fully  subscribed  for  and 
is  now  subscribed  for;  that  the  routes  that  said  company  was  organ¬ 
ized  to  operate,  as  specified  in  its  articles  of  incorporation,  extended 
from  Forest  avenue,  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  along  Elmwood  avenue  and 
Park  street  to  Virginia  street,  a  distance  in  the  aggregate  of  about 
two  and  two-tenths  miles;  that  subsequently  the  proposed  route  of  said 
company  has  been  duly  extended  for  a  distance  of  about  ten  miles, 
and  that  the  company  proposes  to  construct  and  operate  a  rapid 
transit  street  railroad  over  and  along  said  line;  that  “said  West  Side 
Company  intends  in  good  faith  to  obtain  the  franchise  for  said  route 
and  has  already  asked  the  consent  of  the  common  council  of  the  city 
of  Buffalo  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its  route  along  the  whole 
of  said  extended  route,  and,  as  he  verily  believes,  will  obtain  the 
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permission  of  said  council  so  to  do,  and  that  such  permission  and 
franchise  will  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  at  a  sale  thereof,  which 
must  be  made  at  public  auction  in  the  manner  provided  by  chapter 
642  of  the  Laws  of  1886;  that  said  West  Side  Railway  Company  intends 
to  become  in  good  faith  a  bidder  at  said  sale,  and  intends  to  become  the 
purchaser  of  said  franchise  at  said  sale,  and  intends  to  construct,  main¬ 
tain  and  operate  a  surface  street  railroad  along  and  over  the  streets 
covered  by  the  same.” 

The  affidavit  furthermore  states  that  the  said  increase  of  stock,  to 
the  amount  of  $50,000,  has  been  subscribed  for  in  good  faith;  that 
immediately  upon  obtaining  the  said  franchise,  the  West  Side  Street  Rail¬ 
way  Company  intends  to  obtain  the  necessaiy  consents  of  the  property 
owners  along  said  route,  as  prescribed  by  statute,  and,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  to  construct  its  road  along  the  streets  covered  by  said 
extension. 

It  appears  from  the  statements  of  the  counsel,  Mr.  Norton,  at  the 
time  the  application  was  made  to  the  Board,  that  this  railroad  pro¬ 
poses  to  compete  for  the  franchise  of  the  same  route  that  the  Queen 
City  Street  Surface  Railroad  Company  proposes  to  bid  for.  The 
counsel  informed  the  Board  that  unless  the  permission  to  increase  the 
stock  was  granted,  he  feared  that  the  common  council  would  object 
to  giving  the  company  the  franchise  even  if  it  were  the  highest  bidder. 

There  appears  to  be  good  reason,  therefore,  why  approval  for 
this  increase  should  be  granted,  for  it  puts  two  competitors  in  the . 
field  for  the  franchise,  whereas,  if  the  increase  were  not  granted,  there 
might  be  but  one.  Moreover,  the  sum  to  which  the  stock  will  be 
increased  is  certainly  not  too  large  for  a  railroad  covering  such  an 
extended  line. 

The  approval  of  the  Board  is,  therefore,  hereby  granted  for  the 
increase  of  the  capital  stock  from  $50,000  to  $100,000.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Central  City  Railway 
Company  of  Syracuse  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  for  an  increase 
OF  CAPITAL  STOCK  FROM  $50,000  TO  $80,000. 

February  8,  1888. 

The  preliminary  steps  required  by  section  9  of  the  General  Railroad 
Act  have  been  regularly  taken.  A  meeting  of  stockholders,  pursuant 
to  notice,  w7as  held  at  the  city  of  Syracuse  on  January  28,  1888,  and 
by  the  affirmati\re  votes  of  1,750  shares,  of  the  total  number  of  2,000 
shares,  the  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors  to  increase  the  capital 
stock  was  approved.  There  were  no  negative  votes.  An  investiga¬ 
tion  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  road  wras  made  by  the  accountant 
of  the  Board.  It  appears  that  the  books  and  accounts  have  not  been 
kept  in  such  a  manner  as  to  clearly  show  the  cost  of  road  and  equip¬ 
ment,  but  from  the  best  information  obtainable  by  the  accountant,  and

throwing  out  all  doubtful  items,  it  appears  that  the  grand  total  cost 
of  road  and  equipment  up  to  September  30,  1887,  was  $94,010.53.  The 
Board  recommends  that  hereafter  the  books  be  kept  in  accordance 
with  the  method  prescribed  by  it.  A  pamphlet  containing  necessary 
instructions  accompanies  this  report. 

Inasmuch  as  the  increase  asked  for,  however,  would  bring  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  only  to  the  sum  of  $80,000,  and  as  there  is  no 
funded  debt,  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  why  such  application 
should  not  be  granted. 

Approval,  therefore,  is  hereby  given  for  the  increase  of  the  capital 
stock  from  $50,000  to  $80,000.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Brooklyn  Crosstown  Railroad 
Company  for  the  approval  of  the  Board,  for  an  increase  of  its 
capital  stock  from  $200,000  to  $500,000. 

February  29, 1888. 

This  application  was  presented  to  the  Board  dated  January  4,  1888. 
The  proceedings  required  by  section  9  of  the  General  Railroad  Act 
have  been  duly  taken.  At  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  held  Feb¬ 
ruary  1,  1888,  3,614  out  of  a  total  of  4,000  shares  of  stock  were  cast 
in  favor  of  the  increase  and  none  in  opposition. 

An  investigation  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  company  was  made 
by  the  accountant  of  the  Board.  It  appears  in  brief  from  this  exam¬ 
ination  that  the  total  cost  of  road  and  equipment,  as  shown  by  the 
books  of  the  company,  to  September  30,  1887,  was. .  .  .  $788,897  58 

That  the  liabilities  of  the  company  September  30, 

1887,  were  as  follows:

Apparent  excess  of  cost  of  road  and  equipment  over

An  item  of  $247,750,  charged  to  cost  of  road  and  equipment 
under  the  head  of  “  franchise,”  appears  to  hawe  been  contracted  by 
the  issue  of  stock  and  bonds  at  the  time  of  the  consolidation  of  the 
two  companies,  of  which  this  company  is  the  successor,  to  the  stock¬ 
holders  of  one  of  the  companies  at  the  rate  of  two  shares  of  stock 
or  two  bonds  of  the  new  company  for  each  share  of  stock  or  each 
bond  of  the  old  company  surrendered.  It  might  appear,  therefore, 
as  if  half  of  this  sum  of  $247,750  had  been  issued  without  consid- 
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eration,  inasmuch  as  the  books  and  archives  of  the  company  do  not 
show  the  cost  of  the  original  railroads.  On  the  other  hand,  however, 
the  apparent  excess  of  cost  of  road  and  equipment  over  stock  and 
debt  is  $108,897.  Inasmuch  as  the  increase  of  stock  asked  for, 
viz.:  $300,000,  is  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  funded  debt  of 
$300,000  when  it  becomes  due,  the  1st  of  July,  1888,  there  would  be 
no  difference  in  the  relation  of  cost  of  road,  etc.,  to  stock  and  debt. 
And  inasmuch  as  there  is  this  excess  of  $108,897  over  and  above 
the  cost  of  road  and  equipment,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
objection  to  approving  of  the  issue  of  the  additional  stock  upon  the 
ground  that  the  stock  and  bonds  of  the  road  which  would  be 
thereafter  outstanding  would  be  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  road  and 
equipment. 

The  Board,  therefore,  approves  of  the  increase  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Brooklyn  Crosstown  Kailroad  Company  from  $200,000  to 
$500,000,  with  the  understanding  that  the  proceeds  of  such  increase 
are  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  funded  debt  when  it  becomes 
due.

VII. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Union  Elevated  Bail  way 
Company  of  Brooklyn,  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  for  an  increase 
of  capital  stock  from  $1,000,000  to  $9,040,200. 

March  22, 1888. 

The  preliminary  steps  required  by  section  9  of  the  General  Bailwav 
Act  have  been  taken  by  the  directors  and  stockholders  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  and,  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  held  on  the  10th  day  of 
January,  1888,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  increase  the  stock  to 
the  above  figures. 

The  counsel  of  the  road,  Messrs.  Wingate  &  Lauterbach,  explained 

to  the  Board,  on  the  7th  of  March,  the  reason  for  desiring  the  increase. 

It  appeared  from  their  statements  that  a  contract  had  been  entered 

into  with  a  construction  company  to  build  and  equip  this  elevated 

road  in  consideration  of  $550,000  per  mile  of  first  mortgage  bonds, 

and  $659,032.79  per  mile  of  income  bonds  and  stock,  which  latter 

bonds  are  payable  in  thirty  years  and  are  convertible  into  capital 

stock.  The  company  asks  the  approval  of  the  Board  for  the  increase 

of  its  stock  in  order  that  it  mav  substitute  the  same  for  the  income 

«/ 

bonds.  The  actual  cost  of  constructing  the  road,  independent  of 
equipment  and  of  damage  to  abutting  property  holders,  as  roughly 
estimated  by  the  counsel  at  the  hearing,  was  about  $550,000  per  mile. 
It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  obligations  now7  outstanding,  to  wit, 
$550,000  per  mile  of  first  mortgage  bonds,  $170,000  second  mortgage 
bonds  and  $659,032.79  per  mile  of  income  bonds  and  stock,  would 
largely  exceed  the  cost  of  construction  and  equipment. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  issue  of  this  additional  stock,  to  be  substi- 
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tuted  for  bonds  would  not  increase  the  outstanding  obligations  of  the 
company,  yet  the  Board  hesitates  to  give  its  approval  to  thus  increas¬ 
ing  the  stock  of  a  road,  none  of  which  would  be  issued  at,  or  nearly 
at  par,  for  value  actually  received.  In  other  words,  the  entire  amount 
of  stock  would  be  what  is  popularly  known  as  “  water.” 

The  Board  has  invariably,  heretofore,  declined  to  approve  of  the 
issue  of  stock  where  the  obligations  already  outstanding  have  been 
in  excess  of  the  cost  of  the  road  and  equipment.  Section-  9  of  the 
General  Railroad  Act  evidently  intends  that  the  approval  of  the  Board 
shall  not  be  given  to  the  issue  of  stock  except  for  cash  or  its  equiva¬ 
lent  in  work  done.  It  is  true  that  the  law  permits  the  company  to 
issue  bonds  ad  libitum ,  provided  that  the  consent  of  the  stockholders 
shall  first  be  obtained,  without  any  approval  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners. 

It  is  evident  that  the  object  of  the  law  could  be  evaded  by  thus 
issuing  bonds  convertible  into  stock,  and  then  applying  for  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  to  substitute  stock 
for  the  bonds,  upon  the  ground  that  no  additional  securities  would 
be  issued  b}^  this  course. 

In  the  case  under  consideration  it  is  urged  that  the  public  can 
suffer  no  damage  for  this  excess  of  outstanding  obligations,  for  the 
reason  that  the  rate  of  fare  is  fixed  at  five  cents  per  mile,  and  that  no 
additional  charge  can  ever  be  made  to  pay  dividends  on  the  inflated 
capital.  While  this  is  true,  on  the  other  hand  it  is  also  true  that  the 
inflated  capital  is  likely  to  produce  the  speculative  operation  in  the 
stock  of  the  company,  which  section  9  of  the  General  Railroad  Act  is 
intended  to  prevent.  The  Board,  therefore,  cannot  but  regard  it  as  a 
dangerous  precedent  to  approve  of  the  issue  of  stock  at  present. 

The  counsel  have  represented  that  the  amount  of  money  that  the 
road  may  need  to  reimburse  abutting  property  holders  for  damages, 
in  consequence  of  the  late  decisions  of  the  courts,  may  be  very  large  — 
the  sum  is  indefinite.  The  Board  fails  to  see  how  the  issue  of  this 
stock  could  relieve  the  road  with  regard  to  this  matter,  however,  as 
all  the  stock  proposed  to  be  issued  is  to  be  exchanged  for  bonds 
already  sold  and  in  the  hands  of  contractors,  and  thus  disposed  of. 

Again,  were  it  true  that  the  issue  of  this  stock  was  positively  neces¬ 
sary  to  enable  the  road  to  go  on  with  its  construction,  the  Board 
would  hesitate  very  much  before  declining  to  give  its  approval. 
But  the  fact  appears  that  the  road  is  already  under  contract  to  be 
built,  and  the  principal  objection  in  issuing  the  stock  is  to  exchange 
it  for  bonds,  it  being  more  advantageous  to  the  road  to  have  its  stock 
outstanding  in  the  hands  of  contractors  or  other  parties  than  to  have 
its  bonds. 

For  the  above  reasons  the  Board  feels  under  the  necessity,  for  the 
present,  at  least,  to  decline  to  give  its  approval  to  the  increase  of  capital 
stock  petitioned  for.  Should  it  appear  later  in  the  course  of  con¬ 
structing  the  road  that  a  further  issue  of  securities  is  necessary  to 
provide  for  the  damages  to  abutting  property  holders,  the  Board 
would  be  disposed  to  reconsider  its  present  determination.

In  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  APPLICATION  OF  THE  MaHOPAC  FALLS  RAILROAD 

Company  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  to  increase  its  capital  stock 
from  $50,000  to  $100,000. 

May  l,  1888. 

The  application  from  this  railroad  company  was  made  to  the  Board 
February  15,  1888. 

The  preliminary  steps  required  by  section  9  of  the  General  Railroad 
Act  were  taken  by  the  directors  and  stockholders. 

An  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  was  made  by  the 
accountant  of  the  Board,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  Mahopac 
Falls  Railroad  Company  was  organized  on  or  about  the  8th  day  of 
March,  1884,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  railroad  from  the  mines 
of  the  Mahopac  Iron  Company  to  Baldwin  Place  Junction  on  the  New 
York  and  Northern  railroad,  a  distance  of  about  four  and  a  half  miles. 

The  chief  object  of  the  road  was  to  funish  an  outlet  for  the  ores  of 
the  said  Mahopac  Iron  Company,  and  the  funds  necessary  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  railroad  were  from  time  to  time  raised  bv  such  com- 
pany,  it  taking  in  consideration  therefor,  stock  of  the  said  railroad 
company. 

The  books  and  papers  of  the  company  show  the  cost  of  road  to 
be  $104,387.70.  The  railroad  company  has  no  equipment,  but  its  road 
has  been  operated  by  the  New  York  City  and  Northern  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany,  and  is  now  operated  by  the  successor  of  said  company,  namely, 
the  New  York  and  Northern  Railroad  Company,  under  a  traffic 
arrangement  between  that  company  and  the  Mahopac  Falls  Railroad 
Company. 

The  present  capital  stock  of  the  railroad  company  is  $50,000. 

In  the  total  cost  of  road  of  $104,387.70,  are  included  the  following 
items : 

Interest  on  moneys  adyanced  by  the  iron  company,  from  date 


of  each  advance  to  January  1,  1888 . , .  $17,961  40 

Paid  for  negotiating  a  loan  on  property  of  the  iron  company  to 
furnish  the  means  to  build  the  railroad . .  5,000  00 


Total . . .  $22,961  40 


The  item  of  $5,000  paid  f0r  negotiating  a  loan  on  the  property  of 
the  iron  company,  is  evidently  an  improper  charge  to  be  made  to  the 
construction  of  the  road. 

The  interest  charged  by  the  iron  company  to  the  railroad  company 
on  the  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  railroad  company  to  the  iron 
company,  appears  to  have  extended  over  a  period  of  about  four  years. 
While  the  Board  deems  that  interest  paid  while  actually  in  the  process 
of  constructing  a  road  may  properly  be  charged  to  the  cost  of  road 
and  equipment,  it  does  not  deem  that  an  account  of  this  kind  can  be 
kept  open  and  running  for  a  term  of  years  and  thus  charged  up  to 
cost  of  road. 

For  the  above  reasons  the  Board  subtracts  the  sum  of  $22,961.40. 
from  the  total  cost  of  road  as  given  by  the  railroad  company,  namely, 
$104,307.70,  and  finds  the  balance,  $81,426.30,  to  be  the  actual  cost 
of  road. 
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On  these  figures  there  would  be  an  excess  of  cost  of  road  over 
capital  stock  outstanding  of  $31,426.  This  would  justify  the  Board  in 
approving  of  an  increase  of  capital  stock  of  a  like  amount.  A  further 
increase  would  not  be  justifiable  inasmuch  as  the  Board  has  invariably 
declined  to  approve  of  an  increase  of  capital  stock  where  such  increase 
would  bring  about  a  substantial  excess  of  the  liabilities  of  a  company 
outstanding  over  the  cost  of  road. 

Where  there  is  a  small  amount  of  interest  charged  to  cost  of  road 
incurred  during  the  actual  construction,  the  Board  would  be  justified 
in  permitting  it  to  be  included  in  the  consideration  of  the  question; 
but  a  charge  of  these  long  arrears  of  interest  the  Board  does  not  con¬ 
sider  a  proper  one. 

For  the  above  reasons  the  Board  would  approve  of  an  increase  of 
capital  stock  of  $32,000,  but  it  does  not  feel  justified  in  approving  a 
greater  sum.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  New  Jersey  and  New  York 
Extension  Railroad  Company  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  to 
increase  the  capital  stock  from  $30,000  to  $60,000. 

May  l,  1888. 

An  application  from  this  railroad  company  was  made  to  the  Board 
February  29,  to  increase  its  capital  stock  from  $30,000  to  $50,000.  On 
March  3,  the  request  was  amended  so  as  to  make  the  increase 
$60,000. 

The  object  of  the  increase  of  stock  is  to  provide  funds  for  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  road.  The  entire  road  is  about  two  and  a  half  miles 
long,  with  an  extension  to  the  West  Shore  road  of  a  quarter  of  a 
mile.  ' 

The  preliminary  steps  required  by  section  9  of  the  General  Railroad 
Act  have  been  taken  by  the  directors  and  stockholders.  An  investi¬ 
gation  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  was  made  by  the  accountant  of 
the  Board,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  total  cost  of  construction 

and  equipment  to  date  is .  $1,80,149  44 

The  total  stock  outstanding  is .  $30,000  00

Leaving  a  difference  between  the  liabilities  of  the  com¬

In  the  sums  charged  up  to  cost  of  road,  two  items  appear,  as  follows: 

Interest  accrued  during  construction .  $3,375  00 

Discount  of  5%  on  $120,000  bonds  . ' .  6,000  00 

Making  .  $9,375  00 
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Tlie  Board  has  always  declined  to  approve  an  increase  of  capital 
stock  where  there  is  a  substantial  excess  of  liabilities  outstanding1 
over  the  cost  of  road  and  equipment,  or  where  such  increase  would 
involve  such  excess.  In  other  words,  it  has  declined  to  give  its 
approval  of  what  is  popularly  known  as  “  water  ”  in  railroad  stock. 

Where  unavoidable  interest,  however,  has  been  incurred  in  good 
faith  in  the  construction  of  a  road,  or  a  small  discount  on  bonds,  pre¬ 
sumably  necessarily  incurred  for  their  negotiation,  is  charged  to  the 
cost  of  road  and  equipment,  the  Board  deems  that  it  does  not  violate 
the  spirit  of  section  9  of  the  General  Railroad  Act  in  permitting  such 
sums  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  approving  an  increase  of 
capital  stock. 

The  total  amount  of  discount  and  interest  in  this  case  is  $9,375.  If 
this  is  to  be  considered  a  questionable  charge  to  cost  of  road,  it  is 
more  than  likely  to  be  offset  by  the  increased  cost  of  construction 
hereafter  to  be  made,  as  the  accountant  reports  that  the  estimated 
cost  of  such  construction  is  probably  considerably  too  low. 

The  Board,  therefore,  deems  that  it  can  with  propriety,  and  it  does 
hereby  approve  of  the  increase  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  New  Jersey 
and  New  York  Extension  Railroad  Company  from  $30,000  to  $60,000.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Central  City  Railway 

Company  of  Sytiacuse  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  for  an  increase 

OF  ITS  .CAPITAL  STOCK  FROM  $80,000  TO  $100,000.

The  preliminary  steps  required  by  section  9  of  the  General  Railway 
Act  have  been  taken  by  the  directors  and  stockholders  of  the  company. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  held  July  12,  1888,  2,697  shares 
voted  to  increase  the  capital  stock  to  $100,000.  No  votes  were  cast 
in  opposition  thereto. 

An  application  was  made  to  this  body,  dated  December  15,  1887,  for 
an  increase  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  from  $50,000  (the  sum 
established  at  the  incorporation  thereof)  to  $80,000.  This  increase 
was  approved  by  the  Board  for  reasons  duly  given  in  its  Report,  dated 
February  8,  1888. .  This  sum  having  proved  insufficient,  the  company 
desires  a  further  increase  to  $100,000. 

An  examination  of  the  financial  standing  of.  the  company"  has  been 
made  by  the  accountant  of  the  Board,  from  which  it  appears  that  the 
total  cost  of  road  and  equipment  to  the  30th  of  June,  1888,  wTas 
$123,329.61.  The  road  has  no  funded  debt. 

From  the  above  figures  it  is  seen  that  the  cost  of  the  road  and 
equipment  considerably  exceeds  the  sum  of  $100,000. 

The  Board,  therefore,  approves  of  the  iu crease  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Central  City  Railway  Company  from  $80,000  to  $100,000.

At  a  stockholders’  meeting  held  August  2,  990  shares  were  voted  on; 
990  shares  of  the  capital  stock,  being  more  than  two-thirds  of  all  the 
stock  thereof,  voted  in  favor  of  the  proposed  increase,  and  none  in 
opposition  thereto.

That  the  funded  debt  is  as  follows:

Total  capital  stock  and  funded  debt  now  outstanding,  $733,500 


The  approval  of  the  Board  is  asked  for  an  increase  of  $150,000  of 
capital  stock;  this  would  bring  the  total  stock  and  bonds  outstanding 
to  the  sum  of  $883,500.  The  total  cost  of  road  and  equipment  to  date 
as  above  shown,  being  $907,612.42,  there  would  still  be  a  margin  of 
$24,112.42  in  favor  of  the  cost  of  road  and  equipment  over  and  above 
outstanding  stock  and  bonds. 

It  is  but  proper,  furthermore,  to  state  that  the  accountant  reports 
that  the  books  of  the  company  have  been  most  carefully  kept,  and 
vouchers  presented  to  account  for  the  expenditure  of  all  the  money. 

The  Board  hereby  approves  of  the  increase  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Buffalo  East  Side  Street  Railway  Company,  from  $100,000  to

ISSUE  OF  BONDS. 


In  the  year  1887,  subdivision  10  of  section  28  of  chapter  140,  Laws 
of  1850,  was  amended,  upon  the  recommendation  of  this  Board,  by 
chapter  724,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

.  10.  From  time  to  time  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  completing  and  finishing  or  operating  their  railroad,  and  to  issue 
and  dispose  of  their  bonds  for  any  amount  so  borrowed,  and  to  mortgage 
their  corporate  property  and  franchises  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  debt 
contracted  by  the  company  for  the  purpose  aforesaid ;  and  the  directors 
of  the  company  may  confer  on  any  holder  of  any  bond  issued  for  money 
borrowed  as  aforesaid  the  right  to  convert  the  principal  due  or  owing 
thereon  into  stock  of  said  company,  at  any  time  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  twelve  years  from  the  date  of  the  bond,  under  such  regulations 
as  the  directors  may  see  fit  to  adopt;  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
already  authorized  capital  stock  of  such  corporation,  at  the  time  such 
bonds  may  be  issued,  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  such  conversion  when 
made,  the  stockholders  shall,  before  such  issue  and  in  the  manner  herein¬ 
before  provided,  authorize  an  increase  of  capital  stock  to  an  extent 
sufficient  to  meet  the  deficiency.  Any  director  or  officer  of  a  railroad  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  vote  for,  sign  or  certify  to  any  bond  secured  by  mortgage 
or  pledge  of  the  corporate  property,  icithout  the  issue  thereof  having  been 
sanctioned  by  a  majority  in  amount  of  its  stockholders,  ivho  shall  vote  in 
person  or  by  proxy  thereon,  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  in  the 
manner  provided  in  section  9  of  this  act,  to  consider  an  increase  of  capital 
stock,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punishable 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  one  year  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  9  provides  that  a  copy  of  the  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  at  which  is  to  be  considered  and  voted  upon  the  propo¬ 
sition  to  increase  the  capital  stock,  shall  “  be  published  within  the 
county  where  the  main  office  of  such  corporation  shall  be  located, 
once  a  week  for  four  weeks  prior  to  such  meeting,  in  a  newspaper  to 
be  designated  *  *  •  *  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.” 

It  therefore  follows  that  a  condition  precedent  to  the  issuance  of 
bonds  is  an  application  to  the  Board  to  designate  a  newspaper  in 
which  to  publish  the  notice  of  the  meeting  of  stockholders.  The 
Board  requires  that  a  verified  copy  of  the  notice,  and  a  certificate  of 
its  publication  by  law,  shall  be  filed  subsequently  with  the  Board.

APPLICATIONS  TO  SUSPEND  OPERATION  OF  ROAD. 


G  In  1886,  chapter  605  was  passed,  providing  that  any  railroad  con¬ 
structed  and  used  principally  for  transporting  lumber  or  ores  during 
the  summer  months,  or  constructed  and  used  principally  for  summer 
travel  might  cease  the  operation  thereof,  upon  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  thereto,  having  been  first  obtained.

I. 

Citizens  of  Oneida  v.  The  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railroad 

Company. 

December  14,  1886. 

The  complainants  allege  that  the  railroad  crossing  on  Lake  street 
in  Oneida,  known  as  the  McKelvey  crossing,  is  a  very  dangerous  cross¬ 
ing,  and  ask  that  an  over  or  under  crossing  be  substituted.  The  rail¬ 
road  answers  that  the  country  at  or  near  the  crossing  is  level;  the 
highway  is  at  the  same  grade  as  the  railroad,  and  crosses  diagonally, 
making  a  long  crossing;  the  road  is  wide,  giving  ample  standing 
room  for  teams,  and  that  from  the  crossing  there  is  an  unobstructed 
view7  of  the  railroad  in  each  direction  of  at  least  half  a  mile;  that  the 
crossing  has  been  double-planked  and  is  in  good  order;  also,  that 
the  crossing  is  but  little  used. 

The  complainants  take  issue  with  these  facts,  and  insist  that  the 
views  of  the  track  on  either  approach  are  obstructed;  also,  that  upon 
the  north  side  of  the  crossing  the  roadway  is  so  narrow  and  so  close 
to  the  track  that  there  i*  no  room  to  turn  away  from  a  train,  without 
danger  of  being  precipitated  down  an  embankment.  Commissioner 
Kernan  has  recently  inspected  the  crossing  and  the  engineer  of  the 
Board  has  prepared  a  map  of  the  location,  which  is  herewith  transmitted. 

The  road  laid  out  by  the  company,  and  on  the  north  side  of  the 
crossing  and  in  place  of  the  old  roadway,  which  is  occupied  by  its 
tracks,  is  very  narrow7  and  runs  for  a  long  distance  alongside  of  the 
track.  On  its  northerly  side  is  quite  a  steep  embankment. 

The  approach  to  the  crossing  is  not  such  as  the  company  ought  to 
provide.  Neither  an  under  or  an  over  crossing  is  practicable  at  any 
reasonable  expense. 

A  comparatively  safe  and  proper  crossing  and  approach  can  be  pro¬ 
vided,  as  proposed  in  the  map  accompanying  this  report,  at  a  reason¬ 
able  cost.  The  land  to  be  obtained  from  McKelvey  he  proposes  to 
sell  for  $122  and  Sarah  E.  Bruner,  of  Little  Falls,  offers  to  sell  the 
land  to  be  taken  from  her  for  thirty  dollars.  Should  these  prices  be 
deemed  extravagant  by  the  road  the  same  can  be  appraised. 

The  earth  in  the  present  highway  w7ill  substantially  build  the  new 
one. 

The  Board,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  road  change  the  present 
approach  and  crossing  as  proposed  in  the  map  herewith  transmitted.

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•About  a  month  subsequent  to  the  issue  of  the  above  recommenda¬ 
tion  the  Board-  was  informed  that  nothing  had  been  done  toward  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Board.  Inquiry  of  the 
company  developed  the  fact  that  the  company  had  delayed  work  on 
this  crossing  because  of  the  frost'in  the  ground  and  hence  the  matter 
rested  until  the  spring  of  1887.  Complaint  was  again  made  to  the 
Board  when  a  personal  examination  was  had  and  the  following  report 
was  issued  October  28,  1887  : 

“  It  is  alleged  that  the  company  has  failed  to  carry  out  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  Board,  made  November  30, 1886,  as  to  changingand  improving 
the  McKelvey  crossing  at  O-neida.  Examination  by  a  Commissioner  on 
October  12,  1887,  does  not  sustain  the'  complaint,  except  in  the  matter  of 
drainage.  The  road  has  carried  out  the  plan  showed  by  the  map  prepared 
under  direction  of  the  Board.  That  the  new  roadway  is  too  narrow  is  not 
the  fault  of  the  road.  It  is  as  was  agreed  upon  between  the  complainants, 
the  road  and  the  Commission.  Now  that  it  is  constructed  it  appears  to  be 
rather  narrow  for  safety. 

“  Opposite  McKelvey’s  house  drainage  ought  to  be  provided  that  shall 
prevent  future  washing  of  the  roadway. 

“  The  road  ought  also  to  fill  out  the  roadway  opposite  McKelvey’s  as  much 
as  its  land  will  permit,  by  moving  over  the  earth  between  its  track  and  the 
roadway ;  also  fill  in  over  the  ends  of  the  road  culvert  west  of  the  tracks. 
After  this  is  done,  a  fence  or  railing  ought  to  be  built  along  the  embank¬ 
ment  on  the  east  side  of  the  highway.  The  Board  so  recommends.”

The  company  announced  promptly  that  the  work  further'  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Board  had  been  begun,  and  in  a  brief  time  the  com¬ 
plainant  informed  the  Board  that  its  recommendations  had  been 
complied  with. 


II. 

F.  L.  Knapp  v.  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 

Company. 

October  30. 1887. 

This  was  a  complaint  against  a  dangerous  crossing  at  Gasport  — 
dangerous  because  buildings  close  to  the  track  on  both  sides  of  the 
road  hide  approaching  trains.  The  .complainant,  as  well  as  many 
others,  had  been  injured  at  the  crossing. 

The  company  placed  a  flagman  at  the  crossing  when  the  complaint 
was  brought  •to  its  attention. 
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III. 

Highway  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Riga  v.  The  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company. 

January  9, 1888. 

These  commissioners  complained  of  three  crossings  in  the  town  of 
Riga  between  the  stations  of  Churchville  and  Chili,  as  being  dan¬ 
gerous  from  the  fact  that  the  view  of  each  of  them  was  obstructed.  , 
The  complaint  had  originally  been  made  only  as  to  that  one  first  east 
from  Churchville,  but  finally  developed  into  conrplaints  against  all. 
The  company  was  not  prepared  to  admit  the  dangerous  nature  of  any 
of  the  three,  and  especially  of  the  two  farthest  east. 

After  much  correspondence,  an  inspection  of  the  points  complained 
of  was  made  by  the  inspector,  and  finally  after  a  visit  to  the  crossings 
by  a  Railroad  Commissioner  and  the  railroad  authorities,  the  company 
agreed  to  erect  gates  at  the  crossing  first  east  from  Churchville  and 
flag  the  other  two.  This  was  done  early  this  year  and  complaints 
have  ceased. 


IY. 

Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Churchville  v.  The  West  Shore  Railway 

Company. 

'  January  14, 1888. 

This  was  a  request  that  a  flagman  be  placed  at  the  crossing  at 
Buffalo  street  in  the  village  of  Churchville, —  a  crossing,  the  viewT  of 
which  from  both  sides,  was  obstructed. 

The  company  promptly  placed  a  flagman  at  this  crossing  when  the 
complaint  was  laid  before  it. 


Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Chili  v.  The  New  YY>rk  Central  and 

Hudson  River  Railroad  Company. 

March  9, 1888. 

This  was  a  complaint  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  crossing  at 
Chili  station,  about  300  feet  east  of  the  station  building.  There  had 
been  complaint  made  previously  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  a 
crossing  nearly  a  mile  further  east  —  a  through  cut.  A  determination 
had  been  reached  by  the  company  to  erect  gates  and  maintain  a  flag¬ 
man  at  the  crossing  farthest  east,  and  to  impose  the  duty  of  flagging- 
through  trains  at  that  crossing  nearer  the  station  upon  the  station 
master,  but  through  some  misapprehension  of  orders  the  gates  were 
erected  at  station  crossing,  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  complaining 
highway  commissioners,  and  the  crossing  farthest  left  unprotected, 
much  to  the  dissatisfaction  of  highway  travelers.  So  the  highway 
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commissioners  returned  to  their  complaints  to  the  Board.  The  com¬ 
pany  contended  that  the  complaint  was  unjust,  as  it  had  been 
redressed,  while  the  complainants  insisted  the  dangers  were  only 
partially  guarded  against.  An  inspection  by  a  commissioner  soon 
showed  how  the  conflict  arose.  The  company,  on  being  apprised  of 
the  situation,  removed  the  gates  from  the  Chili  station  crossing  to 
that  further  east,  and  directed  the  station  master  to  flag  through 
trains  at  the  station. 

But  this  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  town  authorities,  who  claimed 
that  frequently  trains  had  passed  over  the  crossing  before  the  agent 
had  time  to  go  from  his  duties  to  the  highway,  and  gates  were  insisted 
upon.  The  Board  so  recommended,  and  on  March  9  of  the  present 
year  a  flagman  was  so  stationed. 


VI. 

Village  of  North  Tonawanda  v.  The  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and 

Western,  and  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 

Companies. 

June  28,  1888. 

This  was  a  complaint  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  many  rail¬ 
road  crossings  of  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western,  and  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Companies.  Before  specific 
complaint  had  been  filed,  the  Board,  at  the  urgent  solicitation  of  the 
trustees,  visited  the  village  on  June  8,  1887,  and  made  an  insjiection 
of  the  crossings  and  took  a  large  amount  of  testimony,  but  discovered 
in  the  course  of  the  inspection  that  the  trustees  had  never  laid  the 
matter  before  the  companies,  official^  or  otherwise.  Proceedings,  so 
far  as  this  Board  was  concerned,  were  then  suspended  until  the  board 
of  trustees  could  formally  file  a  complaint  wTith  the  companies. 

On  October  3,  1887,  the  board  of  trustees  filed  with  this  Board 
copies  of  the  complaint  it  had  made  to  the  companies.  On  January 
23,  1888,  the  trustees  informed  the  Board  that  neither  company  had 
taken  any  action  in  the  matter.  The  Board  then  addressed  communi¬ 
cations  to  both  companies,  detailing  the  facts  set  forth  above  and 
asking  what  action  they  proposed,  to  take  with  regard  to  these 
complaints. 

The  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Company  promptly  replied 
by  asking  if  it  would  not  be  satisfactory  if  the  company  -were  to 
immediately  place  proper  bells  at  these  crossings. 

The  reply  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Company 
was  not  so  prompt,  but  wdien  received  conveyed  the  information  that 
a  flagman  had  been  stationed  at  Tremont  and  Thompson  streets,  and 
at  Grundy  street  the  switchman  had  been  instructed  to  flag  the  cross¬ 
ing.  This  action  upon  the  part  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  road  satisfied  the  village  authorities. 

On  February  8,  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Company 
informed  the  Board  that  it  had  arranged  to  introduce  electric  alarm 
bells  at  Grundy,  Thompson  and  Wheatfield  streets;  at  Oliver  street  a 
flagman  had  already  been  stationed. 
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On  April  4,  the  trustees  informed  the  Board  that  after  considerable 

discussion  they  had  determined  that  electric  bells  were  unsatis- 
*/ 

factory,  and  that  the  crossings  ought  to  be  protected  b}'  gates  or 
flagmen. 

The  Board  communicated  the  above  conclusion  of  the  trustees  to 
the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Company,  and  added  that 
“reports  from  other  sources  as  to  the  operation  of  electric  bells 
show  them  to  be,  as  precautions  against  accidents,  exceedingly 
unsatisfactory.” 

On  May  7,  the  president  of  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western 
Company  informed  the  Board,  in  answer  to  the  next  above,  that 
arrangements  had  been  entered  into  which  he  trusted  would  prove 
satisfactory. 

That  this  trust  was  partially  justified  is  found  in  a  communication 
of  June  6,  1888,  from  the  village  authorities,  complaining  that  the 
Thompson  street  crossing  still  remained  unprotected ,  complaint  as  to 
the  others  having  ceased. 

Finally,  on  June  28,  the  president  announced  to  the  Board  that  a 
flagman  had  been  stationed  at  Thompson  street.

ACCIDENTS. 


i. 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  New  York,  Rutland  and  Montreal 
Railroad,  on  the  morning  of  November  18,  1887. 

J anuary  4, 1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as  devel¬ 
oped  by  a  personal  inspection  on  the  23d  of  November,  at  the  scene 
of  the  accident  by  the  inspector  of  this  Board,  and  as  developed  by 
testimony  taken  before  the  Board  on  December  20,  1887,  were  as 
follows:  * 

Train  No.  5,  consisting  of  a  locomotive,  five  box  cars  and  one  com- 
lination  car,  left  Lebanon  Springs  for  the  north  about  11  a.  m.; 
wThile  rounding  a  curve  to  the  eastward,  of  about  1,900  feet  radius, 
the  forward  wheels  of  the  engine  truck  struck  a  foul  joint  on  the  out¬ 
side  of  the  curve,  the  wheel  flange  mounted  the  receiving  rail  and 
passed  over  to  the  outside  of  track,  the  engine  drivers  and  the  tender 
followed,  also  the  forward  trucks  of  the  two  following  box  cars.  The 
engine  and  tender  broke  loose  from  the  train,  and  after  running  on 
the  ties  and  road-bed  for  about  100  feet,  the  engine  broke  away  from 
the  tender  and  ran  diagonally  down  the  slope  of  the  embankment  to 
the  foot  of  same,  about  six  feet  below  the  top  of  road-bed,  and  turned 
over  on  its  side..  The  engineer  went  down  with  his  engine,  but  provi¬ 
dentially  was  thrown  out  of  the  cab  and  into  an  adjoining  stream  of 
water,  escaping  without  injury.  It  was  also  fortunate  that  the  coal 
board  of  the  tender  was  in  place,  and  thus  the  coal  was  prevented 
from  holding  the  engineer  in  the  wreck.  The  fireman,  Earl  Burrows, 
jumped  off  the  engine  on  the  right-hand  side  as  the  engine  turned 
over  on  the  left.  In  his  fall,  the  fireman  struck  the  ground  in  some 
way  so  as  to  fracture  his  left  leg  below  the  knee.  There  wTas  no  other 
personal  injury  to  any  one  on  the  train.  The  train  was  probably  not 
moving  at  a  speed  exceeding  fifteen  miles  per  hour,  as  stated  by  each 
of  the  crew.  The  distance  run,  after  leaving  the  rails,  'would  seem  to 
substantiate  this  statement. 

The  track  is  laid  with  chair-iron  of  different  lengths,  very  much 
worn;  wrought  iron  chairs  are  used  to  secure  the  joints  of  rails.  Pat¬ 
rick  McKennan,  the  foreman  in  charge  of  repair  section,  stated  to  the 
inspector,  but  not  under  oath,  that  the  receiving  rail  was  broken 
under  the  head,  and  where  resting  in  the  chair.  The  base  of  rail  and 
about  one-half  the  neck  for  a  length  of  four  and  a  half  inches  from 
the  end  of  rail  was  broken  entirely  off.  McKennan  further  states 
that  the  whole  was  spiked  to  hold  the  track  in  gauge,  and  that  the 
tie  under  the  failing  joint  was  much  decayed,  as  was  also  the  shoulder 
tie  of  the  delivering  rail  adjoining.  If  McKennan’s  statement  is  true, 
the  probable  cause  of  the  derailment  is  very  -clear.  As  the  receiving 
rail  was  broken  in  such  a  manner  as  to  leave  nothing  to  hold  it 
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in  the  lugs  of  the  chair,  and  the  ties,  as  above  stated,  being  insuffi¬ 
cient  in  strength  to  hold  the  delivering  rail  in  place,  that  rail 
was  pushed  outward  by  the  flange  of  wheel,  while  the  receiv¬ 
ing  rail,  not  being  also  carried  outward,  presented  a  blunt 
end  for  the  flange  of  wheel  to  mount.  There  is  some  conflict 
of  testimony  between  the  road-master  and  McKennan  \.ith  regard 
to  the  condition  of  these  particular  rails  and  ties,  the  road-master 
claiming  that  there  was  no  break  in  either  rail  at  the  joint  where  the 
gauge  spread  and  derailed  the  engine.  This  disagreement,  however, 
is  of  little  account  as  the  undisputed  bad  condition  of  the  joint  and 
shoulder  ties  on  the  outside  of  the  curve  would  account  for  the 
spreading  of  the  rails.  Where  rails  are  not  bolted  and  have  only  the 
old-fashioned  chair  to  hold  joints  in  place,  little  dependence  can  be 
put  on  unsound  joint  and  shoulder  ties  to  hold  the  track  in  gauge  on 
a  curve.  The  inspector  also  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  engine 
truck  wheels  which  he  saw  were  very  much  worn  and  the  flanges  too 
sharp  to  run  with  safety  on  chair-rails. 

At  the  investigation  of  this  accident  in  Albany,  the  president  of  the 
road,  Mr.  W.  H.  Stevenson,  admitted  that  the  road  was  in  altogether 
too  poor  condition  to  run  with  safety  at  a  greater  rate  than  ten  miles 
per  hour;  the  Board  thereupon  made  a  recommendation  to  the  effect 
that  a  greater  speed  than  ten  miles  an  hour  be  not  exceeded  between 
Old  Chatham  and  a  point  two  miles  north  of  Petersburgh  until  the 
old  chair-iron  should  have  been  removed  and  safe  rails  substituted 
in  its  place.  On  the  27th  of  December,  however,  in  consequence 
of  representations  being  made  to  the  Board  that  this  old  chair- 
iron  existed  at  irregular  intervals,  and  that  a  speed  of  ten  miles  an 
hour  along  the  whole  line  of  road  would  preclude  the  road’s  making 
sufficient  time  to  fulfill  its  contract  to  carry  the  mails,  the  Board 
modified  the  order  to  the  extent  that  a  speed  of  ten  miles-  an  hour 
should  not  be  exceeded  on  any  place  between  Old  Chatham  and  a 
point  two  miles  north  of  Petersburgh  where  the  old  chair-iron 
remained  until  such  old  chair-iron  should  have  been  removed  and 
safe  rails  substituted  in  its  place,  and  that  warnings  to  engineers  to 
this  effect  should  be  posted  by  the  railroad  authorities  at  all  such 
places.  This  order  the  road  agrees  to  carry  out.  ' 

It  is  perhaps  proper  to  say  further  that  the  Board  has  repeatedly 
caused  its  inspector  to  examine  thig  road.  It  has  been  in  very  poor 
condition  ever  since  the  Board  has  been  in  existence.  In  consequence 
of  an  examination  made  on  April  the  10th,  1885,  an  order  was  issued 
by  the  Board  to  reduce  the  speed  to  fifteen*  miles  an  hour  until  certain 
repairs  should  be  made.  At  that  time  the  road  was  e  ntitled  “The 
Lebanon  Springs  Railroad;”  it  is  generally  known  as  the  “Harlem 
Extension.”  This  speed  of  fifteen  miles  an  hour,  so  far  as  the  Board 
knows,  was  not  exceeded  for  some  time.  But  in  the  meantime  very 
considerable  improvements  were  made  in  the  way  of  new  bridges, 
trestles,  better  ties  and  new  rails  in  certain  places.  The  road,  how¬ 
ever,  has  again  become  reduced  to  a  very  poor  condition  physically 
in  consequence  of  its  financial  embarrassments  and  the  attention  of 
the  authorities  has  been  repeatedly  called  to  it  by  the  Board, 
Repeated  inspections  have  been  made  —  two  this  last  year.

In  the  matter  of  a  collision  in  the  Oswego  yard  of  the  New  York, 

Ontario  and  Western  Railroad,  on  October  3,  1887,  at  10.50  a.  m., 

BETWEEN  A  SPECIAL  TRAIN  OF  THE  ROME,  WATERTOWN  AND  OGDENSBURGH 

Railroad,  and  engine  No.  18  of  the  New’  York,  Ontario  and  Western 

Railroad. 

January  11, 1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as 
developed  by  an  examination  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Childs,  general  manager  of 
the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railroad,  on  November  15,  1887, 
at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  in  Albany,  by 
an  examination  of  the  testimony  taken  before  a  coroner’s  jury  on  the 
5tli,  7th  and  8th  days  of  October,  1887,  and  by  an  examination 
of  Mr.  H.  M.  Britton,  general  manager  of  the  Rome,  Watertown 
and  Ogdensburgh  railroad,  on  the  10th  day  of  January,  1888,  w’ere  as 
follows:  The  conclusions  of  the  Board  in  this  case  would  have  been 
reached  before,  but  the  illness  of  Mr.  Britton  prevented  his  attend¬ 
ance  until  the  last  mentioned  date. 

Under  a  contract  between  the  Rome,  W7atertowm  and  Ogdensburgh 
railroad  and  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railroad,  the  trains 
of  the  Rome  company  are  permitted  to  use  the  tracks  of  the  Ontario 
company  between  Fulton  and  Oswego.  The  rules  and  regulations 
under  which  these  trains  are  run  are  made  by  the  Ontario  company, 
subject,  however,  to  the  approval  of  the  Rome  company  so  far  as 
convenience,  time,  etc  ,  are  concerned.  On  the  morning  of  October 
3d  a  special  train  was  chartered  by  Judge  Yann  to  take  him  from 
Syracuse  to  Oswego,  leaving  Syracuse  at  9.40  a.  m.  It  came  along 
regularly  as  far  as  Fulton.  Conductor  Samuel  Bull  and  Engineer 
John  Burns  then  received  orders  from  the  train  despatcher  of  the 
New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railroad  to  proceed  to  Oswego.  The 
order  read  as  follows: 

“  Engine  No.  20,  Fulton  Broadivay;  run  extra  from  Fulton  Broadw’ay 
to  Oswego. 

“  (Signed)  C.  W.  LANPHIRE, 

“perC.  H.  H.” 

After  receiving  the  above  order,  dated  October  3,  1887,  10.30  a.  m., 
the  train  continued  wdthout  anything  unusual  occurring  until  it 
reached  Seneca  street,  Oswego,  wffien  it  came  into  collision  with 
shifting  engine  No.  18  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  road. 

Benjamin  C.  Bow’d,  the  engineer  of  the  latter  engine,  testifies  that 
he  was  running  his  engine  south,  and  after  he  had  gone  about  two  or 
three  hundred  feet  from  the  coal  trestle  he  w’as  struck  by  the  engine 
of  the  Rome,  Watertowm  and  Ogdensburgh  railroad;  that  he  saw’  the 
latter  engine  about  twenty  or  twrent}’-five  rods  before  it  struck 
the  engine  he  was  running;  that  as  soon  as  he  saw’  the  said  engine 
coming  he  reversed  his  lever  and  tried  to  stop  it  and  thinks  that  he 
very  nearly  did  so;  when  the  Rome,  Watertowm  and  Ogdensburgh 
train  was  within  twenty-five  or  thirty  feet  from  him  he  jumped  and 
his  fireman  jumped.  The  collision  then  took  place  between  the  two 
last  mentioned  engines;  not  a  severe  one;  sufficient,  however,  to 
break  the  pilot  of  the  Rome,  Watertowm  and  Ogdensburgh  engine,

and  to  break  the  brakebeam  in  tlie  rear  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and 
Western  engine.  It  appears  from  the  testimony  that  the  shock  caused 
the  throttle  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  engine,  No.  18,  to 
be  thrown  open;  the  latter  engine  then  ran  away,  went  through  the 
yard  of  the  company,  across  the  river  and  on  the  other  side  collided 
with  engine  No.  8  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh,  over¬ 
turning  the  tender  and  doing  some  other  damage;  in  the  collision 
with  engine  No.  8,  John  Nary,  the  fireman  of  engine  No.  8,  had  his 
leg  cut  off  and  died  in  about  twelve  hours  thereafter. 

It  appears  that  the  damage  done  by  the  first  collision  was  very 
slight,  and  had  engine  No.  18  not  got  away,  little  injury  would  have 
been  done. 

The  question  arises  as  to  who  was  responsible  for  this  accident.  As 
has  been  hereinbefore  mentioned,  the  rules  of  the  New  York,  Ontario 
and  Western  railroad  at  this  point  govern  the  movement  of  trains. 
Rule  No.  9,  printed  on  the  time  table  of  the  latter  company,  is  as 
follows :  “  Oswego  yard  extends  from  the  depot  south  to  the  first  over- 
bridge.  All  trains  will  run  slowly  and  carefully,  and  engineers  will 
have  their  train  under  control  within  the  yard  limits;  switching  engines 
will  be  permitted  to  work  within  these  limits  without  signals  except  within 
ten  minutes  of -the  time  of  schedule  trains”  It  thus  appears  that  the 
authorities  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railroad,  deemed 
that  it  was  not  safe  to  have  switching  engines  upon  the  main  track 
within  ten  minutes  time  of  schedule  trains.  No  provisions,  however, 
was  made  by  their  rules  to  inform  switching  engines  of  the  ajoproach 
of  special  trains.  In  this  respect  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
rules  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railroad  Company  were 
defective.  While  it  is  true  that  Rule  9  provides  that  “  all  trains  will 
run  slowly  and  carefully  and  engineers  will  have  their  train  under 
control  within  the  yard  limits,”  a  curve  in  the  track  renders  move¬ 
ments  of  trains  through  this  yard,  even  at  a  slow  rate  of  speed,  dan¬ 
gerous,  if  switching  engines  are  permitted  to  move  about  without  any 
forewarning  of  the  approach  of  other  trains.  The  testimony  of  John 
Burns,  the  engineer  of  the  special  train,  was  to  the  effect  that  he  had 
his  train  under  control,  and  was  not  running  at  a  rate  to  exceed  eight 
miles  an  hour;  he  says,  however,  that  he  was  rounding  a  curve  and 
could  not  see  more  than  about  thirty  or  forty  feet  ahead;  he  reversed 
his  engine  immediately  and  gave  her  steam  in  the  back  motion.  Judge 
Vann  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  rate  of  speed  immediately  prior 
to  the  accident  was  from  ten  to  twelve  miles  an  hour,  but  does  not 
consider  himself  an  expert  in  judging  of  such  matters.  The  slight 
force  of  the  collision  and  the  small  damage  done  would  seem  to  show 
that  the  rate  of  speed  was  not  greater  than  that  estimated  by  these 
witnesses. 

It  is  perhaps  proper  to  state  that  the  verdict  of  the  coroner’s  jury, 
after,  listening  to  the  testimony  for  a  number  of  days,  was,  “that  the 
New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railroad  officials  were  guilty  of  gross 
negligence  in  not  taking  proper  precautions  on  their  part  in  running 
trains  by  special  order.”

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Recommendation. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western 
Railroad  Company  amend  its  rules  to  the  effect  that  when  special 
trains  are  run  through  the  Oswego  yard  that  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  proper  authorities  to  prevent  switch  engines  or  other  obstructions 
getting  upon  the  track  within  a  reasonable  time  of  the  approach  of 
such  special  trains.

Upon  the  issuance  of  the  above  report,  the  New  York,  Ontario  and 
Western  Railroad  Company  requested  a  rehearing  which,  being 
accorded,  took  place  on  the  15th  day  of  February,  the  determination  of 
the  Board  thereupon  being  as  follows: 

In  the  matter  of  a  rehearing  of  the 

FACTS  AND  CIRCUMSTANCES  ATTENDING  THE 

COLLISION  IN  THE  OSWEGO  YARD'  OF  THE  - 

New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Rail¬ 
way  Company,  on  October  3,  1887. 


July  30;  1888. 

An  investigation  of  this  accident  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Rail¬ 
road  Commissioners  and  a  recommendation  issued,  dated  January  11, *  * 

•  v  * 

1888,  which  was  as  follows: 

“The  Board  recommends  that  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Rail¬ 
way  Company  amend  its  rules  to  the  effect  that  when  special  trains  are  run 
through  the  Oswego  yard,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  proper  authorities 
to  prevent  switch  engines  or  other  obstructions  getting  upon  the  track 
within  a  reasonable  time  of  the  approach  of  such  special  trains.” 

A  request  for  a  rehearing  was  made  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Childs,  general 
manager  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  WTestern  Railway  Company, 
and  such  rehearing  was  had  at  the  office  of  the  Board  on  the  15th 
of  February,  1888. 

Mr.  Childs  makes  his  request  upon  the  grounds, 

First.  That  the  Board  uses  the  word  “special”  to  designate  the  train  to 
which  the  accident  occurred,  whereas  he  claims  the  word  “  extra”  should 
be  used  to  so  indicate  it. 

Second.  He  claimed  that  he  would  show  that  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  his  company  were  sufficiently  well  guarded  to  have  prevented  such 
accident  had  such  rules  and  regulations  been  obeyed  by  the  engineer  and 
conductor  of  the  extra  train  of  the  Rome  company,  and  that  such  rules  and 
regulations  were  “in  accordance  with  the  best  railway  practice.” 

At  the  rehearing  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  WTestern  Railway  .Com¬ 
pany  was  represented  by  J.  B.  Kerr,  Esq.,  counsel,  and  Mr.  J.  E. 
Childs,  general  manager;  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  by 
J.  D.  Higgins,  Esq.,  counsel,  and  Mr.  H.  M.  Britton,  general  manager. 

Mr.  C.  D.  Hammond,  superintendent  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson 
Canal  Company,  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Saulsbury,  superintendent  of  the 
Utica  and  Binghamton  division  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western,  were  called  as  witnesses  by  Mr.  Childs,  to  testify  to  the 
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sufficiency  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Ontario  company  at 
the  time  of  the  accident. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Lanphire  and  other  employees  of  the  Ontario  company 
appeared  as  witnesses  to  testify  to  certain  experiments  having  been 
made,  going  to  show  that  the  rate  of  speed  of  the  Rome  train,  when 
passing  through  the  Oswego  yard,  must  have  been  considerably  higher 
than  that  testitied  to  by  the  engineer  of  the  train  and  other  witnesses 
at  the  coroner’s  inquest. 

A  decision  would  have  been  rendered  by  the  Board  long  since,  were 
it  not  for  the  fact  that  a  brief  which  was  to  have  been  submitted  by 
Mr.  Kerr  shortly  after  the  hearing  never  reached  the  Board  until  the 
latter  part  of  July,  although  Mr.  Kerr  mailed  the  same  on  the  29th  of 
March. 

With  regard  to  the  first  point  raised  by  Mr.  Childs,  viz.,  that  the 
Board  had  used  the  word  “  special  ”  to  designate  the  character  of  the 
train  on  the  occasion  of  the  accident,  instead  of  “  extra,”  Mr.  Childs 
explains  that  according  to  the  phraseology  of  the  Ontario  company,  a 
special  train  is  one  for  which  a  schedule  is  made  out  several  days 
before;  that  such  schedule  is  put  in  the  hands  of  all  employees  in  any 
way  affected  by  such  train,  and  that  it,  therefore,  becomes,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  a  regular  train  upon  that  day;  that  the  rules 
and  regulations  governing'extra-  trains  would  have  no  application  to  a 
special  train;  that  the  train  in  question  was  not  a  special  train,  but  an 
extra  train,  and,  therefore,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  appli¬ 
cable  to  extra  trains. 

The  Board  does  not  regard  this  matter  as  of  any  particular  impor¬ 
tance,  but  is  quite  willing  to  modify  its  language  by  the  substi¬ 
tution  of  the  word  “extra”  instead  of  “special”  in  its  report  and  . 
recommendation. 

The  points  raised  by  Messrs.  Childs  and  Kerr  with  regard  to  a 
general  modification  of  the  recommendation  of  January  the  11th, 
1888,  however,  are  more  important. 

Mr.  Kerr,  to  sustain  the  position  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Ontario  company  were  sufficient,  quotes  Buie  9  as  follows: 

“Oswego  yard  extends  from  the  depot  south  to  the  first  over-bridge  ;  all 
trains  will  run  slowly  and  carefully,  and  engineers  will  have  their  trains 
under  control  within  the  yard  limits ;  switching  engines  will  be  permitted 
to  work  within  these  limits,  without  signals,  except  within  ten  minutes  of 
the  time  of  schedule  trains.” 

He  also  quotes  from  the  book  of  rules  the  following,  viz. : 

“101.  All  trains  are  designated  as  ‘regular’  or  ‘extra;’  regular  trains 
are  those  represented  on  the  time  table,  extra  trains  are  those  not  repre¬ 
sented  on  the  time  table ;  an  engine  without  cars,  or  a  steam  inspection 
car  in  service  on  the  road,  will  be  considered  a  train. 

“  102.  All  regular  trains  will  be  classified  on  the  time-table. 

“103.  Extra  trains  are  inferior  in  class  to  regular  trains,  and  must  not 
be  run  without  a  special  order  from  the  division  superintendent.  They 
must  be  run  cautiously,  and  the  whistle  sounded  at  all  curves  and  obscure 
places.” 

He  also  quotes  Rules  109,  120,  121, 139,  140, 141  and  143  as  sustaining 
his  position. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Board  in  its  first  recommendation  was 
moderate  in  its  language.  While  the  coroner’s  jury  found  the  road 
guilty  of  “  gross  negligence”  in  not  taking  proper  precautions  on 
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their  part  in  running  trains  by  special  order,  the  Board  uses  the  fol¬ 
lowing  words:  “No  provision,  however,  was  made  by  their  (the 
Ontario  company’s)  rules  to  inform  switching  engines  of  the  approach 
of  special  trains;  in  this  respect  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
rules  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Company  were  defective.” 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  rules  of  the  company  had  been  carefully 
considered  by  Mr.  Childs  and  the  authorities  of  the  road,  and  that 
they  deemed  them  sufficient.  The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  “  gross 
negligence  ”  is  altogether  too  strong  a  term  to  have  used,  but  whether, 
in  fact,  the  rules  were  not  defective  —  as  subsequent  events  have 
clearly  sho  wn  —  is  another  matter. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  order  given  for  this  train  by  the 
train  despatclier  was:  “Engine  No.  20,  Fulton  Broadway;  run  extra 
from  Fulton  Broadway,  to  Oswego.”  While  it  is  true  that  Buie  9  pro¬ 
vided  that  switching  engines  would  be  permitted  to  work  within  the 
limits  of  the  Oswego  yard  without  signals,  except  within  ten  minutes 
of  the  time  of  schedule  trains,  and  that  the  engineer  of  the  “extra” 
should  have  been  on  the  lookout  for  such  switch  engines,  it  is  also 
true  that  he  might  have  thought  that  this  special  order  relieved  him 
from  the  obligation  of  Rule  9,  and  that  switch  engines,  for  his  train, 
would  be  kept  out  of  the  way.  At  all  events,  there  was  room  for  mis¬ 
understanding  in  the  mind  of  the  engineman,  particularly  when  it  is 
to  be  considered  that  it  was  an  engineman  of  another  railroad  and  not 
of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Westeru. 

The  rules  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company,  and  of  the 
Utica  and  Binghamton  branch  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  railroad,  with  regard  to  running  through  yards  on  their 
respective  roads,  similarly  situated,  were  quoted  as  showing  the 
sufficiency  of  the  New  York  and  Ontario  rules.  It  is  to  be  observed, 
however,  that  the  rule  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company 
is  modified  specifically  to  the  following  effect,  viz.:  “All  other  wild 
trains  or  irregular  trains  will  run  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  above 
engines,  unless  specially  ordered  to  run  regardless  of  them,”  so  that 
emphasis  is  thrown  around  the  necessity  of  being  ujmn  the  lookout 
for  these  engines. 

So,  also,  are  the  rules  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western. 
The  modification  there  is,  “An  order  to  ‘wildcat’  given  any  engine  or 
train  confers  no  rights  over  the  yard  engines,  and  ‘  wildcats  ’  must 
either  know  the  yard  engines  are  out  of  the  way,  or  flag  through  the 
yard.”  No  such  emphasis  was  given  to  the  rule  of  the  New  Y’ork, 
Ontario  and  Western,  and  in  the  absence  thereof  the  Board  deems  the 
rule  was  defective. 

That  some  modification  of  the  Ontario  rules  was  regarded  as  desir¬ 
able,  was  evinced  b}7  the  fact  that  shortly  after  the  accident,  Rule  9, 
above  quoted,  was  altered  so  as  to  forbid  engines  running  at  a  greater 
speed  than  six  miles  per  hour  around  the  curves,  and  providing  that 
“extra  trains  must  protect  themselves  within  the  yard  limits.’’ 

That  no  accident  of  this  nature  had  happened  previous  to  that  of 
October  3,  1887,  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  demonstrate 
the  sufficiency  of  the  rules,  but  rather  the  good  fortune  of  the 
company. 

It  was  shown  by  the  testimony  that  it  had  been  the  habit,  both  of 
regular  trains  and  extra  trains  and  engines,  to  run  through  the 
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Oswego  yard  at  a  much  higher  rate  of  speed  than  six  miles  an  hour, 
or  than  permitted  by  the  city  ordinances.  The  employees  of  both 
companies  appear  to  have  bfeen  at  fault  in  this  matter,  but  inasmuch 
as  it  was  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  Ontario  company, 
their  responsibility  was  greater  than  that  of  the  Rome  company. 

Where  the  collision  took  place  on  October  3  there  was  a  sharp 
curve,  and  even  had  the  engineer  of  the  Rome  company  been  strictly 
observing  his  rules,  and  not  running  at  a  greater  speed  than  six  miles 
an  hour,  an  accident  would  have  been  inevitable  had  the  switch 
engine  been  running  at  twelve  or  fourteen  miles  an  hour,  which,  so 
far  as  the  Board  can  learn,  had  been  the  habit  from  time  to  time. 

-The  experiments  that  were  made  by  the  employees  of  the  Ontario 
company,  the  results  of  which  were  testified  to  at  the  hearing,  can  not 
be  regarded  as  conclusive  of  the  rate  of  speed  at  which  the  Rome 
engine  was  running  on  October  3,  for  the  reason  that  they  were  made 
exclusively  by  the  authorities  of  the  Ontario  company  to  make  out  a 
case  against  the  Rome  company,  without  any  representative  of  the 
Rome  company  being  present,  or  even  the  presence  of  a  disinterested 
party.  It  is  probably  true,  however,  that  the  Rome  engine  was  run¬ 
ning  quite  as  fast  as  testified  to  at  the  coroner’s  inquest  by  Judge 
Vann,  viz.,  ten  to  twelve  miles  an  hour. 

Mr.  Childs  insists  that  the  construction  of  the  Oswego  yard  is  such 
that  it  would  be  impracticable  to  conform  to  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board,  i.  e.,  that  “  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  proper  authorities 
to  prevent  such  switch  engines  or  other  obstructions  getting  upon 
the  track  within  a  reasonable  time  of  the  approach  of  such  extra 
trains.’1 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  system  of  block  signals  in  the 
Oswego  yard,  so  constructed  as  to  carry  out  its  recommendation, 
would  be  the  best  method  of  administering  the  yard.  If,  however,  the 
Ontario  company  is  unwilling  to  go  to  the  necessary  expense  of  such 
block  signals,  the  Board  is  willing  to  modify  its  recommendation  of 
January  11,  1888,  to  the  extent  of  accepting  Rule  7  as  a  substitute  for 
Rule  9,  and,  furthermore,  of  recommending  that  posts  be  erected  at 
the  yard  limits  and  near  the  curves,  upon  which  sign-boards  shall  be 
placed  forbidding  engineers  to  run  at  a  greater  speed  than  six  miles 
an  hour.

In  the  matter  of  a  rear  collision  upon  tIie  Long  Island  Railroad  on 
Atlantic  avenue  at  Ralph  Avenue  station,  Brooklyn,  on  the  morning 
of  December  27,  1887. 

January  11, 1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as  devel¬ 
oped  by  an  investigation  at  the  office  of  the  Long  Island  railroad, 
and  by  the  sworn  testimony  taken  before  officials  of  the  road,  and 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  were  as  follows: 

As  a  rapid  transit  train  was  about  to  stop  at  the  Ralph  Avenue  sta¬ 
tion  at  6.51  a.  m.,  a  through  train  headed  by  a  locomotive  manned  by 
Engineer  Jay  Palmer,  ran  into  the  rear  of  the  rapid  transit  train,  caus¬ 
ing  a  severe  shock.  Nobody  was  seriously  hurt  or  bones  broken. 
From  the  testimony,  it  appears  likely  that  Engineer  Jay  Palmer  was 
running  at  a  higher  rate  of  speed,  just  jn’evious  to  the  collision,  than 
was  warranted  by  the  rules  and  instructions  of  the  company  at  this 
point,  which  rules  and  instructions  are  posted  on  the  bulletin  board 
in  the  engine-house  of  the  Atlantic  Avenue  .division,  at  Brooklyn,  and 
also  in  the  conductors’  room,  where  all  concerned  can  see  them.  The 
morning  was  foggy  and  dark,  and  it  also  appears  that  the  conductor 
of  the  rapid  transit  train,  Robert  H.  Gambell,  was  negligent,  in  not 
having  the  requisite  number  of  lamps  at  the  rear  end  of  his  train,  viz. : 
a  white  light  in  the  center  and  two  red  lights  on  each  side.  The 
rapid  transit  train  was  three  minutes  late  leaving  the  Manhattan 
Beach  railroad  crossing,  the  next  immediate  preceding  station,  and 
was  somewhat  late  at  Ralph  Avenue  station.  It  is  probable  that  Engi¬ 
neer  Palmer  did  not  exjiect  to  find  it  there,  but  of  course,  such  deten¬ 
tion  is  always  liable  to  occur,  and  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 
The  engineer  of  the  through  train  and  the  conductor  of  the  rapid 
transit  train  have  been  suspended  from  duty  for  thirty  days. 

The  trains  run  by  the  Long  Island  railroad  on  the  Atlantic  Avenue 
division  are  at  very  close  intervals,  especially  mornings  and  evenings, 
when  they  run  about  two  blocks  apart,  and  have  to  be  so  run  in  order 
to  do  the  business  of  the  road.  The  instructions  to  engineers,  are  to 
run  slowly  and  keeji  a  careful  lookout  in  foggy  and  stormy  weather, 
and  have  their  trains  under  control  at  rapid  transit  stations,  which 
instructions  are  embodied  in  notices  as  hereinbefore  mentioned. 
There  is,  of  course,  an  element  of  danger  in  such  close*  running  of 
trains,  and  while  this  is  the  first  accident  that  has  occurred,  it  is  a 
warning  that  such  accidents  are  possible. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  road  consider  whether  a  system  of 
blocking  the  track  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  trains  approaching 
each  other  nearer  than  two  blocks  can  not  be  adopted,  certainly,  at 
least,  on  foggy  and  dark  mornings  and  evenings.  Inasmuch  as  the 
road  is  straight  at  this  point,  during  daylight  there  does  not  appear 
to  be  so  much  danger,  but  in  foggy  weather  the  danger  is  consider¬ 
able.  The  Board  does  not  feel,  at  present,  inclined  to  make  a  jmsitive 
recommendation  that  such  system  should  be  adopted,  but  does  recom¬ 
mend  it  to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  road.

In  THE  MATTER  OF  AN  ACCIDENT  ON  THE  MANHATTAN  ELEVATED  RAILWAY, 

about  2.30  p.  m.  on  December  20,  1887. 

January  11, 1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as 
developed  by  personal  examination  of  the  officials  of  the  road  by  a 
member  of  the  Board,  were  as  follows: 

About  2.30  p.  m.,  as  engine  No.  278,  with  train,  was  going  north,  on 
the  Sixth  Avenue  line,  it  was  derailed  at  the  switch  just  south  of  the 
Franklin  Street  station.  The  accident  was  caused  by  Foreman  Stacey 
Disbrow,  who  was  putting  in  a  switch-plate  about  ten  feet  from  the 
point  of  the  switch  and  in  doing  so  partially  drew  out  four  spikes  in 
the  switch-rail  so  that  he  could  insert  the  plate  under  the  switch  and 
main  west  rail,  as  is  shown  on  a  sketch  accompanying  the  report  of 
the  accident  to  this  Board.  In  doing  this  he  had  the  rail  raised  about 
half  an  inch  above  the  tie  when  he  found  a  train  approaching,  and, 
instead  of  redriving  the  spikes,  he  jumped  out  of  the  way,  taking  it 
for  granted  that  the  rail  would  hold.  Instead  of  doing  so  the  engine 
driving  wheel,  upon  striking  the  main  west  rail,  at  the  point  marked 
in  red  on  the  above-mentioned  sketch,  spread  the  rail  and  dropped  off 
on  to  the  ties.  It  passed  along  a  distance  of  about  150  feet.  The 
west  wheels  of  the  three  coaches  following  the  engine  also  fell  on  the 
*  ties;  the  east  side  of  the  train  remained  on  the  rail. 

Foreman  Disbrow  appears  to  have  been  solely  to  blame  in  the  mat¬ 
ter,  as  he  should  have  redriven  the  spikes  before  allowing  the  train  to 
pass  over  the  switch;  he  thought,  however,  that  the  partial  driving  of 
the  spikes  would  hold  the  rails  in  position.  This  track  and  switch 
were  put  in  new  on  the  19th  of  December,  and  Disbrow  was  sent  by 
Track-foreman  Taafe  to  finish  up  the  work.  Upon  inquiry' of  the 
officials  of  the  road  the  Board  is  informed  that  Disbrow  has  been  on 
the  Sixth  Avenue  line  since  August,  1881,  and  has  a  clear  record  as  a 
careful  and  efficient  man.  He  was  for  some  time  suspended  from  duty, 
but  has  not  been  dismissed  by  the  corporation.  It  is  to  be  presumed 
that  the  narrow  escape  from  a  disaster  will  teach  him  a  lesson,  showing 
the  necessity  of  the  utmost  care  in  making  such  repairs  as  the  one 
under  consideration.  Nobody  was  hurt  in  this  accident  and  traffic 
was  resumed,  within  an  hour  and  twenty  minutes  from  the  time  of  the 
accident. 

It  appears  from  the  sketch  that  there  was  no  guard  timber  on  the 
west  side  of  the  track  at  the  point  where  the  derailment  occurred. 
The  Board  recommends  that  such  guard  timber  be  placed,  coming  as 
near  to  the  point  of  switch  as  practicable.

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In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  Rutland  and  Washington  Branch  of 

the  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  Railroad  (leased  by  the  Delaware  and 

Hudson  Canal  Company),  January  23, 1888,  by  which  twenty  passengers 

AND  ONE  EMPLOYEE  WERE  INJURED. 

February  15,  1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as 
developed  by  a  personal  inspection  at  the  scene  thereof,  January  27th, 
by  the  inspect*  <r  of  the  Board,  and  by  testimony  taken  before  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  February  7,  1888,  were  as  fo  lows: 

On  Monday,  January  23,  1888,  train  No.  51,  consisting  of  an  engine, 
a  combination  and  two  passenger  cars  left  Salem,  bound  south,  at 
1.07  p.  m.,  thirty-seven  minutes  late.  At  a  point  about  four  and  one- 
half  miles  south  of  Salem  the  west  forward  wheel  of  the  forward 
truck  of  the  first  passenger  car  mounted  the  west  rail  and  passed 
over  to  the  outside  of  same.  This  forward  truck  moved  along  the 
road-bed,  the  rear  wrest  wheel  probably  turning  outward.  The  rear 
car  followed  along  the  road  bed  and  both  cars  ran  about  350  feet  when 
they  veered  to  the  west  and  rolled  over  and  down  the  slope  of  embank¬ 
ment,  a  vertical  height  of  twelve  feet,  to  a  po  nt  on  the  adjoining  flat 
lands,  some  forty- five  feet  from  the  track.  The  forward  coach  had,  in 
the  meantime,  pulled  the  rear  truck  of  combination  car  off  the  track. 

The  connection  between  this  car  and  the  tender  did  not  as  vet  break.* 

«/ 

In  some  way  the  combination  car  Avas  turned  over  on  its  side  on  the 
east  and  inside  of  the  curve,  and  was  in  this  position  dragged  about 
300  feet;  the  tender  also  became  derailed  on  same  side  of  track.  The 
connection  between  the  tender  and  engine  broke.  The  engine 
remained  on  the  track.  Twenty-one  persons  were  more  or  less 
seriously  injured. 

Mr.  Timothy  Reed,  section  foreman  in  charge  of  track  where  the 
derailment  occurred,  was  seen  by  the  inspector  and  his  statement  of 
its  condition  was  as  follows:  “At  point  of  derailment  is  a  reverse 
curve  with  about  twenty  feet  of  tangent  between  them.  Saw  a  mark 
on  outside  rail  at  beginning  south  curve  where  the  flange  of  wheel 
ran  over  top  of  rail.  This  rail  was  not  disturbed  at  all.  The  rails 
turned  out  by  derailed  wheels  were  some  of  them  bent  and  other  rails 
were  used  in  relaying  track.  The  ties  are  mostly  oak  and  in  good 
condition.  No  ties  were  removed  or  badly  broken;  .they  are  the  same 
as  now  in  the  track.  Do  not  remember  how  far  from  the  end  of  the 
rail  the  flange  mark  was  located.  I  am  quite  sure  the  track  was  not 
at  fault.  Some  shimming  had  been  done,  but  none  over  one-half  inch 
in  height.  Take  extra  pains  with  this  particular  piece  of  track 
because  of  the  reverse  curve.” 

Mr.  F.  Kegler,  master  mechanic  of  the  Salem  shops,  was  on  the 
ground  soon  after  the  accident  and  was  in  charge  of  men  removing 
the  wreck,  all  of  which  had  been  taken  to  Salem,  excepting  the  first 
passenger  car,  when  the  inspector  arrived.  This  car  was  drawn  up 
on  to  the  track  while  the  inspector  was  present.  The  forward  truck 
was  at  hand  to  be  placed  under  forward  part  of  car.  Mr.  Kegler 
stated  that  this  truck  was  the  same  one  and  in  the  same  position  as 
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before  the  derailment.  The  west  side  frame  was  broken  when  the  car 
turned  over;  this  further  aided  the  inspector  to  determine  that  the 
truck  was  in  the  same  condition  as  originally.  The  wheels  are  all  of 
the  Allen  paper  type,  steel  tired.  As  nearly  as  possible  the  tread 
of  the  wheel  which  first  mounted  the  rail  is  shown  on  a  sketch 
accompanying  the  report  of  the  inspector. 

Between  the  time  of  the  derailment  and  January  27,  at  10  a.  m., 
when  the  examination  was  made  by  the  inspector,  there  had  been  a 
severe  snow  and  wind  storm.  The  track  was  filled  with  hard  snow 
and  little  of  the  ties  could  be  seen.  The  degree  of  curvature  and 
length  of  tangent  between  the  curves  were  measured,  and  the  outline 
of  track  is  as  shown  on  sketch.  The  rail  is  of  iron,  somewhat  worn. 
Fish-plate  fastenings  are  used,  and  occasionally  cast-iron  braces  or 
fish-plates  were  noticed  to  aid  in  holding  the  outside  rail.  The 
inspector  can  not  state  the  condition  of  rail  or  surface  and  allignment 
of  track  before  the  accident,  but  an  inspection  of  track  adjoining 
would  indicate  a  fair  line  and  surface,  but  the  ends  of  many  rails  are 
considerably  broken.  The  derailment,  however,  did  not  occur  at  a 
joint  of  rail. 

The  cause  of  this  derailment  is  very  obscure.  The  tread  of  the 
wheel  which  first  left  the  track  is  considerably  worn,  but  the  effect  of 
the  wear  was  to  increase  the  depth  of  the  flange. 

The  flange  itself  was  not  broken.  It  is  difficult  to  say,  therefore, 
how  this  wearing  away  of  the  tread  could  have  led  to  the  wheel  leav¬ 
ing  the  track.  Mr.  A.  J.  Swift,  chief  engineer  of  the  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Canal  Company,  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  wheel  and 
all  the  circumstances  attending  the  accident  the  next  day.  In  his 
examination  before  the  Board  he  was  unable  to  account  for  the  derail¬ 
ment.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  railroad  authorities  would  be  most 
anxious  to  determine  the  cause  of  such  an  accident  in  order  to  pre¬ 
vent  a  recurrence  in  the  future.  Had  the  wheel  left  the  track  at  a 
joint  the  conclusion  might  have  been  properly  reached  that  the  wear¬ 
ing  away  of  the  tread  and  the  opening  of  the  flange  was  the  cause, 
but  such  does  not  appear  to  have  been  the  case.  The  wheel  left  the 
track  a  considerable  distance  from  any  joint.  Mr.  Swift  was  of  the 
opinion  that,  possibly,  in  consequence  of  the  very  cold  weather,  frost 
may  have  raised  the  opposite  side  of  the  track  somewhat,  although 
the  ballast  was  of  the  usual  depth  and  the  track  in  good  order. 

From  the  best  information  obtainable  the  Board  is  unable  to 
arrive  at  a  satisfactory  conclusion  with  regard  to  this  accident  and 
can  only  recommend  the  utmost  care  on  the  part  of  the  railroad 
authorities  in  inspecting  and  maintaining  the  track  and  superstructure.

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VI. 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdens- 

burgh  Railroad,  January  31,  1888,  near  Somerset,  by  which  an 

employee,  Eugene  Hickok,  express  messenger,  was  killed. 

February  15, 1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as 
developed  by  a  personal  inspection  at  the  scene  of  the  accident  by 
the  inspector  of  the  Board  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  and  by 
the  testimony  of  Mr.  H.  M.  Britton,  general  manager  of  the  road 
before  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  on  February  7,  were 
as  follows: 

Train  No.  113  on  the  day  above-mentioned,  left  the  Hess  Road 
station  bound  east  about  8.17  a.  m.,  thirty  minutes  late.  On  arriving 
at  a  point  about  two  miles  west  of  Somerset  and  on  a  long  tangent, 
the  two  south  wheels  of  rear  truck  of  tender  dropped  inside  the  rail 
near  a  joint.  The  train  consisted  of  one  passenger,  one  combination 
and  one  baggage  car  besides  the  engine.  After  passing  the  first  rail- 
joint  the  north  rails  were  turned  over  for  about  300  feet.  One  truck 
of  baggage  and  one  of  combination  car  left  the  track  but  did  not 
uncouple  from  each  other  or  the  tender,  but  all,  with  the  exception 
of  passenger  car,  trailed  along  on  the  ties  and  ran  about  500  feet 
before  stopping.  The  passenger  car  was  derailed  in  both  trucks, 
uncoupled  from  combination  car  and  followed  along  the  north  side  of 
rails,  gradually  diverging  to  north  angle  of  road-bed.  At  a  point 
some  300  feet  from  where  the  tender  left  the  rail,  is  an  open  culvert 
of  about  four  feet  span  having  a  standard  floor,  over  which  the  trucks 
passed  safely.  The  passenger  car  swerved  so  far  north  that  the  north 
wheels  passed  outside  the  guard-rail,  and  the  car  ran  about  150  feet 
further  along  the  top  angle  of  road-bed  and  turned  over  on  its  side 
at  a  point  where  the  embankment  is  some  six  feet  high.  There  was 
snow  about  two  and  one-half  feet  deep  at  the  bottom  of  this  embank¬ 
ment,  but  from  the  top  angle  from  four  and  five  feet  out  the  snow  had 
blown  off,  leaving  the  slope  of  bank  bare  and  frozen  hard.  The  car 
simply  careened  over,  having  probably  about  come  to  a  stop.  When 
the  baggage  car  was  felt  by  its  occupants  (one  of  which  was  the  bag¬ 
gageman  and  the  other  Mr.  Eugene  Hickok,  American  Express  mes¬ 
senger)  to  be  off  the  track,  the  messenger  called  upon  the  baggage¬ 
man  to  jump,  and  immediately  threw'  open  the  north  side  door  of  car 
and  sprang  down  the  slope  of  embankment,  probably  stumbling  and 
falling  partly  on  the  snow,  with  his  feet  on  the  frozen  ground.  This 
was  done  before  the  word  of  the  baggageman  telling  him  to  hold  on 
in  the  car  could  be  heeded.  The  baggage  and  combination  car  passed 
by  the  prostrate  man  and  the  passenger  car  came  along  and  turned 
over  as  before  stated,  pinning  the  messenger  under  it  and  wounding 
him  severely  below  the  hips.  His  feet  were  held  on  the  frozen  earth 
by  the  sill  of  the  car,  his  leg  near  the  hip  was  lacerated  and  his  head  pro¬ 
jected  through  a  car  window.  The  snowT  was  dug  from  under  his 
body  but  the  frost  had  to  be  cut  away  under  his  feet  before  he  could 
be  released.  Mr.  Hickok  lived  about  three  hours  after  his  injury. 
No  others  were  injured,  except  that  one  little  girl  received  a  scratch 
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on  her  face.  The  trucks  (six  wheels)  and  Baker  heater  were  turned 
over  with  car  but  not  displaced. 

As  to  the  cause  of  the  tender  truck  wheels  dropping  between  the 
rails  little  positive  information  could  be  obtained.  The  section  fore¬ 
man  had  walked  over  the  track  a  few  minutes  before  the  derailment, 
and  after  the  accident  the  track  was  examined  by  the  engineer,  Mr. 
Lee,  and  the  conductor,  Mr.  Burr,  both  of  whom  were  unable  to  give 
a  reason  why  the  wheels  left  the  rail.  No  rails  were  seriously  bent. 
They  were  all  replaced  with  same  ties  and  fastenings.  The  tender*and 
two  forward  cars  were  put  back  upon  the  track,  and  proceeded  to  * 
Oswego.  The  engine  is  running  regularly.  Its  tender  trucks  were 
examined  by  the  inspector,  who  found  the  wheels  all  in  good  condi- 
•  tion.  They  are  of  cast-iron  having  chilled  threads,  and  are  scarcely 
at  all  worn.  The  engineer  stated  that  he  had  “  never  before  been 
troubled  with  this  truck;  that  it  trammed  properly.”  At  time  of 
derailment  the  forward  north  journal  was  hot.  He  had  not  lifted  the 
tank  frame  from  its  trucks  to  examine  the  center  bearing,  and  did  not 
consider  that  the  tender  bore  unevenly  on  the  outside  transom  bear¬ 
ings.  That  he  was  running  about  thirty-five  miles  per  hour,  and  imme¬ 
diately  applied  the  air-brake  upon  feeling  the  action  of  derailed  truck. 
The  conductor,  Mr.  Burr,  stated  that  the  train  was  moving  steadily, 
and  there  was  no  unusual  swaying  of  car.  _  That  there  wTere  ten 
passengers  in  the  car  that  turned  over,  and  that  neither  engineer  nor 
conductor  could  give  any  reason  why  the  tender  truck  dropped  between 
the  rails. 

The  inspector  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  track  sleepers. 
They  are  mostly  of  cedar,  and  in  good  life.  The  rail  is  of  iron,  and 
not  seriously  worn.  A  rail  brace  of  wood  about  six  feet  from  joint 
back  of  first  mark  on  web  of  rail  made  by  outside  rim  of  wheel,  was 
on  north  side  of  track  just  as  before  the  accident.  The  gauge  of  track 
opposite  this  brace  was  found  about  three-fourth  inches  wide,  and 
near  the  center  of  rail  the  south  side  was  found  raised  by  frost  about 
three-fourth  inches.  It  is  evident  that  the  flange  of  north  wheel 
pressed  the  north  rail  outward;  how  this  was  done  can  only  be  con¬ 
jectured.  Possibly  the  hot  journal  may  have  caused  the  truck  to  tram 
sideways,  the  forward  wheel  flange  crowding  against  the  rail  at  point 
of  derailment,  where  were  one-half  inch  shims  of  hard  wood.  These 
shims  had  been  replaced  when  rail  was  put  back  to  its  position. 
Where  track  has  been  used  sometime,  the  oscillation  of  engine  and 
cars,  of  which  there  is  always  more  or  less,  will  wear  the  spikes  imme¬ 
diately  under  their  head,  “  cut-throat  ”  as  it  is  technically  called.  In 
soft  woods  the  spike  will  be  driven  outwardly,  causing  a  spread  of 
track  when  passed  over  by  car  wheels.  In  this  instance,  the  spread¬ 
ing,  from  whatever  cause,  must  have  been  at  least  three  inches  to 
allow  the  wheels  to  drop  inside  (as  they  very  evidently  did)  before  the 
opposite  rail  was  turned  over. 

The  general  manager  of  the  road  is  unable  to  account  for  the  spread¬ 
ing  of  the  rails,  nor  can  the  Board  satisfactorily  do  so.  Inasmuch  as 
the  track  appears  to  have  been  in  good  order  before  the  accident,  and 
inasmuch  as  the  section  foreman  walked  over  it  just  previous  thereto 
without  finding  anything  wrong,  all  the  usual  precautions  seem  to 
have  been  taken  by  the  railroad  company.  It  is  evident,  however,  that 
there  must  have  been  some  defect  either  in  the  condition  of  the  spikes 
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or  ties.  Very  probably,  as  on  most  of  the  railroads  of  the  State,  the 
snow  covered  the  spikes  so  that  their  condition  could  not  readily  be 
seen.  While  there  was  but  one  loss  of  life,  such  an  accident  as  this 
might  easily  lead  to  a  most  serious  disaster,  and  it  illustrates  the 
necessity  of  the  closest  scrutiny  in  maintaining  a  proper  condition  of 
the  superstructure,  particularly  at  this  time  of  the  year.  There  have 
been  a  number  of  these  derailments  this  winter  upon  different  roads 
in  the  State,  and  it  is  a  cause  of  serious  apprehension.

VII. 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  at  the  grade-crossing  of  the  New  York 

and  Sea  Beach  Railroad  and  the  Brooklyn,  Bath  and  West  End 

Railroad,  at  7.40  a.  m.,  on  the  morning  of  the  24th  of  February. 

April  11, 1888.  , 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as  • 
developed  by  testimony  taken  before  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis¬ 
sioners,  were  as  follows: 

The  train  on  the  New  York  and  Sea  Beach  railroad  scheduled  to 
leave  Bay  Ridge  at  7.34  a.  m.  arrived  at  Bath  junction  on  time,  and 
made  the  usual  stop  required  by  law;  it  then  started  ahead  on  motion 
of  the  superintendent  of  the  road,  who  was  on  the  train.  Before 
clearing  the  crossing  a  train  of  the  Brooklyn,  Bath  and  West  End 
railroad  collided  with  it.  There  being  no  jmssengers  in  the  car  struck 
there  was  no  injury  to  person;  considerable  damage,  however,  was 
done  to  the  car. 

It  is  claimed  by  F.  W.  Noble,  the  engineer  of  the  Brooklyn,  Bath 
and  West  End  road,  that  he  attempted  to  stop  his  train  before  reach¬ 
ing  the  crossing,  but  that  he  was  unable  to  do  so;  first,  because  the 
tracks  were  frosty,  and,  secondly,  because  there  was  no  sand  in 
the  sand-box  of  the  locomotive,  thus  rendering  ineffective  the  reversal 
of  his  driving-wheels. 

The  master  mechanic  of  the  Brooklyn,  Bath  and  West  End  road, 
Mr.  August  Wolfe,  certifies  to  the  good  character,  habits  and  compe¬ 
tency  of  Mr.  Noble.  It  appears,  however,  that  this  was  but  his  second 
trip  on  the  road  this  season.  The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  he  was 
negligent  in  failing  to  stop  his  train  before  reaching  the  crossing,  as 
the  testimony  of  the  engineer  of  the  New  York  and  Sea  Beach  train 
is  to  the  effect  that  there  wTas  nothing  unusual  about  the  condition  of 
the  tracks  on  the  morning  in  question. 

Section  5  of  chapter  439  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  provides  as  follows : 

“§  5.  All  trains  and  locomotives  on  railroads  crossing  each  other  on  the 
same  level  shall  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing,  not  less  than  two 
hundred  nor  more  than  eight  hundred  feet  from  said  crossing,  and  shall 
then  cross  only  when  the  way  is  clear  and  upon  a  signal  to  do  so  from  a 
watchman  stationed  at  the"  crossing.  If  they  can  not  agree  as  to  the 
expense  of  such  watchman  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
upon  motion  thereto  by  either  of  said  corporations.  In  case  of  disagree- 
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ment  as  to  the  precedence  of  trains,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
after  hearing,  may,  upon  a  joint  application  of  the  companies  interested, 
prescribe  rules  in  relation  thereto.  An  engineer  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  any 
corporation,  person  or  persons  operating  the  railroad  violating  any  of  the 

Erovisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five 
undred  dollars.  The  full  stop  and  crossing  on  signal,  provided  in  this 
section,  may  be  discontinued  when  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
shall  decide  it  to  be  impracticable,  or  when,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners,  an  interlocking  switch  and  signal  apparatus 
is  adopted  and  put  in  operation  at  such  a  crossing  by  the  railroads  there 
crossing  each  other  at  a  level.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  depot  yards 
and  the  approaches  thereto  when  the  crossing  roads  are  under  lease  or 
subject  to  the  same  management  or  control  in  the  use  of  tracks.” 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Brooklyn,  Bath  and  West  End 
railroad  was  guilty  of  negligence  in  failing  to  provide  sand  for  their 
engines. 

Second.  The  Board  finds  that  the  New  York  and  Sea  Beach  and  the 
Brooklyn,  Bath  and  West  End  railroads  have  disregarded  the  law  in 
that  they  have  failed  to  station  a  watchman  at  the  grade-crossing. 

Recommendations. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  New  York  and  Sea  Beach  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Brooklyn,  Bath  and  West  End  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  immediately  station  a  watchman  at  the  grade-crossing  of  the  two 
said  roads  in  conformity  with  section  5  of  chapter  439  of  the  Laws 
of  1884. 

Second.  That  the  Brooklyn,  Bath  and  West  End  Railroad  Company 
supply  the  locomotives  with  sand  in  their  sand-boxes.

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Railroad  near  Portville,  on  the  28th  day  of  April,  1888. 

May  2,  1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as 
developed  by  a  personal  inspection  of  the  premises  by  the  inspector 
of  the  Board  two  daj^s  following  the  accident,  were  as  follows: 

Train  known  as  No.  2  bound  south  on  the  above  date,  left  Olean 
nearly  on  time.  Upon  reaching  a  point  about  one  and  three-quarter 
miles  south  of  Portville,  the  east  wheels  of  the  forward  truck  of  combined 
mail  and  baggage  car  dropped  inside  the  easterly  rail  and  the  oppo¬ 
site  wheels  pressed  the  westerly  rails  over  on  their  sides  for  about 
three  rail  lengths,  the  smoking  and  passenger  cars  followed.  These 
three  cars  continued  along  the  road-bed,  which  at  this  point  is  an 
embankment  about  fourteen  feet  high.  After  running  about  300  feet 
the  cars  swerved  to  the  westerly  slope  of  the  embankment,  the  Qoup- 
lings  between  the  express  and  baggage  car  and  between  each  of  the 
derailed  cars  became  unhooked.  The  baggage  car  rolled  down  the 
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embankment,  turning  completely  over,  landing  at  foot  of  slope  right 
side  up  but  off  its  trucks.  The  smoking  and  passenger  car  turned 
over  on  their  sides  only,  and  both  slid  down  the  slope  into  a  shallow 
pond  of  water.  The  baggage  car  was  set  on  fire  by  the  stove  but 
it  was  at  once  extinguished.  The  train  consisted  of  the  engine,  one 
express,  one  baggage  and  two  passenger  cars.  The  rear  truck  of  the  * 
express  car  was  pulled  from  the  track  but  was  not  detached  from  the 
engine,  and  both  were  stopped  after  running  about  500  feet. 

In  all  twenty-five  persons,  twenty  of  whom  were  passengers,  were 
more  or  less  injured,  sustaining  bruises,  flesh  wounds  and  concussions. 
Four  were  injured  internally,  one  had  a  wrist  and  one  each  a  shoulder 
blade  and  collar  bone  broken,  but  all  are  rapidly  convalescing.  It 
was  providential  that  the  passenger  cars  did  not  turn  entirely  over 
and  that  the  injuries  were  not  more  severe. 

The  direct  cause  of  the  accident,  as  nearly  as  could  be  ascertained 
by  diligent  inquiry  of  train  and  track  men  by  the  inspector,  was  the 
spreading  of  the  rails  on  east  side  of  track,  by  reason  of  expansion 
under  the  excessive  heat  of  the  sun.  The  temperature  about  mid-day 
was  over  100  degrees  in  the  sun,  and  the  derailment  occurred  about 
11.30  a.  m.  The  bulging  of  rail  was  owing  to  some  extent  to  the  poor 
condition  of  the  sleepers,  but  this  cause  was  secondary. 

The  freight  trains  going  north  passed  over  same  track  about  half  an 
hour  before  the  derailment,  and  a  mark  on  head  at  end  of  north  rail, 
which  was  not  disturbed,  shows  quite  plainly  the  imprint  of  a  wTheel 
flange.  The  fish  bars  at  the  failing  joint  were  both  broken,  and  after 
the  south  rail  sprang  outside  the  north  rail  they  lapped  about  three 
and  one-half  inches,  showing  the  expansion.  One  of  the  east  rails 
was  cut  off  about  three  and  one-half  inches,  and  all  those  rails  were 
replaced  in  the  track.  The  westerly  rail  was  also  cut  ©ff  before  they 
could  be  replaced.  The  sleepers  under  and  adjoining  the  failing  joint 
are  in  good  life,  but  many  of  the  ties  are  so  far  defective  in  strength 
as  to  be  unable  to  hold  the  rails  in  gauge. 

At  this  point  there  is  about  3,000  feet  of  track,  all  tangent  line,  at 
each  end  of  which  are  provided  rails  to  cut  off  from  time  to  time  as 
the  creeping  of  track  requires.  The  derailment  took  place  near  the 
middle  of  this  circuit.  During  the  past  winter  there  has  been  much 
creeping  of  track,  and  this  spring  nearly  all  the  joints  were  closed. 
The  extreme  hot  temperature  of  last  Saturday  was  unlooked  for,  and 
its  consequent  results  not  heeded  until  after  the  accident. 

The  inspector  reports  that  there  are  also  too  many  unsound  ties  on 
this  and  other  parts  of  the  road  for  properly  holding  the  track  in 
gauge. 

The  track  at  point  of  derailment  is  laid  with  opposite  joints,  and 
secured  at  ends  with  fish-plates,  but  there  is  a  probability,  had  all  the 
sleepers  been  in  perfect  strength,  the  throwing  out  of  track  would 
have  been  more  uniform  than  was  experienced,  and  both  rails  alike 
would  have  shown  the  effect  of  expansion.  In  dressing  of  road-bed 
the  standard  adopted  is. to  fill  between  the  ties  up  to  their  tops  at 
center  of  track  and  slope  to  under  side  of  ties  at  their  ends,  leaving 
no  material  to  hold  track  in  line.  This  section  is  adopted  by  many  of 
our  roads,  and  by  reason  of  forming  a  good  drainage,  but  is  inexpedient 
for  the  above  reasons. 
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Recommendations. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  company  renew  the  defective  ties 
at  the  earliest  practicable  moment,  and  that  it  also  fill  the  space 
between  the  ties  with  ballast,  both  at  the  ends  as  well  as  in  the  middle. 

Second.  That  the  company  watch  with  care  the  effect  of  expansion 
on  the  track,  and  allow  sufficient  space  at  joint  to  permit  such 
expansion.

IX. 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western 
Railroad  at  4.07  a.  m.,  on  March  11,  1888,  at  Scio. 

•  June  5,  1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident  as  devel¬ 
oped  by  an  investigation  thereof  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis¬ 
sioners  on  the  16th  of  May,  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  New 
York,  were  as  follows  : 

The  report  from  the  railroad  company,  for  some  reason,  was  not 
made  to  this  Board  until  the  1st  of  May. 

As  train  No.  5,  going  west,  consisting  of  engine,  one  baggage  car, 
one  smoking  car,  one  day  coach  and  two  sleepers,  approached  Scio,  the 
forward  driving  wheels  of  the  engine  left  the  rails.  The  two  sleepers 
subsequently  left  the  rails  and  one  of  them  struck  a  brick  tank  at  the 
east  end  of  the  station,  and  the  other  struck  a  wooden  water  tank 
at  west  end  of  station.  They  were  very  much  broken  to  pieces. 
Thirteen  passengers  were  reported  injured,  one  of  whom,  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Bronner,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  died  almost  immediately.  John  L. 
Burdick,  brakeman,  Binghamton,  was  also  reported  injured. 

The  circumstances  attending  the  accident  had  been  thoroughly 
investigated  by  the  authorities  of  the  railroad  previous  to  the  investi¬ 
gation  of  the  Board.  Every  facility  was  furnished  by  the  railroad 
company  to  aid  the  Board,  but  the  cause  of  the  driving  wheels  leaving 
the  track  has  not  been  satisfactorily  developed. 

It  appears  that  there  was  a  side  track  leading  from  the  main  track 
some  distance  east  of  the  station.  At  this  place  there  was  a  split 
point  switch.  Just  in  front  of  the  points  of  the  switch  were  two 
guard  rails  placed  in  the  usual  manner  to  guide  the  wheels  of  passing 
trains  in  the  proper  direction.  It  appears  from  marks  on  the  ties  that 
he  driving  wheels  of  the  engine  probably  left  the  track  eighteen  and 
a  half  feet  from  the  west  end  of  these  guard  rails. 

The  theory  of  Colonel  S.  R.  Johnson,  the  general  roadmaster  of 
the  road,  who  made  a  most  careful  investigation  of  the  accident,  was 
that  some  hard  obstruction  had  got  between  the  rail  and  the  guard 
rail,  just  before  the  passage  of  the  train;  that  the  driving  wheel  had 
struck  this  obstruction,  had  risen  somewhat,  made  one  revolution 
perhaps,  and  fallen  between  the  rails;  that  subsequently  this  driving 
wheel  had  broken  the  frog  where  the  rail  of  the  side  track  inter- 
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sected  tlie  rail  of  the  main  track  and  that  at  this  point  the  sleepers 
had  left  the  track,  leading  to  the  subsequent  disaster. 

The  Board  can  hardly  acquiesce  in  this  theory  of  the  accident  for 
the  reason  that  it  does  not  see  why  the  forward  trucks  of  the  engine 
would  not  have  been  derailed,  and  possibly  the  rear  driving  wheel, 
unless  the  obstruction  should  have  been  thrown  out  of  the  way.  The 
testimony  developed  no  likelihood  of  a  malicious  obstruction  having 
been  placed  between  the  rails,  nor  was  there  anything  to  show  what 
the  obstruction  could  have  been  unless,  possibly,  the  fact  that  the 
counterbalance  weights  on  one  of  the  driving  wheels  after  the  acci¬ 
dent  were  found  to  have  been  dropped,  but  a  considerable  distance 
on  the  track  beyond  the  guard  rails.  It  is  furthermore  impossible  to 
conceive  how  these  counterbalance  weights  could  have  by  any 
possibility  got  under  the  driver  and  between  the  rail  and  the  guard 
rail. 

Had  the  track  or  the  engine  been  out  of  gauge  it  might  have 
accounted  for  the  condition  of  the  guard  rail  and  the  derailment,  but 
the  most  searching  questions  developed  the  fact  that  the  track  and 
the  guard  rails  and  the  engine  were  all,  and  had  been  all,  in  gauge. 

It  is  pertinent  to  say  that  the  engine  never  left  the  track,  except  the 
forward  driving  wheels  as  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Mr.  E.  E.  Knibloe,  the  superintendent  of  the  western  division,  tes¬ 
tified  that  after  the  accident,  the  engine  had  been  carefully  measured 
in  all  directions  and  was  found  to  be  in  perfect  gauge  and  condition 
with  the  exception  of  the  loss  of  the  counterbalance  weights,  as 
before  stated. 

The  Board  is  unable  to  account  for  this  derailment,  nor  can  it  place 
its  finger  upon  any  act  of  negligence  upon  the  part  of  any  employee 
of  the  road  which  might  have  led  to  this  accident.

X. 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio 
Bailway  at  Steamburgh  Station,  February  5,  1888. 

June  li,  1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as  given 
by  Mr.  Felton,  vice-president;  Mr.  Buckholz,  chief  engineer;  Mr. 
Corbett,  section  foreman;  the  conductor  and  engineer  of  train  No.  8, 
and  the  report  of  the  inspector  of  the  Board,  are  as  follows: 

From  the  inspector’s  report  it  appears  that  about  10.30  a.  m.,  on  the 
5tli  of  February,  1888,  as  passenger  train  No.  8,  bound  east,  consist¬ 
ing  of  an  engine,  baggage,  smoking  and  ladies’  car,  and  two  Pullman 
sleeping  cars,  was  approaching  Steamburgh  station,  a  spring  rail  in 
a  plate  pattern  spring  frog  was  broken  wfith  the  following  result: 

“  The  ladies’  car,  in  which  were  ten  passengers,  diverged  to  the 
north  and  struck  a  caboose  car  in  rear  of  a  freight  train  standing  on 
the  local  siding,  completely  demolishing  it,  and  then  continued  along 
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the  road-bed  to  a  point  opposite  the  depot  when  it  struck  a  loaded 
freight  car  which,  with  many  others,  was  stored  on  the  siding.  This 
last  concussion  turned  the  passenger  car  on  its  side  to  the  south,  and 
in  this  position  it  was  dragged  about  two  hundred  feet  east  of  the 
depot.  When  the  car  stopped  the  rear  end  of  the  smoking  car  was 
resting  on  it,  the  baggage  car  uncoupled,  and  with  it  the  engine  ran 
some  distance  ahead. 

“  The  forward  trucks  of  forward  sleeper  and  the  rear  truck  of  the 
smoking  and  baggage  car  were  derailed.  The  rear  sleeper  passed 
over  the  space  left  vacant  by  the  broken  rail  and  remained  upon  the 
track.” 

The  result  of  this  accident  was  most  disastrous.  Of  the  passengers, 
Mrs.  Hattie  C.  Abbott  was  killed,  Mrs.  Cyra  Batty,  Miss  Bessie  Batty, 
William  McNeal,  George  Kimball,  E.  Peckham,  F.  Williams,  W.  Strat¬ 
ton  and  Anna  I.  Shawnon,  were  more  or  less  injured.  Of  the  employees 
James  Dean,  brakeman,  killed;  George  F.  Allen,  conductor,  died  six 
hours  afterwards,  and  Henry  Shaffer,  brakeman,  badly  injured.  Mr. 
Clancy,  conductor  of  train  No.  8,  says  that  they  were  running  their 
usual  speed  as  per  time-card,  thirty-five  miles  per  hour,  that  there 
were  no  flat  wheels  under  the  baggage  or  smoking  car,  and  with  the 
exception  of  baggage  car  all  the  other  cars  in  train  had 'paper  wheels 
with  steel  tires;  that  he  examined  point  of  derailment  and  could  see 
nothing  to  cause  spring  rail  to  break,  and  knows  of  nothing  that 
could  have  broken  it. 

The  engineer  of  train  examined  the  point  of  derailment  and  corrob¬ 
orates  the  statement  of  Mr.  Clancy. 

Mr.  P.  H.  Corbett,  the  section  foreman,  who  has  had  charge  since 
1883,  says  that  the  frog  was  put  in  at  this  point  in  April,  1886;  that 
ties  were  renewed  in  June  following;  that  he  examines  the  frogs  and 
switches  carefully  and  knows  of  no  reason  why  this  spring  rail  should 
break;  it  was  a  sixty-pound  Edgar  Thomson  steel  rail  frog,  not  much 
worn,  and  the  spring  rail  had  a  uniform  bearing  on  all  the  ties 
under  it. 

Michael  Corbett,  track  walker,  stated  he  had  been  twenty-two  years 
on  the  section,  and  after  the  freight  train  drew  on  to  siding  to  let  No. 
8  pass,  he  examined  the  frog  and  switch  and  was  certain  the  frog  was 
in  good  order. 

In  a  letter  to  this  Board  from  the  office  of  the  second  vice-president 
of  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  dated 
Cleveland,  May  23,  Mr.  E.  R.  Thomas,  says:  “The  accident  was 
due  entirely  to  the  breaking  of  the  frog,  the  cause  of  which  we 
have  been  unable  to  ascertain.” 

From  the  fact  that  the  inspector  could  not,  after  a  careful  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  track  and  rolling  stock,  determine  any  specific  cause  for 
breaking  of  this  rail,  and  in  connection  with  the  testimony  of  the 
several  employees  who  had  given  this  particular  frog  and  switch  their 
personal  examination,  together  with  the  statement  that  the  tires  of 
locomotive  drawing  train  No.  8  had  run  but  40,800  miles  since  date  of 
last  turning  (which  is  about  two-tliirds  of  the  average  service),  the 
real  cause  is  left  a  matter  of  doubt.  The  fact  that  this  rail  broke 
several  feet  from  the  point  of  frog,  where  the  web  of  rail  is  cut  away 
to  bring  it  as  close  as  possible  to  the  point,  and  hence  its  weak  place, 
would  lead  to  the  opinion  that  the  construction  of  the  frog  and  its 
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bed  was  all  right  and  that  a  fracture  of  rail  would  be  as  liable  to 
occur  at  any  place  on  main  line  as  at  this  point. 

A  personal  examination  of  this  broken  rail  was  made  by  one  of  the 
Commissioners  at  the  office  of  the  company  in  New  York,  and  to  all 
appearances  the  fracture  occurred  where  the  steel  was  in  good 
physical  condition,  bright,  clean,  and  of  even  texture. 

Mr.  Buckholtz,  chief  engineer  of  this  company,  says  the  ties  under 
the  frog  were  of  oak,  in  sound  condition  and  two  inches  wider  than 
those  in  main  track,  and  that  he  is  unable,  from  any  information  fur¬ 
nished  him,  to  specifically  determine  the  cause  of  the  breakage. 

The  frequent  derailments  of  trains  the  past  winter  and  the  serious 
loss  of  life  attending  such  disasters,  have  caused  the  Board  to  again 
draw  the  attention  of  officers  of  railways  to  the  necessity  of  a  rigid 
inspection  of  all  things  relating  to  the  safety  of  trains  and  the 
maintenance  of  way. 

Recommendations. 

The  Board  recommends  that  ties  be  placed  not  less  than  eight 
inches  apart  under  frogs  in  main  track,  from  their  point  to  the  first 
joint,  and  that  the  condition  of  spring  rails  in  all  frogs  be  examined 
frequently,  and  care  taken  that  said  rails  have  a  uniform  bearing  on 
ties  from  flare  or  curved  end  to  the  first  joint.

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  New  York,  Lackawanna  and 

Western  Railroad  near  Yestal,  on  March  16,  1888,  about  2.50  a.  m., 

BY  WHICH  SEVENTEEN  PASSENGERS  AND  THREE  EMPLOYEES  WERE  MORE  OR 

LESS  SERIOUSLY  INJURED. 

June  25,  1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as 
developed  by  correspondence  with  the  railroad  company  and  by  an 
inspection  of  the  premises  shortly  after  the  accident  by  the  inspector 
of  the  Board,  were  as  follows: 

Train  No.  12,  consisting  of  an  engine,  three  exjjress  cars,  one  pas¬ 
senger  and  two  sleeping  cars,  left  Buffalo  at  9.30  p.  m.  March  15. 
About  2.50  the  following  morning  at  a  point  some  two  miles  west  of 
Yestal  station,  while  rounding  a  curve  of  half  a  mile  radius,  at  a  speed 
of  forty  miles  per  hour,  the  forward  wheels  of  forward  truck  of  pas¬ 
senger  car  left  the  rails  and  were  followed  by  the  remaining  trucks  in 
the  rear.  After  running  along  the  inside  of  the  curve  for  about  100 
feet  the  trucks  passed  over  to  the  outside  of  the  curve.  The  three 
passenger  and  sleeping  cars  ran  some  250  feet  along  the  outside  angle 
of  road-bed  and  then  diagonally  down  the  slope  of  a  fourteen-feet  high  . 
embankment,  at  the  foot  of  which  the  cars  turned  over  on  their  sides. 

The  engine  and  express  cars  wrere  not  derailed.  The  passengers 
and  trainmen  were  all  removed  from  the  cars  which  took  fire  either 
from  the  stove  in  the  passenger  car  or  the  oil  from  the  lamps  among 
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the  upholstery  of  the  forward  sleeper.  All  the  derailed  cars  were 
consumed. 

The  cause  of  the  derailment  could  not  be  satisfactorily  determined 
either  by  the  inspector  or  by  Mr.  Hallstead,  the  general  manager,  or 
any  of  the  authorities  of  the  road.  Correspondence  has  been  had  by 
the  Board  with  the  officers  of  the  railroad,  but  no  additional  light  has 
been  thrown  upon  this  accident. 

An  examination  of  the  tracks  showed  the  ties  to  be  of  good  size, 
closely  spaced,  of  oak  timber  and  quite  sound.  A  little  shimming  had 
been  done,  but  not  exceeding  three*  eighths  of  an  inch  in  height. 

Matthew  Byan,  section  foreman,  passed  over  this  piece  of  track  the 
day  before  the  accident  and  states  positively  that  the  whole  was  in 
good  order.  The  steel  rails  are  but  little  worn;  they  have  angle- 
plate  fastenings  and  are  laid  broken  joints.  The  road-bed  is  heavily 
ballasted  and  track  well  surfaced  and  lined. 

The  inspector  of  the  Board  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  wheels 
under  the  cars  and  found  them  to  be  steel-tired  and  their  treads  and 
flanges  in  excellent  condition. 

The  inspector  conjectures  that  the  forward  truck  wheels  of  the 
passenger  car  dropped  inside  the  inside  rail.  Marks  on  outside  of 
outside  rail  show  a  spread  of  one  and  one-half  inches.  The  inside 
rail  opposite  and  southerly  was  crowded  outward  as  the  bent  spikes 
on  the  outside  show. 

The  Board  is  unable  to  determine  what  the  cause  of  this  derailment 
was,  unless  the  track  may  have  been  somewhat  out  of  gauge.  It  can 
not  state  this  positively,  however,  and  it  is  a  mere  conjecture.

In  the  matter  of  a  derailment  on  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and 
Western  Railroad  at  White  House  Siding,  June  23d,  6.15  a.  m.,  by 
which  H.  Y.  Trask,  engineer,  was  killed;  H.  H.  Sweet,  fireman, 
injured  in  spine;  I.  M.  Moshier,  brakeman,  injured  in  arm;  Burt 
Clark,  a  passenger,  wrist  sprained,  and  several  other  passengers 

RECEIVED  SLIGHT  CUTS  AND  BRUISES. 

July  16,  1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  ‘this  disaster  as  brought  out 
by  testimony  taken  before  a  coroner’s  jury  and  Commissioner  Rickard 
of  this  Board,  at  Cuba,  July  6th,  were  as  follows: 

As  passenger  train  No.  5  was  passing  over  a  switch  at  White  House 
siding  June  23cl,  6.15  a.  m.,  it  became  derailed.  From  the  evidence  of 
E.  F.  Knibloe,  superintendent,  H.  E.  Gilpin,  roadmaster,  J.  W.  Horner, 
track  supervisor,  the  section  foreman  and  train  employees,  it  was 
shown  that  the  switch  had  been  tampered  with.  Additional  evidence 
was  produced  to  establish  this  fact  by  placing  before  the  jury  the 
broken  chain  and  battered  lock,  the  angle-plate  used  as  a  lever,  the 
broken  split  key  and  stone,  all  of  which  had  been  found  close  to  the 
switch  soon  after  the  accident  by  the  section  foreman. 
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Henry  E.  Gilpin,  road-master,  says  he  made  a  thorough  examination 
immediately  and  was  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  switch  had  been 
half  thrown,  so  that  the  wheels  of  the  engine  straddled  the  points, 
which  was  the  cause  of  derailment. 

E.  F.  Knibloe,  superintendent,  says  the  track  was  in  gauge  and 
perfect,  and  no  portion  of  this  switch  has  been  changed  since,  except 
to  put  in  a  new  split  key  and  to  replace  the  old  battered  lock  and 
broken  chain;  otherwise  it  is  to-day  in  the  same  condition  as  at  the 
time  of  accident. 

J.  W.  Horner,  track  supervisor,  fully  corroborates  the  testimony  of 
the  suj^erintendent  and  road-master,  and  said  he  had  been  supervisor 
since  1870,  and  everything  relating  to  the  construction  of  this  switch 
was  perfect. 

Engineer  Dewey,  of  freight  train  No.  81,  says  he  passed  over  this 
point  forty-three  minutes  before  the  accident  and  found  everything 
all  right. 

The  coroner’s  jury  found  the  following  verdict: 

“We  find  that  Henry  Y.  Trask  came  to  his  death  by  being  killed  in 
the  wreck  of  Erie  train  5  on  June  23,  being  derailed  at  the  last  end  of 
White  House  switch,  and  we  find  from  the  evidence  that  the  switch 
had  been  turned,  or  tampered  with,  with  criminal  intent,  by  some 
person  unknown  to  the  company.” 

An  inspection  of  the  scene  of  the  accident  by  a  member  of  the 
Board,  and  also  of  the  different  parts  hereinbefore  mentioned  as  used 
to  cripple  the  switch,  leads  the  Board  to  believe  that  this  verdict  is  a 
proper  one. 

It  would  be  opportune  to  say  here  that  this  accident  has  some  fea¬ 
tures  similar  to  the  Scio  disaster,  the  cause  of  which  at  the  time 
neither  the  railroad  authorities  nor  this  Board  could  satisfactorily 
determine.  There  is  a  strong  probability  that  the  former  disaster 
was  the  result  of  criminal  displacement  of  the  guard-rail,  as  this  was 
of  the  switch.  In  both  cases  it  was  train  No.  5,  nearly  two  hours  late, 
and  but  a  short  time  in  advance  of  train  No.  13,  that  was  wrecked. 
Train  No.  13  is  known  all  over  the  country  as  the  Wells,  Fargo  & 
Company  express,  carrying  no  passengers,  but  supposed  to  convey  a 
large  amount  of  money  and  valuables. 

The  fact  that  a  freight  train  had  passed  over  this  point  in  safety  at 
5.25  a.  m.,  nearly  an  hour  after  the  schedule  time  of  train  No.  5,  which 
was  wrecked  but  fifty-three  minutes  before  the  time  of  train  No.  13, 
would  lead  to  the  suspicion  that  the  intention  was  to  derail  No. 
13,  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.’s  express,  instead  of  No.  5. 

Inasmuch  as  this  is  one  of  a  class  of  accidents  arising  from  no  want 
of  discipline  or  of  organization  upon  the  part  of  the  company,  nor 
from  defective  or  inefficient  appliances,  the  Board  makes  no  recom¬ 
mendation  in  the  matter.  The  company  has  moved  promptly  in 
offering  a  reward  for  the  detection  of  the  guilty  parties,  and  it  is  to 
be  presumed  that  the  officers  of  Allegany  county  (where  the  accident 
occurred),  charged  with  the  punishment  of  crime,  will  discharge  their 
duties  with  all  that  rigor  that  so  infamous  a  crime  demands.

In  the  matter  of  a  collision  on  the  Ninth  Avenue  Elevated  structure 

of  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company,  New  York  city,  at  Sixty-fourth 

STREET  AND  NlNTH  AVENUE  ON  THE  TWENTY-SIXTH  DAY  OF  SEPTEMBER. 

October  9, 1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as 
developed  by  testimony  taken  by  the  authorities  of  the  road  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Board,  and  also  by  a  personal  interview  with  the  general 
manager  of  the  road  by  a  Commissioner,  were  as  follows: 

On  the  Ninth  Avenue  line  two  series  of  trains  are  run,  one  between 
South  ferry  and  Fifty-ninth  street,  and  the  other  between  Rector  and 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  streets;  in  addition  to  which  extra  trains 
were  run  between  these  points  during  busy  hours  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon.  Trains  that  are  turned  at  Fifty-ninth  street  run  into  a 
middle  track  located  at  that  point,  for  the  purpose  of  changing  engines 
and  crews  for  the  return  south-bound  trips,  or  for  laying  up  when  no 
longer  required.  This  was  the  case  on  the  occasion  of  the  accident. 
The  train  drawn  by  engine  No.  45,  Engineer  George  Fisher,  had  left 
Rector  street  at  6.18  p.  m.,  arrived  at  Fifty-ninth  street  at  6.40  p.  m., 
and  pulled  into  the  middle  track,  made  the  necessary  changes,  and 
having  secured  the  right  of  way,  was  passing  out  to  the  main  line  en 
route  to  the  yard  at  One  Hundred  and  Forty-fourth  street  to  lay  up 
for  the  night.  Under  the  interlocking  switch  system  in  use  on  these 
lines,  the  switchman  in  the  tower  at  Sixtieth  street  was  obliged  to  set 
the  main  line  danger  signal  just  south  of  the  switch  at  danger  before 
opening  the  switch  to  let  Fisher’s  train  out  of  the  middle  track.  This 
had  been  done,  and  while  the  train  was  moving  out,  a  following  Ninth 
avenue  train,  drawn  by  engine  No.  56,  John  Knight  engineer,  which 
had  left  Fifty-ninth  street  at  6.44  p.  m.,  passed  the  danger  signal  just 
south  of  the  switch,  which  Knight  disregarded,  and  collided  with  the 
rear  end  of  the  third  coach  of  Fisher’s  train.  Both  trains  being  in 
motion  the  leading  train  was  crowded  forwarded  toward  the  center 
track  and  partially  derailed ;  when  it  reached  the  northerly  end  of  the 
inter-track  planking,  the  rear  truck  of  the  third  and  the  forward  truck 
of  the  fourth  coach  fell  to  the  street.  The  coaches  were  held  in  posi¬ 
tion  by  the  safety  chains  with  which  they  were  equipped  and  by  the 
transverse  girders  of  the  structure. 

The  testimony  of  numerous  witnesses  and  employees  show  that  the 
inter-locking  system  was  in  proper  working  order  at  the  time,  and  that 
the  accident  clearly  resulted  from  Engineer  Knight  having  disregarded 
the  danger  signal  south  of  the  switch  at  Sixty-fourth  street.  It  was 
turned  to  danger  while  Knight  was  at  Fifty-ninth  street,  five  blocks 
away,  the  track  being  straight.  Knight  states  that  after  leaving  Fifty- 
ninth  street  he  heard  an  unusual  noise  on  his  engine,  and  that  his 
attention  was  distracted  thereby,  and  when  he  looked  up  he  saw  the 
red  signal  set  against  him,  but  that  he  was  by  that  time  too  close  to 
prevent  a  collision.  This  was  no  excuse  for  so  long  failing  to  observe 
a  danger  signal,  particularly  at  this  place. 

The  Manhattan  Railway  Company  has  dismissed  Knight  from  its  ser¬ 
vices  for  this  carelessness.  The  Board  approves  the  course  taken. 
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Knight  had  been  in  the  service  of  the  company  for  some  years,  and  the 
authorities  of  the  road  state  had  a  fair  record,  although  he  had  been 
found  guilty  of  some  acts  of  carelessness  on  several  occasions  before. 

While  no  loss  of  life  or  injury  to  person  resulted  from  this  accident, 
the  escape  therefrom  was  almost  miraculous. 

The  Board  has  carefully  considered  what,  if  any,  recommendation 
can  be  made  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such  an  accident,  and  fails 
to  see  that  any  can. 

The  disregarding  of  a  danger  signal  perfectly  visible,  as  was  the 
case  upon  this  occasion,  to  say  nothing  of  the  other  train  being  in 
sight,  was  a  piece  of  carelessness  unusual  and  inexcusable.  The  only 
thing  that  can  be  done,  which  is  perhaps  superfluous,  is  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  railroad  company  to  the  necessity  of  only  employing 
men  as  engineers  of  known  good  character  and  careful  habits.

In  THE  MATTER  OF  AN  ACCIDENT  ON  THE  New  YORK,  LAKE  ERIE  AND  WESTERN 

Railroad  at  Magee’s  Switch,  near  Corning,  on  the  morning  of  August 

12, 1888,  at  2.07  a.  m.,  by  which  J.  L.  Mersereau,  engineer,  was  killed, 

and  Engineer  John  Fisher  severely  injured. 

October  23, 1888. 

The  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  above  accident,  as 
developed  by  an  inspection  of  the  premises  by  the  inspector  of  the 
Board  shortly  thereafter,  also  by  Commissioner  Rickard,  by  testimony 
taken  before  the  coroner’s  jury  and  by  an  interview  between  Commis¬ 
sioner  Rogers  and  Vice-President  Felton,  were  as  follows.  Consider¬ 
able  time  has  been  taken  up  in  the  consideration  and  investigation 
thereof. 

Magee’s  switch  is  a  center  track,  about  two  miles  in  length,  located 
between  the  east  and  wTest-bound  tracks  of  the  Erie  road.  The  westerlv 

w 

end  is  near  the  village  of  Corning.  At  each  end  of  this  center  track 
there  are  switches  leading  to  the  east  and  west-bound  main  tracks. 
The  switch  at  the  easterly,  and  connecting  with  the  west-bound  track, 
of  course,  makes  a  “facing-point”  switch  to  west-bound  trains.  The 
same  is  true  with  reference  to  the  switch  leading  to  the  east-bound 
track  at  the  westerly  end  of  this  center  track. 

On  the  morning  in  question  freight  train  No.  86,  east-bound,  had 
been  in  the  center  track  to  be  passed  by  train  No.  82,  the  latter  being 
also  a  freight  train  east-bound,  having  superior  rights.  After  the 
passage  of  train  No.  82,  George  H.  Keith,  head  brakeman  of  train  No. 
86,  went  forward  to  turn  the  switch  to  connect  the  center  track  with 
the  east-bound  main  track  of  the  road.  Signal  was  then  given  to  train 
No.  86  to  pull  out,  'which  it  did.  In  the  meantime  express  train  No.  5, 
west-bound,  consisting  of  a  Wooten  engine,  two  baggage  and  express, 
two  regular  passenger  and  five  sleeping  cars,  arrived  at  this  point  at 
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a  high  rate  of  speed.  Instead  of  passing  in  safety,  however,  it  entered 
the  switch  from  the  west-bound  track  and  passed  into  the  center  track. 
The  center  switch,  connecting  the  center  track  with  the  switches  for 
the  main  tracks  in  either  direction,  is  of  the  stub  pattern;  this  switch 
having  been  set  to  permit  train  No.  86  to  pass  out  on  to  the  east-bound 
track,  left  the  rails  with  no  connection  for  the  incoming  train,  No.  5, 
consequently  the  latter  train  ran  off  the  track.  The  engine  swerved 
to  the  west-bound  track  and  turned  over  upon  its  side,  crushing  the 
engineer,  J.  L.  Mersereau,  beneath  and  causing  his  instant  death. 
The  forward  express  car  ran  into  the  side  of  a  train  that  had  in  the 
meantime  arrived  from  the  west  and  seriously  injured  the  engineer, 
John  Fisher.  The  presence  of  this  latter  train  having  no  further 
connection  with  the  accident  will  not  be  further  considered. 

It  appears  that  the  tracks  of  the  Erie  road  at  the  easterly  end  of 
Magee’s  switch  curve  to  the  north.  In  order  to  enable  an  engineer 
approaching  from  the  east  to  better  see  the  switch  signal  at  the 
“  facing  point  ”  switch  connecting  the  middle  track  with  the  west¬ 
bound  track,  the  unusual  measure  had  been  taken  of  placing  the 
switch  stand  to  the  south  of  the  west-bound  track  instead  of  to  the 
north  as  is  usual  on  this  road.  This  switch  stand  is  sixteen  feet  high 
and  has  a  target  and  signal  lights. 

It  was  a  dark  and  rainy  night.  The  evidence  tends  to  show,  and 
the  coroner’s  jury  found,  that  George  H.  Keith,  the  head  brakeman 
of  train  No.  86,  threw  the  switch  connecting  the  west-bound  track 
with  the  center  track  by  mistake,  instead  of  throwing  that  connecting 
the  east-bound  track  with  the  center  track.  Keith  denies  this,  but 
the  mistake  is  clearly  demonstrated  from  the  fact  that  after  the  acci¬ 
dent  James  Munn,  rear  brakeman  and  flagman  of  train  No.  86, 
examined  the  switch  from  the  west-bound  track  to  the  center  track 
and  found  it  locked  and  in  position  for  the  main  track,  whereas  it 
should  have  been  unlocked  and  in  position  for  the  center  track. 
Henry  Jones,  conductor  of  train  No.  86,  also  examined  the  switch 
about  ten  minutes  after  the  accident  and  found  it  locked  for  the  main 
track.  T.  Nevells,  section  foreman  of  this  track,  states  that  he  also 
examined  the  same  switch  at  4.30  a.  m.,  two  hours  after  the  accident, 
and  found  the  points  off  or  open  about  one  to  one  and  one-half  inches 
and  the  tie  rod  bent  down,  which  is  the  condition  that  the  switch 
would  have  been  liable  to  be  found  in  after  a  train  had  run  through 
it  from  the  center  to  the  main  track  without  its  being  set  for  the 
center  track. 

George  IT.  Keith,  the  brakeman,  has  been  arrested  and  is  now 
under  bail  awaiting  trial. 

The  switch  connecting  the  west-bound  track  with  the  center  track 
was  found  set  for  the  center  track. 

Inasmuch  as  Mersereau,  the  engineer  of  train  No.  5,  was  instantly 
killed,  it  is  impossible  to  determine  how  long  before  the  arrival  of 
train  No.  5  at  this  switch  he  saw  the  signal  set  at  danger.  The  fire¬ 
man  of  this  train  was  under  the  tender  cab  stoking  his  fire  at  the 
time,  and  did  not  see  the  signal  at  all. 
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Conclusions. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  circumstances  attending  this 
accident,  the  Board  has  come  to  the  following  conclusions: 

First.  That  these  switches,  “facing  points,”  constituted  an  element 
of  danger  as  they  always  do.  Mr.  S.  H.  Felton,  Jr.,  vice-president  of 
the  road,  has  informed  the  Board  that  they  have  been  done  away  with 
as  far  as  possible  throughout  the  length  of  the  road,  but  that  in  some 
cases,  as  in  this,  it  has  been  impracticable  to  entirely  abolish  them. 
He  also  informs  the  Board  that  since  the  accident  a  distance  signal 
has  been  erected  and  interlocked  with  the  signal  at  the  switch,  so 
that  ample  warning  will  be  given  to  an  approaching  train.  This  will 
diminish  the  danger,  but  it  does  not  entirely  remove  it.  If  practi¬ 
cable,  indeed  if  possible,  the  Board  would  recommend  that  trailing 
switches  be  constructed  instead  of  the  facing  point  switches,  so  that 
west-bound  trains  desiring  to  take  the  center  track  will  have  to  back 
in  instead  of  going  in  head-on  as  at  present,  and  the  same  with  regard 
to  east-bound  trains. 

Second.  The  Board  deems  that  it  is  an  element  of  weakness  to  have 
the  train  crew  charged  with  the  throwing  of  these  switches,  instead 
of  a  regular  switch  tender.  While  it  is  true  that  it  is  the  business  of 
the  conductor  to  see  that  the  switches  are  properly  set  for  incoming 
and  outgoing  trains,  that  employee  is  very  likely,  and  in  fact  it  is 
probably  his  practice,  to  leave  the  setting  of  these  switches  to  the 
trainmen.  Responsibility  is  thus  divided.  The  Board,  therefore, 
deems  that  at  so  important  a  switch  as  this,  a  switch  tender  would 
greatly  promote  safety. 

Third.  It  appears  that  a  Wooten  engine,  which  was  the  pattern  of 
the  engine  hauling  train  No.  5,  is  so  constructed  that  the  engineer  is 
frequently,  indeed  generally,  alone  in  the  cab,  the  cab  being  in  the 
forward  part  of  the  engine,  and  the  duties  of  the  fireman,  stoking, 
etc.,  requiring  him  to  be  in  the  afterpart  thereof.  It  appears  to  the 
Board  that  this  is  an  undesirable  condition  of  affairs  to  say  the  least. 
In  case  of  any  accident  happening  to  the  engineer,  either  a  sudden 
paralysis,  fainting  turn,  being  struck  while  looking  out  of  the  side  of 
the  engine,  etc.,  the  engine,  until  the  fireman  discovered  it,  would  be 
left  without  any  guidance.  Then,  too,  there  are  numerous  occasions 
when  the  engineer  has  some  little  offices  to  perform  which  distract 
his  attention  from  the  lookout.  This  should  never  be  allowed,  he 
should  call  upon  the  fireman  in  all  such  cases.  A  number  of  good 
railroad  authorities  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  fireman  ought  to  be 
held  jointly  responsible  with  the  engineer  in  keeping  a  lookout  for 
signals;  the  Board  does  not  agree  to  this,  as  it  deems  it  undesirable 
to  divide  the  responsibility,  which  should  be  thrown,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board,  entirely  upon  the  engineer,  but  the  Board  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  conditions  ought  to  be  such  that  the  engineer  should 
never  be  distracted  for  a  moment  from  the  lookout.

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Buffalo  Creek. 

April  20,  1888 — John  Pierce,  a  teamster,  while  driving  across  the 
tracks  at  the  Ganson  street  crossing,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  was  struck  by 
engine  and  severely  injured.  Inquiry  was  made  as  to  whether  there 
were  gates  or  flagman  at  crossing,  and  whether  the  view  was 
unobstructed.  The  answer  was  that  there  were  neither  gates  nor 
flagman  at  the  place  of  accident,  and  the  view  was  partly  obstructed, 
caused  by  some  cars  standing  on  a  side  track;  the  answer  also  stated 
that  the  crossing  spoken  of  was  a  private  roaldway,  leading  from 
Ganson  street  into  the  lumber  yards. 

Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh. 

December  21,  1887  —  Dennis  Hassett  was  killed  at  a  crossing  one 
mile  west  of  Devereaux,  while  attempting  to  drive  over  tracks  ahead 
of  train  No.  4.  The  company,  in  response  to  inquiries,  said  there  were 
neither  gates  nor  a  flagman,  and  that  the  view  of  the  track  was  com¬ 
paratively  free  from  obstruction. 

Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company. 

October  17, 1887  —  At  the  first  highway  crossing  east  of  Worcester, 
Bolivar  Baldwin  was  killed;  he  was  driving  across  the  track  and  was 
struck  by  engine  No.  204.  In  answer  to  inquiries  made  by  the  Board, 
the  company  stated  that  the  crossing  was  not  protected,  but  the  view 
was  entirely  unobstructed  for  some  distance  in  every  direction. 

November  8,  1887  —  At  the  Edison  Machine  Works,  Schenectady 
yard,  F.  C.  Green,  a  boy  employed  at  the  machine  works,  jumped  on 
a  passing  car,  and  was  struck  by  a  pole,  which  stood  near  the  track, 
injuring  him  severely.  The  Board  wrote  asking  what  the  pole  was, 
and  why  it  was  left  so  near  the  track.  In  reply  the  company  said  that  it 
was  a  telegraph  pole,  placed  in  that  position  for  convenience. 

November  12,  1887  —  Passenger  train  No.  119  left  Albany  on  time 
and  was  running  at  ordinary  speed,  when,  upon  reaching  a  point 
north  of  Exchange  street,  North  Albany,  it  ran  over  an  open  switch 
on  to  a  side  track,  and  collided  with  some  freight  cars.  Henry  Brown, 
the  engineer,  was  injured  by  jumping  from  the  engine.  Inquiry  was 
made  as  to  who  was  at  fault,  and  what  discipline  had  been  administered 
to  the  guilty  party.  The  answer  was,  that  the  collision  was  due  to 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  a  brakeman,  by  leaving  the  switch  open, 
and  that  he  had  been  dismissed. 

November  21,  1887  —  Employee  D.  Harrigan  was  injured  at  Port 
Kent  while  engaged  in  coupling  cars,  one  of  the  cars  being  without 
any  deadwoods.  The  company,  in  response  to  inquiries,  said  that  the 
car  without  deadwoods  belonged  to  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdens- 
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burgli  road,  and  that  that  road,  so  far  as  they  knew,  did  not  use  them. 
The  Board  then  wrote  to  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Com¬ 
pany,  asking  why  they  did  not  use  dead  woods;  and  in  reply  the 
company  stated  that  they  did  use  them,  and  have  been  putting  them 
on  cars  since  1883,  and  that  now  there  was  hardly  a  car  that  was  not 
provided  with  deadwoods  or  iron  blocks,  to  prevent  them  from  coming 
together  when  coupling. 

January  4,  1888' — George  Jlead,  while  attempting  to  cross  tracks 
ahead  of  train  No.  39,  at  the  first  highway  crossing  east  of  Afton,  N.  Y., 
was  struck  by  the  engine  and  injured.  In  reply  to  inquiries  made  by 
the  Board  the  company  said  that  the  crossing  was  not,  and  never  had 
been,  protected  by  either  a  gate  or  a  flagman,  but  the  view  is  entirely 
unobstructed. 

January  27,  1888-^ — As  train  No.  2,  drawn  by  two  engines,  was 
approaching  Quaker  Street  yard,  the  leading  engine,  166,  jumped  the 
track  and  turned  on  her  side  down  the  bank,  injuring  Engineer  L. 
Wasserbacli  and  Fireman  G.  Combs.  Inquiry  was  made  as  to  the  cause 
of  derailment,  and  in  reply  the  company  stated  that  it  was  undoubtedly 
caused  by  the  formation  of  ice  in  the  flange  of  the  rail. 

March  30,  1888 — At  a  point  about  one  mile  north  of  Eagle  Bridge 
one  car  of  freight  train  No.  55  was  derailed.  The  trackmen,  while 
engaged  in  jflacing  car  upon  track,  were  obliged  to  go  under  it  and 
in  some  way  struck  one  of  the  jacks  then  supporting  the  car,  bringing 
it  down  upon  them,  killing  John  Hanrahan  and  injuring  R.  Peters  and 
S.  McCann.  A  letter  was  sent  to  the  company  asking  them  what,  in 
their  opinion,  was  the  cause  of  the  derailment,  and  in  reply  they  said 
that  it  was  impossible  to  tell,  the  track  being  in  good  order,  because 
one  car  and  engine  went  over  it,  the  second  car  being  the  one  to  jump 
the  track. 

April  3,  1888 — At  Harpersville  a  collision  occurred  as  follows: 
Fourth  section  coal  40  received  orders  at  Nineveh  giving  said  train 
right  of  track  to  Center  village  over  fifth  section  coal  39,  and  the 
despatcher,  E.  B.  Gardner,  of  Carbondale,  Pa.,  failed  to  notify  the 
latter  train.  Consequently  the  two  engines  met  head  on  at  Harpers¬ 
ville  switch.  All  the  train  hands  escaped  injury  with  the  exception 
of  B.  F.  Carpenter,  fireman  of  engine  No.  37,  who,  in  jumping,  slightly 
injured  himself.  The  Board  wrote,  asking  if  the  rules  of  the  company 
required  that  the  train  despatcher  must  inform  the  train  having  the 
right  of  way,  of  another  train  being  ordered  up  on  its  time,  before 
ordering  up  such  inferior  train;  and  if  an  acknowledgment  must  be 
received  from  engineer  and  conductor  before  such  order  is  transmitted 
to  such  inferior  train;  also  if  any  discipline  had  been  administered  to 
E.  B.  Gardner.  The  company,  in  reply,  said  that  the  rules  require 
the  train  despatcher  to  issue  orders  to,  and  receive  the  understanding 
of,  the  conductor  and  engineer  having  the  right  to  the  road,  before 
issuing  orders  to  the  inferior  train  to  run  against  such  right  of  track. 
The  accident  in  question  was  due  to  the  failure  of  Despatcher  E.  B. 
Gardner  to  observe  the  rule,  and  he  was  discharged  at  once. 

Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western. 

April  5,  1888 — In  an  accident  near  Leicester,  Hoyt  Bogart,  fire¬ 
man,  was  thrown  from  engine  and  killed;  accident  was  caused  by 
engine  running  into  culvert  at  washout.  In  reply  to  inquiry  asking 
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how  long  previous  to  accident  the  track  had  been  inspected  by  track 
walker,  the  company  stated  that  the  track  walker  passed  over  the  ’ 
culvert  where  accident  occurred  only  twenty-five  minutes  before  the 
accident;  also  a  train  going  west  passed  over  it  only  fifteen  minutes 
before,  and  all  claim  that  they  could  see  nothing  that  would  indicate 
the  giving  away  of  the  culvert. 

May  5,  1888  —  William  Keaton  was  reported  to  have  been  killed 
while  crossing  the  tracks  at  Mt.  Morris.  The  company  replied  to 
inquiries  that  the  man  was  not  crossing  the  tracks  at  a  highway,  but 
was  walking  on  track  at  the  crossing  of  their  road  with  the  Dansville 
and  Mt.  Morris  road,  a  branch  of  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western 
Railroad;  he  was  also  intoxicated,  and  had  no  business  on  track. 

Elmira,  Cortland  and  Northern. 

January  17,  1888 — -Train  No.  4,  Elmira  mail,  under  the  protection 
of  crossing  signal,  was  crossing  the  West  Shore  tracks  at  Canastota, 
when  it  was  run  into  by  a  West  Shore  freight  engine,  badly  wrecking 
some  cars  and  injuring  Brakeman  Abram  B.  Rockwell.  A  copy  of  the 
above  report  was  sent  to  the  West  Shore  Company,  also  a  letter  asking 
them  for  a  report  of  the  same,  and  who,  in  their  opinion,  was  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  accident.  In  reply  a  report  was  received,  and  a  communica¬ 
tion  saying  that  the  fault  was  entirely  with  the  West  Shore  engineer, 
who  had  been  severely  disciplined. 

August  30,  1888  —  At  Cazenovia,  while  attempting  to  drive  across 
the  track,  Charles  Irish  was  killed  and  his  daughter  injured.  In  reply 
to  inquiries,  the  company  stated  that  the  crossing  was  unprotected, 
but  the  view  clear  for  at  least  one  thousand  feet. 

Fitchburg. 

January  13,  1888 — Passenger  train  No.  143  was  derailed  at  a  point 
about  five  miles  west  of  Jonesville,  throwing  baggage  car  over,  and 
injuring  the  baggage-master,  C.  E.  Beach.  In  reply  to  inquiry  the 
following  letter  was  received : 

Troy,  N.  Y.,  February  1, 1888. 

W.  C.  Hudson,  Esq.,  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

Dear  Sir— I  have  received  the  following  from  E.  K.  Turner,  chief  engineer,  under 
date  of  January  eighteenth,  viz.:  “  Replying  to  yours  of  January  seventeenth,  I  have 
examined  track  at  point  where  train  143  was  derailed  and  find  it  in  good  condition  so 
far  as  can  be  noted  without  instruments.  I  will  have  elevation  measured  at  an 
early  date.” 

Later  Mr.  Turner  informs  me  that  the  elevation  of  outside  rail  was  three  inches,  and 
that  it  is  a  three  degree  curve. 

The  foreman  of  the  car  shop,  who  got  up  the  wreck,  wrote  me  under  date  of  January 
twenty-seventh,  as  follows:  ‘‘In  reply  to  your  letter  of  January  twenty-sixth  as  to 
derailment  of  train  143,  January  thirteenth  at  Scotia,  will  say  I  have  examined  the  cars 
and  there  is  no  defect  that  could  possibly  have  caused  the  accident ;  all  the  wheels  under 
the  baggage  car,  coach  and  sleeper,  are  paper  and  in  first-class  condition  — all  standard 
^auge  and  treads.” 

The  statements  above  given  by  Mr.  Turner  and  Mr.  Ellis  would  seem  to  cover  the 
ground.  In  view  of  them  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  decide  what  caused  the  derailment.

P.  S.—  No  sign  of  any  obstruction  could  be  discovered. 
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February  6,  1888  —  A  report  of  the  Hoosick  Falls  collision  was 
received  as  follows,  viz. : 

Train  No.  54,  west-bound  passenger,  due  at  Hoosick  Falls  at  1.12  p.  m.,  which  was 
eighteen  minutes  late,  collided  with  Skinnion’s  east-bound  wild  freight  train.  Skin- 
nion’s  train  had  orders  not  to  pass  Hoosick  Falls  without  orders,  but  had  pulled  by  the 
station  about  300  feet,  and  the  engine  stood  on  a  curve.  No.  54  at  the  time  of  the  collision 
was  moving  at  a  rate  of  about  six  miles  per  hour,  the  hand  brakes  having  been  set 
for  the  station.  (Hand  brakes  were  used  on  this  train  because  regular  engine  had 
broken  down  and  a  freight  engine  had  been  picked  up  on  the  road  and  substituted  for 
that  trip.)  Front  end  of  each  engine  was  broken,  and  four  freight  cars  and  one  baggage 
car  damaged.  Damage  to  all  the  cars  about  $300,  and  to  engines  about  $500  each.  Injury 
to  persons  was  caused  by  being  knocked  over  by  concussion.  Conductor  and  engineer 
of  the  freight  train  that  had  run  past  the  station  without  right  have  been  dismissed. 

This  report  has  been  delayed  on  account  of  conductor  not  making  full  report,  he  not 
understanding  the  necessity  of  doing  so.

Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern. 

October  2,  1887 — At  Ripley,  Miss  Jane  Cochrane,  while  attempting 
to  cross  the  tracks  at  Bell’s  crossing,  was  struck  and  killed  by 
train  No.  10.  The  company  replied  to  an  inquiry  that  the  crossing 
was  not  protected,  but  the  view  was  entirely  unobstructed. 

July  14,  1888 — Thomas  Pietrogekwaski,  a  trackman,  was  killed  at 
the  South  Division  street  crossing  at  Buffalo.  Inquiry  brought  out 
the  fact,  that  the  crossing  was  protected  by  a  flagman,  but  at  the 
time  of  the  accident  the  view  was  somewhat  obstructed  by  some  cars, 
which  were  standing  on  the  central  track. 

Long  Island. 

December  24,  1887  — Adam  Krummack,  while  attempting  to  cross 
the  track  at  Atlantic  avenue  and  Monroe  street,  "was  struck  by  a  switch 
engine  and  injured.  The  company  in  reply  to  inquiries,  said  that  the 
crossing  was  seldom  used  and  was  unprotected,  but  the  view  is 
perfectly  clear. 

January  12,  1888 — At  Seigel  avenue,  Brooklyn,  John  Tuttle,  "while 
driving  a  team  of  mules,  attempted  to  cross  the  track  ahead  of  engine 
No.  671,  and  in  doing  so  was  struck  and  slightly  injured.  Inquiry  elicited 
the  fact  that  the  crossing  is  rarely  used,  and  consequently  it  has  never 
been  protected;  and  at  the  time  of  accident  a  freight  car  stood  on  a 
side  track,  which  partly  obstructed  the  view. 

January  17,  1888  —  John  Miller  was  injured  at  Barbey  street, 
Brooklyn,  -while  driving  over  tracks.  The  company  stated  in  reply  to 
letter,  that  the  crossing  is  \rery  wide  and  unobstructed,  and  that  it  had 
never  been  protected. 

March  16,  1888 — J.  F.  Butterfass  and  George  H.  Valentine,  -while 
driving  across  the  Thompson  avenue  crossing,  just  east  of  Winfield, 
were  struck  by  engine  No.  240,  and  slightly  injured.  Inquiry  shows 
that  the  crossing  is  not  protected  by  either  a  gate  or  a  flagman,  and 
the  view  is  somewhat  obstructed. 

July  24,  1888  —  At  South  Greenfield,  a  man  by  the  name  of  W.  J. 
Whiteside  was  killed  while  attempting  to  cross  the  track.  Inquiry 
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elicited  tlie  fact  that  the  crossing  was  not  protected,  but  that  the  view 
is  unobstructed  for  at  least  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 

August  8,  1888  —  An  unknown  man,  while  attempting  to  cross  the 
track  in  front  of  irain  No.  70,  at  Vanderbilt  and  Atlantic  avenues, 
Brooklyn,  was  struck  and  injured.  In  reply  to  a  letter  sent  by  the 
Board  the  company  stated  that  the  crossing  was  protected  by  gates 
and  a  flagman,  and  that  the  gates  were  down  at  the  time  of  the 
accident. 

August  20, 1888  —  On  the  New  York  and  Rockaway  Beach  railroad,  at 
Hammell’s  station,  the  following  passengers  were  injured  in  a  collision: 
Miss  F.  Connolly,  Far  Rockaway;  Kate  Clark,  227  West  Twenty-fifth 
street,  New  York;  J.  F.  Sargent,  204  Berry  street,  Brooklyn;  Adam 
Hermann,  191  Barby  street,  Brooklyn;  Daniel  Cullinane,  corner  Miller 
and  Fuller  streets,  Brooklyn;  Mrs.  C.  H.  Gallagher,  995  De  Kalb 
avenue,  Brooklyn.  Accident  was  caused  through  Engineer  George 
Hunt,  of  train  No.  54,  who  disregarded  the  block  signal  and  ran  into 
train  No.  213  at  the  station.  Inquiry  elicited  the  fact  that  the  rules 
of  the  company  are  that  all  trains  shall  come  to  a  full  stop  at  grade 
crossings,  and  that  Engineer  Hunt  was  discharged  immediately  after 
the  accident. 

Manhattan. 

October  17,1887 — In  the  matter  of  the  accident  at  Eighty-sixth 
street  and  Third  avenue,  the  following  letter  was  received:

October  24, 1887. 

To  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners ,  Albany,  N.  Y. : 

Gentlemen  — In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.,  asking  for  a  detailed  account  of 
the  causes  of  the  accident  occurring  at  Eighty-sixth  street,  on  the  Third  avenue  road,  on 
the  17th  inst.,  I  have  to  say  that,  as  a  north  bound  train  was  leaving  Eighty-fourth 
street  station,  at  7  p.  m.,  switchman  John  Kohn  turned  the  switch  leading  from  middle 
to  north  bound  track,  in  order  to  let  out  a  light  engine,  and  in  his  endeavor  to  obviate 
any  delay  to  traffic  failed  to  wait  until  the  entire  train  had  passed.  This  resulted  in 
derailing  the  rear  truck  of  the  fourth  car  at  the  switch  point  and  sent  the  forward  truck 
of  the  fifth  caron  to  the  rails  leading  to  the  middle  track.  As  the  train  had  just  started 
from  the  station  and  gained  but  slight  headway,  it  was  stopped  at  once.  *No  personal 
injury  was  sustained  with  the  exception  of  the  case  of  car  inspector,  Thomas  King, 
whose  face  was  slightly  cut  while  uncoupling  the  coaches  after  the  train  had  stopped. 

North  bound  traffic,  above  Eighty-fourth  street,  was  interrupted  more  or  less  for  two 
hours,  during  which  time  north  bound  trains  were  turned  at  Sixty-seventh  street,  and 
sent  south  again,  thereby  keeping  the  lower  portion  of  the  line  in  operation.  The  upper 
portion,  between  Eighty-fourth  and  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-ninth  streets,  was 
operated  as  single  track  until  the  main  line  was  cleared  for  through  traffic.

March  12,  1888  —  At  Seventy-sixth  street  and  Third  avenue  a  col¬ 
lision  occurred,  which  resulted  in  injuring  six  passengers  and  one 
employee,  also  killing  one  employee.  The  following  letter  was 
received  in  explanation  thereof: 

New  Yoke,  March  22, 1888. 

To  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  Albany,  N.  Y.: 

Gentlemen  — I  have  to  report  the  following,  relative  to  the  collision  between  passen¬ 
ger  trains  at  Seventy-sixth  street  and  Third  aA7enue  station,  on  Monday,  12th  inst., 
during  the  prevalence  of  the  blizzard : 

At  7.22  a.  m.  a  south  bound  train,  engine  No.  1,  Engineer  Patrick  Byan,  Conductor  J.  N. 
Hardy,  left  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-ninth  street  terminal  and  was  stalled  on  the 
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grade  at  One  Hundred  and  Third  street.  Engine  No,  90,  Engineer  Theodore  Rhein,  was 
immediately  despatched  from  Ninety-eighth  street  yard  to  its  assistance  and  coupled 
on  to  engine  No.  1,  thereby  forming  a  “double-header.”  The  usual  stop  was  made  at 
Eighty-fourth  street,  and,  for  fear  of  stalling  at  Seventy-sixth  street  grade,  orders  were 
given  to  pass  Seventy-sixth  street  station.  At  Seventy-ninth  street  a  preceding  train 
was  observed  standing  at  Seventy-sixth  street  station,  and  engines  were  reversed  and 
brakes  applied.  Hand  brakes  were  frozen  and  filled  with  snow  and  ice,  rendering  them 
practically  useless,  and  the  condition  of  the  rails  and  track  was  so  bad  from  the  effects 
of  the  storm  that  it  was  impossible  to  hold  the  train,  which  struck  the  rear  end  of  the 
preceding  train,  drawn  by  engine  No.  14G,  Engineer  Lonergan,  Conductor  H.  W.  Miller, 
near  the  south  end  of  Seventy-sixth  street  station  platform,  which  had  been  stopped  by 
another  preceding  train  at  that  point,  just  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  “double-header.” 
A  flagman  had  gone  back  and  the  colliding  train  could  have  been  stopped  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  but  the  prevailing  conditions  rendered  it  almost  impossible  to 
control  it,  notwithstanding  the  united  efforts  of  two  engines.  At  Seventy-ninth  street  the 
speed  was  from  eight  to  ten  miles  an  hour,  but  at  the  moment  of  the  collision  was  sliding 
along  on  the  icy  rails,  steam  having  been  shut  off  when  the  preceding  train  was  dis¬ 
covered.  Engine  No.  1,  of  the  colliding  train,  took  the  greater  part  of  the  shock  and  the 
crushing  of  the  tank  against  the  boiler  end  pinioned  Engineer  Samuel  Towle,  who  was 
riding  on  the  engine  on  his  way  to  duty.  He  was  extricated  within  twenty  minutes  and 
died  immediately  thereafter  from  internal  injuries. 

Other  personal  injuries  sustained  were  specified  in  my  accident  report  No.  26,  series 
of  1888,  dated  16th  inst.,  and  are  here  repeated: 

Passengers  injured. 

P.  Silver,  No.  928  East  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-first  street,  hand  cut  by  glass :  Martin 
Connallin,  No.  450  East  Eighty-fifth  street,  knee  and  shin  of  right  leg  hurt;  Ignatz 
Dlabota,  No.  480  East  Seventy-fourth  street,  hip  injured;  S.  Doblin,  No.  113  East  Eighty- 
fifth  street,  right  knee  injured ;  Isidore  Gartenlaub,  No.  154  East  Eighty-fourth  street, 
extent  of  injury  not  known ;  Max  Gottlieb,  no  address  given,  reported  injured. 

Employee  killed  and  injured. 

Samuel  Towle,  engineer,  No.  1351  Lexington  avenue,  killed ;  Patrick  Ryan,  engineer, 
No.  116  Cedar  street,  wrist  injured. 

Engines  and  coaches  were  considerably  damaged  and  south-bound  track  at  and  near 
the  point  named  was  blocked  for  about  four  hours.

New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River. 

October  13,  1887  —  Harvey  Colley,  while  working  on  top  of  a  freight 
train,  was  struck  and  injured  by  the  Mohawk  river  bridge  four  miles 
east  of  Rome.  In  reply  to  inquiries,  the  company  stated  that  there 
were  not  any  warning  signals  at  place  of  accident.  The  bridge  here¬ 
tofore  has  been  sufficiently  high  to  clear  men  on  the  top  of  the  car; 
they  also  said  that  the  man  was  struck  while  the  bridge  was  under¬ 
going  repairs,  and  that  warning  signals  were  being  erected  as  fast  as 
bridges  were  changed. 

October  15,  1887  —  While  in  the  act  of  getting  on  engine  No.  2  in 
the  Sixty-fifth  street  yard,  New  York,  James  Hogan  was  struck  by  a 
switch  gate  and  slightly  injured.  In  answer  to  inquiries  made 
by  the  Board,  the  company  said  that  the  term  “switch  gate  ”  is  applied 
to  the  low,  old-fashioned  switch-stand  necessary  in  a  freight-yard. 

November  10,  1887  —  Izra  Tarrow  was  on  top  of  car  screwing  dog 
on  brake  as  the  train  passed  under  the  Spuyten  Duyvil  draw-bridge. 
He  was  struck  and  slightly  injured.  Inquiry  shows  that  the  bridge 
was  properly  protected  by  warning  signals. 
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November  15,  1887  —  At  Palatine  Bridge  station  the  rear  and  front 
of  boiler  of  engine  No.  496,  attached  to  a  stock  train,  blew  out,  throw¬ 
ing  William  Mitchell,  engineer,  and  Charles  Gingross,  fireman,  off  the 
engine  some  distance  from  the  track,  killing  the  fireman  and  seriously- 
injuring  the  engineer.  The  supposition  is  that  the  engineer  allowed  the 
water  in  the  boiler  to  get  too  low,  and  when  engine  backed  up  to  train 
from  water  tank  the  concussion  caused  the  boiler  to  explode.  Inquiry 
was  made,  asking  when  boiler  was  last  inspected,  and  by  whom,  and 
what  its  condition  was  at  time  of  inspection.  The  company,  in  reply, 
stated  that  engine  was  thoroughly  overhauled  and  put  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  sometime  between  December  1,  1886,  and  January  15,  1887;  that 
repairs  to  boiler  and  fittings  were  done  under  the  supervision  and 
inspection  of  John  Orton,  master  mechanic  at  West  Albany,  and 
Thomas  P.  Blackburn,  foreman  of  boiler  shop. 

December  12,  1887  —  Mrs.  Hinkleman,  while  attempting  to  cross 
the  track  in  front  of  engine,  at  Schenectady,  was  struck  and  killed. 
Inquiry  shows  that  the  accident  did  not  occur  at  a  crossing,  but  in 
the  Schenectady  freight-yard,  where  she  had  no  business. 

December  21,  1887  — John  Heaney,  while  on  deck  of  car  attending 
the  brake,  was  struck  and  injured  by  the  Batavia  bridge.  Inquiry 
developed  the  fact  that  the  bridge  had  proper  warning  signals. 

February  18, 1888  —  At  Buffalo,  Samuel  McCormack,  who  was  under 
the  influence  of  liquor,  attempted  to  cross  the  track  and  was  struck 
by  engine  of  train  No.  10.  In  response  to  inquiries,  the  company 
stated  that  the  crossing  had  neither  a  gate  nor  flagman  for  protection, 
but  the  view  in  both  directions  was  entirely  unobstructed. 

May  31,  1888  —  Employee  William  F.  Ward  was  struck  and  injured 
by  the  Greenbush  bridge.  In  answer  to  inquiries  the  company  stated 
that  the  Third  Avenue  bridge  at  Greenbush  is  seventeen  feet  six 
inches  above  the  rails,  and  was  supposed  to  be  high  enough  to  clear  a 
man  on  the  top  of  a  car,  so  consequently  the  bridge  was  not  protected 
by  warning  signals.  The  Board  then  wrote  recommending  warning 
signals  in  all  cases  where  the  bridge  does  not  clear  the  track  by  at 
least  twenty  feet;  and  in  reply  the  road  said  that  the  above  communi¬ 
cation  had  been  received  and  accepted. 

June  6,  1888 — A  man  who  attempted  to  cross  the  track  at  Morris- 
ania,  was  struck  and  injured  by  train  No.  28.  Inquiry  developed  the 
fact  that  the  man  was  not  injured  at  a  crossing,  but  was  walking  on 
track  when  struck. 

July  9,  1888  —  Train  No.  16  and  engine  No.  599,  collided  at  East 
Rochester,  caused  by  the  engineer  of  train  16  who  failed  to 
observe  the  signals.  The  following  passengers  were  injured:  E.  P. 
Gardner,  D.  A.  Thompson  and  J.  C.  Jackson.  In  answer  to  letter 
asking  what  discipline  had  been  administered  to  the  engineer  of  train 
16,  the  company  stated  that  he  had  been  suspended. 

July  23,  1888  —  At  Sing  Sing,  Mrs.  Schoonmaker  and  child  were 
killed,  while  attempting  to  cross  the  track.  Inquiry  shows  that  they 
were  trespassers,  walking  on  track,  and  were  not  killed  at  a 

crossing-.

August  11,  1888  —  At  Niagara  Falls,  engine  of  train  No.  25,  owing 
to  a  misplaced  switch  left  the  track,  injuring  the  engineer,  Albert 
Minton.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  asking  who  was  responsible  for 
misplaced  switch,  and  what,  if  any,  discipline  had  been  administered 
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the  company  stated  that  the  switchman  in  charge  was  responsible  and 
had  been  discharged. 

August  14,  1888 — Wm,  Like  was  injured  at  Gasport  while  getting 
off  a  coal  car.  In  answer  to  an  inquiry  made  by  the  Board,  asking  if 
the  man  was  a  passenger,  and  wliat  business  he  had  on  a  coal  car,  the 
company  said  he  was  a  man  stealing  a  ride. 

August  16,  1888 — Employee  W.  Naxon  was  struck  by  the  bridge 
west  of  Savannah  and  injured.  Inquiry  showed  that  the  bridge-guards 
were  recently  knocked  down  at  the  Savannah  bridge  by  the  derailment 
of  a  freight  train,  and  that  new  ones  have  been  ordered  erected  there. 

August  16,  1888  — At  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-sixth  street  and  Bail- 
road  avenue,  New  York  city,  George  Taylor  was  injured  while 
attempting  to  cross  track.  Inquiry  elicited  the  fact  that  the  person 
injured  was  a  trespasser,  and  not  at  a  crossing. 

August  20,  1888  — Employee  James  Walls  was  hit  by  a  bridge  at 
Lewiston  and  seriously  injured.  The  company,  in  reply  to  a  letter 
sent  by  the  Board,  stated  that  the  bridge  was  not  protected  by  warn¬ 
ing  signals,  but  they  have  since  been  erected;  the  man  injured, 
however,  was  riding  on  top  of  engine  cab,  where  he  had  no  business. 

New7  Yoke,  Lake  Erie  and  Western. 

December  3,  1887  — At  Attica,  Employee  John  Hickey,  while  pull¬ 
ing  a  pin,  caught  his  left  foot  in  guard-rail;  he  was  thrown  down 
and  run  over.  At  5.40  a.  m.  the  same  day  he  died  from  the  injuries 
received.  The  Board  wrote  asking  the  company  if  they  had  ever 
considered  the  question  of  putting  blocks  in  frogs  and  guard-rails,  in 
order  to  prevent  this  kind  of  accident.  In  reply,  the  company  stated 
they  had  often  considered  the  matter,  but  did  not  favor  it. 

January  17,  1888 — At  Avoca,  or  about  one  mile  east,  train  18  col¬ 
lided  with  train  107,  caused  by  error  in  orders  given  by  train 
despatcher,  F.  S.  Sauerbier,  who  has  been  discharged  from  the  service 
of  the  company.  The  following  passengers  wTere  injured:  Martin 
By  rnes,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Beecher  and  Henry  Beuckman.  Engineer 
Frank  Maynard  was  instantly  killed,  and  Brakeman  William  Gilmore 
wTas  severely  injured.  The  company  replied  to  inquiries  that  Sauerbier 
made  the  error  by  giving  train  18  orders  to  run  to  Bath,  regardless  of 
train  107;  and  the  order  should  have  read  “to  Bath,  regardless 
of  train  113,”  instead  of  train  107.  Train  113  wras  reported  three 
hours  and  fifty  minutes  late.  They  also  stated  that  Sauerbier  was 
twenty  years  and  eleven  months  old,  and  had  been  in  their  employ 
since  November  22,  1883.  He  had  been  on  duty  only  one  hour  when 
accident  occurred. 

March  5,  1888  —  As  second  train  twelve  was  approaching  Elmira  it 
struck  Northern  Central  freight  train;  employees,  A.  Northort  and 
Thos.  Coyle,  jumped  from  engine  and  were  slightly  injured.  The  Board 
wrote  asking  wlio  w7as  at  fault,  and  what,  if  any,  discipline  had  been 
administered.  In  reply  the  company  said  that  the  ball  tender  at 
Chemung  Junction  caused  the  accident  by  allowing  two  Northern 
Central  trains  to  pass  out  on  main  track,  instead  of  one,  as  he  had 
orders  to.  He  has  been  dismissed  from  the  company’s  service. 

April  6,  1888  —  A  boiler  exploding  at  Graigville  killed  the  fol¬ 
lowing  employees,  J.  L.  Bodine,  J.  H.  Clark,  and  Allen  Boice.  Inquiry 
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elicited  the  fact,  that  the  boiler  was  thoroughly  tested  and  inspected 
at  Jersey  City,  March  15,  1887;  the  inspection  included  the  stay-bolts, 
and  at  the  time  all  the  broken  and  defective  stay-bolts  found  in  the 
boiler  were  taken  out  and  new  ones  substituted.  James  Clark,  the 
engineer  of  engine  above  mentioned,  was  employed  as  fireman,  April  1, 
1885,  was  promoted  to  engineer,  June  22,  1886;  he  was  sober  intelli¬ 
gent  and  attentive  to  his  duties,  and  his  qualifications  were  considered 
good. 

Northern  Central. 

April  5,  1888  —  At  Flint,  the  cabin  car  of  train  jumped  the  track 
and  went  down  an  embankment,  injuring  the  following  employees: 
Wm.  S.  Whitley,  John  L.  Durfey,  and  Miles  E.  Steadman.  In  reply  to 
inquiries  the  Board  received  the  following  letter: 

Elmira,  N.  Y.,  May  3, 1888. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Hudson,  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  Albany,  N.  Y. : 

Dear  Sir— In  reply  to  your  communication  of  April  nineteenth,  in  relation  to  the 
derailment  of  cabin  car  south  of  Flint,  on  April  fifth,  I  can  not  say  definitely  what 
caused  the  derailment,  but  from  the  reports  and  statements  now  before  me,  I 
am  disposed  to  accept  the  theory  that  owing  to  the  frost  coming  out  of  the  ground 
the  track  near  the  point  of  accident  was  slightly  out  of  surface,  and  the  train  of 
thirty-five  loaded  cars  was  running  at  a  much  higher  rate  of  speed  than  good 
judgment  or  our  rules  would  permit.  As  they  were  approaching  the  trestle  bridge 
over  Flint  creek,  the  engineman  when  he  struck  the  irregular  surface,  applied  his  air 
brakes,  with  which  the  engine  was  equipped,  causing  a  jarring  of  the  train,  which  was 
conveyed  to  the  cabin  car,  causing  it  to  leave  the  track. 

After  the  car  had  left  the  track,  the  conductor,  knowing  there  was  a  bridge  ahead, 
went  out  on  the  front  platform  and  pulled  the  pin,  disconnecting  it  from  the  balance  of 
the  train,  and  soon  after  tl^is  the  cabin  car  left  the  ties  and  turned  over  down  the 
embankment. 

The  grade  at  the  point  of  accident  was  descending  twenty-nine  feet  to  the  mile, 
changing  before  running  on  to  the  bridge  to  fifteen  feet  to  the  mile.  The  rails  were  new 
sixty  pound  steel,  with  good  sound  ties,  well  spaced  and  ballasted.  The  track  was  not 
disturbed,  the  extent  of  damage  to  same  being  two  broken  ties  near  where  the  cabin  car 
went  down  the  embankment.  There  is  no  evidence  of  anything  wrong  with  the 
cabin  car.

Ogdensburgh  and  Lake  Champlain. 

November  9,  1887 — Milton  Smith  and  Lillian  Merril  were  driving 
towards  the  track,  on  the  Hnlburd  crossing,  two  miles  wrest  of 
Brasher;  their  horse  being  frightened  at  the  cars,  became  unmanage¬ 
able,  and  ran  into  the  side  of  engine,  throwing  the  occupants  of  buggy 
to  the  ground,  and  slightly  injuring  them.  A  reply  to  inquiries  made 
by  the  Board,  shows  that  the  crossing  was  unprotected. 

November  22,  1887  — P.  B.  Lacey,  while  on  top  of  bark  car,  loaded 
higher  than  usual,  was  struck  and  injured  by  the  Park  bridge,  about 
fifty  rods  east  of  Malone  street.  In  answer  to  inquiries  made  by 
the  Board,  the  company  stated  that  at  the  time  of  accident  the  bridge 
was  not  protected,  but  that  they  had  given  orders  to  have  all  bridges 
equipped  with  guards,  and  asked  the  Board  what  kind  they  would 
recommend.  The  Board  suggested  that  they  use  the  ordinary 
horizontal  bar  with  ropes  suspended  therefrom. 
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Prospect  Park  and  Coney  Island. 

June  6,  1888 — C.  and  H.  Skinner,  while  attempting  to  cross  the 
track  at  Gravesend,  were  struck  and  killed.  The  following  letter 
was  received  in  reply  to  inquiries: 

Brooklyn,  Jane  23, 1888. 

Wm.  C.  Hudson,  Esq.,  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioner  a,  Albany ,  N.  Y. : 

Dear  Sir— Your  letter  of  June  twelfth,  addressed  to  Mr.  Scliermerkorn,  superintendent 
of  this  company,  in  which  you  write  as  follows:  “  In  regard  to  the  Gravesend  accident 
of  June  6,  1888,  the  Board  desires  to  know  whether  the  crossing  was  protected  by  either 
a  gate  or  a  flagman,  if  not,  was  the  view  unobstructed?”  was  duly  received,  and  the 
same  should  have  received  an  earlier  reply  but  for  tho  reason  that  in  consequence  of 
the  opening  of  our  railroad  for  the  summer  excursion  season,  Mr.  Schermerhorn  was 
unable  to  prepare  a  map  or  diagram  of  the  location  of  the  accident,  which  I  desired 
should  be  sent  to  the  Board  for  their  information.  I  have  therefore  had  a  map  or 
diagram  made  by  Mr.  S.  H.  McElroy,  civil  engineer  and  surveyor,  and  I  send  the  same 
addressed  to  you  by  this  day’s  mail. 

In  reply  to  your  letter  I  have  to  say  that  there  were  no  flagman  or  gates  at  said  cross¬ 
ing,  the  company  not  considering  the  same  necessary,  for  the  reason  that  the  street  or 
lane  is  not  a  public  highway,  but  simply  a  lane  leading  to  the  houses  on  each  side  of 
Gravesend  avenue,  and  that  the  view  is  entirely  unobstructed  as  shown  on  the  diagram. 
There  is,  however,  a  whistling  post  just  north  of  the  lane,  and  the  whistles  and  bells  on 
all  trains  are  rung  and  sounded  as  required  by  law  when  passing  along  the  avenue. 
The  whistling  post  just  north  of  the  lane  is  for  the  Eighty-sixth  street  crossing  several 
yards  south  of  the  lane,  and  the  whistling  post  for  this  lane  is  north  of  the  highway  at 
the  Town  Hall,  so  that  in  fact  this  lane  had  the  benefit  of  two  sets  of  signals  or  warn¬ 
ings.  A  roadway-crossing  sign  stands  opposite  the  lane  on  Gravesend  avenue. 

The  two  persons  killed  had  occupied  the  barn  shown  on  the  diagram  for  some  time, 
for  keeping  their  ponies  and  horses  used  on  the  beach  at  Coney  Island,  and  were  in  the 
habit  of  going  in  and  out  of  the  lane  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  evening,  and  were  per¬ 
fectly  familiar  with  the  running  of  the  trains  on  the  avenue. 

The  train  which  caused  the  accident  was  a  freight  train  making  no  stops,  which  left 
Brooklyn  five  minutes  before  the  passenger  train  making  all  stops. 

Testimony  will  be  given  before  the  coroner’s  inquest  (which  has  not  yet  been  held) 
showing  that  the  horse  was  unsafe  and  unmanageable,  and  was  well  known  to  be  such, 
and  that  when  once  he  got  started  he  could  not  be  held  or  controlled  by  the  rein  or  by 
any  bit  that  could  be  used. 

Had  the  horse  been  under  control,  the  unfortunate  accident  would  not  have  occurred* 
and  no  flagman  at  that  point  could  have  prevented  the  accident.

Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh. 

February  16,  1888 — Daniel  T.  Hiller,  a  passenger  on  train  No.  1, 
was  killed  in  a  collision  at  Canton.  Tlie  company,  in  order  to 
explain  the  cause  of  the  accident,  sent  the  following  letter  and 
coroner’s  inquest  to  the  Board:

At  an  inquest  indented  and  taken  on  the  16th  day  of  February,  in  tho  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  adjourned  from  time  to  time  until 
the  4th  day  of  April,  1888,  for  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  the  village  of 
Canton,  in  said  county,  before  Llewollyn  T.  Botsford,  one  of  the  coroners  of  said  county, 
on  view  of  the  body  of  Daniel  T.  Hiller,  then  and  there  lying  dead,  upon  the  oaths  of 
Worth  Chamberlain,  Loren  Eldridge,  Wm.  E.  Dunn,  S.  D.  Bridge,  Geo.  Manly,  Geo.  Gil¬ 
more,  Wm.  Heckles,  Abner  Aldrich,  Gardner  Butterworth,  H.  M.  Barber,  good  and 
lawful  men  of  said  county,  who  being  sworn  and  charged  to  inquire  how  and  after  what

manner  the  said  Daniel  T.  Hiller  came  to  his  death,  do  say  upon  oath,  that  the  aforesaid 
Daniel  T.  Hiller  came  to  his  death  by  “  a  collision  of  the  freight  and  passenger  trains  on 
the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  railroad  at  the  village  of  Canton,  on  the  16th  day 
of  February,  1888,  and  that  said  collision  was  occasioned  by  the  neglect  of  the  said 
Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  railroad,  in  not  having  proper  signals  at  the  station 
at  Canton  on  said  road,  and  not  compelling  employees  to  strictly  perform  their  duties 
as  prescribed  by  the  rules  of  said  company,  and  in  not  having  rules  regulating  speed  of 
trains  running  through  villages.”

Mr.  William  C.  Hudson,  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  Albany,  N.  Y. : 

Dear  Sir— With  this  I  inclose  you  statement  of  the  death  of  Daniel  T.  Hiller,  of 
Syracuse,  which  occurred  on  February  16;  also  certified  verdict  of  the  coroner’s  jury, 
which  was  held  for  the  last  time  on  April  4,  having  been  adjourned  several  times. 
I  would  say,  in  this  connection,  that  the  conductor  of  the  passenger  train,  O.  A.  Hines, 
was  represented  by  counsel,  and  it  seemed  to  be  that  he  had  a  large  number  of  friends  in 
the  locality  in  which  the  accident  happened,  and  every  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  that 
could  be  to  free  him  from  all  responsibility.  It  was  proved,  before  the  jury,  that  he  stood 
with  his  train  somewhere  between  nine  and  eleven  and  one-half  minutes  in  front  of  the 
station,  without  sending  back  a  flag,  nor  did  he  know  where  his  rear  brakeman  was. 
When  he  heard  the  freight  train,  bound  in  the  same  direction,  whistle  for  the  station,  it 
was  then'  that  he  started  back  to  signal  them.  The  engineer  of  the  passenger  train  was 
packing  a  truck  box,  and,  consequently,  did  not  get  on  his  engine  in  season  to  get  away 
from  the  freight  train.  Theie  was  considerable  conflicting  evidence  as  to  whether 
Mr.  Hiller  had  left  his  seat  in  the  car,  and  gone  to  the  outside  of  the  train,  or  whether 
he  had  been  standing  on  the  outside  and  was  going  in  as  the  passenger  train  started  to 
pull  out.  It  was  a  very  hotly  contested  inquest;  part  of  the  time  represented  by  the 
District- Attorney  and  his  assistant,  and  I  am  as  much  surprised  as  can  be  that  such  a 
verdict  should  have  been  rendered.  The  conductor,  Mr.  Hines,  told  me  in  my  office 
that,  were  he  to  do  this  over  again,  he  would  never  stand  at  a  station  so  long  without 
protecting  his  train.  He  was  relieved  from  the  service  of  the  company  immediately 
after  the  accident.

Southern  Central. 

October  8,  1887  —  Charlie  O’Brien,  a  boy  of  fourteen  years,  was 
struck  and  injured  while  riding  with  a  man  who  attempted  to  cross 
track  ahead  of  engine  at  the  South  Division  street  crossing,  Auburn, 
N.  Y.  Inquiry  shows  that  the  crossing  was  not  protected  by  either  a 
gate  or  a  flagman,  but  the  view  was  entirely  unobstructed. 

June  1,  1888  —  Engine  No.  75,  running  south  with  a  gravel  train, 
struck  a  hand-car  (on  which  some  men  were  returning  from  work)  on 
a  curve  at  the  Erie  underground  crossing  near  Barton,  N.  Y.,  killing 
and  injuring  the  following  men:  Joseph  Yingloski  and  George  Casko 
were  killed,  and  Andrew  Sowitchka  was  injured.  The  Board  wrote 
asking  what  the  company’s  rules  were  in  regard  to  the  use  of  hand- 
cars.  The  company  replied  that  workingmen  were  allowed  to  use 
hand-cars  at  all  times  on  main  track,  fully  protecting  themselves,  and 
called  the  Board’s  attention  to  rule  No.  54,  which  says:  “No  notice 
whatever  will  be  given  of  the  passage  of  irregular  trains.  Station 
agents,  trackmen  and  others  will  govern  themselves  accordingly.” 
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Utica,  Chenango  and  Susquehanna  Valley. 

October  19,  1887 — At  New  Hartford  station,  two  broken  sections 
of  same  train  collided,  throwing  Elmer  Tompkins  from  car,  injuring 
him  so  that  he  died  the  next  day.  A  letter  was  sent  to  the  company, 
asking  for  circumstances  in  greater  detail,  as  to  how  train  happened 
to  break  apart,  and  why  it  was  permitted  to  come  together;  also,  who, 
in  their  opinion,  was  in  fault.  The  following  answer  was  received: 

Utica,  N.  Y.,  November  2, 1887. 

William  C.  Hudson,  Esq.,  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad,  Commissioners,  Albany,  N.  Y. : 

Dear  Sir  — I  have  your  favor  twenty-first  October.  In  reply,  herewith  find  details  of 
accident  near  New  Hartford,  October  nineteenth,  as  requested.  Train  31  (freight)  had 
two  cars  telegraph  poles  consigned  to  New  Hartford;  these  cars  were  the  third  and 
fourth  cars  in  train  from  engine.  New  Hartford  switch  is  a  one-ended  switch,  on  a  down 
grade  from  the  south,  so  that  ears  coming  from  that  direction,  for  that  point,  are  dropped 
in  by  gravitation,  and  all  conductors  have  positive  instructions  that  no  such  cars  to  be 
dropped  in  at  any  point  be  cut  from  the  train  until  the  train  is  brought  to  a  stop,  and 
that  is  the  custom.  In  this  instance  no  different  instructions  were  given  the  brakemen 
by  the  conductor,  but  when  the  train  arrived  at  a  point  about  one  mile  north  of  Wash¬ 
ington  Mills  station,  it  was  discovered  by  the  other  brakemen  that  Tompkins  had  cut 
off  the  first  four  cars  and  engine,  and  then  immediately  cut  off  the  third  and  fourth 
cars  of  first  section  (the  two  cars  poles),  leaving  the  train  in  three  pieces,  Tompkins 
remaining  on  the  two  cars  poles.  As  soon  as  brakeman  on  rear  section  saw  what  had 
been  done,  he  began  setting  brakes  as  rapidly  as  possible,  but  Tompkins  had  set  the 
brakes  so  tight  on  the  two  cars  poles  that  they  nearly,  if  not  quite,  stopped  in  a  slight 
sag  in  the  track,  and  the  rear  section  struck  them.  Tompkins  either  jumped  or  was 
thrown  under  the  wheels,  receiving  the  injuries  as  stated.  In  our  opinion  Tompkins 
is  the  person,  and  the  only  person,  at  fault.  Ho  was  undertaking  to  do  the  work  as 
described,  without  the  knowledge  or  understanding  of  any  other  man  on  the  train,  and 
in  direct  violation  of  instructions. 

The  details  of  the  second  collision  between  the  two  cars  poles  and  the  cars  standing 
in  New  Hartford  switch,  I  presume  you  do  not  care  for,  as  it  resulted  in  damage  to  our 
property  only.

Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania. 

January  3,  1888  —  Henry  Sells  and  D.  Harrington  were  slightly 
injured  in  a  collision  at  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  rail¬ 
road  crossing,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  As  engine  No.  22  was  pushing  a  string  of 
cars  over  the  New  York  Central  crossing,  under  protection  of  crossing 
signal,  they  were  run  into  by  two  New  iork  Central  engines  coupled 
together.  The  Board  wrote  asking  who,  in  their  opinion,  was  in  fault, 
and  what  discipline  had  been  administered.  The  answer  was  that  the 
engineer  of  their  engine  was  considered  at  fault  for  the  accident  and 
had  been  dismissed. 

July  3,  1888  —  Tracy  C.  Ethridge  and  wife  were  killed  at  South 
Carrollton,  while  attempting  to  cross  track  in  frout  of  train  No.  28. 
The  company  in  reply  to  inquiries,  sent  the  Board  a  tracing  of  cross- 
ing,  stating  that  it  was  unprotected  at  time  of  accident  The 
coroner’s  verdict  in  above  case  is  as  follows:  “Cause  of  death  acci¬ 
dental.  We  fully  exonerate  the  employees  of  the  Western  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  Railroad  from  all  blame,  as  we  find  they  used  all 
the  means  in  their  power  to  stop  the  train,  and  that  they  gave  the 
proper  signals.” 
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West  Shore. 

February  12, 1888  —  While  Hiram  Reynolds  was  drawing  ash-pan  of 
engine  No.  21,  that  engine  was  hit  by  engine  No.  30,  and  Reynolds  was 
dragged  about  fifty  feet  over  the  coals.  In  answer  to  inquiry,  the 
company  replied  that  Reynolds,  who  is  the  hostler  at  Coeymans,  was 
under  engine  No.  21  drawing  the  ash-pan,  when  Assistant  Hostler 
James  Hughes,  in  taking  engine  No.  30  to  the  round-house,  failed  to 
notice  that  switch  was  wrong  for  the  track  he  wanted  to  take,  and  ran 
down  cinder  track  striking  engine  No.  21  and  pushing  it  about  fifty 
feet,  dragging  Reynolds  over  the  hot  coals  and  ashes  and  badly 
injuring  him. 

March  15,  1888  —  At  mile  post  No.  164,  between  Pattersonville  and 
Port  Jackson,  passenger  train  No.  51  ran  off  track,  and  baggage  car, 
in  which  J.  F.  McCool  was  working,  turned  over  on  its  side,  throwing 
the  trunks  on  him,  and  severely  injuring  him.  Inquiry  shows  that 
the  cause  of  the  derailment  has  not  been  ascertained,  but  occurring  as 
it  did  at  the  time  of  the  heavy  snow,  it  is  supposed  that  it  was  caused 
by  the  track  being  full  of  ice  under  the  snow,  or  by  the  packing  of 
the  snow  in  the  flanges. 

March  25,  1888  —  A  collision  occurred  at  a  point  a  little  west  of 
Savannah  which  resulted  in  injuring  David  Hurley,  who  jumped 
from  engine,  and  killing  an  unknown  man  who  claimed  to  be  sick,  and 
was  allowed  to  ride  in  caboose;  train  was  run  into  by  second  section 
of  102.  In  reply  to  inquiries  the  company  stated  that  the  accident 
was  caused  by  the  gross  violation  of  rules  on  the  part  of  the  engineer 
of  the  second  section,  who  has  been  dismissed  from  the  service  of  the 
company. 

June  11,  1888 — Frank  B.  Martin,  while  attempting  to  cross  the 
track  at  the  South  street  crossing,  at  Weedsport,  was  struck  by 
engine  No.  50,  and  injured.  Inquiry  shows  that  the  crossing  was 
without  gates  or  a  flagman,  but  the  view  was  entirely  unobstructed. 

July  23,  1888 — At  Alabama,  train  No.  52  ran  through  switch  and 
into  freight  train  No.  2,  107,  which  stood  on  siding,  injuring  Mrs. 
Hattie  Baldwin  (passenger),  and  John  W.  Davis  (employee).  The 
Board  wrote  asking  for  details  of  accident,  why  train  ran  through 
switch,  who  in  opinion  of  road  was  at  fault,  and  what  if  any  discipline 
had  been  administered.  In  reply  the  following  letter  was  received: 

New  York,  September  19, 1888. 

Mr.  William  C.  Hudson,  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  Comm  issioners,  Albany,  N.  Y.: 

Dear  Sir— In  response  to  your  favor  of  the  14th  inst.,  I  report,  with  regard  to  the 
collision  at  Alabama,  that  the  accident  was  caused  by  one  of  those  unaccountable 
operations  of  mind  that  you  sometimes  see,  but  can  never  explain.  The  freight  train 
entered  the  east  end  of  the  side  track,  closed  the  switch  after  them,  and  was  out  of  the 
way  all  right.  One  of  the  brakemen  walked  forward  to  the  switch  at  the  west  end  of 
the  siding,  with  which  he  had  nothing  to  do,  and  deliberately  threw  it  over  in  the  face 
of  the  approaching  passenger  train.  Of  course  it  must  be  conceded  that  he  did  not  do 
this  maliciously,  as  he  was  a  man  with  a  good  reputation.  He  was,  however,  dismissed 
from  the  service.

July  24,  1888  —  At  the  third  crossing  south  of  Cornwall,  Miss  Carrie 
A.  Deane  was  killed,  while  attempting  to  cross  the  track  as  train  was 
approaching.  Inquiry  developed  the  fact  that  this  crossing  was  not 
protected  by  either  a  gate  or  a  flagman,  but  the  view  was  entirely  clear.

This  application,  dated  October  the  19th,  alleges  that  the  road  of 
the  company  is  but  sixty  miles  in  length  from  North  Creek  to  Sara¬ 
toga  ;  that  it  runs  but  one  passenger  express  train  per  day  up  and 
back  during  the  entire  winter ;  that  no  sleepers  are  hauled,  and  its 
passenger  business  is  so  light  it  barely  pays  running  expenses  ;  that 
to  equip  its  winter  train  for  heating  by  other  means  than  stoves,  would 
involve  great  expense  ;  that  until  a  system  entirely  efficient  is  found 
by  experimenting  by  the  “big”  railroads,  this  company  is  not  in  a 
position  to  afford  a  change  which  might  again  have  to  be  changed 
next  winter. 

A  hearing  was  granted  to  Superintendent  C.  E.  Durkee,  who  in 
detail  again  went  over  the  ground  of  the  written  application. 

The  Board  linds  that  the  circumstances  justify  it  in  extending  the 
time  to  the  1st  of  January,  1889,  and  such  extension  is  hereby  granted.

That  the  company,  as  soon  as  this  question  was  decided,  at  once 
entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Martin  Anti-fire  Car  Heater  Com¬ 
pany,  for  the  purchase  of  its  apparatus,  and  many  of  the  cars  of  this 
company  are  already  furnished  with  the  same. 

That  owing  to  the  limited  equipment  of  the  company,  not  more 
than  one  or  two  cars  can  be  spared  from  service  at  the  same  time  to 
be  fitted  with  the  ajjparatus. 

That  it  is  believed  that  an  extension  of  six  or  eight  weeks  will  be 
sufficient  to  equip  all  the  cars  necessary  for  daily  use.

October  23, 1888. 

The  application  to  extend  the  time  within  which  to  heat  its  cars 
was  made  by  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  Company,  through  F.  W. 
Baldwin,  superintendent  of  the  Ogdensburgh  and  Lake  Champlain 
division,  of  the  date  of  August  22,  1888. 

In  that  communication  Mr.  Baldwin  states  that  the  Ogdensburgh 
and  Lake  Champlain  railroad  runs  from  Ogdensburgh  to  Rouse’s 
Point;  that  for  a  long  part  of  this  way  it  runs  over  an  elevated  region 
of  country  directly  exposed  to  the  cold  winds  from  the  north  and 
northwest,  which  are  the  most  common  winds  in  the  winter  season; 
that  from  January  to  March  extreme  cold  Aveather  is  daily  experi¬ 
enced,  the  thermometer  even  showing  twenty  degrees  below  zero, 
occasionally  thirty  degrees  and  once  in  a  while  forty  degrees;  that 
instances  are  frequent  wffiere  there  has  been  a  temperature  below 
zero  for  several  weeks  at  a  time;  that  this  degree  of  cold,  coupled 
with  the  wind  from  a  northerly  direction  blowing  against  the  side  of 
the  cars,  makes  the  problem  of  heating  them  by  steam  a  very  difficult 
one  for  the  company  to  solve;  that  in  December  last,  this  company 
made  an  agreement  with  the  New  York  Car  Safety  Heating  and  Light¬ 
ing  Company  to  equip  one  of  its  trains  with  the  heating  system  of 
said  company  for  the  purpose  of  testing  it  and  ascertaining  whether 
it  would  prove  satisfactory;  that  the  train  was  to  be  equipped  at 
once,  but  that  the  New  York  company  did  not  succeed  in  doing  its 
Avork  until  the  middle  of  lasfr  March,  which  was  too  late  in  the  season 
to  make  a  proper  and  sufficient  test.  He  furthermore  says  that  the 
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Central  Vermont  Railroad  Company  had  made  several  trials  of  various 
heating  systems  on  its  road  in  Vermont,  but  that  none  as  yet  had 
proved  satisfactory;  that  the  company  was  negotiating  for  a  test  of 
the  Sewall  system  among  others,  and  hopes  to  be  able  during  the 
coming  winter  to  find  that  one  of  the  systems  in  use  on  railroads  in 
more  moderate  climates  will  prove  satisfactory  to  the  Ogdensburgh 
and  Lake  Champlain;  that  as  the  Ogdensburgh  and  Lake  Champlain 
road  is  now  a  part  of  the  Central  Vermont  which,  with  its  connecting 
lines,  extends  from  Ottawa  and  Montreal  to  Boston  and  New  London, 
whatever  mode  of  heating  is  adopted  for  use  in  this  State,  will  neces¬ 
sarily  be  used  in  the  other  States  through  which  that  system  extends, 
as  the  cars  and  engines  being  used  interchangeable  on  the  different 
roads  require  to  be  equipped  alike;  that  the  great  expense  necessarily 
attending  the  complete  fitting  out  of  its  passenger  cars  and  engines 
with  a  system  of  steam  heating,  obviously  requires  great  caution  and 
actual  and  satisfactory  tests  in  determining  which  system  will  best 
attain  the  object  desired  in  this  northern  country  with  its  extreme 
rigor  of  climate. 

The  Board  recognizes  that  the  extremely  cold  climate  with  which 
the  Ogdensburgh  and  Lake  Champlain  railroad  has  to  contend  in 
winter,  and  its  connection  with  the  Central  Vermont  road,  present 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  immediately  conforming  to  the  law  in  regard 
to  heating  its  cars. 

Inasmuch,  however,  as  this  law  was  placed  upon  the  statute  books 
almost  two  years  ago,  it  would  seem  as  if  sufficient  time  had  been 
given  the  Central  Vermont  road  to  make  more  preparations  for  heat¬ 
ing  the  cars  on  its  line  in  this  State,  than  it  appears  to  have  adopted. 

The  Board,  therefore,  feels  unwilling  at  present,  at  least,  to  grant  an 
extension  of  time  longer  than  until  the  1st  of  January,  1889  ;  to  that 
extent,  however,  the  extension  is  hereby  granted.

Mr.  Inman  alleges  that  the  Chateaugay  railroad  extends  from 
Plattsburgh  to  Saranac  lake,  seventy-three  miles;  that  during  the 
summer  months  regular  passenger  trains  are  run  its  entire  length; 
that  at  all  other  seasons  of  the  year  regular  passenger  trains  are  only 
run  between  Plattsburgh  and  Lyon  Mountain,  thirty-three  miles; 
that  from  thence  to  Saranac  lake  and  back  freight  cars  are  attached 
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to  the  trains,  making  mixed  trains  of  the  same;  that  to  utilize  steam 
for  heating  the  cars  under  these  conditions  would  seem  impracticable; 
that  the  company’s  construction  of  the  law  had  been  that  the  road 
was  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  law  in  consequence  of  its  trains 
being  mixed  trains.  He  states,  however,  that  should  the  Board  rule 
otherwise,  that  he  desires  to  make  an  application  for  an  extension  of 
time  to  enable  the  company  to  make  necessary  provisions  for  conform¬ 
ing  to  the  law. 

From  the  fact  that  for  thirty-three  miles  the  passenger  trains  are 
not  mixed,  the  Board  is  not  at  present  disposed  to  hold  that  the  road 
is  entirely  exempt  from  the  operation  of  the  act. 

Inasmuch,  however,  as  all  the  trains  are  mixed  trains  except  on 
thirty-three  miles  of  the  road,  and  that  the  rate  of  speed  is  within 
twenty  miles  an  hour,  the  Board  deems  that  this  is  a  case  where  an 
extension  of  time  could  with  propriety  be  allowed  to  the  full  extent 
of  the  law.  Such  extension  is,  therefore,  hereby  granted  for  one  year 
from  the  1st  of  November,  1888.

Mr.  Allen  states  as  his  reasons  for  requesting  an  extension  of  time: 
First.  That  all  the  coaches  of  that  road  are  provided  with  what  is 
known  as  the  Spier  heater;  that  in  order  to  comply  with  the  law  an 
entire  outfit  will  be  required,  and  that  inasmuch  as  no  special  or  uni¬ 
form  system  has  been  adopted  “by  our  more  wealthy  and  powerful 
neighbors,  we  have  been  waiting  to  get  the  benefit  of  their 
experience.” 

Second.  That  it  does  not  seem  essential  that  roads  of  the  character 
of  the  Elmira,  Cortland  and  Northern  railroad  should  be  so  strongly 
pushed  as  roads  that  run  trains  at  night;  that  the  Elmira,  Cortland 
and  Northern  have  but  two  through  trains  each  way  and  one  that 
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runs  half-way  over  and  back,  and  only  one  train  on  the  road  after 
8.15  p.  m.,  and  that  is  off  at  9.15  p.  m. 

Third.  There  does  not  appear  that  any  device  for  coupling  has  as 
yet  been  patented,  and  to  adopt  any  certain  one  the  company  ought 
to  be  quite  sure  there  is  no  chance  for  infringement  or  trouble  grow¬ 
ing  out  of  such  use. 

The  Board  can  not  see  that  the  reasons  alleged  by  the  Elmira, 
Cortland  and  Northern  Railroad  Company  are  such  as  to  warrant  a 
long  extension;  on  the  contrary,  it  would  appear,  that  having  so  few 
trains  and  consequently  so  few  coaches  to  equip,  the  law  could  be 
conformed  to  more  easily  than  in  the  case  of  roads  running  more 
trains  and  having  larger  equipments.

He 
stated  that  the  road  had  determined  to  adopt  steam  heating  and  had 
already  equipped  seventy-four  cars  and  had  the  material  for  six  more 
on  hand;  that  the  total  equipment,  including  baggage  cars,  amounted 
to  about  two  hundred.  He  stated  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the 
road  to  conform  to  the  law  by  the  first  of  November  as  to  its  entire 
equipment,  and  deemed  that  it  would  require  at  least  six  months’  exten¬ 
sion.

This  application,  dated  September  the  6th,  1888,  by  Sprague, 
Morey  &  Sprague,  attorneys  for  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company 
of  Canada,  alleges  that  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada 
runs  two  passenger  trains  each  way  daily  from  the  International  bridge 
to  the  Erie  Street  depot  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  a  distance  of  about  four 
miles,  over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  railroad  ;  that  the  Grand 
Trunk  cars  are  also  brought  across  the  Suspension  bridge,  and  from 
there  they  are  taken  to  the  depot  of  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and 
Western  Railroad  Company  in  Buffalo,  a  distance  of  about  twenty- 
five  miles,  and  also  to  the  depot  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company  in  Buffalo,  a  distance  of  about  twenty-two  miles  and  return 
to  Suspension  Bridge,  the  cars  being  drawn  from  and  to  Suspension 
Bridge  by  the  locomotives  of  the  New  York  Central  and  the  New 
York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  companies  respectively;  that  through 
cars,  which  are  the  property  of  the  Pullman  and  Wagner  companies, 
and  which  are  drawn  from  Chicago  over  the  Grand  Trunk  railway  in 
Canada,  are  run  on  express  trains  from  Buffalo  to  New  York  and 
return,  hauled  by  engines  belonging  to  the  company  in  New  Yhrk 
over  whose  tracks  they  run.  In  addition  to  this,  that  Grand  Trunk 
cars  are  run  from  Rouse’s  Point  to  Albany,  100  miles,  within  the 
State  of  New  York ;  that  they  are  hauled  by  the  Delaware  and  Hud¬ 
son  Canal  Company  to  balance  the  mileage  of  their  cars  hauled  by  the 
Grand  Trunk  Company  between  Rouse’s  Point  and  Montreal. 

The  counsel,  Messrs.  Sprague,  Morey  &  Sprague,  raise  the  question 
whether  the  Grand  Trunk  road  is  not  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
the  l$aw  under  the  section  exempting  roads  less  than  fifty  miles  in 
length,  inasmuch  as  their  cars  run  less  than  fifty  miles  writliin  the 
State,  so  far  as  the  connections  to  Buffalo  are  concerned.  They  also 
draw  attention  to  the  great  embarrassment  that  the  compan}1'  would 
have  in  conforming  to  the  law,  inasmuch  as  it  connects  with  so  many 
different  roads  in  the  States,  and  runs  cars  of  so  many  different  com¬ 
panies  over  its  tracks  who  have  not  agreed  upon  a  common  system  of 
heating,  nor  even  upon  a  common  coupler.  Mr.  Sprague  furthermore 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Trunk  road  has  many  miles 
outside  of  the  State,  and  if  not  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the 
law  for  the  present  would  very  likely  be  compelled  to  stop  their  cars 
at  the  State  border  until  agreement  betwreen  their  connecting  compa¬ 
nies  could  be  reached.  Such  a  proceeding  would  very  seriously  dis¬ 
commode  through  travel. 

Mr.  Sprague  assured  the  Board  that  the  Grand  Trunk  company  is 
in  good  faith  endeavoring  to  adopt  a  system  of  steam  heating  so  as  to 
conform  to  the  law  of  this  State,  and  be  enabled  to  make  its  exchanges 
of  cars,  but  that  at  present  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  do  so. 
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Without  going  into  the  reasons  in  more  detail,  the  Board  is  satisfied 
that  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  shows  good  reason  why  the 
time  should  be  extended  certainly  until  the  1st  of  January,  1889.  If 
at  tha.t  time  it  is  still  found  impracticable  to  make  these  exchanges, 
the  Board  will  consider  an  application  for  a  further  extension.

The  circum¬ 
stances  were  also  explained  verbally  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Toucey,  general 
superintendent  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad, 
and  Mr.  H.  W.  Webb,  vice-president  of  the  Wagner  Palace  Car 
Company. 

It  app’ears  that  a  contract  has  been  made  by  the  railroad  with  the

be  impossible  to  heat  its  passenger  coaches  by  steam  without  equip¬ 
ping  all  its  freight  cars  with  steam  pipes. 

Mr.  C.  L.  Kimball,  the  general  superintendent  of  the  road,  also 
appeared  before  the  Board  on  a  previous  occasion  and  explained  the 
method  of  operating  the  road. 

The  law  provides  that  the  operation  of  the  act  shall  not  apply  to 
mixed  trains,  or  to  railroads  less  than  fifty  miles  in  length.  While 
this  road  is  fifty-eight  miles  in  length  and,  therefore,  does  not  come 
within  the  letter  of  the  law,  its  operation  is  of  that  character  to  bring 
it  within  the  spirit  thereof. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  and  also  of  the  further  fact  that  all  the  trains 
are  actually  or  liable  to  be  mixed  trains,  the  Board  deems  that  it  is  a 
case  that  could  properly  receive  the  full  extension  of  time  provided 
by  law,  viz.,  one  year,  to  the  1st  of  November,  1889.  The  time  is, 
therefore,  extended  to  that  date.

principal  difficulty  with  which  it  has  had  to  contend  is  that  of  securing 
a  coupler  for  the  cars  so  to  be  heated,  which  would  work  successfully, 
and  that  although  it  experimented  with  and  tested  numerous  proposed 
methods  of  coupling,  none  of  them  proved  successful,  or,  prior  to 
the  spring  of  1888,  produced  results  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
petitioner,  would  authorize  its  adoption;  that  during  the  spring  and 
summer  of  the  present  year  the  petitioner  has  made  further  tests 
and  adopted  a  system  of  heating  from  the  locomotive  and  a  method 
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of  coupling  which  its  tests  and  experiments  indicate  will  prove  suc¬ 
cessful;  that  ever  since  the  results  of  its  investigations  were  such  as

This  corporation  leases  in  the  State  of  New  York  the  Elmira  and 
Lake  Ontario  and  the  Elmira  and  Williamsport  railroad  companies. 
The  Northern  Central  is  in  turn  leased  by  the  Pennsylvania  railroad, 
and  forms  part  of  its  system. 

An  application  to  extend  the  time  within  which  to  heat  its  cars, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  189  of  the  Laws  of  1888,  was  made 
by  Mr.  Samuel  Porcher,  representing  the  company,  at  a  hearing  before 
the  Board  on  September  the  25th,  1888.  Mr.  Porcher  gives  as  the 
reason  for  the  application  that  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  has  not  as

“As  you  are  aware,  how¬ 
ever,”  he  says,  “  its  action  in  this  regard  can  not  precede,  but  is 
dependent  upon  and  must  follow  the  action  of  the  several  railway 
companies  upon  whose  lines  its  cars  are  operated.  Without  their 
cooperation  and  agreement  you  will  readily  understand  that  the  Pull¬ 
man  company  is  powerless  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
statute.”  He  then  expresses,  upon  the  part  of  the  company,  an  earnest 
desire  to  comply  with  every  practicable  requirement  of  the  statute 
and  of  this  Board. 

A  further  application  and  presentation  of  the  difficulty  of  the  Pull¬ 
man  Palace  Car  Company’s  case  was  made  to  the  Board  by  Mr.  W.  H. 
Fenner,  at  a  hearing  October  the  16th. 

A  moment’s  consideration  of  the  circumstances  surrounding  the 
operation  of  the  Pullman  palace  cars,  shows  the  embarrassments  and 
difficulties  attending  the  adoption  by  this  company  of  steam  heating. 
The  cars  run  on  many  different  lines  of  the  State,  and  come  within 
the  State  from  as  many  different  lines  outside.  Until,  therefore,  the 
railroads  adopt  a  uniform  steam  coupler,  it  is  evident  that  a  very  .con¬ 
siderable  embarrassment  will  exist. 

In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  the  principal  difficulty  does  not 
arise  from  diversity  in  methods  of  heating  the  cars  by  steam,  but 
rather  from  the  diversity  of  couplers  by  which  the  steam  is  transmit¬ 
ted  from  the  engine  and  through  the  train,  the  Board  does  not  see 
why,  at  the  present  stage  of  the  art,  the  Pullman  Palace  Car  Company 
can  not  select  one  of  the  several  well-perfected  systems  of  steam 
heating.  This  leaves  the  coupler  question  still  to  be  met.  On  this 
subject  the  Board  would  suggest  that,  so  far  as  possible,  the  cars  run¬ 
ning  on  any  particular  line  shall  be  kept  upon  that  line  and  its  affili¬ 
ated  lines,  which  in  most  cases  have  either  the  same  coupler  or  not 
more  than  two  different  ones.  In  case  it  is  the  same  coupler,  there  is 
no  difficulty  of  course  ;  in  case  there  are  two  couplers  to  be  provided 
for,  an  intermediate  coupler  can  be  carried  on  the  car,  one  end 
equipped  with  one  kind  and  the  other  end  with  the  other.  This 
device,  though  somewhat  clumsy,  was  believed  to  be  practicable,  and 
possibly  the  only  practicable  one  in  view,  at  a  meeting  held  at  the 
office  of  this  Board  on  the  16th  day  of  October,  in  response  to  a  cir¬ 
cular  of  the  Board  transmitted  to  all  the  railroads  of  the  State, 
inviting  them  to  a  conference,  with  the  hope  of  an  agreement  being 
reached  upon  some  one  uniform  coupler  for  all  the  lines  of  the  State. 

It  may  be  proper  to  say  that  no  such  agreement  was  reached,  for 
the  reason  that  different  lines  had  equipped  their  cars  with  different 
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forms  of  coupler  which  each  individual  line  regarded  as  the  best. 
This  Board  is  not  vested  with  authority  or  power  to  compel  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  any  one  coupler,  nor  has  the  Legislature  taken  any  action  in  the 
matter. 

Under  the  above  recited  circumstances,  the  Board  deems  that  it  is 
necessary  that  the  Pullman  Palace  Car  Company  should  be  granted 
an  extension  of  time  until  the  1st  of  January,  1889.  Further  than 
this  the  Board  does  not  feel  disposed  to  go  at  present. 

The  Board  is  assured  that  the  company  is  desirous  of  heating  its 
cars  by  steam  from  the  locomotive,  and,  therefore,  presumes  that  it 
will  proceed  to  adopt  such  method  at  the  earliest  prac  ticable  moment. 

The  time  is  hereby  extended  until  January  the  1st,  1889.

This  application,  by  II.  M.  Britton,  general  manager,  lodged  with 
the  Board  October  29,  alleges  that  the  company  has  equipped  five 
trains  with  steam  heat  and  have  three  more  under  way;  that  it  tried 
last  winter  the  New  York  Steam  Heating  and  Lighting  Company’s 
system,  which  did  not  prove  satisfactory,  but  that  it  is  now  experi¬ 
menting  with  the  same  system  on  two  trains;  that  it  is  trying  the 
Martin  system  on  other  trains,  which  so  far  appears  to  work  quite 
well;  that  this  system  is  being  used  on  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  railroad  and  permits  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdens¬ 
burgh  railroad  to  exchange  cars  with  that  company,  but  that  the 
New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railroad  are  giving  and  taking 
coaches  from  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  at  Oswego, 
and  that  the  former  company  is  using  the  McElroy  8}Tstem;  that  this 
“  debars  us  from  adopting  any  one  kind.”  Mr.  Britton  then  requests 
an  extension  of  time  to  permit  him  to  equip  his  cars. 

The  Board  would  suggest  that  an  intermediate  coupling  be  used, 
as  was  suggested  at  a  public  hearing  on  October  the  16th  before  this 
Board,  which  will  permit  exchange  of  cars  with  the  New  York, 
Ontario  and  Western  railroad  at  Osivego. 

The  Board  deems,  however,  that  sufficient  reason  is  shown  why  the 
time  within  which  to  conform  to  the  law  should  be  extended  until 
the  1st  of  January,  1889,  and  such  time  is  hereby  extended.

This  application,  through  Mr.  C.  H.  Allen,  president,  was  filed  with 
the  Board  September  the  26tli,  1888. 

Mr.  Allen  sets  forth  that  the  Buffalo,  New  York  and  Philadelphia 
railroad  was  duly  sold  at  judicial  sale  in  the  latter  part  of 
September,  1887,  and  that  subsequently  the  purchasers  organized  a 
new  corporation  known  as  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company;  that  said  company  was  not  effectively  organized 
for  business  until  April  of  the  present  year;  that  since  the  Western 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  obtained  possession 
and  control  of  the  property,  it  has  been  constantly  and  exhaustively 
engaged  in  the  reorganization  of  the  business  of  its  several  lines  of 
railroad,  and  in  repairing  its  tracks,  bridges  and  structures  connected 
therewith,  so  that  they  should  conform  to  the  laws  of  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania,  and  in  accordance  -with  the  express  views  of  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners,  be  placed  in  a  condition  suitable  for  the 
highest  degree  of  safety  and  convenience  for  the  public;  that  to 
accomplish  these  ends  has,  in  a  great  measure,  absorbed  the  time  and 
efforts  of  all  persons  connected  with  and  in  the  employ  of  the  com¬ 
pany;  that  while  immersed  in  this  great  and  multifarious  work,  not 
unmindful  of  the  duties  imposed  by  the  act  of  Assembly  of  New 
York,  being  chapter  189  of  the  Laws  of  1888,  with  regard  to  car  heat¬ 
ing,  this  company  has  made  every  effort  in  its  power  to  determine 
upon  a  plan  to  provide  heat  in  its  passenger  cars  in  such  manner  and 
by  such  devices  as  will  prevent  the  necessity  of  heating  such  cars  by 
any  stove  or  furnace  kept  inside  the  car  or  suspended  therefrom,  and 
from  time  to  time  have  made  arrangements  with  firms  and  companies 
to  fit  up  and  test  appliances  for  heating  cars  as  contemplated  by  said 
act  of  Assembly,  but  has  been  unable  as  yet  to  prove  for  itself  or  to 
become  assured  from  the  experience  of  others  as  to  what  would  prove 
effective,  safe  and  best  adapted  to  the  purpose;  that  this  company  has 
partly  arranged  for  and  intends  to  have  the  appliances  and  devices  of 
at  least  two  of  the  best  repute  and  which  seem  to  promise  the  best 
results,  put  immediately  upon  two  of  its  passenger  trains  for  a 
thorough  and  continued  test;  that  to  make  the  needful  trials  under 
the  varying  conditions  of  weather  and  to  sufficiently  test  the  work¬ 
ings  and  durability  of  the  systems  to  be  tried,  without  too  much 
danger  of  serious  loss  from  misapplied  money  expended,  will  require 
the  greater  part  of  next  winter. 

The  petitioner  prays  the  Board  to  extend  the  time  within  which  it 
may  heat  part  of  its  passenger  cars  by  stove  or  furnace,  for  the 
period  of  one  year  from  and  after  the  1st  of  November,  1888. 

The  Board  recognizes  that  the  reorganization  of  this  company  at 
so  recent  a  period,  with  the  necessity  of  maintaining  its  physical 
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condition,  and  the  financial  embarrassments  with  wdiich  it  has  been 
struggling,  constitute  a  good  reason  for  its  application. 

The  Board,  however,  for  the  reasons  expressed  in  many  similar 
cases  of  application,  does  not  feel  warranted  at  present  in  extending 
the  time  beyond  the  1st  of  January,  1889.  An  extension  to  that 
extent,  however,  is  hereby  granted.

FOR  AN  EXEMPTION  FROM  THE  OPERATION  OF  CHAPTER  189  OF  THE  LaWB 
OF  1888,  IN  RESPECT  TO  HEATING  ITS  PASSENGER  CARS  OTHER  THAN  BY  A 
STOVE  OR  FURNACE  KEPT  INSIDE  THE  CAR  OR  SUSPENDED  THEREFROM,  IN

This  application,  dated  October  the  15th,  was  duly  lodged  with  the 
Board.  A  previous  explanation  of  the  difficulties  under  wdiich  the 
Wagner  Palace  Car  Company  labor  had  been  made  to  the  Board  by 
Mr.  H.  W.  Webb,  vice-president,  at  a  hearing  on  October  1st. 

It  appears  from  these  papers  and  statements  that  the  Wagner  Palace 
Car  Company  has  equipped,  substantially,  its  entire  number  of 
cars  with  steam-heating  appliances  from  the  locomotive.  Some  of  its 
cars,  however,  come  into  the  State  from  the  Grand  Trunk  road  of 
Canada  and  other  lines,  which  have  not  as  yet  adopted  steam  heating. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  stove  in  the  cars  (wThich  is  used  sup¬ 
plementary  to  the  steam  apparatus)  has  a  fire  in  it.  The  Board  sees 
no  reason  wdiy  the  fire  in  such  cases  should  not  be  dumped  after  the 
cars  enter  the  State.  Instructions  should  be  given  to  let  the  fire  die 
out  within  an  hour  of  reaching  the  State,  under  which  circumstances 
there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  reason  why  it  should  not  be  entirely 
extinguished  after  being  attached  to  a  train  within  the  State,  and  the 
steam  apparatus  put  into  operation. 

Mr.  Webb  also  desires  that  the  time  shall  be  extended  to  cars  of 
his  line  wdiich  run  on  roads  w  hose  time  has  been  extended  by  the 
Board.  It  is  only  proper  that  such  extension  should  be,  and  it  is 
hereby  granted.

A  further  application  for  extension  of  time  until  January  1st,  1889, 
in  special  cases,  was  made  by  the  Wagner  Palace  Car  Company, 
through  Mr.  Webb,  after  the  promulgation  of  the  above  order,  upon 
the  following  additional  grounds,  to  wit: 

That  the  Pullman  Palace  Car  Company,  competitor  of  the  Wagner 
Company,  had  had  its  time  extended  to  January  1st  (for  sufficient 
reasons  shown),  that  consequently  the  Pullman  Company  was  enabled 
to  run  through  cars  from  New  York  to  Chicago,  and  also  from  Boston 
to  Chicago  by  way  of  the  Fitchburg,  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal 
Company  and  Erie  roads,  and  on  other  routes,  without  dumping  fires; 
that  the  Wagner  Car  Company  started  cars  from  Boston  both  by  the 
Fitchburg,  and  Boston  and  Albany  railroads  at  the  same  time  that 
the  Pullman  cars  left;  that  such  cars  of  the  Wagner  Company  would 
be  obliged  to  dump  their  fires  upon  reaching  the  State  line  and  again 
relight  them  upon  reaching  Buffalo  where  they  would  be  attached  to 
a  Grand  Trunk  train,  Lake  Shore  train  and  Canada  Southern  train 
respectively;  that  the  same  would  hold  true  of  cars  destined  to 
Boston  and  New  York  arriving  from  the  west;  that  this  condition  of 
affairs  applied  to  112  cars  in  constant  regular  service,  and  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  “extra”  cars;  that  in  the  cars  equipped  with  a 
stove  used  supplementary  to  steam  (i.  e.,  in  the  McElroy  system),  it 
had  been  shown  last  winter  that  when  the  steam  was  turned  on,  the 
water  had  been  to  a  considerable  extent  forced  out  of  the  pipes,  and 
when  the  stove  had  been  lighted  the  coils  therein  had  been  burned 
out;  that  such  stove  had  been  provided  to  be  used  only  in  case  of 
emergency,  or  constantly;  that  using  stove  and  steam  alternately  was, 
for  reasons  given,  impracticable  or  very  uncertain. 

Furthermore,  Mr.  Webb  feared  that  the  dumping  of  the  fire  in  so 
many  more  cars  than  it  was  thought  would  have  been  necessary  at  the 
time  of  the  original  application  (in  consequence  of  the  Lake  Shore, 
Michigan  Central  and  Canada  Southern  not  yet  being  ready  to  supply 
steam),  would  prove  so  unpleasant  to  passengers  as  to  seriously  injure 
his  business. 

For  the  above  reasons  an  extension  of  time  until  January  1,  1889, 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Wagner  Palace  Car  Company,  so  far  as  its 
through  cars  are  concerned  which  are  received  from  railroads  without 
the  State,  or  delivered  to  such  roads,  or  received  from  or  delivered  to 
roads  whose  time  has  been  extended  until  January  1,  1889. 

This  extension  does  not  apply  to  cars  run  wholly  within  the  State, 
except  as  hereinbefore  provided.

FOR  APPROVAL  OF  STOVES  FOR  COOKING  PURPOSES  IN  ITS  DINING  CARS  AND 

PRIVATE  CARS. 

October  23,  1888. 

Application  having  been  made  by  the  Wagner  Palace  Car  Com¬ 
pany  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  the  pattern  of  stoves  used  for 
cooking  purposes  in  its  dining  cars  and  private  cars,  in  accordance 
with  section  1  of  chapter  189  of  the  Laws  of  1888,  an  inspection  of 
such  stoves  was  made  by  the  Board  at  the  station  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Railroad  Company  at  Albany,  on  Tuesday, 
October  the  23d. 

The  Board  finds  that  the  fire-box  in  these  stoves  is  quite  small  and 
surrounded  by  a  large  and  substantial  amount  of  metal.  It  deems 
that  they  will  be  safe  under  almost  any  conditions,  either  of  over¬ 
turning  or  collision,  with  the  following  additional  safeguards  con¬ 
structed  thereon,  to  wit : 

Dining  Car. 

First.  The  latch  on  the  door  be  arranged  with  an  eccentric  button, 
so  as  to  automatically  hold  the  latch  down  to  the  catch.  The  same 
with  regard  to  the  door  through  which  the  ashes  are  removed. 

Second.  The  plate  over  the  fire-box  to  be  arranged  with  a  catch  or 
bolt  on  one  side  and  a  bolt  on  the  other. 

Third.  The  griddle  rings  and  plate  to  be  arranged  with  a  bolt  to 
hold  firmly  to  the  plate  over  the  fire-box. 

Fourth.  The  whole  range  to  be  bolted  to  the  floor  of  the  car  by 
substantial  bolts  running  through  the  car  sills.

First.  The  catch  to  the  fire-box  door  to  be  made  deeper,  so  that  the 
latch  will  engage  deeper. 

Second.  That  an  eccentric  button  be  put  on  to  drop  over  the  latch 
to  prevent  it  getting  loose  from  the  catch. 

Third.  The  plate  over  the  fire-box  to  be  clamped  down,  and  the 
round  lids  to  be  also  clamped  down,  to  prevent  their  getting  off. 

Fourth.  The  range  to  be  held  to  the  floor  by  bolts  passing  through 
the  car  sills. 

With  the  above  additional  safeguards  added  thereto,  the  Board 
approves  of  the  present  pattern  of  stoves  for  cooking  purposes  used 
in  the  dining-room  cars  and  private  cars  of  the  Wagner  Palace  Car 
Company.

INSPECTIONS. 


The  following-  reports  are  condensations  made  by  the  inspector 
from  his  field  notes.  The  field  notes  themselves  are  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Board,  and  show  in  very  much  greater  detail  the  condition  of 
the  structures  and  road-bed.  [i?.  R.  Corners.'] 


Addison  Railroad, 

Operated  by  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  Company.  It  extends  from  the  Vermont 
State  line,  in  the  center  of  the  channel  of  Lake  Champlain,'  to  Addison  Junction  and 
the  New  York  and  Canada  railroad.  It  is  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  in  length  in 
this  State.  The  condition  of  the  superstructure  is  about  the  same  as  reported  in  1886. 
Very  little  attention  is  given  to  it,  and  in  some  respects  the  neglect  is  more  than 
economy  would  dictate.  There  is  but  one  opening  in  the  road-bed,  a  short,  open  cul¬ 
vert,  whose  abutments  have  fallen  in,  and  its  track  stringers  are  so  much  in  wind  as  to 
endanger  derailment  or  breaking  of  equipment.  A  very  little  work,  as  ordinarily  done 
by  section  men,  would  put  the  track  in  fair  condition  for  the  light  service  imposed' 
upon  it. 

The  trestle  bridge,  extending  from  the  lake  shore  to  the  channel  draw,  is  being  rebuilt 
of  yellow-pine  timber,  and  such  defective  bents  as  exist  will  be  renewed  in  a  more  sub¬ 
stantial  manner  than  heretofore.  The  draw  is  a  float,  300  feet  in  length,  for  which  a  new 
pontoon  is  being  constructed,  and  will  soon  be  in  place.  A  considerable  portion  of  the 
trestle  could  be  filled  if  the  material  used  was  large  pieces  of  stone.  The  work  of  such 
a  filling  has  at  some  time  been  commenced,  but  only  a  little  was  done.  The  trestle 
bents  are  exposed  to  the  action  of  ice,  against  which  a  solid  road-bed  of  stone  would 
afford  adequate  resistance  and  obviate  the  danger  of  fire. 


Addison  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad. 

(Three  feet  gauge.) 

Some  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  maintenance  of  this  road  since  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  1886.  There  are  now  only  four  miles  of  iron  rail  in  the  superstructure  and  steel 
rails  of  sixty-two  pounds  section  are  delivered  to  replace  it.  All  ties  used  in  renewals 
are  eight  feet  in  length  and  several  miles  of  these  are  in  place.  Three  of  the  smaller 
trestles  have  been  filled.  There  are  several  trestles  and  pile  bridges  from  100  to  400 
feet  in  length,  some  of  which  require  to  be  in  part  renewed  and  otherwise  strength¬ 
ened.  One  trestle  of  twenty-two  bays,  on  a  curve,  and  twenty  feet  in  height  has  some 
of  its  bents  eighteen  inches  out  of  perpendicular.  This  defect  should  be  rectified  and 
strong  longitudinal  bracing  used  to  hold  bents  in  position.  Another  trestle  north  of 
Freemans’  station,  consisting  of  fifteen  bents  and  in  extreme  height  nearly  fifty  feet, 
has  one  bent  two  and  one-half  feet  out  of  vertical  line  and  nearly  all  of  them  are  out 
of  perpendicular.  A  few  new  caps  and  stringers  are  necessary  for  this  bridge.  Another 
trestle  of  nineteen  bays  has  a  few  caps  and  stringers  that  should  be  renewed.  A  trestle 
of  fourteen  bays  requires  a  renewal  of  some  of  its  members.  Twenty-ton  car  loads  in 
standard  gauge  car  boxes  are  transported  on  narrow  gauge  trucks  over  the  road,  and 
the  bays  of  these  trestles  are  fourteen  feet  in  clear.  The  stringers  are  of  hemlock 
timber  twelve  by  fourteen  inches  section,  one  under  each  rail,  and  ends  abut  at  center 
of  each  cap.  There  are  two  through  Howe  trusses  near  Addison,  both  of  which  need 
repair.  The  one  over  the  Tuscarora  creek  has  a  broken  angle  block  at  foot  of  center 
counter  braces,  and  the  action  of  these  braces  indicate  that  the  truss  is  out  of  adjust¬ 
ment,  otherwise  this  bridge  is  in  good  condition.  The  Canisteo  creek  bridge  has  a 
broken  angle  block  and  a  few  chord  members  in  very  poor  condition.  A  track  stringer 
at  north  end  of  bridge  is  defective.  While  no  separation  at  ends  of  chord  members  is 
very  noticeable,  yet  the  general  condition  of  these  trusses  indicate  age  and  usage 
so  much  that  a  thorough  overhauling  appears  necessary.  The  sub-structures  are  all 
pile  bents  and  appear  in  fair  condition 

Some  of  the  trestle  bridges  have  lately  been  in  part  renewed  and  the  further  repairing 
of  them  was  in  progress.  The  cross  sleepers  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  alignment 
and  surface  of  track  was  much  better  than  noted  in  1886.  The  fences  are  well  kept  up, 
ditches  of  road-bed  fully  developed  and  roadway  quite  free  from  brush  and  debris. 

The  station  buildings  are  as  before  reported.  They  are  in  good  order,  have  strong 
platforms,  and  neatly  kept. 

There  is  a  car-hoist  at  Addison  for  the  transfer  of  trucks,  of  which  a  large  number  are 
changed,  very  much  of  the  freight  being  transported  in  standard  gauge  cars. 
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In  general  the  property  shows  an  advancement  in  its  permanent  way.  but  the  defective 
trestles  should  be,  if  not  already  done,  thoroughly  overhauled.  It  is  also  suggested  that 
the  track  stringers  on  these  trestles  be  reinforced,  or  what  would  be  preferable,  larger 
stringers  used.  About  all  the  trestle  work  could  be  advantageously  filled. 


Bath  and  Hammondsport  Kailroad. 

(Three  feet  gauge.) 

On  pages  241  and  242  of  the  first  volume  of  Commissioners’  Report  for  1884  may  be  found 
a  report  of  the  last  inspection  of  this  road.  There  is  no  material  change  in  the  physical 
condition  of  the  property  since  that  inspection.  The  roadway  is  tidily  kept  and  fencing 
in  good  condition.  Care  is  taken  to  make  timely  renewals  of  cross  sleepers  and  they 
were  found  in  reasonably  strong  life.  About  one-half  mile  of  steel  rail  has  been  laid 
and  the  iron  rail  is  generally  in  fair  condition,  but  a  further  renewal,  where  the  iron  is 
most  worn,  is  desirable.  Where  the  track  is  parallel  with  the  Erie  road,  and  for  about 
one  mile  out  of  Hammondsport,  the  superstructure  is  in  very  good  line  and  surface. 
The  balance  of  the  track,  however,  is  in  quite  ordinary  adjustment.  The  omission  of 
signs  at  a  few  highway  grade  crossings,  noted  in  previous  report,  has  not  been  sup¬ 
plied,  and  these  crossings  are  still  without  warnngs. 

There  are  a  number  of  short,  single  and  double  span  openings  in  road-bed.  Some  of 
these  have  the  rail  laid  directly  upon  the  track  stringers  while  others  have  a  fair  floor  sys¬ 
tem.  Many  of  the  openings  have  T  rails  for  girders  which,  with  those  of  wood,  were 
found  in  sufficient  strength.  A  few  of  the  abutments  at  these  openings  have  been  relaid. 
The  company  has  but  one  depot,  which  is  locatod  at  Hammondsport.  It  is  in  the  same 
condition  and  has  same  conveniences  for  connection  with  the  lake  traffic  as  before 
reported,  For  the  character  of  the  road  and  work  to  be  performed,  your  inspector 
could  see  little  that  was  objectionable. 


Boston  and  Albany  Railroad. 

Hudson  and  Chatham  Branch. 

Commencing  at  Hudson,  the  branch  to  Chatham  was  first  examined.  The  tracks  of 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  road  cross  the  freight-house  tracks  of  the 
Bo&ton  and  Albany  road  at  grade.  Trains  north  bound  on  the  Central-Hudson  do  not 
stop  before  crossing  the  rails  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  road,  over  which  considerable 
switching  is  done.  A  short  distance  from  this  crossing  is  a  steep  grade,  nearly  one-half 
mile  in  length,  on  the  Boston  and  Albany  road.  It  is  suggested  that  suitable  derailing 
switches  be  provided  at  foot  of  grade  to  throw  out  any  cars  becoming  detached  on  the 
steep  grade  and  possibly  striking  trains  on  the  Central-Hudson  rails.  The  cost  would 
be  nominal,  and  absolute  safety  at  the  grade  crossing  insured.  For  the  Central-Hudson 
trains  to  stop  at  this  crossing  would  be  unreasonably  burdensome. 

No  particular  changes  in  this  branch  road  is  noticeable,  and  the  same  excellent  degree 
of  maintenance  is  preserved.  The  openings  are  in  strong  life,  and  truss  bridges  in  good 
condition.  Channel  iron  gibbs  has  been  substituted  for  oak  where  additional  truss  rods 
are  in  place,  but  in  a  few  instances  these  rods  do  not  have  their  full  effect,  they  being 
too  short  to  reach  entirely  through  the  end  nuts,  which  they  should  do  if  the  additional 
rods  are  to  be  of  full  service.  One  short  span  of  low,  through  Howe  truss  was  being  over¬ 
hauled  and  reinforced.  The  truss  bridges  are  all  through  structures,  carefully 
covered.  Fender  posts  have  been  erected,  as  provided  by  statute ;  they  all  have  excel¬ 
lent  substructures  of  masonry. 

Small  openings,  such  as  cattle-guards  and  passes,  waterways,  and  under-farm-cross¬ 
ings,  have  good  masonry  abutments.  The  stringers  and  girder-rod  trusses  are  in  good 
life  of  timber  and  well  adjusted.  Generally  the  flooring  of  these  minor  openings  are 
good;  a  few,  however,  have  too  widely-spaced  ties,  and  in  some  instances  guard-rails 
are  omitted. 

At  Upper  Hudson  is  a  plate-girder  deck  over  a  street,  with  good  masonry  abutments 
All  in  good  condition.  The  superstructure  is  laid  with  steei  rail  and  mostly  angle- 
bar  fastenings.  Tyler  safety  switches  and  cast-iron  crossing-plates  are  used.  The 
maintenance  of  ties  is  very  good,  and  track  adjustment  exceedingly  workmanlike.  The 
ditches  are  well  opened  and  roadway  neatly  kept.  No  change  has  been  made  in  the 
matter  of  fencing.  Where  the  burden  of  maintenance  is  upon  adjoining  land-owners, 
little  is  done  to  bar  out  farm  stock. 

The  stations  are  in  same  condition  as  before  reported,  no  changes  having  been  found 
necessary.  Each  was  examined  and  found  in  commendable  order.  One  or  two 
depot  platforms  were  found  a  little  defective,  otherwise  nothing  detrimental  was 
observed.  They  are  all  neatly  kept  and  well  furnished. 


Main  Line. 

The  inspection  of  main  line  began  at  Massachusetts  State  line.  The  excellent  man¬ 
ner  in  which  the  tracks,  road-bed,  fences  and  depots  of  the  main  line  of  this  road  are 
kept  is  well  known,  and  yet  in  some  matters  of  lesser  detail,  defects  were  noticed. 
Reference  is  made  to  the  condition  in  which  small  openings,  such  as  cattle-gua  rds  and 
minor  waterways,  were  found.  While  these  spans  are  short,  averaging  perhaps  about 
five  feet  in  width,  they  still  are  called  upon  to  support  such  weight  of  motive  power  as 
comes  within  their  limits,  and  should  be  better  maintained  and  each  provided  with  a 
good  floor  system,  well  secured  to  outside  guard-rails.  One  stringer,  upon  which 
a  railjoint  came,  was  found  broken  and  quite  a  number  entirely  too  old  in  life 
of  timber.  All  the  cattle-guards  require  more  or  less  renewals;  a  few  require 
new  masonry  and  an  increased  volume  of  ties.  The  large  truss  structures  were 
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found  in  good  order  except  it  was  noticed  that  the  lower  chords  of  a  number 
of  bridges  were  not  provided  with  drain  holes,  and  water  had  accumulated  in 
the  trough  formed  by  the  lower  chords.  Large  guard-rails,  twelve  inches  square, 
are  provided  for  all  deck  bridges  and  bolted  to  flooring  at  every  fifth  tie  with  seven- 
eighths  inch  bolts.  These  bolts  are  insufficient  to  withstand  the  pressure  of  a 
derailed  truck,  and  thoir  diameter  and  number  should  be  increased.  Where 
necessary,  additional  vertical  sway  braces  to  the  deck  trusses  have  been 
provided,  and  the  floors  to  bridges  leading  to  the  freight-houses  on  the  island  at 
East  Albany,  are  being  renewed  with  larger  members. 

The  rail  on  the  east  bound  track,  particularly  on  curves,  is  considerably  worn  on 
inside  of  head  of  the  outer  rail.  It  is  contemplated  this  season  to  lay,  for  quite  a  distance 
out  of  Albany,  eighty  pounds  per  yard  steel  rail.  At  time  of  inspection,  the  renewal  of 
cross-sleepers  was  in  progress,  made  necessary,  not  so  much  by  decay  as  by  the  cut¬ 
ting  into  ties  by  the  base  of  rail  under  the  heavy  motive  power  employed  and  the 
greatly  increasing  weight  of  car  loads. 

The  fencing,  ballasting,  ditching,  track  adjustment  and  keeping  of  roadway,  are  of 
the  best  and  nothing  appears  neglected. 

Each  of  the  passenger  depots  were  examined  and  found  in  the  same  good  condition  as 
before  reported.  At  Chatham,  a  phenomenal  change  had  been  made  since  the  previous 
inspection ;  a  large,  beautiful  Queen  Anne  station  house  has  been  erected  and  the  pas¬ 
senger  tracks  are  all  now  on  south  side  of  depot.  The  building  is  of  granite  with  red 
sandstone  trimmings,  and  a  covered  platform  is  attached  at  each  end  of  depot.  The 
inside  finish  is  of  hard  wood,  highly  polished.  There  is  one  large  waiting-room,  a 
ladies’  private  waitiDg-room,  a  smoking-room,  water-closets  and  lavatories,  all  well 
furnished.  The  building  is  heated  by  hot-air  furnaces.  At  Chatham  Center,  a  new 
passenger  station  of  brick  has  been  erected.  The  waiting-rooms,  water-closets,  furni¬ 
ture  and  conveniences  are  in  keeping  with  the  building;  neat  lawns  have  been  laid  out 
and  the  whole  shows  excellent  taste  and  comfort.  ' 

In  general,  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  keeps  up  its  well  earned  reputation  for 
thoroughness  of  maintenance. 

Bradford,  Eldred  and  Cuba  Railroad. 

(Three  feet  gauge.) 

The  main  line  of  this  road,  from  Cuba  to  Little  Genesee  Junction,  a  distance  of  about 
twenty  miles,  has  not  been  operated  for  a  considerable  time  and  appears  to  be  practi¬ 
cally  abandoned.  The  inspection  of  the  present  year  began  at  the  Pennsylvania  State 
line  near  Bulbs’  Mills  station  and  thence  easterly,  about  three  and  one-half  miles, where 
the  road  again  enters  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  At  Ceres  the  Pennsylvania  line  is 
again  crossed,  and  from  this  point  to  Wellsville,  a  distance  of  about  twenty-four  and 
one-half  miles,  the  road  is  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

Between  Bullis’  Mills  and  Bolivar  is  by  far  the  best  part  of  the  road.  Each  of  the  tim¬ 
ber  openings  and  trusses  were  examined  and  nearly  all  were  found  in  very  good  condi¬ 
tion.  There  is  no  masonry  on  the  entire  road.  Bridge  No.  30,  a  seventy-feet  span 
through  Howe  truss,  is  in  fair  life  of  timber.  The  pile  abutments  are  in  poor  condition 
and  will  be  renewed  this  season.  Bridge  No.  32  is  a  wood  through  truss  with  arched 
upper  chord ;  this  structure  is  in  very  good  order.  Near  Ceres  is  a  double-span  water¬ 
way^  twenty-four  feet  each.  The  girders  are  trussed,  but  one  of  the  rods  was  loose, 
which  was  afterwards  remedied.  The  girders  are  two  pieces  of  timber  under  each  rail 
of  six  by  sixteen  inches  section.  Bridge  No.  41,  over  Little  Genesee  creek,  has  two 
thirty-six  feet  spans  of  girder  rod  trusses.  The  girders  are  of  pine,  eight  by  sixteen 
inches  section,  with  one  truss  rod  one  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter  and  about 
two  feet  depth  of  strut,  all  in  good  order.  There  are  fourteen  pile  and  trestle  openings, 
aggregating  sixty  bays  of  fourteen  and  one-half  feet  each.  These  bridges  are  in 
fair  condition.  Between  Bulbs’  Mills  and  Ceres  the  rails  and  ties  are  in  very  good  order; 
but  little  attention  is  paid  to  track  adjustment,  and  an  uneven  surface  and  irregular  line 
is  the  result.  Between  Ceres  and  Bolivar  the  rail  is  at  points  badly  worn  and  a  renewal 
is  necessary,  The  cross-sleepers  are  in  fair  life,  but  the  line  and  surface  of  track  is 
rough  and  unworkmanlike.  From  Bolivar  to  Wellsville  the  superstructure  is  in  exceed¬ 
ingly  poor  maintenance.  Far  too  many  ties  are  badly  decayed,  the  rail  much  worn  and 
bent  and  track  too  rough  for  the  reasonable  speed  of  trains.  If  this  part  of  the  road  is 
to  be  longer  operated,  a  thorough  renovation  of  ties,  rail  and  track  adjustment  is 
necessary.  There  are  several  minor  openings  for  waterways,  some  of  which  require  to 
be  rebuilt  at  once.  Near  Wellsville  are  two  spans  of  through  Howe  trusses  on  pile  abut¬ 
ments  and  pier,  and  thirty-three  bays  of  trestle  bridge  adjoining.  The  trestle  has 
lately  been  rebuilt  and  the  Howe  trusses  are  yet  in  good  life  of  material  and  show 
no  signs  of  weakness.  The  way  stations  are  little  used  and  poorly  main¬ 
tained,  except  at  Bolivar,  where  there  is  a  fair  depot.  At  Wellsville  the  Erie  road 
furnishes  terminal  facilities. 

Brooklyn,  Bath  and  West  End  Railroad. 

The  Greenwood  Cemetery  terminus  remains  as  before  reported  except  the  trestle 
bridge  and  platform  has  been  filled,  making  a  permanent  way  for  the  discharge  of 
passengers. 

The  Thirty-ninth  Street  Ferry  terminus  is  now  reached  by  a  temporary  track  from 
eity  line  through  the  streets  of  Brooklyn,  which  will  be  discontinued  when  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Street  Ferry  and  Brooklyn  Terminal  railroad,  now  under  construction,  is  com- 

Eleted;  this  new  road  will  then  become  the  main  line  and  the  cemetery  track  used  as  a 
ranch  road. 

.  At  city  line  a  second  track  is  being  laid  which  will  nearly  complete  the  double  track¬ 
ing  of  the  entire  road.  At  Coney  Island  draw-bridgo  the  double  tracks  will  be  interlaced 
for  the  present. 
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I  he  new  passonger  depot  at  West  Brooklyn  is  a  tasty,  convenient  structure,  neatly 
kept,  and  at  Bath  Beach  a  fine  station  has  been  lately  erected,  At  Coney  Island  the 
company  have  removed  the  old  passenger  house,  and  south  of  the  New  York  and  Coney 
Island  railroad  have  erected  an  open  covered  platform  for  the  use  of  passengers.  This 
arrangement  compols  the  crossing  at  grade  of  the  latter  road  after  having  purchased 
tickets  and  entered  upon  the  care  of  the  railroad  company.  At  times  the  Iron  Steam¬ 
boat  Company  land  their  passengers  at  Coney  Island  Point,  which  greatly  increases  the 
number  of  trains  passing  between  the  covered  phatform  and  the  cars  of  the  West  End 
road.  It  is  suggested  that  strong  lift  gates  and  a  fenced  passageway  be  provided  at 
this  grade  crossing  as  a  measure  of  safety.  During  the  past  year  the  superstructure 
has  been  much  improved  by  the  renewal  of  rails  and  sleepers  and  in  the  adjustment  of 
tracks.  Six  hundred  tons  of  steel  rail  and  ten  thousand  sleepers  were  used  in 
renewals.  The  equipment  has  also  been  increased,  and  to  a  great  extent  thoroughly 
repaired. 

The  prediction  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  that  if  a  well-maintained  and  equipped 
road  with  frequent  and  rapid  train  service  was  provided,  a  large,  all-the-year-round 
traffic  would  be  developed,  has  already  proven  true.  Even  so  soon  after  this  work  has 
been  accomplished,  the  business  of  the  road  has  largely  increased.  All  along  the  shore 
of  New  York  bay  the  increase  of  population  is  noticeable.  New  villages  are  springing 
up  and  the  old  ones  widening  their  borders.  Generally  this  beautiful  section  of 
Long  Island  is  rapidly  and  substantially  improving.  The  completion  of  the  new  road 
to  the  Thirty-ninth  Street  ferry  will  add  largely  to  the  convenience  and  quick  transit 
between  the  city  of  New  York  and  villages  on  the  line  of  the  West  End  road.  A  large 
brick  covered  train  house  has  been  erected  at  the  ferry,  and  the  ferry  house  and  boats 
are  unexcelled. 

Brooklyn  and  Brighton  Beach  Railroad, 

As  reported  last  year,  under  the  name  of  Brooklyn,  Flatbush  and  Coney  Island  rail¬ 
road,  has  suffered  great  loss  by  the  inroads  made  by  the  locean,  which  has  Under¬ 
mined  the  large  hotel  and  terminal  depot  at  southerly  end  of  line.  During  the  past 
winter  the  large  structure  referred  to  has  been  loaded  on  112  gondola  cars,  resting  on 
twenty-four  tracks,  and  the  building  moved  northerly  and  away  from  the  beach  595  feet. 
The  work  has  been  successfully  accomplished  with  very  little  damage  to  the  struct¬ 
ure,  and  has  fully  occupied  the  time  and  funds  of  the  company  to  the  exclusion  of 
needed  work  upon  the  tracks,  up  to  this  time.  A  large  number  of  yellOw-pine  cross-ties 
were  used  as  blocking  and  under  the  track-ways  while  moving  the  hotel,  which  can 
and  will  now  be  utilized  in  renewing  the  sleepers  under  main  track. 

It  is  a  double-track  road,  thoroughly  constructed  upon  lands  owned  exclusively 
by  the  railroad  company.  The  rail  is  in  very  good  condition  and  the  track  adjustment 
was  found  quite  workmanlike.  There  is  very  little  bridging,  over  which  the  super¬ 
structure  passes,  but  quite  a  number  of  over-street-crossings .  These  generally  consist  of 
iron  beams  resting  upon  masonry  abutments,  and  the  overhead  roadway  solidly 
bricked  in.  The  short  pile  bridge  at  Coney  Island  creek  is  to  have  new  stringers  which 
will  place  that  structure  in  strong  life. 

The  fences  are  well  kept  up,  roadway  neat  and  orderly,  and  highways  provided  with 
warning  signs.  The  company  do  not  run  freight  trains,  and  overhead  obstructions  are 
without  warning. 

The  passenger  cars  have  been  well  overhauled,  trucks  repaired  and  the  same  work 
has  been  done  to  the  motive  power. 

At  Sheepshead  Bay  race  grounds,  where  large  crowds  of  people  congregate,  the  pas¬ 
sengers  from  this  line  formerly  crossed  at  grade  the  tracks  of  the  Manhattan  Beach 
railroad.  During  the  past  year  a  covered  overhead-bridge,  over  the  Manhattan  tracks, 
has  been  provided,  which  is  greatly  on  the  side  of  safety. 

Each  of  the  way  stations  and  Brooklyn  station  were  examined  and  all  found  in 
reasonably  good  order. 

The  slopes  of  the  deep  cuttings  referred  to  in  former  reports  have,  to  a  large  degree, 
been  cleaned  of  loose  projecting  boulders,  and  in  some  instances  a  rough  retaining  wall 
has  been  built,  to  keep  stone  from  falling  on  the  tracks.  These  slopes,  however,  are 
quite  steep  and  constant  care  is  required  to  prevent  obstruction  of  track,  especially 
during  the  frequency  of  trains  in  the  summer  months. 


Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Railroad. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  general  outline  of  this  road  since  the  inspection  of 
1886.  The  main  line  extends  from  Buffalo  forty-six  miles,  and  from  Kochester  ninety- 
four  miles,  to  a  junction  at  Ashford ;  thence  to  Pennsylvania  State  line,  near  Limestone, 
N.  Y.,  twenty-six  miles.  A  branch,  one  mile  in  length,- from  Silver  Lake  junction  to 
Silver  Springs,  is  also  operated  by  this  company. 

Commencing  at  Rochester  the  entire  property  was  examined  and  its  physical  condi¬ 
tion  noted  in  detail.  All  of  the  iron  rail  is  now  replaced  with  steel,  aud  about  six  miles 
of  new  steel  of  seventy  pounds  per  yard  has  been  placed  in  the  superstructure,  the  new 
rail  replacing  that  which  had  become  too  much  worn  for  the  service  imposed.  A  further 
renewal  is  being  done  where  the  necessity  exists.  Between  Rochester  and  Mumford  the 
cross-sleepers  are  in  many  places  too  low  in  life  of  timber;  the  renewals  being  made 
should  be  of  sufficient  volume  to  bring  them  all  to  a  proper  physical  strength.  Other 
than  the  above,  the  entire  track  is  strongly  tied;  on  curves  hard-wood  sleepers  have 
been  substituted  for  those  of  soft  timber.  Forty  thousand  ties  were  used  in  renewals 
during  the  season  of  1887,  and  60,000  are  to  be  used  in  1888. 

About  six  and  one-half  miles  of  road-bed  has  been  thoroughly  reballasted,  and  grades 
improved  by  raising  depressions.  In  one  instance  the  road-bed  was  raised  eight  feet, 
and  a  long  cutting  lowered  three  feet  in  the  betterment  of  plane  of  road. 

The  line  into  and  near  Buffalo  was  never  thoroughly  ballasted.  This  and  other 
portions  of  the  road-bed  would  be  greatly  improved  by  a  light  lifting  of  track  with 
fresh  gravel. 
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There  is  some  improvement  in  track  adjustment  between  Rochester  and  Ashford 
junction,  but  there  is  still  opportunity  for  a  better  alignment  and  surface,  particularly 
near  Rochester.  Between  Buffalo,  Ashford  junction  and  State  line  the  superstructure 
is  in  good  adjustment;  also  between  Mumford  and  Ashford  junction.  A  little  effort 
will  bring  the  entire  superstructure  up  to  the  high  standard  of  our  best  maintained 
roads.  The  fencing  of  a  large  majority  of  the  road  is  in  good  condition;  in  some  por¬ 
tions,  however,  it  is  more  or  less  broken  or  entirely  gone. 

Of  the  large  amount  of  trestle  bridging,  some  has  been  filled  after  constructing  masonry 
waterways,  and  others  have  been  rebuilt.  A  few  of  these  timber  structures  were  found  in 
poor  life  of  timber  and  otherwise  defective.  Such  of  these  requiring  immediate  atten¬ 
tion  were  promptly  repaired,  and  your  inspector  feels  justified  in  reporting  that  all  of 
those  noted  as  defective  have  been  sufficiently  rebuilt  to  insure  safety.  Bridge  main¬ 
tenance  is  a  leading  feature  of  competent  supervision  on  this  road;  hence  your 
inspector  is  at  loss  for  the  reason  of  the  existence  of  any  defective  structures,  such  as 
pile  and  trestle  bridges,  unless  it  be  a  want  of  labor  and  material. 

During  the  past  two  years  a  number  of  iron  trusses  and  girders  have  been  substituted 
for  wooden  bridges.  Many  trestles,  some  of  which  are  quite  extensive,  have  been 
rebuilt  as  at  first  stated  and  a  number  have  been  filled.  The  construction  of  abutments 
and  culverts  at  many  more  of  these  wooden  structures  and  the  filling  of  them,  is  a  work 
that  would  do  away  with  the  care  and  expense  of  maintenance  and  danger  of  burning. 
Especially  does  this  suggestion  apply  between  Ashford  and  Rochester  where  is  the  older 
portion  of  the  road.  Trestles  here  show  defects  such  as  old  timber,  bents  inclining  out 
of  perpendicular,  trestles  partly  filled  and  danger  from  fire.  The  long  trestle  at  Carroll¬ 
ton,  and  several  others  near  State  line,  have  been  thoroughly  rebuilt.  At  the  crossing 
over  the  Erie  railroad  at  Silver  Lake  junction  a  new  through  truss  over  the  railroad* 
and  plate-girder  approaches  is  being  constructed.  The  south  abutment  at  the  Catta¬ 
raugus  viaduct,  showing  signs  of  failure  was  rebuilt;  the  work;  of  repairing  the  pedes¬ 
tals  of  this  viaduct  by  encasing  them  in  beton,  appears  to  be  substantial.  The  iron 
work  of  this  and  several  otner  bridges  has  been  repainted.  Between  Buffalo  and  Ash¬ 
ford  junction  there  is  a  large  amount  of  timber  work.  Very  little,  if  any,  masonry  was 
built  on  this  part  of  the  line  other  than  at  the  viaduct.  These  timber  structures,  large 
and  small,  have  for  the  most  part  been  rebuilt  in  a  substantial  manner  so  far  as  the 
volume  and  quality  of  timber  is  concerned,  and  they  were  all  found  in  good  order.  Each 
of  the  depot  buildings  were  examined  and  in  general  the  only  defects  noticed  was  in  the 
maintenance  of  platforms.  Some  of  these  were  too  much  broken  and  dilapidated.  East 
Concord  is  a  newly  located  station  and  has  a  comfortable  depot.  At  Machias,  the  joint 
depot  with  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  railroad  has  been  completely  reno¬ 
vated  and  to  some  extent  remodeled.  It  is  now  a  very  comfortable  transfer  station.  The 
station  building  at  Devereaux  is  in  very  poor  order  and  should  be  overhauled.  At  Ash¬ 
ford  junction,  Silver  Lake  junction  and  Ellicottville,  the  block  signal  posts  are  located 
near  the  center  and  train  side  of  platform.  This  arrangement  makes  a  serious  obstruc¬ 
tion  to  the  free  use  of  platforms,  and  is  a  dangerous  feature  that  can  easily  be  avoided 
by  moving  them  back  and  away  from  trains  and  against  the  buildings.  These  obstruc¬ 
tions  have  already  caused  injury  to  persons. 

The  branch  road,  one  mile  in  length,  from  Silver  Lake  junction  to  Silver  Springs,  is 
not  in  as  good  condition  as  the  main  line.  There  are  several  trestle  bridges  nearly  all 
of  which  need  more  or  less  renewal  of  timber,  and  a  thorough  overhauling  of  them 
appears  necessary  to  remove  the  too  old  material.  The  ties  are  in  very  good  life,  but 
line  and  surface  of  track  are  greatly  neglected. 

In  general  this  road  is  in  reasonable  maintenance  throughout,  the  larger  part  being 
exceedingly  well  kept  up.  It  is  in  somewhat  better  condition  than  when  last  inspected. 

For  the  purpose  of  increasing  train  tonnage  and  consequent  increased  weight  of 
power,  all  bridges  insufficient  to  meet  such  a  requirement  are  being  reinforced  or 
replaced  with  stronger  trusses.  The  intended  increase  is  about  thirty  per  cent. 

Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company. 

The  inspection  of  the  railroads  in  New  York,  operated  by  the  Delaware  and  Hudson 
Canal  Company,  began  at  Binghamton  and  was  made  with  sufficient  care  to  give  a 
reasonably  accurate  statement  of  their  general  physical  condition. 


Binghamton  to  Albany. 

A  further  double-tracking  of  this  division  is  now  under  construction.  The  new  work 
is  located  between  Sidney  and  Wells’  Bridge  and  between  Collier’s  and  Schenevas ;  in  all 
about  nineteen  miles.  Considerable  of  the  road-bed  and  nearly  all  of  the  masonry  and 
bridging  are  already  finished.  Probably  all  of  the  second  track  between  Nineveh  and 
Quaker  Street  will  be  completed  another  season.  The  new  masonry  is  of  an  excellent 
character  and  all  the  wood  structures  are  being  rebuilt  in  stone  and  iron.  During  the 
past  two  years  a  number  of  trestles  have  been  renewed  in  like  manner.  There  are 
several  trestles  between  Binghamton  and  Nineveh,  each  of  which  were  found  in  strong 
physical  life  and  sufficient  in  material;  new  floors  have  been  laid  on  nearly  all  of 
them.  Several  under-highway-crossings  have  new  masonry  abutments  and  plate 
girders  in  place  of  wood  structures.  A  truss  constructed  of  railroad  bars  has  been 
replaced  in  like  manner.  Generally  the  cattle-guards  and  short  openings  have  girders 
of  rails  and  a  strong  flooring.  At  Afton,  a  highway  is  being  carried  under  the 
railroad,  avoiding  a  crossing  at  grade.  Between  Wells’  Bridge  and  Oneonta  are  a  few 
minor  openings,  having  poor  masonry  more  or  less  broken.  These  walls  are  secured  by 
shoring  andSwill  probably  be  rebuilt  another  year.  East  of  Oneonta  there  is  a  short  trestle 
lately  rebuilt.  Between  Schenevus  and  East  Worcester  are  five  trestle  bridges,  none 
of  which  are  extensive,  and  the  timber  is  in  good  condition.  East  of  Cobleskill  a  short 
trestle  has  been  filled.  Near  Howe’s  Cave  a  short  opening  has  new  abutments  and  plate 
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girder.  Another,  east  of  Duanesburgh,  has  been  thoroughly  rebuilt.  Near  Altamont  at 
the  plank-road-crossing  is  a  twenty-four  feet  opening  where  an  iron  girder  would  be 
better  than  the  wood  stringers.  East  of  Altamont  a  short  trestle  has  been  filled— also  a 
culvert  built.  Near  Meadowdale  a  few  short  openings  have  been  renewed  in  stone  and 
iron.  The  two  trestles  over  Black  creek  are  in  good  condition.  East  of  Yoorhees- 
ville  a  forty-feet  plate-girder  has  been  substituted  for  a  deck  Howe  truss.  There  are 
several  short  openings  in  same  locality,  having  poor  masonry,  which  should  be  rebuilt. 
East  of  Dolmar  is  an  under-highway-crossing  which  has  new  abutments  of  good 
masonry  and  a  plate-girder.  Bridge  No.  l,  a  trestle  under-farm-crossing,  has  sufficient 
timber  and  is  in  fair  iife ;  it  is  about  twenty  feet  high.  If  this  could  be  disposed  of  the 
danger  of  fire  would  be  obviated.  The  foregoing  does  not  represent  all  the  renewals  of 
bridges  and  openings  made  during  the  past  two  years,  nor  does  it  include  the  large 
amount  of  stone  and  iron  work  where  double-tracking  is  in  progress.  All  the  openings 
■of  this  division  were  found  in  good  order. 

Considerable  reballasting  of  road-bed  has  been  done  since  the  inspection  of  1886. 
New  rails  have  been  laid  on  the  grade  west  of  Altamont  and  near  Cobleskill.  As  a 
whole,  the  cross-sleepers  are  in  strong  life ;  renewals  for  this  season  were  not  all  made 
and  where  base  of  rail  has  cut  too  deep  into  ties,  they  will  be  renewed.  A  few  cuttings 
require  to  be  reditched,  but  generally  the  road-bed  is  well  drained.  The  fences  are 
very  well  kept  up.  A  new  style  of  panel  material  is  quite  extensively  used.  It  consists 
of  four  or  five  strands  of  double  wire  having  pine  slats,  interlaced  in  a  manner  to  be  in  a 
vertical  position  when  the  netting  is  fastened  to  the  posts.  Considerable  improvement 
has  been  made  in  surface  and  line  of  track;  in  these  respects  the  entire  super¬ 
structure  is  quite  workmanlike.  Each  of  the  depots  were  hastily  examined.  Some  have 
unsound  planking  and  a  few  were  found  untidy,  but  as  a  whole,  they  are  in  fair  condi¬ 
tion.  At  Yoorheesville  the  station  building  is  hardly  fit  for  public  use,  especially  dur¬ 
ing  a  rainy  season.  The  roof  leaks  badly  and  the  waiting-room,  in  stormy  weather,  is 
hardly  tenan table :  boards  are  hung  over  the  telegraph  instruments  to  keep  them  dry. 
The  sittings  provided  are  insufficient.  Twenty  passengers  were  noticed,  some  of  them 
ladies  and  children,  without  an  opportunity  to  sit  down  unless  upon  platform  steps  or 
“baggage  trucks.  In  contrast,  at  Slingerlands  a  very  elegantly  constructed  and  beauti¬ 
fully  designed  Queen  Anne  stone  depot  is  about  ready  for  use.  The  depot  at  Yoorhees¬ 
ville  is  occupied  jointly  with  the  West  Shore  railroad,  which  may  account  for  its  neglect. 
Certainly  the  two  roads  should  agree  upon  some  betterment  or  a  thorough  repair  of  the 
present  building.  No  other  really  adverse  criticism  of  this  division  can  be  made.  Its 
improvement  in  the  past  five  years  is  remarkable. 


Nlneveli  Branch. 

Commencing  at  the  monument  in  the  State  line  a  number  of  single-span  trestle  water¬ 
ways  have  iron  pipe  for  drainage  and  the  openings  filled.  In  most  instances  railroad 
bars  are  used  for  girders  of  short  openings.  An  arch  culvert  has  been  built  at  a  former 
trestle  cattle-pas«.  A  thirty-feet  span  low  Howe  truss,  near  Windsor,  begins  to  show  too 
great  age.  A  new  truss  will  soon  be  necessary.  At  East  Windsor  an  under-highway¬ 
crossing  has  newly  constructed  abutments  and  a  plate-girder.  North  of  this  station  is 
another  thirty-feet  span  low  Howe  truss  which  will  soon  require  renewal.  New 
masonry  abutments  are  built  in  a  trestle,  ready  for  an  iron  girder.  Another  low  through 
Howe  truss  of  same  span  and  in  same  condition  will  soon  require  rebuilding.  Crossing 
the  Susquehanna  river  are  two  one  hundred  and  fifty-feet  spans  of  through  Howe 
trusses  on  good  masonry.  These  trusses  are  about  eight  years  old.  There  was  another 
span  which,  becoming  weak,  was  removed  and  trestle  work  substituted.  The  covered 
deck  Howe  truss  near  Center  Village  is  in  strong  life.  Between  this  station  and 
Nineveh  are  several  trestle  under-farm-crossings.  They  have  been  strongly  rebuilt 
and  are  in  good  order.  The  alignment  of  road  is  largely  curved,  and  good  hard-wood 
ties  are  used  on  them.  A  few  places  were  noticed  where  the  base  of  rail  had  cut  quite 
deep  into  the  ties.  Sleepers  wear  out  on  this  branch  as  the  traffic  is  heavy.  Generally 
the  ties  are  in  strong  life.  The  rail  is  some  worn ;  a  renewal  on  a  portion  of  the  line  has 
been  recently  made.  In  the  adjustment  of  superstructure  an  improvement  is  notice¬ 
able.  Nearly  all  of  the  fencing  is  well  kept  up  and  roadway  neat  and  orderly.  The 
Windsor  depot  is  in  good  order.  At  East  Windsor  the  planking  is  broken.  Center 
Village  has  a  well-kept  depot.  All  the  station  buildings  have  recently  been  repainted. 
The  branch  is  in  good  order  and  has  advanced  to  the  condition  it  was  found  when 
inspected  in  1884. 

Cherry  Valley  Branch, 

From  the  junction  with  main  Line  at  Cobleskill  to  Sharon  Springs  and  Cherry  Valley. 
Generally  the  rail  is  in  good  condition ;  a  few  were  noticed  having  part  of  head  broken. 
Nearly  all  steel  was  brought  from  main  line.  For  the  service  required  its  strength  is 
ample.  The  ties  are  in  strong  life  and  track  adjustment  much  better  than  noticed  in 
1886.  All  openings  have  strong  floors.  The  masonry  at  the  sixty-feet  span  deck-lattice 
bridge  is  now  in  excellent  condition.  A  Howe  truss  deck  bridge  of  same  span  has  been 
replaced  with  a  plate-girder  and  the  abutments  repaired  or  entirely  rebuilt.  South 
of  Sharon  Springs  is  a  new  low  trestle  of  eight  spans  and  the  balance  of  the 
old  trestle,  about  140  feet  in  length,  has  been  filled.  There  are  three  other  short 
trestles  south  of  Hindsville,  each  of  which  is  in  good  order,  one  of  them  newly  rebuilt. 
Between  Sharon  Springs  and  Cherry  Valley  are  a  few  short  openings,  some  of  which 
have  poor  masonry,  but  they  are  properly  secured.  Mostly  railroad  bars  are  used  at 
these  openings  for  girders.  The  station  building  at  Seward  has  been  renovated. 
Hindsville  and  Sharon  Springs  have  good  depots  which  are  cleanly  kept.  At  Cherry 
Valley  a  renovation  of  the  station  building  would  add  much  to  its  appearance  and 
comfort.  It  is  the  terminal  of  this  branch  and  the  yard  and  surroundings  are  not  in 
keeping  with  its  importance.  Cherry  Valley  is  a  beautiful  and  cultured  village;  an 
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introduction  via  the  railroad  terminal  creates  an  unfavorable  impression  which  could 
easily  and  inexpensively  be  remedied  by  joining  the  interests  of  the  company  and 
the  inhabitants.  Generally  this  branch  has  been  much  improved.  It  is  in  good  phy¬ 
sical  condition  and  fully  competent  to  meet  the  service  imposed. 


Quaker  Street ,  Schenectady  and  Coons’  Junction. 

No  change  of  moment  has  been  made  on  this  division  since  the  inspection  of  1886. 
An  under-farm-erossing,  near  Kelly’s,  has  old  masonry  in  poor  condition.  This  bridge 
is  to  be  rebuilt  with  iron  girders  and  new  abutments.  An  under-farm-crossing  near 
South  Schenectady  has  been  thus  renewed.  The  floor  beams  on  the  deck  bridge  over 
the  Mohawk,  at  East  Schenectady,  have  a  coating  of  gravel  between  the  rails  as  a  protec¬ 
tion  against  Are.  Bridges  5  >4  and  2%  need  each  a  new  bearing  stone  for  one  end  of  one 

Sirder.  Bridge  1>L  a  lattice  and  plate-girder  deck  viaduct,  has  a  new,  strong  floor. 

ridge  18)4,  consisting  of  eight  spans  of  trestle,  has  been  repaired  and  new  stringers 
and  ties  provided.  The  viaduct  (1634)  over  stream  and  ravine,  near  Kelly’s,  should  have 
a  few  new  floor  beams.  Bridge  1514,  a  like  structure,  has  a  new  floor  of  yellow-pine 
timber.  Bridges  lOa  and  VdA  are  short  pieces  of  trestle  work  in  good  order.  The 
superstructure  is  in  very  good  condition.  A  few  new  ties  are  necessary  near 
Duanesburgh,  but  as  a  whole  they  are  in  strong  life.  On  some  sections  the  track 
adjustment  is  very  workmanlike.  Each  of  the  depots  were  examined.  South  Sche¬ 
nectady  and  Coons’  are  small  flag  stations  newly  located.  Glenville  is  a  similar 
newly  located  depot.  The  depots  at  Kelly’s  and  Duanesburgh  are  very  small  crude 
affairs,  especially  the  latter,  for  the  business  it  has.  They  are  crowded  closely  to  the 
track,  have  narx*ow  platforms,  and  it  seems  something  should  be  done  to  make  them 
more  comfortable  and  convenient.  At  Schenectady  the  Central-Hudson  station  is  used 
for  the  Saratoga  business;  the  local  travel  has  poor  accommodations  in  a  small  dingy 
waiting-room.  The  other  stations  are  more  modern  and  well  suited  for  passenger 
service. 

Ballston  Junction  to  Schenectady . 

This  branch  was  more  closely  examined  than  when  inspected  in  1886.  No  changes 
have  been  made  except  in  the  renewing  of  a  Howe  truss  with  two  spans  of  iron-deck 
trusses  and  the  rebuilding  of  the  substructure.  Bridge  30  — a  through  lattice  — has 
lower  channel  chord,  which  should  have  drain-holes.  The  lower  plate  is  considerably 
corroded.  A  few  short  openings  are  destitute  of  a-  floor  system,  other  than  stringers. 
The  sleepers  are  in  good  life,  and  track  well  adjusted.  This  branch  is  in  good 
condition. 

Albany  to  Rouse’s  Point. 

The  few  miles  of  iron  rail  north  of  Plattsburgh  have  been  replaced  with  steel,  and  a 
partial  renewal  of  rail  has  been  made  in  the  south-bound  track,  between  Albany  and 
Ballston  junction.  The  entire  rail  on  this  division  is  now  in  very  good  order.  From 
Albany  to  Saratoga  the  cross-sleepers  are  in  strong  life,  and  with  few  exceptions  the 
same  maintenance  exists  to  Rouses’  Point.  The  renewal  of  ties  had  not  been  completed 
for  this  season  at  time  of  inspection,  and  those  noted  as  being  in  poor  life  will  probably 
be  renewed  before  the  ensuing  winter.  North  of  Saratoga,  Whallonsburgh  and  a  few 
other  points,  the  ties  require  more  or  less  renewing ;  otherwise  the  entire  superstructure 
is  in  good  physical  condition. 

Considerable  reballasting  has  been  done  since  the  inspection  of  1886.  As  a  whole,  the 
track  adjustment  is  of  a  high  standard.  Between  Albany  and  Saratoga,  along  the  border 
of  Lake  Champlain  and  north  of  Plattsburgh  are  sections  that  have  been  brought  to 
great  accuracy  of  surface  and  line.  The  road-bed  is,  with  few  excceptions,  well 
drained  and  well  filled  out.  Where  fences  are  maintained,  they  are  generally  in  good 
order,  and  the  roadway  is  mostly  free  from  weeds,  brush  and  debris. 

A  further  substitution  of  iron  for  wood  trusses  and  girders,  the  rebuilding  of  masonry 
and  the  renewal  of  trestles  has  been  vigorously  and  thoroughly  prosecuted.  The 
defective  abutment  at  West  Troy  has  been  rebuilt;  an  abutment  at  the  swing-draw  in 
bridge  over  the  Hudson  at  East  Troy  is  in  course  of  reconstruction,  and  the  defective 
abutment  in  mill-pond  at  Ballston  has  been  relaid.  Bridge  15,  a  through  Howe  truss 
near  Waterford,  has  been  reinforced  in  its  lower  chords.  Near  Waterford  Junction  is  a 
short  opening  lately  rebuilt.  A  new  street  in  Saratoga  is  being  carried  under  the  road 
to  avoid  a  grade  crossing.  A  number  of  truss  bridges  have  new  floors  of  yellow-pine 
timber.  Bridge  36,  over  the  Hudson  at  Fort  Edward,  is  having  its  floor  beams  placed  on 
the  lower  chords.  North  of  Smith’s  Basin  is  a  newly  rebuilt  fifteen-feet  opening,  with 
plate-girders  in  place  of  timber.  North  of  Fort  Ann  is  a  fourteen-feet  opening  which  has 
new  masonry  ready  for  iron  girders ;  the  open  floor  cattle-guards  at  this  point  have  been 
filled.  The  south  abutment  of  bridge  65,  over  canal,  is  being  rebuilt.  At  Whitehall  the 
repair  of  tunnel  has  been  completed;  north  of  the. tunnel,  a  twenty-feet  span  plate- 
girder  deck  bridge,  with  new  abutments,  has  been  erected.  South  Bay  trestle,  a  mile  in 
length,  has  been  largely  renewed,  and  is  now  in  strong  life ;  several  openings,  from  ten 
to  fifteen-feet  span,  have  iron  girders,  replacing  those  of  wood.  Pile  bridge  No.  12.  300 
feet  in  length,  has  been  reinforced  with  intermediate  bents.  The  trestle  north  of  Put¬ 
nam  has  been  increased  in  strength.  Bridge  17,  a  trestle  loop,  connecting  main  line  of 
road  with  the  channel  of  Lake  Champlain  and  steamboat  dock,  has  been  thoroughly 
rebuilt  with  yellow-pine  timber,  and  is  now  in  excellent  condition.  North  of  Addison 
junction  are  two  short  openings  which  were  in  very  unsafe  condition ;  they  have  been 
rebuilt  in  stone  and  iron.  The  masonry  under  a  twenty-feet  span-girder  south  of  Crown 
Point,  has  been  rebuilt.  North  of  same  place,  where  a  pier  had  failed,  is  now  an  iron 
truss,  spanning  entire  stream.  The  old  Howe  truss  north  of  Port  Henry  still  remains, 
but  an  iron-plate  girder  is  at  hand  and  will  go  in  as  soon  as  the  south  abutment  can  be 
constructed.  Bridges  41, 42  and  43  are  iron  trusses,  which  have  lately  been  refloored  with. 
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yellow-pine  timber.  A  now  plate-girder  over  a  street  in  Plattsburgh  is  in  place  of  timber 
stringers.  North  of  Chazy  is  a  plate-girder  at  hand  to  replace  those  of  timber;  new 
masonry  has  also  been  constructed.  Bridge  G9  is  an  eighteen-feet  span  waterway;  it 
now  has  a  good  plate-girder.  Between  West  Chazy  and  Rouse’s  Point  nearly  all  the 
cattle-guards  and  short  openings  have  now  a  strong  floor.  A  defective  floor,  other  than 
a  number  of  cattle-guards  where  the  rail  is  laid  directly  upon  the  track  stringers,  was 
not  seen  on  entire  division. 

A  sixteen-feet  span  north  of  Putnam  has  good  masonry  ready  for  an  iron  girder.  It 
now  has  old  timber  stringers  supported  by  a  bent  at  center ;  the  blocking  between  top 
of  cap  and  underside  of  stringers  is  not  as  secure  as  desirable.  No.  39  is  a  trestle  about 
twenty  feet  high,  on  a  curve,  and  across  an  ore  dock.  A  few  of  its  bents  incline,  other¬ 
wise  it  is  in  fair  order.  It  would  be  much  better  if  this  trestle  could  be  disposed  of. 
Bridge  35,  about  120-feet  span,  wants  drain-holes  in  channel  of  16wer  chord;  signs 
of  corrosion  are  noticed.  A  few  iron  truss-girders  would  be  improved  in  condition 
by  a  good  coat  of  oil  and  lead.  Bridge  39  is  a  trestle  about  forty  feet  high  and  over 
200  feet  in  length.  There  is  in  it  some  too  old  timber.  By  constructing  a  vertical 
wall  along  the  lake  side  the  trestle  could  be  filled.  There  may  be  difficulty,  however,  in 
obtaining  a  foundation  for  such  a  wall,  but  the  track  could  be  thrown  into  the  rock- 
bluff.  In  case  of  derailment  this  trestle  would  be  a  serious  matter.  The  small  open¬ 
ings,  such  as  waterways  and  cattle-guards,  between  Plattsburgh  and  Chazy  junction, 
have  generally  the  rails  on  stringers ;  the  stringers  have  been  renewed,  and  the  only 
objections  are  the  open  floors.  The  mechanical  structures,  great  and  small,  on  this 
division  are  all  in  safe  condition,  and  a  large  majority  are  of  best  modern  construction. 
There  is  an  immense  amount  of  these  structures,  and  their  improved  condition  since 
the  inspection  of  1883  is  highly  commendable. 

The  station  buildings  are  about  in  same  condition  as  last  reported,  excepting  that 
three  new  ones  have  been  constructed.  At  Putnam,  a  new  frame  depot  is  nearly  com¬ 
pleted.  A  fine  Queen  Anne  two  waiting-room  depot,  built  of  stone  and  of  excellent  design, 
has  been  erected  at  Port  Henry.  The  building  is  finished  in  hard  wood,  well  furnished 
and  has  all  necessary  conveniences.  At  Essex  is  a  new  frame  depot  with  covered 
platform.  It  is  a  newly  located  station,  and  its  construction  was  largely  aided  by  the 
local  inhabitants.  The  depots  north  of  Plattsburgh  have  been  repainted  and  renovated, 
except  at  Rouse’s  Point,  which  is  an  important  station.  There  is  here  a  lack  of  sufficient 
and  convenient  accommodations  for  the  traveling  public,  which  is  well  understood  by 
your  honorable  Board.  Whatever  hindrances  there  may  be  to  a  Union  depot  of  all  the 
roads  centering  at  this  point,  certainly  each  road  should  give  sufficient  depot  facilities; 
the  depot  of  this  road  is  every  way  unsuitable  in  these  respects.  A  number  of  station 
buildings  between  Saratoga  and  Plattsburgh  are  in  need  of  renovation.  So  much  was 
required  to  bring  the  permanent  way  to  a  strong  condition,  the  matter  of  depots  was 
properly  of  secondary  importance. 

Glens  Falls  and  Caldwells’  Branch. 

There  are  no  changes  in  the  outline  of  this  branch  since  the  inspection  was  last  made, 
but  there  is  improvement  in  permanent  way,  as  on  other  portions  of  the  road.  Its  gen¬ 
eral  maintenance  is  good.  The  ties  are  strong,  especially  on  curves ;  on  some  tangents  a 
further  renewal  is  desirable.  The  rail  is  in  very  good  order  and  track  adjustment  very 
good  south  of  Glens  Falls,  but  northerly  the  surface  and  line  of  track  is  in  ordinary  con¬ 
dition.  Where  were  two  spans  of  low-through  Howe  truss  when  last  inspected,  is  now 
three  spans  of  plate-girder  through  and  a  lattice  deck,  all  on  new  substantial  masonry. 
Bridge  43,  over  canal,  wants  painting.  Bridge  48,  formerly  an  A  truss,  is  now  a  through 
Howe  truss  on  bents.  A  log  railway  operated  by  a  locomotive  is  under  tlrs  bridge ;  the 
danger  from  fire  is  considerable.  Bridge  50  is  five  bays  of  trestle  for  an  under-farm¬ 
crossing.  The  stringei’s  are  two,  eight  by  sixteen  inches  section,  and  fire  has  burned  a 
quarter  of  one  of  these.  Bridge  53  is  a  twenty-feet  span  girder,  or  truss,  made  of  rail¬ 
road  iron.  The  girder  is  reinforced  with  truss-rods.  There  are  one  or  two  other  similar 
trusses.  All  the  openings  have  been  greatly  improved  in  flooring  and  short  spans  have 
generally  railroad  bars  for  girders.  The  depots  are  in  same  good  condition  as  reported 
in  1886. 

Whitehall  to  Vermont  State  Line. 

There  is  a  Y  connection  and  covered  platform  at  the  Whitehall  junction  of  this  branch. 
Crossing  the  canal  and  river  are  iron  trusses  and  plate-girders,  as  before  reported ;  they 
are  all  in  good  order  and  well  floored.  A  few  openings  of  short  spans  have  been  filled, 
after  providing  waterways  of  box  culverts.  With  the  exception  of  two  cattle-guards. all 
the  openings  have  good  floors.  The  road-bed  appears  to  be  partly  reballasted;  the 
ditching  is  improved,  and  track  maintenance  much  better  than  noted  when  last 
inspected.  This  inspection  was  made  from  the  rear  of  a  passenger  train. 


Fort  Ticonderoga  to  Baldwin. 

No  inspection  was  made  in  detail  of  this  branch.  A  casual  glance  from  a  passenger 
train  revealed  a  fairly  maintained  road.  A  gap  in  road-bed,  caused  by  a  washout,  has 
been  filled  with  trestling  — the  only  structure  of  like  kind.  West  of  Ticonderoga  the 
A  trusses  have  been  reinforced  or  bented.  The  platform  at  main  line  junction  is  in 
want  of  repairs.  At  Baldwin,  the  dock  and  covered  platform  are  as  before  reported. 
This  branch  is  operated  but  four  months  in  the  year. 


Ausdble  Branch. 

A  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  permanent  way  of  this  branch.  The  track 
was  found  in  workmanlike  adjustment,  especially  for  chair-iron,  with  which  the  track 
Is  laid.  A  neatly  dofined  ballast,  orderly  roadway  and  well  maintained  fences  prevail 
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lor  the  entire  twenty  miles.  Generally  the  ties  are  in  strong  life;  they  do  not  wear  out, 
as  the  traffic  is  very  limited,  but  the  sand  appears  to  eat  or  burn  into  them  on  the 
ground  side.  All  cross  fences  are  closely  connected  with  the  cattle-guards  and  are  neatly 
whitewashed,  as  on  main  line.  Bridge  51,  the  last  Howe  truss  left,  has  a  lattice  bridge 
ready  to  take  its  place.  Bridges  52  and  54  are  lattice-deck  structures;  all  three  have 
short  trestle  approaches,  in  good  condition.  Bridge  53  is  a  ten-bay  and  55  a  twenty-two- 
bay  trestle;  the  lattice  is  about  thirty  feet  high.  Both  of  these  trestles  are  in  fair  life, 
and  all  openings  have  a  strong  floor  system,  excepting  two  cattle-guards.  The  station 
buildings  are  in  about  same  condition  as  last  reported. 


Cliazy  Junction  to  Canada  Line. 

There  is  but  one  mile  of  iron  rail  left  in  this  branch.  Recently  the  two  miles  between 
the  crossing  of  the  Ogdensburgh  and  Lake  Champlain  railroad  and  the  Canada  line  has 
been  relaid  with  steel  transferred  from  the  main  line ;  the  ties  have  also  been  nearly  all 
renewed.  Between  Chazy  junction  and  the  above  grade  crossing  the  ties  and  rails  are 
in  good  condition.  There  are  two  plate-girder  deck  bridges.  One  of  these  is  a  fifteen- 
feet  span,  resting  on  bents  inside  of  the  abutments;  at  the  last  inspection  this  opening 
was  spanned  with  wooden  track-stringers,  somewhat  defective.  The  other  plate-girder 
is  of  two  sixty-feet  spans  crossing  Chazy  river.  It  has  good  masonry  abutments  and 
pier.  The  short  single  span  openings  have  generally  poor  masonry  abutments,  but 
securely  protected  with  bents,  to  uphold  the  stringers.  These  wooden  girders  are  in 
better  condition  than  when  inspected  two  years  ago.  The  superstruction  is  all  in  good 
line  and  surface,  the  fences  in  good  order  and  roadway  neatly  kept. 


Vermont  State  Line  to  Eagle  Bridge. 

No  more  noticeable  improvement  has  been  made  on  any  of  the  roads  operated  by  the 
Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company,  within  the  past  two  yeairs,  than  on  this  division. 
Bridge  118  is  now  a  plate-girder  deck  with  newly  overhauled  abuts  in  place  of  a  Howe 
truss.  Bridge  117  was  a  deck  plate-girder  when  last  inspected.  Bridge  lie  is  a  forty-feet 
span  plate-girder  deck.  Bridges  114  and  115  were  old  Howe  trusses ;  they  have  also  been 
renewed  with  plate-girders.  Bridge  113  has  been  changed  from  a  Howe  truss  to  a  plate- 
girder.  Bridges  ill  and  112  are  short  spans  of  about  twelve  feet;  one  of  these  is  now  a 
plate-girder,  the  other  your  inspector  failed  to  note.  This  inspection  was  made  from  the 
rear  platform  of  a  regular  passenger  train.  Bridge  110  is  a  forty-feet  span  plate-girder 
deck.  Bridge  109  is  a  two  100-feet  span  of  lattice  through  truss  now  in  course  of 
erection;  the  masonry  is  mostly  of  new  construction.  No.  108  is  a  similar  structure  as 
noted  in  previous  report.  No.  107  is  two  spans  of  through  lattice  in  the  place  of  a  Howe 
truss ;  this  bridge  is  also  of  recent  construction.  Bridge  106  is  now  two  spans  of  about 
sixty  feet  each,  plate-girder  in  place  of  Howe  trusses.  Bridge  105  is  a  similar  structure 
lately  erected.  A  sixteen-feet  span  waterway,  formerly  having  girder-rod  timber  trusses 
with  bent  in  center,  has  been  rebuilt,  and  is  now  a  plate-girder  deck.  Bridge  104  is  a 
forty-feet  span  new  plate-girder  with  good  masonry  abutments.  Bridge  103  is  sixty- 
six-feet  span  plate-girder  where  was  a  low  through  Howe  truss  when  last  inspected. 
Bridge  102  is  a  twenty-feet  span  plate-girder  deck.  This  is  a  new  structure,  with 
entirely  new  abutments.  At  Bridge  101,  masonry  was  being  constructed,  and  a  plate- 
girder  at  hand  to  go  in.  Bridge  100  is  a  short  span,  and  was  not  noted.  Bridge  99  is  a 
sixty-feet  span,  low  through  Howe  truss  in  strong  life  of  timber.  Bridges  98,  97  and  96 
are  plate-girders,  with  new  masonry  abutments.  Bridges  94  and  93  are  new  through 
riveted  trusses,  in  place  of  Howe  truss  bridges.  Bridge  92  is  a  Howe  truss,  as  before 
reported.  There  are  a  few  short  openings  having  open  floors.  Considerable  ballasting 
has  been  done,  a  large  number  of  ties  renewed,  and  the  surface  and  line  of  track  has 
been  adjusted  under  instrumental  guidance.  Steel  rail  is  now  laid  on  entire  division  in 
this  State.  At  Middle  Granville  and  Shushan,  brick  passenger  and  freight-combined 
stations  have  been  erected.  The  other  stations  are  as  before  reported.  The  renewing 
of  all  but  two  Howe  trusses  in  iron  and  rebuilding  of  masonry,  together  with  the 
improved  superstructure,  places  this  division  in  excellent  condition. 

From  the  foregoing  report  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  past  two  years  very  much 
has  been  done  in  improving  the  property  operated  by  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal 
Company,  and  during  the  past  five  years  a  large  portion  of  the  structures  have  been 
rebuilt.  There  are  yet  a  few  pieces  of  trestle  work  to  be  done  away  with,  and  a  few 
bridges  to  be  rebuilt,  but  a  large  majority  of  such  needed  work  has  been  accomplished. 
The  road  now  ranks  with  the  other  trunk  lines  of  the  State.

Dear  Sir  —  I  have  your  favor  of  the  18th,  with  copy  of  the  report  of  the  inspector  of 
your  Board  as  to  the  physical  condition  of  the  railroads  operated  by  this  company. 

I  am  happy  to  see  that  he  appreciates  the  improvements  made  within  the  last  few 
years.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  present  management  to  carry  on  their  work  until  their 
roads  are  second  to  none,  believing  that  the  wisest  economy  consists  in  having  our  plant 
in  the  best  possible  condition  for  any  service  it  may  be  called  on  to  perform. 

It  is  not  strange  that  your  inspector  found  some  comparatively  minor  matters 
criticise,  and  I  fully  admit  their  justice.  You  will  recognize,  however,  that  from  what 
have  said  above,  the  recommendation  of  your  Board  that  such  matters  be  remedied 
soon  as  practicable,  has  been  forestalled  by  our  intentions.

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Herkimer,  Newport  and  Poland  Railroad. 

(Three  and  one-half  feet  gauge.) 

The  permanent  way  of  this  road  Ijas  been  considerably  improved  since  the  inspection 
of  1886.  A  further  renewal  in  masonry  of  pile  and  trestle  openings  has  been  accomplished. 
Near  East’s  bridge,  where  was  a  pile  bridge  of  three  bays,  is  now  one  span  of  girder  rod 
truss,  with  good  masonry  abutments.  The  pile  bridge  over  the  hydraulic  canal  north  of 
Middleville  is  now  a  thirty-four  feet  span  girder-rod  truss,  with  good  masonry  substruc¬ 
tures.  Between  Newport  and  Poland,  where  the  West  Canada  creek  had  encroached 
upon  the  road-bed,  a  vertical  protection  wall  has  been  constructed.  Several  waterways 
formerly  all  of  timber,  have  been  rebuilt,  with  substantial  masonry  and  large  pine 
girders.  Where  renewals  of  such  character  have  been  made,  they  have  been  increased 
in  strength  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  standard  gauge  road.  A  few  too 
old  stringers  and  insufficient  embankment  approaches  to  openings  were  noticed.  These 
defects  were  at  once  remedied.  Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  road-bed  has  been  reballasted 
and  a  large  number  of  ties  renewed.  To  a  considerable  extent  the  new  cross-sleepers 
are  of  cedar,  formerly  in  use  on  a  standard  gauge  road.  They  are  eight  feet  in  length, 
and  answer  an  excellent  purpose  on  the  narrow  gauge  of  this  road.  There  are  now 
four  or  five  miles  of  steel  rails,  some  of  which  are  of  sixty-pounds  section,  formerly  in 
use  on  another  line.  The  iron  rail  is  yet  in  very  good  condition,  and  the  track  adjust¬ 
ment  is  much  better  than  when  last  inspected.  A  Ramsey  hoist,  for  transferring  trucks 
under  car  bodies,  has  been  located  at  Herkimer,  and  standard  gauge  cars  of  large 
capacity  are  now  transported  over  the  road.  The  fencing  is  well  maintained,  the 
roadway  neatly  kept,  and  drainage  properly  cared  for.  At  Poland  and  Newport  are 
very  comfortable  frame  passenger  and  freight  stations  combined.  At  Middleville  a 
renovation  of  the  passenger  station  is  suggested,  and  planking  of  platforms  more 
thoroughly  maintained.  The  Central-Hudson  passenger  and  freight  stations  are  used 
at  Herkimer.  A  standard  gauge  track  from  the  latter  road  has  beeD  laid  into  the  yard 
of  this  company,  facilitating  the  transfer  of  car-load  freight. 

In  general  this  property. has  steadily  advanced  in  its  maintenance,  and  presents  a 
thrifty  and  well-cared-for  appearance. 


Long  Island  Railroad. 

The  main  line  and  branches  operated  by  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company,  with  the 
exception  of  one  or  two  short  branches,  were  carefully  inspected  ;  their  aggregate 
length  is  about  341  miles.  The  short  branches  omitted  were  found  in  excellent  condition 
two  years  ago. 

Main  Line , 

From  Flatbush  avenue,  Brooklyn,  and  Hunter's  Point,  Long  Island  City,  to  a  junction 
at  J amaica  and  thence  to  Greenport.  At  Hunter’s  Point  no  change  has  been  m  ade.  The 
passenger  rooms  and  train  sheds  were  found  in  good  condition  and  maintenance.  The 
present  yard  room  is  too  contracted  for  the  large  number  of  trains  and  the  necessary 
shifting  of  cars.  The  space  occupied  by  the  repair  shops  would  afford  some  relief  if 
they  were  removed  to  Richmond  Hill,  where  the  company  own  a  site  for  them.  During 
the  present  season  856  scheduled  trains,  exclusive  of  freight,  were  run  daily  over  the 
Long  Island  system,  at  least  two-thirds  of  which  were  received  or  despatched  from  this 
station.  The  depot  at  Bushwick  avenue  and  branch  to  Fresh  Pond  junction  remains  as 
before  reported.  There  has  also  been  no  change  in  the  terminal  facilities  at  Flatbush 
avenue,  Brooklyn.  The  present  accommodations  are  awkward,  complicated  and  incon¬ 
venient.  The  freight  yard  attached  is  equally  hampered  for  room  in  which  to  conduct 
the  rapidly  growing  freight  business  of  the  road.  A  better  terminal  for  Brooklyn  is  very 
desirable.  At  Jamaica  the  tracks  of  both  the  Brooklyn  and  Long  Island  City  roads  have 
been  extended  through  the  yards,  which  further  aids  the  division  of  trains  from  this 
point  to  the  several  branches  radiating  to  the  north  and  south  shores  of  Long  Island. 
Trains  for  these  several  branches  are  run  in  one  section  from  the  Brooklyn  and  Long 
Island  City  terminals.  These  main  lines  west  of  Jamaica  are  in  the  same  good  order  as 
before  reported.  A  few  iron  bridges  have  been  reinforced,  and  in  two  instances  new 
structures  erected.  The  double  tracks  through  Atlantic  avenue  are  in  good  order,  and 
all  openings  have  now  good  floors  or  have  been  filled.  At  Woodhaven,  a  small,  brick 
passenger  depot  has  been  lately  ejected.  The  interior  is  finished  in  Gothic  style  with 
exposed  rafters  and  brick  walls  pointed  and  painted,  and  individual  sittings  and  con¬ 
veniences  are  provided.  This  style  of  building  is  used  in  all  reconstructions.  Wood- 
haven  junction  is  the  eastern  terminal  of  the  rapid  transit  trains  along  Atlantic 
avenue.  At  this  point  there  is  a  large  nest  of  sidings  for  trains  at  rest  and  a  good  brick 
depot  with  covered  platforms.  At  East  New  York,  where  the  Manhattan  Beach  divi¬ 
sion  crosses  the  main  line  at  right  angles  and  at  grade,  and  has  a  Y  connection  with 
it,  a  throw-off  switch  interlocked  with  distant  signals  and  tower  has  been  provided. 
This  is  a  precaution  against  collisions,  which  is  commendable. 

East  of  Jamaica  four  and  one-half  miles  have  been  added  to  the  double-tracking  of 
the  main  line,  completing  the  same  as  far  as  Mineola.  During  the  summer  season  the 
dust  rising  from  the  sandy  road-bed  is  at  times  disagreeable.  A  thin  cover  of  hard  coal 
cinders  has  been  extensively  used  and  found  effective  for  relief.  East  of  Roekaway 
junction  a  short  opening  of  ten-feet  span  was  found  to  require  a  nbw  floor,  and  one 
track  deficient  in  life  of  cross-sleepers.  At  East  Hinsdale,  an  interlocking  switch 
and  signal  system,  with  tower  of  twenty  levers,  has  been  lately  put  in;  a  highway 
crossing  near  by  has  gates  which  are  operated  from  same  tower.  An  opening  for 
under-highway-crossing,  east  of  Hyde  Park,  was  being  rebuilt.  Too  many  ties  in  poor 
life  were  noticed  on  this  division,  and  while  the  work  of  renewal  had  not  been  for  the 
season  completed,  there  is  reason  to  infer  that  the  renewals  will  be  short  of  the  amount 
necessary  to  bring  them  all  up  to  a  condition  suitable  for  another  winter  and  spring, 
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There  are  about  460  miles  of  track  of  all  kinds.  The  ties  are  spaced  about  2,800  per  mile. 
Estimating  their  life  at  an  average  of  six  years,  which  is  liberal  for  the  sandy  road-bed, 
the  average  renewal  would  be  about  215,000  sleepers.  One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
are  appropriated  for  this  season,  or  about  65,000  less  than  the  average  requirement.  It  is 
respectfully  suggested,  that  in  whatever  other  department  economy  must  be  exercised, 
the  permanent  way  should  be  the  last  that  should  be  retrenched.  From  Mineola  to  Green- 
port  is  a  single-track  road.  The  road-bed  is  graded,  however,  for  a  second  track  as  far 
east  as  Hicksville,  where  a  junction  is  made  with  the  Port  Jefferson  branch.  East  of 
Mineola  is  an  under-highway-crossing  of  twenty-feet  span,  with  three  yellow-pine 
girders  of  twelve  inches  square  section  under  each  rail.  There  are  two  truss-rods, 
which  are  too  flat  to  be  very  effective,  and  the  timber  is  somewhat  old.  A  stronger 
trussing  is  suggested.  At  Central  Park  is  an  interlocking  system  with  tower.  East  of 
Manor  is  an  opening  of  ten-feet  span,  having  broken  masonry  and  inside  pile-bents. 
Generally  the  masonry  on  the  old  Long  Island  road  is  well  built,  and  remains  in  good 
order.  With  the  above  exceptions,  all  the  openings  on  main  line  were  found  in 
good,  strong  life ;  several  have  been  renewed  since  the  last  inspection.  A  new  frame 
depot  has  been  built  at  Cutchogue,  which  has  covered  platforms  at  each  end.  The  sup¬ 
erstructure  is  in  very  good  adjustment,  and  roadway  neat  and  orderly.  Stub-switches 
are  mostly  used  east  of  Hicksville,  but  points  are  prepared  to  replace  them. 


Bockaway  Junction  to  Sag  Harbor, 

Known  as  the  South  Shore  division.  It  has  a  double  track  as  far  as  Pearsall’s.  West 
of  Springfield  is  a  fourteen-feet  span  under-farm-crossing,  which  has  a  too  light  floor, 
and  its  reinforcement  is  suggested ;  also  a  pile  bridge  of  three  bays  requires  a  new  floor. 
West  of  Babylon  is  a  pile  bridge  of  eleven  bays  requiring  some  renewals ;  the  material 
is  at  hand  for  such  purpose.  There  are  a  number  of  pile  and  trestle  bridges,  some  of 
which  have  been  lately  filled,  except  removal  of  stringers,  and  others  are  to  be  filled  at 
an  early  day.  Cast-iron  drain-pipe  is  used  for  waterways  ih  openings  where  prac¬ 
ticable,  otherwise  culverts  are  constructed,  or  one  or  two  bays  of  trestle  are  retained. 
All  the  timber  openings,  with  the  few  excepted,  are  in  excellent  condition.  The 
filling  of  all,  where  possible,  would  avoid  the  danger  of  fire.  With  the  exception  of 
places  in  superstructure  where  the  sleepers  are  quite  old,  the  entire  track  is  in  excel- 
lent  condition  and  very  well  adjusted.  The  roadway  is  neatly  cleared  of  brush,  weeds 
and  track  debris,  for  its  full  width.  Each  of  the  depots  was  examined  and,  without 
exception,  they  were  found  clean,  orderly  and  well  kept  up.  As  before  reported,  the 
Long  Island  road  is  exceptional  in  the  thoroughness  of  its  depot  maintenance.  At 
Patcbogue,  a  site  on  the  south  side  of  track  has  been  lately  purchased,  fenced  and  neatly 
laid  out  in  walks,  drive-ways  and  lawns.  A  fine  large  brick  station,  with  long,  covered 
platform,  has  been  built  and  neatly  furnished.  The  depot  building  at  Amityville  is  to 
be  renovated  and  moved  back  from  line  of  rails.  At  Shinnecock  Hills  is  a  building 
having  one  waiting-room  and  a  colonnade,  the  whole  making  a  queerly  designed  build¬ 
ing  for  a  railroad  station.  There  are  fifteen  steps  ascending  from  the  track  to  the  floor 
of  waiting-room.  It  is  said  to  be  a  copy  from  the  architecture  of  the  old  world  in  feudal 
times.  As  such  it  is  possibly  a  success.  Sag  Harbor  has  rather  a  poor  depot  for  a  vil¬ 
lage  of  2,500  yearly  inhabitants.  Its  location  on  line  of  street,  at  right  angles  to  the 
tracks,  without  a  covered  train-shed,  appears  to  be  unfortunate,  yet  it  probably  answers 
a  very  good  purpose.  All  of  the  platforms  are  well  kept  up  on  entire  system,  which  is 
commendable,  as  they  are  said  to  be  in  area  equal  to  a  length  of  forty  miles  and  width 
of  six  feet. 

Eastport  Junction  to  Manor  Junction, 

A  single-track  road,  formerly  the  main  line  to  Sag  Harbor.  There  are  no  openings, 
and  the  condition  of  the  track  and  roadway  is  excellent.  There  are  no  fences,  the  road 
running  nearly  the  entire  five  miles  through  scrub-oak  timber.  Only  one  train  each 
way  is  run  over  the  branch.  At  Manor  an  easterly  leg  to  the  Y  has  recently  been  added. 


Port  Jefferson  Branch, 

A  single-track  road,  from  Hicksville  to  Port  Jefferson.  With  the  exception  of  occa¬ 
sional  stretches  of  rather  old  cross-sleepers,  the  superstructure  is  in  fine  condition. 
There  is  a  considerable  omission  in  the  fencing.  A  twenty-two  feet  span,  double  I 
beam  girder,  with  truss  rod,  was  found  in  poor  adjustment.  The  truss  rod  of  one  girder 
was  quite  too  loose,  and  deflection  of  girder  excessive.  The  defect  was  at  once  remedied. 
The  abutments  of  a  low  through  Howe  truss,  near  Cold  Spring,  are  broken  and  shored 
up.  A  rebuilding  of  these  abutments  is  necessary.  There  are  a  number  of  viaducts  of 
iron  and  wood ;  each  was  examined,  and  the  few  minor  defects  noted  were  made  good. 
The  passenger  stations  were  all  found  in  best  of  order. 


Locust  Valley  Branch, 

A  single-track  road,  laid  with  steel  rails  and  angle-bar  fastenings.  An  extension  to 
Oyster  Bay,  a  distance  of  about  four  miles,  is  under  construction.  A  few  cattle-guards 
have  open  floors,  otherwise  the  very  few  openings  are  in  good  condition.  The  adjust¬ 
ment  of  track  ranges  from  good  to  ordinary;  ties  are  in  good  life  and  roadway  neatly 
kept.  At  Sea  Cliff  and  at  Roslyn,  brick  depots  with  covered  platforms,  similar  to  the 
depot  at  Woodhaven,  have  been  recently  erected.  An  arch  culvert  near  Roslyn,  twenty- 
feet  span,  an  under-highway-crossing,  shows  signs  of  failure.  The  arch  appears  to 
have  been  built  of  field  stone,  crudely  laid.  A  rebuilding  will  soon  be  necessary. 
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Mineola,  Hempstead,  Garden  City  and  East  Hinsdale. 

The  superstructure  on  this  division  is  in  very  good  condition.  Between  Mineola  and 
Hempstead  the  rail  is  German  steel,  somewhat  worn.  AH  the  ties  are  in  good  life  and 
roadway  very  neat.  West  of  Garden  City  is  a  through  Pratt  truss,  the  floor  of  which  has 
been  reinforced.  Over  a  street  was  a  similar  structure.  A  new  bridge  or  extensive 
changes  in  the  old  trusses  are  contemplated.  At  present  the  opening  is  crossed  on  a 
temporary  trestle.  A  well  adjusted  track  was  here  noticed,  and  the  road-bed  and  way 
exceptionally  clean  and  well  kept. 

Manhattan  Beach  Division, 

A  double-track  railroad,  with  the  same  outline  as  before  reported.  The  branch  from  Bay 
Bidge  junction  to  Bay  Ridge  is  also  double-tracked  and  in  very  good  order.  A  number 
of  too  old  ties  were  noted.  Over  Coney  Island  creek  is  a  trestle  bridge  in  fair  life  of 
timber,  except  a  few  track-stringers.  The  bridge  is  to  be  refloored.  The  large  hotel 
and  terminal  at  Manhattan  Beach  are  in  same  good  order  as  before  reported.  The  long 
platforms  are  well  maintained,  and  a  number  of  side  tracks  have  been  added.  The  line 
and  surface  of  track  on  this  piece  of  road  is  very  workmanlike,  and  the  roadway  and 
fences  neatly  kept  and  strongly  maintained.  This  division  shows  equally  as  good 
maintenance  as  when  last  inspected. 


East  Hinsdale  Junction  to  Belmont  Junction, 

A' single-track  road.  On  this  division  are  a  number  of  miles  of  German  steel,  which 
is  considerably  worn ;  otherwise  the  rail  is  in  good  order.  At  a  number  of  points  the 
cross-sleepers  show  too  much  age,  and  larger  renewals  are  necessary.  There  are  but 
three  short  openings,  each  of  which  were  found  in  good  condition.  There  is  consider¬ 
able  fencing  of  wire  and  posts  and  boards  on  this  division.  A  very  well  adjusted  track 
was  noted,  and  roadway  clean  and  orderly. 


Long  Beach  Branch, 

From  Pearsall’s  to  Long  Beach  and  Marine  railway  to  Point  Lookout.  This  branch  is 
operated  only  three  mouths  in  the  year.  Generally  the  ties  were  found  in  fair  life,  the 
track  in  good  adjustment  and  fences,  so  far  as  they  are  necessary,  are  well  kept  up. 
South  of  East  Rockaway  are  a  number  of  long  pile  bridges.  The  first  is  of  eighty  bays 
of  eleven  feet  clear  span  each.  This  bridge  has  been  lately  repaired.  There  are  four 

Eiles  in  each  bent,  with  good  yellow-pine  caps  and  double  stringers.  The  next  bridge 
as  twelve  bays  and  a  draw  of  sixteen  feet  opening,  all  of  which  are  in  very  good  con¬ 
dition.  Another  bridge  of  eleven  bays  is  in  like  order,  followed  by  a  long  trestle  of  200 
bays  and  a  twenty-one  feet  span  draw  in  channel  of  bay;  thL  bridge  has  a  new  strong 
floor.  The  next  is  a  pile  bridge  of  twelve  bays,  followed  by  one  of  245  bays  with  a  swing 
pivot  draw  of  double  span  through  Howe  truss.  This  bridge  has  been  largely  rebuilt 
this  season.  The  Marine  railroad,  about  four  miles  in  length,  between  Long  Beach 
and  Point  Lookout,  has  been  again  rebuilt  and  shuttle  trains  are  run  over  it  as  before. 
In  relaying  the  track,  about  120  short  openings  in  the  low  road-bed  have  been  left  for  the 
tide  to  pass  through.  The  reconstruction  is  crude,  but  sufficient  for  the  light  equipment 
and  low  rate  of  speed. 

Far  Rockaway  Branch, 

Valley  Stream  Junction  to  Far  Rockaway.  The  superstructure  on  this  branch  is  in 
excellent  order,  and  the  few  small  openings  are  in  good  condition.  The  station  build¬ 
ings  have  each  been  renovated  and  painted.  Lawrence  has  a  large  depot,  Well  furnished 
and  yard  laid  out  in  lawns  and  flower  plats.  From  this  station  to  Far  Rockaway  is  a 
double  track.  At  the  latter  place  a  junction  is  made  with  the  New  York,  Woodhaven 
and  Rockaway  railroad,  which  has  lately  been  extended  from  the  southerly  end  of  long 
bridge  over  Jamaica  bay,  through  Wave  Crest  to  a  connection  with  Long  Island  railroad 
at  Far  Rockaway.  There  is  a  fine  station  at  this  point,  the  yard  is  fenced  and  laid  out 
with  neat  lawns  and  gravelled  walks.  A  large  passenger  business  has  been  developed, 
which  is  continuous  the  year  round. 


Old  Lonq  Island  Road,  from  Jamaica  to  Long  Island  City, 

A  single-track  road  in  fair  maintenance :  track  well  adjusted  and  roadway  strongly 
fenced.  There  are  several  bridges;  near- Maple  Grove  are  two  under-highway-crossings 
spanned  by  through  Pratt  trusses  with  wood  track-stringers.  These  stxangers  are 
somewhat  old.  Near  Winfield  are  two  other  under-crossings,  which  have  plate-girder 
deck  trusses  in  place  of  through  Post  bridges.  A  niimbe.  of  points  in  traek  were 
noticed  in  which  were  too  many  old  ties.  From  Winfield  to  Long  Island  City  is  a 
double  track  with  bridges  as  before  reported. 


Winfield  to  Great  Neck, 

A  single-track  road.  Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  on  this  branch  since 
the  inspection  of  1886.  An  under-highway-crossing  near  Newtown  has  a  new  plate- 
girder  deck  and  the  masonry  overhauled.  East  of  Corona,  a  long  pile  bridge  has  been 
filled  and  a  waterway  of  two  new  spans  of  pile  bridge  constructed.  East  of  Broadway 
crossing  a  cutting  has  been  lowered  eight  feet,  and  a  cut  at  the  west  end  of  Donglaston 
trestle  has  been  considerably  lowered.  The  long  trestle  at  same  point  has  new  interme- 
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diate  bents,  and  is  to  have  a  new  floor.  The  girders  of  the  draw-bridge  have  enlarged 
truss-rods,  as  advised  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  At  Donglaston  a  large,  new,  frame 
Queen  Anne  depot  has  been  recently  erected,  and  yard  finely  laid  out  in  lawns,  flowers 
and  gravelled  carriage  approaches.  At  Great  Neck  the  grade  of  road  has  been 
improved,  the  station  building  renovated,  and  the  other  terminal  buildings  put  in  good 
condition.  The  road-bed  on  this  branch  is  quite  well  ballasted  and  the  line  and  surface 
of  track  very  workmanlike.  The  two-span  pivot  draw-bridge  near  Main  street,  Flush¬ 
ing,  is  as  before  reported,  except  a  new  floor  has  lately  been  laid  and  the  trestle 
approach  repaired.  The  ties  are  generally  in  good  life,  but  a  further  renewal  at  a  num¬ 
ber  of  points  appears  necessary.  This  branch  is  to  be  double-tracked.  At  the  crossing 
of  Flushing  Meadow,  where  is  the  junction  with  the  Whitestone  branch,  a  lohg  trestle 
has  been  filled,  and  the  trestle  on  same  branch,  east  of  Flushing,  has  been  partly  filled. 
The  Whitestone  branch  has  been  extended  to  Whitestone  landing. 

The  foregoing  embraces  all  the  roads  except  a  few  short  branches  of  the  Long  Island 
system.  They  are  as  a  whole  in  better  condition  than  when  last  inspected.  Many  new 
iron  bridges  have  been  erected,  new  depots  built,  the  double-tracking  increased,  and,  to 
some  extent  on  the  South  Shore  division,  a  renewal  of  steel.  All  of  the  timber  openings 
other  than  noted,  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  removal  of  those  defects,  or  their 
rebuilding,  are  in  progress.  Generally  the  maintenance  of  superstructure  as  to  adjust¬ 
ment  is  equally  as  good  as  before  reported.  The  work  of  double-tracking  and  other 
work  has  taken  the  time  of  many  trackmen  who,  later  in  the  season,  will  have  opportu¬ 
nity  to  resurface  and  line  their  sections,  The  minimum  of  tie  renewals  was  the  only 
objection  that  could  reasonably  be  made.  If  they  are  qot  more  extensively  renewed 
this  season  than  apparently  contemplated,  another  spring  will  necessitate  a  large 
increase  to  the  maximum  number  required  in  order  to  maintain  a  strongly  tied  sup¬ 
erstructure.  Heavy  trains  are  run  during  the  summer  season  at  a  high  rate  of 
speed.  The  travel  appears  to  demand  quick  transit  from  the  cities  of  New  York  and 
Brooklyn  to  the  summer  homes  of  the  people.  The  road-bed  is  mostly  of  a  sharp,  sandy 
nature,  and  the  under  side  of  ties  are  more  ground  out  than  decaying.  The  nature  of 
the  soil  also  “  causes  the  road-bed  to  be  alive,”  as  expressed  by  one  of  the  track  fore¬ 
men.  That  he  is  correct,  is  proven  by  the  constant  care  necessary  on  a  large  part  of  the 
•road  to  keep  a  proper  alignment,  and  which  clearly  indicates  the  urgency  of  a  strongly 
tied  track.

Dear  Sir  —  In  reply  to  your  favor  23d  October,  I  beg  to  say  that  no  one  can  appre¬ 
ciate  the  lack  of  desirable  terminal  facilities  at  Hunter’s  Point  more  than  we  do.  The 
business  there  has  grown  so  largely  that  it  is  impossible  to  handle  it  with  economy  or 
comfort 

We  are  now  about  to  commence  the  construction  of  yards  and  shops  at  the  junction 
of  the  Brooklyn  and  Long  Island  City  branches  of  the  road,  near  Jamaica.  As  soon  as 
these  are  completed,  all  our  work  will  be  removed  to  that  point,  and  we  shall  then, 
probably,  have  all  the  yard  room  we  need  at  Long  Island  City.  We  then  intend  to  build 
there  a  very  large,  commodious  and  handsome  station. 

We  arranged  for  the  money  for  all  this  work  from  the  loan  we  made  last  summer,  and 
the  work  will  be  pushed  as  fast  as  it  properly  can  be.

Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  Railroad. 

No  material  change  has  been  made  in  the  physical  condition  of  this  property  since 
the  inspection  of  1886.  Renewals  and  betterments  to  some  extent  have  been  made,  but 
the  general  maintenance  is  about  the  same  as  then  reported.  There  are  about  thirty- 
two  miles  of  steel  rail  with  angle-bar  fastenings,  in  the  superstructure,  all  of  which  is 
for  the  most  part  strongly  tied  and  well  ballasted,  lined  and  surfaced.  The  twenty-six 
miles  of  iron  rail  on  the  easterly  end  of  road  has  many  too  mueh  worn  rails  wThich 
should  be  renewed,  especially  over  the  summit  grades  between  Pine  Plains  Junction 
and  Millerton.  At  least  six  miles  of  new  rail  on  this  part  of  the  road  appears  to  be 
necessary  this  season  to  insure  a  strong  rail  during  the  coming  winter.  A  further 
reballasting  and  ditching  of  road-bed  east  of  Shunpike  station  is  suggested.  The 
slopes  of  a  few  rock  cuttings  require  to  be  cleared  of  loose  stone  and  a  few  earth  cut¬ 
tings,  of  slides  occasioned  by  the  frosts  of  the  past  winter.  It  was  stated  that  a  work 
train  would  be  employed  this  season  for  reballasting,  ditching  and  like  necessary  work. 

The  fencing  of  entire  road  is  in  fair  condition  and  the  roadway  is  exceptionally  neat 
and  orderly. 

Each  of  the  passenger  stations  were  examined  and  their  condition  found  very  com¬ 
mendable.  Nearly  all  of  them  have  been  repainted  and  thoroughly  repaired  and  care 
is  evidently  taken  to  keep  them  sweet  and  clean.  A  few  of  the  waiting-rooms  should  be 
refurnished  for  the  comfort  of  patrons.  As  yet  no  depot  has  been  provided  at  Stissing’s 
junction  in  place  of  the  one  burned  a  few  years  ago.  The  New  York  and  Massachu¬ 
setts  railroad  has  a  joint  interest  in  this  depot,  and  no  agreement  to  rebuild  has  been 
reached.  In  the  interval  the  public  are  discommoded,  whieh  should  if  possible  be 
remedied.  All  of  the  openings  in  road-bed  were  inspected,  and  with  one  or  two  minor 
exceptions,  each  was  found  to  be  in  strong  life  and  ample  strength.  The  truss  bridges 
have  all  been  overhauled  and  where  necessary  made  to  conform  to  the  suggestions  of 
the  Board.  The  large  trestle  bridges  near  Dutchess  junction,  and  between  Coffin’s  sta¬ 
tion  and  Stissing’s  junction,  have  been  renewed  in  such  members  showing  signs  of 
decay,  and  with  the  exception  of  four  cattle-guards,  every  opening  has  a  good  strong 
floor.  A  few  masonry  substructures  are  defective,  one  in  particular  over  a  highway  has 
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abutments  upheld  by  bents  inside  of  face  of  abutments,  and  a  bracing  between  them. 
One  or  two  minor  waterways  have  a  cribbing  of  ties  to  uphold  the  track  stringers.  It 
would  be  on  the  side  of  safety  if  these  pieces  of  broken  masonry  were  rebuilt. 

The  passenger  cars  have  each  been  repainted  and  renovated ;  they  were  found  clean 
and  wholesome.  Hand  brakes  are  still  used,  but  Miller  hook  couplers  are  provided. 

In  general  the  road  is  well  kept  up,  and  the  thirty-two  miles  between  Dutchess  Junc¬ 
tion  and  Shunpike  station  is  in  the  best  of  maintenance.  A  moderate  expenditure  on 
the  easterly  end  of  the  road  would  bring  the  entire  property  to  the  best  physical 
condition. 

New  Jersey  and  New  York  Railroad. 

Since  the  inspection  of  1886,  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  physical 
condition  of  this  property  in  the  State  of  New  York.  An  extension  about  two  and  one- 
fourth  miles  in  length,  to  Haverstraw,  was  opened  for  public  use  January  15th.  of  this 
year.  The  new  line  has  a  maximum  grade  of  125  feet  per  mile,  and  considerable  sharp 
curvature.  At  West  Haverstraw  it  crosses  under  the  West  Shore  road;  also  a  brancn 
connecting  with  it.  The  cuttings  are  of  clay  material,  and  during  spring  have  slid  more 
or  less,  and  the  track  has  not  as  yet  been  thoroughly  perfected,  a  work  that  will  be  done 
at  once,  and  a  convenient  passenger  station  erected  at  Haverstraw.  There  are  two  iron 
bridges,  one  of  which  is  a  through  lattice  truss,  sixty-five  feet  span,  over  Minor’s  creek, 
and  the  other  a  plate-girder  deck  bridge  over  mill-race.  There  is  also  a  long,  high  iron 
over-head-street  bridge,  resting  on  iron  bents,  all  of  which  are  of  excellent  construction. 
The  inspection  began  at  the  New  Jersey  State  line.  Nearly  all  of  the  old  chair-iron  has 
been  replaced  with  mostly  iron  rail  with  fish-plate  fastenings,  removed  from  south  end 
of  road,  aud  in  part  with  new  60-pounds  section  steel  rails.  A  considerable  of  the  road¬ 
bed  has  been  reballasted,  a  work  that  will  be  extended  this  year.  The  condition  of  the 
cross-sleepers  has  been  improved,  and  sufficient  oak  and  chestnut  ties  are  delivered  to 
renew  all  that  are  unsound.  Between  Nanuet  junction  and  Spring  Valley,  the  track 
of  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  railroad,  is  jointly  used;  this  piece  of  road 
was  found  in  much  better  condition  than  when  last  inspected.  At  the  crossing  of 
Miner’s  creek  there  are  two  spans  of  iron  deck  bridge,  in  all  about  180  feet  in  length.  The 
line  crossing  the  bridge  is  on  a  tangent,  and  at  each  end  are  curves  of  718  feet  radius, 
both  diverging  in  the  same  direction.  These  curves  have  four  inches  elevation  of 
outer  rail,  which  is  continued  on  the  tangent  crossing  the  bridge ;  the  whole  on  a  grade 
of  about  eighty  feet  per  mile.  In  the  Report  of  1886,  page  213.  it  was  suggested  that  a  low 
rate  of  speed  while  crossing  this  tangent  would  be  necessary.  A  careful  examination 
of  the  wheel  flanges  on  the  lower  rail  gives  a  different  result  than  expected  by  your 
inspector.  The  train  speed  has  been  about  twenty  miles  per  hour,  and  the  lower  rail 
shows  wear  on  the  outside  and  the  inside  of  head  on  the  higher  rail.  These  rails 
are  not  at  right  angles  with  the  elevation,  but  perpendicular  to  a  horizontal  line,  which 
accounts  for  this  peculiar  wear ;  the  inside  of  the  head  of  lower  rail  has  no  mark  of  flange 
contact.  The  centrifugal  force  gained  by  truck  wheels  while  rounding  the  curve  approach¬ 
ing  the  tangent  at  a  speed  of  twenty  miles  per  hour,  is  not  entirely  lost  before  the  curve 
at  the  other  end  is  reached.  At  a  glance  the  elevation  along  the  tangent  crossing  the 
bridge  appears  abnormal,  but  in  practice  and  in  theory  also,  the  arrangement  is  quite 
correct  and  as  well  as  could  be  done  without  removing  the  tangent  points  a  sufficient 
distance  from  the  bridge ;  under  the  circumstances  this  could  not  readily  be  done.  It 
would  be  an  improvement  to  adjust  the  bearing  of  the  rails  on  the  ties,  perpendicular 
to  the  elevation,  thus  giving  the  wheel  tread  a  bearing  on  the  full  head  of  rail.  In  the 
last  Report  it  was  also  suggested  that  guard-rails  on  the  inside  be  carried  around  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  approaching  curves  and  across  the  bridge,  as  a  future  protection  against 
derailment,  and  this  suggestion  is  renewed. 

Each  of  the  openings  in  road-bed  were  examined.  They  were  found  in  strong  life  of 
girders,  and  all  supported  with  good  masonry  abutments.  Floorings  to  these  open¬ 
ings  have  been  provided  since  the  previous  examination.  The  adjustment  of  super¬ 
structure  has  been  improved  and  tne  roadway  was  found  neat  and  orderly.  A  few 
highway  signs  are  omitted.  The  roadway  was  never  entirely  fenced  and  long  intervals 
exist  without  any  barrier  against  farm  stock,  which  is  to  be  regretted  as  against 
the  safety  which  a  thoroughly  inclosed  roadway  presents.  In  the  matter  of  passenger 
stations  there  is  a  marked  improvement.  Nearly  all  of  them  have  been  renovated  and 
painted;  also  better  sitting  accommodations  have  been  provided.  With  one  excep¬ 
tion,  each  was  found  in  a  very  tidy  condition. 


New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad. 

The  inspection  of  the  Central-Hudson  system  of  railroads  for  this  year  began  at 
Chatham  and  extended  over  the  Harlem  road  to  New  York.  From  thence  the  inspec¬ 
tion  was  continued  over  the  Hudson  River  road  to  Troy  and  on  to  Schenectady,  followed 
by  the  Mohawk  division  from  Albany  to  DeWitt,  and  concluded  with  the  main  line  to 
Buffalo  and  Suspension  Bridge  and  the  branches  of  the  Western  division. 


Harlem  Division. 

This  is  a  single  track  road  from  Chatham  to  White  Plains  and  double  track  to  Harlem 
junction;  thence  down  Fourth  avenue  with  four  tracks  to  the  Grand  Central  depot  at 
Forty-second  street,  New  York.  The  iron  rail  at  the  northerly  end  has  been  replaced 
with  steel  partly  worn,  from  main  line,  but  amply  sufficient  for  its  present  position. 
Between  Chatham  and  Dover  Plains  there  is  great  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
bridges  and  short  openings.  Nearly  all  the  minor  waterways  and  like  structures  now 
have  railroad  bars  for  stringers  which  is  a  feature  of  maintenance  quite  prevalent 
on  the  entire  Centi-al-Hudson  system.  In  many  instances  cattle-guards  have  been  filled 
and  slats  substituted.  South  of  Philmont  is  a  forty-feet  deck  Howe  truss  with  new 
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bottom  chords  and  otherwise  generally  repaired.  The  lower  half  of  the  abutments  are 
constructed  of  thin  shelly  stone,  which  in  time  will  necessitate  the  entire  rebuilding  of 
the  masonry.  Between  Martindale  and  Hillsdale  a  late  severe  freshet  caused  a  number 
of  breaches  in  the  road-bed,  Three  of  these  washouts  are  now  crossed  with  pile  trestles 
which  will  soon  be  replaced  with  masonry  abutments  and  iron  girders.  Already,  at 
other  points,  permanent  structures  have  been  erected  with  enlarged  waterways  to  meet 
a  similar  emergency.  South  of  Wassaic  is  a  forty-feet  span  plate-girder  bridge  where 
was  a  Howe  truss,  and  a  twenty-feet  girder  where  wTas  a  wooden  girder  rod  truss.  Bridge 
118  is  a  covered  through  Howe  truss  showing  age  and  some  defects  in  lower  chord.  It 
is  yet  safd.  but  a  new  truss  will  soon  be  necessary.  North  of  Dover  Plains  is  a  plate- 
girder  deck  of  about  one  hundred-feet  span  where  was  a  Howe  truss.  Bridge  113  is  a 
through  Howe  truss  somewhat  defective,  but  securely  upheld  with  bents.  South  of 
Dover  Plains  the  openings  have  been  extensively  repaired;  many  of  them  have  new 
strong  floors,  and  some  of  them  have  been  entirely  rebuilt.  A  few  openings  have  old 
stringers  which  arS  to  be  renewed  in  iron.  Bridge  78,  a  through  Howe  truss,  twenty 
years  old,  is  strongly  bented,  and  bridge  48  is  in  like  condition.  Anew  through  Howe 
truss  has  lately  been  erected  at  bridge  66. 

South  of  Williams’  Bridge  the  tracks  of  the  Harlem  road  are  being  depressed  after  the 
plan  adopted  in  Fourth  avenue.  This  is  a  very  heavy  work,  but  when  accomplished  will 
relieve  the  tracks  at  grade  crossings  and  give  a  free,  unobstructed  passage  for  the 
traffic  of  the  road. 

The  superstructure  of  the  Harlem  division  is  thoroughly  maintained.  Scarcely  a 
cross-sleeper  was  noticed  as  defective,  and  the  track  adjustment  is  excellent.  The 
fences  are  well  kept  up,  the  ballasting  neatly  defined,  and  roadway  very  clean  of  brush, 
weeds  and  debris.  Each  of  the  depots  was  examined,  and  as  before,  they  were  found  in 
best  of  order  and  maintenance.  The  station  at  South  Dover  has  received  the  needed 
renovation,  and  the  large,  well-furnished  waiting-room  must  be  appreciated  by  the  public 
who  so  long  used  the  contracted  accommodations  of  former  years.  At  all  former  inspec¬ 
tions  the  road  south  of  Dover  Plains  has  been  generally  found  in  good  condition,  while 
between  Chatham  and  the  same  point,  the  maintenance  has  been  of  much  less  thorough¬ 
ness.  This  year,  however,  the  entire  road  is  in  excellent  order. 


Lake  Mahopac  Branch. 

The  inspection  of  this  branch  extended  only  to  the  deck  Howe  truss  over  Croton 
lake,  the  only  truss  on  this  branch.  This  Howe  truss  is  in  good  order,  and  has 
bents  at  first  panel  points  of  each  span.  There  are  yet  three  miles  of  iron  rail  in  fair 
condition,  and  in  other  respects  no  change  has  been  made.  The  maintenance  of  ties  is 
strong,  and  the  surface  and  line  of  track  very  good. 


Hudson  River  Division. 

Both  tracks  of  this  division  between  the  Grand  Central  depot  and  Poughkeepsie  are 
now  laid  with  eighty-pounds  per  yard  steel  rail.  Between  Poughkeepsie  and  Troy  more 
or  less  renewals  have  been  made,  and  while  rails  were  observed  considerably  worn,  as  a 
whole  the  steel  is  in  good  condition.  The  cross  sleepers  are  strongly  maintained  on 
entire  division,  the  track  ad  justment  is  very  perfect,  the  fences  well  kept  up  and  the  road¬ 
bed  and  way  neatly  maintained. 

There  are  about  seventy  openings  from  seven  to  eighteen  feet  spans,  with  timber 
girders.  Nearly  all  of  these  have  good  substructures  of  masonry.  A  few  of  them  have 
abutments  built  of  small  stone  from  local  quarries,  and  these  are  generally  broken  and 
shattered.  In  such  instances  timber  bents  are  placed  inside  the  abutments  to  uphold 
the  girders.  A  few  openings  have  trestle  bents.  The  work  of  rebuilding  or  constructing 
these  defective  abutments  has  been  vigorously  prosecuted  the  past  two  years,  and  soon 
all  small  openings  will  be  of  a  permanent  character.  There  are  a  number  of  pile 
and  trestle  bridges  which  have  yet  to  be  made  permanent  structures  after  being  partly 
filled.  A  few  of  these,  also  the  iron  girders,  require  new  floors,  otherwise  all  openings 
and  bridges  have  strong  floor  systems  mostly  of  yellow-pine  timber  for  ties,  where 
wooden  stringers  are  used.  There  is  one  covered  Howe  through  truss  of  four  long  spans 
north  of  Hudson.  It  is  in  very  strong  life,  and  has  good  masonry  abutments  and  piers. 
All  other  bridges  are  trusses  or  girders  of  iron,  many  of  which  have  been  reinforced  in 
their  floor  systems  and  truss  members.  This  work  of  reinforcement  is  still  in  progress. 
No  particular  change  has  been  made  in  the  station  buildings.  They  are  all  about  the 
same  as  before  reported,  and  generally  cleanly  kept  and  well  maintained. 

Between  Snuyten  Duyvil  and  Thirtieth  street  no  inspection  was  made  other  than  of 
the  dra  w  and  trestle  bridge  over  Spuyten  Duyvil  creek.  This  is  a  strong  trestle  on  piles 
and  a  draw-bridge  all  of  which  is  in  good  condition,  and  will  be  thusTnaintained  await¬ 
ing  the  development  of  the  Harlem  river  improvement  before  constructing  a  permanent 
structure. 

Eastern  Division. 

This  division  embraces  the  four  tracks  of  main  line  between  Albany  and  DeWitt,  and 
the  single  track  road  between  Green  Island  and  Schenectady.  The  four  tracks  of  main 
line  are  in  all  respects  thoroughly  maintained,  and  the  freight  tracks  especially  show  a 
still  better  condition  than  when  inspected  in  1886.  The  usual  amount  of  new  steel  has 
been  laid  in  the  passenger  tracks,  and  the  partly  worn  rail  thus  relieved  transferred  to 
the  freight  tracks.  To  some  extent  the  superstructure  has  been  further  reballasted, 
particularly  on  the  two  freight  tracks.  The  cross-sleepers  have  been  thoroughly  renewed, 
and  the  track  adjustment  was  found  in  the  workmanlike  condition  before  reported. 
Care  is  taken  to  keep  the  roadway  clear  and  orderly,  and  all  the  fencing  is  strongly 
maintained.  The  masonry  of  a  large  number  of  minor  openings  has  been  rebuilt,  and 
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the  defective  floors  renewed.  The  truss  bridges,  which  are  all  of  iron,  and  the  plate- 
girders,  have  been  reinforced  in  their  floor  systems  and  otherwise  where  necessary,  and 
many  of  them  have  large  yellow-pine  ties  and  guard  rails.  A  number  of  open  pit  cattle- 
guards  have  been  filled,  and  slats  substituted.  At  East  Utica  a  connection  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  in  longth  with  the  West  Shore  railroad  has  been  built. 

The  station  buildings  are  the  same  as  reported  in  1886,  except  at  Canastota.  the  West 
Shore  depot  has  been  moved  between  the  tracks  of  both  roads  and  at  Wampsville  a  new 
depot  suitable  for  the  business  of  the  place  has  been  built.  As  a  whole  the  depots  show 
a  rather  better  keeping  than  heretofore.  Some  of  the  passenger  stations  have  been 
repainted  and  renovated,  a  work  that  should  be  extended  to  quite  a  number  that  now 
are  dingy  in  appearance  and  to  some  extent  out  of  repair.  A  few  of  the  station  yards 
have  tasty  flower  plats  and  little  lawns  which  pleasantly  relieve  the  rigid  appearance  of 
the  average  railroad  station. 

The  Schenectady  and  Troy  branch  was  found  in  equally  as  good  order  as  when  last 
inspected.  A  further  rebuilding  of  broken  masonry,  one  or  two  new  plate-girders  and 
the  substituting  of  railroad  bars  for  wooden  stringers  at  small  openings  are  about  all 
the  betterments.  The  renewal  of  ties  has  been  thoroughly  done  and  the  line  and  sur¬ 
face  of  track  is  as  good  as  before  reported.  Between  Cohoes  and  Troy  a  light  reballast¬ 
ing  of  road-bed  would  aid  in  maintaining  track  adjustment.  The  depots  are  the  same 
as  when  last  examined.  The  Cohoes  depot  may  be  some  better  kept,  otherwise  no 
change  has  been  made  or  necessary.  They.are  neatly  kept  and  have  such  flower  plats 
and  lawns  as  room  will  admit. 

As  a  whole  this  division  is  well  up  in  permanent  way,  and  shows  a  gradual  better¬ 
ment  in  every  respect. 

Western  Division. 

Other  than  the  gradual  improvements  and  betterments  which  are  being  steadily  made, 
on  the  entire  Central-Hudson  system,  little  else  can  be  said  of  this  division,  after  a 
careful  inspection,  than  was  reported  in  1886.  With  the  exception  of  a  number  of  cattle- 
guards  east  of  Rochester  and  of  two  or  three  minor  openings,  all  the  trusses,  girders 
and  stringers  of  short  openings  are  of  iron.  Many  of  the  cattle-guards  have  been  filled, 
and  slats  used  to  prevent  trespass  of  farm  stock.  A  few  of  the  timber-girders  and  occasion¬ 
ally  a  wall  plate  requires  to  be  renewed ;  also  the  ties  on  some  of  the  floors.  The  work  of 
strengthening  the  floor  system  of  truss  bridges  and  through  plate-girders,  has  been 
vigorously  prosecuted  and  is  still  in  progress.  Many  abutments  have  been  repaired  or 
entirely  rebuilt,  and  a  number  of  bridge  seats  raised;  there  is,  however,  considerable 
repairing  of  substructures  yet  to  be  done.  It  is  also  necessary  to  repaint  much  of  the 
iron  work.  Where  the  ties  on  bridge  floors  have  lately  been  renewed,  they  extend 
entirely  across  two  tracks,  and  the  guard  timbers  are  increased  in  size-  The  super¬ 
structure  of  the  greater  part  of  the  freight  tracks  and  nearly  the  entire  passenger 
tracks  are  strongly  tied.  Where  defects  were  noticed,  the  renewal  of  sleepers  had  not 
been  completed.  Considerable  ballasting  of  superstructure  has  been  done  on  the 
eastern  end  of  the  division  and  in  a  few  instances  depressions  in  road-bed  have  been 
raised.  The  roadway  is  very  neatly  kept,  and  strong  fences  are  maintained  throughout. 
The  side  ditches  are  well  developed  and  the  broad  four-track  road-bed  evenly  surfaced 
and  line  of  ballast  truly  defined.  The  same  excellent  adjustment  of  tracks  prevail, 
especially  on  the  westerly  end  of  the  division,  where  a  perfection  is.' reached  hard  to 
excel. 

Very  little  change  has  been  made  in  the  passenger  stations.  At  Lyons  the  depot  is 
unfit  for  the  large  business  done.  It  is  dingy,  unclean  and  in  very  poor  repair.  The 
Weedsport,  Bergen,  and  Memphis  depots  have  been  thoroughly  renovated.  At  Fox 
Ridge  a  small  frame  depot  has  been  erected,  and  at  East  Palmyra  a  brick  station-house, 
neatly  furnished,  was  built  this  season.  The  depots  at  Rochester,  Batavia,  Buffalo  and 
Syracuse  are  all  in  excellent  order,  but  the  Syracuse  depot  is  somewhat  dingy  and  lacks 
in  cleanliness.  Batavia  has  this  year  a  beautiful  yard,  and  at  nearly  all  the  stations 
something  is  done  to  embellish  the  grounds  with  flowers  and  lawns. 


Buffalo  to  Suspension  Bridge  and  Lewiston. 

The  double  tracking  of  this  division  between  Buffalo  and  Suspension  Bridge  is  com¬ 
pleted.  The  pile  bridge  along  the  Niagara  river  near  Buffalo  has  been  filled  with  large 
blocks  of  rock.  The  low  Howe  truss  near  LaSalle  has  been  replaced  with  a  through 
riveted  lattice  bridge.  East  of  La  Salle  is  a  new  twenty-feet  span  plate-girderdeek  with 
good  masonry  abutments,  and  the  two-truss  through  lattice  east  of  Niagara  Falls  has  a 
new  floor  of  double  ties  and  guard  rails.  Each  of  the  truss  bridges  and  girders  were 
carefully  examined.  A  number  of  these  bridges  have  new  strong  floors,  but  two  of  them 
have  poor  ties.  The  masonry  of  some  of  the  minor  openings  is  in  poor  condition,  and 
should  be  rebuilt,  and  a  number  of  short-span  wooden  girders  are  too  old,  and  were  to 
be  at  once  renewed.  The  tracks  are  in  very  good  condition,  and  their  adjustment  much 
better  flian  when  last  inspected.  The  depot  at  Tonawanda  is  a  new  structure  of  brick 
well  designed,  and  very  well  furnished.  At  Niagara  Falls,  the  old  depot  having  burned, 
a  fine  structure  was  in  course  of  erection.  The  other  depots  are  as  before  reported,  and 
each  was  found  in  good  order  and  maintenance.  Between  Suspension  Bridge  and 
Lewiston  is  a  single-track  road  under  the  steep  rock  bluffs  bordering  Niagara  river.  At 
Lewiston,  an  extension  about  one  mile  in  length  reaching  to  the  steamboat  dock,  was 
completed  last  season.  This  road  is  well  kept  up,  and  its  business  has  largely  increased. 


Suspension  Bridge  to  Rochester, 

A  single-track  road  to  Brock  port  from  which  point  it  is  now  double-tracked  to  Ames 
Street  junction,  Rochester.  The  truss  bridges  and  plate-girders  are  in  good  condition, 
but  the  deck  bridge  over  Lockport  creek  is  much  in  want  of  a  new  floor.  The  ties  are 
too  small,  considerably  worn  and  split.  A  few  loose  rivets  were  noticed  in  the  truss  over 
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the  street  in  Lockport.  There  are  no  wooden  trusses  on  this  division.  Each  of  the  small 
openings  were  examined.  Many  cattle-guards  have  been  filled,  and  all  that  have  notrail- 
road  bars  for  girders  are  to  be  filled  this  fall.  A  few  abutments  at  these  openings  are  in 
poor  order,  and  should  be  rebuilt;  also  stringers  on  two  or  three  openings  should  be 
renewed.  The  superstructure  is  in  very  fine  order  the  entire  distance.  Care  is  taken  to 
keep  the  ties  well  renewed,  the  track  well  lined  and  surfaced  and  the  ditches  thoroughly 
opened.  Afew  places  were  noticed  where  the  fences  were  broken,  but  generally  the  road 
is  strongly  enclosed.  The  passenger  stations  were  examined,  and  their  maintenance  is 
very  good.  A  number  of  depots  have  been  painted  and  renovated.  A  large  freight 
traffic  passes  over  this  division  which  requires  a  strong  railroad  equal  in  maintenance 
to  that  of  main  line. 

East  Buffalo  to  North  Buffalo, 

About  eight  miles  of  double-track  road  forming  part  of  the  belt  line  around  the 
northerly  part  of  Buffalo.  Both  tracks  of  this  division  are  in  excellent  condition.  All 
the  cattle-guards  have  been  filled,  the  road-bed  well  ballasted,  the  ties  are  in  strong  life 
and  tracks  well  adjusted.  There  is  one  lattice-deck  truss  of  sixty-feet  span,  and  one 
plate-girder  bridge.  The  lattice  truss  has  a  few  loose  rivets,  otherwise  these  structures 
are  in  good  order.  The  passenger  stations  are  as  before  reported,  and  each  found  neatly 
kept  and  in  good  condition. 

Charlotte  Branch. 

This  branch  extends  from  Rochester  junction  to  Charlotte,  on  Lake  Ontario.  It  is 
about  seven  miles  in  length,  one-lialf  of  which  is  double-tracked;  about  two  miles 
were  laid  this  year.  The  bridges  are  iron  structures,  well  floored,  and  have  good 
masonry  abutments.  The  superstructure,  roadway  and  fencing  are  in  good  condition. 
The  passenger  depots  are  as  before  reported  excepting  a  ne^v  station  near  Rochester 
named  Otis,  has  been  recently  located.  The  depot  is  a  fine  brick  building,  well  furnished, 
and  has  beautiful  grounds  surrounding  it.  There  are  tastefully  laid  out  lawns  and 
flower  plats,  making  it  a  very  attractive  suburban  railway  station. 

Lockport  Junction  to  North  Tonawanda, 

A  single-track  road  about  twelve  miles  in  length.  There  are  a  number  of  openings, 
nearly  all  of  which  are  spanned  with  iron  trusses  and  plate-girders.  Commencing  at 
Lockport  junction  the  first  opening  is  a  waterway  of  eighteen-feet  span  having  two 
wood  girders  of  ten  by  twenty  inches  section  under  each  rail.  This  is  followed  by  two 
separate  openings  of  twelve  feet  each,  the  stringers  and  masonry  of  which  are  in  good 
order.  The  next  openings  are  two  separate  waterways,  each  crossed  with  two  eighteen- 
feet  spans  of  plate-girder  deck  bridges.  South  of  Halls’  Station  is  a  similar  structure. 
Near  this  last  is  a  Warren  girder  deck  bridge  of  two  forty-feet  spans.  Each  of  these 
structures  have  good  masonry  abutments  and  piers,  and  good  floors  well  guard- 
railed.  There  are  a  few  of  the  smaller  openings  which  require  a  new  floor  of  ties.  The 
roadway  and  fences  are  in  the  same  good  order  as  the  other  single-track  roads.  Great 
improvement  in  the  superstructure  is  noticeable.  A  considerable  part  of  the  road-bed 
has  been  reballasted,  and  the  adjustment  of  the  track  is  very  workmanlike.  This  branch 
has  been  greatly  improved  in  the  past  five  years. 

North  Tonawanda  to  Batavia. 

This  is  a  single-track  road  over  which  is  a  very  light  traffic.  Its  maintenance  has  been 
improved  in  the  past  two  years,  and  while  it  is  not  as  thoroughly  kept  up  as  other  and 
more  important  branches,  ihere  is  no  neglect  in  any  essential  feature  of  maintenance. 
There  are  a  few  latt  ce  trusses  and  plate-girders,  each  of  which  are  in  good  condition. 
The  low  through  Howe  truss  over  a  street  near  Tonawanda  Creek  bridge  has  new  floor 
beams.  The  nr  nor  openings  were  all  rebuilt  about  three  years  ago,  and  their  condition 
is  quite  strong.  The  roadway  is  neatly  kept,  fences  strongly  maintained  and  the  super¬ 
structure  is  in  very  fair  condition. 

Batavia  to  Canandaigua. 

The  traffic  over  this  branch  is  considerable,  and  the  road  is  in  all  respects  thoroughly 
maintained.  From  Batavia  to  Maxwell’s  Corners  all  of  the  masonry  of  waterways, 
under-crossings  and  other  minor  openings  have  been  rebuilt  in  a  substantial  manner. 
They  all  have  plate-girders,  rolled  beams  or  railroad  bars  for  girders  and  a  strong  floor¬ 
ing.  A  large  number  of  cattle-guards  and  a  few  farm-under-crossings  have  been  filled. 
East  of  Maxwell’s  crossing  are  two  pile  bridges  in  poor  life  of  timber  ;  the  material  is  at 
hand  for  new  structures.  A  low  through  lattice  at  an  under-railroad-crossing  has  very 
poor  ties,  and  they  should  be  renewed.  A  pile  bridge  on  Genesee  river  flats  is  much  in 
want  of  new  ties.  Crossing  Genesee  river  is  a  190-feet  span  through  Howe  truss  cov¬ 
ered,  the  lower  chords  of  which  show  signs  of  declining  strength,  and  the  roof  of  bridge 
is  much  out  of  repair.  The  truss  rods  have  been  reinforced,  but  a  new  bridge  or  com¬ 
plete  repair  of  the  old  trusses  will  soon  be  necessary.  East  of  Honeoye  Falls  is  a  two 
100-feet  span  through  Howe  truss  in  good  life  of  timber,  but  the  framing  of  main  and 
counter  braces  is  unusual.  It  is  covered  and  timber  is  in  fair  life.  West  of  Canandai¬ 
gua  is  a  100-feet  span  deck  Burr  truss  in  good  life  of  timber,  except  its  floor  beams.  All 
openings  have  strong  floors,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  broken  abutments,  the 
masonry  is  in  good  order.  The  road-bed  and  waj  are  very  neatly  kept,  and  the  fencing 
is  strongly  maintained.  A  five  strand  wire  fence  with  a  rail  rider  is  largely  used  in 
renewals.  The  ties  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  superstructure  is  in  very  true 
adjustment.  Very  little  change  has  been  made  in  the  passenger  stations;  they  are  very 
good  and  cleanly  kept,  and  the  whole  branch  is  in  admirable  order. 
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Batavia  to  Attica. 

The  great  change  for  the  better  in  the  maintenance  of  this  single-track  branch  since 
the  inspection  of  1884  has  been  further  augmented  by  replacing  the  iron  rail,  noted  in 
the  Report  of  1886,  with  steel,  and  the  rebuilding  of  the  low  through  Howe  truss  near 
Alexandria.  Nearly  all  of  the  many  floodway  openings  are  now  permanently  con¬ 
structed,  and  the  few  of  timber  are  in  good  condition.  The  road-bed  has  been  partly 
ballasted  and  the  sleepers  largely  renewed.  The  superstructure  is  in  fair  adjustment 
and  fences  in  good  order. 

Brighton  Junction  to  Syracuse , 

Better  known  as  the  old  road  between  Rochester  and  Syracuse.  It  is  an  exceedingly 
well-maintained  single-track  railroad.  The  present  inspection  was  not  made  in  as  close 
detail  as  that  of  1884  and  1886,  nor  was  it  deemed  necessary,  for  all  the  previous  inspec¬ 
tions  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Sufficient  care,  however,  was  taken  to  note  the 
condition  of  the  timber  structures,  the  flooring  of  bridges,  the  maintenance  of  super¬ 
structure  and  condition  of  the  passenger  stations. 

The  mechanical  structures  have  received  considerable  attention  in  the  past  two  years. 
East  of  Pittsford  is  a  new  lattice  through  iron  truss  over  canal  and  a  plate-girder  over  a 
highway,  both  of  which  will  have  new  floors  at  an  early  day.  A  number  of  short  spans 
of  plate  and  rolled  beam  girders  have  been  newly  floored.  Near  Shortsville  are  two 
spans  of  deck  Howe  trusses  which  have  lately  been  repaired.  Between  Phelps  and  Oak’s 
Corners  is  a  plate-girder  having  a  good  new  floor,  but  the  abutments  are  in  poor  con¬ 
dition  and  bents  uphold  the  girder.  It  would  be  advisable  to  rebuild  the  abutments. 
East  of  Geneva  is  an  entire  new  twenty-feet  span  plate-girder  with  strong  floor  and 
newly  built  abutments.  East  of  Seneca  Falls  is  a  two-span  deck  lattice  truss  and  one 
span  of  through  lattice  in  good  order,  except  the  masonry  piers  are  broken  and  bents  are 
used  as  an  additional  support.  It  is  suggested  that  the  piers  be  rebuilt.  Crossing  the 
outlet  of  .Cayuga  lake  are  about  seventy-two  short  bays  of  low  pile  trestle.  These  bays 
are  not  in  continuity,  but  have  short  spaces  of  stone  road-bed  interspersed.  Thetimberin 
trestles  is  old  and  the  whole  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  general  maintenance  of  the  road. 
A  viaduct  of  iron  girders  with  strong  masonry  piers  would  not  be  a  too  thorough  con¬ 
struction  to  withstand  the  action  of  ice  and  waves  of  the  lake.  There  is  a  lift-bridge  at 
the  channel  in  fair  condition.  East  of  Aurelius  is  a  short  span  with  rolled  beam  girders ; 
the  substructure  is  in  very  poor  condition  and  floor  ties  need  to  be  renewed.  West  of 
Skaneateles  is  a  forty-feet  span  plate-girder  deck,  the  abutments  for  which  have  lately 
been  rebuilt,  but  the  floor  needs  retieing.  An  eighteen-feet  span  plate-girder  west  of 
Camillus  wants  a  new  flooring  of  ties.  Very  many  of  the  cattle-guards  have  been 
filled  and  slats  substituted.  The  cross  fences  at  highways  are  closely  connected  with 
cattle-guards  and  neatly  painted  white.  A  much  less  number  of  old  wooden  girders  on 
short  openings  was  seen  this  year,  railroad  bars  being  mostly  used  in  renewals.  The 
fencing  is  all  strongly  maintained,  the  drainage  well  developed  and  the  roadway  is  in 
the  very  best  order.  In  this  last  respect  it  equals  if  not  surpasses  any  road  of  like 
length  in  the  State.  All  caution  signs  and  mile,  section  and  signal  posts  are  neatly 
painted  and  have  paved  bases  of  cobble-stone  whitewashed.  At  nearly  every 
grade  crossing  is  a  newly  put  up  sign  giving  notice  to  “keep  off  the  track,”  and  on 
farm  gates  — “  please  shut  this  gate.”  Switches  out  of  main  track  have  high  switch  tar¬ 
gets.  Neat  boxes  for  watchmen  have  been  placed  at  many  grade  crossings  and  new  tool 
houses  for  section  men  have  been  provided.  The  track  is  very  strongly  tied,  and  all 
sharp  curves  are  well  rail- braced.  The  adjustment  of  superstructure  is  excellent  and 
contour  of  road-bed  neatly  graded  and  outlined.  The  brick  depot  at  Pittsford  has  been 
newly  painted  and  renovated.  At  Victor  a  new,  well-designed  and  furnished  frame 
depot  has  been  erected.  The  depots  at  Chapmanville  and  Phelps  have  been  renovated, 
and  at  Oak’s  Corners  a  new  and  well  furnished  frame  depot  has  been  built.  The  large 
brick  passenger  station  at  Seneca  Falls  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled.  At  Auburn 
the  train  house  and  waiting-rooms  have  been  in  part  remodeled.  The  Camillus  and 
Fairmont  depots  have  not  been  improved,  and  their  renovation  is  a  betterment 
much  needed.  At  nearly  every  station  and  at  junctions  with  other  roads,  neat  lawns 
and  flower  plats  were  seen.  These  inexpensive  embellishments,  together  with  the 
exceedingly  well  kept  roadway,  make  a  favorable  impression  and  undoubtedly  adds  to 
the  interest  taken  by  the  employees  in  maintaining  and  operating  the  road,  certainly  it 
is  no  detriment. 

West  Shore  Division. 

The  outline  of  this  property  remains  the  same  as  reported  on  page  236  of  the  Report  of 
1886.  A  careful  examination  was  made  of  the  pile  and  trestle  bridges  along  the  Hudson 
valley,  and  of  nearly  all  the  trestle  openings  and  bridges  west  of  Coeymans  junction. 
The  iron  bridges  and  girders,  and  their  substructures,  are  of  the  best  and  of  amide  con¬ 
struction.  The  bridge  floors  are  of  yellow-pine  timber;  they  have  declined  so  little  in 
physical  life  as  to  cause  no  apprehension  of  failure.  A  close  inspection  of  these  perma¬ 
nent  structures  was  not  made.  There  are  about  three  miles  of  pile  bridging  along  the 
Hudson  river  south  of  West  Park.  A  large  proportion  of  these  pile  bridges  are  now  in  a 
condition  that  will  soon  require  rebuilding ;  also,  they  are  in  a  condition  which  would 
admit  of  their  being  filled  without  much  renewal.  There  are  about  twenty-five  of  these 
pile  bridges  haviDg  from  200  to  400  bays  each,  possibly  nine-tenths  of  which  could  be 
readily  filled,  changing  them  from  a  temporary  way  liable  to  fire  to  a  permanent  road¬ 
bed.  Already  many  of  the  piles  have  decayed  so  far  as  to  require  reinforcement  which 
has  been  done  by  bolting  two  pieces  of  four  by  eight-inches  oak  plank  on  two  opposite 
sides  of  these  piles  between  low  water  and  the  under  side  of  cap.  There  would  be  great 
difficulty  in  filling  some  of  these  bridges  for  the  reason  that  they  cross  soft  marshes 
having  gi*eat  depth  of  muck  and  silt.  Some  of  these  marshes  rest  upon  a  rock-bed 
inclining  towards  the  channel  of  the  river.  Probably  a  renewal  of  bridging  at  such 
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points  would  be  the  best  maintenance  for  some  time,  and  a  very  gradual  filling  com¬ 
menced.  West  of  Ulster  Park  is  a  trestle  300  feet  in  length  and  eighty  feet  high 
in  which  is  a  fifty-feet  span  deck  Howe  truss ;  this  bridge  is  in  strong  life.  Cross¬ 
ing  Schoharie  creek  is  a  three-span  two-truss  through  bridge  of  130-feet  span.  The 
severe  freshet  of  last  spring  swept  away  the  easterly  span,  since  which  the  bridge 
has  been  raised  four  feet  and  a  new  truss  erected  in  place  of  the  one  destroyed.  West 
of  Indian  Castle  are  four  bays  of  oak  pile  bridge  in  good  order.  At  Mohawk  there  is  a 
long  trestle  of  yellow-pine  timber  resting  on  hemlock  piles,  and  two  Queen  trusses  over 
a  highway.  The  piles  are  below  the  surface  of  water  in  the  canal  during  navigation. 
The  surface  and  line  of  this  bridge  has  changed  but  little  since  its  construction  in  1882. 
A  reconstruction  of  the  supports  to  the  bents  of  this  trestle  must  however  soon  be  neces¬ 
sary.  An  under-farm-crossing  of  trestle  work  west  of  Mohawk  and  another  west  of 
Canastota  are  both  in  good  condition.  West  of  Syracuse  are  thirty  bays  of  pile 
bridge;  the  piles  are  of  pine  timber*yet  in  good  life.  The  bridge  however  must 
soon  be  rebuilt  or  filled.  It  crosses  the  valuable  lands  used  for  evaporating  salt. 
Bridge  438  was  a  trestle  approach  and  a  truss  bridge  resting  upon  high  abutments. 
Doubt  was  felt  of  the  stability  of  the  abutments,  and  the  trestle  approaches  were  to 
relieve  weight  on  them.  Having  stood  firmly  for  six  years,  the  approaches  have  been 
filled  with  good  results.  Another  trestle  in  same  connection  with  an  arch  culvert  has 
been  filled  without  damage  to  the  masonry.  The  iron  bridge  over  the  Syracuse  and 
Oswego  railroad  has  been  reinforced  and  newly  floored .  At  the  west  end  of  Seneca  river 
bridge  are  fifty  bays  of  pile  trestle  in  good  order,  and  in  just  the  situation  to  be  filled. 
The  pile  bridge  between  the  Erie  canal  and  River  Clyde  was  being  filled  at  time  of  inspec¬ 
tion.  West  of  Clyde  is  a  flood  bridge  having  caps  partly  shored  up,  the  piles  having  been 
insufficiently  driven ;  a  permanent  structure  will  soon  be  necessary.  East  of  Lyons  are 
two  separate  farm-under-crossings  of  trestle  work,  one  of  which  has  been  reinforced 
with  hemlock  bents.  West  of  Lyons  is  an  under-farm -crossing  of  three  bays  of  trestle 
in  good  condition,  resting  upon  masonry.  East  of  Pittsford  is  a  similar  trestle  in 
good  order,  and  near  Henrietta  a  like  structure  in  good  condition.  East  and  west  side 
of  Genesee  river  are  pile  bridges  for  flood-ways,  each  about  300  feet  in  length.  These 
are  in  good  life  of  timber.  The  westerly  bridge  having  been  partly  burned  was  being 
rebuilt.  West  of  the  crossing  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railroad  are  two 
separate  under-farm-crossings  resting  upon  piles  which  have  decayed,  and  a  blocking 
of  timber  substituted.  Permanent  structures  are  here  advisable.  West  of  Smithville  are 
ten  bays  of  pile  bridge  in  good  life.  The  long  trestle  approaches  and  the  iron  through 
truss  over  the  North  Tonawanda  and  Batavia  branch  is  being  done  away  with,  and  a 
grade  crossing  substituted.  There  are  several  short  pieces  of  trestle  west  of  Clarence, 
nil  of  which  are  in  good  condition.  The  long  pile  bridge  over  the  Central-Hudson  belt 
line  at  East  Buffalo  is  in  fair  life.  The  foregoing  are  about  all  the  timber  structures 
in  the  West  Shore  division.  They  each  have  a  strong  floor  system,  and  nearly  all  of 
them  will  probably  be  made  permanent  structures,  or  discontinued  by  filling  when 
seriously  decayed.  The  superstructure  is  in  very  good  adjustment  throughout,  and 
some  portions  are  exceedingly  well  lined  and  surfaced.  There  has  been  considerable 
reballasting  on  both  divisions.  The  cross-sleepers  are  rapidly  deteriorating,  and 
the  volume  of  renewals  will  require  a  large  increase  over  the  amount  used  this  season, 

Sarticularly  below  Newburgh.  At  points  north  of  New  Jersey  line  too  many  seriously 
ecayed  ties  were  noticed  and  in  a  number  of  instances  the  renewals  seemed 
insufficient.  The  passenger  depots  are  as  before  reported,  excepting  quite  a  number 
are  leaking  badly.  On  these  a  metallic  shingle  was  used  which,  for  some  reason,  is 
insufficient  to  turn  water.  At  Stony  Brook  a  new  brick  depot,  newly  located,  has  been 
built.  The  West  Point  tunnel,  beginning  to  fail  in  its  roof,  is  being  in  part  lined  with 
an  arching  of  iron  ribs.  It  is  quite  possible  that  the  repairs  will  necessarily  be  very 
extensive  before  the  mass  of  material  above  the  arch  can  be  held  in  position.  The 
Albany  branch  from  Coeymans  junction  to  a  junction  with  the  Albany  and  Susque-  . 
hanna  railroad  near  Albany,  has  been  considerably  improved.  At  Albany,  where  was  a 
pile  bridge  about  one  mile  in  length,  is  now  a  permanent  road-bed  with  two  arch  cul¬ 
verts  for  waterways.  The  track  maintenance  has  improved  and  this  branch  generally 
is  in  better  condition  than  when  last  inspected. 


New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Railroad. 

The  inspection  of  the  Erie  system  of  railroads  began  at  the  New  Jersey  State  line  on 
the  Northern  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  division,  and  covered  the  entire  line  in  New  York, 
including  the  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  and  the  Elmira  and  State  Line  railroads. 
The  length  of  road  examined  aggregates  about  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six  miles. 
Since  the  inspection  of  1886,  the  further  renewing  of  superstructure,  reballasting  of  road¬ 
bed,  the  renewal  of  bridges,  and  the  building  or  relaying  of  masonry  has  been  vigorously 
prosecuted,  up  to  about  the  time  of  this  examination.  During  the  past  three  years  about 
three  million  one  hundred  thousand  new  cross-sleepers  have  been  placed  in  the  tracks, 
and  about  fifteen  thousand  tons  of  new  steel  laid,  most  of  which  is  seventy-four  pounds 
per  lineal  yard.  No  change  has  been  made  in  the  outline  of  the  roads  operated,  excepting 
at  Rochester,  a  new  site  has  been  procured  and  a  fine  terminal  passenger  station 
erected  :  the  Conesus  Lake  railroad,  one  and  one-half  miles  in  length,  has  been  leased, 
and  at.  Niagara  Falls,  a  double  spur  track  has  been  laid  to  near  the  center  of  the  village, 
and  a  new  depot  erected. 

Main  Line. 

The  entire  main  line,  extending  from  the  State  line  of  New  Jersey  to  Michigan  street, 
Buffalo,  has  been  brought  up  to  a  degree  of  maintenance  that  excludes  nearly  all 
adverse  criticism.  The  renewal  in  iron,  of  a  large  number  of  timber  girders,  has 
removed  about  all  the  wooden  stringers,  and  the  last  wooden  truss,  located  over  a  street

in  Binghamton,  was  being  replaced  with  iron  at  time  of  this  inspection.  In  all,  there- 
are  probably  twelve  minor  openings  from  five  to  eighteen  feet  span,  which  have  string¬ 
ers  of  wood,  and  arrangements  are  made  to  change  nearly  all  of  these  to  iron  girders, 
at  an  early  day.  Between  two  and  three  hundred  small  waterways  have  been  changed 
to  box  culverts  or  cast-iron  pipe  has  been  used.  Abcut  all  of  the  cattle-guards  have 
been  filled  and  slat-guards  substituted.  The  reballasting  of  road-bed  has  received 
much  attention.  Possibly  one-half  of  the  main  line  has  received  a  fresh  covering  of 
broken  stone,  slag  or  gravel.  The  drainage  of  road-bed  is  well  developed,  the  contour 
nicely  graded,  and  the  roadway  for  entire  width  was  generally  found  neatly  kept  and 
quite  free  of  weeds,  brush  and  old  debris.  The  fences  have  for  a  number  of  years 
been  almost  entirely  neglected,  and  as  a  whole,  there  is  but  little  strongly  enclosed 
roadway.  The  line  and  surface  of  the  superstructure  is  the  result  of  instrumental 
guidance,  and  the  perfection  wThich  the  track  adjustment  has  reached  on  some 

Sortions  of  the  road,  is-  remarkable.  The  maintenance  of  the  passenger  stations 
as  not  been  neglected  excepting  at  Port  Jervis,  Canisteo  and  Salamanoa,  where 
the  same  unsatisfactory  depots  remain,  as  before  reported.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  to  rebuild  the  Greycourt  Junction  depot.  New  passenger  stations  have  been 
erected  at  Suffern,  Arden,  Rock  Glen,  Hilton’s,  East  Corning  and  Alden.  Eaoh  of 
these  are  well  designed  frame  buildings,  suitably  furnished  with  good  sittings  and  all 
necessary  conveniences.  A  number  of  high  platforms  have  been  lowered  to  a  plane  with 
the  track,  and  nearly  every  building  has  been  newly  painted  and  more  or  less  renovated. 
Generally  the  station  grounds  are  tastefully  embellished  with  lawns  and  flowers;  some 
of  them  quite  elaborately.  Between  Newburgh  junction  and  Jersey  City  an  absolute 
block  system  is  used.  The  blocks  are  about  two  and  one-half  miles  in  length. 


New  Jersey  State  Line  to  Nyack. 

Only  six  miles  of  this  branch  is  in  New  York.  There  is  little  change  to  note  since  the 
inspection  of  1886.  About  one-half  mile  of  iron  rail  remains  in  the  track.  The  steel  rail 
is  in  good  condition  and  the  sleepers  are  in  strong  life.  The  openings  are  well  main¬ 
tained,  excepting  a  two-span  waterway,  near  Tappan,  has  a  broken  pier  which  should 
be  rebuilt.  The  superstructure  is  carefully  adjusted,  and  roadway  cleanly  kept.  The 
depots  are  as  before  reported,  and  repairs  were  being  made  where  necessary. 


Piermont  to  Suffern. 

The  long  wharf  in  the  Hudson  river  at  Piermont  has  been  utilized  for  the  storage  of 
coal,  and  1,000  feet  of  coal  trestle  erected.  The  use  of  the  dock  has  increased  the  traffic 
over  most  of  this  branch,  and  its  maintenance  has  been  improved.  There  are  yet  eight 
miles  of  iron  rail,  which  is  in  poor  condition.  Near  Orangeburgh  is  a  twelve-feet  span 
waterway  with  broken,  falling  abutments,  inside  of  which  are  bents  to  uphold  the  track, 
stringers;  other  than  this,  where  there  is  masonry  at  openings,  it  is  in  good  condition. 
East  of  Suffern  is  an  under-highway-crossing  which  is  an  entire  new  structure. 
Between  Nanuet  and  Spiing  Valley  the  track  is  in  good  condition  and  strongly  tied. 
On  all  othei»parts  of  this  branch  the  superstructure  is  in  quite  ordinary  maintenance. 
As  a  whole  there  is  very  little  fencing.  The  depots  remain  as  before  reported. 


Newburgh  Junction  to  Newburgh , 

A  single-track  road  to  New  Windsor,  and  double-track  to  Newburgh.  No  change  has 
been  made  in  this  road  since  the  previous  inspection.  The  superstructure  is  in  good 
•  order,  excepting  that  renewal  of  sleepers  should  be  increased.  The  truss  bridging  and 
short  girder  openings  are  all  of  iron  and  have  good  masonry  substructures.  Cattle- 
guards  have  been  filled  and  slats  substituted.  The  track  is  well  adjusted  on  this 
branch,  and  the  road-bed  well  ballasted.  Care,  is  taken  to  keep  up  the  fences,  and  the 
roadway  is  clean  of  weeds  and  old  debris.  The  passenger  stations  are  as  before  reported, 
excepting  they  are  in  good  repair.  At  Newburgh  a  now  slip  has  been  constructed  for 
the  loading  of  coal  cars  on  floats  for  transfer  across  the  Hudson  to  the  New  York  and 
New  England  railroad.  In  general,  the  permanent  way  of  this  branch  is  in  about  the 
same  condition  as  the  main  line. 


VaiVs  Gate  Junction  to  Greycourt. 

Very  little  alteration  has  been  made  in  maintenance  of  this  branch  since  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  1886,  excepting  in  the  passenger  stations.  The  through  Howe  truss  near  Salis¬ 
bury  is  now  on  bents,  but  the  floor  beams  are  too  old.  A  new  bridge  appears  necessary 
at  this  point.  No  change  has  been  made  in  the  floor  system  of  bridge  4,  as  proposed 
two  years  ago.  The  ties,  or  long  floor  beams,  are  too  old  and  a  renewal  should  be  speed¬ 
ily  made.  Bridge  6  has  a  new  standard  floor.  Bridge  7  has  recently  been  newly  floored. 
The  floor  system  of  bridge  5  has  been  changed  to  a  direct  stringer  support  of  ties  under 
the  rail.  The  minor  openings  were  fouud  in  good  order,  excepting  some  of  the  abut¬ 
ments  are  shattered  and  their  rebuilding  is  necessary.  The  sleepers  had  not  been 
renewed  as  thoroughly  as  desirable,  but  it  was  early  in  the  season  when  inspection  was 
made  and  it  was  stated  that  an  ample  amount  of  new  ties  was  provided.  There  was 
about  160,000  sleepers  delivered  along  the  entire  road  but  not  in  place  at  the  time  of 
inspection.  New  frame  passenger  houses  have  recently  been  built  at  Washingtonville 
and  Craigsville.  They  are  well  designed  and  neatly  furnished.  On  the  Y  leading  into 
Greycourt  a  new  trestle  on  pile  foundation  and  a  double-track  through  plate-girder  has 
been  constructed. 
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Goshen  to  Montgomery.. 

There  are  no  truss  bridges  or  plate-girders  on  this  branch.  The  few  short  openings 
have  timber  and  railroad  bar  girders.  Between  Montgomery  and  the  grade  crossing  of 
the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  railroad,  a  distance  of  about  five  miles,  there  is  a 
joint  traffic  with  the  Wallkill  Valley  railroad  and  this  part  of  the  branch  is  in  much  the 
best  condition.  Between  Campbell  Hall  and  Goshen  a  rather  better  maintained  super¬ 
structure  was  noted  than  when  last  inspected.  The  sleepers  are  in  fair  life  and  the 
track  adjustment  is  improved. 

Goshen  to  Pine  Island. 

.  Compared  with  the  other  branches,  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  maintenance  of  this 
road.  Much  of  the  rail  is  chair  iron  overworn,  and  the  line  and  surface  of  track, 
especially  through  the  bottom  lands,  is  in  very  ordinary  adjustment.  There  are  a  few 
A  trusses  and  one  Queen  truss,  all  of  short  spans  and  a  number  of  trestle  openings  of 
single  spans.  These  openings  are  in  fair  condition ;  a  number  have  lately  been  renewed. 
The  train  service  is  light,  and  run  at  a  low  rate  of  speed. 


Crawford  Junction  to  Pine  Bush. 

During  the  early  part  of  this  year,  considerable  work  was  done  to  the  superstructure 
upon  this  division,  and  while  much  has  been  accomplished  there  remains  quite  a  little 
yet  to  be  performed.  The  road-bed  has,  in  part,  been  ballasted  with  cinders  and  quite  an 
amount  of  new  fencing  has  been  built.  With  the  exception  of  about  three  miles  of  iron, 
the  track  is  laid  with  steel  rail  from  the  main  line,  all  in  very  good  condition.  Most  of 
the  openings  in  road-bed  have  been  overhauled  and  a  large  number  of  ties  renewed. 
The  cross  fences  at  highways  and  the  slat  cattle-guards  are  neatly  whitened.  A  further 
adjustment  of  the  track  line  and  surface  is  necessary,  which  will  probably  be  done  as 
the  season  advances,  and  the  fencing  wants  further  renewal.  There  are  no  truss 
bridges.  The  passenger  and  freight  stations  combined  are  in  fair  order  excepting  the 
depot  a  Pine  Bush  which  needs  repairing.  This  road  is  certainly  in  much  better  con¬ 
dition  than  found  in  1886. 

Tioga  Division, 

Laid  with  iron  rail,  which  is  to  be  renewed  in  part  this  fall  with  two  miles  of  steel. 
Each  of  the  openings  were  examined  and  found  in  very  strong  condition.  A  100-feet 
span  through  Howe  truss  with  a  pile  bridge  approach  has  been  lately  erected.  The 
superstructure  is  in  fair  line  and  surface,  the  roadway  neatly  kept,  and  the  fencing 
very  well  maintained.  As  compared  with  the  last  inspection  the  road  is  now  in  equally 
as  good,  if  not  in  a  better  condition. 

Painted  Post  to  Rochester. 

This  division  was  found  in  excellent  order.  All  but  thirteen  miles  of  the  road-bed 
has  been  newly  ballasted  within  the  past  three  years.  A  further  renewing  of  bridges 
and  short  openings  has  been  made,  leaving  but  a  very  few  so  far  deteriorated  as  to 
require  rebuilding.  Eight  plate-girders  from  twenty-six  to  eighty  feet-span  <>n  new 
masonry  abutments,  were  erected  in  1887.  Near  Campbell  station  is  a  two-span  through 
Howe  truss  built  in  1871.  The  timber  shows  too  great  age  and  a  renewal  is  necessary. 
Bridge  ll>2,  a  lattice  truss,  is  too  light  for  present  service  and  is  resting  on  bents ;  a  new 
bridge  is  at  hand.  Bridge  283^,  a  sixty-feet  span  low  Howe  truss  is  in  poor  condition  ;  it 
is  to  be  replaced  with  a  plate-girder.  The  sleepers  on  this  division  are  in  strong  life 
and  rail  but  little  worn  ;  three  miles  of  seventy-eight  pounds  per  yard  steel  is  laid  near 
Kochester.  All  of  the  depots  are  in  good  order  and  have  neat  surroundings.  At  Roch¬ 
ester  a  new  Queen  Anne  depot  of  brick  with  an  iron  train  shed  of  four  car  lengths  has 
been  erected.  The  inside  finish  and  furnishings  are  very  complete.  It  is  the  most  con¬ 
venient  and  tasty  passenger  station  on  the  road  outside  of  Jersey  City. 


Avon  to  Attica. 

A  single-track  road  thirty-five  miles  long.  The  steel  capped  and  iron  rail  has  been 
replaced  with  steel  from  the  main  line,  and  a  thorough  renewal  of  sleepers  was  being 
made.  Considerable  reballasting  of  road-bed  has  been  done,  and  the  surface  aud  line 
of  track  is  very  well  adjusted.  The  mechanical  structures  are  in  about  the  same  condi¬ 
tion  as  before  reported,  excepting  along  the  flat  lands  of  Tonawanda  creek  where  the 
large  number  of  small  timber  openings  have  been  put  in  good  order.  Near  Avon,  the 
broken  abutments  of  an  under-farm-crossing  were  being  rebuilt.  On  the  flats  west  of 
Genesee  river  are  four  bays  of  flood  bridging  which  should  be  renewed.  The  low, 
through  lattice  truss  and  pile  bridge  approach  over  the  Western  New  York  and  Penn¬ 
sylvania  railroad  has  a  pile  abutment  for  the  westerly  support  of  truss.  An  abutment 
of  stone,  and  the  filling  of  the  pile  approach  appears  desirable.  East  of  Stafford  is  a  two- 
span  girder  rod  truss,  the  abutments  and  pier  of  which  are  badly  shattered,  and  should 
be  rebuilt.  There  are  a  number  of  single  openings  of  about  ten-feet  span,  which  have 
like  masonry  and  stringers  upheld  with  bents.  Crossing  Tonawanda  creek  at  Batavia 
are  two  spans  of  through  Howe  trusses  on  timber  substructures.  The  trusses  are 
about  twenty  years  old  and  begin  to  show  serious  defects.  Anew  iron  single  span  is 

Erojected.  Near  Attica  a  low  Howe  through  truss  has  been  replaced  with  a  strong  pile 
ridge.  The  passenger  stations  are  the  same  as  last  reported ;  each  was  examined  and 
found  in  good  repair  and  neatly  kept.  This  division  has  been  greatly  improved  in  th© 
past  two  years. 
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East  Buffalo  to  Suspension  Bridge. 

This  important  connection  with  the  railroads  of  Canada  and  the  West  is  in  excellent 
condition.  A  number  of  betterments  have  been  made  since  the  inspection  of  1886,  among 
which  is  the  further  substitution  of  iron  for  timber  girders,  and  the  construction  of 
new  passenger  stations.  At  Suspension  Bridge,  the  new  station  building  and  covered 
platform  has  been  completed.  At  Niagara  Falls,  a  frame  Queen  Anne  depot  has  been 
erected  near  the  center  of  the  village  on  the  west  side  or  the  Hydraulic  canal.  A 
covered  bridge  connects  the  depot  with  the  long  covered  platform  adjoining  the  double- 
tracked 'spur  which  branches  out  of  the  main  line  near  the  old  passenger  depot.  A 
newly  located  station,  with  a  very  tasty  frame  Queen  Anne  depot  has  been  erected  at 
Kensington  Park.  A  neat  suburban  passenger  station  has  been  erected  at  Walden 
avenue.  All  the  other  depots  are  in  good  order  and  neatly  kept.  The  pile  bridge 
approach  to  Ellicott  creek  truss  is  much  in  want  of  a  new  floor.  An  iron  girder  is  at  hand 
to  replace  the  truss  over  the  feeder  at  Tonawanda.  The  long-pile  and  trestle  bridge 
over  the  West  Shore  railroad  is  in  good  order.  It  is  a  double-tracked  structure,  but 
only  one  track  is  laid.  The  bridge  over  the  Central-Hudson  road  is  in  good  condition, 
and  the  trestle  adjoining  is  nearly  filled,  and  will  be  entirely  so  this  fall.  The  super¬ 
structure  is  in  thorough  maintenance  and  roadway  neatly  kept.  One  of  the  tracks 
between  the  International  junction  and  Black  Rock  has  been  entirely  relaid  with  new 
sleepers  and  track  well  adjusted.  The  other  track  is  used  for  storing  cars.  In  all 
respects,  this  division  is  in  equally  as  good  order  as  the  main  part,  of  which  it  is  in 
fact  a  continuation. 

Tonawanda  to  Lockport. 

There  are  ten  miles  of  iron  and  four  miles  of  steel  rail  on  this  branch,  all  of  which  is 
in  very  good  condition.  The  sleepers  are  in  good  life  and  the  line  and  surface  of  track  are 
well  adj  usted.  Nearly  all  the  road-bed  has  been  reballasted  with  gravel  or  cinders,  and 
all  the  small  openings  have  been  renewed  within  the  past  two  years.  The  fencing  is  in 
the  same  neglected  condition  as  on  other  portions  of  the  road.  At  Pendleton  Center  is 
a  newly  located  and  comfortable  frame  depot,  and  the  passenger  station  at  Lockport  is 
one  of  the  best  frame  depots  on  the  road.  It  was  recently  completely  overhauled  and 
refurnished  and  has  a  long  covered  platform.  The  grounds  are  tastefully  embellished 
with  lawns,  flower  plats  and  a  fountain,  making  the  whole  very  attractive.  This  branch 
is  in  all  respects  greatly  improved,  most  of  which  has  been  done  since  the  last 
inspection. 

Conesus  Lake  Branch. 

A  connecting  road  between  the  Rochester  division  at  Avon  and  the  northerly  end  of 
Conesus  lake.  It  is  only  about  two  miles  in  length  and  was  inspected  this  year  for  the  first 
time.  In  the  summer  season  there  is  considerable  passenger  business,  but  the  traffic 
is  largely  the  transportation  of  ice  from  the  lake.  The  superstructure  is  in  very  crude 
condition,  and  trains  move  at  a  low  speed.  There  is  a  small  depot  at  Lakeville,  and  a 
steamboat  dock  at  foot  of  lake.  At  time  of  inspection  the  track  was  being  laid  with  steel 
rail  and  road  being  put  in  good  condition.  There  are  no  openings  of  moment  and 
roadway  is  but  little  fenced. 

Western  Division, 

Hornellsville  to  Dunkirk,  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  miles,  all  single  track.  The 
general  maintenance  of  this  division  is  about  the  same  as  found  in  1886.  There  are  a 
number  of  Howe  trusses  and  many  pile  and  trestle  bridges  and  timber  girder  open¬ 
ings,  most  of  which  are  east  of  Dayton.  Thirty-five  openings  on  this  division  have 
been  filled  since  the  inspection  of  1886.  There  are  on  this  division  thirteen  through 
Howe  trusses,  five  iron  pin-connected  and  lattice  bridges,  ten  through  and  deck  plate- 
girders,  ten  short  openings  with  rolled  beam  girders,  eight  girder  rod-trusses  of  three 
bays  of  sixteen  feet  each,  and  seventeen  pile  and  trestle  openings  of  one  to  ten  bays 
each.  Of  these,  bridge  34,  a  through  Howe  truss  built  in  1879,  is  too  old,  and  should  be 
renewed  ;  also  bridge  39,  a  three  truss  through  Howe  double-track  bridge,  thebenter  truss 
of  which  is  too  light  and  rests  on  bents.  A  number  of  the  Howe  trusses  have  one  masonry 
and  one  timber  abutment.  One  lattice  and  two  plate  girders  are  of  recent  construction.  A 
number  of  pile  bridges  and  single  span  openings  have  been  renewed  the  past  year,  and 
all  the  older  structures  are  in  strong  life.  A  few  of  the  short  openings,  and  one  or 
two  pile  bridges  have  open  floors,  which  is  objectionable.  The  superstructure  is  very 
well  maintained,  excepting  the  renewal  of  sleepers  thus  far  this  season  is  insufficient 
to  properly  tie  the  track.  Where  renewals  have  been  made,  it  has  been  done  in  continu¬ 
ity,  rather  than  by  interspersing  them,  as  is  usually  done.  A  large  number  of  ties  were 
distributed,  and  probably  the  tieing  will  be  thoroughly  accomplished  before  the  winter 
sets  in.  Generally,  the  line  and  surface  of  track  is  excellent,  the  road-bed  thoroughly 
drained  and  roadway  neatly  kept.  The  fences  here  also  are  very  much  neglected.  Each 
of  the  depots  was  examined,  excepting  when  the  early  hours  of  inspection  found  them 
closed.  They  were  all  found  in  good  repair  and  neatly  kept :  many  of  them  have  recently 
been  renovated  and  painted.  No  change  has  been  made  at  Salamanca;  the  same 
unsatisfactory  accommodations  still  exist.  The  brick  station  building  and  eating- 
house  at  Hornellsville  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled. 


Dansville  Branch, 

From  Avon  to  Dansville,  a  single-track  road  thirty  miles  in  length.  This  branch  was 
found  in  about  the  same  condition  as  reported  in  1886.  There  are  seven  miles  of  steel 
rail  in  fair  order,  and  the  balance  is  of  iron  in  rather  poor  condition.  The  sleepers  have 
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been  strongly  reinforced,  but  the  general  maintenance  of  track  adjustment  is  very  ordi¬ 
nary.  There  is  a  large  amount  of  low  pile  bridging  south  of  Mount  Morris,  which  the 
overflow  of  water  necessitates.  In  all  there  are  about  thirty-four  of  these  openings, 
from  one  to  eighteen  bays  of  eleven  feet  each,  a  large  proportion  of  w’hich  have  been 
renewed  since  1885.  There  is  one  short  span  of  through  Howe  truss  in  good  condition. 
North  of  Mount  Morris  there  is  a  pile  bridge  of  seven  bays  over  a  mill-race  that  should 
be  renewed.  A  long  through  Howe  truss  over  the  river  is  in  good  order.  There  are  also 
five  other  openings,  two  of  which  are  girder  rod  trusses.  North  of  Genesee  is  a  viaduct 
of  five  arches  of  fifteen  feet  diameter.  The  masonry  is  considerably  fractured,  and  iron 
clamps  hold  it  in  position.  The  viaduct  under  parapets  is  only  six  feet  wide,  and  the 
parapets  overhang  and  are  falling.  A  new  structure  must  soon  be  constructed.  There 
is  no  change  in  the  passenger  stations.  Each  was  examined,  and  all  were  found  in 
fair  condition  and  neatly  kept.  The  fencing  is  greatly  run  down. 


Bradford  Branch, 

From  Carrolton  to  Pennsylvania  State  line,  a  distance  of  about  eight  miles.  A  Pratt 
pin-connected  truss  of  200  feet  span  over  the  Allegheny  river  is  the  only  truss  bridge  on 
this  branch.  There  are  seventeen  trestle  or  pile  bridges  from  one  to  seventy-three  bays 
each,  all  of  which  are  in  strong  life.  The  superstructure  is  in  excellent  adjustment,  but 
a  further  renewal  of  sleepers  is  necessary  ;  the  ties  were  at  hand  for  that  purpose. 


Buffalo  and  South-Western  Division. 

The  superstructure  on  this  division  is  in  strong  condition  and  track  nicely  adjusted, 
especially  for  a  road-bed  that  is  mostly  unballasted.  Of  the' sixty-eight  miles  in  this 
division,  only  four  miles  are  thoroughly  ballasted.  If  the  road-bed  ever  was  gravelled 
it  has  become  entirely  worn  out.  For  about  twenty-one  miles  out  of  Buffalo  the  fences 
have  been  fairly  maintained,  but  west  of  that  point  they  are  neglected.  Crossing  the 
fiat  lands  at  Buffalo  are  ten  trestle  bridges  for  flood- ways  from  one  to  six  bays  each. 
The  bents  rest  on  pile  foundations,  Plank  lagging  is  used  in  rear  of  shore  bents ;  they 
are  in  fair  condition.  Bridges  2  and  3  are  low"  through  pin-connected  trusses,  too  light  for 
present  service,  and  No.  3  has  been  strongly  bented.  Bridge  4  is  a  deck  pin-connected 
truss  of  two  long  spans,  which  have  been  reinforced  in  their  floor  system  and  upper 
chords.  Bridge  5  is  a  similar  structure,  and  reinforced  in  the  same  manner.  Bridge  6 
is  a  low  through  lattice  over  a  highway  and  stream ;  it  is  too  light  for  the  present  ser¬ 
vice  and  has  been  bented.  It  is  suggested  that  this  truss  be  reinforced  or  a  new  bridge 
erected.  Bridge  8  is  a  deck  pin-connected  truss,  in  good  condition,  but  the  trusses  at 
each  approach  are  too  light  and  bents  are  placed  under  them.  The  ties  on  the  floor  of 
main  truss  are  greatly  in  need  of  renewal.  West  of  Collins  are  two  bays  of  trestle,  the 
lagging  of  which  is  in  very  bad  condition.  Bridge  23,  a  100-feet  span  through  Howe 
truss,  begins  to  show  too  great  age  and  a  renewal  appears  necessary.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  waterways  and  single  span  openings  have  recently  been  filled.  West  of 
Dayton,  all  the  short  openings  are  single  span  of  trestle  work.  Seven  of  these  have 
thirty-six  inch  cast-iron  drain  pipe  in  place  and  the  openings  are  to  be  filled.  In  all 
there  are  nine  iron  and  twelve  wooden  trusses,  the  latter  being  nearly  all  new  structures. 
East  of  Dayton  the  substructures,  except  on  the  Buffalo  flats,  are  of  substantial  masonry. 
West  of  Dayton  they  are  generally  pile  abutments  with  trestle  approaches.  The  road¬ 
way  is  very  neatly  kept,  and  the  depots  are  about  the  same  as  reported  in  1886.  Eden 
Center,  North  Collins,  Hamburgh  and  Collins  are  the  same  unfit  shanty  depots  as  before 
reported.  The  brick  depot  at  Jamectown  was  being  renovated  at  time  of  inspection  and 
others  have  been  overhauled  to  some  extent.  As  a  whole  the  division  is  in  equally  as 
good  maintenance  as  found  in  1886. 


New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  Division. 

There  are  forty-nine  miles  of  this  division  in  the  State  of  New  York.  The  improvement 
in  grade  of  road  near  Bandolph,  has  been  fully  completed,  which  comprises  all  the 
change  of  moment  since  the  previous  examination.  A  number  of  iron  plate-girders  and 
one  Howe  truss  have  recently  been  erected.  Bridge  6  is  two  long  spans  of  through 
Howe  truss  erected  in  1867.  Up  to  January  last  it  has  been  carefully  covered  and  now 
appears  to  be  in  fair  life ;  a  new  bridge,  however,  will  soon  be  necessary.  Bridge  2  is  a 
fifteen  years  old  through  Howe  truss  of  105-feet  span.  The  timber  looks  strong  and  has 
always  been  covered.  Bridge  3  is  a  sixty-four-feet  span,  parabola-girder  with  strong 
masonry  abutments,  all  newly  built.  West  of  Kennedy  are  two  spans  of  deck  plate- 
girder  recently  put  in  place.  East  of  Jamestown  is  an  eighty-five  feet  deck  lattice  and 
a  deck  plate-girder  where  was  recently  a  too  old  Howe  truss.  A  twenty-five-feet  span 
deck  plate-girder  over  a  street  is  to  be  widened  to  accommodate  the  track  of  the  Buffalo 
and  South-Western  division  which  is  now  interlaced  with  the  track  of  this  branch. 
West  of  Jamestown  a  two-span  through  Howe  truss,  recently  burned,  is  being  rebuilt. 
East  of  Ashville  is  a  fifteen-feet  span  I  beam  deck,  with  fifteen  inch  depth  of  beam.  It 
looks  too  light  for  the  service  it  has  to  sustain.  An  additional  beam  under  each  rail  is 
suggested.  All  of  the  minor  openings  were  examined  and  few  defects  were  noticed. 
There  is  a  want  of  good  ballast  on  a  considerable  part  of  the  road-bed.  The  drainage 
is  well  cared  for  and  track  adjustment  quite  workmanlike.  The  renewal  of  sleepers  has 
not  been  as  thorough  as  desirable ;  too  many  old  ties  exist  that  should  be  replaced.  No 
change  has  been  made  in  the  depot  buildings ;  each  was  examined  and  generally  found 
neatly  kept  and  in  fair  repair.  In  general  the  average  maintenance  of  this  division  is 
very  nearly  as  good  or  possibly  equal  to  that  found  when  inspected  in  1886.

Dear  Sir  —  In  reading  over  the  report  of  the  inspection  of  this  company’s  line,  I  note 
that  you  make  reference  to  15,000  tons  of  new  steel  rails  being  laid  during  the  past  three 
years.  The  actual  amount  of  rails  laid  is  47,688  tons. 

With  reference  to  the  station  at  Port  Jervis,  I  beg  to  advise  you  that  a  new  station  is 
now  being  provided,  and  one  that  will  be  in  every  way  satisfactory  to  the  people,  and  in 
a  much  better  location  than  the  old  one.  The  other  stations  will  receive  attention  as 
soon  as  we  can  get  to  them. 

With  reference  to  the  ties  on  hand  at  the  time  of  the  inspection,  I  might  add  that  they 
have  all  since  been  put  in  the  track.  You  are  right  in  your  figures;  approximately 
there  were  3,033,233  ties  put  in  the  trfick  in  the  last  three  years. 

All  the  bridge  work  on  the  line  has  been  built  under  our  new  specifications,  copy  of 
which  is  in  the  hands  of  your  Board.

New  Yoke,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad. 

This  road  was  last  inspected  for  the  Commissioners  May  7, 1886,  and  reported  on  pages 
■226,  227  and  228  of  the  first  volume  of  their  Report  for  that  year. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  main  line  between  New  Rochelle  junction  and  Port 
Chester,  a  distance  of  about  eight  miles,  has  been  in  part  made  a  four-track  road.  The 
two  additioual  tracks  will  probably  be  ftuisbed  to  Port  Chester  this  fall.  All  the  grade 
highway  crossings,  within  the  above  district,  have  been  carried  either  above  or  under 
the  four  tracks,  except  one.  The  company,  who  are  at  the  entire  expense  of  this  work, 
are  now  making  every  effort  to  remove  this  crossing  from  their  grade  line. 

At  these  crossings  excellent  masonry  abutments  or  arches  have  been  constructed. 
Where  the  highways  are  carried  over  the  tracks,  iron  bridges  with  one  or  two  sidewalks 
have  been  er  cted  with  easy  graded  approaches.  Stone  ballast  is  placed  under  the 
four  tracks  from  one  to  three  feet  in  depth,  averaging  eighteen  inches.  Changes 
in  alignment  and  grade  of  the  old  tracks  are  being  made  to  conform  with  the  more 
uniform  plane  of  the  new  tracks. 

The  old  station  buildings  have  been  discarded  and  elegant  passenger  stations  in  brick 
and  stone  substituted.  These  stations  have  long,  covered  platforms  on  both  outside 
tracks  which  are  to  be  used  for  passenger  trains.  The  inside  tracks  are  to  be  used 
exclusively  for  freight  service.  The  roofs  of  these  platforms  extend  sufficiently  over  to 
provide  a  shelter  for  carriages.  Such  stations  are  already  finished  or  under  construction 
at  New  Rochelle,  Larchmont,  Mamaroneck,  Harrison,  Rye  and  Port  Chester.  Masonry 
arches  or  iron  trusses  or  girders  have  been  substituted  for  all  wood  trusses  and  string¬ 
ers,  and  a  few  openings  have  been  filled. 

East  of  Port  Chester  a  three-span  under-crossing  has  been  thus  disposed  of. 

The  four-track  road  will  equal  in  construction  and  surpass  in  the  elegance  of  its  way 
stations,  anything  of  like  kind  in  the  State.  Seventy-two-pounds  steel  with  angle-bar 
fastenings,  laid  alternate  joints,  on  closely  spaced  sleepers,  all  thoroughly  adjusted, 

•  constitutes  the  superstructure. 

Between  Woodlawn  and  New  Rochelle  junction,  no  particular  change  has  been  made. 
It  is  in  excellent  maintenance,  except  the  few  open  floored  cattle-guards  at  grade  cross¬ 
ings  and  one  under-farm-crossing.  The  roadway  is  very  neatly  kept  and  fences  in 
good  condition. 

At  New  Rochelle  junction,  between  the  main  lino  and  Harlem  branch,  a  large  yard  is 
being  graded.  It  is  intended  for  freight  sidings  and  car  storage.  At  the  low  overhead- 
crossings,  warnings  are  provided  for  trainmen,  with  a  novel  device  attached.  A  track 
lever  is  actuated  by  each  wheel  on  one  side  of  a  passing  train.  The  lever  is  connected 
with  four  bells  on  side  of  finger  bar  and  the  movement  of  the  treadle  rings  them, 
giving  a  further  warning  of  a  near-by  low  obstruction. 

A  block  system  to  govern  movement  of  trains  is  in  use,  and  at  junctions  and  yards  of 
important  stations  the  movementof  switches  is  concentrated  in  towers.  Everything,  as 
fast  as  its  established  worth  is  assured,  appears  to  be  provided  for  the  safety  of  the  large 
number  of  trains  passing  over  this  line. 


Harlem  River  Branch , 

A  double  track  road,  about  twelve  miles  in  length,  extending  from  New  Rochelle 
junction  to  the  Harlem  river,  opposite  Second  avenue.  New  York. 

There  are  no  particular  changes  in  the  outline  or  maintenance  of  this  branch  except 
in  its  passenger  stations.  These  have  been  improved  to  some  extent,  new  and  longer 
platforms  have  been  provided,  and  at  West  New  Rochelle  a  newly  located  depot  has 
been  added  to  the  way  stations.  The  building  is  of  brick,  well  and  tastefully  con¬ 
structed  and  conveniently  furnished.  At  this  point  a  grade  crossing  has  boon  carried 
over  the  tracks  with  sidewalks  and  easy  graded  approaches. 

Thorn  are  a  number  of  trestles  and  pile  bridges  aggregating  two  miles  in  length, 
whose  details  of  construction  are  noted  in  the  previous  report.  They  were  each  exam¬ 
ined  and  found  in  good  condition.  Renewals  have  been  made,  portions  of  some  have 
been  filled  and  as  fast  as  possible  it  was  stated  as  the  intention  of  the  company  to  fill 
all  of  them  as  far  as  sufficient  waterway  would  allow.  Several  of  the  pile  bridges  cross 
bays  jutting  in  from  Long  Island  sound.  These  will  probably,  to  a  large  extent,  be 
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maintained.  The  iron  bridges  have  been  repainted.  Several  highways  are  crossed  over 
with  three  truss  low  Howe  bridges.  The  center  truss  of  two  of  these  was  found  defect¬ 
ive  in  their  lower  chords.  A  bent  supported  one  of  these  and  a  like  treatment  is  sug¬ 
gested  for  the  other,  but  a  renewal  of  these  chords  is  necessary  in  order  to  free  the 
roadway  of  the  bent  constructions. 

There  are  a  number  of  cattle  guards  having  open  floors.  At  the  northerly  end  of  the 
Harlem  river  yard  there  is  a  structure  intended  for  a  jack-knife  swing  draw  of  thirty 
feet  span.  The  swiug  girders  are.  Howe  trussed  and  rest  upon  bents,  the  ends  being 
supported  by  good  masonry  abutments.  The  rail  runs  along  the  top  of  the  upper 
chords.  This  draw  has  never  been  used  and  it  is  suggested  that  a  suitable  floor  for  this 
opening  on  the  open  floor  cattle  guards  be  provided. 

Each,  of  the  depots  were  examined.  Generally  they  were  found  clean  and  well  fur¬ 
nished  ;  one  or  two  were  in  these  respects  somewhat  neglected.  At  Harlem  river  there 
is  a  long  frame  passenger  depot.  The  platforms  are  ample  and  strong,  the  waiting- 
room  large,  cleanly  and  very  well  furnished,  but  for  so  important  a  station  the  building 
is  not  in  keeping  with  those  far  less  prominent. 

The  yard  at  Harlem  river  is  being  enlarged,  a  work  necessitated  by  the  increase  of 
freight  and  passenger  car  transfer  between  this  road  and  those  terminating  in  Jersey 
City. 

With  these  few  slightly  adverse  criticisms  excepted,  the  entire  property  is  in  admir¬ 
able  condition  and  the  four-track  road  is  phenomenal  in  the  completeness  of  its 
construction. 

New  York  and  Rockaway  Beach  Eailroad. 

This  road  was  formerly  known  as  the  New  York,  Woodhaven  and  Rockaway.  A  care¬ 
ful  inspection  was  made  of  the  property,  especially  the  four  and  one-half  miles  of 
double  track  pile  bridge  crossing  Jamaica  bay. 

Commencing  at  the  south  end  of  bridge,  each  bent,  cap  and^stringer  was  sufficiently 
examined  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  their  physical  condition.  In  all  there  are  1,720  bents, 
and  those  not  heretofore  reinforced  are  now  having  creosoted  piles  of  large  size  driven 
in  them.  In  deep  water,  eight  new  piles,  four  under  each  track,  are  driven,  and  six  piles 
where  the  water  is  shallow.  The  bridge  is  also  being  renewed,  where  necessary,  in  its 
caps,  stringers  and  ties.  Six  thousand  creosoted  piles,  a  large  number  of  caps,  1,300 
Stringers,  and  many  of  the  double  cross-ties  and  vertical  sway  braces  are  now  in  place 
or  at  hand.  It  is  estimated  that  $100,000  will  be  expended  in  this  work*  the  larger  part 
being  necessitated  by  the  ravages  of  the  sea  worm. 

North  of  this  structure  a  short  pile  bridge  has  recently  been  filled,  and  still  further 
north  is  an  eight-bay  pile  bridge  in  poor  condition,  which  is  to  be  rebuilt 

The  trestle  over  the  Long  Island  railroad  and  the  Jamaica  plankroad  has  been  over¬ 
hauled,  and  is  in  good  physical  life.  Additional  I  beams  under  each  track  have  been 
placed  in  the  bridge  over  the  railroad.  The  iron  swing  draw-bridges  in  channels  of 
Jamaica  bay,  and  the  thr  ough  truss  over  the  Jamaica  plankroad,  are  in  good  order  and 
have  recently  been  painted.  They  have  good  floors.  There  are  over  five  miles  of  timber 
pile  and  trestle  bridging  in  the  road,  all  of  which  will  be  in  excellent  condition  when  the 
present  work  of  renewing  is  fully  completed. 

During  the  past  season  a  branch  road  has  been  constructed  between  the  south  end  of 
Jamaica  bridge  and  Far  Rockaway,  a  distance  of  three  miles.  It  is  a  single  track  line, 
has  no  bridging,  and  not  being  in  operation  its  inspection  was  omitted. 

The  train-sheds,  platforms  and  passenger-rooms  at  Rockaway  are  all  in  good  order. 
Along  the  beach,  between  the  southerly  terminus  and  Hammel  station,  at  south  end  of 
the  long  bridge,  a  distance  of  nearly  one  mile,  are  a  number  of  wayside  platforms,  used 
during  the  summer  season.  Some  of  these  have  been  fenced  in,  and  the  remainder  will 
now  be  thus  arranged,  with  ihe  view  of  increased  safety  in  the  loading  and  discharging 
of  the  large  crowds  of  passengers  transported  in  the  summer  months.  Along  the  Jamaica 
bay  bridge  a  number  of  new  fishing  stations  have  been  located.  At  these  a  strong  plat¬ 
form,  well  guard-railed,  is  provided.  The  depot  at  Aqueduct  and  Ozone  Park  are  as 
before  reported. 

All  of  the  passenger  cars  have  been  repainted  and  renovated.  Each  of  the  trucks  has 
been  thoroughly  overhauled,  and  fifteen  new  cars  of  same  construction  as  the  others 
have  been  added  to  the  equipment. 

Generally  the  property  has  been  greatly  improved,  especially  the  bridging,  and 
physically  the  safety  of  these  structures  appears  now  to  be  assured. 

Port  Jervis,  Monticello  and  New  York  Railroad. 

A  further  improvement  in  maintenance  of  way  has  been  made  since  the  inspection  of 
1886.  Five  additional  miles  of  steel  rail  has  been  laid,  making  a  total  of  nine  and  one- 
half  miles.  Of  the  fourteen  miles  of  iron  rail,  much  of  it  is  considerably  worn,  but  it  is 
proposed  to  lay  three  miles  more  of  steel,  which,  if  done,  will  probably  carry  the  iron 
rail  through  another  winter. 

A  large  renewal  of  cross-ties  was  made  last  year  and  10,000  are  to  be  renewed  this 
season,  which  will  bring  the  whole  to  a  strong  life.  On  the  heavy  grade  between  Rose 
Point  and  Gilman’s,  the  superstructure  has  been  placed  in  a  much  better  condition  than 
befoi'e  reported.  The  ties  have  been  largely  renewed,  ditches  opened,  road-bed  bal¬ 
lasted  to  some  extent  and  a  brtter  track  adjustment  exists.  Between  Gilman’s  and 
Monticello  a  like  improvement  has  been  made.  Where  the  steel  rails  are  laid  the  track 
is  in  excellent  condition  and  all  of  it  is  in  good  line  and  surface.  Along  the  mountain 
grade  and  uncultivated  lands  bordering  the  road  a  temporary  fence  of  two  strands  of 
wire  has  been  erected,  and  where  lands  are  cultivated  the  old  fence  is  in  fair  order. 
Each  of  the  openings  in  road-bed  was  carefully  examined,  and  all  were  found  in  strong 
life  of  timber,  and  each  has  now  a  good  floor  system.  Some  of  the  masonrv  abutments 
which  were  broken  and  falling  have  been  repaired.  The  depots  are  the  same  as  before 
reported  and  were  at  this  time  found  cleanly  and  well  maintained.  Generally  the 
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physical  condition  of  the  road  has  so  far  improved  since  the  first  inspection  made  for 
the  Commissioners  in  1883,  as  to  place  the  property  among  the  average  in  maintenance 
of  the  like  lateral  railroads  in  the  State. 


Prospect  Park  and  Coney  Island  Railroad. 

Steam  Division.  ■ 

There  is  no  particular  change  in  the  outline  of  this  property  since  the  previous 
inspection.  In  last  year’s  report  it  was  erroneously  stated  that  the  five  and  one-half 
miles  was  double-tracked.  At  the  northerly  end  and  on  the  steep  incline  (200  feet  per 
mile)  rising  up  to  the  Brooklyn  terminus,  there  is  about  one-third  mile  of  single-track 
road.  Recently  the  right  of  way  has  nearly  all  been  obtained  upon  which  to  construct 
a  double-track  road  from  the  city  line  at  South  Brooklyn  to  Gravesend  avenue,  where 
connection  will  be  made  with  the  main  line.  At  South  Brooklyn  connection  will  be 
made  with  the  Brooklyn  Terminal  railroad,  now  in  course  of  construction,  and  thence 
to  the  Thirty-ninth  Street  ferry.  This  new  branch  will  make  an  all-steam  road  from 
the  East  river  to  Coney  Island  via  Gravesend  avenue. 

For  the  early  season  of  the  year  when  inspection  was  made,  the  tracks  were  found  in 
excellent  surface  and  line.  One  hundred  tons  of  50-pounds  steel  rail  and  6,000  yellow- 
pine  sleepers  will  be  used  this  year  in  renewals.  The  pile  bridge  over  Coney  Island 
creek  and  the  two  other  short  openings  are  in  good  condition,  and  there  is  no  apparent 
decline  of  maintenance  in  any  physical  department  of  the  road.  All  the  cars  and 
engines  ai-e  undergoing  the  usual  spring  repairs  and  renovations,  and  such  as  have 
been  thus  treated  present  a  neat  appearance.  The  Coney  Island  depot  and  shops  are 
in  good  order.  The  platforms  at  wayside  stations  are  in  fair  condition,  and  the  entire 
property  has  a  clean,  thrifty  look. 

The  depot  corner  of  Ninth  avenue  and  Twentieth  street,  Brooklyn,  was  burned  early 
last  winter.  A  new  structure  of  fine  design  is  in  course  of  erection  and  the  train  yard 
being  remodeled,  with  the  view  of  expediting  the  movement  of  trains. 


Sea  View  Elevated  Railway. 

* 

After  the  inspection  of  this  road  last  season,  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners,  the  defects  found  in  the  pile-bridging  were  to  some  extent  made  good, 
but  the  work  done  was  of  a  temporary  character  and  requires  some  further  adjustment 
and  reinforcement.  Nothing  at  all  permanent  can  be  accomplished  until  new  piles  are 
driven  or  the  old  ones  cut  off  above  point  of  decay  and  suitable  sills  and  mud-sills 
provided,  changing  the  character  of  the  bridge  into  a  trestle. 

The  present  Inspection  reveals  just  how  far  and  in  what  manner  the  piles  which  are 
dry-rotted  at  the  surface  of  sand  have  been  strengthened.  At  every  second  bent  there 
has  been  at  each  outside  pile  another  set  up  alongside  of  it  with  tennon  reaching 
through  the  compound  cap,  and  bottom  of  pile  or  strut  set  upon  a  blocking  bedded  in 
the  sand  and  wedged  up  to  a  bearing  of  the  shoulder  of  tennon  under  the  cap  pieces. 
At  the  alternate  bents  each  decayed  pile  has  been  reinforced  by  driving  a  four-inch 
square  yellow-pine  scantling  on  two  opposite  sides  of  the  pile,  and  the  scantling  and 
pile  spiked  together.  To  some  extent  the  vertical  sway  braces  on  the  bents  have  been 
respiked  to  piles. 

The  above  work  is  crude  and  temporary,  and  is  so  understood  by  the  officers  of  the 
road.  It  was  stated  to  your  inspector  that  a  thorough  rebuilding  of  this  elevated  piling 
in  roadway  was  contemplated  another  year,  %■  e.,in  1889.  After  a  carefui  examination  of 
this  temporary  repairing,  there  appears  to  be  a  necessity  for  some  further  work  this 
season.  At  points,  the  additional  pile  or  strut  has  settled  away  from  its  bearing  under 
the  cap  and  really  affords  but  little  support.  They  should  be  wedged  up  to  under  side  of 
caps.  Additional  spiking  appears  also  necessary  where  the  scantling  is  driven  to  over¬ 
come  the  partly  decayed  pile  at  surface  of  the  sand,  and  the  vertical  sway  braces  should 
be  further  strengthened  by  new  stay  pieces  where  necessary,  and  a  more  secure  fasten¬ 
ing  to  the  piles  in  some  instances.  Other  than  the  foregoing,  there  does  not  appear  to 
be  any  serious  defect  or  dangerous  decline  in  the  maintenance  of  way. 

A  few  of  the  iron  girders  near  the  westerly  end  of  road  need  very  much  to  be  painted. 
The  iron  bridges  spanning  avenues  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  square  yellow-pine 
posts  used  in  elevating  some  portions  of  the  road  are  yet  iu  good  life. 

The  piling  referred  to  is  at  and  near  the  east  end  of  road,  where  a  change  of  line 
was  contemplated  in  the  near  future  at  time  of  construction.  The  foregoing  suggestions 
carefully  executed,  will  undoubtedly  make  the  road  safe  for  the  present  year. 


Silver  Lake  Railroad, 

A  single-track  road  about  seven  miles  in  length,  between  Silver  Springs  station  on  the 
New  York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  railroad  and  the  village  of  Perry  at  the  foot  of  Silver 
Lake.  A  connection  is  also  made  with  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railroad 
via  the  Perry  branch  to  Silver  Lake  junction.  The  latter  road  has  a  trackage  over  the 
Silver  Lake  railroad.  The  road  was  found  in  a  somewhat  better  condition  than  when 
last  examined.  There  is  yet  two  and  one-half  miles  of  iron  rail  in  the  superstructure, 
much  of  which  is  considerably  worn,  and  its  line  and  surface  is  very  poor.  The  steel 
rail  is  iu  better  adjustment,  and  the  sleepers  are  generally  in  very  good  condition.  Care 
is  evident  in  keeping  the  draining  of  road-bed  well  developed,  which  aids  very  much  in 
keeping  up  of  track  surface,  as  there  is  very  little,  if  any,  ballast  on  the  road-bed.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  fencing  receive  more  attention,  especially  on  the  northern  end  of 
road.  The  small  openings  are  now  in  very  good  condition  and  the  one  truss,  an  iron  pin 
through  bridge,  about  thirty-feet  span,  located  at  the  extreme  southerly  end  of 
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track,  is  in  good  order.  No  change  has  been  made  in  the  depot  at  Perry,  the  only  pas¬ 
senger  depot  on  the  road  belonging  to  the  company.  It  is  an  awkward  structure  for  so 
large  a  place,  besides  being  altogether  too  small.  The  Erie  depot  at  Silver  Springs  and 
the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  depot  at  Silver  Lake  junction  are  much  better 
stations.  The  only  objection  to  the  permanent  way  of  this  property  is  the  poor  track 
adjustment,  which  even  with  an  unballasted  road-bed  could  readily  be  kept  in  much 
better  line  and  surface  and  make  a  smoother  riding  road. 


Skaneateles  Bailroad, 

Between  Skaneateles  village  and  Skaneateles  junction,  a  station  on  the  Central- 
Hudson  railroad.  It  is  about  five  miles  in  length.  No  particular  change  has  been 
made  in  the  physical  condition  of  this  property  since  the  inspection  of  1886.  About  one 
mile  of  steel  rail  has  been  laid,  and  the  rebuilding  of  trestles,  which  at  that  time  had 
not  been  renewed,  has  been  completed.  Each  of  the  openings  was  carefully  examined 
and  all  of  any  moment  were  found  in  a  very  strong  and  satisfactory  condition.  Two 
small  openings,  one  at  each  end  of  the  road,  should,  however,  be  renewed.  Generally  a 
good  flooring  is  provided  at  the  openings ;  a  few  have  as  yet  too  widely  spaced  ties 
which  would  be  better  if  they  were  more  closely  connected.  Inside  guards  of  rail 
iron  are  generally  on  all  bridge  floors.  The  iron  rail  is  considerably  worn,  but  timely 
renewals  have  thus  far  been  made  and  will  probably  continue  until  the  old  iron  is  all 
removed.  The  sleepers  are,  for  the  most  part,  in  good  life,  but  occasionally  sections  of 
track  were  observed  in  which  new  ties  are  necessary.  In  one  case  the  ties  for  one  rail 
length  were  very  poor  and,  being  on  a  curve,  their  renewal  should  be  prompt.  One 
entire  set  of  switch  ties  were  in  like  condition.  Attention  to  these  defects  was  sug¬ 
gested  to  the  superintendent  and  undoubtedly  the  renewals  were  made.  Little  work  had 
apparently  been  done  on  the  superstructure  for  this  year,  up  to  the  time  of  inspection, 
but  the  work  of  tie  renewal  had  commenced  and  new  sleepers  were  scattered  along  the 
road-bed.  No  attention  appears  to  be  given  to  the  cutting  of  weeds  and  the  cleaning 
up  of  roadway.  One  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  vertical  wall  along  a  mill  race  has 
recently  been  constructed.  The  one  depot  at  Skaneateles  was  found  in  good  condition. 
The  renewal  of  defective  sleepers  and  overhauling  of  the  two  short  openings  referred 
to  will  place  the  road  in  fair  order.  The  track  adjustment,  however,  should  receive 
more  attention.  A  small  amount  of  additional  labor  would  greatly  improve  the  line 
and  surface  of  the  superstructure,  but  the  removal  of  the  old  iron  will  be  necessary  to 
make  a  smooth  riding  road. 

Staten  Island  Bapid  Transit  Bailroad, 

A  double-track  road  between  Erastina  and  New  Dorp,  ten  and  one-half  miles,  and  single- 
track  between  New  Dorp  and  Tottenville,  eight  and  one-half  miles.  There  is  also  a 
newly  constructed  double-track  branch,  one  and  seven-tenths  miles  in  length,  between 
Clifton  junction  and  Anochar.  A  further  extension  from  Erastina  to  a  bridge  over  the 
Arthur  Kill,  opposite  Elizabethport,  N.  J.,  is  far  advanced  in  construction,  and  the 
bridge  is  about  completed. 

The  equipment  of  the  Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  is  quite  similar  to  that  on  the 
Elevated  railroads  in  the  city  of  New  York.  The  cars  are  without  steps,  and  platforms 
extend  out  even  with  the  sides  of  cars  and  have  gates  operated  by  train  men.  The 
motive  power  is  also  light,  and  may  be  readily  run  in  either  direction.  All  passenger 
stations  have  high  platforms,  quite  close  to  side  of  trains,  and  where  double-tracked  a 
platform  is  provided  for  each.  Many  of  the  stations  on  the  double  tracks  have  covered 
ways  above  the  road,  which  admit  of  crossing  from  one  platform  to  the  other  without 
passing  over  the  rails  at  grade.  The  yards  are  fenced,  and  in  depots  are  boxes  into 
which  tickets  are  dropped  before  entering  the  cars, 


Clifton  to  Tottenville. 

This  is  the  original  Staten  Island  railroad,  and  was  last  inspected  in  1884.  During  the 
past  two  years  a  second  track  has  been  laid  between  Clifton  and  New  Dorp.  The  old 
track  between  the  same  points,  and  on  to  Tottenville,  is  in  about  the  same  condition  as 
found  in  1884.  There  is  yet  four  miles  of  iron  rail  in  the  superstructure,  much  of  which 
is  considerably  worn,  The  adjustment  of  track  is  ordinary,  and  a  reballasting  of  the 
road-bed  would  be  a  potent  aid  in  maintaining  the  line  and  surface.  The  sleepers  are 
not  as  strongly  kept  up  as  desirable,  and  a  larger  number  of  renewals  are  suggested. 
There  are  no  truss  bridges  on  any  part  of  the  road  which  is  now  operated,  and  on  this 
particular  division  there  are  only  seven  openings  in  the  road-bed.  Six  of  these  are  from 
three  to  seven  feet  in  width,  and  one  of  fifty  feet  is  simply  a  cribbing  of  large  timber. 
These  openings  have  good  ties,  and  nearly  all  have  inside  guards  of  railroad  iron.  The 
fences  are  fairly  kept  up,  wire  being  used  for  renewal,  and  the  roadway  is  very  free  of 
weeds,  brush  and  debris.  At  Clifton  there  is  a  remodeled  depot  to  conform  with  the 
Rapid  Transit  cars,  but  it  is  insufficient  for  the  increased  business.  The  depot  at  Totten¬ 
ville,  and  train  house  attached,  is  the  same  as  before  reported,  excepting  the  high  plat¬ 
form.  This  depot  is  in  fair  condition,  and  appears  to  be  of  ample  size.  The  interme¬ 
diate  stations,  nine  in  number,  are  small  affairs.  They  all  have  the  high  platform,  and 
these  are  strongly  guard-railed.  Each  was  found  in  very  good  repair,  and  neatly  kept. 


Clifton  to  Erastina. 

This  division  has  been  in  operation  about  three  years  and  is  the  initial  of  the  rapid 
transit  system.  It  is  a  double-track  road  along  the  shore  of  the  island ;  has  easy  grades 
and  in  alignment  is  considerably  curved.  The  superstructure  is  laid  with  steel,  having 
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angle-bar  fastenings,  and  its  sleepers  are  closely  spaced.  Nearly  all  the  road-bed  is 
ballasted  with  broken  stone  and  the  track  adjustment  is  good.  There  are  several  pile 
bridges  crossing  channels  and  projections  of  the  bay  into  the  shore.  These  bridges 
have  generally  four  piles  to  each  double-track  bent,  and  being  in  some  instances  imper¬ 
fectly  driven,  a  settlement  has  occurred,  which  causes  constant  care  and  frequent 
blocking,  to  preserve  a  proper  surface  of  track.  Itip-rap  of  heavy  stone  on  the  bay  side 
of  the  bridges  is  absolutely  necessary,  if  a  road-bed  is  made  and  maintained.  Already, 
considerable  work  has  been  done  in  the  filling  of  the  piling  and  will  probably  be  con¬ 
tinued  until  they  are  all  filled  and  a  solid  road-bed  established.  A  channel  is  crossed 
with  a  three-truss  deck  plate-girder,  swinging  on  a  pivot  to  permit  the  passage  of 
boats.  It  is  a  forty-feet  clear-span  draw  and  in  good  condition.  A  number  of  the  pas¬ 
senger  stations  are  located  at  top  of  slope  in  cuttings  and  adjoining  streets  or  avenues. 
Steps  lead  directly  down  to  platforms  along  the  tracks  and  a  covered  way  is  carried 
across  the  same  and  steps  lead  down  to  the  opposite  track.  At  such  stations  the  cross¬ 
ing  of  the  rails  at  grade  is  avoided.  All  the  passenger  depots  are  good  frame  buildings, 
neatly  designed  and  well  finished  and  furnished.  Copeland  gates  are  used  at  all  import¬ 
ant  grade  crossings.  They  are  connected  overhead  with  chains  and  pulleys  instead  of 
underground,  as  usually  done.  Ice  and  sleet  has  not  affected  them  and  for  about  three 
years  they  have  worked  satisfactorily.  In  one  instant  these  gates  are  actuated  inde¬ 
pendent  of  each  other  from  a  tower,  by  the  Elliott  system  pneumatic  force. 


Anochar  Branch. 

At  Clifton  junction  a  Saxby  and  Farmer  lever  and  interlocking  system  is  used  for 
the  moving  of  switches  and  signals.  The  branch  is  double-tracked  and  is  very  well 
constructed.  It  was  opened  for  traffic  but  a  short  time  before  this  inspection.  There 
are  three  strongly-built  trestles  of  yellow-pine  timber  and  each  has  a  good  floor.  In 
one  of  these  is  a  through  plate-girder  over  a  street.  The  alignment  is  considerably 
curved,  two  of  which  have  a  radies  of  350  feet.  Fort  Wadsworth  and  Anochar  have  each 
suitable  depots.  They  are  frame  structures  in  Queen  Anne  style  of  architecture  and  have 
covered  platforms  and  comfortable  individual  sittings. 

The  road  has  a  large  passenger  traffic,  especially  during  the  summer  months,  and  its 
further  development  is  assured.  It  is  in  very  good  condition  excepting  the  defective 
piling.  At  present  this  is  carefully  watched  and  any  disturbance  promptly  corrected.

Syracuse,  Ontario  and  New  York  Railroad. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (1886),  a  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  physical 
condition  of  this  road.  During  the  past  two  years  all  of  the  iron  rail,  much  of  which 
was  too  much  worn,  has  been  removed  and  heavy  steel  rail  substituted.  The  rails 
are  nearly  all  secured  at  ends  with  angle-bars,  and  are  laid  alternate  joints,  which 
method  is  now  used  by  nearly  all  the  railroads  in  the  State.  At  Georgetown  a  new 
frame  depot  has  been  built  on  the  east  side  of  tracks;  also  other  betterments,  such  as 
water-tanks,  sidings,  and  to  some  extent  repairs  of  buildings.  A  careful  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  openings  was  made,  and  generally  found  in  a  better  condition  than 
before  reported.  The  matter  of  bridge  flooring  has  received  attention,  and  now  all  of 
these  are  provided  with  ties,  closely  spaced,  and  have  suitable  guard-rails.  There  are 
a  number  of  single  and  more  spans  of  pile  bridges  on  the  southern  end  of  the  line,  a 
few  of  which  require  renewal,  and  a  number  should  have  a  wider  and  firmer  approach 
from  adjoining  road-bed.  This  is  an  essential  matter  and  should  not  be  neglected.  In 
the  matter  of  cross-sleepers,  there  appears  a  conspicuous  want  of  renewals  to  properly 
hold  the  rails  in  strong  gauge ;  and  to  preserve  a  better  surface  of  track  there  should  be 
a  considerable  amount  of  reballasting,  and,  to  some  extent,  ditching  of  wet  cuttings. 
With  these  necessary  renewals  a  better  adjusted  superstructure  can  be  maintained, 
which  would  be  an  improvement  on  its  present  condition.  About  one  mile  north  of  Caze- 
novia  there  is  a  tunnel  about  1.600  feet  in  length,  cut  through  a  shale  rock,  and  lined  with 
masonry,  constructed  of  a  thin  coursed  stone.  The  area  of  the  opening  is  limited,  and 
by  reason  of  a  portion  of  the  bench-walls  bulging  inward,  it  was  stated  that  the  roof  of 
tunnel  would  be  removed,  making  au  open  cutting.  Care  has  been  taken  to  support  or 
uphold  the  falling  bench-walls  by  a  shoring  of  timber  in  a  manner  the  least  to  obstruct 
the  passageway.  The  defect  is  increasing  yearly,  and  an  open  cutting  or  relining  of 
the  tunnel  will  soon  be  necessary.  A  careful  watchfulness  is  maintained,  that  no  acci¬ 
dent  shall  occur.  There  are  a  number  of  iron  truss  bridges,  referred  to  in  detail  when 
last  reported.  These  are  in  good  condition,  but  for  the  increased  weight  of  engines 
proposed  to  be  used,  will  be  reinforced  to  meet  the  additional  stress.  A  few  grade  high¬ 
way  crossings  are  destitute  of  warning  signs,  and  the  fencing  is  not  all  of  it  as  strong 
as  desirable.  Effort  is  made  to  prevent  the  trespass  of  farm  stock,  but  a  new  fence 
much  of  the  way  is  required.  The  way  stations  are  generally  comfortable  frame  build¬ 
ings,  neatly  kept  and  furnished  reasonably  well. 
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As  before  stated,  the  improvement  made  by  the  new  steel  rail,  and  a  somewhat  better 
maintained  line  and  surface  of  track,  forms  a  striking  contrast  to  the  condition  in  which 
tliis  property  has  heretofore  been  found.  Should  the  suggestions  of  stronger  ties,  addi¬ 
tional  ballast,  and  a  more  perfect  adjustment  of  track  be  accomplished,  such  a  work, 
with  the  strengthening  of  timber  openings  and  road-bed  approaches,  would  bring  the 
road  to  an  excellent  condition. 


Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad, 

Including  the  Hobart  extension,  three  and  one-half  miles  long,  makes  the  total  length 
of  road  operated  about  eighty-two  miles.  A  further  extension  is  under  construction, 
but  no  rails  beyond  Hobart  have  as  yet  been  laid.  At  the  time  of  this  inspection,  nine 
miles  of  iron  rails  were  being  replaced  with  those  of  steel  weighing  sixty-two  pounds 
per  lineal  yard,  which  will  complete  the  renewal  of  iron  rail.  West  of  Phoenicia  a  con¬ 
siderable  re  ballasting  of  road-bed  has  been  done,  a  work  that  will  probably  be  extended 
over  all  the  road,  the  company  having  secured  a  very  good  bed  of  gravel  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  The  side  ditches  are  well  developed,  and  the  widening  of  embankments  has 
been  continued  until  they  are  all  very  well  filled  out.  There  has  been  a  further  renewal 
of  fencing  and  the  whole  is  fairly  kept  up.  The  deep  snows  of  last  winter  caused 
considerable  damage,  which,  however,  for  the  greater  part,  has  been  repaired.  The 
renewal  of  sleepers  was  in  progress,  and  a  large  number  were  distributed  along  the 
road.  They  are  worked  for  full  value  of  timber;  possibly  in  some  places,  they  remain 
too  long  in  track,  but  only  in  a  few  instances  were  they  noticed  as  too  old.  It  is 
suggested  that  on  sharp  curves  the  renewal  be  more  frequent.  In  1887,  28,000 
sleepers  were  renewed,  and  up  to  about  July  first  of  this  year,  12,000  had  been 
replaced.  Forty  thousand  per  year  is  about  the  annual  renewal  required,  on  a 
basis  of  six  years’  life  of  timber.  The  superstructure  is  very  well  adjusted ;  exceedingly 
so  on  some  sections.  The  alignment  of  curves  would  be  improved,  for  a  time  at  least, 
if  under  instrumental  guidance  for  one  relining.  In  surface,  the  track  was  in  good 
adjustment.  Great  care  is  evident  in  the  maintenance  of  all  bridges  and  openings, 
from  the  excellent  condition  in  which  they  were  found.  All  openings  of  every  nature 
in  the  road-bed  have  now  a  strong  floor  system,  many  of  which  are  quite  new,  and 
where  were  when  last  inspected  open  floors,  T  rails  have  been  substituted  for  wooden 
girders,  up  to  spans  of  about  ten  feet.  Many  cattle-guards  have  been  filled  and  slats 
substituted.  At  highway  crossings,  the  cross-fences  are  neatly  whitewashed  and 
closely  connected  with  the  cattle-guards.  The  roadway  is  neatly  kept  the  entire  width. 
Two  spans  of  Queen  trusses  near  Shokan  have  been  rebuilt,  as  proposed  when  last 
inspected.  Near  this  bridge  is  one  span  of  eighteen  and  two  spans  of  sixteen  feet  girder 
rod-trusses,  the  timber  in  which  is  rather  old,  and  their  renewal  is  desirable.  Near 
Halcottsville  are  twelve  bays  of  trestle  bridge  on  pile  foundations.  The  bents  are  in  poor 
condition,  and  two  spans  of  Howe  trussing  are  to  be  substituted.  Near  Olive  Branch  are 
five  bays  of  trestle-work  which  are  to  be  changed  to  a  fifty-feet-span  Howe  truss.  East 
of  Stamford  are  two  or  three  openings  having  poor  masonry  substructures,  and  bents 
are  used  to  uphold  the  girders.  East  of  Roxbury  is  a  newly  built  fifty-feet-span  through 
Howe  truss,  and  in  two  instances  Queen  trusses  have  been  erected.  In  all,  there  are 
one  iron  box  girder  over  a  street  in  Rondout,  one  iron  riveted  Pratt  truss  over  Esopus 
creek,  and  twelve  Howe  trusses  from  one  to  six  spans  from  fifty  to  seventy-two  feet  in 
clear;  in  all,  twenty-five  spans.  There  are  four  girder  rod-trusses  from  sixteen  to' 
twenty  feet  in  clear ;  two  pile  bridges  of  two  spans  each ;  eleven  trestle  bridges  from 
three  to  twelve  bays  each;  in  all,  sixty-one  bays,  ten  to  sixteen  feet  in  clear,  and  about 
sixty  openings  of  single  span,  from  eight  to  twenty  feet  in  width.  The  foregoing  does 
not  include  cattle-guards  and  openings  under  eight  feet.  A  few  openings  have  been 
filled  after  providing  for  drainage,  and  a  number  of  masonry  substructures  have  been 
relaid. 

Each  successive  inspection  of  this  property  has  shown  advancement  in  its  permanent 
way,  yet  there  is  still  opportunity  for  betterment  which  will  undoubtedly  be  attained. 
The  reballasting  of  superstructure,  the  better  adjustment  of  curves,  and  the  more  per¬ 
manent  construction  of  some  of  the  mechanical  structures,  are  matters  that  will 
undoubtedly  receive  attention,  especially  as  the  road  is  developing  a  large' and  increas¬ 
ing  business.  No  particular  change  has  been  made  in  the  passenger  stations  since  the 
last  inspection.  A  newly  located  and  constructed  depot  has  been  added  at  Pine  Hill.  It 
is  a  neat  structure,  has  covered  platforms,  and  is  well  furnished.  A  renovation  and  the 
lowering  of  platforms  of  a  number  of  combined  freight  and  passenger  buildings  is 
desirable.  They  were  all  found,  however,  in  fair  repair  and  generally  neatly  kept. 


Wallkill  Valley  Railroad, 

A  single-track  road  between  Kingston  and  Montgomery,  thirty-three  and  one-half 
miles  in  length.  Last  year  three  and  one-half  miles  of  steel  rails  were  laid,  completing 
the  removal  of  iron  from  the  superstructure.  At  the  ending  of  the  present  season, 
28,000  sleepers  will  have  been  renewed  since  the  inspection  of  1886,  which  brings  them  to 
a  strong  condition.  There  probably  never  was  more  than  a  thin  coating  of  gravel'on 
the  road-bed,  and  that  has  become  about  worn  out.  It  would  be  much  easier  to  main¬ 
tain  the  surface  and  line  of  track  if  it  were  slightly  raised  upon  a  bed  of  fresh  gravel. 
At  time  of  this  inspection  nearly  all  of  the  superstructure  was  in  quite  ordinary 
adjustment;  too  much  so  for  a  road  of  its  importance. 

During  the  past  season  eighteen  miles  of  fencing  has  been  renewed,  with  a  five-strand 
wire  fence,  and  there  is  yet  much  of  the  roadway  that  requires  a  stronger  enclosure.  A 
number  of  cattle-guards  and  six  trestle  under-crossings  or  waterways  have  been  filled, 
after  providing  box  culverts  or  large  iron  pipes  for  drainage  There  are  a  number  of 
small  trestles  in  road-bed,  some  of  which  are  quite  too  old  and  will  be  changed  to 
masonry  and  girder  structures.  It  is  suggested  that  all  of  such  temporary  construe- 
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tions  be  rebuilt  in  same  permanent  manner.  In  renewing  the  minor  openings,  T  rails 
are  used  for  girders  up  to  widths  of  about  eight  feet.  A  number  of  abutments  were 
noticed  as  being  in  a  shattered  condition  and  should  be  rebuilt.  An  A  truss,  south  of 
New  Paltz,  and  a  timber  pier  under  it  has  a  few  partly  decayed  members.  Over  the 
Wallkill  are  two  spans  of  through  Pratt  trusses,  the  iron  work  of  which  needs  repaint¬ 
ing,  and  the  thirteen  bays  of  trestle  adjoiuing  require  some  renewals.  A  number  of 
straining  beam  trusses  over  streets  in  Kingston,  and  many  of  the  trestles  and  short 
openings  have  three-inch  oak  plank  for  ties,  which  would  be  insufficient  in  case  of 
derailment.  Crossing  Rondout  creek  and  the  canal  is  a  high  iron  viaduct  of  several 
spans,  in  connection  with  a  deck  Howe  truss  and  a  trestle  bridge.  The  trestle  has  been 
partly  filled,  but  owing  to  a  slide  of  material  the  work  was  discontinued.  Another 
attempt  to  fill  at  least  a  large  portion  of  the  trestle  was  intended  to  be  made  this  fall. 
The  Howe  truss  is  in  good  condition  and  forms  the  approach  to  the  iron  viaduct  on  the 
south  end.  The  viaduct  proving  insufficient  in  strength  of  its  trusses  and  in  its  iron 
piers,  resort  has  been  made  to  furnish  additional  support  by  erecting  bents  of  yellow- 
pine  timber.  A  few  of  these  beuts  rest  upon  piling  in  bed  of  stream,  for  which  ice¬ 
breakers  are  suggested  to  prevent  their  dislodgement  by  the  usual  spring  flow  of  ice.  A 
few  of  the  truss  diagonals  have  been  reinforced,  as  suggested  by  the  Commissioners. 
Undoubtedly  the  structure  is  now  sufficient  to  carry  the  weight  imposed,  but  the  method 
of  reinforcement  appears  costly  for  such  temporary  results.  Each  of  the  passenger 
depots  were  examined  and  found  in  about  the  same  condition  as  reported  in  1886. 
Several  of  them  really  need  to  be  renovated. 


Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Kailroad. 

The  length  of  roads  operated  by  this  company  in  New  York  State,  aggregates  about 
314  miles,  all  of  which  is  single  track. 


Main  Line , 

Buffalo  to  Olean  and  Pennsylvania  State  line,  a  distance  of  about  seventy-eight 
miles.  The  defective  timber  in  the  short  openings,  so  conspicuous  in  the  inspection  of 
1886,  has  been  removed.  Fifty-five  of  these,  from  one  to  four  bays  each,  have  been 
rebuilt  and  a  number  have  been  filled,  after  providing  box  culverts  or  cast-iron  pipe 
for  waterways.  South  of  Aurora  an  arch  culvert  has  been  constructed  and  openings 
filled,  while  near  Buffalo  a  number  of  pile  bridges  have  been  renewed.  In  several 
instances,  abutments  have  been  constructed  and  iron  beams  have  superseded  wooden 
girders.  The  broken  parapets  to  the  wings  of  abutments  at  bridge  32  have  been  relaid, 
also  the  entire  abutments  of  bridge  33.  At  bridge  35,  where  was  a  too  old  Howe  truss, 
there  is  now  a  plate-girder  of  sixty-five-feet  span,  with  newly  built  abutments.  Several 
of  the  iron  trusses  have  reinforced  floor  systems  and  all  the  Howe  trusses  have  additional 
truss  rods.  Bridge  42  has  a  new  pile  trestle  approach.  Bridge  50,  a  through  Howe  truss 
of  125-feet  span,  is  bented  at  first  panel  point.  The  upper  chords  show  too  great  age 
and  the  flow  of  ice  makes  benting  objectionable.  A  new  bridge  is  suggested.  It  would 
also  be  for  the  better,  if  a  few  embankment  approaches  were  widened.  The  strengthen¬ 
ings  and  renewals  since  the  last  inspection  place  the  openings  in  good  condition.  All 
of  the  road-bed  is  well  drained  and  the  track  adjustment  exceedingly  good,  excepting 
between  Olean  and  State  line  where  an  ordinary  line  and  surface  prevails.  New  steel, 
weighing  sixty-seven  pounds  per  yard,  has  been  laid  between  Hillsdale  juuetion  and 
Olean  and  between  Buffalo  and  Chaffee,  in  all  about  thirty-one  miles.  The  sleepers 
have  been  allowed  to  depreciate  in  strength  to  such  a  degree  as  to  necessitate  a  very 
large  renewal.  At  time  of  this  inspection,  as  during  the  previous  examination,  too  many 
old  ties  were  in  the  superstructure  and  often  a  number  in  continuity  that  were  incom¬ 
petent  to  properly  hold  the  rails  in  gauge.  New  ties  were  distributed,  but  the  work  of 
placing  them  appeared  too  slow  for  the  emergency.  In  all  other  respects  the  permanent 
way  was  found  in  very  good  condition. 

A  new  passenger  and  freight  depot  combined  has  been  erected  at  Ebenezer  and  the 
depot  at  Arcade  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled.  At  other  stations  no  change  has  been 
made  and  each  were  found  about  as  reported  in  1886.  The  hidings  at  Olean  are  in  very 
bad  order  and  most  of  those  in  the  yard  at  Buffalo  are  too  much  worn  for  service.  The 
Buffalo  yard  was  being  relaid,  and  it  is  suggested  that  at  least  the  sidings  adjoining  the 
main  track  in  the  Olean  yard  be  renewed. 


Buffalo  to  Brockton  and  Pennsylvania  State  Line. 

This  division  is  about  eighty  miles  in  length  and  in  outline  is  the  same  as  noted  on 
page  90  of  the  Report  of  Commissioners  for  1886.  All  the  openings  in  road-bed  were 
carefully  examined,  especially  the  many  trestles  adjoining  the  track  of  the  Nickel  Plate 
road  which  for  about  foity-six  miles  is,  in  construction,  a  double-track  road.  The 
joint  maintenance  of  these  double-track  structures  ceases  above  the  caps  of  trestles  or 
the  floor  beams  of  two  truss  double-track  bridges.  There  are  a  large  number  of  these 
joint  structures,  the  renewal  of  which  has  in  part  been  done,  but  leaving  many  stringer 
bridges  yet  to  be  rebuilt.  The  timber  for  these  renewals  is  delivered,  but  the  rebuild¬ 
ing  has  been  neglected,  or  at  least  at  too  slow  rate  for  absolute  emergency. 

On  the  flats  near  Buffalo  are  a  number  of  trestles  from  one  to  six  bays  each.  1  lie 
bents  and  lagging  are  hemlock  timber,  decayed  so  far  as  to  be  almost  useless.  The 
stringers  are  pine  timber,  in  fair  life.  Oak  piles  have  been  driven  for  new  bents  at 
each  bay  of  these  bridges.  They  have  not  been  capped  and  the  stringers  rest  on 
the  old  bents.  The  stringers  of  these  openings  should  be  transferred  to  the  new  pile 
bents.  East  of  West  Seneca  is  an  eight-feet  span  trestleway,  the  bents  of  which,  under 
both  tracks,  are  almost  entirely  decayed.  At  West  Seneca  is  a  ten-feet  span  trestle  in 
like  condition.  Piles  are  driven  under  the  road  for  new  bents.  Under  the  Nickel  Plate 
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track  the  structure  is  in  very  bad  condition.  Bridges  Nos.  4  and  5  are  low  Pratt  through 
trusses,  both  of  which  need  a  new  floor.  A  ten-feet  single  span  trestle,  very  old,  has  a 
thirty-six  inch  cast-iron  pipe.  Opening  is  to  be  filled.  Another  old  trestle,  same  span, 
has  inside  oak  bents  of  six  by  eight  inches  section,  in  fair  life.  The  stringers  are  too 
old  under  both  tracks,  and  the  whole  should  be  at  once  renewed  or  filled  up.  There  are 
several  more  single-bay  trestles  that  have  cast-iron  pipe  for  drainage.  These  openings 
should  be  promptly  filled.  An  eight-feet  span  trestle  waterway  has  very  badly  decayed 
lagging  in  rear  of  bents,  and  liable  to  have  the  road-bed  fall  away  at  the  end  of  track 
stringers.  Several  more” openings  are  in  the  same  condition ;  one  especially  which  also 
has  decayed  bents  under  both  roads.  Trestles  8  and  9  are  of  new  construction.  Bridge  10 
has  seventeen  bays  filled  and  sixteen  bays  renewed  in  pine  timber.  The  stringers  are 
light  and  a  little  old;  all  this  trestle  could  be  filled.  Eighteen-mile  Creek  viaduct,  one 
hundred  feet  in  extreme  height,  was  being  reinforced  with  heavier  floor  beams.  Bridge 
12,  consisting  of  seven  bays  of  hemlock  trestle,  has  some  too  old  timber  in  it.  New  pine 
timber  is  at  hand  for  renewal.  Timber  is  also  delivered  to  renew  all  the  old  trestles. 
A  ten-feet-span  trestle  has  bents  and  lagging  very  much  decayed ;  the  sills  are  turning 
inward,  and  the  whole  should  be  renewed  at  once.  Bridge  17  consists  of  seven  bays  of 
hemlock  trestle  which  should  be  immediately  rebuilt;  also  a  ten-feet  trestle  opening 
fifteen  feet  high,  is  in  bad  condition,  owing  to  decay  and  action  of  frost.  Bridge  16  A  is 
a  similar  structure.  It  has  a  main  post  broken.  The  Angola  trestle,  an  extensive 
structure,  is  all  new  excepting  stringers  and  ties.  A  new  flooring  of  ties  is  needed. 
West  of  Angola  is  an  under-farm-crossing  of  ten-feet  span  which  has  two  broken  posts 
and  one  other  post  partly  decayed.  This  structure  should  be  renewed  under  both  roads. 
Bridge  17  is  a  trestle  of  nineteen  bays,  and  is  being  rebuilt  of  pine  timber.  Seventeen 
A  is  a  twelve-feet  span  trestle,  the  bents  of  which  lean  inward.  A  temporary  bent  has 
been  placed  in  center  of  span.  The  bents  of  trestles  eighteen  and  nineteen  have  been 
renewed  with  pine  timber,  but  a  new  floor  on  nineteen  is  necessary.  Bridge  20  was  form¬ 
erly  a  trestle  about  five  hundred  feet  in  length.  A  twenty-feet  span  timber  under-farm¬ 
crossing  has  been  constructed,  and  remainder  of  trestle  filled.  Bridge  20  A  is  a  single¬ 
span  and  has  sills  decayed  and  split  under  both  roads.  Bridge  21  consists  of  three  spans 
of  through  Pratt  trusses  and  twenty-eight  bays  of  pile-bridge,  in  which  are  now  interme¬ 
diate  pine  bents.  In  the  pile-bridge  was  an  awkward  piece  of  trussing,  which  has  been 
removed  and  piling  substituted.  Bridge  22  is  now  a  strong  pile-bridge  where  was  a  Howe 
truss.  Bridge  22  C  is  a  short  trestle  which  has  been  renewed  under  the  track  of  the  New 
York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  road,  but  this  road  has  still  the  original  hemlock  bents,  which 
are  in  bad  condition.  Bridge  23  was  a  trestle  about  seventy-five  feet  in  length.  There 
is  now  a  pipe  culvert  and  trestle  is  filled.  Bridge  24  is  a  long  trestle  with  two  short  spans 
of  deck  Howe  trusses  over  streets,  and  one  long  span  of  deck  Pratt  truss  over  stream. 
The  trestle  bents  have  been  rebuilt  of  pine  timber  resting  on  stone  foundations.  The 
Howe  bridges  have  three  trusses  and  the  floor  beams  are  of  oak,  six  by  eight  inches 
section.  These  floor  beams  spring  considerable  under  trains  and  they  have  been,  more 
or  less,  cut  by  the  frequent  driving  of  spikes  in  relining  of  track.  The  trusses  appear 
light  and  their  entii’e  renewal  is  advisable.  The  through  lattice  over  a  street  near  Silver 
Creek  depot  has  reinforced  lower  chords.  Bridge  26,  a  trestle  of  five  bays,  requires  a 
new  floor  of  ties.  Bridge  27  is  a  similar  structure.  It  has  very  old  hemlock  bents  and 
caps  are  crushing;  the  timber  for  renewal  is  at  hand  and  should  be  at  once  utilized. 
Bridge  29  is  a  high  trestle  of  eight  baj>s.  It  has  been  allowed  to  remain  too  long ;  a  num¬ 
ber  of  posts  and  caps  are  considerably  decayed.  The  next  three  trestles  have  been 
rebuilt,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  too  old  ties,  they  are  in  good  condition.  Bridge 
33  was  a  trestle  about  500  feet  long.  All  but  four  bays  have  been  filled.  The  west 
abutment  of  bridge  34  has  been  rebuilt.  Between  Brockton  and  the  State  line  are 
forty-five  single  bays  of  trestle  work,  from  eight  to  eleven  feet  in  clear  spans  and  ten 
trestles  which  have  from  three  to  twenty-four  bays  each.  Ail  of  these  structures  have 
been  renewed  in  pine  timber  and  were  found  in  very  good  condition,  excepting  most 
of  them  have  three-inch  oak  plank  for  ties.  There  are  two  Howe  trusses  of  about  sixty- 
feet  spans  each.  These  trusses  are  of  excellent  construction  and  in  strong  life  of  timber. 
They  have  good  masonry  substructures.  The  most  urgent  need  of  this  division,  after 
the  securing  of  the  openings,  is  the  very  great  want  of  new  sleepers  to  take  the  place  of 
the  too  old  hemlock  ties  between  Buffalo  and  Brockton.  These  ties  are  so  badly  run 
down  that  frequently  six  and  seven  in  continuity  were  seen  that  were  scarcely  able  to 
hold  a  spike,  and  were  unfit  to  remain  in  the  track.  Between  Brockton  and  State  line 
they  are  in  much  better  average  life,  but  a  more  extensive  renewal  is  also  needed  on 
the  west  end  of  road.  New  sleepers  were  distributed,  but  the  work  of  putting  them 
in  place  was  not  being  urged  as  necessity  appeared  to  require.  The  line  and  sur¬ 
face  of  track,  where  it  adjoins  the  New  York,  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  railroad,  is  in  very 
good  adjustment,  but  west  of  Brockton  the  superstructure  is  in  quite  ordinary  line  and 
surface.  The  drainage  of  road-bed  is  generally  well  developed  and  the  fencing  east  of 
Brockton  is  in  very  good  order.  No  change  has  been  made  in  passenger  stations ;  each 
was  found  neatly  kept  and  mostly  in  good  repair.  At  Angola,  the  water  crane  has  been 
moved  westward,  avoiding  the  stopping  of  trains  upon  the  high  trestle  east  of  the  depot. 

Olean  to  Pennsylvania  State  Line , 

A  single-track  road,  along  the  valley  and  adjoining  the  Allegheny  river.  Thirty- 
five  miles  of  this  division  is  in  the  State  of  New  York.  Since  the  last  inspection 
twelve  miles  of  steel  rail  has  been  laid,  leaving  about  three  miles  of  iron  rail, 
most  of  which  is  in  fair  condition.  The  superstructure  is  in  very  good  order, 
the  ties  being  mostly  in  strong  life  and  surface  and  line  in  good  adjustment.  Bridge 
105  is  a  six-bay  pile  structure,  the  piles  of  which  are  somewhat  decayed  and  new 
oak  piles  of  large  size  were  being  driven.  South  of  Allegany  are  eight  bays  of 
Pil©  bridge ;  the  piles  are  hemlock  and  considerably  decayed.  This  bridge  could  readily 
be  filled.  At  the  same  point  are  two  spans  of  through  Howe  trusses,  160  feet  each  in 
length.  The  lower  chords  and  the  truss  rods  have  been  reinforced,  and  the  whole  rests 
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upon  substantial  masonry.  Following  are  fifty  bays  of  pile  trestle,  most  of  which  have 
beech  piles,  more  or  less  decayed.  Large  oak  piles  are  at  hand  for  renewals.  The 
stringers  are  pine  and  ties  of  oak,  all  in  good  condition.  This  floodway  cprmot  be  filled. 
The  long  pile  bridge  and  two  spans  of  through  Howe  trusses  near  the  grade  crossing 
of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  and  the  Bradford  branch  of  the  Erie  railroad, 
is  all  in  very  fair  life.  Near  South  Carrolton  is  a  thirty-three-feet  span  low  through 
Howe  truss  with  a  bent  underneath  at  the  center  of  truss.  The  trusses  are  too  light 
and  reinforcements,  or  better,  a  new  bridge,  is  desirable.  The  connecting  track  and 
Howe  truss,  crossing  the  river  at  Salamanca,  has  been  abandoned.  There  are  four 
other  Howe  trusses,  from  thirty  to  100-feet  spans,  all  of  which  have  additional  truss 
rods.  There  are  also  two  plate-girder  bridges  of  thirty-three-feet  spans,  and  several 
timber  girders  at  openings  from  eight  to  sixteen  feet  in  width,  all  of  which  are  in  good 
order  and  have  good  masonry  substructures.  At  points  along  the  river  the  uphill  slopes 
have  slid  into  the  road-bed,  otherwise  the  drainage  is  very  good,  but  a  further  ballast¬ 
ing  of  road-bed  is  necessary-  No  change  has  been  made  in  the  depot  buildings.  They 
were  found,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  very  well  kept  and  in  good  repair. 

Narrow  Gauge  Division, 

(Three  feet  guage), 

From  Olean  to  Pennsylvania  State  line,  twelve  miles  in  length  in  New  York.  The  line  of 
this  road  is  nearly  a  continuous  curve,  and  it  has  a  maximum  grade  of  about  200  feet 
per  mile.  There  are  twenty  pile  and  trestle  bridges,  also  two  spans  of  through  Post 
truss  over  Allegheny  river.  The  trestles  are  nearly  all  on  sharp  curves  and  on  the  max¬ 
imum  grade.  They  aggregate  about  230  bays  of  fourteen  feet  each.  The  bents  are  of 
hemlock  and  stringers  of  pine  timber,  the  latter  having  been  lately  renewed,  or  rather 
taken  the  place  of  hemlock  stringers.  These  trestles  are  nearly  all  in  good  life  of  tim¬ 
ber,  and  those  in  part  defective  were  being  renewed.  Each  was  carefully  examined 
and  was  found  seriously  defective.  The  superstructure  is  but  crudely  kept  up.  Very 
little  attention  is  given  to  track  adjustment  and  the  road-bed  is  unballasted.  The 
sleepers  are  in  just  fair  life.  As  a  whole,  it  is  in  safe  condition  for  the  low  rate  of 
speed  with  which  trains  move.  A  third  rail,  for  about  two  miles  out  of  Olean,  accom¬ 
modates  a  very  large  tannery,  lately  erected.  The  depots  are  the  same  as  before 
reported.  Very  little  way  business  is  done. 


Hinsdale  Junction  to  Rochester, 

One  hundred  and  one  miles  in  length,  mostly  follows  the  tow-path  of  the  old 
Genesee  Valley  canal.  There  is  also  a  branch  road  from  terminal  junction,  near  Roch¬ 
ester,  to  Lincoln  Park,  about  two  and  one-half  miles  in  length.  This  branch  forms  a 
connection  with  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad.  No  material  change 
has  been  made  in  the  physical  condition  of  this  road  since  the  previous  inspection, 
made  in  1886.  The  entire  road  is  now  laid  with  steel  rail,  secured  in  part  at  ends  with 
fish-plates,  which  was  the  original  construction.  Recently  angle-bars  have  been  intro¬ 
duced,  and  it  is  suggested  that  they  be  placed  on  all  rails  on  sharp  curves.  A  large 
renewal  of  sleepers  is  also  suggested.  The  tieing  of  gauge  on  curves  is  very  well  kept 
up  and  the  extremely  abrupt  curves  are  rail-braced,  but  the  sleepers  on  tangent  lines 
are,  in  a  number  of  instances,  quite  run  down  and  generally  the  tangents  have  too 
many  old  ties.  Considerable  ballasting  has  at  times  been  done  on  the  northerly  end  of 
road,  but  on  southerly  end  there  is  very  little  gravel  under  the  superstructure.  The 
maintenance  of  track  adjustment  is  much  better  on  the  northerly  end;  as  a  whole, 
how’ever,  the  surface  and  line  of  track  are  very  good.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  Howe 
trusses,  each  of  which  was  examined  and  all  found  in  strong  life.  Additional  truss  rods 
have  been  placed  in  nearly  all  of  these  bridges.  All  of  the  pile  and  trestle  bridges  and 
stringer  openings  were  inspected.  In  some  of  these  openings  box  culverts  have  been 
constructed  or  cast-iron  pipe  used  for  passage  of  water  and  the  opening  filled.  South 
of  Belfast  are  three  separate  pile  bridges,  each  about  200  feet  in  length.  Of  these,  the 
first  two  could  be  filled  up,  after  providing  an  opening  for  water,  and  the  third  bridge 
could  be  partly  filled.  The  bents  of  first  two  bridges  are  diagonal  with  line  of  road  and 
train  movement  causes  them  to  oscillate,  which  is  objectionable.  The  piles  are  tall  and 
slim  and  good  abutments  with  a  short  truss  would  be  much  better.  The  long  pile  bridge 
crossing  the  flats  at  Hinsdale  junction  has  been  strongly  rebuilt.  Five  and  one-half 
miles  of  new  steel  has  been  laid,  and  on  forty-five  curves  the  rail  has  been  changed  to  bring 
the  unworn  side  of  head  against  the  flanges  of  wheels,  the  rail  having  become  much  worn. 
Eighty-six  thousand  sleepers  were  used  in  1887  and  1888,  up  to  time  of  this  inspection  and  it 
was  stated  that  34,000  more  would  be  renewed  before  winter.  The  sleepers  had  been 
allowed  to  depreciate  rather  too  much  before  extensive  renewals  began.  The  passenger 
stations,  which  are  mostly  combined  with  freight  departments,  are  in  good  repair,  but 
some  of  them  need  painting.  All  were  found  neatly  kept ;  Portage,  and  two  or  three  o  flier 
stations,  exceptionally  so.  A  new  depot  has  been  erected  at  Nunda.  It  is  very  comfort¬ 
ably  furnished  and  has  two  waiting-rooms  and  all  conveniences.  At  Rochester,  the  old 
station  near  the  canal  has  been  in  part  abandoned,  and  passenger  trains  use  the  train 
house  and  waiting-room  of  the  Central-Hudson  road.  At  a  point  south  of  the  Erie  via¬ 
duct,  near  the  Genesee  falls,  the  road-bed  has  slid  down  the  steep  bluff  and  into  the 
Genesee  river,  the  track  being  moved  back  as  the  moving  material  required,  and  a  pile 
bridge  driven  to  hold  line  of  road.  Effort  is  being  made  to  thoroughly  drain  this 
side  hill  slope  and  hold  it  at  rest.  Constant  watchfulness  is  given  this  piece  of  road¬ 
bed,  and  little  movement  has  been  noticed  the  past  season.  In  general,  the  Genesee 
Yalley  Canal  division  is  in  very  good  maintenance  throughout,  much  better  than  some 
of  the  other  portions  of  the  road.  Your  inspector  was  informed,  both  by  the  officers  of 
this  road  and  those  in  charge  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  road,  that  the 
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defective  timber  work  on  the  Lake  Shore  division  would  be  promptly  repaired.  Subse¬ 
quently  a  statement  of  these  repairs  was  received  from  Mr.  McCreary,  engineer  of  main¬ 
tenance  of  way  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  railroad,  which  gives  a 
detailed  account  of  the  work  done,  and  is  attached  to  this  report.  That  this  road  will  be 
brought  to  a  first-class  condition,  if  material  and  labor  are  furnished  those  in  charge, 
is  quite  well  assured  by  the  thoroughness  with  which  work  has  been  done  where  such 
provision  has  been  made.

The  above  is  in  addition  to  the  ties  put  in  during  the  last  week  in  July,  say  about 
8,000  more. 

On  the  Buffalo  division,  the  defective  timber  work  has  been  rebuilt  or  repaired  in  all 
the  small  openings. 

On  the  Rochester  division,  narrow*  gauge  line,  the  work  of  renewal  and  repair  has 
been  continued. 

On  the  Pittsburgh  division,  the  bents  have  been  renewed  in  trestles  12, 14, 26,  27  and  29 ; 
this  comprises  all  the  larger  trestles  that  had  not  previously  been  rebuilt.  The  bents 
and  ties  have  been  renewed  in  the  following  single -span  openings:  Nos.  17  B,  22  C,  34  A, 
34  B,  34  C,  34  E,  34  F,  34  G,  35  A,  35  B,  16  B  and  16  C ;  the  timber  is  now  framed  and  being 
erected  in  15  B,  15  C  and  15  D.  The  stringers  have  been  shifted  to  the  new  bents  in 
trestles  Nos.  2  and  3. 

The  ties  in  Silver  Creek  trestle  No.  24,  are  all  being  renewed  and  the  outer  stringer 
brought  in  and  packed  with  the  two  under  the  rail.  This  work  is  nearly  Completed. 
The  two  Howe  truss  spans  in  this  trestle  are  now  being  rebuilt. 

The  ties  in  other  openings  that  were  defective  have  been  repaired  with  the  best  of  the 
ties  taken  out  of  trestle  24  and  ties  have  been  ordered  to  renew  all  these  trestle  floors. 
The  portions  of  trestles  17  and  31  that  were  not  renewed  have  now  been  filled  up. 
No.  3  K  has  been  filled,  as  also  all  the  openings  where  cast-iron  pipe  drains  were  in 
place.  The  banks  have  been  widened  at  trestles  Nos.  12, 14,  26,  27  and  29. 

The  work  of  putting  in  ties  is  being  continued  and  will  be  kept  up  until  the  season 
closes.  Over  400,000  ties  have  been  purchased  on  this  line  during  the  fiscal  year  up  to 
date,  and  more  are  being  arranged  for.  Twenty-eight  hundred  tons  of  steel  rail  is  being 
put  in  the  main  track  between  Buffalo  and  Chaffee,  and  the  rail  taken  is  being  used  for 
repairs  elsewhere,  and,  on  the  whole,  we  shall  be  in  better  shape  when  winter  comes 
than  for  a  long  time  previously.

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GENERAL  RAILROAD  ACT. 


CHAP.  140,  LAWS  OF  1850. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  companies  and  to 

regulate  the  same.

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Manner  of  organization ;  articles  to  be  filed  in  office  of  Secretary  of  State. 

Section  1.  Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  twenty-five,  may  form 
a  company  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  a 
railroad  for  public  use  in  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property,  or  for 
the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  operating  any  unincorporated  railroad 
already  constructed  for  the  like  public  use ;  and  for  that  purpose  may 
make  and  sign  articles  of  association,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  name 
of  the  company ;  the  number  of  years  the  same  is  to  continue ;  the  places 
from  and  to  which  the  road  is  to  be  constructed,  or  maintained  and 
operated ;  the  length  of  such  road  as  near  as  may  be,  and  the  name  of  each 
county  in  this  State  through  or  into  which  it  is  made,  or  intended  to  be 
made ;  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  which  shall  not  be 
less  than  $10,000  for  every  mile  of  road  constructed,  or  proposed  to  be  con¬ 
structed,  and  the  number  of  shares  of  which  said  capital  stock  shall  con¬ 
sist,  and  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  thirteen  directors  of  the 
company,  who  shall  manage  its  affairs  for  the  first  year,  and  until  others 
are  chosen  in  their  places.  Each  subscriber  to  such  articles  of  association 
shall  subscribe  thereto  his  name,  place  of  residence,  and  the  number  of 
shares  of  stock  he  agrees  to  take  in  said  company.  On  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  next  section,  such  articles  of  association  may  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall  indorse  thereon  the  day 
they  are  filed,  and  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  him  for 
that  purpose ;  and  thereupon  the  persons  who  have  so  subscribed  such 
articles  of  association,  and  all  persons  who  shrill  become  stockholders  in 
such  company,  shall  be  a  corporation  by  the  name  specified  in  such  arti¬ 
cles  of  association,  and  shall  possess  the  powers  and  privileges  granted  to 
corporations,  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  title  3  of  chap¬ 
ter  18  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  except  the  provisions  con¬ 
tained  in  the  seventh  section  of  said  title.

Conditions  of  filing. 

§  2.  Such  articles  of  association  shall  not  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  until  at  least  $1,000  of  stock  for  every  mile 
of  railroad  proposed  to  be  made  is  subscribed  thereto,  and  ten  per  cent 
paid  thereon  in  good  faith,  and  in  cash,  to  the  directors  named  in  said 
articles  of  association ;  nor  until  there  is  indorsed  thereon,  or  annexed 
thereto,  an  affidavit  made  by  at  least  three  of  the  directors  named  in  said 
articles,  that  the  amount  of  stock  required  by  this  section  has  been  in  good 
faith  subscribed,  and  ten  per  cent  paid  in  cash  thereon  as  aforesaid,  and 
that  it  is  intended  in  good  faith  to  construct  or  to  maintain  and  operate  the 
road  mentioned  in  such  articles  of  association,  which  affidavit  shall  be 
recorded  with  the  articles  of  association,  as  aforesaid.

Evidence  of  incorporation. 

.  §  3.  A  copy  of  any  articles  of  association  filed  and  recorded  in  pursuance 
with  this  act,  or  of  the  record  thereof,  with  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  aforesaid 
indorsed  thereon  or  annexed  thereto,  and  certified  to  be  a  copy  by  the 
Secretary  of  this  State,  or  his  deputy,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the 
incorporation  of  such  company,  and  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Manner  of  subscribing  for  additional  stock. 

§  4.  When  such  articles  of  association  and  affidavit  are  filed  and  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  directors  named  in  said  articles 
of  association  may,  in  case  the  wdiole  of  the  capital  stock  is  not  before  sub¬ 
scribed,  open  books  of  subscription  to  fill  up  the  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
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pany,  in  such  places  and  after  giving  such  notice  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  and  may  continue  to  receive  subscriptions  until  the  whole  capi¬ 
tal  stock  is  subscribed.  At  the  time  of  subscribing,  every  subscriber  shall 
pay  to  the  directors  ten  per  cent  on  the  amount  subscribed  by  him,  in 
money;  and  no  subscription  shall  be  received  or  taken  without  such 
payment. 

Directors  and  their  election  ;  their  numbers  ;  vacancies  ;  inspectors  of 
election  ;  qualifications  for  director ;  purchasers  of  property  of  rail¬ 
road  corporation  m'ay,  with  others,  become  a  corporation  and  asso¬ 
ciate  with  any  number  of  persons  and  make  and  file  articles ;  not  to 
authorize  increase  of  fare. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  thirteen  directors  of  every  corporation 
formed  under  this  act  to  manage  its  affairs,  and  said  directors  shall  be 
chosen  annually,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  stockholders  voting  at 
such  election,  in  such  mariner  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of 
the  corporation,  and  they  may  and  shall  continue  to  be  directors  until 
others  are  elected  in  their  places.  In  the  election  of  directors  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  personally  or  by  proxy,  on 
every  share  held  by  him  thirty  days  previous  to  any  such  election ; 
and  vacancies  in  the  board  of  directors  shall  be  filled"  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.  The  inspect¬ 
ors  of  the  first  election  of  directors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board 
of  directors  named  in  the  articles  of  association.  No  person  shall  be  a 
director  unless  he  shall  be  a  stockholder,  owning  stock  absolutely  in  his 
own  right  and  qualified  to  vote  for  directors  at  the  election  at  which  he  shall 
be  chosen  ;  and  at  every  election  of  directors  the  books  and  papers  of  such 
company  shall  be  exhibited  to  the  meeting  if  a  majority  of  the  stockholders 
present  shall  require  it.  And  whenever  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  the 
real  estate,  track  and  fixtures  of  any  railroad  corporation  which  has  here¬ 
tofore  been  sold,  or  may  be  hereafter  sold,  by  virtue  of  any  mortgage  exe¬ 
cuted  by  such  corporation,  or  execution  issued  upon  any  judgment  or 
decree  of  any  court  shall  acquire  title  to  the  same  in  the  manner  prescribed 
bylaw,  such  purchaser  or  purchasers  may  associate  with  him  and  them 
any  number  of -persons,  and  make  and  acknowledge  and  file  articles  of 
association  as  prescribed  by  this  act.  Such  purchaser  or  purchasers  and 
their  associates  shall  thereupon  be  a  corporation  with  all  the  powers,  privi¬ 
leges  and  franchises,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  said  act.  The 
purchaser  or  purchasers  or  the  grantee  or  grantees  of  any  purchaser  or 
purchasers  of  the  real  estate,  track  and  fixture^  of  any  railroad  corpora¬ 
tion  which  has  heretofore  been  sold,  or  may  be  hereafter  sold,  by  virtue  of 
any  mortgage,  or  by  virtue  of  any  judgment,  decree  or  order  of  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises,  may  associate  with  him  or  them  any 
number  of  persons  and  make  and  acknowledge  and  file  articles  of  associa¬ 
tion  as  prescribed  by  the  first  section  of  this  act;  such  articles  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  filed  when  there  is  indorsed  thereon  an  affidavit  made  by  at 
least  three  of  the  directors  named  in  said  article,  that  it  is  intended  in  good 
faith  to  maintain  and  operate  the  road  mentioned  in  such  articles,  and 
upon  the  filing  thereof,  so  indorsed,  the  parties  making  such  articles  of 
association  and  their  associates,  shall  thereupon  be  a  corporation  with  all 
the  powers,  privileges  and  franchises,  and  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  Nothing  herein  contained  shalL  be  construed  to  authorize  any 
company  organized  under  this  act  to  charge  any  greater  rate  of  fare  than 
they  were  authorized  by  law  to  charge  previous  to  such  reorganization.

Officers,  how  appointed. 

•  §  6.  The  directors  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  president ;  they  may 
al^b  appoint  a  treasurer  and  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 
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Subscriptions,  bow  paid  and  bow  forfeited. 

§  7.  The  directors  may  require  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company  to  pay  the  amount  by  them  respectively  subscribed,  in  such  man¬ 
ner  and  in  such  installments  as  they  may  deem  proper.  If  any  stock¬ 
holder  shall  neglect  to  pay  any  installment  as  required  by  a  resolution  of 
the  board  of  directors,  the  said  board  shall  be  authorized  to  declare  his 
stock,  and  all  previous  payments  thereon,  forfeited  for  the  use  of  the  com¬ 
pany  ;  but  they  shall  not  declare  it  so  forfeited  until  they  shall  have  caused 
a  notice  /in  writing  to  be  served  on  him  personally,  or  by  depositing  the 
same  in  the  post-office,  properly  directed  to  him  at  the  post-office  nearest 
his  usual  place  of  residence,  stating  that  he  is  required  to  make  such  pay¬ 
ment  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  said  notice  ;  and  that  if  he  fails  to 
make  the  same,  his  stock  and  all  previous  payments  thereon  will  be  for¬ 
feited  for  the  use  of  the  company ;  which  notice  shall  be  served  as  afore¬ 
said,  at  least  sixty  days  previous  to  the  day  on  which  such  payment  is 
required  to  be  made. 

Stock  declared  personal  estate  ;  company  prohibited  from  purchasing  the 
same. 

.§  8.  The  stock  of  every  company  formed  under  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
personal  estate  and  shall  be  transferable  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws  of  the  company,  but  no  share  shall  be  transferable  until  all  pre¬ 
vious  calls  thereon  shall  have  been  fully  paid  in  ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  such  company  to  use  any  of  its  funds  in  the  purchase  of  any  stock  in 
its  own  or  in  any  other  corporation. 

Capital  stock  ;  how  it  may  be  increased ;  notice  to  be  published ;  penal¬ 
ties  for  violation. 

§  9.  In  case  the  capital  stock  of  any  company  formed  under  this  act  is 
found  to  be  insufficient  for  constructing  and  operating  its  road,  such  com- 

Sany  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  all  its  stock- 
olders,  and  the  written  approval  of  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
until  such  time  as  there  shall  be  appointed  a  board  of  railroad  commis¬ 
sioners,  and  after  that  with  the  written  approval  of  such  board,  increase 
its  capital  stock,  from  time  to  time,  to  any  amount  required  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  aforesaid.  Such  increase  must  be  sanctioned  by  a  vote  in  person,  or 
by  proxy,  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  all  the  stockholders  of  the  company, 
at  a  meeting  of  such  stockholders,  called  by  the  directors  of  the  company 
for  that  purpose,  by  a  notice  in  writing  to  each  stockholder,  to  be  served 
on  him  personally,  or  by  depositing  the  same,  properly  folded  and  directed 
to  him  at  the  post-office  nearest  his  usual  place  of  residence,  in  the  post- 
office  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  such  meeting.  Such  notice  must  state 
the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  its  object,  and  the  amount  to 
which  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  capital  stock.  The  proceedings  of 
such  meeting  must  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
company,  and  thereupon  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  may  be 
increased  to  the  amount  sanctioned  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of 
all  the  stockholders  of  the  company  as  aforesaid.  A  copy  of  such  notice 
shall  also  be  published  within  the  county  where  the  main  office  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  located,  once  a  week  for  four  weeks  prior  to  such 
meeting,  in  a  newspaper  to  be  designated  by  the  State  Engineer  and  Sur¬ 
veyor,  until  such  time-  as  a  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  be 
appointed,  and  after  that  time  by  such  Board,  and  in  no  case,  and  under 
no  circumstances,  shall  any  railroad  company  of  this  State  increase  its 
stock  except  upon  tne  notice  and  with  the  approval  herein  provided.  Any 
officer  or  director  of  any  railroad  company  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  less  than  six.  months  and  by  fine  not 
exceeding  $1,000.  (Thus  amended ,  Laws  of  1880,  chap.  133.)

General  Railroad  Act. 


Xiiabiliti.es  of  stockholders. 

§  10.  Each  stockholder  of  any  company  formed  under  this  act  shall  be 
individually  liable  to  the  creditors  of  such  company,  to  an  amount  equal 
to  the  amount  unpaid  on  the  stock  held  by  him,  for  all  the  debts  and  lia¬ 
bilities  of  such  company,  until  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock  so 
held  by  him  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  company,  and  all  the  stockholders 
of  any  such  company  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  for  the  debts 
due  or  owing  to  any  of  its  laborers  and  servants,  other  than  contractors, 
for  personal  services  for  thirty  days’  service  performed  for  such  company, 
but  shall  not  be  liable  to  an  action  therefor  before  an  execution  shall  l^e 
returned  unsatisfied  in  whole  or  in  part  against  the  corporation,  and  the 
amount  due  on  such  executions  shall  be  the  amount  recoverable,  with  costs, 
against  such  stockholders ;  before  such  laborer  or  servant  shall  charge 
such  stockholder  for  such  thirty  days’  services  he  shall  give  him  notice  in 
writing  within  twenty  days  after  the  performance  of  such  service  that  he 
intends  so  to  hold  him  liable,  and  shall  commence  such  action  therefor 
within  thirty  days  after  the  return  of  such  execution  unsatisfied,  as  above 
mentioned ;  and  every  such  stockholder  against  whom  any  such  recovery 
by  such  laborer  or  servant  shall  have  been  had,  shall  have  a  right  to 
recover  the  same  of  the  other  stockholders  in  said  corporation,  in  ratable 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  the  stock  they  shall  respectively  hold  with 
himself ;  and  all  laws  whereby  the  stockholders,  officers  and  agents  of  any 
railroad  corporation  are  made  individually  liable  for  the  debts  or  liabili¬ 
ties  of  such  corporation  beyond  the  provisions  contained  in  the  act  enti¬ 
tled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to 
regulate  the  same,”  passed  April  2, 1850,  and  the  acts  amending  the  same, 
are  hereby  repealed.  ( Thus  amended  by  Laws  of  1854,  chap.

Representative  stock. 

§11.  No  person  holding  stock  in  any  such  company,  as  executor, 
administrator,  guardian  or  trustee,  and  no  person  holding  such  stock  as 
collateral  security,  shall  be  personally  subject  to  any  liability  as  stock¬ 
holder  of  such  company;  but  the  person  pledging  such  stock  shall  be 
considered  as  holding  the  same,  and  shall  be  liable  as  a  stockholder 
accordingly ;  and  the  estates  and  funds  in  the  hands  of  such  executor, 
administrator,  guardian  or  trustee,  shall  be  liable  in  like  manner,  and  to 
the  same  extent  as  the  testator,  or  intestate,  or  the  ward  or  person 
interested  in  such  trust  fund  would  have  been  if  he  had  been  living  and 
competent  to  act,  and  held  the  same  stock  in  his  own  name. 

Payment  of  laborer’s  wages  ;  liability  of  railroad  company  ;  notice  to 
be  given  railroad  company  and  what  to  state  ;  how  verified  and 
served ;  when  actions  to  be  commenced. 

§  12.  As  often  as  any  contractor  for  the  construction  of  any  part  of  a 
railroad,  which  is  in  progress  of  construction,  shall  be  indebted  to  any 
laborer  for  thirty  or  any  less  number  of  days’  labor  performed  in  con¬ 
structing  said  road,  such  laborer  may  give  notice  of  such  indebtedness  to 
said  company  in  the  manner  herein  provided;  and  said  company  shall 
thereupon  become  liable  to  pay  such  laborer  the  amount  so  due  him  for 
such  labor,  and  an  action  may  be  maintained  against  said  company  there¬ 
for.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  said  laborer  to  said  company  within 
twenty  days  after  the  performance  of  the  number  of  days’  labor  for  which 
the  claim  is  made.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  state  the 
months  and  particular  days  of  the  month  upon  which  labor  was  performed 
and  remains  unpaid  for,  the  price  per  day,  the  amount  due,  with  the  name 
of  the  contractor  from  whom  due,  the  section  of  the  road  performed,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  such  laborer  or  his  attorney,  to  which  notice  an  affidavit 
shall  be  annexed,  made  by  such  laborer  or  his  attorney,  to  the  effect  that 
of  his  own  knowledge  the  statements  contained  in  such  notice  are  in  all 
respects  true.  Such  notice,  so  verified,  shall  be  served  on  an  engineer, 
agent  or  superintendent  employed  by  said  company,  having  charge  of  the 
section  of  the  road  on  which  such  labor  was  performed,  personally  or  by 
leaving  the  same  at  the  office  or  usual  place  of  business  of  such  engineer, 
agent  or  superintendent,  with  some  person  of  suitable  age.  But  no  action 
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shall  be  maintained  against  any  company,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  unless  the  same  is  commenced  after  ten  and  within  thirty  days 
after  notice  is  given  to  the  company  by  such  laborer  as  above  provided.

How  title  to  real  estate  is  acquired. 

§  13.  In  case  any  company  formed  under  this  act  is  unable  to  agree  for 
the  purchase  of  any  real  estate  required  for  the  purposes  of  its  incorpora¬ 
tion,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  title  to  the  same,  in  the  manner  and 
by  the  special  proceedings  prescribed  in  this  act.

By  petition  to  Supreme  Court ;  allegations  necessary ;  copy  petition, 
upon  whom  served. 

§  14.  For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  such  title,  the'  said  company  may 
present  a  petition,  praying  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners 
of  appraisal,  to  the  Supreme  Court,  at  any  general  or  special  term 
thereof  held  in  the  district  in  which  the  real  estate  described  in 
the  petition  is  situated.  Such  petition  shall  be  signed  and  verified 
according  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  such  court.  It  must  con¬ 
tain  a  description  of  the  real  estate  which  the  company  seeks  to 
acquire ;  and  it  must,  in  effect,  state  that  the  company  is  duly  incor¬ 
porated,  and  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  company,  in  good  faith,  to  con¬ 
struct  and  finish  a  railroad  from  and  to  the  places  named  for  that  purpose 
in  its  articles  of  association ;  that  the  whole  capital  stock  of  the  company 
has  been  in  good  faith  subscribed  as  required  by  this  act ;  that  the  com¬ 
pany  has  surveyed  the  line  or  route  of  its  proposed  road,  and  made  a  map 
or  survey  thereof,  by  which  such  route  or  line  is  designated,  and  that  they 
have  located  their  said  road  according  to  such  survey,  and  filed  certificates 
of  such  location,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  the  company,  in 
the  clerk’s  office  of  the  several  counties  through  or  into  which  the  said 
road  is  to  be  constructed ;  that  the  land  described  in  the  petition  is  required 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  operating  the  proposed  road ;  and  that 
the  company  has  not  been  able  to  acquire  title  thereto,  and  the  reason  of 
such  inability.  The  petition  must  also  state  the  names  and  places  of  resi¬ 
dence  of  the  parties,  so  far  as  the  same  can,  by  reasonable  diligence,  be 
ascertained,  who  own  or  have,  or  claim  to  own  or  have,  estates  or  interests 
in  the  said  real  estate ;  and  if  any  such  persons  are  infants,  their  ages,  as 
near  as  may  be,  must  be  stated ;  and  if  any  of  such  persons  are  idiots  or 
persons  of  unsound  mind,  or  are  unknown,  that  fact  must  be  stated, 
together  with  such  other  allegations  and  statements  of  liens  or  incum- 
Drances  on  said  real  estate  as  the  company  may  see  fit  to  make.  A  copy 
of  such  petition,  with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  the  same  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Supreme  Court,  must  be  served  on  all  persons  whose  interests 
are  to  be  affected  by  the  proceedings,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  presen¬ 
tation  of  the  same  to  the  said  court.

How  served  on  residents. 

1.  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  resides  in  this  State, 
and  is  not  an  infant,  idiot,  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  service  of  a  copy  of 
such  petition  and  notice  must  be  made  on  him,  or  his  agent  or  attorney, 
authorized  to  contract  for  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  described  in  the  peti¬ 
tion,  personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of 
the  person  on  whom  service  must  be  made  as  aforesaid,  with  some  person 
of  suitable  age. 
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How  served  on  non-residents,  if  residence  known  ;  copy  to  be  sent  by  mail. 

2.  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  resides  out  of  the 
State,  and  has  an  agent  residing  in  this  State,  authorized  to  contract  for 
the  sale  of  the  real  estate  described  in  the  petition,  such  service  may  be 
made  on  such  agent,  or  on  such  person  personally  out  of  the  State;  or  it 
may  be  made  by  publishing  the  notice,  stating  briefly  the  object  of  the 
application,  and  giving  a  description  of  the  land  to  be  taken,  in  the  State 
paper,  and  in  a  paper  printed  in  the  county  in  which  the  land  to  be  taken 
is  situated,  once  in  each  week  for  one  month  next  previous  to  the  presen¬ 
tation  of  the  petition.  And  if  the  residence  of  such  person  residing  out  of 
this  State,  but  in  any  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  the  British  colonies  in 
North  America,  is  known,  or  can  by  reasonable  diligence  be  ascertained, 
the  company  must,  in  addition  to  such  publication  as  aforesaid,  deposit  a 
copy  of  the  petition  and  notice  in  the  post-office,  properly  folded  and 
directed,  to  such  person  at  the  post-office  nearest  his  place  of  residence,  at 
least  thirty  days  before  presenting  such  petition  to  the  court,  and  pay  the 
postage  chargeable  thereon  in  the  United  States. 

How  served  on  infants. 

3.  If  any  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  is  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  resides  in  this  State,  such  service  shall  be  made  as 
aforesaid  on  his  general  guardian ;  or  if  he  has  no  such  guardian,  then  on 
such  infant  personally,  if  he  is  over  the  age  of  fourteen  years  ;  and  if  under 
that  age,  then  on  the  person  who  has  the  care  of,  or  with  whom  such  infant 
resides. 

How  served  on  idiots. 

4.  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  is  an  idiot,  or  of 
unsound  mind,  and  resides  in  this  State,  such  service  maj7  be  made  on  the 
committee  of  his  person  or  estate ;  or,  if  he  has  no  such  committee,  then 
on  the  person  who  has  the  care  and  charge  of  such  idiot  or  person  of 
unsound  mind. 

Service  where  residence  is  unknown. 

5.  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  is  unknown,  or  his 
residence  is  unknown,  and  cannot  by  reasonable  diligence  be  ascertained, 
then  such  service  may  be  made,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  by  pub¬ 
lishing  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  the  petition  will  be  presented, 
the  object  thereof,  with  a  description  of  the  land  to  be  affected  by  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  the  State  paper,  and  in  a  paper  printed  in  the  county  where 
the  land  is  situated,  once  in  each  week  for  one  month  previous  to  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  such  petition. 

Court  to  appoint  guardian  for  infants  and  idiots. 

C.  In  case  any  party  to  be  affected  by  the  proceedings  is  an  infant,  idiot, 
or  of  unsound  mind,  and  has  no  general  guardian  or  committee,  the  court 
shall  appoint  a  general  guardian  or  committee  to  attend  to  the  interests  of 
such  person  in  the  proceedings ;  but  if  a  general  guardian  or  committee  has 
been  appointed  for  such  person  in  this  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
general  guardian  or  committee  toattend  the  interests  of  such  infant,  idiot, 
or  person  of  unsound  mind  ;  and  the  court  may  require  such  security  to 
be  given  by  such  general  or  special  guardian  or  committee,  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of  such  infant,  idiot,  or  person  of  unsound 
mind ;  and  all  notices  required  to  be  served  in  the  progress  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  may  be  served  on  such  general  or  special  guardian  or  committee. 

Service  in  cases  not  enumerated. 

7.  In  all  cases  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  service  of  orders, 
notices,  and  other  papers  in  the  special  proceedings  authorized  by  this  act 
may  be  made  as  the  Supreme  Court  shall  direct. 

Appraisal  of  damages. 

§  15.  On  presenting  such  petition  to  the  Supreme  Court  as  aforesaid,  with 
proof  of  service  of  a  copy  thereof  and  notice  as  aforesaid,  all  or  any  of  the 
persons  whose  estates  or  interests  are  to  be  affected  by  the  proceedings 
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may  show  cause  against  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petition  and  may  dis¬ 
prove  any  of  the  facts  alleged  in  it.  The  court  shall  hear  the  proofs  and 
allegations  of  the  parties,  and  if  no  sufficient  cause  is  shown  against 
granting  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  it  shall  make  an  order  for  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  three  disinterested  and  competent  freeholders,  wTho  reside  in  the 
county  or  some  adjoining  county  where  the  premises  to  be  appraised  are 
situated,  commissioners  to  ascertain  and  appraise  the  compensation  to  be 
made  to  the  owners  or  persons  interested  in  the  real  estate  proposed  to  be 
taken  in  such  cbunty  for  the  purposes  of  the  company,  and  to  fix  the  time 
and  place  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  commissioners.  ( Thus  amended  by 
Laws  of  1854,  chap.  282.) 

Commissioners  of  appraisal ;  commissioners  to  make  report  to  Supreme 
Court. 

§  16.  The  commissioners  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  prescribed  by 
the  twelfth  article  of  the  Constitution.  Any  of  them  may  issue  subpoenas 
and  administer  oaths  to  witnesses;  a  majority  of  them  may  adjourn  the 
proceedings  before  them  from  time  to  time  in  their  discretion.  Whenever 
they  meet  except  by  the  appointment  of  the  court  or  pursuant  to  adjourn¬ 
ment,  they  shall  cause  reasonable  notice  of  such  meetings  to  be  given  to 
the  parties  interested,  or  their  agent  or  attorney.  They  shall  view  the 
premises  described  in  the  petition,  and  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of 
the  parties,  and  reduce  the  testimony  taken  by  them,  if  any,  to  writing, 
and  after  the  testimony  in  such  case  is  closed,  tliey,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
all  being  present,  shall,  witlioutany  unnecessary  delay,  and  before  proceed¬ 
ing  to  the  examination  of  any  other  claim,  ascertain  and  determine  the 
compensation  which  ought  justly  to  be  made  by  the  company  to  the  owners 
or  persons  interested  in  the  real  estate  appraised  by  them  ;  and  in  fixing 
the  amount  of  such  compensation  said  commissioners  shall  not  make  any 
allowance  or  deduction  on  account  of  any  real  or  supposed  benefits  which 
the  parties  interested  may  derive  from  the  construction  of  the  proposed 
railroad  or  the  construction  of  the  proposed  improvement  connected  with 
such  road  for  which  such  real  estate  may  be  taken.  But  in  case  such  real 
estate  shall  belong  to  any  other  railroad  company,  the  commissioners,  on 
fixing  the  amount  of  such  compensation,  shall  fixthesameatits  fair  value 
for  railroad  purposes.  They,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  also  determine 
what  sum  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  general  or  special  guardian  or  committee 
of  an  infant,  idiot  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  or  to  an  attorney  appointed 
by  the  court  to  attend  to  the  interests  of  any  unknown  owner  or  party  in 
interest  not  personally  served  with  notice  of  the  proceedings,  and  who  has 
not  appeared,  for  costs,  expenses  and  counsel  fees.  The  said  commissioners 
shall  make  a  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  Supreme  Court,  with  the 
minutes  of  the  testimony  taken  by  them,  if  any,  and  they  shall  be  entitled 
to  five  dollars  for  services  and  expenses  for  every  day  they  are  actually 
engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  paid  by  the  company, 
except  where,  the  owners  or  persons  interested  in  the  real  estate  fail  to 
have  awarded  them  more  than  the  amount  of  compensation  offered  them 
by  the  company  before  the  appointment  of  commissioners,  then  to  be  paid 
by  the  said  owners  or  persons  interested,  or  if  not  paid  by  them,  to  be 
oaid  by  the  company  and  deducted  from  the  amount  awarded.  Nothing 
herein  is  to  affect  or  apply  to  any  action  pending  or  proceeding  begun 
before  the  31st  day  of  December,  1880.  (Thus  amended.  Laws  of  1883, 
chap.

On  report  being  made,  company  to  give  notice  ;  report,  how  confirmed. 

§  17.  On  such  report  being  made  by  said  commissioners,  the  company 
shall  give  notice  to  the  parties,  or  their  attorneys,  to  be  affected  by  the 
proceedings,  according  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  said  court,  at  a  general 
or  special  term  thereof,  for  the  confirmation  of  such  report ;  and  the  court 
shall  thereupon  confirm  such  report  and  shall  make  an  order  containing  a 
recital  of  the  substance  of  the  proceedings  in  the  matter  of  the  appraisal, 
and  a  description  of  the  real  estate  appraised  for  which  compensation  is 
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to  be  made ;  and  shall  also  direct  to  whom  the  money  is  to  be  paid,  or  in 
what  bank,  and  in  what  manner  it  shall  be  deposited  by  the  company.

Order,  where  to  be  recorded  ;  its  effect  when  the  company  neglects  to  have 
order  recorded ;  real  estate  thus  acquired  for  public  use  ;  appeals 
when  heard ;  new  appraisal.  ■ 

§  18.  A  certified  copy  of  the  order  so  to  be  made,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
recorded  at  full  length  in  the  clerk’s  office  of  the  county  in  which  the  land 
described  in  it  is  situated,  and  thereupon  and  on  the  payment  or  deposit  by 
the  company  of  the  sums  to  bo  paid  as  compensation  for  the  land,  and  for 
costs,  expenses  and  counsel  fees,  as  aforesaid,  and  as  directed  by  said  order, 
with  interest  from  the  date  thereof,  the  company  shall  be  entitled  to  enter 
upon,  take  possession  of  and  use  the  said  land  for  the  purposes  of  its  cor¬ 
poration  during  the  continuance  of  its  corporate  existence,  by  virtue  of  this 
or  any  other  act ;  and  all  persons  who  have  been  made  parties  to  the  proceed¬ 
ings  shall  be  divested  and  barred  of  all  right,  estate  and  interest  in  such 
real  estate  during  the  corporate  existence  of  the  company,  as  aforesaid.  If 
the  company  shall  neglect  to  have  such  order  recorded  and  to  make  the 
payment  or  deposit,  as  herein  provided,  for  the  period  of  ten  days  after  the 
date  of  such  order,  any  party  to  such  proceedings  and  interested  therein 
may  at  his  election  cause  a  certified  copy  of  the  said  order  to  be  recorded 
as  aforesaid,  and  thereupon  the  moneys  therein  directed  to  be  paid,  with 
interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  said  order,  shall  be  a  debt  against  the 
company,  and  the  same  shall  be  a  lien  on  such  real  estate,  and  may 
be  enforced  and  collected  by  action  at  law  or  in  equity  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  with  costs.  Except,  nevertheless,  the  company  may  abandon  such 
proceedings  by  filing  within  thirty  days,  after  notice,  in  writing,  of  such 
recorded  order,  in  the  office  of  such  clerk  a  notice  of  its  determination 
to  do  so,  and  paying  the  reasonable  costs  and  expenses  of  such  party,  to 
be  ascertained  and  adjusted  on  motion  by  the  court  making  sucn  order. 
But  in  case  of  such  abandonment,  the  company  shall  not  renew  proceed¬ 
ings  to  acquire  title  to  such  lands  without  a  tender  or  deposit  in  court  of 
the  amount  of  said  award  and  the  interest  thereon.  All  real  estate  acquired 
by  any  company  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the 
purposes  of  its  incorporation,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  acquired  for  public 
use.  Within  twenty  days  after  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
missioners,  as  provided  for  in  the  seventeenth  section  of  this  act,  either 
party  may  appeal,  by  notice  in  writing  to  the  other,  to  the  Supreme  Court 
from  the  appraisal  and  report  of  the  commissioners.  Such  appeal  shall  be 
heard  by  the  Supreme  Court  at  any  general  or  special  term  thereof,  on  such 
notice  thereof  being  given  according  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  said 
court.  On  the  hearing  of  such  appeal  the  court  may  direct  a  new  appraisal 
before  the  same  or  new  commissioners,  in  its  discretion ;  the  second  report 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  all  the  parties  interested.  If  the  amount 
of  the  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  company  is  increased  by  the  second 
report,  the  difference  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  land  appraised,  and  shall  be 
paid  by  the  company  to  the  parties  entitled  to  the  same,  or  shall  be  depos¬ 
ited  in  the  bank  as  the  court  shall  direct,  and  if  the  amount  is  diminished, 
the  difference  shall  be  refunded  to  the  company  by  the  party  to  whom  the 
same  may  have  been  paid,  and  judgment  therefor  may  be  rendered  by  the 
court  on  the  filing  of  the  second  report  against  the  party  liable  to  pay 
the  same.  Such  appeal  shall  not  affect  the  possession  by  such  company  of 
the  land  appraised,  and  when  the  same  is  made  by  others  than  the  com¬ 
pany,  it  shall  not  be  heard  except  on  a  stipulation  of  the  party  appealing 
not  to  disturb  such  possession.  (Thus  amended,  Laws  of  1876,  chap.  198. ) 

Adverse  claims  to  compensation ;  how  settled. 

§  19.  If  there  are  adverse  and  conflicting  claimants  to  the  monev  or  any 
part  of  it,  to  be  paid  as  compensation  for  the  real  estate  taken,  the  court 
may  direct  the  money  to  be  paid  into  the  said  court  by  the  company,  and 
may  determine  who  is  entitled  to  the  same,  and  direct  to  whom  the  same 
shall  be  paid ;  and  may,  in  its  discretion,  order  a  reference  to  ascertain  the 
facts  on  which  such  determination  and  order  are  to  be  made. 
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Protection  of  unknown  parties;  amending  proceedings. 

§  20.  The  court  shall  appoint  some  competent  attorney  to  appear  for,  and 
protect  the  rights  of,  any  party  in  interest  who  is  unknown,  or  whose  resi¬ 
dence  is  unknown,  and  who  has  not  appeared  in  the  proceedings  by  an 
attorney  or  agent.  The  court  shall  also  have  power  at  any  time  to  amend 
any  defect  or  informality  in  any  of  the  special  proceedings  authorized  by 
this  act  as  may  be  necessary ;  or  to  cause  new  parties  to  be  added,  and  to 
direct  such  further  notices  to  be  given  to  any  party  in  interest  as  it  deems 
proper ;  and  also  to  appoint  othfer  commissioners  in  place  of  any  who  shall 
die,  or  refuse,  or  neglect  to  serve,  or  be  incapable  of  serving. 

Proceedings  when  title  is  defective ;  additional  land,  how  acquired ; 
water  rights  ;  right  of  way ;  acquiring  by  purchase ;  condemnation ; 
limitation ;  proviso  in  case  of  mortgagee  or  receiver. 

§  21.  If,  at  any  time  after  an  attempt  to  acquire  title  by  appraisal  of  dam¬ 
ages  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  title  thereby  attempted  to  be 
acquired  is  defective,  the  company  may  proceed  anew  to  acquire  or  per¬ 
fect  such  title  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  appraisal  had  been  made,  and  at 
any  stage  of  such  new  proceedings  the  court  may  authorize  the  corpora¬ 
tion,  if  in  possession,  to  continue  in  possession ;  and  if  not  in  possession,  to 
take  possession,  and  use  such  real  estate  during  the  pendency  and  until  the 
final  conclusion  of  such  new  proceedings ;  and  may  stay  all  actions  or  pro¬ 
ceedings  against  the  company  on  account  thereof,  on  such  company  paying 
into  court  a  sufficient  sum,  or  giving  security  as  the  court  may  direct,  to  pay 
the  compensation  therefor  when  finally  ascertained ;  and  in  every  such  case 
the  party  interested  in  such  real  estate  may  conduct  the  proceedings  to  a 
conclusion  if  the  company  delays  or  omits  to  prosecute  the  same.  And  if 
at  any  time  after  the  construction  of  any  railroad  operated  by  steam  by  any 
company  now  existing,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  created,  such  company, 
or  any  company  owning,  operating  or  leasing  such  railroad,  or  any 
mortgagee  or  mortgagees  in  possession  of  such  railroad,  or  person  or  per¬ 
sons  appointed  by  any  court  of  competent  authority  as  receiver  or 
receivers  of  any  such  railroad,  and  in  the  possession  of  and  operating  the 
same,  shall  require,  for  the  purposes  of  its  incorporation,  or  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  running  or  operating  any  railroad  so  owned,  leased  or  possessed 
as  aforesaid,  any  real  estate  in  addition  to  what  has  been  already  acquired 
for  the  purposes  of  such  railroad,  or  shall  require  any  further  right  to 
lands,  or  the  use  of  lands  for  switches,  turnouts,  or  for  filling  any  struc¬ 
tures  of,  or  for  constructing,  widening  or  completing  therewith  or  thereon 
any  embankments,  or  the  road-bed  of  such  railroad,  when  thereby  greater 
safety  or  permanency  may  be  secured,  and  such  lands  shall  be  contiguous 
to  such  railroad,  and  reasonably  accessible  to  the  place  where  the  same 
are  to  be  used  for  such  purpose  or  purposes,  or  for  the'  flow  of  water  occa¬ 
sioned  by  railroad  embankments  or  structures  now  in  use,  or  hereafter 
rendered  necessary,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  to  the  operation 
of  such  railroad ;  or  any  right  to  take  and  convey  water  from  any  spring, 
pond,  creek  or  river  to  such  railroad,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  thereof, 
together  with  the  right  to  build  or  lay  aqueducts  or  pipes  for  the  purpose 
of  conveying  such  water,  and  to  take  up,  relay  and  repair  the  same ;  or 
any  right  of  way  required  for  carrying  away  or  diverting  any  waters, 
streams  or  floods  from  such  railroad,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the 
Same,  or  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  any  embankment,  excavation  or 
structure  of  such  railroad  from  injuring  or  damaging  the  property  of  any 
person  or  parties  who  may  be  rendered  liable  to  injury  by  such  embank¬ 
ment,  excavation  or  structure,  as  the  same  may  have  been  constructed 
previous  to  such  time,  or  may  then  exist;  such  company,  or  mortgagee  or 
mortgagees,  person  or  persons  in  possession  as  aroresaid,  may  acquire 
such  additional  real  estate,  or  any  property  or  real  estate  which  they  now 
use  or  occupy,  or  right  of  way  or  other  rights  hereinbefore  specified,  by 
purchasing  the  same  of  the  person  or  parties  owning  the  same,  or  inter¬ 
ested  therein,  or  to  be  affected  thereby,  and  by  paying  to  such  parties 
such  damages  as  they  may  sustain  by  reason  thereof,  if  the  amount  of 
such  compensation  or  damages  can  be  agreed  upon  between  such  com¬ 
pany,  or  mortagee  or  mortgagees,  person  or  persons  in  possession,  and 
such  owner  or  owners,  or  parties  interested  in  such  additional  real  estate, 
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and  if  such  company,  or  mortgagee  or  mortgagees,  person  or  persons  in 
possession  shall,  for  any  cause,  be  unable  to  agree  for  the  purchase  of 
such  real  estate,  or  right  of  way,  or  other  rights,  or  shall  be  unable  to 
agree  upon  the  sum  which  shall  be  paid  to  such  persons  or  parties  in 
satisfaction  of  the  damages  they  may  sustain,  or  if  the  title  to  any 
such  real  estate,  or  right  of  way,  or  other  rights  already  acquired  or 
attempted  to  be  acquired,  shall  for  any  cause  prove  defective  or  imperfect, 
then,  and  in  every  such  case,  such  company,  or  mortgagee  or  mortgagees, 
person  or  persons  in  possession  of  and  operating  as  aforesaid  any 
such  railroad,  may  proceed  to  acquire  or  perfect  title  to  such  real  estate, 
or  right  of  way,  or  other  rights,  and  to  ascertain  and  appraise  such 
damages  in  the  manner  and  by  the  proceedings  hereinbefore  in  this  act 
prescribed.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  authorize  the  taking  of 
any  waters  that  shall  at  the  time  of  such  taking  be  commonly  used  for 
domestic,  agricultural  or  mu*  facturing  purposes  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
injuriously  interfere  with  such  use  in  the  future.  And  nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  authorize  any  railroad  corporation  to  acquire  any  such 
gravel  lands  not  contiguous  to  its  right  of  way,  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for 
any  railroad  company,  or  any  company  herein  named,  to  take  or  acquire, 
other  than  by  mutual  agreement,  any  right  or  easement  in  or  to  any  lands 
or  real  estate  owned  or  occupied  by  any  other  railroad  corporation  except¬ 
ing  the  right  to  intersect  or  cross  the  tracks  and  lands  owned  or  held  for 
right  of  way  by  such  other  company ;  such  intersection  and  crossing  to  be 
limited  to  points  where  the  same  can  be  made  without  appropriating  or 
affecting  any  lands  owned  or  held  for  depots  or  gravel  beds.  Provided, 
that  the  mortgagee  or  mortgagees,  receiver  or  receivers  in  possession 
of  any  railroad  as  aforesaid,  before  commencing  proceedings  to  ascertain 
and  appraise  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  present  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  court  under  whose  authority  they  are  acting,  or  to  any  court  of 
competent  authority,  for  permission  to  commence  such  proceedings,  which 
petition  shall  set  forth  that  such  real  estate,  right  of  way,  or  other  rights, 
as  aforesaid,  described  in  said  petition,  are  necessary  for  the  operation  of 
said  railroad,  or  for  the  protection  of  the  property  in  their  possession,  and 
a  copy  of  which  petition,  with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  the  same 
would  be  presented  to  said  court,  must  be  served  on  all  persons  whose 
interests  are  to  be  affected  by  the  proceedings,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  presentation  of  the  same  to  saicl  court,  and  no  proceedings  to  ascertain 
and  appraise  damages,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  taken  by  said  mortgagee  or 
mortgagees,  receiver  or  receivers,  as  aforesaid,  unless  they  shall  be  duly 
authorized  by  order  of  said  court.  ( Thus  amended,  Laics  of  1881,  chap.  649.)

Map  of  route  of  railroad  to  be  filed  before  construction ;  notice  to  occu¬ 
pants  of  lands;  objections  to  route,  how  made;  the  application  to 
Supreme  Court  to  be  accompanied  with  map  of  proposed  alterations; 
court  to  appoint  commissioners  to  examine,  who  may  affirm  or  alter 
route  ;  engineer  on  commission  to  concur  ;  determination,  map  and 
testimony  to  be  filed ;  appeals  ;  court  may  affirm  route  or  adopt  altera¬ 
tion;  the  pay  of  commissioners. 

§  22.  Every  company  formed  under  this  act,  before  constructing  any 
part  of  their  road  into  or  through  any  county  named  in  their  articles  of 
association,  shall  make  a  map  and  profile  of  the  route  intended  to  be 
adopted  by  such  company  in  such  county,  which  shall  be  certified  by  the 
president  and  engineer  of  the  company,  or  a  majority  of  the  directors,  and 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  road  is  to  be  made, 
or  in  the  office  of  register  in  counties  where  there  is -a  register's  office.  The 
company  shall  give  written  notice  to  all  actual  occupants  of  the  land  over 
which  the  route  of  the  road  is  so  designated  and  which  has  not  been  pur¬ 
chased  by,  or  given  to  the  company,  of  the  time  and  place  such  map  and 
profile  were  filed,  and  that  the  route  designated  thereby  passes  over  the 
land  of  such  occupant.  Any  occupant  or  owner  of  land  over  which  such 
route  passes,  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  proposed  location,  may,  within  fif¬ 
teen  days  after  receiving  written  notice  as  aforesaid,  give  ten  days’  notice 
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in  writing  to  such  company  and  to  the  owners  or  occupants  of  lands  to  be 
affected  by  any  proposed  alteration,  of  the  time  and  place  of  an  application 
to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  Court  in  the  judicial  district  where  said  lands 
are  situated  by  petition  duly  verified  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners 
to  examine  the  said  route ;  such  petition  shall  set  forth  the  petitioner’s 
objections  to  the  route  designated  by  the  company,  shall  designate  the 
route  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  alter  the  same,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
survey,  map  and  profile  of  the  route  as  designated  by  the  company,  and  of 
the  proposed  alteration  thereof,  copies  of  which  petition,  map,  survey  and 
profile  shall  be  served- upon  the  company  and  said  owners  or  occupants, 
with  the  notice  of  the  application.  If  the  said  justice  shall  consider  suf¬ 
ficient  cause  therefor  to  exist,  he  may,  after  hearing  such  parties  as  shall 
appear,  appoint  three  disinterested  persons,  one  of  whom  must  be  a  prac¬ 
tical  civil  engineer,  commissioners  to  examine  the  route  proposed  by  the 
company,  and  the  route  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  alter  the  same,  and,  after 
hearing  the  parties,  to  affirm  the  route  originally  designated  or  adopt  the 
proposed  alteration  thereof,  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  just  rights  of 
all  parties  and  the  public,  including  the  owners  or  occupants  of  lands  upon 
the  proposed  alteration,  but  no  alteration  of  the  route  shall  be  made  except 
by  the  concurrence  of  the  commissioner  who  is  a  practical  civil  engineer, 
nor  shall  an  alteration  be  made  which  will  cause  greater  damage  or  injury 
to  lands,  or  materially  greater  length  of  road,  thap  the  route  designated 
by  the  company  would  cause,  nor  which  shall  substantially  change  the 
general  line  adopted  by  the  company.  The  determination  of  the  commis¬ 
sioners  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  their  appointment,  be  made  and  cer¬ 
tified  by  them,  and  the  certificate,  with  the  petition,  map,  survey  and  pro¬ 
file,  and  any  testimony  taken  before  them,  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
register  of  the  county  in  counties  where  there  is  a  register,  otherwise  in 
that  of  the  county  clerk.  Within  twenty  days  after  the  filing  of  such  certi¬ 
ficate  any  party  may,  by  notice  in  writing  to  the  others,  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court  from  the  decision  of  the  commissioners,  which  appeal  shall 
beneard  and  decided  at  the  next  general  term  of  the  court  held  in  any  judi¬ 
cial  district  in  which  the  lands  of  the  petitioners,  or  any  of  them,  are  situated, 
for  which  the  same  can  be  noticed  accord  ing  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  said 
court.  On  the  hearing  of  such  appeal  the  court  may  affirm  the  route  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  company  or  may  adopt  that  proposed  by  the  petitioner.  Said 
commissioners  shall  each  be  entitled  to  three  dollars  per  day  for  their 
expenses  and  services,  to  be  paid  by  the  person  who  applied  for  their 
appointment ;  and  if  the  route  of  the  road  as  designated  by  the  company 
is  altered  by  the  commissioners,  and  their  decision  is  affirmed  on  appeal 
(if  an  appeal  be  taken),  the  company  shall  refund  to  the  applicant  the 
amount  so  paid.  ( Thus  amended,  Laws  of  1871,  chap.  560.)

Directors  may  change  route ;  survey  ;  may  acquire  land ;  alteration  in  city 
or  village ;  compensation ;  alteration,  how  effected,  when  bonds  have 
been  issued. 

§  23.  The  directors  of  every  company  formed  under  this  act  may,  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  their  whole  number,  at  any  time,  alter  or  change  the 
route,  or  any  part  of  the  route  of  their  road,  or  its  termini,  or  locate  the 
said  route,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  its  termini  in  a  county  adjoining  any 
county  named  in  the  articles  of  association,  if  it  shall  appear  to  them  that 
the  line  can  be  improved  thereby ;  and  they  shall  make  and  file  in  the  clerk’s 
office  of  the  proper  county  a  survey,  map  and  certificate  of  such  alteration 
09  change,  and  shall  have  the  same  right  and  power  to  acquire  title  to  any 
lands  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  company  in  such  altered  or  changed 
route  as  if  the  road  had  been  located  there  in  the  first  instance ;  and  no 
-such  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  city  or  village  after  the  road  shall 
have  been  constructed,  unless  the  same  is  sanctioned  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  common  council  of  said  city,  or  trustees  of  said  village ;  and 
in  case  of  any  alteration  made  in  the  route  of  any  railroad  after  the  com¬ 
pany  has  commenced  grading,  compensation  shall  be  made  to  all  persons 
for  injury  so  done  to  any  lands  that  may  have  been  donated  to  the  com¬ 
pany  ;  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  change  of  either 
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terminus  to  any  other  county  than  one  adjoining  that  in  which  it  was  pre¬ 
viously  located,  nor  the  reduction  of  the  amount  of  capital  stock  per  mile 
below  that  now  required  by  law.  All  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to 
the  first  location  and  to  acquire  title  to  land  shall  apply  to  every  such  new 
or  altered  portion  of  the  route.  Nor  shall  the  provisions  of  this  section 
authorize  the  alteration  of  the  route  or  terminus  of  any  railroad  in  any 
town,  county  or  municipal  corporation  which  has  issued  bonds,  or  any  town 
which  may  be  bonded,  but  whose  bonds  have  not  yet  been  issued,  or  sub¬ 
scribed  for,  and  taken  any  stock  or  bonds  in  aid  of  the  construction  of 
such  railroad  without  the  consent  in  writing  of,  and  subscribed  by,  a 
majority  of  the  tax  payers  appearing  upon  the  last  assessment- roll  of  said 
town,  county  or  municipal  corporation,  But  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
obtain  the  consent  of  such  tax  payers  in  order  to  authorize  the  extension 
to  a  new  terminus  where  such  terminus  after  the  change  will  remain  in  the 
same  village  or  city  as  theretofore.  But  nothing  herein  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  authorize  the  abandonment  of  any  portion  of  the  track  of  any 
railroad  as  described  in  its  articles  of  association.  {Thus  amended,  Laves 
Of  1886,  chap.  634.)

Crossings  and  intersections  ;  how  additional  land  for,  taken. 

§  24.  Whenever  the  track  of  a  railroad  constructed  by  a  company  formed 
under  this  act  shall  cross  a  railroad,  a  highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad, 
such  highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad  may  be  carried  under  or  over  the 
track,  as  may  be  found  most  expedient;  and  in  cases  where  an  embank¬ 
ment  or  cutting  shall  make  a  change  in  the  line  of  such  highway,  turn¬ 
pike  or  plankroad  desirable,  with  a  view  to  a  more  easy  ascent  or  descent, 
the  said  company  may  take  such  additional  lands  for  the  construction  of 
such  road,  highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad  on  such  new  line  as  may  be 
deemed  requisite  by  the  directors.  Unless  the  land  so  taken  shall  be  pur¬ 
chased  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  compensation  therefor  shall  be  ascer¬ 
tained  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  act  for  acquiring  title  to  real  estate, 
and  duly  made  by  said  corporation  to  the  owners  and  persons  interested  in 
such  lands.  The  same,  when  so  taken,  shall  become  a  part  of  such  inter¬ 
secting  highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad,  in  such  manner  and  by  such 
tenure  as  the  adjacent  parts  of  the  same  highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad 
may  be  held  for  highway  purposes. 

State  land,  how  acquired  by  company, 

§  25.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  shall  have  power  to  grant  to 
any  railroad  company  formed  under  this  act,  any  land  belonging  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  this  State,  which  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  their  road,  on 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  them ;  or  such  company  may  acquire 
title  thereto  by  appraisal,  as  in  the  case  of  lands  owned  by  individuals ;  and 
if  any  land  belonging  to  a  county  or  town  is  required  by  any  company  for 
the  purposes  of  the  road,  the  county  or  town  officers  having  the  charge 
of  such  land  may  grant  such  land  to  such  company,  for  such  compen¬ 
sation  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  The  land  included  in  the  State  reservation 
at  Niagara  and  the  the*  concourse  lands  on  Coney  Island  are  expressly 
exempted  from  the  provisions  of  this  section.  ( Thus  amended,  chap  601,

Title,  how  acquired,  when  trustees,  guardian  or  committee  are  not 
authorized  to  sell. 

§  26.  In  case  any  title  or  interest  in  real  estate  required  by  any  company 
formed  under  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  its  incorporation,  shall  be  vested 
in  any  trustee  not  authorized  to  sell,  release  and  convey  the  same,  or  in 
any  infant,  idiot  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  the  Supreme  Court  shall 
have  power,  by  a  summary  proceeding  on  petition  to  authorize  and 
empower  such  trustee,  or  the  general  guardian  or  committee  of  such 
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infant,  idiot,  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  to  sell  and  convey  the  same  to 
such  company,  for  the  purposes  of  its  incorporation,  on  such  terms  as  may 
be  just;  and  in  case  any  such  infant,  idiot,  or  person  of  unsound  mind, 
has  no  general  guardian  or  committee,  the  said  court  may  appoint  a  spe¬ 
cial  guardian  or  committee  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  sale,  release  or 
conveyance,  and  may  require  such  security  from  such  general  or  special 
guardian  or  committee  as  said  court  may  deem  proper.  But  before  any 
conveyance  or  release  authorized  by  this  section  shall  be  executed,  the 
terms  on  which  the  same  is  to  be  executed  shall  be  reported  to  the  court, 
on  oath ;  and  if  the  court  is  satisfied  that  such  terms  are  just  to  the  party- 
interested  in  such  real  estate,  the  court  shall  confirm  the  report,  and 
direct  the  proper  conveyance  or  release  to  be  executed,  which  shall  have 
the  same  effect  as  if  executed  by  an  owner  of  said  land  having  legal  power 
to  sell  and  convey  the  same. 

Weight  of  iron  rails  on  grades,  etc.;  how  to  apply  act. 

§  27.  No  company  formed  under  this  act  shall  lay  down  or  use  in  the 
construction  of  their  road  any  iron  rail  of  less  weight  than  fifty-six  pounds 
to  the  lineal  yard  on  grades  of  110  feet  to  the  mile  or  under,  and  not  less 
than  seventy  pounds  to  the  lineal  yard  on  grades  of  over  110  feet  to  the 
mile,  except  for  turnouts,  sidings  and  switches,  provided  this  section  shall 
apply  only  to  roads  now  being  constructed  or  hereafter  to  be  constructed, 
when  the  gauge  of  said  road  exceeds  four  feet  or  over.  (Thus  amended , 
Laws  of  1871,  chap.  669 J

Additional  powers  conferred. 

§  28.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
powers  conferred  on  corporations  in  the  third  title  of  the  eighteenth  chap¬ 
ter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  have  power.

May  enter  upon  lands  for  purpose  of  survey. 

1.  To  cause  such  examination  and  surveys  for  its  proposed  railroad  to 
be  made  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  selection  of  the  most  advantageous 
route ;  and  for  such  purpose,  by  its  officers  or  agents  and  servants,  to 
enter  upon  the  lands  or  -waters  of  any  person,  but  subject  to  the  responsi¬ 
bility  for  all  damages  which  shall  be  done  thereto. 

May  hold  voluntary  grants  of  real  estate. 

2.  To  take  and  hold  such  voluntary  grants  of  real  estate  and  other  prop¬ 
erty  as  shall  be  made  to  it,  to  aid  in  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
accommodation  of  its  railroad ;  but  the  real  estate  received  by  voluntary 
grants  shall  be  held  and  used  for  the  purpose  of  such  grant  only. 

May  purchase,  hold  and  use  real  estate  ;  reference  to  Indian  lands. 

3.  To  purchase,  hold  and  use  all  such  real  estate  and  other  property  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  its  railroad, 
and  the  stations  and  other  accommodations  necessary  to  accomplish  the 
objects  of  its  incorporation  ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  as 
repealing,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  act  entitled  “An  act  authorizing 
the  construction  of  railroads  upon  Indian  lands,”  passed  May  12,  1836.

Construction  of  road. 

4.  To  lay  out  its  road  not  exceeding  six  rods  in  width,  and  to  construct 
the  same ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  cuttings  and  embankments,  to  take  as 
much  kmore  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  construction  and 
security  of  the  road ;  and  to  cut  down  any  standing  trees  that  may  be  in 
danger  of  falling  on  the  road,  making  compensation  therefor  as  provided 
in  this  act  for  lands  taken  for  the  use  of  the  company. 
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May  construct  road  across  any  stream,  canal  and  highway  ;  bridges  or 
obstructions  prohibited  ;  streets  in  cities  not  to  be  used  without 
consent  of  corporation,  nor  along  highways  without  consent. 

5.  To  construct  their  road  across,  as  provided  in  section  twenty-four  of 
•  this  act,  and  along  or  upon  any  stream  of  water,  water-course,  street,  high¬ 
way,  plankroad,  turnpike,  or  across  any  of  the  canals  of  this  State,  which 
the  route  of  its  road  shall  intersect  or  touch,  but  the  company  shall  restore 
the  stream  or  water-course,  street,  highway,  plankroad  and  turnpike  thus 
intersected  or  touched  to  its  former  state,  or  to  such  state  as  not  unneces¬ 
sarily  to  have  impaired  its  usefulness.

The  balance  of  “  income,”  or  “  profit  and  loss,”  must  appear  on  the  side 
on  which  it  may  fall  according  to  whether  it  may  be  “  surplus  ”  or  defi¬ 
ciency,  and  the  two  sides  of  the  “  balance  sheet  ”  must  then  be  equal  in 
footing. 

The  “balance  sheet”  in  each  report,  after  the  first  one  shall  have  been

180.  The  number  of  persons  injured  in  life  or  limb,  and  the  cause  of  the 
injury,  and  whether  passengers  or  persons  employed,  and  whether  any 
such  accidents  have  arisen  from  carelessness  or  negligence  of  any  persons 
in  the  employment  of  the  corporation,  and  whether  such  persons  are 
retained  in  the  service  of  the  corporation . 

181.  The  names  and  residences  of  the  directors  of  the  corporation. 

182.  The  names  and  official  addresses  of  the  executive  and  general 
officers  of  the  corporation. 

183.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  corporation  to  transmit  to  the  State 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  the  following  maps,  profiles  and  drawings  exhibit¬ 
ing  the  characteristics  of  their  roads;  the  map  to  show  the  length  and 
direction  of  each  straight  line,  and  the  length  and  radius  of  each  curve ; 
also,  the  point  of  crossing  of  each  town  and  county  line,  and  the  length  of  line 
in  each  town  and  county,  accuratley  determined  by  measurements  to  be 
taken  after  the  completion  of  the  road .  The  profiles  to  be  on  the  map, 
and  shall  show  the  grade  line  and  surface  of  ground  in  the  usual  method, 
also  the  elevation  of  grades  above  tides  at  each  change  in  the  inclination 
thereof.  The  maps  and  profile  to  be  made  on  a  scale  of  500  feet  to  one- 
tenth  of  a  foot ;  vertical  scale  of  profiles  to  be  100  feet  to  one-tenth  of  a  foot. 
For  all  roads  or  parts  of  roads  now  done,  or  in  operation,  and  for  w’hich 
such  maps  and  profiles  have  not  already  been  returned,  they  shall  be 
returned  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  next ;  and  for  all  roads  now 
in  progress,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  constructed,  the  said  maps  and 
profiles  shall  be  returned  within  three  months  after  the  same  or  any  por¬ 
tion  thereof  shall  be  in  use. 

184.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  arrange 
the  information  contained  in  such  report  in  tabular  form,  and  prepare  the 
same,  together  with  the  said  reports,  in  a  single  document,  for  printing, 
for  the  use  of  the  Legislature,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Legislature  as 
early  as  may  be  practicable  in  each  year. 

185.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  all  existing  railroad 
corporations;  and  the  report  of  the  said  existing  railroad  corporations, 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  full  compliance  with  any  existing  law  or  resolution  requiring  annual 
reports  to  be  made  by  such  corporations,  or  either  of  them.

§  32.  Any  railroad  corporation  which  shall  neglect  to  make  the  report, 
as  is  provide*  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  an  additional  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  day  after  the  first  day  of  December,  on  which  they  shall  neglect 
to  file  said  report,  as  provided  in  said  section,  to  be  sued  for  in  the  name

Legislature  may  alter  or  reduce  rate  of  freight,  fare,  etc. 

§  33.  The  Legislature  may,  when  any  such  railroad  shall  be  opened  for 
use,  from  time  to  time  alter  or  reduce  the  rate  of  freight,  fare  or  other 
profits  upon  such  roads;  but  the  same  shall  not,  without  the  consent  of 
the  corporation,  be  so  reduced  as  to  produce  with  said  profits  less  than  ten 
per  centum  per  annum  on  the  capital  actually  expended ;  norunless  on  an 
examination  of  the  amounts  received  and  expended,  to  be  made  by  the 
“Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,”  they  shall  ascertain  the  net  income 
derived  by  the  company  from  all  sources  for  the  year  then  last  past  shall 
have  exceeded  an  annual  income  of  ten  per  cent  upon  the  capital  of  the 
corporation  actually  expended.  ( Thus  amended,  Laws  of  1883,  chap.  381). 

Mails. 

§  34.  Any  such  corporation  shall,  when  applied  to  by  the  Postmaster- 
General,  convey  the  mails  of  the  United  States  on  their  road  or  roads 
respectively ;  and  in  case  such  corporations  shall  not  agree  as  to  the  rate  of 
transportation  therefor,  and  as  to  the  time,  rate  of  speed,  manner  and  con¬ 
dition  of  carrying  the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  of  this 
State  to  appoint  three  commissioners,  who,  ora  majority  of  them,  after 
fifteen  days’  notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  to  the  cor¬ 
poration,  shall  determine  and  fix  the  prices,  terms  and  conditions  afore¬ 
said  ;  but  such  price  shall  not  be  less  for  carrying  said  mails  in  the  regular 
passenger  trains  than  the  amount  which  sucn  corporation  would  receive 
as  freight  on  a  like  weight  of  merchandise  transported  in  their  merchan¬ 
dise  trains,  and  a  fair  compensation  for  the  post-office  car.  And  in  case 
the  Postmaster-General  shall  require  the  mail  to  be  carried  at  other  hours, 
or  at  higher  speed  than  the  passenger  trains  are  run,  the  corporation  shall 
furnish  an  extra  train  for  the  mail,  and  be  allowed  an  extra  compensation 
for  the  expenses,  and  wear  and  tear  thereof,  and  for  the  service,  to  be  fixed 
as  aforesaid.

Passengers  refusing  to  pay  fare. 

§  35.  If  any  passenger  shall  refuse  to  pay  his  fare  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  conductor  of  the  train  and  the  servants  of  the  corporation  to  put  him 
and  his  baggage  out  of  the  cars,  using  no  unnecessary  force,  at  any  usual 
stopping  place,  or  near  any  dwelling-house,  as  the  conductor  shall  elect, 
on  stopping  the  train. 

Notice  of  times  of  starting,  etc. ;  preferences  forbidden. 

§  36 .  Every  such  corporation  shall  start  and  run  their  cars  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  passengers  and  property  at  regular  times  to  be  fixed  by  public 
notice,  and  snail  furnish  sufficient  accommodations  for  the  transportation 
of  all  such  passengers  and  property  as  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time  pre¬ 
vious  thereto,  be  offered  for  transportation  at  the  place  of  starting,  and  at 
the  junctions  of  other  railroads  and  at  the  usual  stopping  places  estab¬ 
lished  for  receiving  and  discharging  way  passengers  and  freights  for  that 
train,  and  shall  take,  transport  and  discharge  such  passengers  and  prop¬ 
erty  at  and  from  and  to  such  places  on  the  due  payment  of  the  fare  or 
freight  legally  authorized  therefor.  No  preference  for  the  transaction  of 
business  shall  be  granted  by  said  railroad  corporation  to  any  one  of  two 
or  more  companies  or  associations  competing  in  the  business  of  transport¬ 
ing  property  for  themselves  or  for  others,  upon  the  railroad  owned  or 
operated  by  such  corporation,  either  upon  the  cars  or  in  the  depots  or 
buildings,  or  upon  the  grounds  of  such  corporation ;  and  whenever  the 
railroad  of  such  corporation  at  or  near  the  same  place  connects  with  or  is 
intersected  by  any  other  railroad,  such  corporation  shall  fairly  and  impar¬ 
tially  grant  and  afford  to  each  of  such  competing  companies  or  associa¬ 
tions  equal  terms  of  accommodation,  privileges  and  facilities  in  the 
transportation  of  property  and  freight  to  and  upon  such  connecting  or 
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intersecting  railroad,  and  shall  also  grant  and  afford  to  each  of  such  com¬ 
peting  companies  or  associations,  and  to  the  officers,  agents  and  employees 
thereof  equal  facilities  in  the  interchange  and  use  of  express,  freight  and 
other  cars,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  accommodate  the  business  of 
each  of  such  competing  companies  or  associations,  and  every  railroad 
corporation  shall  be  liable  to  trie  party  aggrieved  in  an  action  for  damages 
for  any  neglect  or  refusal  in  the  premises.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  apply  to  all  existing  railroad  corporations.  ( Thus  amended,  Laws  of 
1867,  chap.  49J

Baggage  arrangement ;  checks  to  be  given  ;  penalty  for  refusal. 

§  37.  A  check  shall  be  affixed  to  every  parcel  of  baggage,  when  taken  for 
transportation,  by  the  agent  or  servant  of  such  corporation,  if  there  is  a 
handle,  loop  or  fixture  so  that  the  same  can  be  attached  upon  the  parcel 
or  baggage  so  offered  for  transportation,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  given  to 
the  passenger  or  person  delivering  the  same  on  his  behalf ;  and  if  such 
check  be  refused  on  demand,  the  corporation  shall  pay  to  such  passenger 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action ;  and,  further,  no 
fare  or  toll  shall  be  collected  or  received  from  such  passenger,  and  if  such 
passenger  shall  have  paid  his  fare,  the  same  shall  be  refunded  by  the  con¬ 
ductor  in  charge  of  the  train,  and  on  producing  said  check,  if  his  baggage 
shall  not  be  delivered  to  him,  he  may  himself  be  a  witness  in  any  suit 
brought  by  him,  to  prove  the  contents  and  value  of  said  baggage.

§  38.  In  forming  a  passenger  train,  baggage,  freight,  merchandise,  or 
lumber  cars  shall  not  be  placed  in  rear  of  the  passenger  car ;  and  if  they, 
or  any  of  them,  shall  be  so  placed,  the  officer  or  agent  who  so  directed,  or 
knowingly  suffered  such  arrangement,  and  the  conductor  of  the  train, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished  accordingly. 

§  39.  (Repealed.)  (Sec.  18,  chap.  282,  Laws  of  1854  p.  368; 


Sign-boards  at  road  crossings;  size  of  inscription  ;  proviso. 

§  40.  Every  such  corporation  shall  cause  boards  to  be  placed,  well  sup¬ 
ported  by  posts  or  otherwise,  and  constantly  maintained  across  each 
traveled  public  road  or  street  where  the  same  is  crossed  by  the  railroad, 
on  the  same  level.  Said  boards  shall  be  elevated  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the 
travel,  and  to  be  easily  seen  by  travelers ;  and  on  each  side  of  such  boards 
shall  be  painted  in  capital  letters,  of  at  least  the  size  of  nine  inches  each, 
the  words,  “  Railroad  crossing,  look  out  for  the  cars.”  But  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  streets  in  cities  or  villages,  unless  the  corporation  shall 
be  required  to  put  up  such  boards  by  the  officers  having  charge  of  such 
streets.

Punishment  of  railroad  employees  for  intoxication  ;  punishment  in  case 
of  death  or  injury  of  persons  by  reason  of  neglect  occasioned  thereby. 

§  41.  If  any  person  employed  or  who  shall  be  employed  upon  the  railroad 
of  any  such  corporation  as  engineer,  conductor,  baggage-master,  brake- 
man,  switchman,  fireman,  bridge-tender,  flagman,  signalman,  or  having 
charge  of  the  regulating  or  running  of  trains  upon  said  railroad  in  any 
manner  whatsoever,  be  intoxicated  while  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  such 
duties,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and  shall  be  punishable  for  each  offense  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  a  county  jail  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  six  months,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  cognizance  of 
the  offense.  And  if  any  person  so  employed  as  aforesaid  by  any  such  cor¬ 
poration  shall,  by  reason  of  such  intoxication,  do  any  act  or  neglect  any 
duty,  which  act  or  neglect  shall  cause  the  death  or  injury  to  any  person  or 
persons,  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punishable  by  imprisonment 
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in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  six  months,  or  in  the  State 

Srison  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 
aving  cognizance  of  the  offense.

Persons  injuring  railroad  property;  how  punished. 

§  42.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully  do  or  cause  to  be  done  any 
act  or  acts  whatever,  whereby  any  building,  construction  or  work  of  any 
railroad  corporation,  or  any  engine,  machine  or  structure,  or  any  matter 
or  thing  appertaining  to  the  same  shall  be  stopped,  obstructed,  impaired, 
weakened,  injured  or  destroyed,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  corpora¬ 
tion  treble  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  means  of  such  offense.

Penalties ;  how  sued  for. 

§  43.  All  penalties  imposed  by  this  act  may  be  sued  for  in  the  name  of 
the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York ;  and  if  such  penalty  be  for  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  then  such  suit  may  be  brought  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  and  may  be  commenced  by  serving  a  summons  on 
any  director  of  such  company.

Pencing ;  penalty  for  driving  animals  on  railroads  ;  unlawful  to  walk 
upon  track. 

§  44.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  erect  and  maintain 
fences  on  the  sides  of  their  road,  of  the  height  and  strength  of  a  division 
fence  required  by  law,  with  openings  or  gates  or  bars  therein,  and  farm 
crossings  of  the  road  for  the  use  of  the  proprietors  of  lands  adjoining 
such  railroad ;  and  also  construct  and  maintain  cattle-guards  at  all  road 
crossings,  suitable  and  sufficient  to  prevent  cattle  and  animals  from  get¬ 
ting  on  to  the  railroad.  Until  sucn  fences  and  cattle-guards  shall  be 
duly  made,  the  corporation  and  its  agents  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages 
which  shall  be  done  by  their  agents  or  engines  to  cattle,  horses,  or  other 
animals  thereon ;  and  after  such  fences  and  guards  shall  be  duly  made 
and  maintained,  the  corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  such  damages, 
unless  negligently  or  willfully  done ;  and  if  any  person  snail  ride,  lead  or 
drive  any  horse  or  other  animal  upon  such  road,  and  within  such  fences 
and  guards,  other  than  at  farm  crossings,  without  the  consent  of  the  cor¬ 
poration,  he  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars,  and  shall  also  pay  all  damages  which  shall  be  sustained  thereby  to 
the  party  aggrieved.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  other  than 
those  connected  with  or  employed  upon  the  railroad,  to  walk  along  the 
track  or  tracks  of  any  railroad,  except  where  the  same  shall  be  laid  along 
publjc  roads  or  streets.

Maps  to  be  filed  with  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  in  county  clerks’ 
offices ;  scale  of  maps. 

§  45.  Every  corporation  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time  after  their  road 
shall  be  constructed,  cause  to  be  made : 

A  map  and  profile  thereof,  and  of  the  land  taken  or  obtained  for  the  use 
thereof,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor; 
and  also  like  maps  of  the  parts  thereof  located  in  different  counties,  and  file 
the  same  in  the  offices  for  recording  deeds  in  the  county  in  which  such  parts 
of  Said  road  shall  be.  Every  such  map  shall  be  drawn  on  a  scale,  and  on 
paper,  to  be  designated  by  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  certified 
and  signed  by  the  president  or  engineer  of  such  corporation . 
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Duty  of  passengers. 

§  46.  In  case  any  passenger  on  any  railroad  shall  be  injured  while  on  the 
platform  of  a  car,  or  on  any  baggage,  wood,  or  freight  car,  in  violation  of 
the  printed  regulations  of  the  compauy  posted  up  at  the  time  in  a  con¬ 
spicuous  place  inside  of  its  passenger  cars  then  in  the  train,  such  company 
shall  not  be  liable  for  the  injury ;  provided  such  company  at  the  time  fur¬ 
nished  room  inside  its  passenger  cars  sufficient  for  the  proper  accommo¬ 
dation  of  the  passengers. 

Road,  when  to  be  commenced  and  finished. 

§  47.  If  any  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  not,  within  five  years 
after  its  articles  of  association  are  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  begin  the  construction  of  its  road,  and  expend  thereon 
ten  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  its  capital,  or  shall  not  finish  its  road  and 
put  it  in  operation  in  seven  years  from  the  time  of  filing  its  articles  of 
association  as  aforesaid,  its  corporate  existence  and  powers  shall  cease. 

This  extension  of  time  shall  apply  to  all  corporations  whose  articles  of 
association  have  been  filed  within  five  years  before  the  passage  of  this  act.

Legislative  power  to  dissolve. 

§  48.  The  Legislature  may  at  any  time  annul  or  dissolve  any  incorpora¬ 
tion  formed  under  this  act ;  but  such  dissolution  shall  not  take  away  or 
impair  any  remedy  given  against  any  such  corporation,  its  stockholders 
or  officers  for  any  liability  which  shall  have  been  previously  incurred.

What  sections  of  this  law  applicable  to  existing  corporations. 

§  49.  All  existing  railroad  corporations  within  this  State  shall  respect¬ 
ively  have  and  possess  all  the  powers  and  privileges  contained  in  this  act; 
and  they  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  provisions  not 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  their  charter,  contained  in  sections  9, 
13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  23,  24,  25,  26,  27,  28  (except  subdivision  9),  30,  31, 
32,  33,  34,  35,  36,  37,  38,  39,  40,  41,  42,  43,  44,  45,  46,  of  this  act. 

General  repeal. 

§  50.  The  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad 
corporations,”  passed  March  26,  1848,  and  the  acts  amending  the  same, 
are  hereby  repealed ;  but  all  railroad  companies  formed  under  said  act  are 
hereby  continued  in  existence  in  the  same  manner  as  if  said  acts  -were  not 
repealed;  and  such  companies  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions,  and 
shall  have  the  same  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the 
same  duties  as  if  they  had  been  incorporated  under  this  act ;  and  the  time 
limited  by  said  act  for  the  expenditure  of  ten  per  cent  of  their  capital  stock 
is  hereby  extended  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act;  and  the  time 
limited  in  said  section  of  said  law  for  their  completion  is  hereby  extended 
to  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and  also  the  time  for  completing 
any  railroad  organized  previous  to  March  27,  1848,  whose  road  was  under 
contract  prior  to  February  1,  1850,  to  be  completed  within  the  time  pre¬ 
scribed  by  its  charter,  is  hereby  extended  for  one  year. 

Hew  York  and  Erie  railroad. 

§  51.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  authorize  or  permit  the  New 
York  and  Erie  Railroad  Company  to  abandon  the  use  of  their  road  in  the 
county  of  Rockland,  east  of  Suffern’s  depot 
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Title  3,  Chapter  18,  Part  1,  Referred  to  in  Section  1  of  the 

General  Railroad  Act. 

General  powers. 

Section  1.  Every  corporation,  as  such,  has  power : 

1.  To  have  succession  by  its  corporate  name  for  the  period  limited  in  its 
charter,  and  when  no  period  is  limited,  perpetually; 

2.  To  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity ; 

3.  'To  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure  ; 

4.  To  hold,  purchase  and  convey  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  the 
purposes  of  the  corporation  shall  require,  not  exceeding  the  amount  lim¬ 
ited  in  its  charter. 

[Any  corporation  which  shall  have  sold  and  conveyed  any  part  of  its  real 
estate  may,  notwithstanding  any  restriction  in  its  charter,  purchase,  take 
and  hold,  from  time  to  time,  any  lands  adjacent  to  those  already  held  by 
it ;  provided  the  Supreme  Court  shall  authorize  such  purchase,  taking  and 
holding  upon  the  application  of  such  corporation,  and  on  being  satisfied 
that  the  value  of  all  lands  proposed  to  be  so  purchased  shall  not  exceed 
that  of  lands  sold  and  conveyed  by  the  said  corporation  within  the  three 
years  next  preceding  such  application.!  (§  1,  chap.  290,  Laws  of  1882.) 

5.  To  appoint  such  subordinate  officers  and  agents  as  the  business  of 
the  corporation  shall  require,  and  to  allow  them  a  suitable  compensation. 

6.  To  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  any  existing  law,  for  the  man¬ 
agement  of  its  property,  the  regulation  of  its  affairs,  and  for  the  transfer 
of  its  stock. 

In  what  corporations  to  vest. 

§  2.  The  powers  enumerated  in  the  preceding  section  shall  vest  in  every 
corporation  that  shall  hereafter  be  created,  although  they  may  not  be 
specified  in  its  charter  or  in  the  act  under  which  it  shall  be  incorporated. 

What  other  powers  to  be  possessed. 

§  3.  In  addition  to  the  powers  enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  this 
title,  and  to  those  expressly  given  in  its  charter,  or  in  the  act  under  which 
it  is  or  shall  be  incorporated,  no  corporation  shall  possess  or  exercise  any 
corporate  powers,  except  such  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  so  enumerated  and  given. 

Exercise  of  banking  powers  prohibited. 

§  4.  No  corporation  created,  or  to  be  created,  and  not  expressly  incorpo¬ 
rated  for  banking  purposes,  shall,  by  any  implication  or  construction,  be 
deemed  to  possess  the  power  of  discounting  bills,  notes  or  other  evidences 
of  debt,  of  receiving  deposits,  of  buying  gold  and  silver  bullion,  or  foreign 
coins,  of  buying  and  selling  bills  of  exchange,  or  of  issuing  bills,  notes,  or 
other  evidences  of  debt,  upon  loan,  or  for  circulation  as  money. 

Liability  of  stockholders. 

§  5.  Where  the  whole  capital  of  a  corporation  shall  not  have  been  paid 
in,  and  the  capital  paid  shall  be  insufficient  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  its 
creditors,  each  stockholder  shall  be  bound  to  pay,  on  each  share  held  by 
him,  the  sum  necessary  to  complete  the  amount  of  such  share,  as  fixed  by 
the  charter  of  the  company,  or  of  such  proportion  of  that  sum  as  shall  be 
required  to  satisfy  the  debts  of  the  company. 

Quorum. 

§  6.  When  the  corporate  powers  of  any  corporation  are  directed  by  its 
charter  to  be  exercised  by  any  particular  body,  or  number  of  persons  a 
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majority  of  such  body  or  persons,  if  it  be  not  otherwise  provided  in  the 
charter,  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  to  form  a  board  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  and  every  decision  of  a  majority  of  the  persons  duly  assem¬ 
bled  as  a  board  shall  be  valid  as  a  corporate  act. 

Forfeiture  for  non-user ;  not  applicable  to  railroads  incorporated  under 
the  general  act. 

§  7.  If  any  corporation  hereafter  created  by  the  Legislature  shall  not 
organize  and  commence  the  transaction  of  its  business  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  its  incorporation,  its  corporate  powers  shall  cease. 

The  seventh  section  not  to  apply  in  certain  cases. 

[The  seventh  section  of  title  3,  chapter  18,  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  any  act  for  incorporating 
a  railroad  company  which  has,  or  shall  have  in  its  own  provisions  the 
terms  and  times  in  which  it  shall  be  forfeited  for  non-user.]  (§  1,  chap. 
155,  Laws  of  1846.) 

See  General  Act,  §  1. 

Reservation  of  power  to  repeal. 

§  8.  The  charter  of  every  corporation  that  shall  hereafter  be  granted  by 
the  Legislature  shall  be  subject  to  alteration,  suspension  anci  repeal,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Legislature. 

Trustees  in  case  of  dissolution. 

§9.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  any  corporation  created  or  to  be  created, 
and  unless  other  persons  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Legislature  or  by  some 
court  of  competent  authority,  the  directors  or  managers  of  the  affairs  of 
such  corporation  at  the  time  of  its  dissolution,  by  whatever  name  they 
may  be  known  in  law,  shall  be  the  trustees  of  the  creditors  and  stock¬ 
holders  of  the  corporation  dissolved,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  settle 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  collect  and  pay  the  outstanding  debts,  and 
divide  among  the  stockholders  the  moneys  and  other  property  that  shall 
remain,  after  the  payment  of  debts  and  necessary  expenses. 

Powers  of  trustees. 

§  10.  The  persons  so  constituted  trustees  shall  have  authority  to  sue  for 
and  recover  the  debts  and  property  of  the  dissolved  corporation,  by  the 
name  of  the  trustees  of  such  corporation,  describing  it  by  its  corporate 
name,  and  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  responsible  to  the  creditors  and 
stockholders  of  such  corporation  to  the  extent  of  its  property  and  effects 
that  shall  come  into  their  hands. 
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CHAP.  353,  LAWS  OF  1882. 

AN  ACT  to  create  a  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  to  define 

and  regulate  its  powers  and  duties. 

Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  to  be  appointed ;  bow  selected ; 
vacancies,  how  filled  ;  Governor  may  suspend  Commissioner ;  secre¬ 
tary,  his  duties ;  marshal ;  Commissioners  and  secretary  to  take  con¬ 
stitutional  oath ;  who  prohibitod  from  holding  office  of  Commis¬ 
sioner  or  secretary. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  and  for  the  State  of  New  York  a  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners,  to  consist  of  three  competent  persons,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  one  of  whom  shall  hold  office  three  years,  one  four  years,  and  one 
five  years.  Such  appointments  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  after  the 
3d  day  of  January,  1883.  One  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected  from  the 
party  which  shall  cast  at  the  next  general  election  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  for  Governor  of  the  State,  and  one  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected 
from  the  party  which  shall  cast  at  the  next  general  election  the  next 
greatest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  of  the  State,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
experienced  in  railroad  business,  arid  one  of  said  persons  shall  be  selected 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  presidents  and  executive  committees,  or 
a  majority  of  such,  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
the  New  York  Board  of  Trade  and  Transportation,  and  the  National  Anti- 
Monopoly  League  of  New  York,  as  said  organization  now  exists,  or  any 
two  of  such  organizations  so  represented,  in  case  of  disagreement.  And 
after  such  appointment  first  made,  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  in  each  year  that  a  vacancy  occurs  fill  the 
same  by  appointment  for  the  term  of  five  years.  If  any  vacancy  happens 
by  resignation  or  otherwise,  he  shall  in  the  same  manner  appoint  a  Com¬ 
missioner  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  Any  Commissioner  may  be  sus¬ 
pended  from  office  by  the  Governor  upon  written  charges  preferred.  The 
Governor  shall  report  the  fact  of  such  suspension  and  the  reasons  therefor 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next  ensuing  session  of  the  Senate,  and  if  a  majority 
of  such  Senate  shall  approve  the  action  of  the  Governor,  such  Commis¬ 
sioner  shall  be  removed  from  office  and  his  term  of  office  shall  expire.  If 
the  Senate  shall  not  be  in  session  at  the  time  any  such  vacancy  shall  occur 
or  exist,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  Senate  when  convened.  Said  Board  shall  have 
a  clerk  or  secretary,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  during 
their  pleasure,  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  said  Board,  and  file  and  preserve  at  the  general  office 
of  said  Board  all  books,  maps,  documents  and  papers  intrusted  to  his  care, 
and  prepare  for  service  such  papers  and  notices  as  may  be  required  of  him 
by  the  Commissioners,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may 
prescribe ;  and  he  shall  have  power,  under  direction  of  the  Board,  to  issue 
subpoenas  for  witnesses,  and  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  pertaining  to 
the  duties  of  his  office.  Such  Board  shall.also  appoint  a  marshal,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  at  the  offices,  and  at  the  meetings  and  examina¬ 
tions  of  said  Board  as  required,  and  to  serve  notices  and  other  papers,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  shall  prescribe.  Said  Commis¬ 
sioners  and  clerk  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office, 
and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their 
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respective  offices,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  same ;  and  no 
person  in  the  employ  of,  or  holding  any  official  relation  to  any  railioad 
corporation,  or  owning  stock  or  bonds  in  any  railroad  corporation,  or  who 
is  in  any  manner  pecuniarily  interested  in  any  firm  or  corporation  having 
business  relations  with  any  railroad  corporation,  shall  hold  either  of  said 
offices,  nor  shall  either  of  said  Commissioners  be  engaged  in  any  other 
business  vocations. 

The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  relative  to  clerk  or  secretary  amended  by 
chap.  441,  Laws  of  1884,  S  l.  See  page  351  hereof. 

Principal  office;  may  establish  branch  offices  in  cities  of  New  York  and 
Buffalo  ;  meetings  ;  supplies  for  offices. 

§  2.  The  principal  office  of  said  Board  shall  be  at  the  city  of  Albany,  in 
rooms  to  be  designated  by  the  Capitol  Commissioners,  but  the  said  Board 
may  also  establish  a  branch  office  at  the  city  of  New  York,  and  one  at  the 
city  of  Buffalo,  if  in  their  judgment  such  branch  offices,  or  either  of  them, 
will  be  necessary  for  the  proper  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  business 
and  duties  of  said  Board ;  and  said  Board,  or  a  quorum  thereof,  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a  month  during  the  year  at  their  office  in  the  citv  of 
Albany,  and  a  record  of  their  proceedings  shall  be  published  in  their 
annual  report  to  the  Legislature.  Said  offices  shall  be  supplied  with 
necessary  postage,  stationery,  office  furniture  and  appliances,  the  expense 
thereof  to  be  paid  as  other  expenses  authorized  by  this  act. 

Quorum ;  Board  may  order  and  direct  examinations  and  investigations 
to  be  taken  by  and  before  one  Commissioner;  proceedings  and 
decisions  not  final  and  conclusive,  however,  until  confirmed  by  the 
Board. 

§  3.  Any  two  of  said  Commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  any  of  the  business  or  duties  of  said  Board,  and  may  hold 
meetings  thereof  at  any  time  or  place  within  the  State.  All  examinations 
or  investigations  hereinafter  provided  for  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and 
before  any  one  of  said  Commissioners,  if  so  ordered  and  directed  by  the 
Board ;  but  the  proceedings  and  decisions  of  said  single  Commissioner 
therein  shall  not  be  deemed  final  and  conclusive  until  approved  and  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Board. 

Powers  and  duties  of  Board;  notice  to  be  given  of  investigations, 
examination  of  books,  etc.;  fees  of  witnesses;  subpoenas;  when 
to  examine  books,  etc.;  to  what  companies  act  applies. 

§  4.  Said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths 
in  all  matters  relating  to  their  duties,  and  shall  have  the  general  supervi¬ 
sion  of  all  railroads  and  railways  (so  far  as  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
perform  the  duties  and  exercise  the  power  imposed  and  conferred  by  law) 
and  shall  examine  the  same,  and  keep  themselves  informed  as  to  their 
condition,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  operated,  with  reference  to 
the  security  and  accommodation  of  the  public  and  the  compliance  of  the 
several  corporations  with  the  provisions  of  their  charters  and  the  laws  of 
the  State;  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commis¬ 
sioners  to  investigate  the  causes  or  any  accident  on  a  railroad,  resulting 
in  loss  of  life  or  injury  to  person  or  persons,  which,  in  their  judgment, 
shall  require  investigation,  and  the  result  of  such  investigation  shall  also 
be  reported  upon  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioners  to  the  Legis¬ 
lature  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  general  superintendent  or 
manager  of  each  railroad  in  this  State  to  inform  the  said  board  of  any 
such  accident  immediately  after  its  occurrence.  Before  proceeding  to 
make  any  such  examination  or  investigation  of  the  condition  or  operation 
of  any  railroad  in  this  State,  or  any  accident  thereon,  in  accordance  with 
this  act,  said  Board  shall  give  reasonable  notice  to  the  corporation,  person 
or  persons  conducting  and  managing  the  same  of  the  time  and  place  of 
entering  upon  said  examination.  And  such  Board  of  Railroad  Commis¬ 
sioners  shall  have  power,  for  the  purposes  provided  for  in  this  act,  to 
examine  the  books  and  affairs  of  any  railroad  company  or  corporation,  or 
to  compel  the  production  of  copies  of  books  and  papers,  subpoena 
witnesses,  administer  oaths  to  them,  and  compel  their  attendance 
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and  examination,  as  though  such  subpoena  had  issued  from  a  court  of 
record  of  this  State.  The  fees  of  witnesses  before  such  Railroad  Commis¬ 
sioners  shall  be  $2  for  each  day’s  attendance,  and  five  cents  per  mile 
traveled  by  the  nearest  practicable  route  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
the  place  where  the  attendance  of  the  witness  is  required.  All  subpoenas 
shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  Commission,  and  may  be  served  by 
any  person  of  full  age  authorized  by  the  Commission  to  serve  the  same. 
Fees  of  witnesses  shall  be  audited  and  paid  by  the  Comptroller  on  the  cer¬ 
tificate  of  the  secretary  of  the  Commission,  which  shall  state  the  number 
of  days  which  each  witness  attended,  and  the  number  of  miles  traveled. 
Whenever  any  such  examination  of  the  affairs  of  any  railroad  corporation 
shall  take  place  in  which  such  Board  will  require  the  examination  of  the 
books  and  affairs  of  such  company  or  corporation,  or  the  subpoenaing  of 
witnesses,  who  are  in  the  employ  of  such  company  or  corporation,  the 
Board  or  a  Commissioner  thereof  shall  sit  for  such  purpose  m  the  city  or 
town  of  this  State  where  the  principal  business  office  of  sucn  railway  corpora¬ 
tion  may  be  situated.  The  Board  of  Commissioners,  however,  shall  have  the 
power  to  require  copies  of  books  and  papers,  or  abstracts  thereof,  as  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  this  section,  to  be  sent  to  them  to  any  part  of  this  State.  And 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  all  railroads  and  railways  and  the 
corporations,  receivers,  trustees,  directors,  or  others  owning,  or  operating 
the  same;  and  also  to  all  sleeping  and  drawing-room  car  companies  or 
corporations,  and  to  all  other  associations,  partnerships,  companies  or 
corporations  engaged  in  transporting  passengers  or  freight  upon  any  rail¬ 
way  as  lessees  or  otherwise. 

As  to  subpoenas,  see  §  1,  chap.  441,  Laws  of  1884,  at  page  351  hereof. 

When  violation  of  law  by  corporations  ;  powers  of  Commissioners. 

§  5.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
it  shall  appear  that  any  such  corporation  has  violated  any  constitutional 
provision  or  law,  or  neglects  in  any  respect  or  particular  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  the  act  by  which  it  was  created,  or  unjustly  discriminates  in 
its  charges  for  services,  or  usurps  any  authority  not  by  its  act  of  incorpor¬ 
ation  granted,  or  refuses  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  laws 
of  the  State,  or  with  any  recommendation  of  said  Board  of  Commissioners, 
they  shall  give  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  such  corporation  ;  and  if  the 
violation  or  neglect  is  continued  after  such  notice,  the  Board  may  forth¬ 
with  present  the  fact  to  the  Attorney-General,  who  shall  take  such  pro¬ 
ceedings  thereon  as  maybe  necessary  for  the  protection  of  public  interests.. 

Where  repairs  are  necessary ;  change  in  rates  of  fare  for  transportation 
of  freight  or  passengers  ;  change  in  the  mode  of  operating  the  road, 
etc.;  Board  to  give  notice  to  corporation,  in  writing,  when  corpora¬ 
tion  neglects  or  refuses  to  comply ;  Board  to  present  facts  to  Attorney- 
General,  also  to  report  same  to  Legislature. 

§  6.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commis¬ 
sioners,  after  a  careful  personal  examination  of  the  same,  it  shall  appear 
that  repairs  are  necessary  upon  any  railroad  within  this  State,  or  that  any 
addition  to  the  rolling  stock,  or  any  addition  to  or  change  of  the  stations 
or  station-houses,  or  that  additional  terminal  facilities  shall  be  afforded, 
or  that  any  change  in  the  rates  of  fare  for  transporting  freight  or  passen¬ 
gers,  or  that  any  change  in  the  mode  of  operating  the  road  and  conducting 
its  business  is  reasonable  and  expedient  in  order  to  promote  the  security, 
convenience  and  accommodation  of  the  public,  the  said  Board  shall  give 
notice  and  information,  in  writing,  to  the  corporation  of  the  improvements 
and  changes  which  they  deem  to  be  proper,  and  shall  give  such  corpora¬ 
tion  an  opportunity  for  a  full  hearing  thereon,  and  if  the  corporation 
refuses  or  neglects  to  make  such  repairs,  improvements  and  changes, 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  such  information  and  hearing,  and  shall 
not  satisfy  said  Board  that  no  action  is  required  to  be  taken  by  it,  the  said 
Board  shall  present  the  facts  in  the  case  to  the  Attorney-General  for  his 
consideration  and  action ;  and  shall  also  report  the  same  facts  in  a  special 
report  or  in  the  annual  report  of  said  Board  to  the  Legislature. 
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Corporations  to  furnish,  necessary  information  ;  copies  of  contract,  etc.j 
publicity  ;  penalty. 

§  7.  Every  railroad  corporation  shall  at  all  times,  on  request,  furnish  the 
said  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners  any  necessary  information  required 
by  them  concerning  the  condition,  management  and  operation  of  its  rail¬ 
road,  and  particularly  with  the  rates  of  fare  for  transporting  freight  and 
passengers  upon  its  road  and  other  roads  with  which  its  business  is  con¬ 
nected,  and  such  railroad  corporation  shall  also  at  all  times  on  request 
furnish  to  such  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  copies  of  all  contracts 
and  agreements,  leases  or  other  engagements  by  such  corporation  entered 
into  with  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations.  But  said 
Commissioners  shall  not  be  required  to  give  publicity  to  such  information, 
contracts,  agreements,  leases  or  other  engagements,  if  in  their  judgment 
the  public  interests  do  not  require  it  or  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  rail¬ 
way  corporations  of  this  State  might  be  thereby  otherwise  injuriously 
affected.  Every  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  any  railroad  company  who 
shall,  upon  due  notice,  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  or  furnish  any  statement 
or  report  required  by  said  Commissioners  in  their  judgment  necessary  to 
the  purpose  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  willfully  hinder,  delay  or  obstruct  the 
said  Commissioners  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Not  to  affect  legal  rights. 

§  8.  No  personal  examination,  request  or  advice  of  the  said  Board  of 
Bailroad  Commissioners,  nor  any  investigation  or  report  made  by  the 
same,  shall  have  the  effect  to  impair,  in  any  manner  or  degree,  the  legal 
rights,  duties  or  obligations  of  any  railroad  corporation  or  its  legal  liability 
for  the  consequence  of  its  acts,  or  of  the  neglect  or  mismanagement  of  any 
of  its  agents  or  servants. 

Annual  report  to  Legislature  ;  duty  of  Board  ;  duty  of  Board  to  recom¬ 
mend  and  draft  bills,  etc.;  change  of  railway  laws. 

§  9.  The  said  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Legislature  of  their  doings,  including  such  statements,  facts 
and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of  the  system  of  rail¬ 
road  transportation  in  its  bearing  upon  the  business  and  prosperity  of  the 
State,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  the  general  railroad  policy  of  the  State, 
or  the  amendment  of  its  laws,  or  as  to  the  condition,  affairs  or  conduct  of 
any  of  the  railroad  corporations  as  may  seem  to  them  appropriate.  And 
the  said  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty 
to  recommend  and  draft  for  the  Legislature  such  bills  as  will,  in  their 
judgment,  protect  the  people’s  interest  in  and  upon  the  railways  of  this 
State.  And  it  shall  likewise  be  the  duty  of  such  Commissioners  to  take 
testimony  upon,. and  have  hearing  for  and  against,  any  proposed  change 
of  the  law  relating  to  any  railway  or  railways,  or  proposed  change  of  the 
general  law  in  relation  to  railways,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  or  by  the  committee  on  railroads  of  the  Senate  or  Assembly,  or  by 
the  Governor,  or  by  any  railroad  company,  or  by  any  incorporated  organ¬ 
ization  representing  agricultural  or  commercial  interests  in  the  State,  and 
such  Commissioners  shall  thereupon  report  their  conclusions,  in  writing, 
to  the  Legislature,  or  to  such  legislative  committee,  Governor,  company, 
or  such  organization  from  whom  the  request  to  act  emanated. 

Board  has  power  to  prescribe  form  of  report ;  notice,  when  blank  form 
of  returns  to  be  furnished  ;  tables  and  abstracts,  what  to  be  presented 
to  Legislature  in  annual  report ;  return  to  be  preserved. 

§  10.  The  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to 
prescribe  the  form  of  the  report  required  to  be  made  by  railroad  corpora- 
tions,  under  section  31  of  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1850,  entitled  “  An  act 
to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate 
the  same,”  and  may  from  time  to  time  make  such  changes  and  additions 
to  such  form,  giving  to  the  corporations  six  months’  notice,  before  the 
expiration  of  any  fiscal  year,  of  any  such  changes  and  additions  which 
would  require  any  alteration  in  the  method  or  form  of  keeping  their 
accounts,  and  the  report  by  said  “Act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  rail- 
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road  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  of  1850,  required  to  be  made 
to  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  shall  hereafter  be  made  to  such  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners.  Until  such  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
however,  shall  change  or  alter  the  form  of  the  report,  the  form  now  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law  shall  be  followed  by  the  said  railroad  corporations.  And 
the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  September  in  each  year,  furnish  a  blank  form  of  such  returns. 
When  the  return  received  from  any  corporation  is  defective,  or  believed  to 
be  erroneous,  the  Board  shall  notify  the  corporation  to  amend  the  same 
within  thirty  days.  The  said  Board  shall  prepare  such  tables  and  abstracts 
of  all  the  returns  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  and  which  shall  be  con¬ 
tained  in  their  annual  report,  and  their  annual  report  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  Legislature  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in  January,  each  year, 
and  which  annual  report  shall  among  other  things,  contain  an  abstract  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Board  during  the  preceding  year,  and  also  drafts 
of  bills  which  have  been  submitted  by  the  Board  to  the  Legislature  and 
the  reason  therefor,  and  such  suggestions  as  to  the  workings  of  the  laws 
of  the  State  on  the  subject  of  railways  and  transportation,  as  to  the  said 
Board  may  seem  proper  and  expedient.  The  originals  of  the  returns  as 
amended,  subscribed  and  sworn  to  as  now  provided  by  law,  or  as  hereafter 
to  be  provided  by  the  said  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners,  shall  be  ore- 
served  in  the  office  of  the  Board. 

Commissioners’  edition  of  annual  report ;  how  distributed 

§  11.  There  shall  be  printed,  in  addition  to  the  regular  number  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law,  as  a  public  document  of  the  State,  500  copies,  to  be  bound 
in  cloth,  of  the  annual  report  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  with  the  returns 
of  the  corporations  for  the  use  of  the  said  commissioners,  and  to  be  dis¬ 
tributed  by  them  to  such  railroad  corporations  and  other  bodies  of  persons 
interested  therein,  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  Commissioness. 

Salaries  of  clerical  force  ;  temporary  employment  of  engineers,  account¬ 
ants  and  experts ;  passes  ;  State  to  procure  necessary  books,  etc. ; 
reimbursement  of  Commissioners  for  expenses  and  disbursements, 
also  for  clerks  and  marshal;  salaries  and  expenses  to  be  audited  by 
Comptroller ;  appropriation. 

§  12.  The  annual  salary  of  each  Commissioner  shall  be  $8,000,  payable 
quarterly  from  the  treasury  of  the  State.  The  annual  salary  of  the  chief 
clerk  or  secretary  shall  be  $3,000,  and  of  the  marshal,  $1,500,  payable  from 
the  treasury  of  the  State.  The  said  Board  shall  also  have  power  to  employ 
such  additional  clerical  force,  not  exceeding  in  number  three  persons, 
however,  at  salaries  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $3,000  per 
annum,  as  they  may  find  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  reports 
required  by  this  act,  and  such  otlier  clerical  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
them  by  said  Board.  And  such  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may 
have  the  power  to  employ  engineers,  accountants  and  other  experts,  whose 
services  they  may  deem  to  be  of  temporary  importance  in  the  conducting 
of  any  investigation  herein  provided.  In  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
their  office  they  shall  be  transported  over  the  several  railroads  in  the  State 
free  of  charge  upon  passes  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  State ;  they  may 
employ  and  take  with  them,  experts  or  other  agents  whose  services- 
they  may  deem  to  be  temporarily  of  importance,  and  who  shall  also  be 
transported,  while  on  such  duty,  free  of  charge  upon  passes  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State ;  and  they  shall  have  procured  for  them  by  the  State 
the  necessary  books,  maps  and  statistics  incidentally  necessary  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  office ;  and  they  shall  also  have  reim¬ 
bursed  to  them  quarterly  the  expenses  and  disbursements  they  may  have 
incurred  in  traveling,  and  for  the  necessary  travel  expenses  and  disburse¬ 
ments  of  their  clerks,  marshal  and  of  experts ;  which  expenses,  however, 
shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  $500  a  month  ;  and  a  statement  of  such 
expenditures  in  detail  shall  accompany  the  annual  report.  The  salaries 
and  expenses  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the 
Comptroller,  and  paid  in  the  first  place  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the 
order  of  the  Comptroller,  out  of  any  unappropriated  funds  from  time  to 
time  remaining  in  the  treasury.  The  sum  of  $50,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  ( Thus  amended  by  chap.  388,  Laws  of  1883.) 
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Limit  of  total  annual  expanse  to  be  borne  by  railroads ;  apportioned  by 
Comptroller  and  State  Assessors. 

§  13.  The  annual  total  expense  of  the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commis¬ 
sioners,  including  salaries  for  Commissioners’  clerks  and  marshal,  and 
additional  clerical  force,  printing  of  additional  copies  of  report,  as  provided 
by  section  eleven  of  this  act,  and  all  other  expenses  incident  to  said  Board, 
excepting  only  rent  of  office,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $50,000,  and  such 
expenses  shall  be  borne  by  the  several  corporations  owning  or  operating 
railroads  according  to  their  means,  to  be  apportioned  by  the  Comptroller 
and  State  Assessors,  who,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  .July  in  each  year, 
shall  assess  upon  each  of  said  corporations  its  just  proportion  of  said 
expenses,  one-half  in  proportion  to  its  net  income  for  the  year  next  pre¬ 
ceding  that  in  which  the  assessment  is  made,  and  one-half  in  proportion 
to  the  length  of  main  track  or  tracks  on  road,  and  such  assessment  shall 
be  collected  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  taxes  upon 
corporations. 

See  chap.  441,  Laws  of  1884,  at  page  351  hereof. 

Right  of  Commissioners  to  enter  cars,  offices  and  depots ;  not  to  solicit 
appointments,  etc.;  penalty  for  violation;  not  to  accept  passes  or 
gratuities  from  railroad  companies  ;  applicable  to  employees  ;  reveal¬ 
ing  information  a  misdemeanor. 

§  14.  Said  Bailroad  Commissioners,  and  either  of  them,  shall  have  the 
right  in  their  or  his  official  capacity  to  enter  and  remain  during  business 
hours  in  the  cars,  offices  and  depots,  and  upon  the  railroads  of  any  rail¬ 
road  company  within  this  State,  in  the  performance  of  official  duties ;  but 
said  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  solicit  or 
request  from,  or  recommend  to  any  railroad  corporation,  or  any  officer, 
attorney  or  agent  thereof,  the  appointment  of  any  person  or  persons  to 
any  place  or  position,  nor  shall  any  railroad  corporation,  its  attorney  or 
agent,  offer  any  place,  appointment  or  position  or  other  consideration  to 
such  Commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  nor  to  any  clerk  or  employee  of 
said  Commissioners  whatever ;  neither  shall  said  Commissioners,  nor  their 
secretary,  clerks,  agents,  employees  or  experts  accept,  receive  or  request 
any  pass  from  any  railroad  in  this  State  for  themselves  or  for  any  other 
person,  or  any  present,  gift  or  gratuity  of  any  kind  from  any  railroad  cor¬ 
poration,  and  the  request  or  acceptance  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  of  any 
such  place  or  position ,  pass,  presents,  gifts  or  other  gratuity  shall  work  a  for¬ 
feiture  of  the  office  of  the  said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners,  secretary, 
clerk  or  clerks,  agent  or  agents,  employee  or  employees,  expert  or  experts, 
who  shall  be  guilty  thereof;  and  any  violation  of  this  section,  or  of  any 
part  thereof,  shall  also  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  and  punishable  as  such, 
and  any  Commissioner,  secretary,  clerk,  agent,  employee  or  expert  who 
shall  secretly  reveal  any  information  gained  by  him  "from  one  railroad 
company  to  any  other  railroad  company  or  person  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor.  ( Thus  amended  by  chap.  388,  Laws  of  1883.) 

Repeal. 

§  15.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  provisions 
are  hereby  repealed. 


CHAP.  421,  LAWS  OF  1884. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  certified  copies  of  documents  in  tlie  office 
of  the  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners,  tlie  fees  to  be  charged 
therefor,  and  providing  for  a  seal  for  the  use  of  the  Board. 

Certified  copies  evidence. 

Section  1.  Copies  of  all  official  documents,  filed  or  deposited,  according 
to  law,  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  when  certified 
by  a  member  of  the  Board  or  by  its  Secretary,  in  the  form  of  and  pursuant 
to  law,  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  evidence  equally  and  in  like  manner  as  the 
originals. 
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The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  have  an  official  seal,  to  be 
prepared  by  Secretary  of  State,  to  be  used  on  all  certified  copies. 

§  2.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  have  an  official  seal  to 
be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
“An  act  to  establish  the  original  arms  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  to 
provide  for  the  use  thereof  on  the  public  seals,”  being  chapter  one  hundred 
and  ninety  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  and  such  seal 
shall  thereafter  be  used  upon  all  certified  documents  issued  from  said 
Board. 

Fees. 

§  3.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  hereafter  charge  and 
collect  the  following  fees  :  For  copies  of  papers  and  records  not  required 
to  be  certified  or  otherwise  authenticated  by  said  Board,  ten  cents  for  each 
folio  of  one  hundred  words  ;  for  certified  copies  of  official  documents  filed 
in  said  office,  fifteen  cents  for  each  folio  of  one  hundred  words,  and  one 
dollar  for  every  certificate  under  seal  affixed  thereto ;  for  each  certified 
copy  of  the  quarterly  report  made  by  railroads  to  the  Board,  fifty  cents ; 
for  each  certified  copy  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Board,  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents. 

Id. 

§  4.  For  certified  copies  of  evidence  and  proceedings  before  the  Board, 
fifteen  cents  for  each  iolio  of  one  hundred  words. 

Id. 

§  5.  No  fees  shall  be  charged  or  collected  for  copies  of  papers,  records 
or  official  documents  furnished  to  public  officers  for  use  in  their  official 
capacity,  or  for  annual  reports  in  the  ordinary  course  of  distribution. 

Fees  to  be  paid  quarterly,  accompanied  with  a  detailed  statement,  into 
the  State  treasury. 

§  6.  All  fees  charged  and  collected  by  the  Board  belong  to  the  people  of 
this  State,  and  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  accompanied  with  a  detailed  state¬ 
ment  thereof,  into  the  treasury  of  the  State,  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
fund. 


Repeal. 

§  7.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

CHAP.  441,  LAWS  OF  1884. 

AN  ACT  to  define  the  duties  of  certain  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners,  to  regulate  the  power  of  issuing  subpoe¬ 
nas,  and  to  limit  the  number  of  clerks  thereof. 


Defining  powers  and  duties  of  chief  clerk  or  secretary;  power  to  issue 
subpoena  now  vested  in  chairman  of  Board  of  Railroad  Commis¬ 
sioners  or  two  Commissioners  ;  proceeding  where  subpoena  is  dis¬ 
obeyed;  may  administer  oaths;  salary,  etc.  ;  to  take  constitutional 
oath  ;  when  ineligible  to  hold  such  position. 

Section  1.  The  chief  clerk  or  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com¬ 
missioners  shall  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said 
Board ;  he  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  records  thereof,  and  file  and  pre¬ 
serve  at  the  general  office  of  said  Board  all  books,  maps,  documents  and 
papers  intrusted  to  his  care,  and  shall  be  responsible  to  said  Board  for  the 
same.  Under  the  direction  of  said  Board  he  shall  be  its  executive  officer, 
shall  have  general  charge  of  its  office,  superintend  its  clerical  business, 
conduct  its  correspondence,  be  the  medium  of  communication  of  its 
decisions,  recommendations,  orders  and  requests ;  and  shall  perform  such 
other  business  as  the  Board  may  prescribe.  The  power  to  issue  subpoenas, 
heretofore  vested  in  the  chief  clerk  or  secretary  of  said  Board,  shall  here¬ 
after  be  vested  in  the  chairman  of  the  Board  or  by  two  of  the  members 
thereof,  and  if  a  person  who  is  duly  subpoenaed  does  not  obey  such  sub¬ 
poena  without  reasonable  cause,  or  if,  when  attending  or  brought  before 
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said  Board,  or  a  member  thereof  authorized  to  examine  him,  he  shall 
refuse,  without  reasonable  cause,  to  be  examined ;  or  to  answer  a  legal  and 
pertinent  question  ;  or  to  produce  a  book  or  paper  which  he  is  directed  to 
bring  by  terms  of  the  subpoena ;  or  to  subscribe  his  deposition  after  it  has 
been  correctly  reduced  to  writing,  the  Board  may  take  such  proceedings 
as  are  provided  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  The  secretary  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  his 
office.  He  shall  receive  as  salary  $4,000  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  He  shall  take  the  con¬ 
stitutional  oath  of  office  and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  no  person  in  the  employ  of,  or  holding  any 
official  relation  to  any  railroad  corporation,  or  owning  stock  or  bonds  in 
any  railroad  corporation,  or  who  is  in  any  manner  pecuniarily  interested 
in  any  firm  or  corporation  having  business  relations  with  any  railroad 
corporation,  shall  hold  such  office.  ( Thus  amended  by  chap.  509,  Laws  of 
1886.) 

Accountant,  appointment  of ;  salary ;  duties  ;  to  take  constitutional  oath. 

§  2.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may  appoint  an  accountant 
at  a  salary  not  exceeding  $3,000  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  who  shall 
be  thoroughly  skilled  in  railroad  accounting,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
make,  under  the  directions  of  the  said  Board,  examinations  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  railroad  companies  and  other  corporations,  under  the 

Erovisions  of  chapter  353,  Laws  of  1882.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
e  shall  supervise  the  quarterly  and  annual  reports  made  by  the  railroad 
companies  to  the  Board,  collect  and  compile  railroad  statistics  and  per¬ 
form  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may  prescribe.  Said  accountant 
shall  take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  shall  hold  his  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Inspector  ;  appointment  of ;  salary  ;  duties  ;  to  take  constitutional  oath. 

§  3.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may  appoint  an  inspector,  at 
a  salary  not  exceeding  $3,000  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  who  shall  be  a 
civil  engineer  and  one  skilled  in  railroad  affairs,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
make  such  inspections  of  railroads  and  other  matters  relating  thereto,  as 
directed  by  the  Board,  and  report  to  it.  Said  inspector  shall  take  the  con¬ 
stitutional  oath  of  office  and  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  shall  hold  his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board. 

Clerical  force, 

§  4.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may  appoint  such  additional 
clerical  force  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business  of  the 
Board,  provided,  however,  that  the  number  of  such  clerks  shall  not  exceed 
six,  and  the  aggregate  salaries  thereof  shall  not  exceed  $6,000. 

Comptroller  to  audit  and  allow  salaries  provided  for  in  sections  1,2,3 
and  4. 

§  5.  The  sums  of  money  provided  to  be  paid  as  salaries  in  sections  1,  2,  3 
and  4  of  this  act  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  Comptroller  and  paid 
in  the  first  place  by  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Comp¬ 
troller,  out  of  any  unappropriated  funds  remaining  in  the  treasury,  and 
the  Comptroller  shall  reimburse  the  Treasurer  in  the  sums  advanced  from 
the  annual  appropriation  made  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  353,  Laws- of  1882,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners. 

Repeal. 

§  6.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 
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Article  VIII,  section  1  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws,  but  shall  not  be 
created  by  special  act,  except  for  municipal  purposes,  and  in  cases  where, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature,  the  objects  of  the  corporation  can  not 
be  attained  under  general  laws.  All  general  laws  and  special  acts  passed 
pursuant  to  this  section  may  be  altered  from  time  to  time. 

CHAP.  346,  LAWS  OF  1848.' 

AN  ACT  to  dispose  of  certain  vacant  and  unoccupied  lands 
belonging  to  the  Onondaga  Salt  Springs  reservation,  and  for 
other  purposes. 

Provisions  respecting  railroad  companies. 

§  7.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  any  railroad  company  to  occupy 
any  of  the  salt  lands  belonging  to  this  State,  for  the  use  of  their  road,  the 
same  shall  be  appraised  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the  second  section 
of  this  act,  and  when  they  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  State  the 
appraised  value,  they  shall  become  possessed  of  the  same,  to  the  same 
extent  as  by  their  charter  they  are  authorized  to  become  possessed  of 
lands  belonging  to  individuals.

Power  of  Canal  Commissioners. 

§  17.  The  Canal  Commissioners  are  hereby  invested  with  a  general  and 
supervisory  power  over  so  much  of  any  railroad  as  passes  over  any  canal 
or  feeder  belonging  to  this  State,  or  approaches  within  ten  rods  of  such 
canal  or  feeder,  so  far  as  such  power  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  free 
and  perfect  use  of  the  canals  or  feeders  of  this  State,  and  necessary  for 
making  any  repairs,  improvements  or  alterations  in  the  same ;  and  said 
company  snail  not  construct  their  railroad  over  or  at  any  place  within  ten 
rods  of  any  canal  or  feeder  belonging  to  this  State,  unless  said  company 
shall  lay  before  the  Commissioners  aforesaid,  a  map,  plan  and  profile,  as 
well  of  the  canal  or  feeder  as  of  the  route  designated  for  their  railroad, 
exhibiting  distinctly  and  accurately  the  relation  of  each  to  the  other,  at 
all  the  places  within  the  limits  of  ten  rods  as  aforesaid ;  and  shall  there¬ 
upon  obtain  the  written  permission  of  said  Canal  Commissioners,  with 
such  conditions,  instructions  and  limitations  as,  in  the  judgment  of  said 
Canal  Commissioners,  the  free  and  perfect  use  of  any  such  canal  or  feeder 
may  require.

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CHAP.  478,  LAWS  OF  1855. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  a  change  of  the  grade  of  railroads  in  certain 

cases. 

Grade  where  crossing  a  canal. 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  grade  of  any  railroad  shall  be  changed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Canal  Commissioners,  at  any  point  where  such  road 
crosses,  or  shall  cross  any  canal,  or  canal  feeder,  except  in  the  city  of 
Buffalo,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  the  company  owning  such 
railroads  to  alter  the  grade  of  such  road,  on  each  or  either  side  of  the 
place  where  such  change  shall  have  been  so  made  by  order  of  the  Canal 
Commissioners,  for  such  distance  and  in  such  manner  as  the  said  directors 
may  deem  necessary.  And  the  directors  of  any  railroad  company  shall 
also  be  authorized,  at  any  time,  to  change  the  grade  of  any  part  of  their 
road  except  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  avoid  accidents,  and  to  facilitate  the  use  of  such  road ;  any 
and  all  damages  arising  from  such  alteration  to  be  appraised  in  same  man¬ 
ner  as  provided  in  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of 
railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same;  ”  and  in  the  several  acts 
amendatory  thereof.  (See  chap.  62,  Laws  of  1853,  page  434.) 

CHAP.  316,  LAWS  OF  1836. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  construction  of  railroads  upon  Indian 

lands. 

Contracts,  how  made. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  ahy  railroad  company  that  has  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be,  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  to  contract 
With  the  chiefs  of  any  nation  of  Indians,  over  whose  lands  it  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  construct  such  railroad,  for  the  right  to  make  such  road  upon  such 
lands ;  but  no  such  contract  shall  vest  in  such  railroad  company  the  fee  to 
such  lands,  nor  the  right  to  occupy  the  same  for  any  purposes  other  than 
what  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction,  occupancy  and  maintenance 
of  such  railroad. 

Contracts  to  be  ratified  by  court. 

§  2.  No  contract  made  with  the  chiefs  of  any  nation  of  Indians,  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  valid  or  effectual 
until  the  same  shall  be  ratified  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the 
county  where  such  lands  may  be  situated. 

CHAP.  135,  LAWS  OF  1870. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  corporations  organized  under  general 

laws. 

directors  authorized  to  make  and  file  amended  certificates  to  cure  omis¬ 
sion  or  informality  ;  effect  thereof. 

Section  1.  The  directors  of  any  corporation,  organized  under  any  general 
act  for  the  formation  of  companies,  in  whose  original  certificate  of  incor¬ 
poration  any  informality  may  exist,  by  reason  of  an  omission  of  any  mat¬ 
ter  required  to  be  therein  stated,  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  and  file 
an  amended  certificate  or  certificates  of  incorporation,  to  conform  to  the 
general  act  under  which  said  corporation  may  be  organized ;  and,  upon 
the  making  and  filing  of  such  amended  certificate,  the  said  corporation 
shall,  for  all  purposes,  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  corporation  from  the 
time  of  filing  such  original  certificate. 

Proviso. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  in  any  manner  affect  any  suit  or 
proceeding  at  the  time  of  filing  such  amended  certificate,  pending  against 
such  corporation,  or  impair  any  rights  already  accrued. 
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CHAP.  829,  LAWS  OF  1872. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  formation  of  railroad  companies. 

When  persons  who  have  signed  articles,  and  who  shall  thereafter 
become  stockholders,  shall  be  and  become  a  corporation. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  twenty- five, 
shall  make  and  sign,  or  shall,  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  made 
and  signed  articles  of  association,  containing  the  statements  required  by 
section  1  of  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad 
corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed  April  2,  1850,  except  the 
names  and  places  of  residence  of  thirteen  directors  of  the  company,  as 
therein  provided ;  and  thereafter  thirteen  directors  have  been  chosen  at  a 
meeting  of  subscribers  to  such  articles,  and  the  names  and  places  of  resi¬ 
dence  of  such  directors  so  chosen  have  been  inserted  in  such  articles  so 
subscribed,  and  there  has  been  indorsed  thereon  the  affidavit  prescribed 
by  the  second  section  of  said  act,  and  said  articles  have  been  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State ;  thereupon  the  persons  who 
have  subscribed  such  articles,  and  all  persons  who  shall  theieafter  become 
stockholders  in  such  company,  shall  be  a  corporation  by  the  name  speci¬ 
fied  in  such  articles  of  association,  and  have  the  same  powers  and 
privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities,  as  though  such  articles 
had,  when  signed,  contained  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  such 
directors. 


CHAP.  222,  LAWS  OF  1847. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  railroad  corporations. 

Terms  of  accommodation  to  be  made  to  connect  railroads  of  different 
companies. 

Section  1.  Every  railroad  company  whose  railroad  shall,  at  or  near  the 
same  place,  connect  with,  or  be  intersected  by,  two  or  more  other  railroads 
which  are  competing  lines  for  the  business  to  or  from  such  railroad,  shall 
fairly  and  impartially  ^rant  and  afford  to  the  proprietors  of  each  of  such 
connecting  or  intersecting  railroads  equal  terms  of  accommodations,  privi¬ 
leges  and  facilities  in  the  transportation  of  cars,  passengers,  baggage  and 
freight,  over  and  upon  their  railroads,  and  over  and  upon  such  connecting 
or  intersecting  railroads ;  and  shall  also  grant  and  afford  the  proprietors 
of  each  of  said  connecting  or  intersecting  railroads  equal  facilities  in  the 
interchange  and  use  of  passenger,  baggage,  freight  and  other  cars  so  far 
as  may  be  required  to  accommodate  the  business  of  each  railroad ;  and 
also  in  furnishing  passage  tickets  to  passengers  who  may  have  come  over, 
or  may  wish  to  go  over  either  of  such  connecting  or  intersecting  railroads ; 
and  if  the  proprietors  of  either  of  such  connecting  or  intersecting  railroads 
shall  deem  themselves  aggrieved  by  the  arrangements  or  conduct  of  the 
company  with  whose  railroad  their  railroad  connects  in  the  premises,  such 
proprietors  may  make  application,  by  petition  to  the  Governor  of  this 
State,  on  giving  fourteen  days’  notice  to  the  companies  or  proprietors  of 
the  railroads  with  which  their  railroad  connects,  for  the  appointment  of 
three  commissioners  to  inquire  into  the  alleged  complaints ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  Governor  to  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  as 
commissioners,  who  shall  summarily  examine  into  the  alleged  grievances, 
and  shall  prescribe  such  regulations  in  the  premises  as  will  in  their 
judgment  secure  the  enjoyment  of  equal  privileges,  accommodations 
and  facilities  to  the  proprietors  of  the  said  connecting  or  intersecting 
railroads,  in  the  transportation,  use  and  interchange  of  cars,  passengers, 
baggage  and  freight,  as  may  be  required  to  accommodate  the  business 
of  each  of  said  railroads,  and  in  the  management  and  conduct  of  the 
several  railroads  connecting-  with  each  other;  and  the  said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  also  determine  and  fix  the  terms  and  conditions  upon 
which  such  facilities  and  accommodations  shall  be  afforded  to  each 
of  said  connecting  railroads.  The  award  of  .the  commissioners,  when 
approved  by  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  be  binding  on  the  parties  for 
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two  years,  and  the  court  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  performance 
thereof,  by  attachment,  mandamus  or  otherwise.  And  the  expenses 
of  the  foregoing  proceedings  shall  be  paid  by  such  of  the  parties  as  shall 
be  determined  on  by  said  court. 


CHAP.  19,  LAWS  OF  1851. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  railroad  corporations. 

Line  common  to  two  companies  may  be  built  by  one ;  articles,  how 
amended. 

Section  1.  Whenever  two  railroad  companies  shall,  for  a  portion  of  their 
respective  lines,  embrace  the  same  location  of  line,  they  may  by  agree¬ 
ment  provide  for  the  construction  of  so  much  of  said  line  as  is  common  to 
both  of  them  by  one  of  the  companies,  and  for  the  manner  and  terms  upon 
which  the  business  thereon  shall  be  performed.  Upon  the  making  of  such 
agreement,  the  company  that  is  not  to  construct  the  part  of  the  line  which 
is  common  to  both,  may  alter  and  amend  its  articles  of  association  so  as  to 
terminate  its  line  at  the  point  of  intersection  and  may  reduce  its  capital 
to  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  for  each  mile  of  the  road 
proposed  to  be  constructed  in  such  amended  articles  of  association. 

Part  of  line  may  be  constructed  in  another  State. 

§  2.  Whenever,  after  due  examination,  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  the 
directors  of  any  railroad  company,  organized  under  the  act  entitled  “An 
act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate 
the  same,”  passed  March  26, 1848,  or  under  the  act  entitled  ‘An  act  to 
authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the 
same,”  passed  April  2,  1850,  that  a  part  of  the  line  of  their  railroad  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  made  between  any  two  points  in  this  State,  ought  to  be 
located  and  constructed  in  an  adjoining  State,  it  may  be  so  located  and 
constructed  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  directors,  and  the  sections  of 
said  railroad  within  this  State  shall  be  deemed  a  connected  line,  according 
to  the  articles  of  association,  and  the  directors  may  reduce  the  capital 
specified  in  their  articles  of  association  to  such  amount  as  may  be  deemed 
proper,  but  not  less  than  the  amount  required  by  law  for  the  number  of 
miles  of  railroad  to  be  actually  constructed  in  this  State. 

Appointment  of  commissioners,  when  may  be  applied  for. 

§  3.  Any  railroad  company  which  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  has 
been  duly  formed  under  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  railroad  corporations,”  passed  March  27,  1848,  or  “An  act  to 
authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the 
same,”  passed  April  2,  1850,  and  which  is  duly  continued  in  existence, 
when  at  least  ten  thousand  dollars  for  every  mile  of  its  railroad,  proposed 
to  be  constructed  in  this  State,  shall  be  in  good  faith  subscribed  to  its 
capital  stock,  and  ten  per  cent  thereof  paid  in,  may  apply  to  the  court  for 
the  appointment  of  commissioners,  and  all  subsequent  proceedings  may 
be  had  to  obtain  the  title  to  lands  jiecessary  for  its  construction,  to  the 
same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital 
stock  specified  in  its  articles  of  association  was  in  like  manner  subscribed. 
( Thus  amended ,  Laws  of  1853,  chap.  53.) 

Damages  for  crossing  turnpike  or  plankroad. 

§  4.  In  case  any  railroad  shall  occupy  or  cross  any  turnpike  or  plank- 
road,  the  railroad  company  shall  pay  such  turnpike  or  plankroad  company 
all  damages  the  turnpike  or  planlcroad  company  may  sustain  by  reason  of 
the  occupancy  or  crossing  such  turnpike  or  plankroad,  the  damages  to  be 
ascertained  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the 
assessment  and  payment  of  damages  in  case  of  taking  private  property 
for  the  use  of  railroad  companies. 
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CHAP.  515,  LAWS  OF  1867.  , 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  railroad  corporations. 

The  obtaining  of  land. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  company  which  has  been,  or  which  may  here¬ 
after  be,  duly  formed  under  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the 
formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed 
April  2,  1850,  and  which  is  duly  continued  in  existence,  when  at  least  ten 
thousand  dollars  for  every  mile  of  its  railroad  proposed  to  be  constructed 
in  this  State  shall  be,  in  good  faith,  subscribed  to  its  capital  stock,  and  ten 
per  cent  thereof  paid  in,  may  apply  to  the  court  for  the  appointment  of 
commissioners,  and  all  subsequent  proceedings  may  be  had  to  obtain  the 
title  to  lands  necessary  for  the  construction  of  its  railroad,  to  the  same 
extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
specified  in  its  articles  of  association  was  in  like  manner  subscribed. 

CHAP.  843,  LAWS  OF  1872. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  “An  act  supplementary  to  the 
act  entitled  ‘An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  cor¬ 
porations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,’”  passed  April  2,  1850. 

(Section  1  amends  Laws  of  1866,  chapter  697.) 

Where  portions  of  lines  of  two  roads  embrace  same  location,  companies 
may  provide,  by  agreement,  for  construction  of  line  by  one  company; 
Railroad  Commissioners  not  to  be  compelled  to  surrender  bonds  until 
consent  of  tax  payers  is  obtained. 

§  2.  Whenever  two  railroad  companies,  for  a  portion  of  their  respective 
lines,  embrace  the  same  location  of  line,  or  whenever  their  lines  connect 
or  are  tributary  to  each  other,  such  companies  may,  by  agreement,  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  construction,  by  one  of  said  companies,  of  so  much  of  said 
line  as  is  common  to  both,  or  connects  with  its  own  line,  and  for  the  man¬ 
ner  and  terms  upon  which  the  business  thereon  shall  be  performed ;  and 
the  company  so  constructing  the  common  and  connecting  and  tribu¬ 
tary  portion  of  road  shall,  if  the  terms  of  such  agreement  so  provide,  be 
entitled  to  have  and  receive  all  the  town  bonds  which  have  been  or  may 
be  authorized  to  be  issued  to  either  company  in  aid  of  the  construction 
thereof,  and  the  towns  authorized  to  issue  such  bonds  are  hereby  author¬ 
ized  and  required  to  exchange  the  same  for  the  stock  or  bonds  of  the  rail¬ 
road  company  that  shall,  under  such  agreement,  construct  a  railroad  upon 
the  line  designated  therein,  to  an  amount  specified  in  the  petition  of  the 
tax  payers,  cr  remaining  unpaid  on  their  subscription  to  the  stock  of 
either  of  said  railroad  companies.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be 
construed  so  as  to  compel  the  commissioners  of  any  town  that  has  assented 
to  bond  for  railroad  purposes  for  any  specified  line  of  railroad  to  surrender 
the  bonds  of  any  such  town  to  any  other  railroad  organization,  until  the 
assent  of  a  majority  of  the  tax  payers,  owning  a  majority  of  the  property 
appearing  upon  the  assessment-roolof  such  town,  has  been  first  obtained. 


CHAP.  108,  LAWS  OF  1875. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  railroad  corporations. 

What  companies  may  consolidate. 

Section  1.  In  any  case  where  two  or  more  railroad  companies  shall  have 
been,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  the 
whole  of  whose  lines,  as  located  by  them,  respectively,  shall  form  one  con¬ 
tinuous  and  connecting  line  of  road,  the  said  companies  may  consolidate 
their  lines  of  roads,  stock,  franchises  and  property,  according  to  the  exist¬ 
ing  laws  of  this  State  relating  to  the  consolidation  of  railroad  companies ; 
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and  any  such  consolidated  company  may  thereupon  construct  or  finish 
the  construction  of  such  continuous  line  of  railroad,  and  operate  the  same 
subject  to  all  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  railroad  corporations  organ¬ 
ized  under  the  said  laws,  so  far  as  not  inconsistent  with  this  act;  but  this 
act  shall  not  in  any  manner  affect  the  existing  laws  regulating  the  rate  of 
fare  on  any  railroad.  ( Thus  amended ,  Laws  of  1883,  chap.  387.) 


CHAP.  917,  LAWS  OF  1869. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  consolidation  of  certain  railroad 

companies. 

Consolidation  of  railroad  companies  owning  continuous  lines. 

Section  1.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  this  State  and  any 
other  State,  and  operating  a  railroad  or  bridge,  either  wholly  within,  or 
•partly  within  and  partly  without  this  State,  to  merge  and  consolidate  its 
capital  stock,  franchises  and  property  with  the  capital  stock,  franchises 
and  property  of  any  other  railroad  company  or  companies  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  or  under  the  laws  of  this  State  and  any  other  State, 
or  under  the  laws  of  any  other  State  or  States  whenever  the  railroads  or 
branches  or  any  part  of  the  railroad  or  branches  of  the  companies  or  cor¬ 
porations  so  to  be  consolidated  shall  or  may  form  a  continuous  or  con¬ 
nected  line  of  railroad  with  each  other,  or  by  means  of  any  intervening 
railroad  bridge  or  ferry.  ( Thus  amended,  Laws  of  1881,  chap.  685.) 

Conditions. 

§  2.  Said  consolidation  shall  be  made  under  the  conditions,  provisions 
and  restrictions,  and  with  the  powers  hereinafter  in  this  act  mentioned  and 
contained,  that  is  to  say : 

Directors  may  enter  into  joint  agreement;  amount  of  capital  stock. 

1.  The  directors  of  the  companies  proposing  to  consolidate  may  enter 
into  a  joint  agreement,  under  the  corporate  seal  of  each  company,  for  the 
consolidation  of  said  companies  and  railroads,  and  prescribing  the  terms 
and  conditions  thereof,  the  mode  of  carrying  the  same  into  effect,  the 
name  of  the  new  corporation,  the  number  and  names  of  the  directors  and 
other  officers  thereof,  and  who  shall  be  the  first  directors  and  officers  and 
their  places  of  residence,  the  number  of  shares  of  the  capital  stock,  the 
amount  or  par  value  of  each  share,  and  the  manner  of  converting  the 
capital  stock  of  each  of  said  companies  into  that  of  the  new  corporation, 
and  how  and  when  directors  and  officers  shall  be  chosen,  with  such  other 
details  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  perfect  such  new  organization,  and 
the  consolidation  of  said  companies  or  railroads.  Butin  no  case  shall  the 
capital  stock  of  the  company  formed  by  such  consolidation  exceed  the  sum 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  companies  so  consolidated,  as  the  par  value 
thereof.  Nor  shall  any  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  debt  be  issued  as  a 
consideration  for,  or  in  connection  with,  such  consolidation. 

Agreement  to  be  submitted  to  stockholders ;  vote  to  be  by  ballot ;  two- 
thirds  vote  required  ;  certified  copy  evidence. 

2.  Said  agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  of  each  of  the 
said  companies  or  corporations  at  a  meeting  thereof  called  separately  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  the  same  into  consideration  ;  due  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  said  meeting,  and  the  object  thereof,  shall  be  given 
by  each  company  to  its  stockholders  by  written  or  printed  notices 
addressed  to  each  of  the  persons  in  whose  names  the  capital  stock  of  such 
company  stands  on  the  books  thereof,  and  delivered  to  such  persons 
respectively,  or  sent  to  them  by  mail  when  their  post  office  address  is 
known  to  the  company,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  time  of  holding  such 
meeting,  and  also  by  a  general  notice  published  daily  for  at  least  lour 
weeks  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  city,  town,  or  county  where  such 
company  has  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business;  and  at  the  said 
meeting  of  stockholders  the  agreement  of  the  said  directors  shall  be  con- 
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sidered,  and  a  vote  by  ballot  taken  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  the 
same,  each  share  entitling  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote,  and  said  ballot 
shall  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  votes  of  all 
the  stockholders  shall  be  for  the  adoption  of  said  agreement,  then  that 
fact  shall  be  certified  thereon  by  the  secretaries  of  the  respective  com¬ 
panies,  under  the  seal  thereof,  and  the  agreement  so  adopted,  or  a  certified 
copy  thereof,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  shall 
from  thence  be  deemed  and  be  taken  to  be  the  agreement  and  act  of  con¬ 
solidation  of  the  said  companies ;  and  a  copy  of  the  said  agreement  and 
act  of  consolidation,  duly  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  under  his 
official  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places  of  the  existence  of 
said  new  corporation,  and  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act  have 
been  fully  observed  and  complied  with.  ( Thus  amended ,  Laws  of  1880, 
chap.  94.) 

Corporations  to  be  taken  as  one,  on  filing  agreement  of  consolidation ; 
rates  of  fare  upon  New  York  Central  railroad;  act  not  to  apply  to 
street  railroads. 

§  3.  Upon  the  making  and  perfecting  such  agreement  and  act  of  con¬ 
solidation  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  filing  the  same  or  a  copy  thereof 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  as  aforesaid,'  the  said  corporations, 
parties  thereto,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  one  corporation  by  the 
name  provided  in  said  agreement  and  act,  but  such  act  of  consolidation 
shall  not  release  such  new  corporation  from  any  of  the  restrictions,  disa¬ 
bilities  or  duties  of  the  several  corporations  so  consolidated.  But  nothing 
in  this  act  contained  shall  allow  any  rate  of  fare  for  way  passengers 
greater  than  two  cents  per  mile,  to  be  charged  or  taken  over  the  track  or 
tracks  of  that  railroad,  now  known  as  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company,  and  the  rate  of  fare  for  way  passengers  over  the  track  or  tracks 
now  operated  by  the  said  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  two  cents  per  mile  and  no  more,  wherever  it  is  now  restricted 
to  that  rate  of  fare.  But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  street 
railroads. 

New  corporation  succeeds  to  rights,  property,  claims,  franchises,  etc.,  of 
roads  consolidated. 

§  4.  Upon  the  consummation  of  said  act  of  consolidation  as  aforesaid, 
all  and  singular  the  rights,  privileges,  exemptions  and  franchises  of  each 
of  said  corporations,  parties  to  the  same,  and  all  the  property,  real,  per¬ 
sonal  and  mixed,  and  all  the  debts  due  on  whatever  account  to  either  of 
said  corporations,  as  well  as  all  stock  subscriptions  and  other  things  in 
action  belonging  to  either  of  said  corporations,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed 
to  be  transferred  to  and  vested  in  such  new  corporation,  without  further 
act  or  deed ;  and  all  claims,  demands,  property,  rights  of  way  and  every 
other  interest  shall  be  as  effectually  the  property  of  the  new  corporation 
as  they  were  of  the  former  corporations,  parties  to  the  said  agreement  and 
act,  and  the  title  to  all  real  estate,  taken  by  deed  or  otherwise,  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  vested  in  either  of  such  corporations,  parties  to  said 
agreement  and  act,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  revert  or  be  in  any  way 
impaired  by  reason  of  this  act,  or  any  thing  done  by  virtue  thereof, 
but  shall  be .  vested  in  the  new  corporation  by  virtue  of  such  act  of 
consolidation. 

Rights  of  creditors,  and  liens  not  to  be  impaired ;  proviso  as  to  existing 
suits,  actions,  etc.;  suits,  how  brought  against  new  corporation. 

§5.  -The  rights  of  all  creditors  of,  and  all  liens  upon,  the  property  of 
either  of  said  corporations,  parties  to  said  agreement  and  act,  shall  be 
preserved  unimpaired,  and  the  respective  corporations  shall  be  deemed 
to  continue  in  existence  to  preserve  the  same,  and  all  debts  and  liabilities 
incurred  by  either  of  said  corporations,  except  mortgages,  shall  thence¬ 
forth  attach  to  such  new  corporation,  and  be  enforced  against  it  and  its 
property  to  the  same  extent  as  if  said  debts  or  liabilities  had  been  incurred 
or  contracted  by  it.  No  suit,  action  or  other  proceeding  now  pending 
before  any  court  or  tribunal,  in  which  either  of  said  railroad  companies  is 
a  party,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  abated  or  been  discontinued  by  the 
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agreement  and  act  of  consolidation  as  aforesaid,  but  the  same  may  be 
conducted  in  the  name  of  the  existing  corporations  to  final  judgment,  or 
such  new  corporation  may  be,  by  order  of  the  court,  on  motion,  substituted 
as  a  party.  Suits  may  be  brought  and  maintained  against  such  new  cor¬ 
poration  in  the  courts  of  this  State,  for  all  causes  of  action,  in  the  same 
manner  as  against  other  railroad  corporations  therein. 

Assessment  of  real  and  personal  property  of  new  corporation  in  this 
State. 

§  6.  The  real  estate  of  such  new  corporation,  situate  within  this  State, 
shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  in  the  several  towns  and  cities  where  the  same 
shall  be  situated  in  like  manner  as  the  real  estate  of  other  railroad  corpora¬ 
tions  is,  or  may  be  taxed  and  assessed,  and  such  proportion  of  the  capital 
stock  and  personal  property  of  such  new  corporation  shall  in  like  manner 
be  assessed  and  taxed  in  this  State,  as  the  number  of  miles  of  its  railroad 
situate  in  this  State  bears  to  the  number  of  miles  of  its  railroad  situate  in 
the  other  State  or  States. 

Proviso  as  to  rate  of  passenger  fare ;  act  not  to  apply  to  street  railroads ; 
contract  of  Buffalo  and  State  Line  railroad  not  to  be  impaired. 

§  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  allow 
such  consolidated  company  to  charge  a  higher  rate  of  fare  per  passenger 
per  mile  upon  any  part  or  portion  of  such  consolidated  line  than  is  now 
allowed  by  law  to  be  charged  by  each  existing  company  respectively,  nor 
shall  this  act  apply  to  street  railroads ;  and  nothing  in  this  act  contained 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  or  impair  in  any  way  the  validity  of  any 
contract  now  existing  between  the  Buffalo  and  State'Line  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  and  the  New  York  and  Erie  Kailroad  Company. 

General  Railroad  Act ;  how  far  to  apply. 

§  8.  All  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  form¬ 
ation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed  April  2, 
1850,  and  of  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto, 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  new  corporation  so  to  be  formed  as  aforesaid,  so 
far  as  the  same  are  now  applicable  to  the  railroad  companies  of  this  State 
which  may  be  consolidated  with  any  other  company  or  companies  by 
virtue  of  this  act. 

Parallel  and  competing  lines  not  authorized  to  consolidate. 

§  9.  No  companies  or  corporations  of  this  State  whose  railroads  run  on 
parallel  or  competing  lines  shall  be  authorized  by  this  act  to  merge  or 
consolidate. 

CHAP.  256,  LAWS  OF  1875.

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  consolidation  of  certain  railroad 

companies. 

Consolidation  with  Pennsylvania  companies. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State 
may  merge  and  consolidate  its  capital  stock,  franchises  and  property  with 
the  capital  stock,  franchises  and  property  of  any  railroad  company  or 
companies  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  when¬ 
ever  the  two  or  more-  railroads  of  the  companies  or  corporations  so  to  be 
consolidated  shall  or  may  form  a  continuous  line  of  railroad. 

Consolidation,  how  effected. 

§  2.  Such  consolidation  shall  be  effected  in  the  manner  provided  for  by 
an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  consolidation  of  certain  railroad 
companies,”  passed  May  20,  1869,  and  also  subject  to  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Stock  of  municipal  corporation,  how  represented. 

§  3.  At  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  any  such  company  or  corpora¬ 
tion  to  consider  any  agreement  or  proposition  to  consolidate,  the  commis¬ 
sioners  or  other  officer  of  any  municipal  corporation  holding  or  having 
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charge  of  any  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  railroad  company  or  corporation 
shall  represent  such  municipal  corporation,  and  may  act  and  vote  in  per¬ 
son  or  by  proxy  on  all  matters  relating  to  such  consolidation  in  the  same 
manner  a$  individual  stockholders.  * 

CHAP.  155,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  tlie  carrying  out  of  plans  and  agreements 

for  the  reorganization  of  railroads. 

When  stock  insufficient,  how  company  may  increase  same ;  State 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  approve. 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  maximum  amount  of  capital  stock  mentioned 
in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  any  railroad  or  railway  company  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  insufficient  to  carry  out 
any  plan  or  agreement  of  reorganization  set  forth  in  such  certificate  of 
incorporation, "it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors,  or  a  majority  of  the 
directors,  of  said  company  to  file  an  additional  certificate  with  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State,  which  shall  set  forth  the  fact  of  such  insufficiency,  and  the 
additional  amount  of  capital  stock  required  to  carry  out  such  plan  or 
agreement  of  reorganization,  and  thereupon,  with  the  approval  of  the 
State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  said  company  shall  be  authorized  to  issue 
such  capital  stock  as  fully  as  if  the  same  had  been  mentioned  or  set  forth 
in  the  original  certificate  of  incorporation.  Said  additional  certificate 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  within  two  months  after 
the  passage  of  this  act. 

CHAP.  215,  LAWS  OF  1846. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  New  York  and  Connecticut  Railroad 

Company. 

Every  railroad  company  required  to  contract  for  carrying  the  United 
States  mail;  penalty. 

(Sections  l  to  16,  both  inclusive,  relate  to  the  New  York  and  Connecticut  Railroad 
Company.) 

§  17.  Every  railroad  company,  upon  being  thereto  required  by  the  Post¬ 
master-General  of  the  United  States,  shall  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
United  States,  in  the  usual  form,  and  with  the  usual  conditions  of  such 
contracts,  for  transporting  the  mails  of  the  United  States  upon  its  railroad 
for  such  compensation  as  the  said  board  shall  deem  reasonable,  not  exceed¬ 
ing  that  provided  by  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  “  An  act  to  reduce  the 
rates  of  postage,  to  limit  the  use  and  correct  the  abuse  of  the  franking 
privileges,  and  for  the  prevention  of  frauds  on  the  revenues  of  the  post- 
office  department,”  approved  March  3,  1845;  and  every  railroad  company 
that  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  enter  into  such  contract,  upon  being  so 
required,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  people  of  this  State  one  hundred  dollars 
for  every  day  it  shall  so  neglect  or  refuse.

CHAP.  270,  LAWS  OF  1847. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  transportation  of  freight  on  certain 

railroads. 

(Sections  l  and  2  are  of  a  local  nature,  and  are,  therefore,  omitted;  sections  3  to  7, 
both  inclusive,  relate  to  tolls  on  railroads  abolished  by  chapter  497,  Laws  of  1857). 

Saving  clause. 

§  8.  No  provision  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  in 
any  way  to  affect  the  ordinary  baggage  of  passengers,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  weight  one  hundred  pounds. 

Higlits  of  railroad  companies. 

§  9.  Any  railroad  company  receiving  freight  for  transportation  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  com- 
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mon  carriers.  Whenever  two  or  more  railroads  are  connected  together,  any 
company  owning  either  of  said  roads  receiving  freight  to  be  transported 
to  any  place  onAho  line  of  either  of  the  said  roads  so  connected  shall  be 
liable  as  common  carriers  for  the  delivery  of  such  freight  at  such  place. 
In  case  any  such  company  shall  become  liable  to  pay  any  sum  by  reason 
of  the  neglect  or  misconduct  of  any  other  company  or  companies,  the 
company  paying  such  sum  may  collect  the  same  of  the  company  or  com¬ 
panies  by  reason  of  whose  neglect  or  misconduct  it  became  so  liable. 


CHAP.  272,  LAWS  OF  1847. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  railroad  companies  to  lay  down  upon  their 
roads  the  heavy  iron  rail,  to  alter  the  line  of  their  road,  and  to 
acquire  the  title  to  lands  which  have  failed. 

(Sections  l  and  2  are  now  obsolete,  and  are  therefore  omitted). 

Provision  to  enable  companies  to  acquire  valid  title  to  land. 

§  3.  In  any  case  where  a  railroad  shall  not  have  acquired  a  valid  and 
sufficient  title  to  any  land  upon  which  they  may  have  constructed  their 
tracks,  or  -where  the  title  to  any  such  lands  has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be 
rendered  invalid  by  reason  of  any  mortgage,  judgment  or  other  lien  affect¬ 
ing  the  same,  then  such  company  in  either  case  is  authorized  to  obtain 
and  acquire  title  to  the  said  land  by  purchase  of  the  persons,  bodies' cor¬ 
porate  or  politic,  owning  the  same,  or  having  an  interest  therein,  if  such 
purchase  can  be  affected  by  agreement  between  the  owners  thereof  and 
such  company ;  but  if  not,  such  company  shall  have  the  power  to  cause 
compensation  to  be  made  therefor,  and  for  that  purpose  they  shall  present 
a  petition  to  a  court  of  record  in  the  county  in  which  such  land  may  lie, 
setting  forth  the  failure  of  such  title,  and  the  manner  in  which  such  failure 
occurred,  and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  owner  or  claimants,  and  pil¬ 
ing  for  the  drawing  of  a  jury  to  determine  the  compensation  to  be  made 
therefor.  The  said  court  of  record  shall  thereupon  direct  notice  to  be 
given,  in  writing,  to  the  owners  or  claimants  of  such  lands,  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  drawing  of  such  jury,  which  drawing  shall  be  in  the 
county  in  which  such  lands  are  situated,  and  upon  proof  of  the  service  of 
such  notice  and  hearing,  the  parties  who  may  attend  such  court  of  record 
shall  cause  such  jury  to  be  drawn  in  such  manner  and  at  such  place  as  it 
shall  direct ;  said  court  shall  cause  the  said  jury  to  be  sworn,  and  shall  pre¬ 
scribe  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  said  jury,  and  the  notices  to  be 
given  to  the  owners  or  claimants  of  the  proceedings  before  said  jury.  The 
said  jury  shall  view  the  premises  for  which  compensation  is  to  be  made, 
and  shall,  without  fear,  favor  or  partiality,  determine  the  compensation  to 
be  made  for  said  land,  the  title  to  which  shall  have  became  invalid  or 
insufficient  as  aforesaid,  and  may  hear  and  examine  witnesses  on  oath  in 
relation  to  the  same.  The  said  jury  shall  make  an  inquisition  of .  their 
appraisement  or  assessment,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  land  is  situated.  Upon 
proof  to  the  court,  -within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  inquisition  of 
the  jury,  of  payment  to  the  owner  or  claimant,  or  of  depositing  to  his  or 
their  credit  in  such  bank  as  the  said  court  shall  direct,  of  the  amount  of 
such  appraisement,  and  of  all  the  costs  and  expenses  attending  it,  includ¬ 
ing  reasonable  counsel  fees  (to  be  taxed  and  certified  by  said  court),  the 
said  court  shall  make  an  order  describing  the  land  and  reciting  the  assess¬ 
ment  or  appraisement  thereof ;  and  the  mode  of  making  it,  which  order 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  land 
is  situated,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  same  were  a  deed  of  conveyance,  and 
such  railroad  company  or  corporation  shall  thereupon  become  possessed 
of  such  land  during  the  continuance  of  the  corporation,  and  may  use  the 
same  for  the  purposes  of  such  corporation.  This  provision  shall  not  be 
construed  to  change  or  impair  the" duties  or  obligations  of  such  corpora¬ 
tion  .in  regard  to  fencing  said  land  or  making  and  maintaining  crossing 
places  over  said  road,  as  prescribed  in  their  charter;  but  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or  affect  the  right  of  any  individual 
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to  recover  the  costs  and  expenses  of  any  legal  proceedings  commenced 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  to  recover  such  sum  for  the  use  of  any 
land  occupied  by  such  corporation  as  he  or  she  is  entitled  to  by  law. 

(Section  4,  as  to  change  of  line,  and  section  5,  as  to  weight  of  rails,  etc.,  omitted  as 
unimportant). 

Checks  to  be  furnished  and  attached  to  each  parcel  of  baggage ;  when 
baggage  to  be  given  to  owner. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  railroad  company  hereafter  to  furnish 
and  attach  checks  to  each  separate  parcel  of  baggage  which  they,  by  their 
agents  or  officers,  receive  from  any  person  for  transportation  as  ordinary 
or  extraordinary  baggage,  in  their  baggage  cars  accompanying  their  pas¬ 
senger  trains,  and  they  shall  also  furnish  to  such  a  person  a  duplicate 
check  or  checks,  having  upon  it  or  them  a  corresponding  number  to  that 
attached  to  each  parcel  of  baggage ;  said  checks  and  duplicates  shall  be 
made  of  some  proper  metallic  substance  of  convenient  size  and  form, 
plainly  stamped  with  numbers,  and  each  check  furnished  with  a  conven¬ 
ient  strap  or  other  appendage  for  attaching  to  baggage,  and  accompany¬ 
ing  it  a  duplicate  to  be  delivered  to  the  person  delivering  or  owning  such 
baggage,  and  whenever  the  owner  of  said  baggage  or  other  person  shall,  at 
the  place  where  the  cars  usually  stop,  to  which  said  baggage  was  to  be  trans¬ 
ported,  or  at  any  other  regular  stopping  place,  present  said  duplicate  check 
or  checks  to  the  officer  or  agent  of  the  railroad,  or  any  railroad  over  any 
portion  of  which  said  baggage  was  transported,  they  shall  deliver  it  up 
to  the  person  so  offering  the  duplicate  check  or  checks  without  unneces¬ 
sary  delay ;  and  a  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  railroad  company, 
its  officers  or  agents,  to  furnish  and  attach  to  any  person’s  ordinary  trav¬ 
eling  baggage  or  extraordinary  baggage,  if  conveyed  by  their  passenger 
train,  a  suitable  check  or  checks,  and  to  furnish  to  such  person  proper 
duplicate  or  duplicates,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  such  person  or  owner,  for 
every  such  refusal  or  neglect,  the  sum  of  $10,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action 
for  debt. 

(Chapter  404,  Laws  of  1847,  being  an  act  to  enable  railroad  companies  to  alter  their 
routes  and  acquire  title  to  land,  is  omitted  as  being  generally  obsolete.) 

(Chapter  405,  Laws  of  1847,  being  an  act  to  authorize  certain  railroad  companies  to 
issue  stock  or  to  borrow  money  to  lay  a  second  track,  is  omitted  as  being 
generally  obsolete.) 

CHAP.  573,  LAWS  OF  1868. 

AN  ACT  to  afford  the  same  facilities  to  passengers  or  property 
transported  by  steamboat  on  the  Hudson  river  as  is  afforded  by 
railroads. 

Steamboats  authorized  to  furnish  tickets. 

« 

Section  1.  The  proprietors  of  any  steamboat,  or  line  of  steamboats,  navi¬ 
gating  the  Hudson  river  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  furnish 
tickets  upon  being  paid  therefor,  for  the  transportation  of  passengers 
from  any  station  on  the  line  of  any  railroad  terminating  at  the  city  of 
Albany  or  Troy,  for  the  conveyance  of  such  passengers  from  the  city  of 
Albany  or  Troy  to  the  city  of  New  York  on  their  said  steamboats.  On  such 
tickets  being  furnished  to  any  such  railroad  company  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  require  their  ticket  agent  at  any  station  on  the  line  of  their  road,  to  sell 
such  tickets,  and  to  any  passenger  who  shall  make  application  therefor,  at 
a  price  which  shall  be  equal  to  the  amount  of  fare  charged  upon  such 
road  to  the  city  of  Albany  or  Troy,  with  the  addition  of  such  price  as  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  proprietor  of  such  steamboat  for  the  transportation  of  such 
passenger  from  Albany  or  Troy  to  New  York. 

Baggage  checks. 

§  2.  The  proprietors  of  said  steamboat  or  line  of  steamboats,  are  also 
authorized  and  empowered  to  furnish  baggage  checks  for  the  transporta¬ 
tion  of  any  passenger’s  baggage  through  to  the  city  of  New  York  by  the 
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way  of  their  said  steamboats,  and  on  such  checks  being  furnished  to  the 
baggage-master,  at  any  station  on  the  line  of  said  railroads,  it  shall  be  liis 
duty  to  check  baggage  on  the  application  of  any  passenger  through  to  the 
city  of  New  York,  which  baggage,  on  its  arrival  in  the  city  of  Albany  or 
Troy,  shall  be  delivered  up  to  the  authorized  agent  of  any  steamboat,  or 
line  of  steamboats,  to  be  transported  from  the  railroad  to  the  steamboat 
on  which  such  passenger  contemplates  going,  without  the  check  being 
removed  from  such  baggage.  And  said  baggage  shall  be  transported  from 
railroad  station  to  steamboat  landings,  and  from  steamboat  landings  to 
railroad  station  by  said  steamboat  owners,  free  of  charge. 

Railroads  to  furnish  tickets. 

§  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  railroad  company  which  termi¬ 
nates  at  the  city  of  Albany  or  Troy,  on  application  being  made  therefor  by 
the  proprietor  of  any  steamboat,  or  line  of  steamboats,  navigating  the 
Hudson  river,  to  furnish  them  with  tickets  for  the  transportation  of  pas¬ 
sengers  from  the  city  of  Albany  or  Troy  to  any  point  on  the  line  of  tlieir 
respective  roads,  to  be  sold  by  such  steamboat  proprietors  in  their  respect¬ 
ive  offices,  and  to  receive  and  transport  the  baggage  of  any  passenger 
which  shall  be  checked  through  to  any  point  beyond  the  city  of  Albany  or 
Troy;  such  tickets  to  be  sold  and  paid  for  to  the  railroader  steamboat 
company  which  shall  furnish  the  same  at  the  price  charged  by  such  com¬ 
pany  for  the  conveyance  of  such  passenger  to  the  place  which  such  ticket 
purports  to  carry  him.  The  object  and  intent  of  this  act  being  to  compel 
railroad  companies  to  furnish  the  same  facilities  to  passengers  going  to  or 
from  the  city  of  New  York  by  boat  as  is  afforded  those  who  go  by  the 
railroad. 

Transfer  of  freight. 

§  4.  If  any  freight  shall  be  delivered  at  any  station  on  the  line  of  any  rail¬ 
road  which  terminates  in  the  city  of  Albany  or  Troy  for  transportation  to 
the  city  of  New  York,  which  is  marked  to  go  to  New  York  via  boat  or  any 
particular  line  of  boats,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  company  to 
whose  agent  such  freight  shall  be  delivered  to  receive  the  same  and  trans¬ 
port  it  with  all  convenient  speed  to  the  city  of  Albany,  and  on  its  arrival 
there  the  company  over  whose  road  the  same  has  been  transported  shall 
forthwith  cause  to  be  notified  the  agent  of  the  steamboat  line  by  which  it 
is  directed  to  be  sent,  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  such  agent  with  the 
bill  of  charges  thereon  due  such  railroad  company,  for  the  payment  of 
which  charges  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  such  steamboat  line  shall 
be  responsible.  But  the  railroad  company  transporting  such  freight  shall 
not  charge  for  its  transportation  over  its  road  any  greater  sum  than  they 
charge  for  carrying  the  same  kind  of  freight  the  same  distance  over  their 
road  if  the  same  were  transported  from  Albany  or  Troy  to  New  York  by 
railroad,  and  any  freight  delivered  by  the  authorized  agent  of  any  steam¬ 
boat  or  steamboat  company  for  transportation  over  any  railroad  which 
shall  have  been  brought  from  New  York  by  boat  shall  be  transported  by 
such  railroad  company  to  its  place  of  destination  for  the  same  price  as  it 
would  be  if  brought  from  New  York  by  railroad. 

Penalty. 

§5.  Any  railroad  company  in  this  State,  whose  agent  or  servants  shall 
heglect  or  refuse  to  sell  tickets  or  furnish  a  check,  as  is  provided  for  in 
this  act,  when  the  same  shall  have  been  furnished  them,  shall  be  liable  to 
the  same  penalty  as  is  provided  for  in  section  37  of  the  act  passed  April 
second,  1850,  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  cor¬ 
porations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  and  no  fare  or  toll  shall  be  collected 
or  received  from  any  passenger  whose  application  for  such  ticket  or  check 
shall  have  been  refused  for  riding  over  the  road  of  said  company,  and  in 
addition  thereto  the  said  railroad  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  $250,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  any 
steamboat  line  navigating  the  Hudson  river  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  for  each  day  they  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  unless  such  neglect  or  refusal  is  caused  by  a  failure 
on  the  part  of  such  steamboat  proprietor  or  proprietors  to  furnish  tickets 
and  checks  as  herein  provided  for. 
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Limitation. 

§  6.  The  provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  sale  of  tickets  and 
furnishing  of  checks,  shall  not  apply  to  either  the  Hudson  River  or  New 
York  and  Harlem  Railroad  Companies. 


CHAP.  364,  LAWS  OF  1882. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  interchange  of  freight  and  passengers 
between  the  Central  Vermont  railroad  and  the  Ogdensburgh 
and  Lake  Champlain  railroad  at  Rouse’s  Point. 

Freight  to  be  exchanged  in  same  cars  in  which  same  is  billed  for  trans¬ 
portation. 

Section  1.  All  freight  billed  or  consigned  from  points  in  this  State,  or 
from  points  on  connecting  railways  to  points  reached  by  the  Central  Ver¬ 
mont  railroad,  and  lines  leased  and  managed  by  said  Central  Vermont 
railroad,  and  Ogdensburgh  and  Lake  Champlain  railroad  and  their 
connections,  shall  be  exchanged  in  the  same  cars  in  which  said  freight  is 
billed  for  transportation  to  its  destination,  and  no  discrimination  shall  be 
made  by  either  of  the  companies  named  in  this  act,  on  account  of  said  cars 
belonging  to  different  corporations  or  carrying  through  all  rail  or  other 
freight.  Provided  said  cars  shall  be  in  the  condition  required  under  the 
rules  and  regulations  usual  and  in  force  among  connecting  railroads. 

Cars  offered  by  one  company  to  another  to  betaken  in  the  usual  manner. 

§  2.  All  passenger,  sleeping,  baggage  or  other  cars  offered  by  one  com¬ 
pany  to  the  other  shall  be  taken  in  the  same  manner  as  is  usual  in  the 
interchange  of  through  passenger  cars  by  connecting  railroads. 

No  additional  charge  to  be  made. 

§  3.  No  additional  charge  shall  be  made  by  reason  of  one  company  taking 
from  the  other  for  transportation  to  destination  any  cars,  freight  or  pas¬ 
sengers  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Penalty  for  violation  of  this  act. 

§  4.  Either  of  the  companies  named  in  this  act  violating  the  provisions 
of  the  same  shall  forfeit  to  the  other  as  liquidated  damages  for  each  case 
of  refusal  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  act  the  sum  of  $500. 


CHAP.  282,  LAWS  OF  1854. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed 
April  2,  1850. 

(Sections  l  to  3,  inclusive,  amend  General  Railroad  Act.) 

Acquiring  real  estate,  not  to  apply  to  certain  real  estate  in  Buffalo. 

§  4.  In  case  any  railroad  company,  the  line  or  route  of  whose  road  has 
been  surveyed  and  designated,  and  the  certificate  thereof  duly  filed  as 
required  by  law,  is  unable  to  agree  for  the  purchase  of  any  real  estate 
required  for  its  roadway  or  other  purposes,  the  said  corporation  shall  have 
the  right  to  acquire  title  to  the  sanie  by  the  special  proceedings  prescribed 
in  the  act  hereby  amended ;  and  all  real  estate  acquired  by  any  railroad 
corporation  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the 
objects  and  purposes  herein  expressed,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  acquired  for 
public  use.  But  this  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  any 
real  estate  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  situated  between  Main  and  Michigan 
streets,  except  that  lying  between  Exchange  street  and  Buffalo  river. 
{Thus  amended,  Laws  of  1882r  chap.  82.) 
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Courts  empowered  to  carry  proceedings  into  effect. 

§  5.  In  all  cases  of  appraisal  under  this  act,  and  the  act  hereby  amended, 
where  the  mode  or  manner  of  conducting  all  or  any  of  the  proceedings  to 
the  appraisal,  and  the  proceedings  consequent  thereon,  are  not  expressly 
provided  for  by  the  statute,  the  courts  before  whom  such  proceedings 
may  be  pending  shall  have  the  power  to  make  all  the  necessary  orders, 
and  give  the  proper  directions  to  carry  into  effect  the  object  and  intent  of 
this  and  the  aforesaid  act ;  and  the  practice  in  such  cases  shall  conform,  as 
near  as  may  be,  to  the  ordinary  practice  in  such  courts. 

Appraisal  not  affected  by  transfer  of  property. 

§  6.  When  any  proceedings  of  appraisal  shall  have  been  commenced,  no 
change  of  ownership,  by  voluntary  conveyance  or  transfer  of  the  real 
estate,  or  any  interest  therein,  or  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  appraisal, 
shall  in  any  manner  affect  such  proceedings,  but  the  same  may  be  carried 
on  and  perfected  as  if  no  such  conveyance  or  transfer  had  been  made  or 
attempted  to  be  made. 

Hinging  of  bells  at  cross  roads;  penalty. 

§  7.  A  bell  shall  be  placed  on  each  locomotive  engine  run  on  any  railroad 
and  rung  at  the  distance  of  at  least  eighty  rods  from  the  place  where  the 
railroad  shall  cross  any  traveled  public  road  or  street  on  the  same  level 
with  the  railroad,  and  be  kept  ringing  until  it  shall  have  crossed  such  road 
or  street ;  or  a  steam  whistle  shall  be  attached  to  each  locomotive  engine, 
and  be  sounded  at  least  eighty  rods  from  the  place  where  the  railroad  shall 
cross  any  such  traveled  public  road  or  street  upon  the  same  level  with  the 
railroad,  except  in  cities,  and  be  sounded  at  intervals  until  it  shall  have 
crossed  such  road  or  street,  and  every  neglect  to  comply  with  the  fore¬ 
going  provision  shall  subject  the  corporation  owning  the  railroad  to 
a  fine  not  exceeding  $20,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  cogni¬ 
zance  of  the  offense;  and  every  engineer  having  charge  of  the  engine, 
for  every  neglect  to  comply  with  the  requirements  aforesaid,  shall  be 
fined  not  exceeding  $50,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not 
exceeding  sixty  days,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  before  which 
any  indictment  may  be  tried ;  and  the  said  corporation  shall,  moreover, 
be  liable  for  all  damages  which  shall  be  sustained  by  any  person 
by  reason  of  such  neglect.  All  the  penalties  hereinbefore  mentioned 
may  be  sued  for  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  by 
the  district  attorney  of  the  county  wherein  the  same  shall  accrue,  within 
ten  days  thereafter;  and  in  case  such  district  attorney  shall  omit  or 
neglect  to  sue  for  such  fine  or  fines  within  the  time  aforesaid,  then  it  may 
and  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  aggrieved  to  sue  therefor  in  the  name 
of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  wherein  any  such  fine  or  fines 
shall  have  accrued,  which,  when  recovered,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  over¬ 
seers  of  the  poor,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  said  town.  And  in  case 
such  person  shall  fail  to  make  out  and  maintain  any  such  action,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  court  before  whom  any  such  action  shall  be  had  to  enter 
a  judgment  against  the  complainant  for  the  costs  of  said  action. 

Fencing  road. 

§  8.  Every  railroad  corporation,  whose  line  of  road  is  open  for  use,  shall 
within  three  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  every  railroad  com¬ 
pany  formed  or  to  be  formed,  but  whose  lines  are  not  now  open  for  use, 
shall,  before  the  lines  of  such  railroad  are  opened,  erect  and  thereafter 
maintain  fences  on  the  sides  of  their  roads,  of  the  height  and  strength  of 
a  division  fence,  as  required  by  law,  with  openings  or  gates,  or  bars 
therein  at  the  farm  crossings  of  such  railroad,  for  the  use  of  the  proprie¬ 
tors  of  the  lands  adjoining  such  railroads,  and  shall  also  construct,  where 
the  same  has  not  already  been  done,  and  hereafter  maintain,  cattle- 
guards  at  all  road  crossings,  suitable  and  sufficient  to  prevent  cattle, 
horses,  sheep  and  hogs  from  getting  on  to  such  railroad.  And  so  long  as 
such  fences  and  cattle-guards  shall  not  be  made,  and  when  not  in  good 
repair,  such  railroad  corporation  and  its  agents  shall  be  liable  for  damages 
which  shall  be  done  by  the  agents  or  engines  of  any  such  corporation  to 
any  cattle,  horses,  sheep  or  hogs  thereon,  and  when  such  fences  and 
guards  shall  have  been  duly  made  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair,  such 
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railroad  corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  such  damages,  unless 
negligently  or  willfully  done.  A  sufficient  post  and  wire  fence  of  requisite 
height  shall  be  deemed  a  lawful  fence,  within  the  provisions  pf  this  sec¬ 
tion  ;  but  no  railroad  corporation  shall  be  required  to  fence  the  sides  of  its 
roads,  except  when  such  fence  is  necessary  to  prevent  horses,  cattle, 
sheep  and  hogs  from  getting  on  to  the  track  of  the  railroad  from  the 
lands  adjoining  the  same. 

Owner  of  land,  when  to  build. 

§  9.  But  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner  of  land  adjoining  any  rail¬ 
road,  who  has  received,  or  whose  grantor  has  received,  a  specific  sum  as 
compensation  for  fencing  along  the  line  of  land  taken  for  the  purpose  of 
said  railroad,  and  has  agreed  to  build  and  maintain  a  lawful  fence  on  the 
line  of  said  road,  to  build  and  maintain  such  fence  ;  and  if  said  owner,  his 
heir  or  assign,  shall  not  build  said  fence  within  thirty  days  after  he  has 
been  notified  so  to  do  by  the  said  railroad  corporation,  or  shall  neglect  to 
maintain  said  fences,  if  built,  said  corporations  shall  build  and  thereafter 
maintain  such  fence,  and  may  maintain  a  civil  action  against  the  person 
so  neglecting  to  build  or  maintain  said  fence,  to  recover  the  expense 
thereof. 


Unclaimed  freight.  \ 

§  10.  Every  railroad  company  which  shall  have  had  unclaimed  freight, 
not  perishable,  in  its  possession  for  a  period  of  one  year  at  least,  may  pro¬ 
ceed  to  sell  the  same  at  public  auction,  and  out  of  the  proceeds  may 
retain  the  charges  of  transportation  and  storage  of  such  freight,  and  the 
expenses  of  advertising  and  sale  thereof ;  but  no  such  sale  shall  be  made 
until  the  expiration  of  four  weeks  from  the  first  publication  of  notice  of 
such  sale  in  the  State  paper,  and  also  in  a  newspaper  published  at  or 
nearest  the  place  at  wfiiich  such  freight  was  directed  to  be  left,  and  also  at 
the  place  where  such  sale  is  to  take  place ;  and  said  notice  shall  contain  a 
description  of  such  freight,  the  place  at  which  and  the  time  when  the 
same  was  left,  as  near  as  may  be,  together  with  the  name  of  the  owner  or 
person  to  whom  consigned,  if  known ;  and  the  expenses  incurred  for 
advertising  shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  freight,  in  a  ratable  proportion, 
according  to  the  value  of  each  article  or  package  or  parcel,  if  more 
than  one. 


Perishable  freight. 

§  11.  In  case  such  unclaimed  freight  shall,  in  its  nature,  be  perishable, 
then  the  same  may  be  sold  as  soon  as  it  can  be,  on  giving  the  notice 
required  in  the  preceding  section,  after  its  receipt  at  the  place  where  it 
was  directed  to  be  left. 


Proceeds  of  sale. 

§  12.  Such  railroad  company  shall  make  an  entry  of  the  balance  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale,  if  any,  "of  each  parcel  of  freight  owned  by  or  con¬ 
signed  to  the  same  person,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  and  at  any  time 
within  five  years  thereafter  shall  refund  any  surplus  so  retained  to  the 
owner  of  such  freight,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  on  satisfactory  proof  of  such 
ownership. 


Lines  common  to  two  roads  ;  how  constructed. 

§  13.  Whenever  two  railroad  companies  shall,  for  a  portion  of  their 
respctive  lines,  embrace  the  same  location  of  line,  or  whenever  by  the 
connection  of  two  or  more  railroads,  the  same  points  of  termination  are 
reached  by  railroad  communication,  any  two  such  railroads  may,  by 
agreement,  provide  for  the  construction  of  so  much  of  said  line  as  is  com¬ 
mon  to  both  of  them  by  one  of  the  companies,  and  for  the  manner  and 
terms  upon  which  the  business  thereon  shall  be  performed.  Any  road  so 
connecting  may  alter  and  amend  its  articles  of  association,  so  as  to  termi¬ 
nate  at  the  point  of  intersection,  and  may  reduce  its  capital  to  a  sum  not 
less  than  $10,000  for  each  mile  of  the  road  constructed,  or  proposed  to  be 
constructed  in  such  amended  articles  of  association.  This  section  shall 
not  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  any  railroad  company  or  companies,  so 
far  as  its  or  their  line  of  road  or  roads  are  within  the  bounds  of  any  incor¬ 
porated  city  of  this  State. 
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Persons  on  whom  process  may  be  served. 

§  14.  Every  railroad  corporation  in  this  State  shall,  within  thirty  days 
after  this  act  shall  take  effect,  designate  some  person,  residing  in  each  of 
the  counties  through  or  into  which  such  railroad  may  run,  on  whom  pro¬ 
cess,  to  be  issued  by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  may  be  served,  and  shall  file 
such  designation  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  person 
so  designated  shall  reside,  and  a  copy  of  such  designation,  duly  certified 
by  such  clerk,  shall  be  evidence  of  such  appointment,  and  the  service  of 
any  process  upon  the  person  so  designated  or  named,  to  be  issued  by  any 
justice  of  the  peace  in  any  civil  action  or  matter  of  which  said  justice  may 
have  jurisdiction,  shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual  as  if  served  upon  the 
president  or  any  director  of  any  such  corporation,  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Service  on  agents  and  servants. 

§  15.  In  all  cases  where  such  designation  shall  not  be  made  as  aforesaid, 
and  where  no  officer  of  such  corporation  shall  reside  in  the  county,  on 
whom  process  can  be  served  according  to  the  existing  provisions  of  "law, 
the  process  mentioned  in  the  next  preceding  section  maybe  served  on  any 
local  superintendent  of  repairs,  freight  agent,  agent  to  sell  tickets,  or 
station  keeper  of  such  corporation,  residing  in  such  county,  which  service 
shall  be  as  effectual  in  all  respects  as  if  made  on  the .  president  or  any 
director  of  such  corporation. 

(§  16  amends  the  General  Railroad  Act  of  1850.) 

Where  track  crosses  canals. 

§  17.  The  directors  of  any  railroad  company  whose  track  crosses  any  of 
the  canals  of  this  State,  and  the  present  grade  thereof  shall  be  raised  in 
consequence  of  directions  given  by  the  Canal  Commissioners,  may,  with 
the  assent  of  the  said  Canal  Commissioners,  lay  out  a  new  line  of  road  for 
the  purpose  of  crossing  such  canal  on  a  more  favorable  grade,  and  may 
extend  such  new  line  and  connect  the  same  with  any  other  line  of  road 
owned  by  the  same  company,  and  a  survey,  map  and  certificate  of  such 
new  or  altered  line  shall  be  made  and  filed  in  the  clerk’s  office  of  the 
proper  county ;  and  such  company  shall  have  the  same  right  and  power  to 
acquire  title  to  any  lands  required  for  the  purposes  of  such  company, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  as  it  would  have  in  the  location  of  "a 
line  of  road  in  the  first  instance ;  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  act  hereby 
amended,  relative  to  acquiring  title  to  land  for  railroad  purposes,  shall 
apply  to  such  new  or  altered  line ;  and  all  lands  acquired  by  any  railroad 
company  by  appraisal,  for  passenger  and  freight  depots,  shall  be  held  by 
such  company  in  fee ;  but  no  new  line  or  route  of  road  can  be  laid  out  and 
established,  as  contemplated  in  this  section,  in  any  city  or  village,  unless 
the  same  be  sanctioned  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  common  council  of 
said  city,  or  trustees  of  said  village,  nor  shall  any  railroad  company  be 
compelled  to  abandon  any  existing  line  of  road  in  conseouence  of  estab¬ 
lishing  such  new  line  of  road. 

Repeal. 

§  18.  Section  thirty-nine  of  the  act  hereby  amended  is  repealed,  but  this 
repeal  shall  not  affect  any  action  or  proceeding  heretofore  commenced 
under  said  section. 


CHAP.  697,  LAWS  OF  1866. 

AN  ACT  supplementary  to  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize 
the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  • 
same,”  passed  April  2,  1850. 

Companies  for  operating  railway  by  stationary  power. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than 
ten,  to  form  themselves  into  a  companv  for  constructing,  maintaining  and 
operating  a  railway  for  public  use,  in  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  prop¬ 
erty,  by  means  of  a  propelling  rope  or  cable  attached  to  stationary  power; 
and  upon  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  first  three  sections  of  the 
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act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  they  shall  become  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  according  to  the  provisions  of  said  act;  Provided,  That  the 
director^  of  any  such  company  may  be  limited  to  any  number  not  less 
than  five,  to  be  specified  in  the  "articles  of  association. 

By  what  name  designated. 

§  2.  Any  such  company  may  style  itself  by  the  name  of  the  inventor  or 
patentee  of  the  particular  method  of  propulsion  used,  together  with  such 
local  designation  as  the  associates  may  deem  desirable,  and  shall,  by 
such  name  set  forth  in  their  articles  of  association,  have  and  enjoy  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  and  be  subject  to  the  liabilities  mentioned  in 
the  aforesaid  act,  passed  April  2,  1850,  so  far  as  the  same  are  comprised 
in  the  first  twenty-six  sections  and  the  twenty-eighth  section  thereof. 

Fare. 

§  3.  (See  chap.  422,  Laws  1884,  below.) 

When  company  may  operate  roads  in  other  States. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  company  formed  under  this  act  to  con¬ 
struct  and  operate  and  maintain  a  road  or  roads  ih  any  other  State  or 
country  in  which  the  same  does  not  conflict  with  the  laws  of  such  State 
or  country ;  provided  the  assent  of  inventors  or  patentees  are  first  obtained 
in  the  same  manner  and  extent  as  would  be  necessary  within  the  United 
States. 

Extension  of  corporate  existence,  how  effected  ;  firms,  certified  copy  of 
certificate  evidence. 

§  5.  The  continuance  of  any  railroad  corporation  now  existing,  or  here¬ 
after  to  be  formed  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  may  be  extended  beyond 
the  time  named  for  that  purpose  in  its  act  or  acts  of  incorporation,  or  in 
the  articles  of  association  of  such  corporation,  by  the  filing  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  a  certificate  of  consent  to  such  extension  signed  by 
the  holders  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  the  stock  held  by  the  stockholders  of 
such  corporation ;  and  in  every  case  where  such  consent  has  been  or  shall 
be  so  filed,  the  term  of  existence  of  such  corporation  is  hereby  extended 
and  declared  to  be  extended  for  the  period  designated  in  such  certificate, 
and  each  such  corporation  shall,  during  the  period  named  in  such  certifi¬ 
cate,  possess  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  enjoyed 
or  exercised  by  such  corporation  at  the  time  such  certificate  was  or  shall 
be  so  filed.  Each  such  certificate  shall  be  proved  or  acknowledged  by  the 
individuals  signing  the  same  before  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  take 
acknowledgments  of  deeds ;  and  whenever  such  stock  shall  be  owned  or 
held  by  firms  or  copartnerships,  the  execution  of  such  certificate  shall  be 
acknowledged  by  one  or  more  of  such  copartners ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  record  such  certificate  in  the  book  kept  in  his 
office  for  the  record  of  articles  of  association  of  railroad  companies.  A 
copy  of  such  certificate  and  of  the  acknowledgment  thereof,  certified  by 
the  Secretary  of  State,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the 
facts  therein  stated.  ( Thus  amended,  Laws  1874,  chap.  240.) 


CHAP.  422,  LAWS  OF  1884. 

AN  ACT  to  further  amend  chapter  697  of  the  Laws  of  1866,  enti¬ 
tled  “An  act  supplementary  to  the  act  entitled  ‘An  act  to  author¬ 
ize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the 
same.’  ” 

Section  1.  Section  three  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of 
the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  entitled  “An  act  supplement¬ 
ary  to  the  act  entitled  ‘An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  cor¬ 
porations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,’  ”  passed  April  second,  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

47 
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Fare,  rate  of. 

§3.  Companies  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  supplementary  act 
may  fix  and  collect  rates  of  fare  on  their  respective  roads,  not  exceeding 
five  cents  for  each  mile  or  any  fraction  of  a  mile,  for  each  passenger,  and 
with  the  right  to  a  minimum  fare  of  ten  cents;  except  when  such  railroad 
does  not  exceed  two  miles  in  length,  and  rises  or  overcomes  elevations  not 
less  than  five  hundred  feet  to  me  mile,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
such  companies  to  fix  and  collect  rates  of  fare  on  their  respective  roads 
not  more  than  five  cents  for  each  one  hundred  feet  of  elevation  so  over¬ 
come  for  each  passenger. 

To  what  roads  applicable. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  railways  not  exceeding  four* 
miles  in  length  and  overcoming  elevations  not  less  than  five  hundred  feet 
to  the  mile,  where  the  motive  power  is  locomotives  furnished  with  cogs 
working  into  cogs  on  the  railway. 


CHAP.  536,  LAWS  OP  1887. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  railroad  corporations. 

Mountain  railroads,  rate  of  fare  on. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  corporation  now  or  hereafter  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  and  which  shall  hereafter  construct  its  road,  may, 
where  its  railroad  overcomes  an  elevation  of  more  than  one  thousand  feet 
within  a  distance  of  two  miles,  charge  and  receive  for  each  passenger 
transported  one  way  not  more  than  seven  cents  for  each  one  hundred  feet 
of  elevation ;  wThere  its  railroad  overcomes  an  elevation  exceeding  three 
hundred  feet  to  a  mile,  and  is  operated  by  other  power  than  locomotive 
engines,  it  may  charge  and  receive  for  each  passenger  transported  one 
way  at  the  rate  of  five  cents  for  each  one  hundred  feet  of  elevation ;  where 
its  railroad  overcomes  an  elevation  of  over  two  hundred  feet  to  the  mile, 
for  at  least  two  consecutive  miles,  and  does  not  exceed  twenty  miles  in 
length,  it  may  charge  and  receive  for  each  passenger  transported  one  way 
at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  mile. 

Motive  power. 

§  2.  Any  such  railroad  company  whose  railroad  overcomes  either  of  the 
elevations  described  in  the  first  section  may  use  any  motive  power  or 
powers. 

Limitation  of  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  be  of  force  within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated 
village  or  city  in  this  State. 


CHAP.  560,  LAWS  OF  1871. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed 
April  2,  1850. 

(Section  l  amends  General  Railroad  Act  of  1850.) 

Change  of  terminus  of  intersecting  roads ;  consent  of  stockholders 
requisite. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  railroad  company  shall  have  located  its  road  so  as  to 
terminate  at  any  railroad  previously  constructed  or  located,  whereby  com¬ 
munication  might  be  had  with  any'incorporated  city  of  this  State,  and  any 
other  railroad  company  shall  subsequently  locate  its  road  so  as  to  inter¬ 
sect  the  road  of  said  first-mentioned  company,  and  thereby,  by  itself  or 
its  connections,  afford  communication  with  such  city,  then  and  in  such 
case  said  first-mentioped  company  may  alter  and  amend  its  articles  of 
association  so  as  to  have  its  road  terminate  at  the  point  of  intersection 
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with  said  road  so  subsequently  located,  provided  the  consent  of  the  stock¬ 
holders  representing  or  holding  two-thirds  of  the  stock  of  said  company 
shall  have  been  first  obtained  thereto. 

Maps,  surveys,  etc.,  when  to  be  filed  or  recorded  in  register’s  office; 
transfer  and  refiling  authorized. 

§  3.  Whenever  in  said  act  any  map,  survey,  profile,  reports,  certificate 
or  other  paper  is  directed  to  be  filed  or  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk,  the  same  shall  be  filed  or  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  the 
county,  provided  there  be  a  register’s  office  in  said  county,  and  all  maps, 
profiles,  surveys,  reports,  certificates  or  other  papers  which  have,  pursu¬ 
ant  to  the  provisions  of  said  act,  been  heretofore  filed  or  recorded  in  the 
.  office  of  the  clerk  of  any  county  in  which  there  is  a  register,  shall  be, 
within  thirty  days  after  tfie  passage  of  this  act,  transferred  to  the  office  of 
such  register,  and  shall  be  by  him  refiled  or  recorded  as  of  the  date  of  the 
original  filing  or  record. 

(§  4  also  amends  the  General  Railroad  Act  of  1850.) 

Narrow-gauge  roads;  when  articles  may  be  filed ;  contents  of  articles; 
amount  of  capital. 

§5.  Corporations  may  be  formed  under  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to 
authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the 
same,”  passed  April  2,  1850,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating 
railroads  for  public  use  in  transporting  persons  and  property,  of  the  gauge 
of  three  feet  and  six  inches  or  less,  but  not  less  than  thirty  inches  within 
the  rails ;  whenever  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  to  the  amount  of 
$1,000  for  every  mile  of  such  railroad  proposed  to  be  constructed  and 
operated  has  been  in  good  faith  subscribed,  and  whenever  $1,000  or  more 
for  every  mile  of  sucn  railroad  proposed  to  be  constructed  shall  be  in  like 
manner  subscribed,  and  ten  per  cent  thereon  in  good  faith  actually  paid 
in  cash  to  the  directors  named  in  the  articles  of  association,  and  an  affida¬ 
vit  made  by  at  least  three  of  said  directors  and  indorsed  on  or  annexed  to 
said  articles  that  the  amount  of  stock  hereby  required  has  been  so  sub¬ 
scribed  as  aforesaid,  and  ten  per  cent  thereon  paid  as  aforesaid,  and  that 
it  is  intended  in  good  faith  to  construct  and  operate  such  railroad,  then 
said  articles  with  such  affidavit  may  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  provided  said  articles  contain  all  the  other  facts 
required  by  law  to  be  stated  in  articles  of  association  made  for  organizing 
railroad  corporations  under  said  act,  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the 
formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed 
April  2, 1850,  except  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  stated 
in  said  articles  shall  not  be  less  than  $3,000  for  every  mile  of  road  con¬ 
structed,  or  proposed  to  be  constructed,  and  all  of  the  provisions  of  said 
last-mentioned  act  shall  apply  to  corporations  formed  for  the  construction 
and  operating  of  railroads  of  the  gauge  hereinabove  mentioned,  except  as 
herein  provided,  or  otherwise  provided  by  law.  ( Thus  amended ,  Laws  of 
1879,  chap.  293,  subd.  now  §  5  of  chap.  560  of  Laws  of  1850.) 

Right  of  way,  how  acquired ;  weight  of  rails ;  fare  proviso ;  weight  of 
engine. 

§  6.  Any  railroad  company,  duly  organized  according  to  law,  when  the 
gauge  of  its  proposed  railroad  shall  be  three  feet  and  six  inches  or  less, 
but  not  less  than  thirty  inches  within  the  rail,  may  whenever  $2,000  for 
every  mile  of  road  to  be  constructed  has  been,  in  good  faith,  subscribed 
and  ten  per  cent  thereon  paid,  in  good  faith,  in  cash,  apply  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  for  the  appointment  of  commis¬ 
sioners,  and  all  subsequent  proceedings  may  be  had  to  obtain  the  title  of 
lands  necessary  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  and  operating  said 
railroad  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  whole 
amount  of  the  capital  stock,  specified  in  its  articles  of  association,  was.  in 
like  manner  subscribed  and  ten  percent  thereon  in  like  manner  paid  in  cash ; 
and  may  lay  upon  such  road  iron  of  a  weight  not  less  than  twenty-five 
pounds  to  the  lineal  yard ;  such  railroad  company  may  charge  and  receive, 
when  its  road  is  not  more  than  twenty-five  miles  in  length,  not  exceeding 
five  cents  per  mile ;  when  its  road  is  more  than  twenty-five  and  not  more

than  forty  miles  in  length,  not  exceeding  four  cents  per  mile ;  and  when 
the  road  is  more  than  forty  miles  in  length,  not  exceeding  three  cents  per 
mile  for  each  passenger  and  his  ordinary  baggage  transported  on  said 
road,  providing  that  nothing  relating  to  fares  in  this  section  shall  apply 
to  railroad  companies  now  incorporated,  or  to  any  railroad  now  in  opera¬ 
tion,  or  to  any  railroad  or  part  thereof  located,  or  to  be  located,  in  the 
county  of  Kings,  county  of  New  York,  or  within  the  limits  of  any  incor¬ 
porated  city.  And  it  is  further  provided  that  in  case  the  weight  of  rail 
used  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  pounds  per  lineal  yard,  such  railroad 
company  shall  not  use  an  engine  exceeding  eighteen  tons  weight,  or  run 
at  a  greater  speed  than  fifteen  miles  per  hour.  ( Thus  amended ,  Laws  1883, 
chap.  384.)

Existing  corporations  may  construct  narrow-gauge  road. 

§  7.  Any  railroad  corporation  now  duly  organized  and  legally  kept  in 
existence,  which  has  not  constructed  its  railroad,  may  construct  a  railroad 
of  the  gauge  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  may  acquire  title  to  lands 
necessary  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operating  of  such  rail¬ 
road,  on  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  of  all  other  provi¬ 
sions  of  law  not  inconsistent  herewith. 


CHAP.  470,  LAWS  OF  1881. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  rates  of  fare  upon  certain  surface  steam 

railroads. 

Rate  of  fare. 

Section  1.  Any  surface  steam  railroad  company  created  by  the  laws  of 
this  State,  whose  main  line  does  not  exceed  fifteen  miles  in  length,  and 
does  not  enter  or  traverse  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city,  may  collect 
and  receive  fare  at  the  rate  of  five  cents  each  from  any  and  all  passengers 
traveling  upon  its  road  a  distance  of  one  mile  or  less ;  but  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  deemed  to  authorize  such  railroad  company  to  collect 
or  receive  fare  from  passengers  traveling  upon  its  road  or  any  connecting 
line  a  distance  of  more  than  one  mile  at  a  greater  rate  than  is  now  allowed 
by  law  for  each  mile  or  fraction  thereof  traveled  by  them. 


CHAP.  386,  LAWS  OF  1883. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  fare  on  short  railroads,  and  having  tracks 
of  two  gauges  and  not  entering  the  limits  of  any  incorporated 
city.  . 

Rate  of  fare. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  corporation  now  duly  organized  and  having  a 
railroad  of  the  ordinary  gauge,  or  the  lessee  of  any  such  corporation 
which  may  by  the  laying  down  of  a  third  rail  so  as  also  to  create  a  track 
of  the  gauge  of  three  feet  and  six  inches  or  less,  but  not  less  than  thirty 
inches  between  the  rails,  shall  for  the  purpose  of  asking  and  receiving 
fare  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  over  the  said  narrow-gauge  track, 
be  deemed  a  railroad  of  the  gauge  of  three  feet  and  six  inches  or  less,  not 
less  than  thirty  inches  between  the  rails,  when  the  said  narrow  gauge 
does  not  enter  or  traverse  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city  and  said 
road  does  not  exceed  six  miles  in  length,  including  any  connecting  rail¬ 
road  of  the  same  gauge. 
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CHAP.  775,  LAWS  OF  1867. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  “  An  act  to  authorize  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed 
April  2,  1850. 

When  corporate  powers  shall  cease. 

Section  1.  If  any  corporation  formed  under  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to 
authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the 
same,”  passed  April  2,  1850,  shall  not,  within  five  years  after  its  articles  of 
association  are  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
begin  the  construction  of  its  road,  and  expend  thereon  ten  per  cent  on  the 
amount  of  its  capital,  or  shall  not  finish  its  road  and  put  it  in  operation  in 
ten  years  from  the  time  of  filing  its  articles  of  association,  as  aforesaid, 
its  corporate  existence  and  powers  shall  cease. 


CHAP.  598,  LAWS  OF  1875. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  railroad  corporations. 

Extending  time  for  construction. 

Section  1.  Any  existing  railroad  company  heretofore  organized  or  incor¬ 
porated  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  except  such  as  may  have  been  organ¬ 
ized  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  operating  a  railroad  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  which  may  be  unable  from  any  cause  to  construct  its  railroad 
within  the  time  specified  by  its  charter  or  articles  of  association,  shall 
hereby  have  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  railroad  it  was  authorized 
to  construct  extended  for  a  further  term  of  two  years  beyond  the  time 
heretofore  limited ;  and  failure  to  construct  its  railroad  within  the  time 
heretofore  limited  shall  not  cause  a  forfeiture  of  its  corporate  powers ;  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  have  the  effect  to  revive  any  corporation 
whose  corporate  power  has  been  forfeited  from  any  cause.  (Thus  amended, 
Laws  of  1879,  chap.  350.) 


CHAP.  405,  LAWS  OF  1882 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  railroad  corporations. 

Time  extended  in  which  to  complete  road. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  company  heretofore  organized  or  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  except  such  as  may  have  been  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  or  operating  a  railroad  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  which  may  be  unable  from  any  cause  to  construct  its  railroad  within 
the  time  specified  in  its  charter  or  articles  of  association,  or  heretofore 
limited  by  law,  shall  hereby  have  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  rail¬ 
road  it  was  authorized  to  construct  extended  for  a  further  term  of  two 
years  beyond  the  time  heretofore  limited ;  and  failure  to  expend  ten  per 
centum  on  the  amount  of  its  capital,  or  to  have  completed  its  road  within 
the  time  heretofore  limited,  shall  not  be  deemed  a  cause  of  forfeiture  of 
its  corporate  powers ;  .  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  have  the  effect 
to  revive  any  corporation  whose  corporate  power  shall  have  ceased  prior 
to  January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  who  shall  have  been 
judicially  ascertained  and  determined  to  have  been  forfeited  from  any 
cause. 

Not  to  apply  to  certain  corporations. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  extend  or  apply  to  any  corpora¬ 
tion  or  company,  or  to  the  assignee  or  successor  of  any  corporation  or 
company,  organized  under  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty-six  of  the 
law’s  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  entitled  “An  act  relating  to  the  banks 
and  prism  of  the  Genesee  Valley  canal,  and  for  the  sale  thereof,”  or  to  any 
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corporation  or  company  that  has  already  commenced  the  construction  of 
its  road.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  extend  or  apply  to  the  New 
York  and  Albany  Kailroad  Company. 


CHAP.  264,  LAWS  OF  1878. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of 

this  State  to  reduce  their  capital  stock. 

May  diminish,  capital  stock  ;  proviso. 

Section  1.  Any  corporation  or  company  organized  under  general  or  a 
special  law  of  the  State,  and  now  existing,  or  which  may;  hereafter  be  organ¬ 
ized  under  such  general  or  special  law,  may  diminish  its  capital  stock  by 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  any  amount  which  may  be 
deemed  sufficient  and  proper  for  the  purposes  of  the  corporation.  But 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  relieve  any  holder  or  owner 
of  stock  in  such  corporation  from  any  personal  liability  existing  prior  to 
such  reduction  ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  in  any  manner  interfere  with  or  affect  any  law  now  in  existence, 
authorizing  any  corporation  heretofore  organized,  to  reduce  its  capital 
stock. 

Notice  of  meeting  to  reduce  stock  ;  necessary  vote. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  company  shall  desire  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock¬ 
holders,  for  the  purpose  of  diminishing  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  or  directors  to  publish  a  notice,  signed  by 
at  least  a  majority  of  them,  in  a  newspaper  in  the  county  in  which  the 
business  of  the  company  is  carried  on,  or  its  principal  office  is  located,  if 
any  shall  be  published  therein,  at  least  three  successive  weeks,  and  to 
deposit  a  written  or  printed  copy  thereof  in  the  post-office,  addressed 
to  each  stockholder,  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  at  least  three  weeks 
previous  to  the  day  fixed  upon  for  holding  such  meeting,  specifying  the 
object  of  the  meeting,  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  such  meeting 
shall  be  held,  and  the  amount  to  which  it  shall  be  proposed  to  diminish 
the  capital ;  and  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  all  the  shares  of  stock  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  diminution  of  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock. 

Stock,  how  reduced;  certificate,  when  filed ;  approval  of  Comptroller. 

§  3.  If,  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  the  notice  provided  for  in  the 
preceding  section  of  this  act,  the  stockholders  shall  appear  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  in  numbers  representing  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  shares 
of  stock  of  the  corporation,  they  shall  organize  by  choosing  one  of  the 
trustees  chairman  of  the  meeting,  and  also  a  suitable  person  for  secretary, 
and  proceed  to  a  vote  of  those  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  if,  in 
canvassing  the  votes,  it  shall  be  found  that  a  sufficient  number  of  votes 
has  been  given  in  favor  of  diminishing  the  amount  of  capital,  a  certificate 
of  the  proceedings  showing  a  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
the  amount  of  capital  actually  paid  in,  the  whole  amount  of  debts  and 
liabilities  of  the  company,  and  the  amount  to  which  the  capital  stock  shall 
be  diminished,  shall  be"  made,  signed  and  verified  by  the  chairman,  and 
such  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  chairman  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  business  of  the  company  shall 
be  carried  on,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  in  the  office  of  theSecretary  of  State, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Comptroller  indorsed  thereon,  to  the  effect  that 
the  reduced  capital  is  sufficient  for  the  proper  purposes  of  the  company, 
and  is  in  excess  of  all  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  company,  exclusive  of 
debts  secured  by  trust  mortgages,  and  that  the  actual  market  value  of  the 
stock  of  the  company  prior  to  the  reduction  of  the  capital  was  less  than 
the  par  value  of  the  same,  and  when  so  filed,  the  capital  stock  of  such  cor¬ 
poration  shall  be  reduced  to  the  amount  specified  in  such  certificate,  and 
the  amount  of  capital  left  in  the  possession  of  the  company  over  and  above 
the  amount  to  which  the  capital  shall  be  so  reduced  shall  be  returned 
to  the  stockholders  pro  rata  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
trustees  or  directors  shall  determine. 
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CHAP.  225,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  exchange  of  preferred  stock  for  common 

stock  of  corporations. 

Exchange  of  preferred  stock  for  common,  may  be  authorized  by  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  directors. 

Section  1.  Every  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State 
which  has  heretofore  issued,  or  may  hereafter  issue,  both  preferred  and 
common  stock,  forming  part  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation-,  is 
hereby  authorized,  whenever  the  directors  of  such  corporation  shall,  by 
vote  of  two  thirds  of  their  number,  declare  it  for  the  interest  of  the  cor¬ 
poration  so  to  do,  and  the  holder  of  any  such  preferred  stock  may  request, 
in  writing,  the  exchange  of  the  same  for  the  common  stock,  to  exchange 
the  preferred  stock  of  such  holder  for  common  stock,  and  to  issue  certifi¬ 
cates  of  common  stock  therefor,  share  for  share,  or  upon  such  other 
valuation  as  may  have  been  agreed  upon  in  the  scheme  for  organization 
of  such  company  or  the  issue  of  such  preferred  stock ;  provided,  however, 
that  the  total  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  company  shall  not  be 
increased  thereby. 

CHAP.  218,  LAWS  OF  1839. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  railroad  companies  to  contract  with  each 

other. 

Companies  may  contract. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  hereafter  for  any  railroad  corporation  to 
contract  with  any  other  railroad  corporation  for  the  use  of  their  respective 
roads,  and  thereafter  to  use  the  same  in  such  manner  as  may  be  pre¬ 
scribed  in  such  contract.  But  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  author¬ 
ize  the  road  of  any  railroad  corporation  to  be  used  by  any  other  railroad 
corporation,  in  a  manner  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  charter 
of  the  corporation  whose  railroad  is  to  be  used  under  such  contract. 


CHAP.  302,  LAWS  OF  1855. 

Lessee  of  corporation  may  take,  surrender  or  transfer  capital  stock  of 
leased  road  and  issue  in  exchange  therefor  like  amount  of  its  own 
capital  stock  at  par  in  certain  cases,  effect  thereof. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  corporation  created  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  or 
its  successors,  now  being  the  lessee  of  the  road  of  any  other  railroad  cor¬ 
poration,  may  take,  surrender,  or  transfer  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
stockholders,  or  any  of  them,  in  the  corporation  whose  road  is  held  under 
lease,  and  issue  in  exchange  therefor  the  like  additional  amount  of  its  own 
capital  stock  at  par,  or  on  such  other  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  two  corporations;  and  whenever  the  greater 
part  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  such  corporation  shall  have  been  so  sur¬ 
rendered  or  transferred,  the  directors  of  the  corporations  taking  such 
surrender  or  transfer  shall  thereafter,  on  a  resolution  electing  so  to  do,  to 
be  entered  on  their  minutes,  become  ex-officio  the  directors  of  the  corpo¬ 
ration  whose  road  is  so  held  under  lease,  and  shall  manage  and  conduct 
the  affairs  thereof,  as  provided  by  law ;  and  whenever  the  whole  of  the 
said  capital  stock  shall  have  been  so  surrendered  or  transferred,  and  a 
certificate  thereof  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  under  the 
common  seal  of  the  corporation  to  whom  such  surrender  or  transfer  shall 
have  been  made,  the  estate,  property,  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of 
the  said  corporation,  whose  stock  shall  have  been  so  surrendered  or  trans¬ 
ferred,  shall  thereupon  vest  in  and  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  corpo¬ 
ration  to  whom  sucn  surrender  or  transfer  shall  have  been  made,  as  fully 
and  entirely,  and  without  change  or  diminution,  as  the  same  were  before 
held  and  enjoyed,  and  be  managed  and  controlled  by  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  of  the  said  corporation  to  whom  such  surrender  or  transfer  of  the 
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said  stock  shall  have  been  made,  and  in  the  corporate  name  of  such  corpo¬ 
ration.  The  rights  of  any  stockholder,  not  so  surrendering  or  transferring 
his  stock,  shall  not  be  in  any  way  affected  hereby;  nor  shall  existing 
liabilities,  or  the  rights  of  creditors  of  the  corporation  whose  stock  shall 
have  been  so  surrendered,  be  in  any  way  affected  or  impaired  by  this  act. 

Not  to  apply  to  Genesee  Valley  railroad. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  applying  to  or  embracing  the 
Rochester  and  Genesee  Valley  railroad,  nor  any  part  thereof,  and  said 
road  is  hereby  expressly  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  same. 


CHAP.  254,  LAWS  OF  1867. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  railroads  held  under  lease. 

Lessees  of  railroad  may  acquire  stock  therein. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  corporation  created  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  or 
its  successors,  being  the  lessee  of  the  road  of  any  other  railroad  corpora¬ 
tion,  may  take  a  surrender  or  transfer  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  stock¬ 
holders,  or  any  of  them  in  the  corporation  whose  road  is  held  under  lease, 
and  issue  in  exchange  therefor  the  like  additional  amount  of  its  own 
capital  stock  at  par,  or  on  such  other  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  twTo  corporations;  and  whenever  the  greater 
part  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  such  corporation  shall  have  been  so  sur¬ 
rendered  or  transferred,  the  directors  of  the  corporation  taking  such  sur¬ 
render  or  transfer,  shall  thereafter,  on  a  resolution  electing  so  to  do,  to  be 
entered  on  their  minutes,  become  ex-off, cio  the  directors  of  the  corporation 
whose  road  is  so  held  under  lease,  and  shall  manage  and  conduct  the 
affairs  thereof,  as  provided  by  law ;  and  whenever  the  wrhole  of  the  said 
capital  stock  shall  have  been  so  surrendered  or  transferred,  and  a  certin- 
cate  thereof  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  under  the  common 
seal  of  the  corporation  to  whom  such  surrender  or  transfer  shall  have  been 
made,  the  estate,  property,  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  the  said 
corporation  whose  stock  shall  have  been  so  surrendered  or  transferred, 
shall  thereupon  vest  in  and  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  corporation, 
to  whom  such  surrender  or  transfer  shall  have  been  made,  as  fully  and 
entirely,  and  without  change  or  diminution,  as  the  same  were  before"  held 
and  enjoyed,  and  be  managed  and  controlled  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  said  corporation,  to  whom  such  surrender  or  transfer  of  the  said  stock 
shall  have  been  made,  and  in  the  corporate  name  of  such  corporation. 
The  rights  of  any  stockholder  not  so  surrendering  or  transferring  his 
stock  shall  not  be  in  any  way  affected  hereby,  nor  shall  existing  liabilities 
or  the  rights  of  creditors  of  the  corporation,  where  stock  shall  have  been 
so  surrendered  or  transferred,  be  in  any  way  affected  or  impaired  by  this 
act.  (Thus  amended,  Laws  of  1879,  chap.  503.) 


CHAP.  349,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  leases  of  railroads  and  railroad  property  within 

this  State. 

Lease  of  railroads  not  exceeding  ten  miles  in  length. 

Section  1.  "Whenever  any  railroad,  or  railroad  route  not  exceeding  ten 
miles  in  length,  and  its  franchises  within  this  State  has  been  heretofore 
leased  by  one  railroad  company  or  corporation  to  any  other  railroad  com¬ 
pany  or  corporation  with  the  assent  of  a  majority  in  amount  of  the  stock¬ 
holders  of  the  company  owning  such  leased  railroad  or  railroad  route  and 
franchises,  it  shall  be  immaterial  whether  the  assent  of  said  stockholders 
aas  been  obtained  at  a  stockholders’  meeting,  or  has  been  individually 
given  in  writing ;  and  the  leases  of  all  such  railroads  within  this  State, 
which  have  received  such  assent  of  a  majority  in  amount  of  the  individual 
stockholders  of  the  company  or  corporation  "owning  the  leased  road,  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  as  legal  and  valid  as  they  would  have  been  had  such 
assent  been  given  at  a  stockholders’  meeting  regularly  called  for  that 
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purpose.  And  any  railroad  company  now  engaged  in  operating  any  rail¬ 
road  so  leased  may  continue  to  use  and  operate  the  same  during  the  term 
of  the  lease,  upon  complying  with  the  terms,  covenants  and  provisions  of 
such  lease ;  and  to  that  end  all  such  leases  are  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed. 

CHAP.  582,  LAWS  OF  1864. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed 
April  2,  1850. 

(Section  l  amends  subdivision  5  of  section  28,  General  Railroad  Act  of  1850.) 

Lessees  of  railroad  corporations  to  maintain  fences ;  cattle-guards. 

§  2.  And  when  the  railroad  of  any  railroad  corporation  shall  be  leased 
to  any  other  railroad  company,  or  to  any  person  or  persons,  such  lessee 
shall  maintain  fences  on  the  sides  of  the  road  so  leased,  of  the  height  and 
strength  of  a  division  fence,  as  required  by  law,  with  openings,  or  gates, 
or  bars  therein,  at  the  farm  crossings  of  such  railroad,  for  the  use  of  the 
proprietors  of  the  lands  adjoining  such  railroads,  and  shall  also  construct, 
where  the  same  has  not  already  been  done,  and  hereafter  maintain  cattle- 
guards  at  all  road  crossings,  suitable  and  sufficient  to  prevent  horses, 
cattle,  sheep  and  hogs  from  getting  on  to  such  railroad.  And  so  long  as 
such  fences  and  cattle-guards  shall  not  be  made,  and  when  not  in  good 
repair,  such  lessees  and  their  agents  shall  be  liable  for  damages  which 
shall  be  done  by  the  agents  or  engineers  of  any 'such  corporation,  to  any 
cattle,  horses,  sheep  or  liOgs  thereon ;  and  when  such  fences  and  guards 
shall  have  been  duly  made,  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair,  such  lessee 
shall  not  oe  liable  for  any  such  damages,  unless  negligently  or  willfully 
done.  A  sufficient  post  and  wire  fence  of  requisite  height  shall  be  deemed 
a  lawful  fence,  within  the  provisions  of  this  section ;  but  no  lessees  of  a 
railroad  corporation  shall  be  required  to  fence  the  sides  of  said  roads 
except  when  such  fence  is  necessary  to  prevent  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and 
hogs  from  getting  on  to  the  track  of  the  railroad,  from  the  lands  adjoining 
the  same. 

Drinking  water  to  be  kept  in  cars ;  where  main  route  of  road  does  not 
exceed  twenty  miles  board  of  directors  may  consist  of  seven  of  its 
stockholders. 

§  3.  Every  railioad  company  whose  line  of  road  shall  exceed  forty  con¬ 
tinuous  miles  in  length  snail,  for  the  better  comfort  of  passengers,  pro¬ 
vide  in  each  passenger  car  a  suitable  receptacle  for  water,  with  a  cup  or 
drinking  utensil  attached  upon  or  near  such  receptacle,  and  shall  keep 
the  said  receptacle  while  said  car  is  in  use  constantly  supplied  with  cool 
water;  and  any  company  failing  to  obey  the  provision  of  this  section 
shall,  for  each  offense  of  omission  as  aforesaid,  forfeit  as  a  penalty  the 
sum  of  $25;  one-half  of  said  penalty  to  be  paid  to  the  informer,  and  the 
remaining  one-half  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  county  in  which 
judgment  shall  have  been  recovered,  and  any  railroad  company  whose 
main  route  of  road  does  not  exceed  twenty  miles  may  have  a  board  of 
directors  to  manage  its  affairs,  consisting  of  seven  of  its  stockholders,  to 
be  chosen  in  the  manner  provided  by  law.  ( Thus  amended  by  chap.  46, 
Laws  of  1883.) 

(The  remaining  sections  of  this  act  amend  tho  General  Railroad  Act.) 


CHAP.  844,  LAWS  OF  1869. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  railroads 
held  under  lease,”  passed  April  3,  1867. 

Report  to  State  Engineer. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  corporation  which  may  be  the  lessee  of  any 
other  railroad  shall,  in  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  ana 
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imposed  by  the  act  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  railroads  held  under 
lease,”  passed  April  3,  1867,  be  required  to  make  to  the  State  Engineer  a 
report  of  such  facts  concerning  the  operation  of  said  leased  road  or  roads 
as  the  lessors  would  otherwise  be  required  to  make,  and  the  lessors  shall 
not  be  required  to  make  such  report. 


CHAP.  502,  LAWS  OF  1853. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  stockholders  of  railroad  and  plankroad 
companies  to  make  payments  upon  mortgages  in  process  of 
foreclosure  against  such  companies,  and  thereupon  to  become 
interested  in  said  mortgages. 

Default  in  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of  bonds. 

Section  1.  Whenever  default  shall  be  made  by  any  railroad  or  plankroad 
company  in  the  payment  of  principal  or  interest  of  any  bonds  of  such 
company,  which  are  secured  by  a  mortgage  of  the  property  of  such  com¬ 
pany,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  each  and  every  stockholder  of  said  company, 
at  any  time  during  the  process  of  such  foreclosure,  to  pay  to  the  mort¬ 
gagees  named  in  such  mortgage,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  holder  and 
holders  of  such  bonds,  such  a  proportion  of  the  sum  due  and  of  the  sum 
secured  to  be  paid  by  the  whole  of  the  bonds  secured  by  such  mortgage 
as  such  stockholder’s  stock  shall  bear  to  the  whole  stock  of  said  company ; 
and  on  so  paying,  such  stockholder  shall,  to  the  extent  of  such  payment, 
become  and  be  interested  in  said  mortgage  and  protected  thereby. 

Foreclosure  of  mortgage. 

§  2.  In  case  of  the  foreclosure  of  any  mortgage  given  by  any  railroad  or 
plankroad  company  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  bond  of  such  company, 
any  stockholder  of  such  company  shall,  for  the  period  of  six  months  after 
the  sale  under  such  foreclosure,  have  the  right  on  paying  to  the  purchaser 
or  purchasers  at  or  under  such  sale,  or  to  the  mortgagees  named  in  such 
mortgage,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  purchaser  or  purchasers,  a  sum 
equal  to  such  proportion  of  the  price  paid  on  such  sale,  and  the  costs  and 
expenses  thereof,  as  such  stockholder’s  stock  in  said  company  shall  bear 
to  the  whole  capital  stock  of  said  company;  and  on  so  paying,  such  stock¬ 
holder  shall  be  entitled  to  have  the  same  relative  amount  of  stock  or 
interest  in  said  railroad  or  plankroad  company  and  its  road,  franchises 
and  other  property. 


CHAP.  444,  LAWS  OF  1857. 

AN  ACT  further  to  amend  the  act  entitled  “  An  act  to  authorize 
the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the 
same,”  passed  April  2,  1850. 

Mortgage  sales. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  mortgagee  of  any  railroad  and  the 
franchise  thereof  to  become  the  purchaser  of  the  same,  at  any  sale  thereof 
under  the  mortgage  upon  foreclosure  by  advertisement,  or  under  a  judg¬ 
ment  or  decree,  or  otherwise,  and  to  hold  and  convey  the  same,  with  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  belonging  thereto  or  connected  therewith. 

Special  estates,  how  acquired. 

§  2.  Whenever  there  shall  be  one  or  more  of  the  estates  enumerated  in 
article  1  of  title  2  of  chapter  1  of  the  second  part  of  the  Kevised  Statutes, 
entitled  “Of  the  creation  and  division  of  estates,”  in  any  land  required 
by  any  railroad  companv  for  the  purpose  of  its  incorporation,  such  com¬ 
pany  may  acquire  such  estate  and  land  bv  means  of  the  special  proceed¬ 
ings  authorized  by  the  act  hereby  amended.  In  every  such  case  the  rail¬ 
road  company,  in  addition  to  the  statements  now  required  by  said  act,  shall 
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set  forth  and  state  in  its  petition  the  facts  in  relation  to  any  such  estate, 
and  the  person,  persons  or  class  of  persons,  then  in  being  or  not  in  being, 
who  are  or  may  become  entitled,  in  any  contingency,  to  any  estate  ae 
aforesaid  in  such  land,  and  may  pray  that  such  estate  may  be  acquired, 
and  such  person  may  be  bound  by  the  said  proceedings ;  and  thereupon  the 
court  to  whom  such  petition  is  presented,  if  there  be  no  attorney  appear¬ 
ing  in  their  behalf,  shall  appoint  some  competent  and  disinterested  attor¬ 
ney  or  officer  of  the  court  to  appear  in  such  proceedings  and  represent  the 
rights,  interests  and  estate  of  the  person,  persons  or  class  of  persons  afore¬ 
said  in  any  such  land,  and  to  protect  the  same,  on  the  appraisal  and  pro¬ 
ceedings  aforesaid ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court,  on  or  after  the 
confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  appraisal,  to  ascertain  by  such  report,  or 
by  a  reference  for  that  purpose,  or  otherwise  in  its  discretion,  the  rights, 
interests  and  estate  of  such  person,  persons  or  class  of  persons,  in  the 
land  so  appraised,  and  in  the  compensation  awarded  therefor,  and  to  make 
an  order  determining  the  amount  or  share  of  such  compensation  to  which 
such  person,  persons  or  class  of  persons  are,  or  may  become,  entitled  on 
account  of  such  estate,  as  the  same  shall  arise  or  become  vested  in  them 
respectively,  and  to  direct,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment,  investment  or 
securing  thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  the  person,  persons  or  class  of  persons 
aforesaid,  who  are,  or  may  in  the  contingency  upon  which  such  estate 
arises,  become  entitled  thereto ;  upon  the  company  paying  or  securing 
such  amount  or  share,  in  the  manner  directed  by  such  order  of  the  court, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acquired,  and  shall  be  vested  with  the  estate 
which  such  person,  persons  or  class  of  persons  have,  or  may  be  entitled  to 
in  said  land,  and  they  shall  be  barred  of  and  from  all  right  or  claim  in 
and  to  such  land.  Any  railroad  corporation  in  this  State  may  acquire  the 
title  in  fee,  by  the  special  proceedings  hereinbefore  mentioned,  to  any 
land  which  it  may  require  for  roadway  and  for  necessary  buildings,  depots 
and  freight  grounds. 

Sale  of  unclaimed  baggage  and  freight  authorized ;  notice  of  sale  to  be 
published ;  money  arising  therefrom  to  be  deposited  w:  th  Comptroller ; 
notice  of  sale  must  be  served  on  Comptroller. 

§  3.  Every  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  or  any  other  State,  and  doing  business  within  this  State, 
which  shall  have  unclaimed  freight  or  baggage  not  perishable,  in  its  pos¬ 
session  for  the  period  of  at  least  one  year,  may  proceed  and  sell  the  same 
at  public  auction,  after  giving  notice  to  that  effect  in  the  State  paper  once 
a  week  for  not  less  than  four  weeks,  and  for  a  like  period  in  a  newspaper 
other  than  the  State  paper  published  at  the  place  designated  for  the  sale, 
and  also  in  one  published  in  the  city  of  New  York  (said  notice  shall  con¬ 
tain  as  near  as  practicable,  a  description  of  such  freight  or  baggage,  the 
place  and  time  when  left,  together  with  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the 
freight,  or  person  to  whom  consigned,  if  the  same  be  known).  All  moneys 
arising  from  the  sale  of  freight  or  baggage  as  aforesaid,  after  deducting 
therefrom  charges  and  expenses  for  transportation,  storage,  advertising, 
commissions  for  selling  the  property,  and  the  amount  previously  paid  for 
the  loss  or  non-delivery  of  freight  or  batrgage,  shall  be  deposited  by  the 
company  making  such  sale,  accompanied  with  a  report  thereof,  and  proofs 
of  advertisement,  with  the  Comptroller,  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  fund 
of  the  State,  and  shall  be  held  by  him  in  trust  for  reclamation  by  the  per¬ 
sons  entitled,  or  who  may  become  entitled,  to  receive  the  same.  No  sale 
as  herein  provided  shall  be  valid  unless  a  copy  of  the  notice  above  peci- 
fied  shall  be  served  upon  the  Comptroller  for  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to 
the  time  designated  for  such  sale.  ( Thus  amended,  chap.  444,  Laws  1884.) 

Disposition  of  unclaimed  baggage  and  perishable  freight. 

§  4.  In  case  such  unclaimed  freight  or  baggage  shall,  in  its  nature,  be 
perishable,  then  the  same  may  be  sold  as  soon  as  it  can  be  at  the  best 
terms  that  can  be  obtained. 
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CHAP.  430,  LAWS  OF  1874. 

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  the  reorganization  of  railroads  sold  under 
mortgage,  and  providing  for  the  formation  of  new  companies  in 
such  cases. 

Purchasers  to  become  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  making  and  filing 
certificate. 

Section  1.  In  case  the  railroad  and  property  connected  therewith,  and 
the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  any  corporation,  except  a  street 
railroad  company,  created  under  the  general  railroad  law  of  this  State,  or 
existing  under  any  special  or  general  act  or  acts  of  the  Legislature  thereof, 
shall  be  sold  under  or  pursuant  to  the  judgment  or  decree  of  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  made  or  given  to  execute  the  provisions  or 
enforce  the  lien  of  any  deed  or  deeds  of  trust,  or  mortgage  theretofore 
executed  by  any  such  company,  the  purchasers  of  such  railroad  property 
and  franchises,  and  such  persons  as  they  may  associate  with  themselves, 
their  grantees  or  assignees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  become  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  and  as  such  may  take,  hold  and  possess  the  title  and 
property  included  in  said  sale,  and  shall  have  all  the  franchises,  rights, 
powers,  privileges  and  immunities  which  were  possessed  before  such  sale 
by  the  corporation  whose  property  shall  have  been  sold  as  aforesaid,  by 
and  upon  filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a  certificate,  duly 
executed  under  their  hands  and  seals,  and  acknowdedged  before  an  officer 
authoiized  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  in  which  certificate  the 
said  persons  shall  describe,  by  name  and  reference  to  the  act  or  acts  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  under  which  it  was  organized,  the  corporation 
■whose  property  and  franchises  they  shall  have  acquired  as  aforesaid,  and 
also  the  court  by  authority  of  which  such  sale  shall  have  been  made,  giving 
the  date  of  the  judgment  or  decree  thereof,  authorizing  or  directing  the 
same,  together  with  a  brief  description  of  the  property  sold,  and  shall  also 
set  forth  the  following  particulars : 

Name  of  corporation. 

1 .  The  name  of  the  new  corporation  intended  to  be  formed  by  the  filing 
of  such  certificate. 

Capital  stock. 

2.  The  maximum  amount  of  its  capital  stock  and  the  number  of  shares 
into  which  the  same  is  to  be  divided,  specifying  how  much  of  the  same 
shall  be  common,  and  how  much  preferred  stock,  and  the  classes  thereof, 
and  the  rights  pertaining  to  each  class. 

Number  of  directors. 

3.  The  number  of  directors  by  whom  the  affairs  of  the  said  new  corpora¬ 
tion  are  to  be  managed,  and  the  names  and  residences  of  the  persons 
selected  to  act  as  directors  for  the  first  year  after  its  organization. 

Plans  and  agreements ;  effect  of  certificate ;  copy  thereof,  evidence ;  cer¬ 
tificate  to  contain  whole  plan. 

4.  Any  plan  or  agreement  which  may  have  been  entered  into  pursuant 
to  the  second  section  hereof. 

And  upon  the  due  execution  of  such  certificate,  and  the  filing  of  the 
same  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  persons  executing  such 
certificate,  and  who  shall  have  acquired  the  title  to  the  property  and  fran¬ 
chises  sold  as  aforesaid,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
become  and  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  specified  in  such 
certificate,  and  shall  become  and  be  vested  with,  and  entitled  to  exercise 
and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises,  which  at  the  time  of 
such  sale  belonged  to  or  wrere  vested  in  the  corporation  which  last  owned 
the  property  so  sold,  or  its  receiver,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provi¬ 
sions,  duties  and  liabilities  imposed  by  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize 
the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed 
April  2,  1850,  and  of  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  except  so  far  as  said  pro- 
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visions,  duties  and  liabilities  may  be  inconsistent  herewith,  and  with  the 
last-named  rights,  privileges  or  franchises ;  and  a  copy  of  the  said  certifi¬ 
cate,  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  or  his  deputy,  shall  be  presump¬ 
tive  evidence  of  the  due  formation  of  the  new  corporation  therein  men¬ 
tioned,  provided  always  that  a  majority  of  said  persons  shall  be  citizens 
and  residents  of  this  State.  In  the  certificate  so  to  be  filed  shall  be  inserted 
the  whole  of  the  plan  or  agreement  in  the  next  section  referred  to.  And 
such  plan,  agreement  and  articles  may  regulate  voting  by  and  on  the  part 
of  the  holders  of  the  preferred  and  common  stock  of  the  said  company^ 
and  may  also  allow,  provide  for  and  regulate  voting  at  and  in  said  meet¬ 
ings,  and  also  for  directors,  by  and  on  the  part  of  the  holders  and  owners  of 
any  or  all  of  the  bonds  of  the  company  foreclosed,  or  of  the  bonds  issued 
or  to  be  issued  and  payable  by  the  new  company,  pursuant  to  any  such 
plan,  agreement  or  articles ;  such  right  of  voting  by  bondholders  to  be  in 
such  manner,  for  such  period  or  periods,  and  upon  such  conditions  as  said 
articles  may  authorize  and  declare  ;  but  such  articles  shall  contain  suitable 
provisions  for  such  bondholders  voting  by  proxy.  Said  articles  shall 
not  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State,  and  shall  be 
binding  upon  the  company  until  changed  as  therein  provided  for,  or  until 
otherwise  provided  by  law.  ( Thus  amended,  Laws  of  1876,  chap.  446.) 

When  new  corporation  may  issue  bonds  and  stock  ;  when  it  may  com¬ 
promise,  etc.,  debt  of  former  company;  preferences  in  dividends. 

§  2.  In  case  the  persons  organizing,  or  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  organize 
the  new  corporation  to  be  formed  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  shall  have  acquired  title  to  the  railroad  property  and  franchises  which 
may  have  been  sold  as  in  said  section  mentioned,  pursuant  to  any  plan  or 
agreement  for  or  in  anticipation  of  the  readjustment  of  the  respective 
interests  therein  of  the  mortgage  creditors  and  stockholders  of  the  com- 
panv  owning,  or  which  last  owned,  such  property  and  franchises  at  the 
time  of  any  such  sale,  and  for  the  representation  of  such  interests  of  credi¬ 
tors  and  stockholders  in  the  bonds  or  stock  of  the  new  corporation  to  be 
formed,  as  provided  for  in  said  section,  the  said  new  corporation  shall  be 
authorized  and  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  its  bonds  and  stock  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  provisions  of  such  plan  or  agreement ;  and  the  said  new 
corporation  may,  at  any  time  within  six  months  after  its  organization, 
compromise,  settle  or  assume  the  payment  of  any  debt,  claim  or  liability 
of  the  former  company,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  lawfully  approved  by 
a  majority  of  the  agents  or  trustees  intrusted  with  the  carrying  out  of  the 
plan  or  agreement  of  reorganization  aforesaid ;  and  for  the  purposes  of 
such  plans  and  of  such  settlements,  the  said  new  corporation  may  and 
shall  be  authorized  to  establish  preferences  in  respect  to  the  payment  of 
dividends  in  favor  of  any  portion  of  its  said  capital  stock,  and  to  divide 
its  said  stock  into  classes;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  held  to  authorize  the  issue  of  capital  stock  by  the  said 
new  company  to  any  aggregate  amount  exceeding  the  maximum  amount 
of  such  stock  mentioned  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation. 

Sale  of  property. 

1.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Supreme  Court  to  direct  a  sale  of  the 
whole  of  the  property,  rights -and  franchises  covered  by  the  mortgage  or 
mortgages,  or  deeds  of  trust  foreclosed  at  any  one  time  and  place  to  be 
named  in  the  judgment  or  order,  either  in  the  case  of  the  non-payment  of 
interest  only,  or  of  both  the  principal  and  interest  due  and  unpaid  and 
secured  by  any  mortgage  or  mortgages  or  deeds  aforesaid. 

No  interference  with  receiver  by  sale  or  formation  of  new  company. 

2.  Neither  the  said  sale  nor  the  formation  of  such  corporation  shall  inter¬ 
fere  with  the  authority  or  possession  of  any  receiver  of  the  property  and 
franchises  aforesaid,  but  he  shall  remain  "liable  to  be  removed  or  dis¬ 
charged  at  such  time  as  the  court  may  deem  proper. 

Suits  against  receiver. 

3.  No  suit  or  proceeding  shall  be  commenced  against  said  receiver 
(unless  founded  on  willful  misconduct  or  fraud  in  his  trust),  except  such 
as  shall  be  commenced  before  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  from  the  time 
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of  the  discharge  of  such  receiver ;  but  it  is  further  provided,  that  after 
the  expiration  of  said  sixty  days,  the  corporation  that  shall  own  or  operate 
said  railroad  shall  be  liable  in  any  action  that  may  be  commenced  against 
such  company,  and  founded  on  any  act  or  omission  of  such  receiver  (for 
which  he  may  not  as  aforesaid  be  sued),  and  to  the  same  extent  as  said 
receiver,  but  for  this  act,  would  be  or  remain  liable,  or  to  the  same  extent 
that  such  corporation  would  be,  had  it  done  or  omitted  the  acts  complained 
of  against  such  receiver.  ( Thus  amended,  Laws  of  1876,  chap.  4 46.) 

Stockholder  of  company  has  the  right  to  assent  to  plans  of  readjustment. 

§  3.  Every  stockholder  in  any  company,  the  franchises  and  property 
whereof  shall  have  been  sold  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the  right  to  assent  to 
the  plan  of  readjustment  and  reorganization  of  interests  pursuant  to 
which  such  franchises  and  property  shall  have  been  purchased  as  afore¬ 
said,  at  any  time  within  six  months  after  the  organization  of  said  new 
company,  and  by  complying  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  plan 
become  entitled  to  his  pro  rata  benefits  therein  according  to  its  terms. 

Railroad  commissioners  of  any  city,  etc.,  may  assent  to  plan  of  reorgan¬ 
ization  ;  issue  of  stock  in  exchange  for  stock  of  former  company ;  may 
assign,  etc.,  stock  held  by  them. 

§  4.  Full  power  is  hereby  given  to  the  railroad  commissioners,  corporate 
authorities  or  proper  officials  of  any  city,  town  or  village,  who  may  hold  stock 
in  any  corporation,  the  property  and  franchises  whereof  shall  be  liable  to  be 
sold,  as  mentioned  in  tne  first  section  of  this  act,  to  assent  to  any  plan  or 
agreement  of  reorganization  which  provides  for  the  formation  of  a  new  com¬ 
pany,  in  conformity  with  this  act,  and  the  issue  of  stock  therein  to  the  proper 
authorities  or  officials  of  said  cities,  towns  or  villages,  in  exchange  for  the 
stock  of  the  old  or  former  company  by  them  respectively  held  at  par,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act.  And  such  railroad  commis¬ 
sioners,  corporate  authorities  or  other  proper  officials,  may  assign,  transfer 
or  surrender  the  stock  so  held  by  them  in  the  manner  required  by  any  such 
plan,  and  accept  in  lieu  thereof  the  stock  issued  by  said  new  corporation 
in  conformity  therewith. 

CHAP.  505,  LAWS  OF  1879. 

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  tlie  foreclosure  of  mortgages  made  by  con¬ 
solidated  railroad  companies  of  railroads  lying  partly  within  and 
partly  without  this  State. 

Foreclosure  of  mortgages  made  by  consolidated  railroads  lying  only 
partly  in  the  State. 

Section  1.  Whenever  a  railroad  corporation,  whose  line  of  road  lies 
partly  in  this  State  and  partly  in  another  State  or  States,  which  corpora¬ 
tion  shall  have  been  created  by  the  consolidation  of  a  railroad  corporation 
of  this  State  with  a  railroad  corporation  or  corporations  of  another  State 
or  States,  shall  have  executed  a  mortgage  upon  its  entire  line  of  railroad, 
and  a  sale  of  the  entire  line  of  road  under  such  mortgage  shall  have  been 
or  may  hereafter  be  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  by  a  court  of  com¬ 
petent  jurisdiction  of  the  State  or  States  in  which  the  greater  part  of  such 
line  of  railroad  may  be  situated,  upon  the  confirmation  of  sucn  judgment 
or  decree,  and  of  the  sale  made  thereunder,  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  this 
Srate  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  some  part  of  such  line  of  road  is  sit¬ 
uated,  such  sale  shall  operate  to  pass  title  to  the  purchaser  of  that  part  of 
the  line  of  railroad  lying  in  this  State,  together  with  its  appurtenances  and 
franchises,  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  judgment  or  decree 
under  which  such  sale  is  had  had  been  made  by  a  court  of  competent  juris¬ 
diction  of  this  State.  Such  judgment  or  decree  and  sale  may  be  so  con¬ 
firmed  in  any  action  now  pending,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  brought  in  the 
said  Supreme  Court  for  tne  foreclosure  of  such  mortgage  or  in  aid  of  an 
action  for  that  purpose  pending  in  such  other  State,  if  it  shall  appear  that 
such  confirmation  is  for  the  interest  of  the  public  and  of  the  parties,  -  due 
and  lawful  provision  being  made  for  and  in  respect  of  any  liens  upon  that 
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part  of  the  line  of  road  or  other  property  sold  situate  in  this  State,  and  for 
such  costs,  expenses  and  charges  as  may  appear  to  be  just  and  lawful.  If 
a  receiver  of  the  entire  line  of  such  railroad  shall  have  been,  or  may  here¬ 
after  be,  appointed  by  such  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  the  State  in 
which  the  greater  part  of  the  line  of  railroad  is  situated,  such  receiver  may 
perform,  within  this  State,  the  duties  of  his  office  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  State,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  courts  of  this  State. 

Powers  of  corporations  of  other  States,  subject  to  certain  duties  and  lia¬ 
bilities  ;  proviso. 

§  2.  A  corporation  created  under  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  the 
greater  part  of  the  line  of  such  railroad  may  be  situated,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  title  to  and  operating  the  entire  line  of  railroad  so  sold,  as  provided 
in  the  preceding  section,  with  its  franchises  and  appurtenances,  the  judg¬ 
ment,  decree  and  sale  having  been  duiy  confirmed  and  approved,  as 
therein  provided,  may  hold,  possess  and  operate  that  part  of  the  line  of 
such  railroad  lying  in  this  State,  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  fran¬ 
chises  theretofore  possessed  by  the  corporation  executing  the  mortgage 
under  which  such  judgment  or  decree  and  sale  was  made,  and  such  as  now 
are  or  may  hereafter  be  conferred  upon  railroad  corporations  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  duties  and  liabili¬ 
ties  to  which  such  corporation  was  by  the  laws  of  this  State  subject,  and 
to  such  further  or  other  duties  and  liabilities  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  imposed  by  law  upon  railroad  corporations  of  this  State ;  provided  that 
an  exemplified  copy  of  the  charter,  certificate  of  incorporation  or  articles 
of  association  under  and  by  virtue  of  which  such  corporation  is  created, 
and  of  the  judgment  or  decree  under  which  said  entire  line  of  railroad  was 
sold,  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  or  judgment  or  decree  of  confirma¬ 
tion  and  approval  required  by  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  this  State. 


CHAP.  5,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  president,  treasurer  and  secretary  of 
any  railroad  company  to  issue  certificates  of  stock  in  certain 
cases,  after  a  foreclosure  and  sale  of  the  property  and  franchises 
of  the.  corporation. 

When  president,  etc.,  to  issue  certificates  of  stock. 

Section  1.  The  president,  treasurer,  and  secretary  of  any  railroad  com¬ 
pany  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  either  of  them,  whose 
property  and  franchises  have  been  sold  under  a  foreclosure  of  any  mort¬ 
gage  given  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds  issued  by  such 
company,  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  after  such  foreclosure  and 
sale  upon  demand  of  any  individual,  or  any  duly  authorized  officers  of 
any  corporation,  town,  county  or  city,  entitled  thereto,  tc  issue  certificates  of 
stock  in  said  railroad  company,  provided,  when  any  such  individual  or  the 
proper  officers  of  any  corporation,  county,  town  or  city  duly  authorized  so 
to  do  have  subscribed  to  the  stock  of  such  railroad  company,  and  paid  the 
amount  of  such  subscription  to  the  officers  of  such  railroad  company, 
either  in  money  or  bonds,  before  the  date  of  such  foreclosure  and  sale,  and 
a  certificate  of  stock  through  the  neglect  of  such  railroad  company  or  of 
any  individual  or  the  officers  of  any  town,  county,  city  or  corporation  has 
not  been  issued  and  delivered  to  said  subscriber  or  the  officers  of  any 
corporation,  town,  county  or  city  for  the  amount  of  money  or  both  so  sub¬ 
scribed  and  paid. 

Effect  of  certificate. 

§  2.  All  certificates  of  stock  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  first  sec¬ 
tion  of  this  act  shall  have  all  the  force  and  effect,  and  shall  give  the 
holder  all  the  rights  which  would  pertain  thereto  'as  if  said  stock  had 
been  issued  at  the  date  and  payment  of  the  subscription  thereto. 
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CHAP.  606,  LAWS  OF  1875. 

AN  ACT  further  to  provide  for  the  construction  and  operation  of 
a  steam  railway  or  railways  in  counties  of  the  State. 

Application  for  railway  commissioners  ;  appointment  of ;  railways  in 
cities. 

Section  1.  Whenever  it  shall  appear,  by  the  application  of  fifty  reputable 
householders  and  taxpayers  of  any  county  in  this  State,  verified  upon 
oath  before  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  that  there  is  need  in  such 
county  of  a  steam  railway  or  railways  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
mails  or  freight,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  may,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  presentation  to  them  of  such  application,  duly  verified 
as  aforesaid,  appoint  five  commissioners,  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  said 
county,  and  who  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  do  and  provide  all 
that  they  are  hereinafter  directed  to  do  and  provide,  and  a  certificate  of 
whose  appointment,  signed  by  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  such  board,  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  such  county.  But  whenever  any  such  proposed  rail¬ 
way  shall  be  wholly  within  the  limits  of  any  city  in  the  State,  then  such 
application  shall  be  made  only  to  the  mayor  of  said  city,  and  such  mayor 
shall  appoint  such  commissioners  as  aforesaid. 

Commissioners  to  take  oath  and  give  bond. 

§  2.  Within  ten  days  after  their  appointment,  each  of  said  commissioners 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office,  the  said  oath  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  a 
duplicate  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  such  county,  and  shall  give  a 
bond  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  the  penal  sum  of  $25,000, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  required  by  this  act, 
which  bond  shall  have  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  a  justice  of 
the  department  of  the  Supreme  Court  including  such  county,  and  shall  be 
filed  in  said  clerk’s  office  before  said  commissioner  shall  assume  or  per* 
form  any  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

First  meeting  of  commissioners. 

§  3.  Within  fifteen  days  after  their  appointment,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  meet  at  some  convenient  place  in  such  county,  and  organize  them¬ 
selves  as  a  board  with  appropriate  officers. 

Commissioners  to  determine  upon  the  necessity  of  railroads ;  exception  ; 
proviso. 

§  4.  Said  commissioners  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  organiza¬ 
tion,  determine  upon  the  necessity  of  such  steam  railway  or  railways,  and 
if  they  find  such  railway  or  railways  to  be  necessary  in  such  county,  they 
shall,  within  sixty  days  after  such  organization,  nx  and  determine  the 
route  or  routes  for  such  steam  railway  or  railways,  and  the  said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  to  locate  the  route  or  routes  of  such 
railway  or  railways  over,  under,  through  or  across  the  streets,  avenues, 
or  land  in  such  county,  except  Broadway  and  Fifth  avenue  below  Fifty- 
ninth  street,  Fourth  avenue  and  Forty-second  street,  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  and  except  over,  under,  through  or  across  those  portions  of  Grand, 
Classon  and  Franklin  avenues  and  Downing  street,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
lying  between  the  southerly  line  of  Lexington  avenue  and  "the  northerly 
line  of  Atlantic  avenue,  and  over,  under,  through  or  across  that  portion 
of  Classon  avenue,  in  said  city,  lying  between  the  northerly  line  of  Lex¬ 
ington  avenue  and  the  southerly  line  of  Park  avenue,  and  over,  under, 
through  or  across  that  portion  of  Washington  avenue  in  said  city  lying 
between  Park  and  Atlantic  avenues,  and  except  over,  under,  through  or 
across  De  Bevois  place,  Irving  place  and  Leffert’s  place  in  said  city  of 
Brooklyn ;  and  except  such  portions  of  streets  and  avenues  as  are  already 
legally  authorized  for'or  occupied  by  an  elevated  or  underground  railway, 
and  except  such  as  are  contained  in  public  parks  or  occupied  by  buildings 
belonging  to  such  county,  or  to  this  State,  or  to  the  United  States,  and 
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except  that  portion  of  the  city  of  Buffalo  lying  between  Michigan  and 
Main  streets;  and  to  provide  for  the  connection  or  junction  with  any  other 
railway  or  bridge,  provided  that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in 
value  of  the  property  bounded  on,  and  the  consent  also  of  the  local 
authorities  having  control  of  that  portion  of  a  street  or  highway  upon 
which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  or  operate  such  railway  or  railways  be 
first  obtained,  or  in  case  the  consent  of  such  property  owners  cannot  be 
obtained,  that  the  determination  of  three  commissioners  appointed  by 
the  General  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  district  of  the  proposed 
construction,  given  after  a  due  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  and  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  court,  that  such  railway  or  railways  ought  to  be  constructed 
or  operated,  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  such  property  owners.  But 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  construction  of  an  elevated 
railway  across  such  excepted  streets,  places  and  avenues  in  the  city  or 
Brooklyn  at  their  intersection  only  with  other  streets,  places  and  avenueo. 
( Thus  amended ,  Laws  of  1881,  chap .  485.) 

(See  in  this  connection  Laws  of  I860,  chap.  10;  also,  Laws  of  1879,  chap.  529.) 

Plans  of  construction. 

§  5.  The  said  commissioners  having,  by  such  public  notice  as  they  may 
deem  most  proper  and  effective,  under  such  conditions  and  with  such 
inducements  as  to  them  may  seem  most  expedient,  invited  the  submission  of 
plans  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  such  railway  or  railways,  the  said 
commissioners  shall  meet  at  a  place  and  upon  a  day  in  such  public  notice 
named,  not  more  than  ninety  days  after  their  organization,  and  decide 
upon  the  plan  or  plans  for  the  construction  of  such  railway  or  railways, 
wfith  the  necessary  supports,  turnouts,  switches,  sidings,"  connections, 
landing-places,  stations,  buildings,  platforms,  stairways,  elevators,  tele¬ 
graph  and  signal  devices,  or  other  requisite  appliances  upon  the  route  or 
routes,  and  in  the  location  determined  by  them. 

Commissioners  to  determine  when  railway  to  be  built ;  rates  of  fare ; 
appraisal  of  damages  ;  before  corporation  enters  upon  street  certain 
moneys  to  be  deposited  ;  additional  deposit  required  ;  proviso. 

§  6.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  within  the  like  period  of  ninety  days 
after  their  organization,  fix  and  determine  the  time  within  which  such 
railway  or  railways,  or  portions  of  the  same,  shall  be  constructed  and 
ready  for  operation,  together  with  the  maximum  rates  to  be  paid  for  trans¬ 
portation  and  conveyance  over  such  railway  or  railways,  and  the  hours 
during  which  special  cars  or  trains  shall  be  run  at  reduced  rates  of  fares. 
The  said  commissioners  shall  also,  within  the  like  period  of  ninety  days 
after  their  organization,  fix  and  determine  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  company  to  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintain¬ 
ing  and  operating  such  railway  or  railways  for  public  use  in  the  convey- 
ance  of  persons  and  property,  the  number  of  shares  into  which  such  capi¬ 
tal  stock  shall  be  divided,  and  the  percentage  thereof  to  be  paid  in  cash 
on  subscribing  for  such  shares.  *  The  said  commissioners  shall  also, 
wuthin  one  hundred  and  ten  days  after  their  organization,  ascertain 
and  determine  the  aggregate  pecuniary  damage  arising  from  the 
diminution  in  value  of  the  property  bounded  on  that  portion  of  such 
street  or  streets,  highway  or  highways,  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to 
construct  and  operate  such  railway  or  railways,  to  be  caused  by  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  thereof.  For  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  such  aggregate  pecuniary  damage  the  said  commissioners 
shall  view  the  several  parcels  of  real  estate  bounded  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  appraise  separately  the  pecuniary  damage  arising  from  the  diminu¬ 
tion  in  value  of  each  parcel  thereof  to  be  caused  as  aforesaid,  and  for  the 
purposes  of  such  appraisal  they  “shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
when  and  where  they  will  meet  to  hear  the  owners,  or  persons  interested 
in  the  said  several  parcels  of  real  estate  bounded  as  aforesaid,  which 
notice  shall  be  published  for  at  least  ten  days  consecutively  in  at  least  two 
newspapers  published  in  the  county  where  such  railway  is  to  be  con-

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structed,  and  may  in  their  discretion  take  testimony  upon  the  probable 
diminution  in  value  of  any  or  all  such  parcels  to  be  caused  as  aroresaid, 
and  the  aggregate  sum  of  the  amounts  so  appraised  and  determined  by 
said  commissioners  shall  be  the  aggregate  pecuniary  damage  required  to 
be  ascertained  and  determined  by  said  commissioners  as  above  provided. 
And  no  corporation  which  shall  hereafter  be  organized  under  this  act  shall 
enter  upon  any  street,  highway  or  lane  of  any  city  or  county  of  this  State, 
or  become  vested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  whether  by  implication  or 
otherwise,  with  any  right,  privilege  or  franchise  in  any  street,  highway 
or  lane  therein,  until  it  shall  first  have  deposited  with  some  trust  com¬ 
pany,  to  be  designated  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  within  which  it  is  proposed 
to  construct  the  railway,  or  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  when  the  road 
does  not  lie  wholly  within  the  city,  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  amount 
so  ascertained  and  determined  as  aforesaid  by  said  commissioners  to  be 
the  aggregate  pecuniary  damage  to  the  property,  bounded  as  aforesaid, 
or  shall  have  secured  the  payment  of  such  amount  by  depositing  with  the 
said  trust  company  negotiable  securities,  equivalent  at  their  par  and  actual 
value  to  the  aggregate  amount  aforesaid,  and  approved  either  by  the 
county  treasurer,  or,  in  case  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  been 
appointed  by  the  mayor  of  a  city,  then  by  the  said  mayor.  And  the  said 
corporation  shall  also  at  the  same  time  deposit  with  the  said  trust  com¬ 
pany,  or  with  the  county  treasurer,  the  sum  of  §5,000  in  cash,  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  expense  of  apportioning  and  distributing  the  aforesaid  fund ; 
and  unless  such  moneys  or  securities  as  aforesaid  shall  be  deposited  by 
such  corporation  within  one  year  after  it  shall  have  obtained  the  consent 
of  the  local  authorities,  and  of  the  property  owners,  or  of  the  confirmation 
by  the  general  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  determination  of  three 
commissioners,  appointed  by  said  court,  as  required  by  the  fourth  section 
of  this  act,  and  in  the  case  of  a  company  heretofore  organized  within  one 
year  after  it  shall  have  obtained  confirmation  by  the  general  term  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  report  of  three  commissioners  appointed  by  said 
court,  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  property  owners,  or  within  one  year  after 
the  commissioners  appointed  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  aggregate 
pecuniary  damages  as  provided  in  this  act  shall  have  made  their  report, 
then  and  in  such  case  the  said  corporation  shall  be  deemed  not  to  nave 
accepted  the  franchises  duly  granted. 

Provided,  however,  that  in  ail  cases  where  the  said  commissioners  shall  fix 
and  determine  different  periods  of  time  within  which  different  sections  of 
said  railway  shall  be  constructed  and  ready  for  operation,  they  shall  ascer¬ 
tain,  determine  and  report  separately  the  aggregate  pecuniary  damage  to 
property  bounded  upon  that  portion  of  said  street  or  streets  upon  which 
each  of  such  sections  is  located ;  and  upon  the  deposit  by  said  corporation 
as  above  provided  of  moneys  or  securities  equivalent  to  the  aggregate 
pecuniary  damage  to  be  sustained  by  anyone  of  such  sections  of  said  rail¬ 
way,  said  corporation  shall  immediately  be  vested  with  the  right  and 
privilege  to  construct  its  railway  through  such  section.  (So  amended , 
Laws  of  1882,  chap.  393.) 

Articles  of  association ;  proviso  as  to  forfeiture. 

§  7.  The  said  commissioners  shall  prepare  appropriate  articles  of  asso¬ 
ciation  for  the  company  in  the  last  section  mentioned,  in  which  said  arti¬ 
cles  of  association  shall  be  set  forth,  and  embodied,  as  component  parts 
thereof,  the  several  conditions,  requirements  and  particulars  bv  said  com¬ 
missioners  determined  pursuant  to  sections  4,  5  and  C  of  tliis  act,  and 
which  further  shall  provide  for  the  release  and  forfeiture  to  the  super- 
vis  rs  of  the  county  of  all  rights  and  franchises  acquired  by  such  corpora¬ 
tion  in  case  such  railway  or  railways  shall  not  be  completed  within  the 
time  and  upon  the  conditions  therein  provided;  and  the  said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  thereupon,  and  within  one  hundred  and  twenty  days  after 
their  organization  as  aforesaid,  cause  a  suitable  book  of  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock  of  such  company  to  be  opened,  pursuant  to  due  public 
notice,  at  a  banking  office  in  such  county.

§  5,  chap.  393,  Laws  of  1882. 
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after  organized  under  this  act  to  complete  its  railway  within  the  time 
limited  in  and  by  its  articles  of  association  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the 
franchises  of  such  corporation  only  with  respect  to  that  portion  of  its 
route  which  such  corporation  shall  have  failed  to  complete,  and  shall  not 
affect  the  rights  and  franchises  of  such  corporation  to  construct  and 
operate  such  part  of  its  railway  which  it  shall  have  completed  within  the 
term  prescribed  by  its  articles  of  association,  or  as  to  which  the  time  for 
completion  shall  not  have  expired,  any  thing  contained  in  the  articles  of 
association  of  such  corporation  to  the  contrary  hereof  in  any  wise  notwith¬ 
standing.  (Ihus  amended  bij  Laws  of  1882,  chap.  393.) 

Organization. 

§8.  Whenever  the  whole  capital  stock  of  such  company,  or  an  amount 
of  such  capital  stock  proportioned  to  the  part  of  such  railway  or  railways 
directed  by  said  commissioners  to  be  first  constructed,  shall  have  been 
subscribed  by  not  less  than  twenty-five  persons,  and  the  fixed  percentage 
of  such  subscriptions  shall  have  been  paid  in  cash,  the  said  commissioners 
shall,  by  written  or  printed  notice  of  ten  days,  served  personally,  or  by 
mail,  call  a  meeting  of  such  subscribers  for  organization.  At  such  meet¬ 
ing  or  at  any  subsequent  one  to  which  the  same  may  be  adjourned, 
a  majority  in  number  and  amount  of  said  subscribers  may  elect  persons, 
of  a  number  to  be  theretofore  determined  by  said  commissioners,  who 
shall  be  directors  for  one  year  of  the  corporation  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  and  operating  said  railway  or  railways. 

Commissioners  to  deliver  certificate  ;  affidavit  of  directors  ;  filing  of  cer¬ 
tificate  ;  corporation,  when  perfected. 

§  9.  Within  ten  days  after  the  election  of  said  directors,  said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  deliver  to  said  directors  a  certificate  in  duplicate,  verified  by 
the  oath  of  three  commissioners  before  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
setting  forth  the  said  articles  of  association  and  the  organization  of  the 
company  for  the  purposes  in  this  act  mentioned  and  provided  for ;  and 
within  five  days  after  the  reception  by  them  of  such  certificate,  three  of 
the  directors  so  elected  shall  make  affidavit,  in  duplicate,  that  the  full 
amount  of  stock  has  been  subscribed  in  good  faith,  and  the  prescribed 
per  centage  paid  in  cash  thereon,  and  that  it  is  intended,  in  good  faith,  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  the  railway  or  railways  in  such  articles  of 
association  mentioned,  and  the  said  directors  shall  file  said  certificates 
and  articles  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  a  duplicate  of  the 
same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  wherein  such  railway  or  rail¬ 
ways  shall  be  located,  and  thereupon  the  persons  wTho  have  so  subscribed 
such  articles  of  association,  and  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockhold- 
erspn  such  company,  shall  be  a  corporation  by  the  name  specified  in  such 
articles  of  association,  and  shall  possess  the  powers  and  privileges  granted 
to  corporations,  and  be  subject  to  the  duties  and  restrictions  of  corpora¬ 
tions.  A  copy  of  such  certificate  and  affidavit,  certified  to  be  a  copy  by 
the  Secretary  of  this  State,  or  his  deputy,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence 
of  the  incorporation  of  such  company  and  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Directors’  books,  when  to  be  exhibited. 

§  10.  Said  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  the  stockholders  voting  at  such  election,  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  and  they  may  and  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  directors  until  others  are  elected  in  their  places.  In  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  directors,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  held  by  him.  Vacancies  in  the  board  of  directors  shall  be 
filled  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the 
regulations  concerning  the  election  of  directors  of  moneyed  corpora¬ 
tions,  contained  in  article  second  of  the  second  title  of  the  eighteenth  chap¬ 
ter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  The  inspectors  of  the  first 
election  of  directors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners.  No  person 
shall  be  a  director  unless  he  shall  be  a  stockholder  owning  stock  abso¬ 
lutely  in  his  own  right,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  directors  at  the  election 
at  which  he  shall  be  chosen.  At  every  election  of  directors  the  books 
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and  papers  of  such  company  shall  be  exhibited  to  the  meeting,  provided 
a  majority  of  the  stockholders  present  shall  require  it.  The  directors 
shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  president;  they  may  also  appoint  a 
treasurer  and  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  snail  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 

Payment  of  subscriptions  to  stock. 

§  11.  The  directors  may  require  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  company  to  pay  the  amount  by  them  respectively  subscribed,  in  such 
manner  and  in  such  installments  as  they  may  deem  proper.  If  any  stock¬ 
holder  shall  neglect  to  pay  any  installment  as  required  by  a  resolution  of 
the  board  of  directors,  the  said  board  shall  be  authorized  tc  declare  his 
stock,  and  all  previous  payments  thereon,  forfeited  for  the  use  of  the  com¬ 
pany  ;  but  they  shall  not  declare  it  so  forfeited  until  they  shall  have 
caused  a  notice  in  writing  to  be  served  on  him  personally,  or  by  depositing 
the  same  in  the  post-office,  postage  prepaid,  properly  directed  to  him  at 
the  postoffice  nearest  his  usual  place  of  residence,  stating  that  he  is  re¬ 
quired  to  make  such  payment  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  said 
notice ;  and  that  if  he  fails  to  make  the  same,  his  stock,  and  all  previous 
payments  thereon,  will  be  forfeited  for  the  use  of  the  company ;  which  no¬ 
tice  shall  be  served  as  aforesaid,  at  least  sixty  days  previous  to  the  day  on 
which  such  payment  is  required  to  be  made. 

Liability  of  stockholder,  to  creditors,  laborers  and  servants  other  than 
contractors  ;  when  suit  to  be  brought. 

§  12.  Each  stockholder  of  any  company  formed  under  this  act  shall  be 
individually  liable  to  the  creditors  of  such  company,  to  an  amount  equal 
to  the  amount  unpaid  on  the  stock  held  by  him,  for  all  the  debts  and  lia¬ 
bilities  of  such  company,  until  the  wdiole  amount  of  the  capital  stock  so 
held  by  him  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  company,  and  all  the  stockholders 
of  any  such  company  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  for  the  debts  due 
or  owing  to  any  of  its  laborers  and  servants,  other  than  contractors,  for 
personal  services  for  thirty  days’  service  performed  for  such  company, 
but  shall  not  be  liable  to  an  action  therefor  before  an  execution  shall  lie 
returned  unsatisfied  in  whole  or  in  part  against  the  corporation,  and  the 
amount  due  on  such  executions  shall  be  the  amount  recoverable,  with  costs 
against  such  stockholders ;  before  such  laborer  or  servant  shall  charge  such 
stockholder  for  such  thirty  days’  service,  he  shall  give  him  notice  in 
writing  within  twenty  days  after  the  performance  of  such  service,  that  he 
intends  so  to  hold  him  liable,  and  shall  commence  such  action  therefor 
within  thirty  days  after  the  return  of  such  execution  unsatisfied,  as  above 
mentioned ;  and  every  such  stockholder  against  whom  any  such  recovery 
by  such  laborer  or  servant  shall  have  have*  been  had,  shall  have  a  right 
to  recover  the  same  of  the  other  stockholders  in  said  corporation,  in  ratable 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  the  stock  they  shall  respectively  hold  with 
himself. 

Stock  deemed  personal  estate  ;  how  and  when  transferable. 

§  13.  The  stock  of  every  company  formed  under  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
personal  estate,  and  shall  be  transferable  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws  of  the  company,  but  no  share  shall  be  transferable  until  all  pre¬ 
vious  calls  thereon  shall  have  been  fully  paid  in. 

Increase  of  capital  stock 

§  14.  In  case  the  capital  stock  of  any  company  formed  under  this  act  is 
found  to  be  insufficient  for  constructing  and  operating  its  road,  such  com¬ 
pany  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  all  its  stock¬ 
holders,  increase  its  capital  stock  from  time  to  time  to  any  amount  required 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid.  Such  increase  must  be  sanctioned  by  a  vote  in 
person,  or  by  proxy,  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  all  the  stockholders  in  the 
company,  at  a  meeting  of  such  stockholders,  called  by  the  directors  of  the 
company  for  that  purpose,  by  a  notice  in  writing  to  each  stockholder,  to 
be  served  on  him  personally,  or  by  depositing  the  same,  properly  folded 


*So  in  original. 
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and  directed  to  him  at  the  post-office  nearest  his  usual  place  of  residence, 
in  the  post-office,  postage  prepaid,  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  such  meet¬ 
ing.  Such  notice  must  state  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  its 
object,  and  the  amount  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  capital 
stock.  The  proceedings  of  such  meeting  must  be  entered  on  the  minutes 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  company,  and  thereupon  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company  may  be  increased  to  the  amount  sanctioned  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  in  amount  of  all  the  stockholders  of  the  company  as  aforesaid. 

Stock  held  in  trust. 

§  15.  No  person  holding  stock  in  any  such  company,  as  executor,  admin¬ 
istrator,  guardian  or  trustee,  and  no  person  holding  such  stock  as  collateral 
security,  shall  be  personally  subject  to  any  liability  as  stockholder  of 
such  company ;  but  the  person  pledging  such  stock  shall  be  considered  as 
holding  the  same,  and  shall  be  liable  as  a  stockholder  accordingly;  and 
the  estates  and  funds  in  the  hands  of  such  executor,  administrator,  guar¬ 
dian  or  trustee  shall  be  liable  in  like  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as 
the  testator  or  intestate  or  the  ward  or  person  interested  in  such  trust  fund 
would  have  been  if  he  had  been  living  and  competent  to  act.  and  held  the 
same  stock  in  his  own  name. 

Liability  to  laborers.  \ 

§  16 .  As  often  as  any  contractor  for  the  construction  of  any  part  of  a  rail¬ 
road,  which  is  in  progress  of  construction,  shall  be  indebted  to  any  laborer 
for  thirty  or  any  less  number  of  days’  labor  performed  in  constructing 
said  road  such  laborer  may  give  notice  of  such  indebtedness  to  said  com¬ 
pany  in  the  manner  herein  provided ;  and  said  company  shall  thereupon 
become  liable  to  pay  such  laborer  the  amount  so  due  him  for  such  labor, 
and  an  action  may  be  maintained  against  said  company  therefor.  Such 
notice  shall  be  given  by  said  laborer  to, said  company  within  twenty  days 
after  the  performance  of  the  number  of  days’  labor  for  which  the  claim  is 
made.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  state  the  amount  and 
number  of  days’  labor,  and  the  time  when  the  same  was  performed  for 
which  the  claim  is  made,  and  the  name  of  the  contractor  from  whom  due, 
and  shall  be  signed  by  such  laborer  or  his  attorney ;  and  shall  be  served 
on  an  engineer,  agent  or  superintendent  employed  by  such  company  hav¬ 
ing  charge  of  the  section  of  the  road  on  which  such  labor  was  performed 
personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  office  or  usual  place  of  business 
of  such  engineer,  agent  or  superintendent  with  some  person  of  suitable 
age.  But  no  action  shall  be  maintained  against  any  company  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  unless  the  same  is  commenced  within  thirty 
days  after  notice  is  given  to  the  company  by  such  laborer  as  above  pro¬ 
vided. 

Heal  estate. 

§  17.  Every  such  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  and  hold 
such  real  estate,  or  interest  therein,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them 
to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  the  said  railway  or  railways,  and  such 
asanay  be  necessary  for  stations,  depots,  engine-houses,  car-houses  and 
machine  shops ;  and,  in  case  any  such  corporation  cannot  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  any  such  real  estate,  or  of  any  interest  therein,  it  shall 
have  the  right  to  acquire  title  to  the  same  in  the  manner  and  by  the  special 
proceedings  prescribed  in  this  act. 

Title,  how  acquired ;  petition,  what  to  contain  ;  how  and  when  served. 

§  18.  For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  said  title  the  said  company 
may  present  a  petition  praying  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  of 
appraisal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  at  any  general  or  special  term  thereof, 
held  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  "the  real  estate  described  in  the 
petition  is  situated.  Such  petition  shall  be  signed  and  verified  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  such  court.  It  must  contain  a 
description  of  the  real  estate  which  the  company  seeks  to  acquire ;  and  it 
must,  in  effect,  state  that  the  company  is  duly  incorporated,  and  that  it  is 
the  intention  of  the  company,  in  good  taith,  to  construct  and  finish  a  rail¬ 
road  from  and  to  the  places  named  for  that  purpose  in  its  articles  of  asso¬ 
ciation;  that  the  whole  capital  stock  of  the  companv  has  been,  in  good

faith,  subscribed  as  required  by  this  act;  that  the  land  described  in 
the  petition  is  required  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  operating  the 
proposed  road  ;  and  that  the  company  has  not  been  able  to  acquire  title 
thereto,  and  the  reason  of  such  inability.  The  petition  must  also  state  the 
names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  parties,  so  far  as  the  same  can,  by 
reasonable  diligence,  be  ascertained,  who  own  or  have,  or  claim  to  own  or 
have,  estates  or  interests  in  the  said  real  estate ;  and,  if  any  such  persons 
are  infants,  their  ages,  as  near  as  may  be,  must  be  stated;  and  if  any  of 
such  persons  are  idiots  or  persons  of  unsound  mind,  or  are  unknown,  that 
fact  must  be  stated,  together  with  such  other  allegations  and  statements 
of  liens  and  incumbrances  on  said  real  estate  as  the  company  may  see  fit 
to  make.  A  copy  of  such  petition,  with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  the 
same  will  be  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court,  must  be  served  on  all  per¬ 
sons  whose  interests  are  to  be  affected  by  the  proceedings,  at  least  ten 
days  prior  to  the  presentation  of  the  same  to  the  said  court. 

1.  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  resides  in  this  State 
and  is  not  an  infant,  idiot  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  service  of  a  copy  of 
such  petition  and  notice  must  be  made  on  him  or  his  agent  or  attorney, 
authorized  to  contract  for  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  described  in  the  peti¬ 
tion,  personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of 
the  person  on  whom  service  must  be  made  as  aforesaid,  with  some  person 
of  suitable  age. 

2.  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  resides  out  of  the 
State,  and  has  an  agent  residing  in  this  State,  authorized  to  contract  for 
the  sale  of  the  real  estate  described  in  the  petition,  such  service  may  be 
made  on  such  agent,  or  on  such  person  personally  out  of  the  State ;  or  it 
may  be  made  by  publishing  the  notice,  stating  briefly  the  object  of  the 
application,  and  giving  a  description  of  the  land  to  be  taken,  in  a  paper 
published  in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  in  a  paper  printed  in  the  county  in 
which  the  land  to  be  taken  is  situated,  once  in  each  week,  for  the  month 
next  previous  to  the  presentation  of  the  petition.  And  if  the  residence  of 
such  person  residing  out  of  this  State,  but  in  any  of  the  United  States,  or 
in  any  of  the  British  colonies  in  North  America,  is  known,  or  can  by 
reasonable  diligence  be  ascertained,  the  company  must,  in  addition  to 
such  publication  a<  aforesaid,  deposit  a  copy  of  the  petition  and  notice  in 
the  post-office,  properly  folded  and  directed  to  such  person  at  the  post- 
office  nearest  his  place  of  residence,  at  least  thirty  days  before  presenting 
such  peti  .on  to  the  court,  and  pay  the  postage  chargeable  thereon  in  the 
United  Slates. 

3.  If  any  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  is  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  resides  in  this  State,  such  service  shall  be  made  as 
aforesaid  on  his  general  guardian ;  or  if  he  has  no  such  guardian,  then  on 
such  infant  personally,  if  he  is  over  the  age  of  fourteen  years;  and  if 
under  that  age,  then  on  the  person  who  has  the  care  of,  or  with  whom 
such  infant  resides. 

4.  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  is  an  idiot,  or  of 
unsound  mind,  and  resides  in  this  State,  such  service  may  be  made  on  the 
committee  of  his  person  or  estate ;  or  if  he  has  no  such  committee,  then 
on  the  person  v7ho  has  the  care  and  charge  of  such  idiot  or  person  of 
unsound  mind. 

5.  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  is  unknown,  or  his 
residence  is  unknown,  and  can  not  by  reasonable  diligence  be  ascertained, 
then  such  service  may  be  made,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  by  pub¬ 
lishing  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  the  petition  will  be  presented, 
the  object  thereof,  with  a  description  of  the  land  to  be  affected  by  the  pro¬ 
ceedings,  in  a  paper  published  in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  in  a  paper  printed 
in  the  county  where  the  land  is  situated,  once  in  each  week  for  one  month 
previous  to  the  presentation  of  such  petition. 

6.  In  case  any  party  to  be  affected  by  the  proceedings  is  an  infant,  idiot 
or  of  unsound  mind,  and  has  no  general  guardian  or  committee,  the  court 
shall  appoint  a  special  guardian  or  committee  to  attend  to  the  interests 
of  such  person  in  the  proceedings ;  but  if  a  general  guardian  or  committee 
has  been  appointed  for  such  person  in  this  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  general  guardian  or  committee  to  attend  to  the  interests  of  such 
infant,  idiot  or  person  of  unsound  mind  ;  and  the  court  may  require  such 
security  to  be  given  by  such  general  or  special  guardian  or  committee  as 
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it  may  deem  necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of  such  infant,  idiot  or  person 
of  unsound  mind ;  and  all  notices  required  to  be  served  in  the  progress  of 
the  proceedings  may  be  served  on  such  general  or  special  guardian  or 
committee. 

7.  In'all  cases  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  service  of  orders,  notices 
and  other  papers  in  the  special  proceedings  authorized  by  this  act,  may  be 
made  as  the  Supreme  Court  shall  direct.  In  all  cases  of  appraisal  under 
this  act,  where  the  mode  or  manner  of  conducting  all  or  any  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  to  the  appraisal  and  the  proceedings  consequent  thereon,  are  not 
expressly  provided  for  by  the  statute,  the  courts  before  whom  such  pro¬ 
ceedings  may  be  pending,  shall  have  the  power  to  make  all  the  necessary 
orders  and  give  the  proper  directions  to  carry  into  effect  the  object  and 
intent  of  this  aet;  and  the  practice  in  such  cases  shall  conform,  as  near  as 
may  be,  to  the  ordinary  practice  in  such  courts.  When  any  proceedings 
of  appraisal  shall  have  been  commenced,  no  change  of  ownership  by  con¬ 
veyance  or  transfer  of  the  real  estate  or  any  interest  therein,  or  of  the 
subject  matter  of  the  appraisal,  shall  in  any  manner  affect  such  proceed¬ 
ings,  but  the  same  may  be  carried  on  and  perfected  as  if  no  such  convey¬ 
ance  or  transfer  had  been  made  or  attempted  to  be  made.  (Thus  amended 9 
Laws  of  1888,  cliap.  514.) 

Commissioners  to  be  appointed.  \ 

§  19.  On  presenting  such  petition  to  the  Supreme  Court  as  aforesaid, 
with  proof  of  service  of  a  copy  thereof,  and  notice  as  aforesaid,  all  persons 
whose  estates  or  interests  are  to  be  affected  by  the  proceedings  may  show 
cause  against  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  and  may  disprove  any 
of  the  facts  alleged  in  it.  The  court  shall  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations 
of  the  parties,  and  if  no  sufficient  cause  is  shown  against  granting  the 
.  prayer  of  the  petition,  it  shall  make  an  order  for  the  appointment  of  five 
disinterested  and  competent  persons,  who  reside  in  the  county  where  the 
premises  to  be  appraised  are  situated,  commissioners  to  ascertain  and 
appraise  the  compensation  to  be  made  to  the  owners  or  persons  interested 
in  the  real  estate  proposed  to  be  taken  in  such  county  for  the  purposes  of 
the  company,  and  to  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  first  meeting  of  such 
commissioners. 

Proceedings  of  commissioners. 

§  20.  The  commissioners  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  prescribed  by 
the  twelfth  article  of  the  Constitution.  Any  one  of  them  may  issue  sub¬ 
poenas,  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  and  any  three  of  them  may  adjourn 
the  proceedings  before  them  from  time  to  time  in  their  discretion.  When¬ 
ever  they  meet,  except  by  the  appointment  of  the  court,  or  pursuant  to 
adjournment,  they  shall  cause  reasonable  notice  of  such  meetings  to  be 
given  to  the  parties  who  are  to  be  affected  by  their  proceedings,  or  their 
attorney  or  agent.  They  shall  view  the  premises  described  in  the  petition, 
and  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties,  and  reduce  the  testi¬ 
mony,  if  any  is  taken  by  them,  to  writing;  and  after  the  testimony  is 
closed  in  each  case,  and  without  any  unnecessary  delay,  and  before  pro¬ 
ceeding  to  the  examination  of  any  other  claim,  a  majority  of  them,  all 
being  present  and  acting,  shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  compensation 
which  ought  justly  to  be  made  by  the  company  to  the  party  or  parties 
owning  or  interested  in  the  real  estate  appraised  by  them;  and  in  deter¬ 
mining  the  amount  of  such  compensation,  they  shall  not  make  an  allow¬ 
ance  or  deduction  on  account  of  any  real  or  supposed  benefits  which  the 
party  in  interest  may  derive  from  the  construction  of  the  proposed  rail¬ 
road.  They,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  also  determine  and  certify  what 
sum  ought  to  be  paid  to  a  general  or  special  guardian  or  committee  of  an 
infant,  idiot,  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  or  to  an  attorney  appointed  by 
the  court  to  attend  to  the  interest  of  any  unknown  owner  or  party  in 
interest  not  personally  served  with  notice  of  the  proceedings,  and  who  has 
not  appeared,  for  costs,  expenses  and  counsel  fees.  They  shall  make  a 
report  to  the  Supreme  Court,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  of 
the  proceedings  before  them,  with  the  minutes  of  the  testimony  taken  by 
them,  if  any.  Said  commissioners  shall  be  entitled  to  $3  for  their  expenses 
and  services  for  each  day  they  are  engaged  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  to  be  paid  by  the  company. 
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Confirmation  of  report ;  proceedings  thereon. 

§  21.  On  such  report  being  made  by  said  commissioners,  the  company 
shall  give  notice  to  the  parties,  or  their  attorneys,  to  be  affected  by  the 
proceedings,  according  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  said  court,  at  a  general 
or  special  term  thereof,  for  the  confirmation  of  such  report ;  and  the  court 
shall  thereupon  confirm  such  report,  and  shall  make  an  order  containing 
a  recital  of  the  substance  of  the  proceedings  in  the  matter  of  the 
appraisal,  and  a  description  of  the  real  estate  appraised  for  which  com¬ 
pensation  is  to  be  made ;  and  shall  also  direct  to  whom  the  money  is  to  be 
paid,  or  in  what  bank,  and  in  what  manner  it  shall  be  deposited  by  the 
company. 

Order  to  be  recorded;  company  to  have  title  on'  payment  of  award,  etc.; 
appeals. 

§  22.  A  certified  copy  of  the  order  so  to  be  made,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
recorded  at  full  length  in  the  clerk’s  office  of  the  county  in  which  the  land 
described  in  it  is  situated ;  and  thereupon,  and  on  the  payment  or  deposit 
by  the  company  of  the  sums  to  be  paid  as  compensation  for  the  land,  and 
for  costs,  expenses,  and  counsel  fees  aforesaid,  and  as  directed  by  said 
order,  with  interest  from  the  date  thereof,  the  company  shall  be  entitled  to 
eater  upon,  take  possession  of  and  use  the  said  land  for  the  purpose  of  its 
incorporation,  during  the  continuance  of  its  corporate  existence,  by  virtue 
of  this  or  any  other  act;  and  all  persons  who  have  been  made  parties  to 
the  proceedings  shall  be  divested  and  barred  of  all  right,  estate,  and  inter¬ 
est  in  such  real  estate,  during  the  corporate  existence  of  the  company  as 
aforesaid.  If  the  company  shall  neglect  to  have  such  order  recorded,  and 
to  make  the  payment  or  deposit  as  Iierein  provided,  for  the  period  of  ten 
days  after  the  date  of  such  order,  any  party  to  such  proceedings  and  inter¬ 
ested  therein  may  at  his  election,  cause  a  certified  copy  of  the  said  order 
to  be  recorded  as  aforesaid,  and  thereupon  the  moneys  therein  directed  to 
be  paid,  wuth  interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  said  order,  shall  be  a  debt 
against  the  company,  and  the  same  shall  be  a  lien  on  such  real  estate,  and 
may  be  enforced  and  collected  by  action  at  law  or  in  equity  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  vrith  costs.  All  real  estate  acquired  by  any  company  under  and 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  purposes  of  its  incorporation, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  acquired  for  public  use.  Within  twenty  days  after 
the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  commissioners,  as  provided  for  in 
the  twenty-first  section  of  this  act,  either  party  may  appeal,  by  notice  in 
waiting  to  the  other,  to  the  Supreme  Court,  from  the  appraisal  and  report 
of  the  commissioners.  Such  appeal  shall  be  heard  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
at  any  general  or  special  term  thereof,  on  such  notice  thereof  being  given 
according  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  said  court.  On  the  hearing  of  such 
appeal,  the  court  may  direct  a  new  appraisal,  before  the  same  or  new  com¬ 
missioners,  in  its  discretion  ;  the  second  report  shall  be  final  and  conclusive 
on  all  the  parties  interested.  If  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  made 
by  the  company  is  increased  by  the  second ‘report,  the  difference  shall  be 
a  lien  on  the  land  appraised,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  companv  to  the 
parties  entitled  to  the  same,  or  shall  be  deposited  in  the  bank,  as  the  court 
shall  direct;  anil  if  the  amount  is  diminished,  the  difference  shall  be 
refunded  to  the  company  by  the  party  to  whom  the  same  may  have  been 
paid;  and  judgment  therefor  may  be  rendered  by  the  court,  on  the  filing 
of  the  second  report,  against  the  party  liable  to  pay  the  same.  Such 
appeal  shall  not  affect  the  possession  by  such  company  of  the  land 
appraised ;  and  when  the  same  is  made  by  others  than  the  company,  it 
shall  not  be  heard,  except  on  a  stipulation  of  the  party  appealing  not  to 
disturb  such  possession. 

Proceedings  where  there  are  conflicting  claimants. 

§  23.  If  there  are  adverse  and  conflicting  claimants  to  the  money  or  any 
part  of  it,  to  be  paid  as  compensation  for  "the  real  estate  taken,  the  court 
may  direct  the  money  to  be  paid  into  said  court  by  the  company,  and  may 
determine  who  is  entitled  to  the  same,  and  direct  to  whom  the  same  shall 
be  paid ;  and  may,  in  its  discretion,  order  a  reference  to  ascertain  the 
facts  on  which  such  determination  and  order  are  to  be  made.  The  court 
shall  appoint  some  competent  attorney  to  appear  for,  and  protect  the 
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rights  of  any  party  in  intere  who  is  unknown  or  whose  resi¬ 
dence  is  unknown,  and  who  has  not  appeared  in  the  proceedings 
by  an  attorney  or  agent.  The  court  shall  also  have  power  at  any 
time  to  amend  any  defect  or  informality  in  any  of  the  special  proceed¬ 
ings  authorized  by  this  act,  as  may  be  necessary;  or  to  cause  new  parties 
to  be  added,  and  to  direct  such  further  notices  to  be  given  to  an^  party  in 
interest,  as  it  deems  proper ;  and  also  to  appoint  other  commissioners  in 
place  of  any  who  shall  die,  or  refuse,  or  neglect  to  serve,  or  be  incapable 
of  serving. 

Where  title  is  defective. 

§  24.  If,  at  any  time  after  an  attempt  to  acquire  title  by  appraisal  of 
damages  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  title  thereby  attempted  to 
be  acquired  is  defective,  the  company  may  proceed  anew  to  acquire  or 
perfect  such  title,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  appraisal  had  been  made; 
and  at  any  stage  of  such  new  proceedings,  the  court  may  authorize  the 
corporation,  if  in  possession,  to  continue  in  possession,  and  if  not  in  pos¬ 
session,  to  take  possession,  and  use  such  real  estate  during  the  pendency 
and  until  the  final  conclusion  of  such  new  proceedings ;  and  may  stay  all 
actions  or  proceedings  against  the  company  on  account  thereof,  on  such 
company  paying  into  court  a  sufficient  sum,  or  giving  security  as  the  court 
may  direct,  to  pay  the  compensation  therefor  when  finally  ascertained ;  and 
in  every  such  case  the  party  interested  in  such  real  estate  may  conduct 
the  proceedings  to  a  co  ision,  if  the  company  delays  or  omits  to  prose¬ 
cute  the  same. 

When  title  to  real  estate  is  vested  in  trustee. 

§  25.  In  case  any  title  or  interest  in  real  estate  required  by  any  company 
formed  under  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  its  incorporation,  shall  be  vested 
in  any  trustee  not  authorized  to  sell,  release  and  convey  the  same,  or  in 
any  infant,  idiot,  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  the  Supreme  Court  shall 
have  power,  by  a  summary  proceeding  on  petition,  to  authorize  and  em¬ 
power  such  trustee,  or  the  general  guardian  or  committee  of  such  infant, 
idiot  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  to  sell  and  convey  the  same  to  such  com¬ 
pany,  for  the  purposes  of  its  incorporation,  on  such  terms  as  may  be  just; 
and  in  case  any  such  infant,  idiot  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  has  no  gen¬ 
eral  guardian  or  committee,  the  said  court  may  appoint  a  special  guardian 
or  committee  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  sale,  release  or  conveyance, 
and  may  require  such  security  from  such  general  or  special  guardian  or 
committee  as  said  court  may  deem  proper.  But  before  any  conveyance  or 
release  authorized  by  this  section  shall  be  executed,  the  terms  on  which 
the  same  is  to  be  executed,  shall  be  reported  to  the  court,  on  oath ;  and  if 
the  court  is  satisfied  that  such  terms  are  just  to  the  party  interested  in 
such  real  estate,  the  court  shall  confirm  the  report,  and  direct  the  proper 
conveyance  or  release  to  be  executed,  which  shall  have  the  same  effect  as 
if  executed  by  an  owner  of  said  land  having  legal  power  to  sell  and  con¬ 
vey  the  same. 

Powers. 

§  26.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  have  power : 

1.  To  take  and  hold  such  voluntary  grants  of  real  estate  and  other  prop¬ 
erty  as  shall  be  made  to  it,  to  aid  in  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
accommodation  of  its  railroad  ;  but  the  real  estate  received  by  voluntary 
grant  shall  be  held  and  used  for  the  purposes  of  such  grant  only. 

2.  To  purchase,  hold  and  use  all  such  real  estate  and  other  property  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  its  railroad, 
and  the  stations  and  other  accommodations  necessary  to  accomplish  the 
objects  of  its  incorporation;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held 
as  repealing,  or  in  any  way  affecting  the  act  entitled  “An  act  authorizing 
the  construction  of  railroads  upon  Indian  lands,”  passed  May  12,  1836. 

3.  To  cross,  intersect,  join  and  unite  its  railroad  with  any  other  railroad 
before  constructed  at  any  point  on  its  route,  and  upon  the  grounds  of 
such  other  railroad  company,  with  the  necessary  turnouts,  sidings  and 
switches,  and  other  conveniences  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  its  con¬ 
nections.  And  every  company  whose  railroad  is  or  shall  be  hereafter 
intersected  by  any  new  railroad,  shall  unite  with  the  owners  of  such  new 
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railroad  in  forming  such  intersections  and  connections,  and  grant  the 
facilities  aforesaid ;  and  if  the  two  corporations  cannot  agree  upon  the 
amount  of  compensation  to  be  made  therefor  or  the  points  and  manner 
of  such  crossings  and  connections,  the  same  shall  be  ascertained  and 
determined  by  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  court,  as  is  provided 
in  this  act  in  respect  to  acquiring  title  to  real  estate. 

4.  To  take  and  convey  persons  and  property  on  their  railroad  by  the 
power  or  force  of  steam,  or  by  any  motor  other  than  animal  power,  and  to 
receive  compensation  therefor. 

5.  To  enter  upon  and  underneath  the  several  streets,  avenues,  public 
places  and  lands  designated  by  the  said  commissioners,  and  enter  into  and 
upon  the  soil  of  the  same;  to  construct,  maintain,  operate  and  use,  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  adopted  by  said  commissioners,  a  railway  or 
railways  upon  the  route  or  routes  and  to  the  points  decided  upon,  and  to 
secure  the  necessary  foundations  and  erect  the  columns,  piers  and  other 
structures  which  may  be  required  to  secure  safety  and  stability  in  the  con¬ 
struction  and  maintenance  of  the  railways  constructed  upon  the  plan 
adopted  by  the  said  commissioners  and  for  operating  the  same;  except 
that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  the  construction  of  a  railway  cross¬ 
ing  the  track  of  any  steam  railway  now  in  actual  operation  at  the  grade 
thereof,  or  the  erection  of  piers  or  supports  for  any  elevated  railway  upon 
a  railway  track  now  actually  in  use  in  any  street  or  avenue ;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  make  such  excavations  and  openings  along  the  route  through 
which  such  railway  or  railways  shall  be  constructed  as  shall  be  necessary 
from  time  to  time ;  in  all  cases  the  surface  of  said  streets  around  sucn 
foundations,  piers  and  columns  shall  be  restored  to  the  condition  in  which 
they  were  before  such  excavations  were  made,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  shall 
avoid  any  interference  with  or  change  in  the  water-mains,  or  in  the  sewers 
or  lamp-posts,  except  such  changes  as  may  be  made  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  proper  department  or  authority;  and  in  all  cases  the  use  of  the 
streets,  avenues,  places  and  lands  designated  by  the  said  commissioners, 
and  the  right  of  way  through  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  a  railway  or 
railways,  as  herein  authorized  and  provided,  shall  be  considered,  and  is 
hereby  declared,  to  be  a  public  use,  consistent  with  the  uses  for  which  the 
roads,  streets,  avenues  and  public  places  are  publicly  held ;  but  no  such 
corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  the  use  or  occupancy  of  public 
parks  or  squares  in  such  county,  or  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the 
streets  or  avenues,  except  such  as  may  have  been  designated  for  tlie  route 
or  routes  of  such  railway,  and  except  such  temporary  privileges  as  the 
proper  authorities  may  grant  to  such  corporations  to  facilitate  such  con¬ 
struction. 

6.  From  ^me  to  time  to  borrow  such  sums  of  moneyas  maybe  necessary 
for  completing  and  linishing  or  operating  their  railroad,  and  to  issue  ana 
dispose  of  their  bonds  for  any  amount  so  borrowed,  and  to  mortgage  their 
corporate  property  and  franchises  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  debt  con¬ 
tracted  by  the  company  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  ,  and  the  directors  of 
the  company  may  confer  on  any  holder  of  any  bond  issued  for  money  bor¬ 
rowed  as  aforesaid,  the  right  to  convert  the  principal  due  or  owing  thereon 
into  stock  of  said  company,  at  any  time  not  exceeding  ten  years  from  the 
date  of  the  bond,  under  such  regulations  as  the  directors  may  see  fit  to 
adopt. 

Employees  to  wear  badge ;  effect  of  not  wearing  badge. 

§  27.  Every  conductor,  baggage-master,  engineer,  brakeman  or  other 
servant  of  any  railroad  corporation  employed  in  a  passenger  train,  or  at 
stations  for  passengers,  shall  wear  upon  his  hat  or  cap  a  badge,  which 
shall  indicate  his  office,  and  the  initial  letters  of  the  style  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  by  which  he  is  employed.  No  conductor  or  collector,  without  such 
badge,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  or  receive  from  any  passenger  any  fare 
or  ticket,  or  to  exercise  any  of  the  powers  of  his  office ;  and  no  officer  or 
servant,  without  such  badge,  shall  have  authority  to  meddle  or  interfere 
with  any  passenger,  his  baggage  or  property. 

To  convey  mails. 

§  28.  Any  such  corporation  shall,  when  applied  to  by  the  Postmaster- 
General,  convey  the  mails  of  the  United  States  on  their  road  or  roads 
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respectively ;  and  in  case  such  corporations  shall  not  agree  as  to  the  rate 
of  transportation  therefor,  and  as  to  the  time,  rate  of  speed,  manner  and 
condition  of  carrying  the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  of 
this  State  to  appoint  three  commissioners,  who,  or  a  majority  of  them,  after 
fifteen  days’  notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  to  the  cor¬ 
poration,  shall  determirm  and  fix  the  prices,  terms  and  conditions  afore¬ 
said  ;  but  such  price  shall  not  be  less  for  carrying  said  mails  in  the  regular 
passenger  trains  than  the  amount  which  such  corporation  would  receive 
as  freight  on  a  like  wrnight  of  merchandise  transported  in  heir  merchan¬ 
dise  trains,  and  a  fair  compensation  for  the  post-office  car.  And  in  case 
the  Postmaster-General  shall  require  the  mail  to  be  carried  atotlier  hours, 
or  at  a  higher  speed  than  the  passenger  trains  are  run,  the  corporation  shall 
furnish  an  extra  train  for  the  mail,  and  be  allowed  an  extra  compensation 
for  the  expenses  and  wear  and  tear  thereof,  and  for  the  service  to  be  fixed 
as  aforesaid. 

Ejection  of  passengers. 

§  29.  If  any  passenger  shall  refuse  to  pay  his  fare,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  conductor  of  the  train  and  the  servants  of  the  corporation  to  put  him 
and  his  baggage  out  of  the  cars,  using  no  unnecessary  force,  at  any  usual 
stopping-place,  or  near  any  dwelling-house,  as  the  conductor  shall  elect, 
on  stopping  the  train. 

To  run  trains  at  regular  times,  and  to  furnish  sufficient  accommodation. 

§  30.  Every  such  corporation  shall  start  and  run  their  cars  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  passengers  and  property,  at  regular  times,  to  be  fixed  by 
public  notice ;  and  shall  furnish  sufficient  accommodations  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  all  such  passengers  and  property,  as  shall,  within  a  reason¬ 
able  time  previous  thereto,  be  offered  for  transportation  at  the  place  of 
starting  and  the  junctions  of  other  railroads,  and  at  usual  stopping  places 
established  for  receiving  and  discharging  way  passengers  and  freight  for 
that  train ;  and  shall  take,  transport  and  discharge  such  passengers  and 
property  at,  from  and  to  such  places,  on  the  due  payment  of  the  freight 
or  fare  legally  authorized  therefor;  and  shall  be  "liable  to  the  party 
aggrieved,  in  an  action  for  damages,  for  any  neglect  or  refusal  in  the 
premises. 

Intoxication  of  employees. 

§  31.  It  any  person  shall,  while  in  charge  of  a  locomotive  engine  running 
upon  the  railroad  of  any  such  corporation,  or  while  acting  as  the  conductor 
or  a  car  or  train  of  cars  on  any  such  railroad,  be  intoxicated,  he  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Willful  injury  to  property. 

§  32.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully  do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  any 
acts  or  act  whatever,  whereby  any  building,  construction  or  work  of  any 
railroad  corporation,  or  any  engine,  machine  or  structure,  or  any  matter 
or  thing  appertaining  to  the  same,  shall  be  stopped,  obstructed,  impaired, 
weakened,  injured  or  destroyed,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  corpora¬ 
tion  treble  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  means  of  such  offense. 

Penalties,  how  recovered. 

§  33.  All  penalties  imposed  by  this  act  may  be  sued  for  in  the  name  of 
the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York;  and  if  such  penalty  be  for  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $100,  then  such  suit  may  be  brought  before  a  justice  of  the- 
peace,  and  may  be  commenced  by  serving  a  summons  on  any  director  of 
such  company. 

Legislature  may  dissolve  company. 

§  34.  The  Legislature  may,  at  any  time,  annul  or  dissolve  any  incorpora¬ 
tion  formed  under  this  act;  but  such  dissolution  shall  not  take  away  or 
impair  any  remedy  given  against  any  such  corporation,  its  stockholders 
or  officers  for  any  liability  which  shall  have  been  previously  incurred. 
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Where  route  crosses  horse  railroad  track. 

§  35.  Whenever  the  route  selected  by  the  said  commissioners  for  the 
construction  of  said  railway  shall  intersect,  cross  or  coincide  with  any 
horse  railway  track  occupying  the  surface  of  said  streets  or  avenues,  the 
said  railway  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  remove,  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  the  said  work,  the  tracks  of  said  horse  railways ;  but  the 
same  shall  be  done  in  such  manner  as  to  interfere  as  little  as  possible  with 
their  practical  operation  or  working,  and  upon  the  construction  of  said 
railway,  where  such  removals  or  changes  have  been  made,  the  same  shall 
be  restored,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  the  condition  in  which  they  were  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  construction  of  said  railroad.  All  such  removals  and  restora¬ 
tions  shall  be  made  at  the  proper  cost  and  charges  of  the  said  corporation. 
Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  authorize  any  corporation  formed 
thereunder  to  use  the  tracks  of  any  horse  railway. 

Where  route  coincides  with  another  route;  elevated  railways. 

§  36.  Whenever  the  route  or  routes  determined  upon  by  said  commission¬ 
ers  coincide  with  the  route  or  routes  covered  by  the  charter  of  an  existing 
corporation  formed  for  the  purpose  provided  for  by  this  act,  provided  that 
said  corporation  has  not  forfeited  its  charter  or  failed  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  thereof,  requiring  the  construction  of  a  road  or  roads  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  its  charter,  such  corporation  shall  have  the  like  power 
to  construct  and  operate  such  railway  or  railways,  upon  fulfillment  of  the 
requirements  and  conditions  imposed  by  said  commissioners  as  a  corpora¬ 
tion  specially  formed  under  this  act;  and  the  said  commissioners  may  fix 
and  determine  the  route  or  routes  by  which  any  elevated  steam  railway  or 
railways  now  in  actual  operation  may  connect  with  other  steam  railways 
or  the  depots  thereof,  or  with  steam  ferries;  upon  fulfillment  by  such 
elevated  steam  railway  company,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  such  connection,  of 
such  of  the  requirements  and  conditions  imposed  by  said  commissioners 
under  section  4  of  this  act,  as  are  necessary  to  be  fulfilled  in  such  cases, 
under  section  18  of  article  3  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  such  con¬ 
necting  elevated  railway  shall  in  such  case  possess  all  the  powers  con¬ 
ferred  by  section  26  of  this  act;  and  when  any  connecting  route  or  routes 
shall  be  so  designated,  such  elevated  railway  company  may  construct 
such  connection,  with  all  the  rights,  and  with  like  effect,  as  though  the 
same  had  been  a  part  of  the  original  route  of  such  railway. 

Commissioners  to  transfer  plans,  etc.,  to  corporation. 

§  37.  Within  one  month  after  such  corporation  shall  have  been  formed 
and  organized  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  the  said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  transfer  and  deliver  to  the  said  corporation  all  plans,  specifi¬ 
cations,  drawings,  maps,  books  and  papers  in  their  possession.  And  the 
said  commissioners  shall,  within  the  like  period  of  one  month  after  the 
organization  of  such  corporation,  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  thereof 
all  money  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  after  deducting  there¬ 
from  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  said  commissioners  and  the 
amounts  due  or  to  accrue  to  them  for  their  salaries. 

Pay  of  commissioners. 

§  38.  Each  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  at  the  rate 
of  $10  per  day  for  each  day  of  actual  service  as  such  commissioner,  to  be 
paid  by  such  corporation ;  but  if  a  sufficient  amount  of  capital  stock  shall 
not  be  subscribed  within  one  year  after  the  appointment  of  such  commis¬ 
sioners  to  authorize  the  formation  of  such  corporation,  the  said  commis¬ 
sioner  shall  receive  no  salary,  and  shall  cause  to  be  returned  to  the  sub¬ 
scribers  for  said  stock  the  amounts  paid  in  by  them,  after  deducting 
therefrom  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  said  commissioners ;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  the  time,  if  any,  unavoidably  consumed  by  the  pend¬ 
ency  of  legal  proceedings  shall  not  be  deemed  a  part  of  any  period  or  time 
limited  in  this  act. 

Commissioners  ;  relating  to  ;  duties  of,  etc. 

§  39.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  any  board  of  commissioners 
appointed  under  this  act  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  sufficient  for  the 
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transaction  of  any  business,  or  for  the  performance  of  any  of  the  duties  or 
functions,  or  the  exercise  of  any  of  the  powers,  hereby  conferred  or 
enjoined  upon  such  commissioners.  Either  of  said  commissioners  may 
be  removed  for  cause  at  any  time  by  the  power  appointing  him,  but  no 
commissioner  shall  be  removed  without  due  notice  and  an  opportunity  of 
being  heard  in  defense ;  and  no  commissioner  thus  removed  is  or  shall  be 
eligible  to  be  again  appointed  to  the  office  of  commissioner.  In  case  of 
the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  office  of  any  commissioner 
appointed  under  this  act,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled,  by  the  power 
appointing  him,  within  thirty  days  after  such  removal,  or  within  thirty 
days  after  notice  in  writing  to  such  appointing  power  given  by  the  other 
members  of  the  board,  or  by  some  one  of  them  or  by  the  corporation 
hereinafter  mentioned,  of  such  death  or  resignation  ;  and  a  certificate  of 
every  such  appointment  shall  be  filed  as  aforesaid.  Except  as  otherwise 

Srovided  by  law,  the  terms  of  office  of  the  said  commissioners  shall 
etermine  and  expire  with  the  performance  of  their  functions  as  herein¬ 
above  prescribed.  But  any  corporation  heretofore  organized  or  hereafter 
to  be  organized  under  this  act,  the  successor  or  assign  of  any  such  cor¬ 
poration,  which  shall  have  constructed  and  put  in  operation  a  railway 
upon  a  part,  and  net  upon  the  whole,  of  the  route  or  routes  fixed,  deter¬ 
mined  and  located  for  such  railway  by  a  board  of  commissioners  acting 
under  this  act,  may  at  any  time  apply  for  authority  to  abandon  the  por¬ 
tion,  or  some  parts  or  part  of  it,  of  said  route  or  routes  upon  which  the 
railway  shall  not  have  been  theretofore  constructed  or  shall  not  be  then 
in  operation,  with  or  without  a  change  and  relocation  of  said  portion,  or 
of  some  parts  or  part  of  it,  of  said  route  or  routes,  and  with  or  without 
extension  or  extensions  of  the  portion  not  abandoned  of  such  route  or 
routes,  or  of  some  parts  or  part  thereof.  Such  application  shall  be  made 
by  petition  in  writing,  addressed  by  such  corporation  to  the  board  of  super¬ 
visors  of  the  county  in  which  such  portion  of  said  route  or  routes  so 
desired  to  be  changed  or  abandoned  shall  be  situated,  or,  if  such  route  or 
routes  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  within  the  limits  of  a  city,  to  the  mayor 
of  said  city,  for  the  route  or  portion  thereof  within  such  city,  and  such 
board  of  supervisors  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  such  mayor  may,  within 
thirty  days  after  presentation  of  such  application,  and  in  the  man¬ 
ner  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act,  appoint  five  commissioners, 
who  shall  be  residents  of  said  county,  and  who  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  do  and  provide  all  that  they  are  in  this  act 
directed  or  authorized  to  do  or  provide.  Within  ten  days  after  his. 
appointment,  each  of  said  commissioners  so  appointed  shall  take  and  sub¬ 
scribe  the  oath  and  give  the  bond  prescribed  by  section  two  of  this  act, 
and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  as  in  said  section  provided ;  and  if  any 
one  so  appointed  shall  not  comply  with  this  requirement,  he  shall  bo 
deemed  to  have  declined  to  accept  such  appointment,  and  to  have  made  a 
vacancy  which  the  appointing  power  shall  fill  by  another  appointment  as 
herein  provided.  Within  fifteen  days  after  sucli  appointments  shall  have 
been  so  made,  the  commissioners  shall  meet  at  some  convenient  place  in 
such  county  and  complete  their  organization  as  a  board  with  appropriate 
officers ;  such  board  shall  have  all  the  authority  conferred  by  law  upon 
commissioners  appointed,  or  authorized  to  be  appointed,  under  this  act. 
Before  proceeding  to  hear  the  application  of  the  corporation,  the  board 
shall  give  such  public  notice  as  it  may  deem  most  proper  and  effective  of 
the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing.  Within  thirty  days  after  completing 
their  organization,  said  board  shall  hear  the  application  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion,  and,  within  sixty  days  after  their  organization,  said  board  shall 
determine  whether  any  parts  or  part  of  such  route  or  routes  should  be 
authorized  to  be  abandoned,  and  whether  said  portion  of  said  route  or 
routes,  or  any  parts  or  part  thereof,  should  be  changed  and  relocated, 
with  or  without  extension  or  extensions  as  aforesaid.  If  the  board  shall 
determine  that  no  abandonment  of  any  part  of  the  route  or  routes  should 
be  allowed,  and  that  no  change  and  relocation  of  any  part  of  the  routes  c  r 
route  should  be  effected,  and  that  no  extension  should  be  made,  the  board 
shall  dismiss  the  application.  But,  if  the  board  shall  determine  that  an 
abandonment  of  any  parts  or  part  of  said  portion  of  the  routes  or  route 
should  be  allowed  or  that  any  change  in  or  extension  of  any  parts  or  part 
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of  such  portion  of  the  route  or  routes  should  be  made,  the  board  shall  pro¬ 
ceed  to  authorize  and  require  the  same,  upon  such  conditions  or  condition 
as  to  the  board  shall  seem  proper,  and  with  or  without  extension  of  the 
remainder  of  the  route  or  routes,  or  of  some  parts  or  part  of  such  remainder, 
by  fixing,  determining  and  locating  the  route  or  routes  of  the  extension 
or  extensions,  if  any,  and  by  directing  the  abandonment  of  the  parts 
or  part  of  the  route  or  routes  theretofore  located,  but  by  the  board 
allowed  to  be  abandoned,  if  any,  arid  by  fixing,  determining  and  relocating 
the  parts  or  part  of  the  route  or  routes  theretofore  located,  but  by  the  board 
changed,  if  any ;  and  the  board  shall  cause  to  be  made  in  duplicate  a  sur¬ 
vey  and  map  of  the  route  or  routes  as  so  changed  and  fixed,  determined 
and  located.  Neither  the  said  corporation  nor  any  assign  or  successor 
thereof,  shall  thereafter  have  any  authority,  by  reason  of  anything  thereto- 
foie  done  under  this  act,  to  operate  or  construct  any  railway  upon  any  part 
of  said  portion  of  the  route  or  routes  by  the  board  so  required  to  be  aban¬ 
doned.  The  board  shall  also  fix  and  determine  the  time  within  which  the 
railway  or  railways,  by  it  authorized  and  required  upon  any  parts  or  part 
of  the  portion  of  the  route  or  routes  so  changed,  shall  be  constructed  and 
ready  for  operation.  If  the  railway  or  railways  upon  any  parts  or  part  of 
any  portion  of  the  route  or  routes  not  by  the  board  changed  or  allowed 
to  be  abandoned  shall  not  have  been  theretofore  constructed  and  made 
ready  for  operation,  the  board  may  extend  and  fix  and  determine 
anew,  the  time  within  which  such  railway  or  railways  shall  be  com¬ 
pleted,  but  such  extension  of  time  within  which  to  construct  said  rail¬ 
road  shall  not  be  for  a  longer  period  than  that  originally  allowed  by 
law  for  the  completion  thereof.  If  the  board  shall  have  determined  that 
any  portion  of  the  route  or  routes  theretofore  located  should  be  allowed  to 
be'abandoned,  with  or  without  a  change  and  relocation  thereof  or  of  some 
parts  or  part  thereof,  and  with  or  without  extension,  or  if  the  board  shall 
have  extended  the  time  within  which  such  railway  or  railways  shall  be 
completed,  the  board  shall  make  a  report  in  waiting  in  accordance  with 
the  determination  so  made,  describing  the  portion  or  portions  of  the  route 
or  routes,  if  any  there  be,  as  so  fixed,  determined  and  located  anew, 
describing  also  the  parts  or  part,  if  any  there  be,  of  the  routes  or  route 
allowed  to  be  abandoned,  and  stating  the  period  of  time,  if  any,  by  the  board 
fixed  and  determined  within  wdiich  such  corporation  shall  construct  and 
complete  the  railway  or  railways  theretofore  authorized  or  by  it  authorized 
to  be  constructed,  and  prescribing  that  a  failure  by  the  corporation,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  to  complete  such  railway  or  railways  within  the 
time,  if  any,  so  limited,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  to  the  supervisors  of  the 
county,  or  in  the  city  of  New  York,  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  common¬ 
alty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  of  the  right  and  franchises  of  such  corpora¬ 
tion  wuth  respect  to  that  portion  of  the  route  or  routes  so  fixed,  determined 
and  located  anew,  and  with  respect  to  the  then  authorized  extension  or 
extensions,  if  any  there  be,  of  said  route  or  routes,  upon  wdiich  a  railway 
shall  not  be  constructed  within  the  time  so  limited;  provided,  however, 
that  the  time,  if  any,  unavoidably  consumed  by  the  pendency  of  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  shall  not  be  deemed  a  part  of  any  period  of  time  limited  in  this 
act  or  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  limited,  and  that  any  recital  of  any  for¬ 
feiture  of  any  rights  or  franchises  prescribed,  by  any  commissioners 
under  this  act  appointed,  to  be  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  be  as  effectual  for  any  and  all  purposes  as 
if  such  forfeiture  had  been  in  terms  recited  to  be  to  the  supervisors  of  the 
county  of  New  Y^ork.  Such  report  shall  be  signed  in  duplicate  by  at  least 
a  majority  of  the  then  members  of  the  board,  and  there  shall  be  thereto 
annexed  the  survey  and  map  prepared  as  hereinabove  directed,  showing 
the  line  and  location  of  each  and  all  the  routes,  with  or  without  extension 
or  extensions,  as  fixed,  determined  and  located,  and  showing  also  the  parts 
or  part,  if  any  there  shall  be,  of  the  routes  or  route,  as  theretofore  fixed, 
determined  and  located,  but  by  the  board  allowed  to  be  abandoned. 
Within  ten  days  after  so  signing  such  report  the  board  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  duplicate 
thereof  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  wherein  such  railway  or 
railways  shall  be  located;  and  thereupon  the  corporation  making  such 
application,  its  successors  or  assigns,  is  and  shall  be  authorized  to  con- 
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struct,  maintain  and  operate  a  steam  railway  or  railways  for  the  transpor¬ 
tation  of  passengers,  mail  and  freight  upon  the  route  or  routes  so  fixed, 
determined  and  located,  and  in  said  report  described ;  provided,  that  the 
construction  or  operation  of  a  street  railroad  is  not  and  shall  not  be  by  this 
law  authorized  except  upon  the  condition  that  the  consent  of  the  owners 
of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property  bounded  on,  and  the  consent  also  of 
the  local  authorities  having  control  of  that  portion  of  a  street  or  highway, 
upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  or  operate  such  railroad  be  first 
obtained,  or,  in  case  the  consent  of  such  property  owners  can  not  be 
obtained,  that  the  determination  of  three  commissioners,  to  be,  upon  appli¬ 
cation,  appointed  by  the  generalterm  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  district 
in  which  such  railroad  is  proposed  to  be  constructed,  be  given  after  a  hear¬ 
ing  of  all  parties  interested,  that  such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  or 
operated,  which  said  determination,  confirmed  by  the  court,  may  be 
taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property  owners.  Said  corporation  is, 
and  the  successors  and  assigns  thereof  shall  be,  authorized  to  maintain 
and  operate  all  the  railway  and  railways  and  the  appurtenances  thereof  by 
it  or  them  theretofore  constructed  upon  any  portion  of  a  route  or  routes 
which  shall  have  been  located  by  commissioners  under  this  act,  and  to 
complete,  within  the  time  in  and  by  said  report  so  extended,  fixed  and 
determined  anew,  and  thereafter  to  maintain  and  operate,  the  railway  or 
railways  and  the  appurtenances  thereof,  upon  so  much  of  the  route  or 
routes  theretofore  fixed,  determined  and  located  as  shall  not  have  been  so 
authorized  and  required  to  be  abandoned,  and  with  the  same  rights  and 
effect,  in  all  respects,  as  if  such  extended  period  of  time  had  been  the  period 
originally  fixed  and  determined,  and  in  the  original  articles  of  association 
of  such  corporation  recited,  for  completing  such  railway  or  railways  and 
putting  the  same  in  operation.  The  other  terms  and  conditions  in  and  by 
.such  articles  of  association  mentioned  and  prescribed,  except  as  the  same 
are  hereinabove  modified  or  may  be  modified  by  the  board  as  hereinabove 
authorized,  shall  apply  to  the  railway  or  railways  herein  authorized  to  be 
constructed  and  operated  upon  the  route  or  routes  as  so  changed,  fixed, 
determined  and  located,  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  such  route  or 
routes,  as  finally  so  changed  and  located,  had  been  in  and  by  such  articles 
of  association  themselves  prescribed.  Each  of  said  commissioners  shall 
be  paid  for  his  services  at  the  rate  of  ten  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of 
actual  service  as  such  commissioner,  to  be  paid  by  the  corporation  making 
the  application  so  heard  and  determined ;  and  each  and  all  the  reasonable 
expenses  of  the  board,  in  or  about  any  of  the  matters  in  this  section 
referred  to,  shall  also  be  paid  by  such  corporation.  (Thus  amended ,  Laws 
of  1888,  chap.  514.) 

Limitations  of  act. 

§  40.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  or  in  any  manner  to  affect 
chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1850,  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  formation 
of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  or  the  several  acts 
amendatory  thereof  or  supplementary  thereto.  None  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  apply  to  any  railroad  company  organized  under  any  general 
or  special  law  of  this  State,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  operating  a 
steam  railroad  upon  the  surface  of  the  ground,  nor  to  the  operation  or 
management  of  any  such  railroad  heretofore  constructed. 

Other  limitations. 

§  41.  It  shall  not.be  lawful  for  any  company  organized  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act,  or  under  any  other  act  heretofore  passed,  to  construct 
a  steam  railway  upon  St.  Nicholas  avenue  in  the  city  of  New  York,  or  those 
streets  or  avenues  in  said  city  commonly  known  as  boulevards,  except  to 
cross  the  same,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  imposed  by  the  com¬ 
missioners  provided  for  by  this  act,  and  every  such  company  shall  be 
bound  by  the  restrictions  and  limitations,  as  to  its  route  and  as  to  its  mode 
of  construction,  which  shall  be  established  by  the  commissioners  appointed 
under  the  acts  from  which  its  powers  were  derived,  as  far  as  such  restric¬ 
tions  and  limitations  are  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The 

grovisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  deemed  to  apply  to  any  existing 
orse  street  railway  heretofore  authorized  to  be  constructed.

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Proceedings  for  the  apportionment  of  damages. 

*§  42.  At  any  time  not  less  than  two  years  nor  more  than  three  years  after 
the  completion  and  operation  of  said  railway  or  railways,  any  owner  of,  or 
party  having  or  claimed  to  have  any  estate  or  interest  in  any  of  the  prop¬ 
erty  bounded  upon  that  portion  of  any  street  or  highway  upon  which  such 
railway  shall  have  been  constructed,  may  petition  the  Supreme  Court  at 
any  general  term  thereof,  held  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  such  rail¬ 
way  shall  be  located,  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  to  apportion 
among  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
moneys  deposited  or  secured  for  the  payment  of  pecuniary  damages  under 
the  sixth  section  thereof.  Such  petition  shall  be  signed  and  verified 
according  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  such  court,  and  shall  contain  a 
description  of  the  property  of  such  petitioner,  together  with  a  statement  in 
detail  of  damages  which  he  may  claim  to  have  sustained.  Upon  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  such  petition,  the  court  shall  make  an  order  for  the  service  of 
the  same,  and  of  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  an  application  thereupon 
for  the  appointment  of  commissioners,  by  the  publication  of  such  petition 
and  notice  in  not  less  than  two  newspapers  published  in  the  county  in 
which  the  said  railway  is  located,  ana  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  at 
least  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  first  publication.  (T/ms  amended , 
Laws  of  1882  chap.  393.)

§  43.  At  the  time  and  place  named  in  the  said  notice  so  published  as 
above  provided,  and  after  hearing  all  parties  appearing  pursuant  to  such 
notice,  the  said  court  shall  make  an  order  for  the  appointment  of  three 
disinterested  and  competent  persons,  who  shall  be  residents  and  freeholders 
in  the  county  in  which  said  railway  is  located,  as  commissioners  to  appor¬ 
tion  among  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  amount  deposited  as  required  by  the  sixth  section  hereof.  ( Added  by 
Laws  of  1882,  chap.  393.)

§  44.  The  said  commissioners  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  twelfth  article  of  the  Constitution.  Any  one  of  them  may 
issue  subpoenas  and  administer  oaths  to  witnesses ;  any  two  of  them  may 
adjourn  the  proceedings  before  them  from  time  to  time,  in  their  discre¬ 
tion.  Whenever  they  meet,  except  by  the  appointment  of  the  court,  or 
pursuant  to  adjournment,  they  shall  cause  notice  of  such  meeting  to  be 
given  to  all  parties  who  have  appeared  in  the  proceedings,  in  such  manner 
as  the  court  shall  direct.  They  shall  view  the  property  bounded  upon  that 

Eortion  of  any  street  or  highway  upon  which  said  railway  is  located,  and 
ear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the  persons  owning,  or  having  or  claim¬ 
ing  to  have  an  interest  therein,  and  of  the  railway  company,  and  reduce 
the  testimony,  if  any  is  taken  by  them,  to  writing;  and  after  the  testimony 
is  closed,  all^being  present  and  acting,  shall  ascertain  and  determine  what 
amount  of  the  money  deposited  or  secured,  as  above  provided,  ought 
justly  to  be  paid  to  each  owner  or  person  interested  in  said  property,  or 
any  parcel  thereof,  as  compensation  for  any  diminution  in  value  thereof 
caused  by  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  railway; 
and  in  determining  such  amounts  respectively  they  shall  make  allowances 
for  any  benefit  which  shall  have  accrued,  or  may  thereafter  accrue,  to  said 
property,  or  any  parcel  thereof,  by  reason  of  the  construction  and  oper¬ 
ation  of  said  railway.  The  sum  of  all  the  amounts  so  awarded  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  deposited  or  secured  by  said  railway  company  as  above 
provided.  The  said  commissioners  shall'  make  a  report  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  of  the  proceedings  before 
them,  with  the  minutes  of  the  testimonv  taken  bv  them,  if  any.  Said 
commissioners  shall  be  entitled  to  $5  per  day  for  each  day  they  are 
engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  fees  of  said  commis¬ 
sioners,  together  with  their  reasonable  expenses,  approved  by  a  justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  upon  notice  to  the  said  railway  company,  shall  be

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paid  out  of  the  moneys  deposited  with  the  county  treasurer  or  trust  com¬ 
pany  for  such  purpose  as  above  provided  in  the  sixth  section  hereof,  and 
any  balance  of  said  moneys  so  deposited  for  such  purpose  shall  thereupon 
be  paid  over  to  said  railway  company.  No  costs  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
proceedings  before  said  commissioners.  {Added  by  Laws  of  1882,  chap.

§  45.  On  such  report  being  made  by  such  commissioners,  the  petitioner, 
or  any  party  who  shall  have  appeared  in  the  proceedings,  may  give  notice 
to  the  other  parties  who  have  appeared  according  to  the  rules  and  prac¬ 
tice  of  said  court,  at  a  special  term  thereof,  for  the  confirmation  of  such 
report,  and  the  court  shall  thereupon  confirm  such  report,  and  shall  make 
an  order  containing  a  recital  of  the  substance  of  the  proceedings,  and 
shall  also  direct  to  whom  the  money  is  to  be  paid.  ( Added  by  Laws  of 
1882,  chap.

§  46.  Upon  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  after  the  entry  of  said  order  of 
confirmation,  and  upon  the  presentation  of  a  certified  copy  thereof,  the 
county  treasurer  or  trust  company  shall  pay  the  sums  awarded  by  such 
order  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  under  the  provisions  of  said  order. 
Within  twenty  days  after  the  entry  of  said  order  confirming  the  report  of 
the  commissioners  and  service  thereof  upon  all  parties  who  have  appeared, 
any  party  may  appeal,  by  notice  in  writing  served  upon  all  who  have 
appeared,  and  upon  the  county  clerk  and  county  treasurer,  to  the  general 
term  of  the  Supreme  Court  from  the  said  order  of  confirmation  ;  and  ser¬ 
vice  of  such  notice  upon  the  county  treasurer  or  trust  company  shall  stay 
all  payments  by  him  or  it  until  the  further  order  of  the  court.  Such 
appeal  shall  be  heard  by  the  Supreme  Court  at  any  general  term  thereof, 
on  notice  thereof  being  given  according  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  said 
court.  On  the  hearing  of  such  appeal  the  court  may  affirm  the  order  so 
appealed  from,  or  may  reverse  the  same  and  direct  a  new  apportionment 
before  the  same  or  new  commissioners,  in  its  discretion ;  and  in  case  a 
new  apportionment  shall  be  directed,  the  second  report  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  upon  all  parties  interested.  {Added  by  Laws  of  1882,  chap.

County  treasurer  or  trust  company  to  retain  award  in  certain  cases. 

§  47.  In  case  any  award  shall  have  been  made  by  said  commissioners  for 
diminution  in  value  of  any  property,  the  owners  of  or  persons  interested 
in  which  shall  not  have  appeared  in  said  proceedings,  the  amount  of  such 
award  shall  be  retained  by  the  county  treasurer  or  trust  company,  subject 
to  such  order  as  the  court  may  afterward  make.  {Added  by  Laws  of  1882, 
chap.

Excess  of  award  over  amount  deposited  to  be  repaid  to  corporation. 

§  48.  In  case  the  aggregate  amount  awarded  to  the  several  owners  and 
persons  interested  shall  be  less  than  the  amount  deposited  with  the  county 
treasurer  or  trust  company  as  aforesaid,  the  excess  of  such  amount  shall 
be  repaid  to  the  corporation  depositing  the  same,  such  repayment  not  to 
be  made  until  thirty  days  after  final  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
missioners  of  apportionment.  {Added  bij  Laws  of  1882,  chap.  393.) 

Proceedings  where  negotiable  securities  are  deposited  in  lieu  of  money. 

§  49.  In  case  the  said  corporation  shall  have  deposited  with  the  county 
treasurer  or  trust  company  negotiable  securities  in  lieu  of  moneys,  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  sixth  section  hereof,  then  upon  the  confirmation  of  the  report 
of  the  commissioners  of  apportionment,  the  county  treasurer  or  trust  com¬ 
pany  shall  notify  said  railway  company  to  pay  to  him  the  aggregate  amount 
awarded  by  said  report,  and  upon  its  failure  so  to  do,  shall  sell  the  said 
securities,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  such  amount.  {Added  by  Laws  of  1882,  chap.  393.) 

When  other  securities  are  to  be  substituted. 

§  50.  In  case  any  of  the  securities  which  may  be  deposited  in  lieu  of 
money  as  provided  in  the  sixth  section  hereof,  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
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county  treasurer  or  trust  company  with  whom  they  may  be  deposited,  fall 
below  their  actual  value  at  the  time  of  deposit,  tiie  said  county  treasurer 
or  trust  company  shall  call  upon  said  railway  company  to  substitute  there 
for  other  securities  equivalent  at  their  par  and  market  value  to  the  amount 
in  lieu  of  which  the  securities  for  which  they  are  to  be  substituted  were 
deposited,  and  in  case  such  other  securities  shall  not  be  furnished,  the 
said  county  treasurer  or  trust  company  shall  call  upon  said  railroad  com¬ 
pany  to  furnish  as  ft  substitute,  and  said  railroad  company  shall  so  fur¬ 
nish,  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  amount  in  lieu  of  which  the  securi¬ 
ties  first  above  referred  to  were  deposited.  ( Added  by  Laws  of  1882,  chap. 
393.) 

Appointment  of  commissioners  to  estimate  and  fix  damages  ;  proceedings 
thereupon. 

§  51.  Any  corporation  heretofore  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  hereby  amended,  and  which  has  not  constructed  its  railway  and  has 
obtained  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  to  the  construction  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  a  railway  upon  any  or  all  of  the  routes  designated  for  it  by  its 
articles  of  association,  and  whose  rights  under  such  consent  have  not  ter¬ 
minated,  and  whose  proposed  railway  lies  wholly  within  the  limits  of  any 
city,  may,  within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  apply  to  the 
mayor  of  such  city  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  to  estimate  and 
fix  the  damages  to  be  caused  by  the  construction  and  operation  of  its  rail¬ 
way  upon  and  along  the  streets  or  highways  as  to  which  such  consent  has 
been  given. 

Such  mayor  shall  thereupon  appoint  three  disinterested  and  competent 
freeholders,  residents  in  such  city,  who  shall  thereupon  each  take  and  sub¬ 
scribe  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office ;  and  the  com¬ 
mission  provided  by  this  section  shall  thereupon  have  all  the  powers  and 
authority  as  to  ascertaining,  estimating  and  fixing  damages  that  the  com¬ 
missioners  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  have  as  to  any  cor¬ 
poration  organized  or  to  be  organized  by  them,  and  all  the  provisions  of 
this  act  as  to  ascertaining,  estimating  and  fixing  damages,  tno  deposit  of 
money  or  securities  in  lieu  thereof,  and  the  proceedings  and  authority 
to  distribute  and  apportion  the  same,  and  the  effect  of  a  failure  to  make 
the  deposit  as  thus  required,  shall  apply  to  such  corporation  and  com¬ 
mission,  exceot  so  far  as  inconsistent  with  this  section,  and  after  a 
commission  shall  have  been  appointed  under  this  section  to  ascertain, 
estimate  and  fix  damages  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  corporation  which 
made  the  application  therefor  may  proceed  without  prejudice  to  obtain 
such  other  consent  or  authority  as  it  may  require,  and  the  proceedings  had 
under  the  authority  given  by  this  section  may  be  presented  in  aid  of  any 
application  it  may  make.  ( Added  by  Laws  of  1882,  chap.  393.) 

(None  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  wit,  chap.  393,  Laws  of  1882,  shall 
apply  to  the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings  and  Westchester,  and  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  affect  existing  provisions  of  law  as  to 
the  acquisition  of  the  title  to  real  estate  for  railroad  purposes.  §  5,  chap. 
393,  Laws  of  1882,  as  amended ,  chap.  551,  Laws  of  18S6.) 

CHAP.  514,  LAWS  OP  1888 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  six  hundred  and  six  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  entitled  “  An  act  further  to 
provide  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  a  steam  railway  or 
railways  in  the  counties  of  the  State.” 

(Section  1  of  this  act  amends  S  is  of  chap,  GOG,  Laws  of  1875.  [See  ante.] ) 

(Section  2  of  this  act  amends  §  39  of  said  chap.  GOG,  Laws  of  1875.  [See  anted  ) 

§  3.  The  provisions  of  section  two  of  this  act  do  not  authorize  and  shall 
not  be  construed  to  authorize  the  extension,  abandonment,  or  change  of 
location  of  any  route,  or  of  any  part  of  any  route,  of  any  corporation  the 
greater  portion  of  whose  routes  or  route  is  or  shall  be  in  that  portion  of 
the  city  of  New  York  south  or  west  of  Harlem  river,  and  do  not  authorize 
and  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize,  the  extension,  abandonment,  or 
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change  of  location  of  any  route,  or  of  any  part  of  any  route,  of  any  corpo¬ 
ration  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn  or  county  of  Kings ;  and  nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  authorize  or  be  construed  to  authorize  the  construction, 
extension,  abandonment,  or  change  of  location  of  any  railway,  or  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  any  route  for  a  railway,  over,  under,  through  or  across  any  street, 
avenue,  place  or  lands  south  of  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-eighth  street  or 
west  of  Third  avenue  in  that  portion  of  the  city  of  New  York  south  or  west 
of  Harlem  river,  or  where  a  railway  may  not  now  by  law  be  constructed  or 
is  not  now  by  law  authorized  to  be  by  a  board  of  commissioners  located. 


CHAP.  485,  LAWS  OF  1881. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  supplementary  to  chapter  606  of  the  Laws 
of  1875,  entitled  “An  act  further  to  provide  for  the  construction 
and  operation  of  a  steam  railway  or  railways  in  the  counties  of 
the  State,”  as  amended  by  chapter  417  of  the  Laws  of  1880. 

(Section  l  amends  Laws  of  1875,  chap.  606,  §  4.)  [See  page  384  hereof.] 

Route  in  case  of  exempted  streets. 

§  2.  Wherever  any  street  or  part  of  a  street,  by  this  act  exempted  from 
the  provisions  of  the  acts  hereby  amended,  has,  by  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  mayor  as  in  said  amended  acts  provided,  been  designated  or  deter¬ 
mined  upon,  as  a  portion  of  the  route  of  a  steam  railway,  and  a  corpora¬ 
tion  has  been  formed  under  said  acts  to  construct  a  railway  over  or  on 
such  exempted  streets,  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  the  power  to  fix, 
determine  and  locate  a  route  for  the  railway  of  such  corporation  over, 
under,  through  or  across  the  streets,  avenues,  places  or  lands  not  exempted, 
in  the  city  where  such  exempted  street  is  located,  as  may  by  such  commis¬ 
sioners  be  deemed  to  be  necessary  or  proper  on  account  of  such  street 
having  been  exempted  as  aforesaid,  but  in  the  same  general  direction  as 
such  exempted  street.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  affect  any  rights 
or  proceedings  of  such  corporation  in  or  to  the  remaining  portion  of  its 
route,  and  all  such  proceedings  may  be  continued,  and  such  commission¬ 
ers  may  strike  from  the  route  of  such  corporation  all  portions  thereof 
which  they  may  deem  have  been  rendered  inappropriate  or  inapplicable 
by  this  act.  The  term  street  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  include 
avenue  or  place. 

Plans ;  right  to  build  railways. 

§  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  also  have  the  power,  at  the  same  time, 
to  fix  the  plan  or  plans  for  the  railway  to  be  built  upon  the  route  by  them 
fixed  as  herein  provided,  but  such  plans  shall  be  of  the  same  general  char¬ 
acter  as  those  by  them  theretofore  for  the  railway  of  such  company  pro¬ 
vided,  and  they  shall  certify  and  verify  by  affidavit  their  proceedings  had 
under  this  and  the  preceding  section,  and  file  such  certificate  and  affidavit 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  with  and  as  a  part  of  the  articles  of 
incorporation  of  such  corporation,  theretofore  filed,  and  a  copy  of  such 
certificate  and  affidavit,  certified  to  be  a  copy  by  the  Secretary  of  State  or 
his  deputy,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 
Such  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  build  and  operate  its  railway 
upon  the  route  fixed  therefor  (as  in  this  and  the  preceding  section  pro¬ 
vided)  subject  to  the  provisions  and  requirements  contained  in  the  section 
amended  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  acts 
by  this  act  amended,  not  inconsistent  herewith,  shall  apply  to  the  route 
fixed  as  in  this  and  the  preceding  section  provided,  and  the  route  under 
such  sections  fixed  and  the  portion  remaining  of  the  route  originally 
fixed  shall  be  and  be  deemed  to  be  the  route  for  the  railway  of  such 
corporation. 
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CHAP.  252,  LAWS  OF  1884. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  construction,  extension,  maintenance 
and  operation  of  street  surface  railroads  and  branches  thereof 
in  cities,  towns  and  villages. 

Corporators,  not  less  than  thirteen ;  articles  of  association ;  what  to 
contain  when  filled;  duty  of  Secretary  of  State;  subject  to  pro¬ 
visions  of  title  3,  chapter  18  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
except  seventh  section;  subject  to  General  Railroad  Act,  except  as 
modified;  certificate  to  be  filed  with  Secretary  of  State;  what  to 
contain. 

Section  1.  Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  thirteen,  may  make 
and  sign  articles  of  association,  and  form  a  company  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  a  street  surface  railroad  for  pub¬ 
lic  use  in  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property  in  cars  for  compensa¬ 
tion,  in  any  of  the  cities,  towns  or  villages  of  this  State,  or  in  any  two  or 
more  civil  divisions  thereof.  Such  articles  of  association  shall  state  the 
name  of  the  company,  the  number  of  years  the  same  is  to  continue, 
the  names  of  the  cities,  towns  and  villages,  and  the  counties,  and  the 
names  or  description  of  the  streets,  avenues  and  highways  in  which  the 
road  is  to  be  constructed,  the  places  from  and  to  which  the  road  is  to  be 
constructed,  maintained  and  operated,  the  length  of  said  road,  as  near  as 
may  be,  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  which  shall  not 
be  less  than  $10,000  for  every  mile  of  road  constructed,  or  proposed  to  be 
constructed,  and  the  number  of  shares  of  which  said  capital  stock  shall 
consist,  and  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  seven  or  more 
directors  of  the  company  who  shall  manage  its  affairs  for  the  first  year, 
and  unt^l  others  are  chosen  in  their  places.  Each  subscriber  of" said 
articles  of  association  shall  subscribe  thereto  his  name,  place  of  residence, 
and  number  of  shares  of  stock  he  agrees  to  take  in  said  company.  Such 
articles  of  association  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
when  $1,000  of  stock  for  every  mile  of  railroad  proposed  to  be  constructed 
has  been  subscribed  thereto,  and  ten  per  cent  paid  thereon  in  good  faith, 
in  cash,  to  the  directors  named  in  said  articles  of  association,  and  when 
there  is  indorsed  on  said  articles  of  association,  or  annexed  thereto,  an 
affidavit  made  by  at  least  three  of  the  directors  named  in  said  articles, 
that  the  amount  of  stock  required  by  this  section  has  been  in  good  faith 
subscribed,  and  ten  per  cent  paid  in  cash  thereon,  as  aforesaid,  and  that 
it  is  intended  in  good  faith  to  construct  or  to  maintain  and  operate  the 
road  mentioned  in  such  articles  of  association,  which  affidavit  shall  be 
recorded  with  the  articles  of  association.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall 
indorse  on  said  articles  of  association  the  day  they  are  filed,  and  record 
the  same  and  said  affidavit  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  him  for  that 
purpose ;  and  from  the  date  of  such  filing  the  persons  who  have  so  sub¬ 
scribed  such  articles  of  association,  and  all  persons  who  shall  become 
stockholders  in  such  company  shall  be  a  corporation  by  the  name  speci¬ 
fied  in  such  articles  of  association,  and  shall  possess  the  powers  and 
privileges  granted  to  corporations,  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  con¬ 
tained  in  title  3  of  chapter  18  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  except 
the  provisions  contained  in  the  seventh  section  of  said  title  Such  cor¬ 
poration  shall  also  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  granted,  and  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  all  the  liabilities  imposed  by  this  act,  or  by  the  act  entitled  “An 
act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate 
the  same,”  passed  April  2,  1850,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof, 
except  as  the  said  acts  are  herein  modified.  No  existing  street  surface 
railroad  company  shall  extend  its  line,  or  construct  any  branch  thereof 
under  this  act,  until  it  has  made  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  a 
certificate  signed  by  its  board  of  directors,  which  certificate  shall  con¬ 
tain  a  statement  of  the  name  of  the  cities,  towns,  villages  and  counties, 
and  the  names  or  description  of  the  streets,  avenues  and  highways  in 
which  such  extension  or  branch  is  to  be  constructed,  the  places  from  and 
to  which  the  same  is  to  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated,  and 
the  length  thereof  as  near  as  may  be. 
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Board  of  directors  ;  their  number. 

§  2.  The  board  of  directors  of  every  corporation  formed  under  this  act 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  thirteen. 

Powers  and  privileges  ;  proviso  ;  consent  of  owners  to  be  acknowledged; 
who  are  the  local  authorities. 

§  3.  Any  company  organized  as  aforesaid,  or  any  existing  street  surface 
railroad  company  or  corporation  heretofore  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
building  and  operating  a  street  railroad,  may  construct,  maintain  and 
operate,  use  and  extend  a  railroad  or  branches  on  the  surface  of  the  soil, 
through,  upon  and  along  any  of  the-  streets,  avenues,  roads  or  highways 
of  such  cities,  towns  and  villages,  and  also  through,  along  and  upon  fray 
private  property  which  said  company  may  acquire  for  the  purpose,  and  may 
also  construct  such  switches,  sidings,  turnouts  and  turn-tables,  and  suit¬ 
able  stands  as  may  be  necessary;  for  the  convenient  working  of  such  road, 
provided  that  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of 
the  property  bounded  on,  and  the  consent  also  of  the  local  authorities 
having  control  of  that  portion  of  a  street  or  highway  upon  which  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  construct  or  operate,  such  railroad,  be  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  first  obtained.  The  consent  of  such  owners  shall  be  acknowledged  as 
are  deeds  entitled  to  be  recorded.  In  any  city  the  common  council  acting 
subject  to  the  powTer  now  possessed  by  the  mayor  to  veto  ordinances,  and 
in  any  village  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  the  local  authorities  to  give 
all  the  consents  required  under  this  act  in  respect  of  such  city  or  village. 
Provided  that  where  in  any  city  the  exclusive  control  of  any  street,  road, 
highway,  avenue,  or  property  which  is  to  be  used  or  occupied  by  any  such 
company  is,  by  law,  vested  in  any  local  authority  other  than  the  common 
council  of  such’city,  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities,  in  whom  such 
exclusive  control  is  so  vested,  shall  be  also  obtained. 

(See  in  this  connection  Laws  of  I860,  chap.  10.) 

Notice  ;  to  be  published  for  how  long  time  ;  consent  of  local  authorities 
to  be  applied  for  in  writing  ;  when  consent  shall  cease  ;  value,  how 
determined  ;  when  consent  of  property  holders  is  not  obtained. 

§  4.  In  incorporated  cities,  before  acting  upon  an  application  for  their 
consent,  the  local  a  ithorities  shall  give  public  notice  of  such  application 
and  of  the  time  and  place  when  such  application  will  first  be  considered 
by  a  notice  thereof,  to  be  published  daily  for  at  least  fourteen  days  in  two 
daily  newspapers  of  said  city,  to  be  designated  by  the  mayor  of  the  city. 
And  when  such  application  is  made  to  the  local  authorities  of  any  incor¬ 
porated  village,  the  notice  of  such  application  shall  be  published  for  at 
least  fourteen  days  in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  village,  if  any  there 
shall  be  ;  if  none,  then  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city  nearest 
such  village.  The  consent  of  the  local  authorities  shall  in  all  cases  be 
applied  for  in  writing,  and  when  granted,  shall  be  upon  the  express  con¬ 
dition  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  pertinent  thereto  shall  be  complied 
with,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  said  railroad  is  located.  Any  consent  so  given  by  said  local  author¬ 
ities  shall  cease  and  determine  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  thereafter, 
unless  prior  to  the  expiration  of  such  period  the  company  obtaining  such 
consent  shall  have  filed  the  consent  of  the  requisite  amount  in  value  of 
property  owmers  or  the  determination  of  commissioners  confirmed  by  the 
court,  as  herein  provided.  The  consent  of  the  local  authorities,  given  as- 
aforesaid,  shall  operate  as  the  consent  of  such  city,  town  or  village,  as  the 
owners  of  any  property,  that  such  railroad  maybe  constructed,  maintained 
and  operated  in,  upon  and  along  any  street,  avenue,  road  or  highway  by 
which  such  property  is  bounded,  except  that  where  such  railroad  runs 
through  any  street  or  avenue  bounded  on  one  side  by  any  public  park  or 
square,  the  consent  of  one-half  the  owners  of  property  on  the  other  side 
of  said  street  or  avenue,  and  opposite  such  park  or  square,  shall  also  be 
be  first  obtained  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  value  of  the  property 
so  bounded  shallbe  ascertained  and  determined  from  the  assessment-roil 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  property  is  situated,  confirmed  or  com¬ 
pleted  last  before  the  local  authorities  shall  have  given  their  consent, 
■excepting  such  property  owned  by  such  city,  town  or  village,  the  value  of 
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which  shall  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  allowing  therefor  the  same 
price  or  value  as  is  shown  by  such  assessment-roll  to  be  the  value  of  the 
equivalent  in  size  and  frontage  of  any  adjacent  property  on  the  same 
street.  In  case  the  consent  of  property  owners  required  by  any  provision 
of  this  act  cannot  be  obtained,  the  company  so  failing  to  obtain  such  con¬ 
sents  may  apply  to  any  general  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  held  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  in  which  tne  road  of  such  company  is  proposed  to  be  constructed,  for 
the  appointment  of  three  commissioners  to  determine,  after  a  hearing  of 
all  parties  interested,  whether  such  railroads  ought  to  be  constructed  and 
operated. 

Id.  ;  service  of  notice ;  commissioners  to  be  appointed  ;  vacancies. 

§‘5.  Notice  of  such  application  shall  be  served  personally  upon  each 
property  owner  not  having  given  his  consent  by  delivering  the  same  to 
him  or  his  agent  or  representative,  as  such  owner,  agent  or  representative 
appears  upon  such  assessment-roll  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  prop¬ 
erty  is  situated ;  or  by  mailing  the  same,  properly  folded  and  directed,  to 
such  owner,  agent  or  representative,  at  the  post-office  nearest  his  usual 
place  of  residence,  with  the  postage  paid  thereon,  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  such  application.  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  is 
unknown,  or  his  residence  is  unknown,  and  cannot  by  reasonable  dili¬ 
gence  be  ascertained,  no  service  of  such  notice,  personally  or  by  mail, 
need  be  made.  And  said  general  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  which 
such  application  is  made,  upon  due  proof  of  the  service  aforesaid,  shall 
appoint  three  disinterested  persons,  who  shall  act  as  commissioners,  and 
said  commissioners,  within  ten  days  after  their  appointment,  shall  cause 
public  notice  to  be  given  of  their  first  sitting,  in  the  manner  directed  by 
said  general  term,  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  all  their  bu  si 
ness  is  completed.  Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  said  general  term,  after 
such  notice  to  persons  interested  as  it  may  deem  proper  to  be  given,  and 
the  evidence  taken  before  as  w^ell  as  after  the  occurring  of  the  vacancy 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  properly  before  said  commissioners. 

Commissioners  to  determine  whether  road  ought  to  be  constructed  to  be 
confirmed  by  court;  taken  in  lieu  of  consent  of  property  owners 
shall  be  made  within  sixty  days  unless  extended. 

§  6.  The  said  commissioners  shall  determine,  after  such  public  hearing 
of  all  parties  interested,  whether  such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed 
and  operated,  and  shall  make  a  report  thereon,  together  with  the  evidence 
taken,  to  said  general  term,  and  their  determination  that  such  road  ought 
to  be  constructed  and  operated,  confirmed  by  said  court,  shall  be  taken  in 
lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property  owners  before  mentioned.  Such  report 
shall  be  made  within  sixty  days  after  appointment  of  said  commissioners, 
unless  the  said  court  or  j  udge  thereof  shall,  for  good  cause,  shown,  extend 
such  time. 

§  7.  (Repealed.)  See  chap.  642,  Laws  of  1886,  §  5. 

In  cities  having  population  of  250,000  or  more,  corporation  to  pay  per¬ 
centage  of  gross  receipts  into  city  treasury ;  in  other  incorporated 
cities  or  villages  where  company  or  corporation  fail  to  pay  such  per¬ 
centage,  verified  report  to  be  made  ;  forfeiture  ;  false  report ;  punish¬ 
ment  therefor. 

§  8.  Every  incorporation  incorporated  under,  or  constructing  or  oper¬ 
ating  a  railroad  constructed  or  extended  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
within  the  cities  of  the  State  having  a  population  of  250,000  or  more,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  for  and  during  the  first  five  years  after  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  operation  of  any  portion  of  its  railroad,  annually,  on  the  first 
day  of  November,  pay  into  the  treasury  of  said  respective  cities,  in  which 
its  road  is  located,  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund  thereof,  three  per  cent 
of  its  gross  receipts  for  and  during  the  year  ending  the  next  preceding 
thirtieth  day  of  September,  and  after  the  expiration  of  said  five  years  make 
a  like  annual  payment  into  the  treasury  of  said  respective  cities  for  the 
credit  of  said  sinking  funds  of  five  per  cent  instead  of  three  per  cent  of 
said  gross  receipts ;  provided,  however,  that  every  corporation  now  exist¬ 
ing  and  operating  a  street  surface  railroad  which  shall  extend  its  tracks 
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or  construct  branches  therefrom,  and  operate  such  extensions  or  branches 
undei  the  provisions  of  this  act.  or  the  corporation  operating  such 
branches  or  extensions  shall  pay  such  percentages  as  aforesaid  only  upon 
such  portion  of  its  gross  receipts  as  shall  bear  the  same  proportion  to  the 
whole  value  thereof  as  the  length  of  such  extension  and  branches  shall 
bear  to  the  entire  length  of  its  tracks.  In  any  other  incorporated  city  or 
village  the  local  authorities  shall  have  the  right  to  require,  as  a  condition 
to  their  consent  to  the  construction,  operation  or  extension  of  a  railroad 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  payment  annually  of  such  percentage 
of  gross  receipts,  not  exceeding  three  per  cent,  into  the  treasury  of  said 
city  or  village,  as  they  may  deem  proper.  In  case  of  extension  the  amount 
to  be  paid  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided.  The 
company  or  corporation  failing  to  pay  such  percentage  of  its  gross  earn- 
ings,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  after  said  first  day  of  November,  pay  in  addition 
thereto  five  per  cent  a  month  on  such  percentage  until  paid.  The  presi¬ 
dent  and  treasurer  of  any  company  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act 
to  make  a  payment  annually  upon  its  gross  receipts  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  make  a  verified  report  to  the  comp¬ 
troller  or  treasurer  of  the  city,  of  the  gross  amount  of  its  receipts  for  the 
year  ending  the  next  preceding  thirtieth  day  of  September,  and  the  books 
of  said  company  shall  be  open  to  inspection  and  examination  by  said 
comptroller,  treasurer  or  his  duly  appointed  agent,  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  correctness  of  said  report  as  to  said  gross  receipts.  The 
corporate  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  acquired  under  this  act,  by  any 
corporation  which  shall  fail  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  this  sec¬ 
tion,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  upon 
judgment  of  forfeiture  rendered  in  a  suit  brought  in  the  name  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  by  the  Attorney-General,  shall  cease  and  determine.  Any  person  inten¬ 
tionally  making  a  report  as  herein  provided,  which  shall  be  false,  shall  be 
guilty  of  perjury. 

Corporation  to  keep  certain  portion  of  streets  in  repair  ;  when  neglected, 
local  authorities  may  enact  ordinances  ;  penalty. 

§  9.  Every  such  corporation  incorporated  under,  or  constructing,  extend¬ 
ing  or  operating  a  railroad  constructed  or  extended  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  within  the  incorporated  cities  and  villages  of  this  State,  shall 
also  whenever  and  as  required  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper 
local  authorities,  have  and  keep  in  permanent  repair  the  portion  of  every 
street  and  avenue  between  its  tracks,  the  rails  of  its  tracks  and  a  space  two 
feet  in  width  outside  and  adjoining  the  outside  rails  of  its  track  or  tracks 
so  long  as  it  shall  continue  to  use  such  tracks  so  constructed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  In  case  of  the  neglect  of  such  corporations  to  make 
such  pavement  or  repairs,  the  local  authorities  may  make  the  same  at  the 
expense  of  such  corporation,  after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days’  notice  to 
do  so.  The  local  authorities  having  charge  of  streets,  avenues,  roads  or 
highways  in  cities  and  incorporated  villages  may  make  such  reasonable 
ordinances  or  regulations  as  to  the  rate  of  speed,  mode  of  use  of  tracks, 
and  removal  of  ice  and  snow,  as  the  interest  and  convenience  of  the  public 
may  require.  A  corporation  whose  servants  or  agents  willfully  or  negli¬ 
gently  violate  such  an  ordinance  or  regulation,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  liable 
to  such  city  or  village  for  a  penalty  not  exceeding  $500. 

Within  what  time  road  to  be  built. 

§  10.  In  case  any  corporation  incorporated  under  this  act,  or  seeking  to 
to*  extend  its  road  under  the  provisions  thereof,  shall  not  commence  the 
construction  or  extension  of  its  road  within  one  year  after  it  has  acquired 
the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  and  property  owners,  or  determination 
of  the  general  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  herein  required,  and  shall  not 
complete  the  same  within  three  years  after  obtaining  such  consents,  its 
rights,  privileges  and  franchises  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  cease  and  determine.  During  the  pendency  of  legal  proceedings  the 
Supreme  Court  shall  have  power  to  extend  the  period  for  the  performance 
of  any  act  herein  required.

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Compensation  of  commissioners. 

§  11.  The  commissioners  provided  for  in  this  act,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
general  term,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $10  each  per  day  for  each  and  every 
day  they  may  be  engaged,  and  the  charges,  expenses  and  disbursements 
of  such  commissioners  shall  be  paid  by  the  company  making  the  applica¬ 
tion  for  their  appointment. 

Motive  power. 

§  12.  Any  street  surface  railway  company  may  in  any  case  operate  any  por¬ 
tion  of  its  road  by  animal  or  horse  power,  or  by  any  power  other  than  loco¬ 
motive  steam  power,  which  may  be  consented  to  by  the  local  authorities’ 
and  by  a  majority  of  the  property  owners,  obtained  in  accordance  with 
sections  3  and  4  of  this  act. 

Rate  of  fare ;  where  not  to  apply. 

§  13.  No  company  or  corporation  incorporated  under,  or  constructing 
and  operating  a  railroad  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  charge  any 
passenger  more  than  five  cents  for  one  continuous  ride  from  a  y  point  on 
its  road,  or  on  any  road  or  line  or  branch  operated  by  it,  or  under  its  con¬ 
trol,  to  any  other  point  thereon,  or  on  any  connecting  branch  thereof 
within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city  or  village.  This  section  shall 
not  be  construed  to  apply  to  any  part  of  any  road  heretofore  completed, 
and  now  in  operation,  unless  such  company  shall  acquire  the  right  to 
extend  such  road,  or  to  construct  branches  thereof  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  in  which  event  its  rate  of  fare  shall  not  exceed  its  authorized 
rates  prior  to  such  extension. 

(As  to  tho  city  of  Buffalo,  see  chap.  431,  Laws  of  1886.) 

Not  to  construct  road  in  street,  etc.,  where  other  surface  road  is- built 
without  consent  of  such  other  road;  proviso  ;  commissioners. 

§  14.  Except  for  necessary  crossings,  no  street  surface  railroad  company 
shall  construct,  extend  or  operate  its  road  or  tracks  in  that  portion  of  any 
street,  avenue,  road  or  highway  in  which  a  street  surface  railroad  is,  or 
shall  be  lawfully  constructed,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  company 
owning  and  maintaining  the  same ;  provided,  however,  that  any  two  or 
more  railroad  companies  now  existing  or  hereafter  formed  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act,  may  join  and  unite  and  use  each  other’s  tracks  fora 
distance  not  exceeding  1,000  feet,  whenever  the  court,  upon  an  application 
for  the  appointment  of  commissioners,  next  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be 
satisfied  that  such  use  is  actually  necessary  to  connect  main  portions  of  a 
line  to  be  constructed  as  an  independent  railroad,  and  that  the  public  con¬ 
venience  requires  the  same,  in  which  event  the  right  of  such  use  shall  be 
given  only  for  a  compensation  to  an  extent  and  in  a  manner  to  be  ascer¬ 
tained  and  determined  by  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  courts, 
as  provided  in  respect  to  acquiring  title  to  real  estate  under  chapter  140  of 
the  Laws  of  1850,  entitled  “  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad 
corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  and  the  several  acts  amendatory 
thereof;  or  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  in  cases  where  the 
companies  interested  shall  unite  in  a  request  for  such  Board  to  act.  Such 
commissioners,  in  determining  the  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  use  by 
one  company  of  the  tracks  of  another,  shall  consider  and  allow  for  the  use 
of  tracks  and  for  all  injury  and  damage  to  the  company  whose  tracks  may 
be  so  used. 

Corporation  may  lease  portions  of  its  track  to  other  corporations ; 
restriction. 

§  15.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  street  surface  railroad  company  of  com¬ 
panies  to  lease,  or  to  transfer  its  or  their  right,  subject  to  all  its  or  their 
obligations  in  respect  thereof,  to  run  upon  or  to  use  any  portion  of  its  or 
their  railroad  tracks,  to  any  other  street  surface  railroad  company  author¬ 
ized  to  run  upon  such  route,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  lipon  by  a 
majority  of  the  respective  boards  of  directors  thereof,  subject  to  approval 
or  rejection  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stock  represented  at  meetings 
of  the  stockholders  of  each  of  such  companies,  called  for  that  purpose,  and 
held  within  three  months  after  such  agreement  shall  have  been  adopted 
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by  the  several  boards  of  directors.  But  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  to  authorize  any  railroad  company  in  cities  of  over  300,000  popu¬ 
lation,  to  lease  its  rights  or  franchises  to  any  other  company  in  said  cities 
which  owns  and  operates  a  road  parallel  thereto. 

No  road  to  be  constructed  under  chapter  606,  Laws  of  1875. 

§  16.  No  street  surface  railroad  shall  be  constructed  to  run  in  whole  or 
in  part  upon  the  surface  of  any  street  or  highway  under  the  authority  of 
any  commission  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  606  of  the  Laws 
of  1875,  entitled  “An  act  further  to  provide  for  the  construction  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  a  steam  railway  or  railways  in  counties  of  the  State,”  or  the  acts  in 
addition  thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

Nor  upon  ground  occupied  by  public  buildings  or  parks  ;  exception. 

§  17,  No  street  surface  railroad  shall  be  constructed  or  extended  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  upon  ground  occupied  by  buildings  belonging 
to  any  town,  city,  county  or  to  this  State,  or  to  the  United  States,  or  in 

Eublic  parks,  except  in  tunnels,  to  be  approved  by  the  local  authorities 
aving  control  of  such  parks. 

See,  also,  chap.  179,  Laws  of  1887,  as  to  New  York  city. 

Repeal;  proviso. 

§  18.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  whether  general  or  special,  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed,  but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  revive  or 
make  valid  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  any  consents  of  property  owners  or 
local  authorities  obtained  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  inter¬ 
fere  with  or  repeal  or  invalidate  any  rights  heretofore  acquired  under  the 
laws  of  this  State  by  any  horse  railroad  company  or  affect  or  repeal  any 
right  of  any  existing  street  surface  railroad  company  to  construct,  extend, 
operate  and  maintain  its  road  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  its  charter,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  or  revive  any  charter 
which  has  become  lapsed  or  forfeited,  or  any  pending  litigation. 

Power  of  Legislature,  etc. 

§  19.  The  Legislature  may  at  any  time  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this  act. 


CHAP.  642,  LAWS  OF  1886. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  sixty-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  Hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty-six,  entitled  “An  act  to  secure  adequate  com¬ 
pensation  for  the  right  to  construct,  maintain,  use,  operate  or 
extend  street  railroads  in  cities  and  villages.1’ 

Section  1.  Chapter  sixty-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
six  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Franchise  for  road  must  be  sold  ;  sale,  how  conducted ;  rates  of  fare,  etc. 

§1.  The  local  authorities  of  any  incorporated  city  or  village,  to  whom 
application  may  be  made  for  consent  to  the  construction,  maintenance, 
use,  operation  or  extension  of  a  street  railroad  or  a  railroad  or  railway  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers,  mails  or  freight,  over,  upon,  under  or 
through  any  of  the  streets,  roads,  avenues,  parks  or  public  places  in  such 
city  or  village  must  provide,  as  a  condition  of  the  said  consent  to  the  use 
of  said  street,  road,  avenue,  park  or  public  place,  that  the  right,  franchise 
and  privilege  of  using  the  said  street,  road,  avenue,  park  or  public  place, 
shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  to  the  bidder  who  will  agree  to  give  the 
largest  percentage  per  annum  of  the  gross  receipts  of  said  company  or 
corporation,  with  adequate  security  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  the  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  said  agreement  and  for  the  commencement  and  completion  of 
such  road  according  to  the  plan  or  plans,  and  on  the  route  or  routes  fixed 
for  its  construction  within  tne  time  or  times  hereinafter  designated  and 
prescribed  therefor,  but  this  agreement  shall  not  release  any  such  road 
from  the  percentages  required  to  be  paid  by  chapter  252  of  the  Laws  of 
1884.  The  Legislature  expressly  reserves  the  right  to  regulate  and  reduce 
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the  rate  of  fare  on  such  railroad  or  railway.  The  local  authorities  of  any 
city  or  village  may  give  such  consent  to  any  applicant  therefor  duly  incor¬ 
porated  and  existing  under  the  lawTs  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  pro¬ 
viding  street  railroad  facilities  for  compensation  in  said  city  or  village; 
and  the  bidder  to  which  such  consent  may  be  sold  shall  be  an  incorporated 
railroad  or  railway  company,  organized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
a  street  railroad  in  the  city  or  village  for  which  such  consent  may  be 
given.  Prior  to  such  sale,  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  terms  thereof,  and 
of  the  route  or  routes  to  be  sold,  and  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the 
consent  of  said  local  authorities  to  the  construction,  maintenance,  use, 
operation  or  extension  of  such  street  railroad  or  any  railroad  or  railway 
carrying  freight,  passengers  or  mails  over,  under  or  upon  any  of  the 
streets,  roads,  avenues,  parks  or  public  places  of  any  incorporated  city  or 
village  will  be  given,  shall  be  published  three  times  a  week  for  at  least 
three  weeks  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  said  city,  to  be  designated  by  the 
mayor  of  said  city,  except  in  cities  where  two  daily  papers  are  not  pub¬ 
lished,  then  said  notices  shall  be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for  at  least 
three  weeks  successively  in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  city,  to  be 
designated  by  the  mayor.  And  the  local  authorities  of  any  incorporated 
village  shall,  prior  to  any  sale  by  them  as  herein  provided,  cause  the  notice 
above  provided  for  to  be  published  for  at  least  three  weeks  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  said  village,  if  any  there  shall  be ;  if  none,  then  in  two  daily 
newspapers  published  in  the  city  nearest  said  village.  The  comptroller  or 
other  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  cities,  and  the  president  of  the  board  of 
trustees  in  villages,  shall  attend  and  conduct  the  sale  to  be  made  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  may  adjourn  the  same  from  time  to  time, 
not  exceeding  twice  for  a  period  not  exceeding  four  weeks  in  the  aggre¬ 
gate,  and  may  cancel  the  bid  if  the  bidder  shall  not  furnish  satisfactory 
security,  and  sell  thesaid  consentand  license  in  the  same  manner  as  above 
provided.  The  bidder  or  bidders  to  whom  the  said  consent  or  license  shall 
be  sold,  shall  commence  the  construction  of  the  said  road  within  one  year, 
and  complete  the  same  within  three  years  from  the  date  of  sale.  The  said 
bidder  who  may  build  and  operate  said  railroad,  shall  at  all  times  keep 
accurate  books  of  account  of  the  business  and  earnings  of  such  railroad, 
which  books  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  local 
authorities  of  the  city  or  village,  and  in  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal 
of  the  party  or  corporation  operating  or  using  the  railroad  to  be  con¬ 
structed  as  aforesaid  to  pay  the  rental  or  percentage  of  gross  earnings 
agreed  upon,  then,  upon  notice  to  the  said  party  or  corporation  —  of  not 
less  than  sixty  days  —  the  said  consent  and  right  to  operate  such  railroad  • 
may  be  declared  forfeited,  and  the  same  may  be  resold  to  the  highest 
bidder  in  the  manner  above  provided.  Such  forfeiture  may  be  decreed  or 
ordered  by  the  judgment  of  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  after  the  party 
or  corporation  shall  have  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  their  defense. 

When  consents  shall  cease ;  when  not  to  apply  to  elevated  roads  ;  not 
applicable  to  certain  surface  street  roads. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  apply  to  all  applications  for  consents  by  such  local 
authorities  to  construct,  maintain,  use,  operate  or  extend  such  street  rail¬ 
roads  or  railways  as  aforesaid,  made  under  or  in  pursuance  of  any  statute, 
whether  such  application  is  hereafter  made  or  may  have  been  heretofore 
made,  but  not  at  the  passage  of  this  act  finally  acted  upon  by  the  local 
authorities;  and  all  consents  hereafter  given  by  said  local  authorities 
shall  cease  and  determine,  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  thereafter,  and 
all  such  consents  heretofore  given  shall  cease  and  determine  at  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  unless  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  such  period  or  periods  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  a 
sufficient  proportion  of  the  property  situated  on  the  line  of  the  proposed 
railroad  or  railway,  or  the  approval  of  the  general  term  of  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  have  been  obtained.  None  of  t lie  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of 
chapter  sixty-five  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  or 
of  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-two  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-six,  except  the  provisions  of  this  section  in  relation  to  the  determi¬ 
nation  of  the  consents  of  said  local  authorities  shall  apply  to  companies 
now  organized  or  hereafter  to  be  organized  for  the  purpose  of  building 
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elevated  railroads  in  counties  having  less  than  one  million  inhabitants, 
nor  to  street  surface  railroad  companies  heretofore  organized  in  cities  or 
villages  of  less  than  eighty-five  thousand  inhabitants.  ( Thus  amended, 
chap,  622,  Laws  of  1887.) 

Security,  nature  and  form  of. 

§  3.  The  security  required  by  section  one  of  this  act  shall  be  a  bond  or 
undertaking  in  writing  and  under  seal,  in  such  form,  condition,  amount 
and  sureties  as  shall  be  required  and  approved  by  the  comptroller  or 
other  chief  fiscal  officer  of  any  such  city,  and  by  the  trustees  of  any 
such  village. 

Limitation. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  not  affect  the  New  York  Arcade  Railway  Company  nor 
the  rights  possessed  by  it. 

Repeal. 

§  5.  Section  7  of  chapter  252  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  entitled  “An  act  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  construction,  extension,  maintenance  and  operation  of  street 
surface  railroads  and  branches  thereof  in  cities,  towns  and  villages,”  and 
all  amendments  of  said  section,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


CHAP.  271,  LAWS  OF  1886. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  consents  of  property  owners,  order  of 
the  general  term  confirming  reports  of  commissioners  and  the 
consents  of  the  local  authorities  heretofore  given  to  the  con¬ 
struction  and  operation  of  street  surface  railroads  by  companies 
which  have  been  dissolved  or  annulled,  or  whose  charter  may 
have  been  repealed  by  legislative  enactment. 


Dissolution  of  company  not  to  revoke  consent  of  owners. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  street  surface  railroad  company  shall  have 
been  dissolved  or  annulled,  or  its  charter  repealed  by  an  act  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  property  bounded  on  and  the  consent  of 
the  local  authorities  having  the  control  of  that  portion  of  a  street  or  high¬ 
way  upon  which  the  railroad  of  such  company  shall  have  been  theretofore 
constructed  and  operated,  and  the  order  of  the  general  term  confirming 
the  report  of  any  commissioner  that  such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed 
or  operated,  shall  not,  nor  shall  either  thereof,  be  deemed  to  be  in  any  way 
impaired,  revoked,  terminated,  or  otherwise  affected  by  such  act  of  disso¬ 
lution,  annulment  or  repeal,  but  the  same  and  each  thereof  shall  continue 
in  full  force,  efficacy  and  being  for  the  uses  and  purposes  herein  mentioned. 


Right  to  further  enjoyment  to  be  sold. 

§  2.  The  right  to  the  further  enjoyment  and  the  use,  subsequent  to  said 
act,  of  dissolution,  annulment  or  repeal,  of  the  said  consents  and  orders 
and  of  each  thereof,  and  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  benefits  therein 
or  thereby  created  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  by  the  municipal  authori¬ 
ties  within  whose  jurisdiction  such  railroads  shall  be,  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  provided  by  section  1  of  chapter  65  of  the  Laws  of  1886,  and  laws 
amendatory  thereof. 


Rights  of  purchaser  on  resale. 

§  3.  When  such  sale  shall  have  been  so  made,  the  purchaser  thereat  shall 
have  the  right  to  the  further  enjoyment  and  use  of  said  consents  and 
orders,  and  of  each  thereof,  and  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  benefits 
therein  or  thereby  created  in  like  manner  as  if  such  purchaser  had  been 
originally  named  in  such  consents,  reports  and  orders;  provided,  that 
such  purchaser  shall  be  otherwise  authorized  bylaw  to  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  a  street  surface  railroad  within  the  municipality  within  which 
such  railroads  shall  be. 
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CHAP.  549,  LAWS  OF  1888, 

AN  ACT  relating  to  tlie  corporate  rights  and  powers  of  street 

surface  railroad  companies. 

Corporate  existence  and  powers  of  certain  unfinished  surface  street 
railroads. 

Section  1.  The  corporate  existence  and  powers  of  every  street  surface 
railroad  company,  which  has  completed  a  railroad  upon  the  greater  por¬ 
tion  of  the  route  designated  in  its  articles  of  association,  within  ten  years 
from  the  date  of  filing  said  articles  bf  association  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  which  has  operated  such  completed  portion  of  its  said 
railroad  continuously  for  a  period  of  ten  years  last  past,  and  is  now  operat¬ 
ing  the  same,  shall  continue  with  like  force  and  effect,  as  though  said 
company  had  in  all  respects  and  particulars  complied  with  the  provisions 
and  requirements  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  entitled  “An  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  ‘  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations  and 
to  regulate  the  same,’  ”  passed  April  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty, 
and  the  amendments  thereto. 

Hights  to  operate  extensions  and  branches. 

§  2.  Every  such  street  surface  railroad  company  shall  have  the  right  to 
operate  any  extensions  and  branches  of  its  said  railroad,  now  constructed 
and  operated  by  it,  which  have  been  so  constructed  and  operated  by  it, 
for  a  period  of  ten  years  last  past  with  like  force  and  effect,  as  though  the 
route  of  said  extensions  and  branches  were  designated  in  its  articles  of 
association. 

Consent  of  local  authorities  and  property  owners  necessary  to  the  oper¬ 
ating  of  such  roads. 

§  3.  Every  such  street  surface  railroad  company  is  authorized  to  operate 
its  said  railroad,  and  any  extensions  or  branches  thereof,  upon  condition 
that  it  has  heretofore,  or  shall  hereafter  first  obtain  the  consent  of  the 
local  authorities  having  the  control  of  the  portion  of  the  streets,  avenues 
or  highways  included  in  said  railroad,  or  any  extension  or  branches 
thereof,  to  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  same,  and  also  upon  the 
condition  that  it  has  heretofore  or  shall  hereafter  first  obtain  the  consent 
of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property  bounded  on  the  portion 
of  the  streets,  avenues  or  highways  included  in  the  route  of  said  railroad, 
or  any  extensions  or  branches  thereof,  to  the  construction  or  operation  of 
the  same,  or  in  case  the  consent  of  such  property  owners  cannot  be 
obtained,  the  general  term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  district  in  which 
said  railroad,  or  any  extension  or  branch  thereof  is  located,  may,  upon 
application,  appoint  three  commissioners  who  shall  determine,  after  a 
hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  whether  such  railroad  ought  to  be  con¬ 
structed  or  operated,  and  their  determination,  confirmed  by  the  court, 
may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property  owners. 

Consent  heretofore  made  confirmed. 

§  4.  All  consents  heretofore  given,  or  grants  made  by  local  authorities 
having  control  pf  the  portion  of  any  street,  avenue  or  highway  included  in 
the  route  of  said  railroad,  or  any  extensions  or  branches  thereof,  to  any 
such  street  surface  railroad  company,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed 
and  declared  valid. 

Act  not  applicable  to  New  York  city,  nor  to  special  grants. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  not  affect  nor  apply  to  any  railroad  company  in  the 
city  of  New  York ;  nor  to  any  special  grant  made  to  or  authority  conferred 
upon  any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  by  any  law  of  this  State,  nor 
shall  it  impair  existing  rights,  privileges  or  franchises  of  any  street  sur¬ 
face  railroad  company ;  nor  shall  it  affect  any  pending  litigation. 
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CHAP.  305,  LAWS  OF  1885. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  street  surface  railroad  companies  to  contract 
with  each  other,  and  providing  for  a  proper  system  of  transfer 
of  passengers. 

Street  surface  roads  may  contract  with  each  other. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  hereafter  for  any  street  surface  railroad 
company,  or  any  corporation  owning  or  operating  a  street  surface  railroad 
or  railroad  route,  to  contract  with  any  other  such  company  or  corpora¬ 
tion  for  the  use  of  their  respective  roads  or  routes,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions  and  conditions  hereinafter  stated, 
and  thereafter  to  use  or  to  permit  the  use  of  the  same  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  prescribed  in  such  contract.  But  nothing  in  this  act  shall  author¬ 
ize  the  road  or  route  of  any  railroad  corporation  to  be  used  or  operated  by 
any  other  railroad  corporation  in  a  manner  inconsistent  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  charter  of  the  corporation  whose  railroad  or  railroad  route 
is  to  be  used  or  operated  under  such  contract. 

Directors  may  enter  into  lease  or  contract. 

§  2.  The  directors  of  the  companies  may  enter  into  such  a  lease  or  con¬ 
tract  under  the  corporate  seal  of  each  compan}7,  such  lease  or  agreement 
prescribing  the  terms  and  conditions  thoreof. 

Agreement  to  be  submitted  to  vote  of  stockholders  ;  lease  to  be  filed  and 
recorded. 

§  3.  Such  lease  or  agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  of 
each  of  the  said  companies  or  corporations,  at  a  meeting  thereof,  called 
separately  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  same  into  consideration ;  due 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  meeting,  and  the  object  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  each  company  to  its  stockholders  by  written  or  printed 
notices  addressed  to  each  of  the  persons  in  whose  names  the  capital  stock 
of  such  company  stands  on  the  books  thereof,  at  the  address  of  such  per¬ 
sons  as  stated  on  such  books,  or  as  known  to  the  secretary  of  the  company, 
and  delivered  or  mailed  to  such  persons  or  the  legal  representatives  of  such 
persons  respectively,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  time  of  holding  the 
meeting  of  such  company,  and  also  by  a  general  notice  published  daily  for 
at  least  four  weeks  in  some  newspaper  last  designated  for  the  publication 
of  the  session  laws,  or  of  judicial  proceedings  and  legal  notices  in  the 
county  where  such  company  has  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business ; 
and  at  the  said  meeting  of  stockholders  the  agreement  of  the  said  directors 
shall  be  considered,  and  a  vote  by  ballot  taken  for  the  adoption  or  rejection 
of  the  same,  each  share  entitling  the  holders  thereof  to  one  vote,  and  said 
ballots  shall  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all  the 
votes  of  stockholders  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy  at  such  meeting  shall 
be  for  the  adoption  of  said  lease  or  agreement,  then  that  fact  shall  be  cer¬ 
tified  thereon  by  the  secretaries  of  the  respective  companies  under  the 
seal  thereof,  and  the  lease  or  agreement  so  adopted,  or  a  certified  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  shall  from  the  time  of  such  filing  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  lease 
or  agreement,  of  the  said  companies ;  a  copy  of  the  said  lease  or  agreement 
duly  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  under  his  official  seal  shall  be 
evidence  thereof  in  all  courts  and  places. 

Companies  contracting  shall  carry  passengers  between  any  two  points ; 
one  continuous  trip  for  one  fare ;  penalty. 

§4.  Each  and  every  company  entering  into  any  contract  under  the 
power  conferred  by  this  act  shall  carry  or  permit  any  other  party  to  such 
contract  to  carry  between  any  two  points  on  the  railroads  or'portions 
thereof  embraced  within  such  contract,  any  passenger  desiring  to  make 
one  continuous  trip  between  such  points  for  one  single  fare  not  higher 
than  the  fare  lawfully  chargeable  by  either  of  such  companies  for  an  adult 
passenger;  and  each  and  every  such  company  shall,  upon  demand  and 
without  extra  charge,  give  to  each  passenger  paying  one  single  fare  a  trans- 
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fer  entitling  such  passenger  to  one  continuous  trip  to  any  point  or  any 
portion  of  any  railroad  embraced  within  such  contract,  to  the  end  that  the 
public  convenience  may  be  promoted  by  the  operation  of  the  railroads 
embraced  within  such  contract  to  the  extent  of  their  inclusion  therein  sub¬ 
stantially  as  a  single  railroad  with  a  single  rate  of  fare.  For  every  refusal 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  the  company  so  refusing, 
and  having  contracted  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  to  the  aggrieved  party  the 
sum  of  $50,  which  may  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  j  urisdiction. 
This  act  shall  not  apply  to  cities  having  less  than  800,000  population. 

§  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

CHAP.  432,  LAWS  OF  1873. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  use  of  improved  motive  power  on 
railroads  in  any  city  or  county  of  this  State. 

Mayor  and  common  council,  etc.,  may  allow  use  of  improved  motive 
power  on  street  railroads. 

Section  1.  The  mayor  and  common  council  of  any  city,  the  board  of 
trustees  of  any  village,  and  as  to  streets  or  roads  outside  of  any  such  city 
or  village,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  of  this  State  are  hereby 
authorized  to  permit  the  use  of  any  improved  motive  power  or  motor,  for 
the  traction  or  propelling  of  cars  on  any  city  or  street  railroad  which  is  or 
may  be  constructed  and  operated  by  horse  power,  within  their  respective 
jurisdiction,  such  permission  to  be  subject  to  such  restrictions,  regula¬ 
tions  and  conditions  as  the  said  local  authorities  may  impose,  and  subject 
to  revocation  at  any  time  by  the  authority  granting  the  same,  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  its  members. 

Increase  of  fare  not  authorized. 

§  2.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  authorize  an  increase  of  the  rate 
of  fare,  nor  allow  the  transportation  of  freight  in  any  city  or  allow  the 
use  of  the  ordinary  dummy  or  box-car  engine,  or  of  locomotives  of  the 
kind  now  used  for  the  traction  of  cars  on  steam  railroads  of  this  State. 
Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  affect  any  contract  in  relation  to  the 
removal  of  steam  power  on  any  street  in  any  city  of  this  State. 


CHAP.  349,  LAWS  OF  1882. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  use  of  the  tracks  of  horse  railroads  in 

certain  cases. 

Railroad,  companies  may  use  tracks  of  other  roads  to  make  connections. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  corporation  in  this  State 
whose  cars  are  run  and  operated  by  horses  on  tracks  upon  the  surface  of 
the  street,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  to  connect  with  and  run  and 
operate  its  cars  between  its  tracks  as  now  run  and  operated,  and  a  depot 
or  car-house  owned  by  it,  to  run  upon,  intersect  and  use,  for  not  exceed¬ 
ing  the  distance  of  500  feet,  the  tracks  of  any  other  railroad  corporation, 
the  cars  of  which  are  run  and  operated  in  like  manner,  with  the  necessary 
connections  and  switches  for  the  proper  working  and  accommodation  of 
the  cars  upon  the  said  tracks  and  in  connection  with  said  depot  or  car- 
house. 

Compensation. 

§  2.  Any  corporation  availing  itself  of  the  privileges  granted  by  the  first 
section  of  this  act  shall  pay  therefor  such  compensation  as  it  may  agree 
upon  with  the  corporation  owning  the  tracks  which  it  is  thereby  author¬ 
ized  to  run  upon,  intersect  and  use;  and  in  case  the  said  corporation  can¬ 
not  agree  as  to  the  amount  of  such  compensation,  the  same  shall  be 
ascertained  and  determined  by  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in  respect  to  acquiring  title  to 
real  estate  by  railroad  corporations. 
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Not  to  affect  surface  roads  in  New  York  city,  nor  on  Washington  street 
in  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  affect  any  surface  railroad  in  the  city  and  county 
of  New  York,  nor  shall  any  thing  herein  contained  be  construed  as  author¬ 
izing  the  use  or  crossing  of  any  railroad  tracks  now  constructed  on  Wash¬ 
ington  street  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  or  the  construction,  laying  and 
maintenance  of  any  tracks,  switches,  sidings,  connections  or  turnouts 
upon  said  Washington  street,  or  upon  any  street  where  it  intersects  or 
crosses  the  same. 


CHAP.  560,  LAWS  OF  1888. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  use  of  sand  upon  tracks  of  street  surface 
railroads  in  cities  of  this  State  having  a  population  of  five  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  or  more. 

Use  of  sand  on  surface  street  roads  in  cities  of  five  hundred  thousand  or 
more  inhabitants. 

Section  1.  After  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner 
or  operator  of  any  horse  or  surface  street  railroad  in  cities  of  this  State 
having  a  population  of  five  hundred  thousand  or  more  to  place  upon  the 
space  between  the  tracks  of  said  road,  sand  in  sufficient  limited  quantities 
to  prevent  the  horses  traveling  thereon  from  slipping. 

§  2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

CHAP.  908,  LAWS  OF  1867. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed 
April  2,  1850,  in  relation  to  reports  of  railroad  corporations. 

Prior  act  limited. 

Section  1.  The  requirements  of  section  31  of  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to 
authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate  the 
same,”  passed  April  2, 1850,  shall  not  apply  to  street  or  horse  railroads, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided.

§  2.  Every  railroad  corporation  in  this  State  whose  road  is  operated  by 
horse  power  exclusively,  or  by  steam  dummy  cars  exclusively,  or  partly 
by  horse  power  and  partly*  steam  dummy  cars,  and  every  such  railroad 
corporation  which  shall  be  hereafter  organized,  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  of  the  operations  of  the  year 
ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  September;  which  report  shall  be  verified 
by  the  oaths  of  the  treasurer  or  president  and  acting  superintendent  of 
operations,  and  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
by  the  first  of  December  in  each  year,  and^shall  state 

1.  The  amount  of  capital  stock. 

2.  The  amount  of  stock  subscribed. 

3.  The  amount  paid  in  as  by  last  report. 

4.  The  total  amount  now  of  capital  stock  paid  in.

CHAP.  267,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  individuals,  joint-stock  associations  or  cor¬ 
porations  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  railroad  cars  to  lay 
down  and  maintain  railroad  tracks  connecting  their  manufactur¬ 
ing  establishments  with  existing  railroads. 

May  lay  down  and  maintain  railroad  tracks  ;  proviso. 

Section  1.  Any  individual,  joint-stock  association  or  corporation  now  or 
hereafter  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  railroad  cars  in  this  State  may 
lay  down  and  maintain  such  railroad  tracks,  not  exceeding  one  mile  in 
length,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  connect  such  manufacturing  establish¬ 
ment  with  the  tracks  of  any  railroad  now  or  hereafter  operated  in  this 
State ;  provided  they  shall  obtain  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one- 
half  in  value  the  property  bounded  on,  and  the  consent  also  of  the  local 
authorities  having  the  control  of  that  portion  of  a  street  or  highway  upon 
which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  or  operate  such  railroad  be  first  obtained, 
or  in  case  the  consent  of  such  property  owners  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
general  term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  district  in  which  it  is  proposed  to 
be  constructed,  may,  upon  application,  appoint  three  commissioners,  who 
shall  determine,  after  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  whether  such 
railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  and  their  determination, 
confirmed  by  the  court,  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the 
property  owners. 

Limitation  of  act. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  counties  of  New 
York  and  Kings. 

CHAP.  452,  LAWS  OF  1831. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  corporations  owning  canals  to  construct 
and  operate  railroads  along  side  of  or  in  lieu  thereof. 

Corporation  owning  canal  may  construct  railroad. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  of  this  State  owning 
and  operating  a  canal  to  construct  and  operate  along  or  in  lieu  of  such 
canala  railroad,  and  the  exercise  of  the  authority  hereby  conferred  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  forfeit  or  impair  its  corporate  rights  under  its  charter  or 
act  of  incorporation. 

Corporate  powers. 

§  2.  Such  company,  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  any  such 
railroad  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  shall  have,  possess  and  enjoy  all 
the  powers  and  privileges  contained  in  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize 
the  formation  of  railroad  corporations  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed 
April  2,  1850,  and  the  several  acts  amending  the  same,  and  be  subject  to 
all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  provisions  so  far  as  relates  to  any  powers 
or  privileges  by  this  act  upon  said  company  conferred  and  hereafter 
exercised. 
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Not  authorized  to  construct  railroad  in  any  other  locality. 

§  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  authorize  the  construction  of 
any  railroad  except  upon  or  along  such  canal  owned  and  operated  by  any 
such  company,  and  not  in  any  other  locality. 

CHAP.  140,  LAWS  OF  1882. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  individuals,  companies,  associations  and  pri¬ 
vate  corporations  to  construct  and  operate  private  railroads  in 
certain  cases. 

Lawful  to  build  railroads  on  or  across  highway ;  proviso  as  to  consents 
to  be  obtained ;  act  not  to  apply  to  villages  and  cities  ;  must  not 
interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  public  use  of  any  highway. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  individual  company,  association  or 
private  corporation  to  build  and  operate  solely  for  the  purpose  of  conduct¬ 
ing  the  business  of  such  individual,  company,  association  or  corporation, 
a  railroad  on  or  across  any  highway ;  provided  that  consent  in  writing, 
and  under  seal,  of  the  owners  of  all  lands  on  which  any  such  railroad  may 
be  built,  abutting  a  highway,  be  first  obtained  ;  and  provided  further,  that 
the  consent  in  writing  of  the  supervisor  of  the  town  in  which  any  railroad 
proposed  to  be  built  under  this  act  is  located  be  also  first  obtained ;  and 
provided  further,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  city  or  village ;  and 
provided  further,  that  no  such  railroad  shall  be  so  located,  graded,  built 
or  operated  as  to  interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  traveled  part  of  any  high¬ 
way,  or  interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  public  use  of  any  highway,  or  any 
highway  intersecting  the  same. 

CHAP.  582,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  excavating  and  tunneling  and  bridging 
for  transportation  purposes  within  villages  and  cities  of  this 
State. 

When  necessary  to  build  road  under  ground  or  under  water,  company 
may  enter  upon  and  acquire  title  to  lands,  may  construct  masonry 
foundations,  etc.;  tunnel  to  be  built  so  as  to  leave  surface  of  ground 
firm  and  safe;  when  consent  of  owners  must  be  obtained;  in  case 
owners  do  not  consent  general  term  of  Supreme  Court  may  appoint 
commissioners  to  determine  whether  road  ought  to  be  built ;  proviso 
as  to  connection  with  other  roads  in  cities  and  villages. 

Section  1.  Whenever  according  to  the  route  and  plans  adopted  by  any 
railroad  company  heretofore  or  hereafter  formed  under  any  special  act  of 
the  Legislature  of  this  State,  or  under  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1850, 
entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and 
to  regulate  the  same,”  and  all  acts  supplementary  thereto  or  amendatory 
thereof  for  the  building  of  its  railroad,  it  shall  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
build  said  road,  or  any  part  of  the  same,  under  ground,  or  to  tunnel  or 
bridge  any  river  or  waters,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  enter 
upon  and  "acquire  title  to  and  use  such  lands  under  water  and  uplands, 
except  on  or  along  any  canals  owned  by  the  State,  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  purposes  herein  mentioned;  and  they  shall  have  the  power  to  con¬ 
struct,  erect  and  secure  the  necessary  foundations  and  other  structures 
which  may  be  required  for  the  operating  of  such  road  or  connecting  the 
same  with  another,  and  for  maintaining  the  same,  and  purchase  or  acquire, 
in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law,  such  land,  or  rights  or  easements  in 
land,  along  their  said  route  upon,  over,  or  beneath  the  surface  thereof,  as 
may  be  necessarv  for  the  building  of  their  said  road  and  making  such  con¬ 
nections;  provided,  however,  that  where  said  road  runs  underneath  the 
ground  at  such  depth  as  to  enable  said  company  to  tunnel  the  same,  such 
tunnel  shall  be  so  built  and  at  all  times  kept  in  such  condition  as  to  make 
the  surface  of  the  ground  above  the  same  and  in  the  neighborhood  thereof, 
firm  and  safe  for  buildings  and  other  erections  thereon,  and,  in  case  surface 
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excavations  are  made,  as  soon  as  can  be  done  the  surface  shall  be  restored 
to  its  former  condition,  except  so  far  as  may  be  actually  required  for  ven¬ 
tilation  of  the  tunnel  beneath  the  same,  or  access  thereto ;  and  provided, 
further,  that  whenever  such  road,  or  any  part  of  the  same,  is  intended  to 
be  built  within  the  limits  of  any  city  or  incorporated  village  of  this  State 
and  to  run  by  means  of  a  tunnel  underneath  any  of  the  streets,  roads  or 
public  places  thereof,  the  said  company,  before  building  the  same  under¬ 
neath  any  of  said  streets,  roads  or  public  places,  shall  obtain  the  consent 
of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property  bounded  on  the  line,  and 
the  consent  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  by  resolution  adopted  at 
a  regular  meeting  and  entered  on  the  records  of  said  board,  and  of  the 
proper  authorities  having  control  of  said  streets,  roads  or  public  places 
or  in  case  such  consent  of  the  owners  of  property  bounded  on  the  line  can¬ 
not  be  obtained,  the  general  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  district  in 
which  such  city  or  village  is  situated  may  upon  application,  appoint  three 
commissioners,  who  shall  determine,  after  a  hearing  of  all  parties  inter¬ 
ested,  whether  such  railroad  ought  to  be  allowed  to  be  built  underneath  said 
street,  roads  and  public  places,  or  any  of  them,  and  in  what  manner  the 
same  may  be  so  built  with  the  least  damage  to  the  surface  and  to  the  use 
of  the  surface  by  the  public,  and  the  determination  by  said  commissioners, 
confirmed  by  the  court,  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  said 
authorities  and  property  owners.  And  provided  further,  that  when  any 
railroad  company  constructs,  under  this  act,  its  railroad  under  any  part  or 
within  the  limits  of  any  city  or  incorporated  village  of  this  State,  subject 
to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
other  railroad  company  to  connect  its  read  therewith  at  such  points  or 
places  as  such  company  may  elect,  and  all  railroad  companies  constructing 
their  road  or  roads  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  all  the 
provisions  of  an  act  entitled  “  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad 
companies,  and  to  regulate  the  same,”  passed  April  2,  1850,  and  all  acts 
supplementary  thereto  and  amendatory  thereof;  and  further,  at  such 
point  or  points,  place  or  places,  where  such  connection  shall  be  made  by 
connecting  roads,  the  railroad  companies  owning  such  roads  shall  build, 
at  their  joint  expense,  and  for  their  joint  use,  such  passenger  and  freight 
depots  and  other  accommodations  for  handling  passengers  and  freight  as 
may  be  required  for  the  convenience  of  the  public. 

Consolidation  with  other  companies. 

§  2.  Any  such  railroad  company,  the  greater  part  of  whose  road-bed 
according  to  its  said  route  and  plan  is  to  be  below  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  and  whose  road  does  not  exceed  three  miles  in  length,  may  at  any 
time  after  its  said  route  shall  have  been  adopted,  and  the  map  thereof 
shall  have  been  filed  as  required  by  law,  merge  and  consolidate  its  capital 
stock,  franchises  and  property  wdth  the  capital  stock,  franchises  and 
property  of  any  other  railroad  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
or  any  other  State,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  the  consolida¬ 
tion  of  railroad  companies,  vdienever  the  railroads  of  said  companies  so  to 
be  consolidated  may  together  form  a  continuous  line  of  railroad ;  provided 
such  consolidation  shall  not  prevent  all  connecting  railroads  from  having 
equal  rights  of  transit  for  their  passengers  and  freight  through  the  tunnel 
upon  the  same  equitable  terms. 

Liability  for  damages. 

§  3.  All  railroad  companies  constructing  any  tunnel  under  this  act  shall 
be  liable  to  any  person  or  corporation  for  all  damages  which  may  be  sus¬ 
tained  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  such  tunnel.  Whenever  it  shall  be 
necessary,  in  constructing  any  railroad  authorized  by  this  act  through  any 
city  or  incorporated  village,  to  alter  the  position  or  course  of  any  sewers  or 
water  or  gas  pipes,  the  same  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  such  railroad 
company  or  companies,  under  the  direction  of  the  department  or  corpora¬ 
tion  having  charge  thereof,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  said  work.  In  all 
cases  the  use  of  the  streets  and  docks  and  lands  beneath  which  said  rail¬ 
road  is  constructed,  and  on  the  route  thereof,  and  the  right  of  way  beneath 
the  same  for  the  purpose  of  said  railroad,  shall  be  considered  and  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  use  consistent  with  and  one  of  the  uses  for 
which  its  streets,  avenues  and  docks  are  publicly  held. 
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Act  not  to  be  construed  to  allow  building  of  surface  or  elevated  roads. 

§4.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  building  in 
any  city  or  village  of  this  State  of  any  railroad  to  run  upon  the  surface  of 
any  street  or  of  any  elevated  railroad  not  now  provided  for  by  law. 
Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  or  modify  any  part  of 
chapter  380  of  the  laws  of  1878,  entitled  “An  act  relating  to  the  public  place 
or  square  known  as  Washington  park  in  the  city  of  New  York,”  or  to 
authorize  the  use  or  occupation  by  any  company  or  companies  of  any 
public  park  or  square  in  any  city  or  village  of  this  State  for  any  of  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  or  to  permit  the  construction  of  an  open  cut  railroad 
in  or  through  any  street  or  public  place  in  any  such  city  or  village,  but 
every  road  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  or  through  any 
such  street  or  public  place,  shall  be  wholly  underground,  and  constructed 
in  a  tunnel  and  not  otherwise. 


Repeal. 

§  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

CHAP.  193,  LAWS  OF  1884. 


AN  ACT  to  enable  steam  railroad  companies  having  a  terminus  at 
the  harbor  of  New  York,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  to  own  bohts  and  operate  ferries. 

Companies  may  operate  ferries  ;  restriction. 

Section  1.  Any  steam  railroad  company,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  with  a  terminus  in  the  harbor  of  New  York,  is  hereby  author¬ 
ized  and  empowered  to  purchase  or  lease  boats  propelled  by  steam  or 
otherwise,  and  operate  the  same  as  a  ferry  or  otherwise,  over  the  waters 
of  the  harbor  of  New  York,  to  any  point  distant  not  more  than  ten  miles 
from  said  terminus,  but  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  affect  the 
rights  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  cities  of  New  York 
or  Brooklyn. 

CHAP.  125,  LAWS  OF  1858. 


AN  ACT  in  relation  to  sleeping  cars  on  railroads. 

Extra  fare  may  be  charged. 

Section  1.  Any  patentee  of  a  sleeping  car,  or  his  legal  representative, 
may  place  his  car  upon  any  railroad  of  this  State,  with  the  assent  of  the 
company  owning  such  road.  Such  patentee  or  his  legal  representative, 
may  charge  for  the  use  of  said  car,  in  all  cases,  to  each  passenger  occupy¬ 
ing  the  same,  forty  cents,  which  sum  shall  entitle  such  passenger  to  the 
use  of  a  berth  for  100  miles ;  and  the  said  patentee,  or  his  legal  representa¬ 
tive,  may  charge  at  and  after  the  rate  of  three  mills  for  every  additional 
mile,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  charge  exceed  eighty  cents. 

Other  cars  to  be  provided. 

§  2.  The  railroad  companies  permitting  the  use  of  such  cars  shall,  never¬ 
theless,  keep  sufficient  first-class  cars  of  other  kinds  for  the  convenient  use 
and  occupation  of  all  passengers  not  wishing  to  use  a  sleeping  car.  And 
the  tickets  used  for  the  use  of  the  sleeping  cars  shall  have  plainly  written 
or  printed  thereon,  “  sleeping  car,”  and  all  persons  using  a  sleeping  car 
shall  be  furnished  with  such  tickets. 

Railroad  company  not  to  be  interested. 

§  3.  No  railroad  corporation  shall  be  interested  in  the  additional  sum 
paid  for  the  use  of  berths  in  sleeping  cars,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 


Railroad  company  to  be  liable  for  injuries. 

§  4.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  exonerate 
any  railroad  company  from  the  payment  of  damages  for  injuries  in  the 
same  way  and  to  the  same  extent  they  would  be  required  to  do  by  law  if 
such  cars  were  owned  and  provided  by  the  company. 
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CHAP.  273,  LAWS  OF  1882.

AN  ACT  to  extend  the  operation  and  effect  of  chapter  40  of  the 
Laws  of  1848,  entitled  “  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of 
corporations  for  manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical  or  chemical 
purposes,”  and  of  the  several  acts  supplementary  thereto  and 
amendatory  thereof. 

Corporators  ;  purpose. 

Section  1.  Any  three  or  more  persons  may  organize  themselves  into  a 
corporation  in  the  manner  specified  and  required  in  and  by  chapter  40* 
Laws  of  1848,  entitled  “  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporations 
for  manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical  or  chemical  purposes,”  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing,  acquiring,  building  upon  and  improving  real  estate 
for  union  railway  depots,  to  be  leased  and  occupied  by  any  railroad  com¬ 
pany  or  companies  owning,  leasing  or  operating  a  railroad  within  this 
State.  The  corporations  so  formed  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  privileges 
and  obligations  of  the  act  aforesaid,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof, 
or  supplementary  thereto,  and  shall  have  power  to  take  and  hoid  by  pur¬ 
chase,  contract  or  lease,  and  convey  such  real  estate  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  objects  of  said  corporation. 

Hailroad  corporation  may  take  and  hold  stock. 

§  2.  Any  railroad  corporation,  created  under  and  by  the  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  any  adjoining  State,  is  hereby  authorized  to’subscribe  for,  take 
and  hold  the  stock  of  corporations  created  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act 
in  such  amounts  as  the  directors  of  the  said  subscribing  corporation  may, 
from  time  to  time,  deem  best  for  its  interests. 

Directors  may  make  rules  and  regulations. 

§  3.  The  directors  of  any  corporation,  organized  under  and  in  pursuance 
of  this  act  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  just,  proper  and  needful 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  the  union  depot  or  depots  owned  or 
acquired  by  it  as  to  the  said  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may,  from 
time  to  time,  seem  proper. 


CHAP.  462,  LAWS  OF  1888. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  formation  of  elevated  tramway  corpo¬ 
rations  and  to  regulate  the  same. 

Association,  how  formed;  articles,  where  to  be  filed;  powers  and  privi¬ 
leges. 

Section  1.  Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  thirteen,  may  form  a 
company  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  an 
elevated  tramway,  constructed  of  poles,  piers,  wire,  rods,  ropes,  bars  or 
chains,  for  the  transportation  of  freight  in  suspended  buckets,  cars  or 
other  receptacles  for  hire ;  and  for  that  purpose  may  make  and  sign  arti¬ 
cles  of  association,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  name  of  the  company,  the 
number  of  years  the  same  is  to  continue,  the  places  from  and  to  which  the 
said  tramway  is  to  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  ;  the  length 
of  said  tramway  as  near  as  may  be ;  the  name  of  each  county  in  this  State 
through  or  in  which  it  is  made  or  intended  to  be  made ;  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  company,  and  the  number  of  shares  of  which  said 
capital  stock  shall  consist,  and  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the 
directors  of  the  company,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  three,  who  shall 
manage  its  affairs  for  the  first  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their 
places.  Each  subscriber  to  such  articles  of  association  shall  subscribe 
thereto  his  name,  place  of  residence  and  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  he 
agrees  to  take  in  said  company.  Such  articles  of  association,  when  prop¬ 
erly  made  and  executed,  may  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  who  shall  indorse  thereon  the  day  they  are  filed,  and  record  the 
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same  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose ;  and  thereupon  the  persons  who 
have  so  subscribed  such  articles  of  association,  and  all  persons  who  shall 
become  stockholders  in  such  company  shall  be  a  corporation  by  the  name 
specified  in  such  articles  of  association,  and  shall  possess  the  powers  and 
privileges  granted  to  corporations,  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  con¬ 
tained  in  title  three  of  chapter  eighteen  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  except  the  provisions  contained  in  the  seventh  section  of  said 
title. 

Articles,  when  to  be  evidence  of  incorporation. 

§  2.  A  copy  of  any  articles  of  association,  filed  and  recorded  in  pursuance 
of  this  act,  or  of  the  record  thereof,  certified  to  be  a  copy  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  or  his  deputy,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  incorporation 
of  such  company,  and  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Capital  stock. 

§  3.  When  such  articles  of  association  are  so  filed  and  recorded,  the 
directors  therein  named  may,  in  case  the  whole  of  the  capital  stock  is  not 
before  subscribed,  take  and  receive  subscriptions  to  fill  up  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company  in  such  places  and  after  giving  such  notice  and  on 
such  terms  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Board  of  directors  and  officers,  how  chosen  or  appointed. 

.  §  4.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  three  directors  of  every  corporation  formed 
under  this  act,  to  manage  its  affairs,  and  said  directors  shall  be  chosen 
annually  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  stockholders  voting  at  such 
election,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  the  cor¬ 
poration  ;  and  they  may  and  shall  continue  to  be  directors  until  others  are 
elected  in  their  places.  ’  The  directors  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number 
president;  they  may  also  appoint  a  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  fix 
their  salaries. 

Stock,  personal  property  ;  how  transferred. 

§  5.  The  stock  of  every  company  formed  under  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
personal  estate,  and  shall  be  transferable  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws  of  the  company. 

Powers  of  the  corporation. 

§  6.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  have  power  and 
authority : 

1.  To  cause  such  examination  and  surveys,  for  its  proposed  tramway,  to 
be  made  as  maybe  necessary  to  the  selection  of  the  most  advantageous 
route,  and  for  such  purposes,  by  its  officers  and  servants,  to  enter  upon 
the  lands  or  waters  of  any  person,  but  subject  to  responsibility  for  all 
damages  which  shall  be  done  thereto. 

2.  To  lay  out  its  tranrway  and  to  construct  the  same  as  hereby  provided. 

Title  to  real  estate,  how  acquired. 

§  7.  In  case  any  company  formed  under  this  act  is  unable  to  agree  for 
the  purchase,  use  or  lease  of  any  real  estate  required  for  the  purposes  of 
its  incorporation,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  title  in  fee  to  the  same, 
in  the  manner  and  by  the  proceedings  provided  by  law  for  acquiring  title 
to  lands  for  railroad  use  by  railroad  corporations,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty, 
entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and 
to  regulate  the  same,”  and  the  several  acts  amending  the  same,  supple¬ 
mental  thereto,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

Restrictions  as  to  crossings. 

§  8.  Whenever  such  tramway,  constructed  by  a  company  formed  Tinder 
this  act,  shall  cross  a  railroad,  a  highway,  turnpike,  plankroad  or  canal, 
such  tramway  shall  be  so  constructed  as  hot  to  interfere  with  the  free  use 
of  the  said  railroad,  highway,  turnpike,  plankroad  or  canal  for  the  purposes 
for  which  they  were  intended. 
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Erection  of  stations,  fixtures,  etc. 

§  9.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  erect  and  maintain  all  necessary  and  convenient  buildings, 
stations,  fixtures  and  machinery  for  the  accommodation  and  transaction 
of  its  business. 

CHAP.  468,  LAWS  OF  1881. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporations  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  acquiring,  constructing  and  operating  railroads  in  foreign 
countries. 

Corporators  and  corporate  objects. 

Section  1.  Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  ten,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  inhabitants  of  this  State,  may  form  a  company  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  in  any  foreign  country  a  railroad 
or  railroads  for  public  use  in  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  operating  any  railroad  or  railroads, 
already  constructed  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  the  like  public  use,  with  power 
to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  in  connection  with  such  railroad  or 
railroads  a  line  or  lines  of  telegraph,  and  such  lines  of  steamboats  or  sail¬ 
ing  vessels  as  may  be  proper  or  convenient  for  use  in  connection  there¬ 
with  ;  and  for  that  purpose  may  make  and  sign  articles  of  association  in 
the  form  provided  by  section  two  of  this  act ;  and  upon  complying  with  the 

Provisions  of  the  said  section  shall,  with  their  associates  and  successors, 
e  and  remain  a  corporation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  with  the  powers 
given  by  this  act  and  by  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Articles  of  association  to  be  approved  by  the  Governor,  etc.;  form  of 
certificate. 

§  2.  The  articles  of  association,  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  shall 
state  the  name  of  the  company ;  the  number  of  years  the  same  is  to  con¬ 
tinue,  not  exceeding  the  term  of  one  hundred  years  ;  as  far  as  practicable 
the  places  from  and  to  which  the  said  line  or  lines  shall  be  constructed, 
maintained  and  operated  ;  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company 
and  the  number  of  shares  of  which  such  capital  stock  shall  consist,  and 
the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  not  less  than  seven  persons,  who 
shall  act  as  a  board  of  directors  for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company  for  the  first  year  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places. 
Each  subscriber  of  such  articles  of  association  shall  subscribe  thereto  his 
name,  place  of  residence,  and  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  he  agrees  to 
take  in  said  company.  The  said  articles  of  association  shall,  after  the 
approval,  by  the  Governor,  of  the  same,  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State,  who,  upon  the  payment  to  him  of  a  fee  of  $50,  shall  indorse 
thereon  the  date  they  are  filed  and  record  the  same  In  a  book  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  issue  a  certificate  substantially 
in  the  following  form  :

Be  it  known  that  whereas  (names  of  the  subscribers  to  the  articles  of 
association)  have  associated  themselves  with  the  intention  of  forming  a  cor¬ 
poration  under  the  name  of  the  (name  of  corporation)  for  the  purpose  of 
locating,  constructing  or  acquiring,  maintaining  and  operating  a  railroad 

or  railroads  (and  telegraph) .  (and  shipping  lines)  (description  of  the 

roads,  etc.,  as  in  the  articles  of  association),  and  have  complied  with  the 
statutes  of  this  State  in  such  cases  made  and  provided ;  now,  therefore,  I 
(name  of  secretary),  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  New  York,  do  hereby 
certify  that  the  persons  aforesaid,  their  associates  and  successors,  are 
legally  established  as  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  (name  of  corpora¬ 
tion)  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges'  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  lia¬ 
bilities  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 

of  New  York,  entitled  “An  act . passed  the . day  of . in  the 

year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,”

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Certificate  to  be  recorded.

§  3.  The  certificate  executed  as  provided  in  the  last  section  shall  be 
recorded  with  the  articles  of  association,  and  the  original  certificate,  or  a 
duly  certified  copy  of  the  record  thereof,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
the  establishment  of  the  corporation  at  the  date  of  such  certificate. 

Board  of  directors. 

§  4.  The  government  and  direction  of  the  affairs  of  every  corporation 
formed  under  this  act  shall  be  vested  in  its  board  of  directors,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others  are  elected  in  their  places. 
In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  such  board  of  directors  by  death,  resig¬ 
nation  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  members  of  the  board  may  fill  such 
vacancy.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  make,  and  from 
time  to  time  to  amend  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  and  may,  by  such 
by-laws,  provide  that  less  than  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  may  delegate  any  and  all  of  the  powers  of  the  board  of 
directors  to  an  executive  committee  during  the  interval  between  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  board.  The  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  pres¬ 
ident  of  their  board  and  of  the  corporation,  and  may  elect  such  other 
officers  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws. 

Corporate  powers. 

§  5.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
powers  conferred  on  corporations  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  have  the 
following  powers : 

1.  To  expend  such  sums  of  money  from  its  treasury  as  the  directors  shall 
deem  proper,  in  making  preliminary  examinations  and  surveys  for  its  pro¬ 
posed  railroad  or  railroads,  line  or  lines  of  telegraphs,  and  of  steamboats  or 
sailing  vessels,  and  in  acquiring  from  foreign  countries,  nations  or  gov¬ 
ernments,  the  grants,  concessions,  and  privileges  as  below  named. 

§  2.  To  take  and  receive  from  foreign  countries,  nations  and  govern¬ 
ments,  such  grants,  concessions  or  privileges  for  the  construction,  acqui¬ 
sition,  maintenance  and  operation  of  railroads,  telegraph  lines  and  vessels, 
as  may  be  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  the  corporation,  and  as  may  be 
granted  or  conceded  to  such  company,  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such 
restrictions  and  with  such  duties  and  liabilities  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
laws  of  such  foreign  country,  nation  or  government,  or  as  maybe  annexed 
to  such  grants  or  concessions. 

3.  To  construct,  acquire,  maintain  and  operate  the  lines  of  railroad,  tele¬ 
graph  and  shipping  provided  for  by  its  articles  of  association,  and  to  take 
and  convey  persons  and  property  on  their  said  transportation  lines  by  the 
power  or  force  of  steam  or  of  animals,  or  by  mechanical  or  other  power, 
and  receive  compensation  therefor,  regulating  the  time  and  manner  in 
which  passengers  and  property  shall  be  transported,  and  the  compensa¬ 
tion  to  be  paid  therefor,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  place  or 
country  where  the  same  are  situated. 

4.  To  take  and  hold  by  purchase  or  by  voluntary  grant  such  real  estate 
and  other  property  in  foreign  countries  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient 
for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  accommodation  of  its  said  lines, 
and  to  sell  and  convey,  or  to  mortgage,  or  to  lease  such  real  estate  or  other 
property,  so  acquired  in  foreign  countries ;  but  such  corporations  shall  be 
subject  to  such  duties,  liabilities  and  restrictions  as  to  the  transfer  of  its 
property  by  deed,  mortgage,  lease  or  otherwise  in  foreign  countries,  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  country  in  which  the  same  may  be  located. 

5.  To  purchase,  hold  and  use  such  real  estate  ana  otner  property  in  this 
State  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its  business,  provided  that 
such  company  shall  not  hold  real  estate  in  this  State  exceeding  in  value 
the  sum  of  $i, 000,000. 

6.  To  acquire,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  railroad  or  railroads,  or 
line  or  lines  of  telegraph  constructed  or  in  process  of  construction  in 
any  foreign  country  or  countries,  and  any  grants,  concessions,  fran¬ 
chises,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  relating  thereto,  and  also  to 
mortgage  or  to  sell  and  convey  to  any  person  or  persons  or  any  corpora¬ 
tion  or  corporations  created  by  this  or  any  other  State,  or  any  foreign 
government,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  railroad  or  railroads,  line  or 
lines  of  telegraph,  steamboats,  sailing  vessels,  grants,  concessions,  fran* 
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chises,  rights,  privileges,  immunities,  and  other  property  of  any  sort  or 
description  held  or  owned,  or  to  be  acquired  by  it;  provided,  however, 
that  the  powers  of  'sale  in  this  clause  granted  shall  only  be  exercised  by  a 
majority  of  riie  entire  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation,  with  the  con¬ 
currence,  in  writing,  of  the  holders  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  the  capital 
stock  thereof.  ( Added  by  cliap.  369,  Laws  of  1885.) 

When  company  may  proceed  to  organize. 

§  6.  Upon  the  issue  of  the  certificate  named  in  section  two,  any  corporation 
formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  proceed  to  organize,  and  for 
that  purpose  the  first,  meeting  of  such  corporation  shall  be  called  by  a 
notice  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  directors  named  in  such  articles,  stating 
the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  such  meeting,  a  copy  of  which  notice  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  day  appointed  for  such  meeting,  be  delivered 
personally  to  each  subscriber,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  business  or  resi¬ 
dence,  or  deposited  in  the  post-office  prepaid  and  directed  to  him  at  his 
last  known  post-office  address.  There  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  minutes 
of  the  corporation  an  affidavit  of  such  service  of  the  said  notice. 

When  to  open  subscription  books. 

§  7.  When  any  corporation  formed  under  this  act  .shall  have  been  organ¬ 
ized,  the  board  of  directors  for  the  time  being  of  such  company  may,  in 
case  the  whole  of  the  capital  stock  is  not  before  subscribed,  open  books  of 
subscription  to  fill  up  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  in  such  places  and 
after  giving  such  notices  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  may  continue 
to  receive  such  subscription  until  tlie  whole  capital  stock  is  subscribed. 
At  the  time  of  making  subscriptions  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  every  subscriber  shall  pay  to  the  directors  ten  per  centum  of  the 
amount  subscribed  by  him  in  money,  and  no  such  subscription  shall  be 
received  or  taken  without  such  payment. 

Payment  of  subscriptions  to  stock. 

§  8.  The  board  of  directors  for  the  time  being  of  any  corporation  formed 
under  this  act  may  require  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  com¬ 
pany  to  pay  the  amounts  by  them  respectively  subscribed,  and  in  such 
manner  and  in  such  installments  as  they  may  deem  proper.  If  any  stock¬ 
holder  shall  neglect  to  pay  any  installments  as  required  by  resolution  of 
the  board  of  directors,  the  saicl  board  shall  be  authorized  to  declare  his 
stock  and  all  previous  payments  thereon  forfeited  for  the  use  of  the  com¬ 
pany  ;  but  they  shall  not  declare  it  so  forfeited  until  they  shall  have  given 
a  notice  in  writing  to  be  served  upon  him  personally  or  by  depositing  the 
same  in  the  post-office,  properly  directed  to  him  at  the  post-office  nearest 
his  usual  place  of  residence,  stating  that  he  is  required  to  make  such  pay¬ 
ment  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  said  notice,  and  that  if  he  fails  to 
make  the  same,  his  stock  and  all  previous  payments  thereon  will  be  for¬ 
feited  to  the  use  of  the  company,  which  notice  shall  be  served  as  aforesaid 
at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  day  upon  which  such  payment  is 
required  to  be  made. 

Principal  office,  etc.  ;  annual  meeting;  number  of  directors  to  be  chosen. 

§  9.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  maintain  its  principal 
office  within  this  State,  and  shall  there  have  during  business  hours  an 
officer  or  agent  upon  whom  service  of  process  maybe  made,  and  shall  hold 
in  this  State  at  least  one  meeting  of  its  stockholders  in  each  year,  for  the 
choice  of  directors.  Such  meeting  shall  be  known  as  the  annual  meeting, 
and  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  established  by  the  by¬ 
laws  of  such  company.  At  such  meeting  the  stockholders  shall  fix  the 
number  of  directors  for  the  ensuing  year,  which  number  shall  not  be  less 
than  seven,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  other  direction  by  the  stockholders, 
seven  shall  be  chosen. 

Meeting  of  stockholders,  etc. 

§  10.  At  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  any  corporation  formed 
under  this  act,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  personally  or 
by  proxy  on  every  share  held  by  him  thirty  days  previous  to  such  election. 
The  inspectors  of  each  election  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  directors 
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for  the  time  being,  or  if  no  such  appointment  be  made  by  the  board,  then 
by  the  president.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  director,  or  continue  to  by 
such  director,  unless  he  shall  be  a  stockholder,  owning  stock  absolutele 
in  his  own  right,  and  at  every  election  of  directors  the  books  and  papers 
of  such  company  shall  be  exhibited  to  the  meeting,  if  a  majority  in  amount 
of  the  stockholders  present  shall  require  it. 

Reduction  or  increase  of  capital  stock  ;  amended  articles  of  association. 

§•11.  Any  corporation  formed  under  this  act  may,  from  time  to  time,  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors,  reduce  the  amount  of 
the  capital  stock  or  increase  the  same,  or  may  otherwise  alter  and  amend  its 
articles  of  association,  provided,  in  either  case,  that  the  consent  in  writing 
of  the  stockholders  owning  two-thirds  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company 
shall  have  been  first  obtained  to  such  increase  or  diminution  of  the  capital 
stock,  or  to  such  alteration  of  the  articles  of  association.  If  any  increase 
or  reduction  of  the  capital  stock  is  made,  or  any  other  amendment  made 
to  the  articles  of  association,  a  certificate  of  the  fact,  signed  by  the  presi¬ 
dent  and  secretary  of  the  corporation,  shall,  within  thirty  days  thereafter, 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  directors  of  any  cor¬ 
poration  organized  under  this  act,  in  whose  original  certificate  of  incorpor¬ 
ation  any  informality  may  exist,  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  and  file 
amended  articles  of  association  to  conform"  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  upon  making  and  filing  such  amended  articles  of  association,  such 
corporation  shall,  for  all  purposes,  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  corpora¬ 
tion  from  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  original  articles. 

Stock  to  be  personal  estate. 

§  12.  The  stock  of  every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  personal  estate,  and  shall  be  transferable  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws  of  the  company ;  but  no  share  shall  be  transferable  until 
all  previous  calls  thereon  shall  have  been  fully  paid  in,  and  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  such  company  to  use  its  funds  in  the  purchase  of  any  stock  of 
its  own  or  any  other  corporation,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  agreed 
upon  in  its  articles  of  association. 

Subject  to  taxation. 

§  13.  All  corporations  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  taxation  upon  the  amount  of  the  real  or  personal  property 
owned  by  such  corporations  within  this  State. 


CHAP.  361,  LAWS  OF  1883. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  110  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  entitled  “An 
act  to  amend  chapter  146  of  the  Laws  of  1872,  entitled  ‘An  act 
to  authorize  corporations  to  hold  and  convey  real  estate  for 
business  purposes,  in  other  States,  with  thje  consent  thereof.’  ” 

Corporations  may  acquire  and  hold  real  estate  in  other  States  and 
foreign  countries. 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  Laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  entitled  “An  act  to  amend  chapter 
one  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
two,  entitled  ‘An  act  to  authorize  corporations  to  hold  and  convey  real 
estate  for  business  purposes,  in  other  States,  with  the  consent  thereof,’  ”  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  Laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  entitled  “An  act  to  authorize  corpora¬ 
tions  to  hold  and  convey  real  estate  for  business  purposes,  in  other  States, 
with  the  consent  thereof,”  is  hereby  amended  as  follows  : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  and  transacting  business  in  it  and  other  States,  or  foreign 
countries,  except  savings  banks,  to  acquire,  hold  and  convey  in  such 
States  or  foreign  countries,  with  the  consent  thereof,  such  real  estate  as 
shall  be  requisite  for  such  corporation,  in  the  convenient  transaction  of 
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its  business,  and  to  invest  its  funds  in  the  stocks,  bonds  or  securities  of 
other  corporations  owning  lands  situated  in  this  State  or  such  States,  pro¬ 
vided  that  loans  shall  not  be  made  on  any  stocks  upon  which  dividends 
shall  not  have  been  declared  continuously  for  three  years,  immediately 
before  such  loans  are  made ;  and  provided  further  that  such  stocks  shall 
be  continuously  of  a  market  value  twenty  per  cent  greater  than  the 
amount  loaned  or  continued  thereon. 

Repeal. 

§  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 


CHAP.  450,  LAWS  OF  1887.* 

AN  ACT  extending  to  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of 
other  States,  and  doing  business  within  this  State,  the  right  to 
hold,  purchase  and  convey  real  estate. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  duly  organized  under 
the  laws  of  any  other  State  of  the  United  States  of  America,  doing  busi¬ 
ness  in  this  State,  to  hold  and  purchase  such  real  estate  or  interest  in  real 
estate  within  this  State  as  is  or  shall  be  necessary  for  the  use  and  corporate 
purposes  of  such  corporation  in  the  transaction  of  its  business  within  this 
State,  and  to  convey  the  same  by  deed  or  otherwise  in  the  same  manner  as 
though  such  corporation  had  been  organized  under  the  laws  of  and  located 
within  this  State. 

CHAP.  322,  LAWS  OF  1870. 

•  AN  ACT  to  authorize  corporations  to  change  their  names. 

Corporation  may  apply  for  change  of  its  name. 

Section  1.  Any  incorporation,  incorporated  company,  society  or  associa¬ 
tion  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  excepting  banks,  banking 
associations,  trust  companies,  life,  health,  accident,  marine  and  fire  insur¬ 
ance  companies,  may  apply  at  any  special  term  of  the  supreme  court  sit¬ 
ting  in  the  county  in  which  shall  be  situated  its  chief  business  office,  for 
an  order  to  authorize  it  to  assume  any  other  corporate  name.  ( Thus 
amended  by  Laws  of  1876,  chap.  280.  ) 

Form  of  petition  ;  notice  of  application,  how  published  ;  of  what  facts 
court  must  be  satisfied. 

§  2.  Such  application  shall  be  by  petition,  'which  shall  set  forth  the 
grounds  of  the  application,  and  shall  be  verified  by  the  chief  officer  of  the 
corporation.  Notice  of  such  application  shall  be  published  for  six  weeks 
in  the  State  paper  and  in  a  newspaper  of  every  county  in  'which  such  cor¬ 
poration  shall  have  a  business  office,  or,  if  it  have  no  business  office,  of 
the  county  in  which  its  principal  corporate  property  is  situated,  such  news¬ 
paper  to  be  one  of  those  designated  to  publish  the  session  laws ;  and  it 
must  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  such  notice  has  been  so 
published,  and  that  the  application  is  made  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of 
the  directors,  trustees  or  other  managers  of  the  corporation  applying. 

Power  of  court  to  make  order;  copy  of  order,  where  to  be  filed  ;  same  to 
be  published. 

§  3.  If  the  court  to  which  such  application  is  made  shall  be  satisfied,  by 
such  petition,  so  verified,  or  by  other  evidence,  that  there  is  no  reasonable 
objection  to  such  corporation  changing  its  name,  it  may  make  an  order 
authorizing  it  to  assume  the  prescribed  new  corporate  name.  A  copy  of  said 
order  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  with  the 
county  clerk  of  every  county  in  which  said  corporation  has  a  business 
office,  or,  if  it  have  no  business  office,  of  the  county  in  which  its  principal 
corporate  property  is  situated,  and  be  published  at  least  once  in  each  week 


*This  act  seems  broad  enough  by  its  term  to  cover  railroad  corporations,  but  there 
may  be  some  doubt  whether  such  was  the  intent  of  the  Legislature.— A.  B.  Gommisioners „ 
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for  four  weeks  in  some  newspaper  in  every  county  where  such  corporation 
has  a  business  office,  or  if  it  have  no  business  office,  in  the  countv  in  which 
its  principal  corporate  property  is  situated,  such  newspaper  to  be  designated 
by  the  court. 

Change  of  corporate  name,  when  to  take  effect. 

§  4.  When  the  requirements  of  this  act  shall  have  been  complied  with,  the 
corporation  applying  for  a  change  of  name  may,  from  and  after  the  day 
specified  in  the  order  of  the  court,  be  known  by  and  use  the  new  corporate 
name  designated  in  the  order  of  the  court. 

Change  of  name  not  to  affect  pending  suits,  etc. ;  obligations  and  actions, 

how  enforced  or  continued. 

§  5.  No  suit  or  legal  proceeding  commenced  by  or  in  behalf  of  or  against 
any  corporation  shall  abate  by  reason  of  a  change  of  its  corporate  name 
made  as  herein  authorized.  Such  change  of  the  corporate  name  of  the 
said  corporation  or  company  shall  in  no  way  affect  the  rights  or  liabilities 
of  said  corporation  or  company.  All  obligations  of  said  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  may  be  enforced  against  said  corporation  or  company  in  the 
changed  name,  and  all  actions  and  proceedings  commenced  and  "pending 
against  said  corporation  or  company  at  the  time  said  corporate  name  is 
changed  shall  be  continued  in  the  name  in  which  said  action  or  proceed¬ 
ings  were  commenced,  or  the  court  may,  on  the  application  of  either  party, 
aliow  the  action  or  proceeding  to  be  continued  in  the  corporate  name  to 
which  said  corporation  or  company  has  been  changed. 


CHAP.  378,  LAWS  OF  1883. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  receivers  of  corporations. 

Application  for  appointment  of  receiver,  where  made. 

Section  1.  Every  application  hereafter  made  for  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver  of  a  corporation  shall  be  made  at  a  special  term  of  the  court  held 
in  and  for  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  principal  business  office  of  the 
corporation  was  located  at  the  commencement  of  the  action  wherein  such 
receiver  is  appointed,  or  in  and  for  a  county  adjoining  such  district,  and 
any  order  appointing  a  receiver,  otherwise  made,  shall  be  void. 

Compensation. 

§  2.  Every  receiver  shall  be  allowed  to  receive,  as  compensation  for  his 
services  as  such  receiver,  five  per  centum  for  the  first  8100,000  received 
and  paid  out,  and  two  and  a  half  per  centum  on  all  sums  received  and 
paid  out  in  excess  of  the  said  $100,000.  But  no  receiver  shall  be  allowed  or 
shall  receive,  from  such  per  centages  or  otherwise,  for  his  said  services  for 
any  one  year,  any  greater  sum  or  compensation  than  $12,000,  nor  for  any 
period  less  than  one  year  more  than  at  the  rftte  of  $12,000  per  year,  pro¬ 
vided  that  where  more  than  one  receiver  shall  be  appointed,  the  compensa¬ 
tion  shall  be  divided  between  such  receivers.  ( Thus  amended,  chap.  275, 
Laws  of  1886.) 

Order  appointing  receiver  to  designate  place  of  deposit. 

§  3.  All  orders  appointing  receivers  of  corporations  shall  designate 
therein  one  or  more  places  of  deposit,  wherein  all  funds  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  not  needed  for  immediate  disbursement  shall  be  deposited,  and  no 
deposits  or  investments  of  such  trust  funds  shall  be  made  elsewhere, 
except  upon  the  order  of  the  court  upon  due  notice  given  to  the  Attorney- 
General. 

Duties  of  receiver. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  receiver  of  an  insurance,  banking  or 
railroad  corporation,  or  trust  company,  to  present  every  six  months  to  the 
special  term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  held  in  the  judicial  district  wherein 
the  place  of  trial  or  venue  of  the  action  or  special  proceeding  in  which  he 
was  appointed  may  then  be,  on  the  first  day  of  its  first  sitting,  after  the 
expiration  of  said  six  months,  and  to  file  a  copy  of  the  same,  if  a  receiver 
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of  a  bank  or  trust  company,  with  the  oank  superintendent ;  if  a  receiver  of 
an  insurance  company,  with  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  and  in  each 
case  with  the  Attorney-General,  an  account  exhibiting  in  detail  the  receipts 
of  his  trust,  and  the  expenses  paid  and  incurred  therein  during  the  preced¬ 
ing  six  months ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  receiver  of  the  character 
specified  in  this  section  to  pay  to  any  attorney  or  counsel  any  costs,  fees 
or  allowance  until  the  amounts  thereof  shall  have  been  stated  to  the 
special  term  in  this  manner,  as  expenses  incurred,  and  shall  have  been 
Approved  by  that  court  by  an  order  of  the  court  duly  entered;  and  any 
such  order  shall  be  the  subject  of  review  by  the  general  term  and  the  Court 
of  Appeals  on  an  appeal  taken  therefrom  by  any  party  aggrieved  thereby. 
Of  the  intention  to  present  such  account,  as  aforesaid,  the  Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral  shall  be  given  eight  days’  notice  in  writing,  and  the  Attorney-General 
shall  examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  such  receiver  at  least  once  every 
twelve  months.  ( Thus  amended  by  chap.  40,  Laws  of  1885.) 

Intervenor  to  pay  his  own  legal  expenses  ;  no  allowance  to  be  made  for 
costs  to  attorney.  1 

§  5.  In  case  of  the  intervention  of  any  policy-holder  or  depositor,  by  per¬ 
mission  of  the  court,  such  policy-holder  or  depositor  shall  defray  the  legal 
expenses  thereof,  and  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for  costs  or  fees  to  any 
attorney  of  such  policy-holder  or  depositor. 

Receiver  to  close  up  affairs  within  one  year. 

§  6.  The  affairs  of  every  insolvent  corporation  now  in  the  hands  of  any 
receiver  shall  be  fully  closed  up  by  the  receiver  thereof  within  one  year 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  unless  the  court,  upon  application  by  said 
receiver,  and  upon  due  notice  to  the  Attorney-General,  shall  give  addi¬ 
tional  time  for  that  purpose. 

Attorney- General  may  apply  to  have  receiver  removed  ;  appeal. 

§  7.  The  Attorney-General  may,  at  any  time  he  deems  that  the  interests 
of  the  stockholders,  creditors,  policy-holders,  depositors  or  other  bene¬ 
ficiaries  interested  in  the  proper  and  speedy  distribution  of  the  assets  of 
any  insolvent  corporation  wull  be.  subserved  thereby,  make  a  motion  in 
the  Supreme  Court  at  a  special  term  thereof,  in  any  judicial  district,  for  an 
order  removing  the  receiver  of  any  insolvent  corporation  and  appointing 
a  receiver  thereof  in  his  stead,  or  to  compel  him  to  account,  or  for  such 
other  and  additional  order  or  orders  as  to  him  may  seem  proper  to  facili¬ 
tate  the  closing  up  of  the  affairs  of  such  receivership,  and  any  appeal  from 
any  order  made  upon  any  motion  under  this  section  shall  be  to  the  general 
term  of  said  court  of  the  department  in  which  such  motion  is  made. 

Copies  of  all  papers  to  be  served  on  Attorney-General. 

§  8.  A  copy  of  all  motions  and  all  motion  papers,  and  a  copy  of  any 
other  application  to  the  court,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  order  or  judg¬ 
ment  to  be  proposed  thereoh  to  the  court,  in  every  action  or  proceeding 
now  pending  for  the  dissolution  of  a  corporation  or  a  distribution  of  its 
assets,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  commenced  for  such  purpose,  shall,  in 
all  cases,  be  served  on  the  Attorney-General,  in  the  same  manner  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  law  for  the  service  of  papers  on  attorneys  who  have  appeared  in 
actions,  whether  the  applications  but  for  this  law  would  be  ex  parte  or 
upon  notice,  and  no  order  or  judgment  granted  shall  vary  in  any  material 
respect  from  the  relief  specified  in  such  copy  or  order,  unless  the  Attorney- 
General  shall  appear  on  the  return  day  and  have  been  heard  in  relation 
thereto ;  and  any  order  or  judgment  granted  in  any  action  or  proceeding 
aforesaid,  without  such  service  of  such  papers  upon  the  Attorney-General, 
shall  be  void,  and  no  receiver  of  any  such  corporation  shall  pay  to  any 
person  any  money  directed  to  be  paid  by  tiny  order  or  judgment  made  in 
any  such  action  or  proceeding,  until  the  expiration  of  eight  days  after  a 
certified  copy  of  such  order  or  judgment  shall  have  been  served  as  afore* 
said  upon  the  Attorney-General. 

Where  applications  under  this  act  to  be  made  ;  venue  changed. 

§  9.  All  applications  to  the  court  contemplated  by  this  act  shall  be  made 
in  the  judicial  district  where  the  principal  office  of  the  insolvent  corpora- 
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tion  was  located  ;  and  the  venue  of  all  actions  or  proceedings  now  pending, 
not  in  the  judicial  district  where  the  principal  office  of  the  insolvent  cor¬ 
poration  was  located,  are  hereby  changed  and  transferred  to  the  county 
and  judicial  district  where  such  principal  office  was  located. 

Preference  on  calendar. 

§  10.  All  actions  or  other  legal  proceedings  and  appeals  therefrom,  or 
therein  brought  by  or  against  a  receiver  of  any  of  the  insolvent  corpora¬ 
tions  referred  to  in  this  act,  shall  have  a  preference  upon  the  calendars  of 
all  courts  next  in  order  to  actions  or  proceedings  brought  by  the  people  of 
the  State  of  New  York. 

Repeal. 

§  11.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


CHAP.  285,  LAWS  OF  1884. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  tlie  transfer  of  securities  and  property  by 
bankrupt  corporations  to  the  receivers  of  such  corporations,  and 
for  the  transfer  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Insurance  Depart¬ 
ment  to  receivers  of  insolvent  life  insurance  and  annuity  com¬ 
panies  of  funds  and  securities  deposited  with  such  Superin¬ 
tendent  by  such  company  for  the  security  of  policy-holders. 

Where  receivers  have  or  shall  be  appointed  for  any  corporation  other 
than  insurance  companies  on  application  by  Attorney-General, 
property  to  vest  in  receiver  ;  proviso. 

Section  1.  In  all  cases  where  receivers  have  been  or  shall  be  appointed 
for  any  corporation  of  this  State  other  than  an  insurance  company,  on 
application  by  the  Attorney-General,  all  pioperty,  real  and  personal,  and 
all  securities  of  every  kind  and  nature  belonging  to  such  corporation,  no 
matter  where  located  or  by  whom  held,  shall  be  transferred  to,  vested  in 
and  held  by  such  receiver;  provided,  however,  that  such  transfer  shall 
only  be  made  when  directed  by  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  due  notice 
of  the  application  for  such  order  having  been  made  on  the  Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral,  and  the  custodian  of  the  funds,  securities  or  property. 
*****  ****** 

CHAP.  376,-  LAWS  OF  1885. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  wages  to  employees, 
operatives  and  laborers  of  domestic  corporations,  other  than 
insurance  and  moneyed  corporations,  of  which  a  receiver  shall 
be  appointed. 

Wages  of  employees  to  be  preferred. 

Section  1.  Where  a  receiver  of  a  corporation  created  or  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  and  doing  business  therein,  other  than  insurance 
and  moneyed  corporations,  shall  be  appointed,  the  wages  of  the  employees, 
operatives  and  laborers  thereof  shall  oe  preferred  to  every  other  debt  or 
claim  against  any  such  corporation,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  receiver  from 
the  moneys  of  such  corporation  which  shall  first  come  to  his  hands. 


CHAP.  310,  LAWS  OF  1886. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  winding  up  of  corporations  which  have 
been  annulled  and  dissolved  by  legislative  enactment. 

Duty  of  Attorney-General. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
State  shall  be  annulled  and  dissolved  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-General  immediately  thereafter  to  bring  a  suit 
to  wind  up  and  finally  settle  and  adjust  the  affairs  of  such  annulled  and 
dissolved  corporation. 

Suit,  where  to  be  brought. 

§  2.  Such  suit  shall  be  brought  in  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  name  of  the 
people  of  the  State,  in  any  county  which  the  Attorney-General  may  select. 
The  president,  or  vice-president,  or  secretary,  or  treasurer  of  such  dis¬ 
solved  corporation,  who  may  have  been  in  office  at  the  time  of  the  dissolu¬ 
tion  thereof,  shall  be  named,  as  such  officer,  as  defendant  in  such  suit, 
and  the  summons  and  complaint  therein  shall  be  served  upon  him.  If, 
at  the  time  of  such  annulment  and  dissolution,  there  shall  not  be  one  of 
the  above  designated  officers  of  such  corporation,  then  such  suit  shall  be 
brought  against  and  the  summons  and  complaint  therein  served  upon  any 
one  of  the  persons  who  were  last  acting  as  directors  of  such  corporation. 

Court  to  appoint  receiver. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  special  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the 
county  designated  in  such  summons  and  complaint,  or  of  any  judge  of 
said  court  who  resides  in  the  judicial  department  in  which  such  county  is 
situated,  upon  the  presentation  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  act  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  annulling  and  dissolving  a  corporation,  and  of  the  summons  and 
complaint  founded  thereon,  immediately  to  appoint  a  receiver  of  the  assets 
and  property  of  such  dissolved  corporation ;  and  the  person  so  appointed 
shall  be  both  the  temporary  and  permanent  loceiver  thereof,  and  shall 
give  a  bond  with  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  said  court  or  such  judge 
thereof,  to  the  people  of  the  State  in  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  $10,000, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  receiver,  and 
for  his  due  accounting  for,  and  paying  over  all  moneys  and  property  which 
may  come  to  his  hands  as  such  receiver.  No  one  of  the  officers,  directors 
or  stockholders  of  such  corporation  shall  be  appointed  such  receiver 
thereof. 

Receiver  to  make  inventory. 

§  4.  Such  receiver  shall,  immediately  after  his  appointment  and  the 
approval  of  his  bond,  cause  an  inventory  of  all  the  property  of  such  dis¬ 
solved  corporation  to  be  taken  and  filed  in  the  office  or  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  such  action  is  pending,  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing  the  nature,  extent  and  location  of  such  property,  the  said  receiver 
shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  all  evidence  taken  by  or  before  said  receiver  in  relation  to 
such  property  shall  be  filed  by  him  in  the  office  of  such  county  clerk. 

Notice  to  creditors  ;  powers  and  duties  of  receiver;  creditors  to  present 
claims. 

§  5.  The  said  receiver  shall,  immediately  after  his  appointment,  publish 
in  two  newspapers  to  be  designated  by  said  court,  or  such  judge  thereof, 
daily  for  one  week,  and  for  such  longer  time,  not  exceeding  one  month, 
as  the  said  court  or  such  judge  thereof  may  by  order  designate,  a  notice 
to  all  creditors  of  such  dissolved  corporation  to  present  their  claims 
and  demands  against,  and  all  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  such  dissolved 
corporation,  to  such  receiver  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  designated  in  such 
notice.  Such  receiver  is  hereby  authorized  to  examine  on  oath  any  of 
such  creditors,  or  claimants,  or  other  witnesses,  as  to  any  and  all  matters 
pertaining  to  any  claim  or  demand  or  evidence  of  indebtedness  so  pre¬ 
sented.  At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  date  specified  in  such 
notice,  or  within  such  further  time  as  may  be  allowed  by  said  court  or 
such  judge  thereof,  the  said  receiver  shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  claims 
presented  to  or  proved  before  him,  in  which  list  he  shall  specify  the 
amount,  origin  and  true  consideration  of  each  claim  so  presented  to  or 
proved  before  him,  and  the  name  of  the  person  in  whose  behalf  the  same 
is  presented  or  proved,  and  the  date  when  such  claimant  became  the  true 
owner  thereof.  Such  list  when  so  completed  shall  be  verified  by  such 
receiver,  and  shall  thereupon  be  filed,  together  with  such  evidence  as  may 
have  been  taken  by  him,  in  the  office  of  the  said  county  clerk.  The  said 
receiver  shall,  immediately  after  such  filing,  publish  a  notice  daily  for 
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fourteen  days  in  two  newspapers  to  be  designated  by  said  court,  or  such 
judge  thereof,  stating  that  such  list  will  be  presented  to  such  court,  or  to 
a  judge  thereof,  residing  in  such  county,  on  a  day  and  at  a  place  to  be 
designated  in  such  notice,  and  the  said  court  or  such  judge  thereof  will 
then  and  there  be  asked  for  an  order  directing  the  sale  at  public  auction 
of  all  the  property  specified  .in  such  inventory.  Any  crecfitor  or  stock¬ 
holder  may  appear  and  be  heard  at  such  time  and  place.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  court,  or  of  such  judge  thereof,  to  whom  such  list  shall  be 
presented,  to  examine  the  same,  together  with  such  evidence  as  the 
receiver  shall  have  taken,  and  to  reject  all  claims,  demands  and  evidences 
of  indebtedness  wrhich  wrere  not  legally  incurred  or  created  by  said  corpo¬ 
ration,  or  which  were  in  excess  of  its  powers,  or  which  are  for  any  reason 
shown  to  be  illegal;  and  no  claim  or  demand  shall  lie  allowed  for  any 
greater  amount  than  the  money  value  of  the  consideration  therefor,  unless 
the  said  court  or  judge  shall  find  and  decide  from  the  evidence  taken  by 
and  before  the  receiver,  that  the  person  professing  to  own  such  claim  does 
in  truth  own  the  same  by  reason  of  having  taken  a  negotiable  instrument 
or  paper  before  the  act  dissolving  and  annulling  the  corporation  alleged 
to  be  bound  by  such  instrument  or  paper,  and  also  before  such  instrument 
or  paper  was  by  its  terms  due,  and  that  the  same  was  taken  for  value  paid, 
and  parted  with  in  good  faith  before  said  act  of  dissolution,  and  without 
knowledge  or  notice  of  any  defect,  want  or  deficiency  of  previous  consider¬ 
ation,  or  other  equity,  off-set  or  defense  originally  attaching  to  such 
instrument  or  paper,  or  to  the  claim  or  demand  upon  which  the  same  are 
founded.  Such  examination  and  rejection  shall  be  made  by  such  court  or 
such  judge  thereof,  and  not  by  any  referee. 

When  claim  of  creditor  is  debarred ;  right  of  creditor  to  appeal ;  sale  of 
property  ;  allowance  to  receiver  ;  distribution  of  assets. 

§  6.  All  creditors  whose  claims  shall  not  have  been  presented  as  above 
provided  shall  be  debarred  from  participating  in  the  avails  of  the  sale  of 
the  property  described  in  said  inventory.  Any  creditor  whose  claim  may 
have  been  rejected,  and  who  shall  have  appealed,  may  apply  to  said  court 
or  such  judge  thereof  for  an  order  that  a  pro  rata  amount  of  the  avails  of 
such  sale  which  would  have  appertained  to  the  claim  of  such  creditor,  had 
not  the  same  been  rejected,  may  be  retained  in  court  to  abide  the  result  of 
his  appeal,  and  said  court,  or  such  judge  thereof,  shall  have  discretion  to 
grant  the  same.  Any  claimant  feeling  aggrieved  by  such  rejection  may 
appeal  therefrom  to  the  general  term  and  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  in  the 
manner  now  provided  by  law  for  such  appeals  from  orders  in  civil  actions, 
but  neither  of  such  appeals  shall  stay  the  proceedings  of  such  receiver  or 
court,  or  judge  thereof,  or  a  sale  of  such  property  as  herein  provided  for. 
The  amount  of  all  claims  and  demands  so  rejected  by  said  court  or  such 
judge  shall  be  deducted  from  the  total  amount  of  claims  and  demands  so 
filed  by  the  said  receiver,  and  an  entry  of  such  rejection  shall  be  made 
upon  said  list  by  said  court  or  such  judge,  and  thereupon  the  said  court 
or  such  judge  shall  by  order,  reciting  the  proceedings  direct  the  imme¬ 
diate  sale  by  said  receiver,  at  public  auction,  at  a  time  and  place  and  in 
the  manner,  and  after  such  notice  as  may  be  provided  in  said  order,  of  all 
the  property  in  said  inventory  specified,  to  such  person,  firm  or  corpora¬ 
tion  as  shall  bid  the  highest  sum  or  amount  therefor.  The  receiver  shall 
report  to  said  court  or  such  judge  thereof,  the  name  of  the  highest  bidder, 
the  amount  bid,  and  thereupon  said  court  or  such  judge  thereof  shall  by 
order  forthwith  direct  the  said  receiver  by  proper  written  instrument  to 
convey  and  transfer  all  of  the  property  described  in  said  inventory,  and 
offered  for  sale  at  said  auction,  to  said  highest  bidder,  who  on  receiving 
the  same  shall  pay  to  the  receiver  the  sum  bid.  The  said  court  or  such 
judge  thereof,  shall  allow  to  the  receiver  two  per  cent  upon  the  whole 
amount  received  by  him  from  the  sale  of  the  property  described  in  said 
inventory  for  his  compensation  as  such  receiver,  ana  also  his  disburse¬ 
ments,  including  witness’ fees,  and  the  service  of  subpoenas,  and  to  the 
Attorney-General,  and  to  such  other  counsel  as  the  receiver  may  find  it 
necessary  to  employ,  a  reasonable  counsel  fee.  The  residue  of  the  amount 
in  the  hands  of  the  receiver  shall  be  by  him  distributed  among  the  owners 
of  the  claims  in  said  list,  which  have  been  allowed  subject  to  the  deduc¬ 
tions  above  provided  for  in  case  of  an  appeal,  pro  rata,*  or  in  full  if  such 
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residue  shall  be  sufficient  therefor,  and  the  receipts  of  such  owners  there¬ 
for  shall  be  taken  upon  such  list  of  claims.  The  balance  of  such  residue, 
if  any,  shall  be  distributed  among  the  lawful  stockholders  of  such  corpo¬ 
ration  in  proportion  to  their  interest  therein. 

Proceedings  not  to  be  stayed. 

§7.  No  issue  raised  by  answer,  or  demurrer,  or  otherwise  to  the  com¬ 
plaint  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  stay  the  proceedings  of  the  receiver, 
or  court,  or  a  judge  thereof. 

Discharge  of  receiver. 

§  8.  The  said  receiver  after  such  payment  may  apply  to  said  court,  or  a 
judge  thereof  for  his  final  discharge,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  said 
receiver  has  in  all  things  fulfilled  his  duty  in  the  premises,  the  said  court 
or  judge  shall  grant  such  final  discharge,  and  said  receiver,  until  so  dis¬ 
charged,  may  as  such  receiver  sue  for  and  collect  all  debts  due,  and 
demands  owing  to  such  corporation. 

Subpoenas,  by  whom  issued ;  receiver  may  administer  oaths ;  false 
swearing,  perjury. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  suit  is 
brought,  to  issue,  upon  the  request  of  the  receiver,  subpoenas  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  to  enable  him  to  ascertain  the  nature,  extent 
and  location  of  the  property  of  said  corporation,  and  to  give  evidence  con¬ 
cerning  any  claim  which  may  be  presented  by  any  creditor  against  the 
estate  of  such  corporation,  which  subpoenas  shall  be  served  in  like  manner 
as  in  civil  actions,  and  the  fees  of  the  witness  shall  be  the  same  as  are  now 
established  by  law  in  such  actions.  The  receiver  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  administer  oaths  to  all  such  witnesses  and  to  any  creditor 
of  such  dissolved  corporation,  and  to  examine  them  concerning  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  such  dissolved  corporation,  and  as  to  the  claims  presented  against 
it.  Disobedience  to  such  subpoenas  shall  be  a  contempt  of  court,  and 
shall  be  punished  in  like  manner  as  other  contempts  of  court  are  now 
punishable.  Willful  false  swearing  by  any  witness  or  creditor  in  any  such 
examination  shall  be  deemed  perjury,  and  shall  be  punishable  as  such 
in  like  manner  as  if  committed  by  a  witness  on  a  trial  of  a  civil  action. 

Leave  to  sue  receiver,  how  and  where  obtainable. 

§  10.  All  applications  for  leave  to  sue  such  receiver  and  all  applications 
for  injunctions  to  restrain  his  proceedings,  shall  be  made  only  to  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  county  in  which  such  action  was  brought,  and  shall 
not  be  made  to  any  other  court,  or  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  any  other 
county,  and  shall  not  be  granted  except  upon  eight  days’  notice  to  the 
Attorney-General  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  such  application.  In 
any  action  hereafter  brought  or  now  pending  by  the  Attorney-General,  to 
close  up,  determine,  or  settle  the  affairs  of  any  corporation  dissolved  by 
legislative  enactment,  the  judgment  or  determination  of  the  Supreme 
Court  at  General  Term  may  be  reviewed  upon  appeal  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  as  now  provided  by  law,  whether  the  judgment  rendered  in  the 
case  be  interlocutory  or  final.  ( Thus  amended,  chap.  601,  Laws  of  1887.) 

Repeal,  etc. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  therewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


CHAP.  133,  LAWS  OF  1847. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  incorporation  of  rural  cemetery 

associations.

No  street,  road,  avenue  or  thoroughfare  to  be  laid  out  through  a 
cemetery. 

§  10.  The  cemetery  lands  and  property  of  any  association  formed  pur¬ 
suant  to  this  act,  and  any  property  held  in  trust  by  it  for  any  of  the  pur-

poses  mentioned  in  section  nine  of  this  act,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  public 
taxes,  rates  and  assessment,  and  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  sold  on  execu¬ 
tion,  or  be  applied  in  payment  of  debts  from  any  individual  proprietor. 
But  the  proprietors  of  lots  or  plots  in  such  cemeteries,  their  heirs  or 
devisees,  may  hold  the  same  exempt  therefrom,  so  long  as  the  same  shall 
remain  dedicated  to  the  purposes  of  a  cemetery,  and  during  that  time  no 
street,  road,  avenue  or  thoroughfare  shall  be  laid  out  through  such 
cemetery,  or  any  part  of  the  lands  held  by  such  association  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  aforesaid,  without  the  consent  of  the  trustees  of  such  association, 
except  by  special  permission  of  the  Legislature  of  the  {State. 

CHAP.  403,  LAWS  OF  1886. 

AN  ACT  to  protect  the  Chautauqua  Assembly  Grounds  from 

railroads. 

Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  or  railway  company  or 
corporation  now  existing,  or  hereafter  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
State,  or  otherwise,  to  build,  construct  or  operate  any  railway  or  railroad 
in,  upon,  over  or  through  the  grounds,  lands  or  premises  now  owned  by 
the  Chautauqua  Assembly  corporation,  in  the  town  and  county  of  Chau¬ 
tauqua,  without  first  procuring  the  consent  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the 
board  of  trustees  or  directors  of  said  Chautauqua  Assembly  corporation  in 
favor  thereof. 

CHAP.  300,  LAWS  OF  1835. 

AN  ACT  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  commissioners  of  highways. 

Lawful  for  commissioners  of  highways,  having  supervision  thereof  to 
give  written  consent  for  construction  across  road  or  highway. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  association  or  individual  shall  construct  a 
railroad  upon  land  purchased  for  that  purpose,  or  a  route  which  shall  cross 
any  road  or  other  public  highway,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners 
of  highways,  having  the  supervision  thereof,  to  give  a  written  consent 
that  such  railroad  may  be  constructed  across,  or  on  such  road  or  other 
public  highway;  and  thereafter  such  association  or  individual  shall  be 
authorized  to  construct  and  use  such  railroad  across  or  on  such  roads  oi 
other  highways  as  the  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  have  permitted  ;  but 
any  public  highway  thus  intersected  or  crossed  by  a  railroad  shall  be  so 
restored  to  its  former  state  as  not  to  have  impaired  its  usefulness. 

CHAP.  62,  LAWS  OF  1853. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  construction  of  roads  and  streets  across 

railroad  tracks. 

Laying  out  streets  or  highways  across  railroad  tracks. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  authorities  of  any  city,  village  or 
town  in  this  State,  who  are  by  law  empowered  to  lay  out  streets  and  high¬ 
ways,  to  lay  out  any  street  or  highway  across  the  track  of  any  railroad 
now  laid  or  which  may  hereafter  be  laid,  without  compensation  to  the  cor¬ 
poration  owning  such  railroad ;  but  no  such  street  or  highway  shall  be 
actually  open  for  use  until  thirty  days  after  notice  of  such  laying  out  has 
been  served  personally  upon  the  president,  vice-president,  treasurer  or  a 
director  of  such  corporation. 

Railroad  corporations  to  cause  street  laid  out  across  their  track  to  be 
taken  at  most  convenient  place  for  public  travel. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  anv  railroad  corporation,  across  whose  track 
a  street  or  highway  shall  be  laid  out  as  aforesaid,  immediately  after  the 
service  of  said  notice,  to  cause  the  said  street  or  highway  to  be  taken 
across  their  track,  as  shall  be  most  convenient  and  useful  for  public  travel, 
and  to  cause  all  necessary  embankments,  excavations  and  othorwork  to 
be  done  on  their  road  for  that  purpose ;  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  act. 
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passed  April  2,  1850,  in  relation  to  crossing  streets  and  highways,  already 
laid  out,  by  railroads,  and  in  relation  to  cattle-guards  and  other  securities 
and  facilities  for  crossing  such  roads,  shall  apply  to  streets  and  highways 
hereafter  laid  out. 

Penalty  for  neglect  or  refusal. 

§  3.  If  any  railroad  corporation  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  for  thirty  days 
after  the  service  of  the  notice  aforesaid,  to  cause  the  necessary  work  to  be 
done  and  completed,  and  improvements  made  on  such  streets  or  highways 
across  their  road,  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  $20  for  every 
subsequent  day’s  neglect  or  refusal,  to  be  recovered  by  the  officers  laying 
out  such  street  or  highway,  to  be  expended  on  the  same;  but  the  time 
for  doing  said  work  maybe  extended,  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  by  the 
county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  street  or  highway,  or  any  part 
thereof,  may  be  situated,  if,  in  his  opinion,  the  said  work  cannot  be  per¬ 
formed  within  the  time  limited  by  this  act. 


CHAP.  255,  LAWS  OF  1855. 

AN  ACT  to  enlarge  the  powers  and  duties  of  commissioners  of 

highways. 

Commissioners  empowered  to  bring  action  against  any  railroad  corpora¬ 
tion  to  sustain  rights  of  the  public  in  and  to  any  highway ;  to  enforce 
any  duty  enjoined  upon  a  railroad  corporation;  may  maintain  action 
for  damages. 

Section  1.  The  commissioner  or  commissioners  of  highways  in  each  of 
the  towns  of  this  State  are  hereby  empowered  to  bring  any  action  against 
any  railroad  corporation  that  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  sustain  the 
rights  of  the  public  in  and  to  any  highway  in  such  town,  and  to  enforce 
the  performance  of  any  duty  enjoined  upon  any  railroad  corporation  in 
relation  to  any  highway  in  the  town  of  which  they  are  commissioners,  and 
to  maintain  an  action  for  damages  or  expenses  which  any  town  may  sus¬ 
tain  or  may  have  sustained,  or  may  be  put  to  or  may  have  been  put  to,  in 
consequence  of  any  act  or  omission  of  any  such  corporation  in  violation 
of  any  law  in  relation  to  such  highway. 

Construction  of  act. 

§2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  in  any  manner  impairing 
the  right  of  any  person  or  officer  to  bring  any  action  now  authorized  by 
law. 


CHAP  198,  LAWS  OF  1876. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1850,  entitled  “  An 
act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to 
regulate  the  same.” 

(Section  l  amends  section  18  of  the  General  Railroad  Act.) 

Notice  when  the  land  required  forms  part  of  street. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  land  required  by  a  railroad  company  for  the  purposes 
of  its  road  is  contained  in,  or  forms  a  part  of  any  street  or  avenue  in  any 
city  or  village  in  which  the  owners  of  adjoining  lands  on  the  line  of  such 
street  or  avenue  claim  a  right  of  property  or  the  fee  thereof,  in  such  case 
the  notice  to  be  given  of  the  application  for  the  appointment  of  commis¬ 
sioners  under  the  special  proceedings  under  the  act  to  acquire  title  to  such 
land,  as  well  as  the  notice  of  hearing  before  such  commissioners,  shall  be 
served  by  the  publication  of  the  said  notice  twice  each  week,  for  three 
weeks,  in  at  least  two  newspapers  published  in  the  county  in  which  such 
city  or  village  is  located,  to  be  designated  by  the  court  to  which  the  said 
application  is  to  be  made. 
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CHAP.  510,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  voting  by  stock  and  bondholders  of  railroad 

corporations. 

Inspectors  of  election  to  be  sworn. 

Section  1.  Before  entering  upon  his  duties  each  inspector  of  election  at 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  any  railroad  company  of  this  State,  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  directors  thereof,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  shall 
take  and  subscribe  before  some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  an 
oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  well  and  truly  do  and  perform  the  duties 
of  the  office  of  an  inspector  at  such  election,  according  to  the  best  of  his 
ability,  which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  election  shall  be  held,  together 
with  a  certificate  of  the  result  of  the  vote  taken  at  such  meeting  or  election. 

Proxies ;  stockholders  prohibited  from  selling  vote  or  proxy ;  form  of 
oath;  false  swearing  ;  perjury;  penalty. 

§  2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  vote,  or  to  issue  a  proxy  to 
any  other  person  or  persons  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  stockholders  or 
bondholders,  or  of  stockholders  and  bondholders  of  any  railroad  corpo¬ 
ration  in  this  State  for  the  election  of  directors,  or  for  any  other  purpose, 
upon  any  stock  or  bonds  where  the  certificates  for  said  stock  or  the  said 
bonds  sliall  not  be  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  the  person 
on  whose  behalf  the  vote  is  to  be  given,  and  such  last  mentioned  person 
shall  have  ceased  to  retain  the  title  to  the  stock  represented  by  such  certi¬ 
ficates  or  the  said  bonds  as  owner  in  his  own  right  or  in  his  capacity  of 
executor,  administrator,  trustee,  committee,  guardian,  or  otherwise,  not¬ 
withstanding  said  stock  or  bonds  may  still  stand  in  his  name  on  the 
books  of  said  corporation.  No  person”  having  the  right  to  vote  upon 
stock  or  bonds  shall  sell  his  vote  or  issue  a  proxy  to  vote  upon  such  stock 
or  bonds  to  any  person*  for  any  sum  of  money,  or  any  thing  of  value 
whatever.  Any  person  offering  to  vote  upon  stock  or  bonds  registered  or 
standing  in  his  name  shall,  if  required  by  any  inspector  of  election,  take 
and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation:  “I  do  solemnly  swear 
(or  affirm)  that  in  voting  at  this  election  I  have  not,  either  directly  or 
impliedly,  received  any  promise  or  any  sum  of  money  or  any  thing  of 
value  whatever,  to  influence  the  giving  of  my  vote  or  votes  at  this  elec¬ 
tion  ;  and  that  I  have  not  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  my  interest  in  or 
title  to  any  shares  or  bonds  in  respect  to  which  I  offer  to  vote  at  thi3 
election,  hut  that  all  such  shares  and  bonds  still  remain  in  my  possession 
or  subject  to  my  control.”  And  any  person  offering  to  vote  as  agent, 
attorney  or  proxy  for  any  other  person  shall,  if  required  by  inspector  of 
election,  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  (or  affirmation):  “I  do 
solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  the  title  to  the  stock  or  bonds  upon  which 
I  now  offer  to  vote  is,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  truly  and 
in  good  faith  vested  in  the  persons  in  whose  name  they  now  stand,  and 
that  the  said  persons  still  retain  control  of  the  said  shares  and  bonds, 
and  that  I  have  not,  either  directly  or  indirectly  or  impliedly,  given  any 
promise  or  any  sum  of  money,  or  any  thing  of  value  whatever  to  induce 
the  giving  of  the  authority  to  vote  upon  such  stock  or  bonds  to  me.” 
The  inspectors  at  any  such  election  are  authorized  to  administer  the 
aforesaid  oath  or  affirmation,  and  said  oath  and  said  proxies  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  said  corporation.  Any  person  who  knowingly  or  will¬ 
fully  shall  swear  or  affirm  falsely  in  taking  the  oath  or  affirmation  pre¬ 
scribed  by  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  other  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceed¬ 
ing  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $5,000,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. 
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CHAP.  223,  LAWS  OF  1884. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  rights  and  duties  of  officers  and  directors 

of  railroad  corporations. 

Officers  and  directors  prohibited  from  selling  or  agreeing  to  sell  stock,  etc. 

Section  1.  No  officer  or  director  of  any  railroad  corporation  shall  sell  or 
agree  to  sell  or  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the  sale  or  agreement 
to  sell,  any  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  corporation  of  which  he  is  such 
officer  or  director,  unless  at  the  time  of  sale  or  agreement  to  sell,  he  is  the 
actual  owner  cf  such  shares. 

Violation  a  misdemeanor  ;  punishment. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  not  less  than  six  months,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
$5,000,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

CHAP.  489,  LAWS  OF  1885. 

AN  ACT  to  protect  stockholders  of  corporations  from  the  wrong¬ 
doings  of  directors  in  certain  cases. 

When  directors  refuse  or  neglect  to  adopt  by-laws  to  enable  stockholders 
to  hold  annual  election  ;  acts,  etc.,  of  directors  holding  over,  void. 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  directors  named  in  the  articles  of  association 
of  any  corporation  organized  under  any  general  law  of  this  State  neglect 
or  refuse  during  the  first  year  of  the  corporate  existence  to  adopt  the 
by-law  required  by  law  to  enable  stockholders  to  hold  the  annual  election 
for  directors,  and  where  by  such  neglect  the  said  directors  hold  over  and 
continue  to  be  directors  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  year  of  the  cor¬ 
porate  existence,  all  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  directors  when  so  hold¬ 
ing  over,  done  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  company  designed  to  charge 
upon  the  company  any  liability  or  obligation  for  the  past  services  of  any 
director  so  holding  over,  or  for  the  past  services  of  any  officer,  or  attor¬ 
ney,  or  counsel  appointed  by  them,  and  such  liability  or  obligation  shall  be 
considered  fraudulent  and  void. 

Cases  in  which  any  stockholder  may  apply  for  stay  of  proceedings  in 
action,  etc. 

§  2.  When  directors  of  any  such  association  or  corporation  are  so  hold¬ 
ing  over  by  their  wrongful'  neglect  of  duty  beyond  the  term  for  which 
they  were  appointed  or  elected,  and  an  action  has  been  brought  against 
the  company  by  the  procurement  of  any  of  them  to  enforce  any  claim  or 
obligation  declared  void  by  the  preceding  section,  and  such  action  is  in 
the  interest  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  director  or  directors  so  holding  over, 
and  the  company  has  by  their  connivance  made  default  in  such  action,  or 
consented  to  the  validity  of  the  claim  or  obligation  so  sought  to  be  enforced 
against  the  company,  any  stockholder  of  the  company  may  apply  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  by  affidavit,  setting  forth  the  facts,  for  a  stay  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  such  action,  and  on  proof  of  the  facts  in  such  further  manner 
and  upon  such  notice  as  the  court  may  direct,  the  Supreme  Court  may 
stay  such  proceedings  or  set  aside  and  vacate  the  same,  or  grant  such 
other  relief  as  to  the  court  may  seem  proper,  and  which  will  not  iDjuriously 
affect  an  innocent  party,  who  without  notice  of  such  wrong-doings  and 
for  a  valuable  consideration  has  acquired  rights  under  such  proceedings. 

Election  of  directors  ;  place  of  meeting,  etc. 

§  3.  When  the  directors  of  any  association  or  corporation  shall  neglect 
or  have  neglected  to  adopt  a  by-law  providing  for  the  annual  election  of 
directors  for  sixty  days  after  the  first  year  of  the  corporate  existence,  the 
stockholders  thereof  may  elect  directors  in  the  place  of  the  directors  hold¬ 
ing  over  in  the  manner  following :  Stockholders  entitled  to  vote  for  direc- 
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tors  of  such  association  or  corporation  as  prescribed  by  section  eight, 
chapter  eighteen,  title  four,  part  first  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  may  meet 
after  previous  notice  in  writing  given  by  them  to  all  the  stockholders,  at 
least  fifteen  days  before  such  meeting,  of  the  time  and  place  when  and 
where  such  meeting  will  be  held,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  directors ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  officer  or  other  person  having  charge  of  the 
book  or  books  of  the  association  or  corporation  containing  the  names  of 
the  stockholders,  to  allow  the  same  to  be  examined  by  any  stockholder 
aforesaid,  or  his  attorney,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  such  notice.  The 
place  of  such  meeting  shall  be  the  principal  office  of  such  company,  or  in 
case  it  has  no  such  office,  at  the  place  in  this  State  where  its  principal  bus¬ 
iness  has  been  transacted,  or  if  access  to  such  office  or  place  is  denied, 
then  at  some  other  place  to  be  designated  in  such  notice  in  the  city,  town 
or  village  where  the  principal  office  of  such  company  is  or  was  last  located. 
At  such  meeting  such  stockholders  shall  elect  two  or  more  inspectors  of 
election.  If  at  such  meeting  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  stock  entitled 
to  be  voted  on  for  directors,  as  prescribed  by  said  section  eight,  chapter 
eighteen,  title  four,  part  one  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  shall  be  voted 
upon  and  cast  for  one  ticket  for  directors,  the  persons  so  named  and  voted 
for  as  directors  shall  thereupon  be  the  directors  of  such  association  or  cor¬ 
poration  until  the  next  annual  election  and  until  others  are  elected  and 
qualified  in  their  stead  and  without  reference  to  the  time  when  they  became 
stockholders.  In  the  absence  at  such  meeting  of  the  books  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation  or  corporation,  showing  who  were  and  are  stockholders  of  the 
association  or  corporation,  each  stockholder,  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  vote 
at  such  election,  shall  make  or  present  a  statement  in  writing  to  be  signed 
and  verified  by  him  under  oath  before  a  notary  public  or  other  person 
authorized  to  administer  oaths,  setting  forth  the  number  of  shares  of  the 
stock  of  such  company  standing  in  his  name,  on  its  books  and  upon  which 
he  is  entitled  to  vote  as  prescribed  by  the  section  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
heretofore  referred  to,  and  which  is  then  owned  by  him  and  standing  on 
the  books  of  the  company  in  his  name,  and  if  known  to  him  he  shall 
also  state  the  whole  number  of  shares  of  stock  issued  by  said  association 
or  corporation  at  the  time  when  the  election  ought  to  have  been  held,  and 
on  filing  such  affidavit  or  verified  statement  with  the  inspectors,  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  on  such  stock  so  appearing  to  be  owned  by  him  and 
standing  on  the  books  of  the  company  in  his  name.  The  inspectors  shall 
return  and  file  such  verified  statements,  together  with  a  certificate  of  the 
results  of  the  election,  which  shall  be  verified  by  them,  with  the  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  such  election  is  held,  and  thereupon  the  persons  so 
elected  shall  be  the  directors  of  such  association  or  corporation  as  afore¬ 
said. 

Stockholders  may  adopt  Dy-laws. 

§  4.  The  stockholders  aforesaid  at  the  meeting  authorized  by  the  pre¬ 
ceding  section,  in  addition  to  electing  directors  as  aforesaid,  may  adopt  a 
by-law  providing  for  the  future  annual  meetings  and  election  of  directors ; 
such  by-laws  shall  be  adopted  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  as  is  above  prescribed  for  the  election  of  directors,  and  shall 
have  the  same  effect  as  if  such  by-law  had  been  adopted  by  the  directors 
of  the  company. 


CHAP.  586,  LAWS  OF  1875. 

AN  ACT  to  define  tlie  powers  and  privileges  of  railroad  corpora- 
ations  and  to  repeal  sections  3  and  4  of  chapter  278  of  the 
Laws  of  1868,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  the  Erie,  New 
York  Central,  Hudson  River  and  Harlem  Railway  Companies.” 

Postponement  of  annual  election. 

Section  1.  When  the  time  for  holding  the  annual  election  for  the  direc¬ 
tors  of  any  railroad  company  is  now  fixed  by  any  law,  charter  or  by-law 
for  a  time  within  three  months  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  in 
any  year,  the  directors  of  such  company  may  by  resolution,  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  time  now  established  for  such  elec- 
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tion,  postpone  such  election  to  a  time  not  more  than  two  months  after  the 
thirtieth  of  September  then  nextensuing,  and  thereafter  the  annual  election 
of  such  company  shall  be  held  in  each  year  on  the  day  so  designated,  and. 
the  term  of  office  of  the  directors  of  such  company,  in  office  when  such 
change  is  made,  shall  be  extended  to  the  day  thus  fixed  for  the  next  elec¬ 
tion  of  directors,  and  the  election  of  their  successors. 

Company  may  purchase  lands  and  stock  in  other  States  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  a  xDermanent  supply  of  fuel. 

§  2.  Any  railroad  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State  may 
purchase,  hold  and  convey  lands,  or  any  interests  in  lands,  in  any  other 
State  through  which  any  part  of  its  railroad  is  operated,  or  may  purchase, 
hold  and  transfer  stock  in  any  company  organized  in  another  State,  own¬ 
ing  lands  as  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  for  s.uch  railroad  in  this 
State  a  permanent  supply  of  fuel  for  its  use. 

CHAP.  317,  LAWS  OF  1881. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  a  change,  in  certain  cases,  of  the  time  for 
holding  elections  in  railroad  companies. 

Companies  may  change  time  for  holding  elections.' 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  company,  the  time  for  the  annual  election  of 
directors  in  which  is  now  fixed  for  any  day  in  the  month  of  June,  may  by 
a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stock,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  thereof  to 
that  effect,  ami  filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a  copy  of  such 
proceedings,  certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  company  under  its  corporate 
seal,  change  the  time  for  holding  such  annual  election  to  any  day  in  the 
month  of  April ;  provided,  however,  that  the  first  election  held  under  such 
resolution  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  April  which  shall  precede  the  time 
at  which  such  election  would  otherwise  have  been  held. 

CHAP.  498,  LAWS  OF  1885. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  a  change  in  certain  cases  of  the  time  and 
place  for  holding  elections  of  railroad  companies. 

Stockholders  may  change  time  for  holding  election  of  directors. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State 
and  doing  business  therein  may  change  the  time  and  place  of  its  annual 
election  for  directors  of  such  company  by  a  vote  of  its  stockholders,  repre¬ 
senting  a  majority  of  all  the  stock  of  the  company,  and  by  filing  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a  copy  of  such  proceedings  and  vote  cer¬ 
tified  by  the  secretary  of  the  company  under  its  corporate  seal ;  but  such 
change  of  place  shall  only  be  made  to  an  incorporated  village  or  city  in. 
the  State  of  New  York  in  which  the  executive  office  of  such  company  shall 
be  located ;  and  the  change  of  the  time  for  holding  such  election  shall 
only  be  made  from  the  date  fixed  by  its  charter  or  by-laws  to  some  day  in 
the  month  of  December  preceding  the  date  or  time  at  which  such  election 
would  otherwise  have  been  held. 

CHAP.  230,  LAWS  OF  1845. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  contracts  of  railroads  companies. 

Limitation  to  amount  of  debt. 

Section  1.  No  debt  or  ’debts  shall  be  contracted  or  incurred  by  or  on 
behalf  of  any  incorporated  railroad  company  beyond  or  exceeding  its 
available  means  in  its  possession,  under  its  control  and  belonging  to  it, 
including  its  bona  fide  and  available  stock  subscriptions  and  exclusive  of 
its  real  estate,  at  the  time  the  same  shall  be  contracted  or  incurred,  to  pay 
and  discharge  the  same  and  all  its  debts  previously  contracted  or  incurred^ 
and  every  officer,  agent  or  stockholder  of  said  company  who  shall  know¬ 
ingly  assent  to,  or  have  any  agency  in  contracting  or  incurring  any  debt, 
in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  personally  and  indi- 
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vidually  liable  to  pay  such  debt;  and  shall  also  be  liable  to  arrest  and 
imprisonment  in  any  action  for  the  same,  and  on  any  execution  issued  on 
any  judgment  obtained  for  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  defendants 
in  actions  of  trespass  are  now  liable,  and  shall  also  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor;  but  the  debts  contracted  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  be  deemed  invalid  as  against  said  company  by 
reason  thereof ;  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  any 
loan  which  any  company  shall  be  expressly  authorized  by  law  to  make 
over  and  above  the  available  means  aforesaid. 


CHAP.  383,  LAWS  OF  1883. 

AN  ACT  entitled  “  An  act  relating  to  certain  contracts  for  the 
lease  or  conditional  sale  of  railroad  equipment  and  rolling  stock, 
and  providing  for  the  record  thereof.” 

Conditional  sale  of  equipment  and  rolling  stock  to  be  invalid  as  to  judg¬ 
ment  creditors  and  purchasers,  without  notice,  unless  evidenced  in 
writing  and  recorded. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  railroad  equipment  and  rolling  stock  shall 
hereafter  be  sold,  leased  or  loaned  on  the  condition  that  the  title  to  the 
same,  notwithstanding  the  possession  and  use  of  the  same  by  the  vendee, 
lessee  or  bailee,  shall  remain  in  the  vendor,  lessor  or  bailor,  until  the  terms 
of  the  contract  as  to  the  payment  of  the  installments,  amounts  or  rentals 
payable,  or  the  performance  of  other  obligations  thereunder  shall  have 
been  fully  complied  with,  but  also  providing  that  title  thereto  shall  pass  to 
the  vendee,  lessee  or  bailee  on  full  payment  therefor  as  aforesaid,  such 
contract  shall  be  invalid  as  to  any  subsequent  judgment  creditor  or  any 
subsequent  purchaser  for  a  valuable  consideration  without  notice,  unless 

1.  The  same  shall  be  evidenced  by  writing,  duly  acknowledged  before 
some  person  authorized  by  law  to  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds. 

2.  Such  writing  shall  be  recorded  in  the  same  book  as  mortgages  are 
recorded,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  is  located  the 
principal  office  or  place  of  business  of  such  vendee,  lessee  or  bailee  within 
the  State,  or  in  the  office  of  the  register  in  counties  where  there  is  a  regis¬ 
ter’s  office.  . 

Name  of  vendor,  etc.,  to  be  on  locomotive  or  car,  etc. 

3.  Each  locomotive  or  carso  sold,  leased  or  loaned  shall  have  the  name  of 
the  vendor,  lessor  or  bailor,  or  the  assignee  of  such  vendor,  lessor  or  bailor, 
plainly  marked  upon  both  sides  thereof,  followed  by  the  word  owner, 
lessor,  bailor  or  assignee,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Not  to  invalidate  any  contract  heretofore  made  if  recorded  within  ninety 
days. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  or  invalidate  any  contract 
heretofore  made  of  the  character  described  in  the  first  section,  but  the 
same  shall  be  and  remain  valid  if  recorded  within  ninety  days  from  the 
date  hereof. 

CHAP.  488,  LAWS  OF  1885. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  315  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  entitled 
“  An  act  requiring  contracts  for  tlie  conditional  sale  of  personal 
property  on  credit  to  be  filed  in  the  town  clerk’s  and  other  offices.” 

Amending  section  2,  chapter  315,  Laws  1884. 

Section  1.  Section  2  of  chapter  315  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  entitled  “  An 
act  requiring  contracts  for  the  conditional  sale  of  personal  property  on 
credit  to  be  filed  in  the  town  clerk’s  and  other  offices,”  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Instruments,  where  to  be  filed. 

§  2.  The  instruments  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  filed 
in  the  several  towns  and  cities  of  this  State,  where  the  person  to  whom 
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such  property  is  so  contracted  to  be  sold,  if  a  resident  of  this  State, 
shall  reside  at  the  time  of  the  execution  thereof ;  and  if  not  a  resident, 
then  in  the  city  or  town  where  the  property  so  contracted  to  be  sold  shall 
be  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  such  instrument.  In  the  city  of  New 
York  such  instrument  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  the  city, 
and  in  the  county  of  Kings  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  said  county.  In 
the  several  cities  of  this  State  other  than  the  cities  of  New  York  and 
Brooklyn,  and  in  the  several  towns  of  this  State  in  which  a  county  clerk’s 
office  is  kept,  in  such  office  ;  and  in  each  of  the  other  towns  in  this  State, 
in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  thereof.  If  the  conditional  vendee  be  a 
railroad  corporation,  the  instrument  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  each  county  through  which  its 
railroad  is  located,  or,  in  counties  where  there  is  a  register,  in  the  office 
of  the  register,  and  such  filing  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  all  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  act.  Such  registers  and  clerks  are  hereby  required  to  file  all 
such  instruments  aforesaid,  presented  to  them  respectively  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  and  to  indorse  thereon  the  time  of  receiving  the  same,  and  snail 
deposit  the  same  in  their  respective  offices,  to  be  kept  there  for  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  all  persons  interested. 

CHAP.  315,  LAWS  OF  1884. 

AN  ACT  requiring  contracts  for  the  conditional  sale  of  personal 
property  on  credit  to  be  filed  in  the  towm.  clerk’s  anti  other 
offices. 

Section  seven  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  Laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  entitled  “An  act  requiring  contracts 
for  the  conditional  sale  of  personal  property  on  credit  to  be  filed  in  the 
town  clerk’s  and  other  offices,”  as  the  same  was  amended  by  chapter 
four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  arid  eighty- 
five,  and  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-six,  is  hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  7.  *  *.  *  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  railroad  equipment  or  rolling- 

stock  sold,  leased  or  loaned,  under  a  contract  which  has  been  or  must  be 
recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eiglity-three,  entitled  “An  act 
relating  to  certain  contracts  for  the  lease  or  condilional  sale  of  railroad 
equipment  and  rolling  stock,  and  providing  for  the  record  thereof.”  ( Thus 
amended,  chap.  225,  Laws  of  1888.) 

CHAP.  779,  LAWS  OF  1868. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  mortgages  executed  by  railroad  companies. 
Chattel  mortgages. 

Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  file  as  a  chattel  mortgage,  any 
mortgage  which  has  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  executed  by  any  railroad 
company  upon  real  and  personal  property,  and  which  has  been  or  shall  be 
recorded  as  a  mortgage  of  real  estate  in  each  county  in  or  through  which 
the  railroad  runs. 

CHAP.  392,  LAWS  OF  1875. 

AN  ACT  for  the  better  security  of  railroad  employees  for  labor 

performed. 

Lien  for  labor  upon  rolling  stock,  track,  etc. 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  shall  hereafter  perform  any  labor  for  a  rail¬ 
road  corporation  shall,  on  filing  with  the  county  clerk  of  any  county  in 
"which  such  railroad  corporation  is  situated,  or  through  which  the  road  of 
such  corporation  passes,  the  notice  prescribed  by  the  second  section  of  this 
act,  have  a  lien  for  the  value  of  such  labor  upon  such  railroad  track,  roll- 
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ing  stock  and  appurtenances,  and  upon  the  land  upon  which  such  railroad 
track  and  appurtenances  are  situated,  to  the  extent  of  the  right,  title  and 
interest  of  such  railroad  corporation  in  the  property  existing  at  the  time 
of  tiling  the  said  notice. 

When  notice  to  he  filed ;  to  be  entered  by  county  clerk  on  “lien  docket ; 
fee. 

§  2.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  performance  and  completion  of  such 
labor,  such  person  shall  tile  a  notice,  in  writing,  with  the  county  clerk  of 
the  county  where  the  property  is  located,  specifying  the  amount  of  claim, 
and  the  corporation  against  whom  the  claim  is  made.  The  county  clerk 
shall  enter  the  particulars  of  such  notice  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  his  office, 
to  be  called  the  “  lien  docket,”  wit  h  t  lie  name  of  claimant,  amount  claimed, 
the  name  of  such  corporation  ag  inst  which  such  claim  is  made,  and  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  the  notice,  hour  and  minute.  A  fee  of  ten  cents  shall 
be  paid  to  said  clerk  on  filing  said  lien,  and  said  notice,  when  so  filed, 
shall  thereafter  operate  as  an  incumbrance  upon  said  property. 

Value  of  labor  to  be  proved  on  trial. 

§  3.  Any  person  performing  labor,  in  availing  himself  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall,  upon  the  trial,  or  at  the  assessment  of  damages,  produce 
evidence  to  establish  the  value  of  such  labor,  and  that  the  same  was  per¬ 
formed  for  such  railroad  corporation. 

Lien,  how  enforced. 

§  4.  Any  laborer,  performing  any  work,  or  assignee  thereof,  may,  after 
such  labor  is  performed,  and  the  service  of  the  notice  required  by  tne  first 
section  of  this  act,  bring  an  action  in  any  of  the  courts  of  the  county  in 
which  said  property  is  situated  to  enforce  said  lien,  requiring  such  rail¬ 
road  corporation  to  appear,  by  attorney,  within  thirty  days  after  such 
service  and  answer  the  same,  or,  in  default  thereof,  the  claimant  may  take 
judgment  for  the  amount  of  claim  and  costs. 

Lien  to  continue  one  year. 

§  5.  Every  lien  created  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  continue 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  the  court  or 
some  legal  act  of  the  claimant  in  the  proceedings ;  but  when  a  judgment 
is  entered  therein,  and  docketed  with  the  county  clerk  within  said  year,  it 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  property  of  the  railroad  corporation  against 
whom  it  is  obtained  to  the  extent  that  other  judgments  are  now  made  a 
lien  thereon. 

Priority  of  liens. 

§  6.  The  liens  created  and  established  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  paid  and  settled  according  to  the  priority  of  the  notice  filed 
with  the  county  clerk,  as  directed  by  the  second  section  hereof. 

Liens,  how  discharged. 

§  7.  All  liens  created  by  this  act  may  be  discharged  as  follows : 

1.  By  filing  with  the  county  clerk  a  certificate  of  the  claimant,  or  his 
successors  in  interest,  acknowledged  or  proved  in  the  same  manner 
as  a  conveyance  of  real  estate,  stating  that  the  lien  has  been  paid  or 
discharged ;  or 

2.  By  depositing  with  the  court  or  clerk  of  the  court  a  sum  of  money 
equal  to  double  the  amount  claimed,  which  money  shall  be  thereupon  held 
subject  to  the  determination  of  the  lien  ;  or 

3.  By  an  entry  of  the  county  clerk,  made  in  the  book  of  liens,  that  the 
proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  claimant  have  been  dismissed  by  the 
court  in  which  it  is  brought,  or  a  judgment  rendered  against  the  said 
claimant;  or 

4.  By  an  affidavit  of  the  service  of  a  notice  from  such  railroad  corpora¬ 
tion,  or  its  attorney,  to  the  claimant,  requiring  such  claimant  to  commence 
an  action  for  the  enforcement  of  said  lien  within  twenty  days  after  service 
of  said  notice,  and  the  failure  of  said  claimant  to  commence  an  action  as 
aforesaid. 
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Personal  liability  of  stockholders ;  notice ;  time  for  commencing'  action. 

§8.  Each  and  all  the  stockholders  of  such  corporation  shall  be  jointly 
and  severally  liable  for  the  debts  due  or  owing  to  any  of  its  laborers  or 
servants,  other  than  contractors,  for  personal  service  for  ninety  days  ser¬ 
vice,  or  less  than  ninety  days  service,  performed  for  such  corporation,  but 
shall  not  be  liable  to  an  action  therefor,  before  an  execution  shall  be 
returned  unsatisfied  in  whole  or  in  part  against  the  corporation,  and  the 
amount  due  on  such  execution  shall  be  the  amount  recoverable  with  costs 
against  such  stockholders;  before  such  laborer  or  servant  shall  charge 
such  stockholders  for  such  ninety  days  service,  or  less  than  ninety  days’ 
service,  he  shall  give  notice  in  writing,  within  twenty  days  after  the  per¬ 
formance  of  such  service,  that  he  intends  to  so  hold  him  liable,  and  snail 
commence  such  action  therefor  within  thirty  days  after  the  return  of  such 
execution  unsatisfied,  as  above  mentioned ;  and  every  such  stockholder 
against  whom  any  such  recovery  by  such  laborer  or  servant  shall  have 
been  had,  shall  have  a  right  to  recover  the  same  of  the  other  stockholders 
in  such  corporation  in  ratable  proportion  to  the  amount  of  the  stock  they 
shall  respectively  hold  with  himself. 

CHAP.  529,  LAWS  OF  1870. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  mechanics’  liens. 

Provisions  of  lien  law  extended  to  railroad  bridges  and  trestle  work. 

Section  1.  The  provisions  of  the  laws  relating  to  mechanics’  liens  here¬ 
tofore  passed  shall  apply  to  bridges  and  trestle  work  erected  for  railroads 
and  materials  furnished  therefor,  and  labor  performed  in  constructing 
said  bridges,  trestle  work  and  other  structures  connected  therewith  ;  and 
the  time  within  which  said  liens  may  be  filed  shall  be  extended  to  ninety 
days  from  the  time  when  the  last  work  shall  have  been  performed  on  said 
bridges,  trestle  work  and  structures  connected  therewith,  or  the  time 
from  which  said  materials  shall  have  been  delivered.  This  act  shall  apply 
to  all  uncompleted  work  commenced  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

CHAP.  63,  LAWS  OF  1887. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  amicable  adjustment  of  grievances  and 
disputes  that  may  arise  between  employers  and  employees,  and 
to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  State  Board  of  Mediation  and 
Arbitration. 

■x-  *  *  -x-  *  *  *  *  * 

Act  applicable  to  all  corporations. 

§  13.  Whenever  the  term  “employer*’  or  “employers”  is  used  in  this  act, 
it  shall  be  held  to  include  “firm,”  “joint  stock  association,”  “company,” 
or  “corporation,”  as  fully  as  if  each  of  the  last  named  terms  was  expressed 
in  each  place.  • 


As  to  the  general  subject  of  taxation  of  real  estate,  etc.,  see  chapter  13, 
part  1,  of  Revised  Statutes.

CHAP.  110,  LAWS  OF  1858. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  parts  of  an  act  to  amend  chapter  13,  part  1,  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  of  the  assessment  and  collection 
of  taxes,  and  chapter  176  of  the  La-ws  of  1851,  passed  April  15, 
1857. 

Repeal. 

Section  1.  Sections  1  and  6  of  chapter  536  of  the  Laws  of  1857,  are 
repealed,  and  that  part  of  section  2  of  the  same  chapter,  which  requires 
special  notice  to  be  given  in  case  an  assessment-roll  includes  property 
belonging  to  a  railroad  corporation,  is  also  repealed.

Laws  Relating  Generally  to  Railroads. 


CHAP.  506,  LAWS  OF  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  tlie  payment  of  taxes  by  railroad  companies. 

Annual  statement  to  be  delivered  by  clerks  of  the  several  boards  of 
supervisors  to  county  treasurer. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
the  several  counties  of  this  State  (except  New  York  and  Kings  counties), 
within  five  days  after  the  making  out  or  issuing  of  the  annual  tax  war¬ 
rants  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  their  respective  counties,  to  prepare 
and  deliver  to  the  county  treasurer  a  statement  showing  the  title  of  all 
railroad  corporations  in  such  county,  as  appears  on  the  last  assessment- 
roll  of  the  towns  or  cities  in  such  county,  the  valuation  of  the  property, 
real  and  personal,  of  such  corporation  in  each  town  or  city,  and  tlie 
amount  of  tax  assessed  or  levied  on  such  valuation  in  each  town  or  city  in 
their  county. 

Railroad  companies  may  pay  tax  to  county  treasurer  ;  fees  of  treasurer. 

§  2.  Any  railroad  company  heretofore  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
State,  or  that  may  be  hereafter 'organized,  may,  within  thirty  days  after 
the  receipt  of  such  statement  by  the  county  treasurer,  pay  the  amount  of 
tax  so  assessed  or  levied  on  their  property,  with  one  per  cent  fees  on  said 
tax,  to  the  county  treasurer,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
receive  such  amounts  and  to  give  proper  receipt  therefor. 

County  treasurer  to  notify  collector  of  non-payment  of  tax;  duty  of 
collector. 

§  3.  In  case  any  railroad  company  shall  fail  to  pay  such  tax  within  said 
thirty  days,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  to  notify  the  collector 
of  all  towns  or  cities  in  their  county  in  wrhich  said  company  is  assessed,  of 
such  failure  to  pay  said  tax,  and  upon  receipt  of  such  notice  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  collector  to  collect  said  tax  in  the  manner  now  provided  by 
law,  together  with  five  per  cent  fees ;  but  no  town  or  city  collector  shall 
collect  any  tax  levied  or  assessed  upon  the  property  of  any  railroad  com¬ 
pany  in  said  county,  by  the  supervisors  of  the  county,  until  the  receipt  of 
such  notice  from  the  county  treasurer. 

County  treasurer  to  credit  taxes  ;  collector  to  be  credited  with,  fees  ;  sur¬ 
plus  to  be  paid  to  supervisor. 

§  4.  The  several  amounts  of  tax  so  received  by  the  county  treasurer,  of 
and  from  railroad  companies,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  town  or 
city  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  same  was  levied  or  assessed,  and  to 
the  credit  of  the  fund  or  funds  to  which  the  same  is  now  or  shall  be  here¬ 
after  pledged  or  appropriated  by  law,  and  the  one  per  cent  fees  also  paid 
shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  collector  of  said  city  or  town;  and  in 
case  such  amounts  shall  exceed  the  sum  due  from  said  town  or  city,  the 
surplus  shall,  on  demand,  be  paid  to  the  supervisor  of  said  town  or  city, 
who  shall  receive,  hold  and  disburse  the  same  as  if  received  from  the  col¬ 
lector  of  said  town  or  city. 

Railroad  company  may  pay  tax  to  collector ;  proviso. 

§  5.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  railroad  com¬ 
pany  from  paying  their  tax  to  the  collector  of  towns  or  cities  as  now  pro¬ 
vided  by  law ;  nor  shall  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  construed  to  repeal 
or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  907  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1869. 
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CHAP.  361,  LAWS  OF  1881. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  542  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  entitled  “An 
act  to  provide  for  raising  taxes  for  the  use  of  the  State  upon 
certain  corporations,  joint-stock  companies  and  associations.” 

Certain  officers  of  company  to  make  annual  report  to  Comptroller  on  or 
before  fifteenth,  of  November ;  where  dividend  not  declared,  stock  to 
be  estimated  and  declared  ;  certificate  to  be  sent  Comptroller  ;  appeals. 

Section  1,  Hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  treasurer  of 
every  association,  corporation  or  joint-stock  company  liable  to  be  taxed 
on  its  corporate  franchise  or  business,  as  provided  in  section  3  of  this  act, 
to  make  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Comptroller  annually,  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  November,  stating  specifically  the  amount  of  capital  paid 
in,  the  date,  amount  and  rate  per  centum  of  each  and  every  dividend 
declared  by  their  respective  corporations,  joint-stock  companies orassocia- 
tions  during  the  year  ending  with  the  first  day  of  said  month.  In  all  cases 
where  any  such  corporation,  joint  stock  company  or  association  shall  fail 
to  make  or  declare  any  dividend  upon  either  its. common  or  preferred 
stock  during  the  year  ending  as  aforesaid,  or  in  case  the  dividend  or  divi¬ 
dends  made  or  declared  upon  either  its  common  or  preferred  stock 
during  the  year  ending  as  aforesaid  shall  amount  to  less  than  six  per 
centum  upon  the  par  value  of  the  said  common  or  preferred  stock,  the 
treasurer  and  secretary  thereof,  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  to  do 
and  perform  the  same  with  fidelity,  according  to  the  best  of  their  knowl¬ 
edge  and  belief,  shall,  between  the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  November  in 
each  year,  in  which  no  dividend  has  been  made  or  declared  as  aforesaid, 
or  in  which  the  dividend  or  dividends  made  or  declared  upon  either  its 
common  or  preferred  stock  amounted  to  less  than  six  per  centum  upon 
the  par  value  of  said  common  or  preferred  stock,  estimate  and  appraise 
the  capital  stock  of  such  company  upon  which  no  dividend  has  been 
made  or  declared,  or  upon  the  par  value  of  which  the  dividend  or  divi¬ 
dends  made  or  declared  amounted  to  less  than  six  per  centum,  at  its 
actual  value  in  cash  —  not  less,  however,  than  the  average  price  which 
said  stock  sold  for  during  said  year,  and  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  so  truly  estimated  and  appraised,  they  shall  forthwith  forward 
to  the  Comptroller  a  certificate  thereof,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  their 
said  oath  or  affirmation,  by  them  signed,  and  attested  by  the  magi¬ 
strate  or  other  person  qualified  to  administer  the  same,  provided,  that 
if  the  Comptroller  is  not  satisfied  with  the  valuation  so  made  and  returned, 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  a  valuation  thereof, 
and  to  settle  an  account  upon  the  valuation  so  made  by  him  for  the 
taxes,  penalties  and  interest  due  the  State  thereon ;  and  any  associa¬ 
tion,  corporation  or  joint-stock  company  dissatisfied  with  the  account  so 
settled  may  within  ten  days  appeal  therefrom  to  a  board  consisting  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  Attorney-General  and  State  Treasurer,  which  board, 
on  such  appeal,  shall  affirm  or  correct  the  account  so  settled  by  the 
Comptroller,  and  the  decision  of  said  board  shall  be  final ;  but  such  appeal 
shall  not  stay  proceedings  unless  the  full  amount  of  the  taxes,  penalties 
and  interest  as  due  on  said  account,  as  settled  by  the  Comptroller,  be 
deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer. 

Comptroller  to  add  ten  per  cent  in  case  of  failure  to  make  report  •, 
proviso. 

§  2.  If  the  said  officers  of  any  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or 
association  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  furnish  the  Comptroller,  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  November  of  each  and  every  year,  with  the  report 
•aforesaid,  or  the  certificate  of  appraisement  and  oath  or  affirmation,  as 
the  case  may  be,  as  required  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  to  pay  the 
tax  imposed  on  such  corporation,  company  or  association  within  fifteen 
days,  after  the  first  of  January,  as  provided  in  the  fourth  section  of  this 
act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  to  add  ten  per 
centum  to  the  tax  of  said  corporation,  company  or  association  for  each 
and  every  year  for  which  such  report  or  certificate  of  appraisement  and 
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oath  or  affirmation  were  not  so  furnished,  or  for  which  such  tax  shall  not 
have  been  paid,  which  percentage  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  with  the 
said  tax  in  the  usual  manner  of  assessing  and  collecting  such  taxes;  pro¬ 
vided,  that  if  said  officers  of  any  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company 
or  association  shall  intentionally  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
first  or  fourth  section  of  this  act  for  one  year,  the  Comptroller  shall  report 
the  fact  to  the  Governor,  who,  if  he  shall  be  made  satisfied  that  such 
failure  was  intentional,  shall  thereupon  direct  the  Attorney-General  to 
take  proceedings  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State,  to  declare  the 
charter  or  privileges  of  said  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  associa¬ 
tion  forfeited  and  at  an  end  ;  and  for  such  intentional  failure  duly  found, 
the  charter  and  privileges  of  every  such  corporation,  company  or  associa¬ 
tion  shall  cease,  end  and  be  determined. 

Annual  tax  ;  how  computed. 

§  3.  Every  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association  whatever, 
now  or  hereafter  incorporated  or  organized  under  any  law  of  this  State,  or 
now  or  hereafter  incorporated  or  organized  by  or  under  the  laws  of  any 
other  State  or  country  and  doing  business  in  this  State,  except  savings 
banks  and  institutions  for  savings,  life  insurance  companies,  banks  and 
foreign  insurance  companies,  and  manufacturing  or  mining  corporations 
carrying  on  manufacture  of  milling  ores  within  this  State,  which  exception 
shall  not  be  taken  to  include  gas  companies  or  trust  companies,  shall  be 
subject  to  and  pay  a  tax  as  a  tax  upon  its  corporate  franchise  or  business 
into  the  treasury  of  the  State  annually,  to  be  computed  as  follows :  If  the 
dividend  or  dividends  made  or  declared  by  such  corporation,  joint-stock 
company  or  association  during  any  year  ending  with  the  first  day  of 
November,  amount  to  six  or  more  than  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value 
of  its  capital  stock,  then  the  tax  to  be  at  the  rate  of  oue-quarter  mill  upon 
the  capital  stock  for  each  one  per  centum  of  dividends  so  made  or 
declared;  crif  no  dividend  be  made  or  declared,  or  if  the  dividend  or 
dividends  made  or  declared  do  not  amount  to  six  per  centum  upon  the 
par  value  of  said  capital  stock,  then  the  tax  to  be  at  the  rate  of  one  and 
one-half  mills  upon  each  dollar  of  the  valuation  of  the  said  capital  stock 
made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act;  and 
in  case  any  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association  shall 
have  more  than  one  kind  of  capital  stock — as,  for  instance,  common  and 
preferred  stock,  and  upon  one  of  said  stocks  a  dividend  or  dividends 
amounting  to  six  or  more  than  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value 
thereof  has  been  made  or  declared,  and  upon  the  other  no 
dividend  has  been  made  or  declared,  or  the  dividend  or  divi¬ 
dends  made  or  declared  thereon  amount  to  less  than  six  per 
centum  upon  the  par  value  thereof,  then  the  tax  shall  be  at  the  rate 
of  one-quarter  mill  for  each  one  per  centum  of  dividend  made  or  declared 
upon  the  capital  stock  upon  the  par  value  of  which  the  dividend  or  divi¬ 
dends  made  or  declared  amount  to  six  or  more  than  six  per  centum,  and 
in  addition  thereto  tax  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half 
mills  upon  each  dollar  of  valuation  made  also  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act,  of  the  capital  stock  upon  which  no  dividend  was  made 
or  declared,  or  upon  the  par  value  of  which  the  dividend  or  dividends 
made  or  declared  did  not  amount  to  six  per  centum.  ( Thus  amended  by 
chap.  359,  Laws  of  1885.) 

When  payable. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  having  charge 
of  an3T  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association,  upon  which  a  tax 
is  imposed  by  either  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act,  to  transmit  the 
amount  of  said  tax  to  the  treasury  of  the  State  within  fifteen  days  after 
the  first  day  of  January  in  each  and  every  year. 

§  5  relates  only  to  insurance  companies. 

Tax  on  railroad,  steamboat  and  other  companies ;  rate  of  tax. 

§  6.  In  addition  to  the  taxes  above  provided  for,  every  corporation 
formed  for  railroad,  canal,  steamboat,  ferry,  express,  navigation  or  trans¬ 
portation  purposes,  and  every  elevated  railway  company,  and  every  other 
corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association  now  or  hereafter  incor- 
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porated  or  organized  by  or  under  any  law  of  this  State,  or  now  or  hereafter 
incorporated  or  organized  by  or  under  the  laws  of  any  other  State  or 
country,  and  doing  business  in  this  State,  and  owning,  operating  or  leas¬ 
ing  to  or  from  another  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association, 
any  railroad,  canal,  steamboat,  ferry,  express,  navigation,  pipe-line  or 
transportation  route  or  line  or  elevated  railway,  or  other  device  for  the 
transportation  of  freight  or  passengers,  or  in  anyway  engaged  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  transporting  freights  or  passengers,  and  every  telegraph  company 
or  telephone  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  or  any  other 
State,  arid  doing  business  in  this  State,  and  every  express  company  or 
association,  palace  car  or  sleeping  car  company  or  association  incorporated 
or  unincorporated,  doing  business  in  this  State,  shall  pay  to  the  State 
Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  State,  as  a  tax  upon  its  corporate  franchise  or 
business  in  this  State,  a  tax  at  the  rate  of  live-tenths  of  one  per  centum 
upon  the  gross  earnings  in  this  State  of  said  corporation  or  company 
or  association,  for  tolls,  transportation,  telegraph,  telephone  or  express 
business  transacted  in  this  state. 

When  payable  ;  report  of  gross  earnings  ;  report  for  six  months  ending 
June  30,  1881;  ten  per  cent  to  be  added  in  case  of  neglect. 

§  7.  The  tax  imposed  under  section  6  of  this  act  shall,  after  the  1st  day 
of  August,  1881,  be  paid  annually  on  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  year. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  secretary  or  other  proper  officer  of 
the  corporations,  joint-stock  companies  or  associations  referred  to  in  sec¬ 
tion  6  of  this  act  to  transmit  to  the  Comptroller,  on  the  first  day  of  August 
in  each  year,  a  statement  under  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  amount  of  the 
gross  earnings  of  said  associations,  corporations  or  joint-stock  companies 
derived  from  all  sources  during  the  year  ending  with  the  preceding  thir¬ 
tieth  day  of  June,  together  with  the  amount  of  tax  imposed  thereon,  by 
section  6.  And  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  secretary  or  other 
proper  officer  of  the  corporations,  joint-stock  companies  or  associations 
referred  to  in  section  6  oi  this  act  to  transmit  to  the  Comptroller  on  the 
1st  day  of  August,  1881,  a  statement,  under  oath  or  affirmation,,  of  the 
amount  of  the  gross  earnings  of  the  said  associations,  corporations  or 
joint-stock  companies  derived  from  all  sources  during  the  six  months 
•ending  with  the  30th  day  of  June,  1881,  together  with  the  tax  imposed 
thereon  by  section  6  of  this  act.  And  if  any  such  corporation,  joint-stock 
company  or  association  shall  neglect  or  refuse  for  a  period  of  thirty  days 
after  any  tax  imposed  by  sections  6  or  7  of  this  act  becomes  due,  to  make 
returns  or  to  pay  the  same,  the  amount  thereof,  with  the  addition  of  ten 
per  centum  thereto,  shall  be  collected  for  the  use  of  the  State  as  other 
taxes  are  recoverable  by  law  from  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company 
or  association. 

Exempt  from  taxation  for  State  purposes  ;  proviso. 

§  8.  The  corporations,  joint-stock  companies  and  associations  mentioned 
in  this  act  as  taxable  shall  hereafter  be  exempt  from  assessment  and  tax¬ 
ation  for  State  purposes,  except  upon  their  real  estate  and  as  herein 
provided  ;  but  they  shall  in  all  other  respects  be  liable  to  assessment  and 
taxation  as  heretofore. 

Tax,  application  of. 

§  9.  The  taxes  imposed  by  this  act,  and  the  revenue  derived  therefrom, 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  and  current  expenses 
of  the  State,  and  if  any  corporation,  joint-stock  company,  person,  partner¬ 
ship  _  or  association  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  any  tax  by  this  act 
required  to  be  paid,  the  same  may  be  sued  for  in  the  name  of  the  people 
of  the  State,  and  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  an 
action  to  be  brought  by  the  Attorney-General  at  the  instance  of  the 
Comptroller. 

Saving  section. 

§  10.  All  obligations,  liabilities  and  taxes  heretofore  incurred  or  imposed 
under  said  act,  chapter  542  of  Laws  of  1880,  are  saved  and  shall  be  enforced 
as  if  the  said  act  had  not  been  hereby  amended. 
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Amount  of  capital  stock  employed  in  this  State  to  be  basis  of  tax  ;  if  dis¬ 
satisfied,  Comptroller  may  fix  amount. 

§  11.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  which  shall  be  the  basis  for  tax  under 
the  provisions  of  section  three  of  this  act,  in  the  case  of  every  corporation, 
joint-stock  company  and  association  liable  to  taxation  thereunder,  shall 
be  the  amount  of  capital  stock  employed  within  this  State.  In  making  to 
to  the  Comptroller  the  report  in  writing  or  certificate  of  estimate  and 
appraisal  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation,  joint  stock  company  or 
association  provided  for  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  president  or  treasurer  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  state  specifi¬ 
cally  the  amount  of  capital  stock  employed  within  this  State,  of  such  cor¬ 
poration,  joint-stock  company  or  association.  Whenever  the  Comptroller 
is  dissatisfied  with  such  report  or  certificate  of  estimate  and  ajjpraisal,  as 
the  case  maybe,  of  any  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association 
whose  capital  is  only  partially  employed  within  this  State,  lie  is  authorized 
and  empowered  to  ascertain,  fix  and  determine  the  amount  of  capital 
employed  within  this  State,  and  to  settle  an  account  for  the  taxes  and  pen¬ 
alties  due  the  State  thereon.  ( Added  by  chap.  501,  Laws  of  1885.) 

In  case  of  failure  to  make  report,  Comptroller  may  examine  books  and 
records,  and  make  report. 

§  12.  Whenever  any  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association 
liable  to  make  reports  or  certificates  of  estimate  and  appraisal  to  the 
Comptroller,  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  make  such  report  or  reports  within  the  time  prescribed  in  this  act,  or 
shall  make  such  report  or  certificate  as  shall  be  unsatisfactory  to  the  Comp¬ 
troller,  the  Comptroller  is  authorized  to  examine,  or  cause  to  be  examined, 
the  books  and  records  of  any  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or 
association,  and  to  fix  and  determine  the  amount  of  tax  and  jpenalty'due 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  either  from  the  said  books  and 
records,  or  from  any  other  data  in  his  possession  which  shall  be  satis¬ 
factory  to  him,  and  to  settle  an  account  for  said  tax  and  penalty,  together 
with  the  expenses  of  such  examination,  against  said  corporation,  joint- 
stock  company  or  association.  {Added  by  chap.  501,  Laws  of  1885.) 

Comptroller  may  issue  subpoenas  and  examine  witnesses ;  penalty  for 
failure  to  obey  subpoena. 

§  13.  Whenever  the  Comptroller  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  important  to 
examine  any  person  as  a  witness  upon  any  subject  or  matter  relating  to 
the  amount  of  capital  stock  of  such  corporation,  or  to  use,  examine  or 
inspect  any  book,  account,  voucher  or  document  in  possession  of  any 
officer  of  such  corporation,  or  other  person,  or  under  his  control,  relating 
to  such  capital  stock  and  tax,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  a 
subpoena  in  proper  form,  commanding  such  person  or  officer  to 
appear  before  him  or  some  person  designated  ~as  commissioner  by 
him  by  an  appointment  in  writing,  filed  in  the  office  of  such  Comp¬ 
troller,  at  a  time  and  at  the  place  where  the  principal  office  of  such 
corporation  is  situated  within  this  State  in  such  subpoena  specified, 
to  be  examined  as  a  witness,  and  such  subpoena  may  contain  a  clause 
requiring  such  person  or  officer  to  produce  on  such  examination  all 
books,  papers  and  documents  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control,  rela¬ 
ting  to  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation  and  the  amount  thereof 
employed  within  this  State.  Such  subpoena  shall  be  served  upon  the  per¬ 
son  named  by  showing  him  the  original  subpoena  and  delivering  to  and 
leavin  g  with  him  at  the  same  time  a  copy  thereof.  The  Comptroller  or  the 
commissioner  so  designated  by  him  as  aforesaid  may  administer  oaths  to 
such  persons  as  he  may  desire  to  examine,  so  brought  before  him  by  sub¬ 
poena  or  otherwise,  and  examine  them  on  oath  in  relation  to  any  matter 
which  may  in  any  wise  be  material  in  determining  the  amount  of  the  tax 
to  be  paid  by  any  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association  as 
aforesaid.  Whenever  any  person  duly  subpoenaed  to  appear  and  give 
evidence  as  aforesaid,  or  to  produce  any  books  and  papers  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  shall  neglect  or- refuse  to  appear  or  to  produce  such  books  and 
papers  according  to  the  exigency  of  such  subpoena,  or  shall  refuse  to  tes¬ 
tify  before  said  Comptroller  or  the  commissioner  so  designated  by  him,  or 
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to  answer  any  proper  and  pertinent  question,  he  shall  be  deemed  in  con¬ 
tempt,  and  thereupon  any  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  judicial 
district  within  which  the  principal  office  of  such  corporation  within  this 
State  is  situated  shall,  upon  the  motion  of  the  Comptroller,  based  upon 
affidavit  showing  the  commission  of  the  offense,  either,  first,  make  an 
order  requiring  the  accused  to  show  cause  before  him,  at  a  time  and  place 
specified  therein,  why  the  accused  should  not  be  punished  for  the  alleged 
offense  ;  or,  second,  issue  a  warrant  of  attachment  directed  to  the  sheriff 
of  a  particular  county,  or  generally  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  any  county 
where  the  man  may  be  found,  commanding  him  to  bring  him  before  saicl 
justice  either  forthwith  or  at  a  time  and  place  therein  specified  to  answer 
for  the  alleged  offense.  On  the  return  of  said  attachment  and  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  body  of  the  defendant  therein  the  said  justice  shall  have  juris¬ 
diction  in  the  matter,  and  the  person  charged  may  purge  himself  of  the 
contempt  in  the  same  w'ay,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had,  and  the 
same  penalties  may  be  imposed  and  the.  same  punishments  inflicted  as  in 
the  case  of  a  witness  subpoenaed  to  appear  and  give  evidence  as  is  pre¬ 
scribed  in  title  3,  chapter  17  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  in  proceedings 
*  to  punish  a  contempt  of  court  other  than  a  criminal  contempt.  ( Added  by 
chap.  501,  Laws  of  1885.) 

Comptroller  to  settle  and  adjust  all  accounts  against  corporations,  for 
taxes  and  penalties  since  May  12,  1882;  proviso  as  to  payments 
made  before  August  1,  1885. 

§  14.  The  Comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  upon  applica¬ 
tion  to  him  made  by  any  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association, 
to  make,  settle  and  adjust  all  accounts  against  such  corporation,  joint- 
stock  company  or  association,  for  all  taxes  and  penalties  arising  under 
the  third  section  of  this  act  since  the  12th  day  of  May,  A .  D.  1882,  by 
taking  as  a  basis  for  taxation  the  capital  employed  within  the  State  by 
such  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association.  Provided,  however, 
that  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  a  settlement  upon  such  basis  unless  it  shall 
have  secured  such  adjustment  and  paid  into  the  treasury  the  full  amount 
of  the  taxes  so  settled,  before  the  1st  day  of  August,  1885,  nor  shall  this 
section  apply  to  the  case  of  any  tax  for  which  suit  shall  have  been  here¬ 
tofore  brought  by  the  Attorney-General,  in  which  suit  the  trial  has  been 
commenced,  or  in  which  judgment  shall  have  been  entered  heretofore  for 
the  people  for  the  amount  of  said  tax.  Any  corporation,  joint-stock  com¬ 
pany  or  association  whose  capital  has  heretofore  been  only  partially 
employed  within  this  State,  and  which  is  now  liable  for  taxes  arising  under 
the  third  section  of  this  act  since  the  12th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1882,  and 
which  are  still  due  and  unpaid,  may,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  1st  day  of 
August,  1885,  pay  to  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  State,  in  full 
discharge  of  the  same,  such  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Comp¬ 
troller  as  the  tax  due  for  the  said  period  by  the  said  corporation,  joint- 
stock  company  or  association,  upon  the  basis  of  the  capital  employed 
within  the  State.  Provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  case 
of  any  tax  for  which  suit  may  have  heretofore  been  brought  by  the 
Attorney-General,  and  for  which  judgment  shall  have  been  entered  therein, 
or  if  in  such  suit  trial  has  been  commenced.  ( Added  by  chap.  501,  Laws  of 
1885.) 

Interest. 

§  15.  All  accounts  hereafter  settled  by  the  Comptroller  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  bear  interest  from  a  date  thirty  days  after 
the  sending  of  notice  of  settlement  hereinafter  provided  for  until  full 
payment  thereof  shall  be  made.  {Added  by  chap.  501,  Laws  of  1885.) 

Comptroller  to  give  notice  before  making  settlement  of  taxes. 

§  16..  It  shall  be. the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  after  making  with  any  part¬ 
nership,  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association  liable  to  taxation 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  settlement  of  such  taxes,  to 
forthwith  send  notice  hereof,  in  writing,  to  such  person,  partnership,  cor- 
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poration,  ioint-stock  company  or  association,  which  notice  may  be  sent  by 
mail  to  the  post-office  address  of  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company 
or  association.  ( Added  by  chap.  501,  Laws  of  1885.) 

Provisions  in  relation  to  review  of  Comptroller ;  determination  by  writ 
of  certiorari. 

§  17.  No  writ  of  certiorari  to  review  the  determination  and  settlement  of 
the  Comptroller  as  to  the  amount  of  capital  used  within  the  State  by  any 
corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association,  and  as  to  the  tax  and 
penalty  to  be  paid  thereon,  snail  be  granted,  except  application  therefor 
be  made  within  thirty  days  after  service  upon  such  corporation,  joint- 
stock  company  or  association  by  the  Comptroller  of  notice  of  such  settle¬ 
ment.  Nor  shall  any  such  writ  he  granted  except  the  papers  upon  which 
motion  therefor  is  to  be  made,  including  notice  of  motion,  shall  nave  been 
served  upon  the  Comptroller  at  least  eight  days  before  such  motion,  nor 
unless  the  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association  applying  for 
such  writ  shall,  before  making  such  motion,  have  deposited  with  the  State 
Treasurer  the  full  amount  of  taxes,  penalties  and  charges  so  settled  and 
adjusted  by  the  Comptroller,  and  file  with  him  an  undertaking  in  such 
amount  and  with  such  sufficient  sureties  as  shall  be  approved  by  one  of 
the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  to  the  effect  that  if  said 
writ  be  vacated  and  the  determination  of  the  Comptroller  sustained,  the 
applicant  for  the  writ  will  make  payment  of  all  costs  and  charges  which 
may  accrue  against  such  applicant  in  the  prosecution  of  such  writ,  includ¬ 
ing  costs  on  all  appeals.  ( Added  by  chap.  501,  Laws  of  1885.) 

Comptroller  may  issue  warrant  for  collection  after  thirty  days. 

§  18.  After  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  service  by  the  Comp¬ 
troller  of  notice  of  the  settlement  aforesaid,  if  no  proceedings  shall  have 
been  taken  to  review  the  same,  as  provided  by  this  act,  or  if  the  deposit 
with  the  State  Treasurer  of  the  amount  of  the  said  settlement,  together 
with  the  undertaking,  as  provided  for  by  this  act,  shall  not  then  have  been 
made,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Comptroller  to  issue  his  warrant  or  war¬ 
rants  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  office  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  any  county 
in  this  State,  commanding  him  to  levy  upon  and  sell  the  goods  and  chattels, 
lands  and  tenements  of  the  said  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or 
association  found  within  the  said  county,  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  of 
said  settlement,  together  with  interest  thereon  and  costs  of  executing  such 
warrant,  and  to  return  the  said  warrant  to  the  Comptroller,  and  pay  to  the 
State  Treasurer  the  money  which  shall  be  collected  by  virtue  thereof,  by  a 
certain  time  therein  to  be  specified,  not  less  than  sixty  days  from  the  date 
or  such  warrant.  Such  warrant  shall  be  a  lien  upon  and  shall  bind  the 
personal  estate  of  the  person,  partnership,  corporation,  joint-stock  com¬ 
pany  or  association  against  whom  it  shall  be  issued,  from  the  time  an 
actual  levy  shall  be  made  by  virtue  thereof,  and  the  sheriff  to  whom  such 
warrant  shall  be  directed  shall  proceed  upon  the  same  in  all  respects  with 
the  like  effect  and  in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed  by  law  in  respect  to 
executions  issued  against  property  upon  judgments  rendered  by  a  court 
of  record,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  costs  foi  his  services 
in  executing  the  same,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner.  ( Addedby 
chap.  501,  Laws  of  1885.) 

CHAP.  143,  LAWS  OF  1886. 

AN  ACT  to  tax  stock  corporations  for  the  privilege  of  organization. 
State  tax  on  capital  stock. 

Section  1.  Every  corporation,  joint  stock  company,  or  association  incor¬ 
porated  by  or  under  any  general  or  special  law  of  this  State,  having 
capital  stock  divided  into  shares,  shall  pay  to  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the 
use  of  the  State,  a  t ^x  of  one-eighth  or  one  per  centum  upon  the  amount 
of  capital  stock  which  said  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  associa¬ 
tion  is  authorized  to  have,  and  alike  tax  upon  any  subsequent  increase 
thereof.  The  said  tax  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon  the  incorporation  of 
gaid  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association,  or  upon  the  increase 
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of  the  capital  thereof  ;  and  no  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or 
association  shall  have  or  exercise  any  corporate  powers  until  the  said  tax 
shall  have  been  paid.  And  the  Secretary  of  State  and  any  county  clerk 
shall  not  file  any  certificate  of  incorporation  or  articles  of  association, 
or  certify  or  give  any  certificate  to  any  such  corporation,  joint-stock  com¬ 
pany  or  association,  until  he  is  satisfied  that  the  said  tax  has  been  paid 
to  the  State  Treasurer.  And  no  such  company  incorporated  by  any  special 
act  of  the  Legislature  shall  go  into  operation,  or  exercise  any  corporate 
powers  or  privileges  until  said  tax  has  been  paid  as  aforesaid.  But  this 
act  shall  not  apply  to  literary,  scientific,  medical  and  religious  corpora¬ 
tions,  or  corporations  organized  under  the  banking  laws  of  this  State  or 
under  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-one,  entitled  “  An  act  for  incorporation  of  building,  mutual 
loan  and  accumulating  fund  associations,”  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof.  ( Thus  amended  by  chap.  284,  Laws  of  1887.) 

Applicable  to  general  fund. 

§  2.  The  taxes  imposed  by  this  act  and  the  revenue  derived  therefrom, 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  general  fund  and  for  the  payment  of  those  claims 
and  demands  which  shall  constitute  a  lawful  charge  upon  that  fund. 

CHAP.  266,  LAWS  OF  1886. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  more  certain  recovery  of  State  taxes 
from  delinquent  associations,  corporations  and  joint-stock  com¬ 
panies. 

Recovery  of  delinquent  taxes ;  provisions  as  to  prosecution  of  suits  for 
such  taxes. 

Section  1.  For  the  better  enforcement  of  chapter  five  hundred  and 
forty-two  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty  and  the  acts  amend¬ 
atory  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  having  knowledge  of  the 
evasion  of  taxation  under  said  acts  by  any  association,  corporation  or 
joint-stock  company  liable  to  taxation  thereunder,  to  report  such  fact  to 
the  Comptroller,  together  with  such  information  as  may  be  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  as  may  lead  to  the  recovery  of  such  taxes  from  said  association,  cor¬ 
poration  or  joint-stock  company,  and  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Attorney-General  or  Comptroller  the  interests  of  the  State  require  it,  either 
of  them  is  hereby  authoiized  to  employ  such  person  so  reporting  such 
evasion  to  assist  in  the  collection  and  preparation  of  evidence  and  in  the 
prosecution  and  trial  of  suits  for  such  taxes ;  and  so  much  of  the  sum  col¬ 
lected  from  such  delinquent  association,  corporation  or  joint-stock  com¬ 
pany,  by  reason  of  such  report  or  such  services,  as  shall  have  been  agreed 
upon  by  such  person  and  the  Attorney-General  or  Comptroller  as  a  com¬ 
pensation  therefor  shall  be  paid  to  such  person,  provided  that  the  sum  so 
p.aid  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  so  collected ;  and 
provided  further,  that  nothing  whatever  shall  be  paid  to  such  person  for 
such  purpose  unless  there  shall  be  a  recovery  of  taxes  from  such  delin¬ 
quent  association,  corporation  or  joint-stock  company  by  reason  of  such 
report  or  such  services. 

CHAP.  675,  LAWS  OF  1881. 

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  the  payment  of  school  taxes  by  railroad 

companies. 

Duty  of  school  collector  to  deliver  to  county  treasurer  certain  statement; 
duty  of  county  treasurer  in  the  premises. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  collector  in  each  school 
district  in  this  State,  except  in  the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings  and  Cat¬ 
taraugus,  within  five  days  after  the  receipt  by  such  collector  of  any  and 
every  tax  or  assessment-roll  of  his  district,  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the 
county  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  such  district,  or  the  greater  part 
thereof,  is  situated,  a  statement  showing  the  name  of  each  railroad  com- 
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pany  appearingin  said  roll,  the  assessment  against  each  of  said  companies 
tor  real  and  personal  property  respectively,  and  the  tax  against  each  of 
said  companies.  It  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  such  county  treasurer, 
immediately  after  the  receipt  by  him  of  such  statement  from  such  school 
collector,  to  notify  the  ticket  agent  of  any  such  railroad  company  assessed 
for  taxes  at  the  station  nearest  to  the  office  of  such  county  treasurer,  per¬ 
sonally  or  by  mail,  of  the  fact  that  such  statement  has  been  filed  with  liim 
by  such  collector,  at  the  same  time  specifying  the  amount  of  tax  to  be 
paid  by  such  railroad  company.  {Thus  amended,  Laics  of  1885,  chap.  533.) 

Time  in  which  tax  may  be  paid  with  one  per  cent  fees. 

§  2.  Any  railroad  company  hereafter  organized,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  organized,  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  may,  within  thirty  days  after 
the  receipt  of  such  statement  by  such  county  treasurer,  pay  the  amount 
of  tax  so  levied  or  assessed  against  it  in  such  district  and" in  such  state¬ 
ment  mentioned  and  contained,  with  one  per  centum  fees  thereon,  to  such 
county  treasurer,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  receive  such 
amount  and  to  give  proper  receipt  therefor. 

If  tax  not  paid  within  thirty  days,  duty  of  collector  to  collect ;  limita¬ 
tion. 

§  3.  In  case  any  railroad  company  shall  fail  to  pay  such  tax  within  said 
thirty  days,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  county  treasurer  to  notify  the  col¬ 
lector  of  the  school  district  in  which  such  delinquent  railroad  company  is 
assessed,  of  its  failure  to  pay  said  tax,  and  upon  receipt  of  such  notice  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  collector  to  collect  such  unpaid  tax  in  the  manner 
now  provided  by  law,  together  with  five  per  centum  fees  thereon ;  but  no 
school  collector  shall  collect  by  distress  and  sale  any  tax  levied  or  assessed 
in  his  district  upon  the  property  of  any  railroad  company,  until  the  receipt 
by  him  of  such  notice  from  the  county  treasurer. 

Tax  to  be  placed  to  credit  of  school  district ;  paid  to  collector  on 
demand  ;  fees  to  go  to  collector  on  demand. 

§  4.  The  several  amounts  of  tax  received  by  any  county  treasurer  in  this 
State  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  of  and  from  railroad  companies 
shall  be  by  such  county  treasurer  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  school  dis¬ 
trict  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  same  was  levied  or  assessed,  and  on 
demand  paid  over  to  the  school  collector  thereof,  and  the  one  per  centum 
fees  received  therewith  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of,  and  on  demand 
paid  to,  the  school  collector  of  such  school  district. 

Tax  may  be  paid  to  collector  direct. 

§  5.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  hinder,  prevent, 
or  prohibit  any  railroad  company  from  paying  its  school  tax  to  the  school 
collector  direct,  as  now  provided  by  law. 

CHAP.  694,  LAWS  OF  1867. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  tlie  valuation  of  the  property  of  railroad 
companies  in  school  districts,  for  the  purpose  of  taxation. 

Duty  of  town  assessors. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  assessors,  within  fifteen  days 
after  the  completion  of  their  annual  assessment-list,  to  apportion  the  val¬ 
uation  of  the  property  of  each  and  every  railroad,  telegraph,  telephone 
and  pipe-line  company  as  appears  on  such  assessment-list,  among  the 
several  school  districts  in  their  town,  in  which  any  portion  of  said  prop¬ 
erty  is  situated,  giving  to  each  of  said  districts  their  proper  portion, 
according  to  the  proportion  that  the  value  of  said  property  in  each  of  such 
districts  bears  to  the  value  of  the  whole  thereof  in  said  town.  ( Thus 
amended  by  chap.  414,  Laws  of  1884.) 

Apportionment. 

§  2.  Such  apportionment  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  signed  by  said 
assessors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  shall  set  forth  the  number  of  each 
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district  and  the  amount  of  the  valuation  of  the  property  of  each  railroad, 
telegraph,  telephone  and  pipe-line  companies  apportioned  to  each  of  said 
districts;  and  such  apportionment  shall  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk,  by 
said  assessors,  or  one  of  them,  within  five  days  after  being  made ;  and  the 
amount  so  apportioned  to  each  district  shall  be  the  valuation  of  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  each  of  said  companies,  on  which  all  taxes  against  said  companies 
in  and  for  said  districts  shall  be  levied  and  assessed,  until  the  next  annual 
assessment  and  apportionment.  (  Titus  amended  by  chap.  414,  Laws  of  1884.) 

When  assessors  neglect  to  make  apportionment. 

§  3.  In  case  the  assessors  shall  neglect  to  make  such  apportionment,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  of  the  town,  on  the  application  of  the 
trustees  or  board  of  education  of  any  district,  or  of  any  railroad,  telegraph, 
telephone  and  pipe-line  company,  to  make  such  apportionment,  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  the  like  effect  as  if  made  by  said  assessors.  ( Thus 
amended  by  chap.  340,  Laws  of  1885.) 

Town  clerk  to  furnish  certified  statement  when  requested. 

§  4.  The  town  clerk  shall,  whenever  requested,  furnish  to  the  trustees  or 
board  of  education  of  each  district  a  certified  statement  of  the  amounts 
apportioned  to  each  district,  and  the  name  of  the  company  to  which  the 
same  relates. 

When  alteration  is  made  in  school  district. 

§  5.  In  case  any  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  school  district,  affecting 
the  property  of  any  railroad,  telegraph,  telephone  or  pipe-line  company 
the  officer  making  such  alteration  shall,  at  the  same  time,  determine  what 
change  in  the  valuation  of  the  said  property  in  such  district  would  be 
just,  on  account  of  the  alteration  of  district,  and  the  valuation  shall  be 
accordingly  changed.  (  Thus  amended  by  chap.  340,  Laws  of  1885.) 


CHAP.  344,  LAWS  OF  1877. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  railroad  corporations  to  pay  commutation 
money  for  highway  labor  to  the  commissioners  of  highways  of 
town. 

Railroad  corporation  may  commute  ;  money,  how  applied. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  railroad  corporation  assessed  in  any  town  or 
road  district  for  highway  labor  shall  elect  to  commute  therefor,  as  provided 
by  law,  such  corporation  shall  pay  the  commutation  money  to  the  com¬ 
missioner  or  commissioners  of  highways  of  such  town,  and  such  moneys 
shall  be  applied  and  expended  in  the  improvement  of  roads  and  buildings 
and  maintenance  of  bridges  of  such  town.  ( Thus  amended,  Laws  of  1878, 
chap.  44.) 

Not  applicable  to  incorporated  villages  when  separate  road  district; 
proviso. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  incorporated  villages  which  constitute  a 
separate  road  district,  nor  shall  it  have  the  effect  to  repeal  or  modify 
chapter  66  of  the  Laws  of  1872. 


BONDING  OF  TOWNS,  AND  RAILROAD  AID  DEBTS. 


Several  statutes  of  this  State  relative  to  the  bonding  of  towns,  etc.,  are 
omitted  because  by  article  VIII,  section  11  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  adopted  November  3,  1874,  and  November  4,  1884,  they  are 
practically  abrogated,  as  to  any  future  application,  and  remain  as  apply¬ 
ing  only  to  the  time  prior  to  the  adoption  of  said  constitutional  amend¬ 
ment.  These  acts  are  as  follows :  Chap.  695,  Laws  of  1866 ;  chap.  907,  Laws 
of  1869 ;  chaps.  300,  438,  507,  597,  Laws  of  1870 ;  chaps.  64,  146.  260,  283,  388, 
925,  Laws  of  1871 ;  chaps.  54,  62,  307,  516,  689,  824,  883,  Laws  or  1872 ;  chap. 
720,  Laws  of  1873 ;  chap.  328,  Laws  of  1875  ;•  chap.  320,  Laws  of  1877 ;  chap* 
62,  Laws  of  1879 ;  chaps.  68,  293,  Laws  of  1882. 

Article  VIII,  Sec.  11,  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

No  county,  city,  town  or  village  shall  hereafter  give  any  money  or  prop¬ 
erty,  or  loan  its  money  or  credit,  to  or  in  aid  of  any  individual,  association 
or  corporation,  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  the  owners  of  stock  in  or 
bonds  of  any  association  or  corporotion,  nor  shall  any  such  county,  city, 
town  or  village  be  allowed  to  incur  any  indebtedness  except  for  county, 
city,  town  or  village  purposes.  This  section  shall  not  prevent  such 
county,  city,  town  or  village  from  making  such  provision  for  the  aid  or 
support  of  its  poor  as  may  be  authorized  by  law.  No  county  containing  a 
city  of  over  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  or  any  such  city,  shall  be 
allowed  to  become  indebted  for  any  purpose  or  in  any  manner  to  an 
amount  which,  including  existing  indebtedness,  shall  exceed  ten  per 
centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  estate  of  such  county  or  city 
subject  to  taxation,  as  it  appeared  by  the  assessment-rolls  of  said  county 
or  city  on  the  last  assessment  for  State  or  county  taxes  prior  to  the  incur¬ 
ring  of  such  indebtedness ;  and  all  indebtedness  in  excess  of  such  limita¬ 
tion,  except  such  as  may  now  exist,  shall  be  absolutely  void,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided.  No  such  county  or  such  city  whose  present 
indebtedness  exceeds  ten  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  its  real 
estate  subject  to  taxation  shall  be  allowed  to  become  indebted  hi  any  fur¬ 
ther  amount  until  such  indebtedness  shall  be  reduced  within  such  limit. 
This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  issuing  of  certificates  of 
indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of 
taxes  for  amounts  actually  contained,  or  to  be  contained  in  the  taxes  for 
the  year  when  such  certificates  or  revenue  bonds  are  issued  and  payable 
out  of  such  taxes.  Nor  shall  this  section  be  construed  to  prevent  the  issue 
of  bonds  to  provide  for  the  supply  of  water,  but  the  term  of  the  bonds 
issued  to  provide  for  the  supply  or  water  shall  not  exceed  twenty  years, 
and  a  sinking  fund  shall  be  created  on  the  issuing  of  said  bonds  for  their 
redemption,  by  raising  annually  a  sum  which  will  produce  an  amount 
equal  to  the  sum  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  at  their 
maturity.  The  amount  hereafter  to  be  raised  by  tax  for  county  or  city 
purposes,  in  any  county  containing  a  city  of  over  one  hundred  thousand 
inhabitants,  or  any  such  city  of  this  State,  in  addition  to  providing  for  the 
principal  and  interest  of  existing  debt,  shall  not  in  the  aggregate  exceed 
in  any  one  year  two  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  and 
personal  estate  of  such  county  or  city,  to  be  ascertained  as  prescribed  in 
this  section  in  respect  to  county  or  city  debt. 
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CHAP.  585,  LAWS  OF  1875. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  stock  and  bonds  of  bankrupt 
railroad  companies  bj  municipal  corporations  holding  the  same, 
and  for  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  such  stock  or  bonds. 

Sale  of  stock  or  bonds  authorized. 

Section  1.  Any  municipal  corporation  within  this  State  holding  and 
owning  any  stock  or  mortgage  bonds  of  any  railroad  company  in  this 
State  which  shall  have  been  adjudicated  bankrupt,  or  the  property  of 
which  shall  be  in  the  possession  of  a  receiver  appointed  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  or  the  railroad  or  other  property  of  which  shall  have  been  sold, 
or  shall  have  been  deemed  to  be  sold,  by  virtue  of  any  decree  of  foreclos¬ 
ure  of  any  mortgage  executed  by  such  railroad  company,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  sell  and  dispose  of  such  stock  or  mortgage  bonds  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided . 

When  commissioners  to  give  notice  of  sale  ;  what  notice  to  contain. 

§  2.  The  commissioner  or  commissioners  of  any  municipal  corporation 
within  this  State  which  shall  have  issued  its  bonds  in  aid  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  railroad  of  any  railroad  company  in  this  State  within  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  one  of  this  act  appointed  to  issue  such  bonds  of  any 
municipal  corporation  under  any  law  of  this  State,  or  the  successor  or 
successors  in  office  of  any  such  commissioner  or  commissioners,  on  the 
application  of  the  mayor  and  common  council  of  any  city,  or  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  any  incorporated  village,  or  of  the  supervisor  of  any  town 
within  this  State,  the  bonds  of  which  shall  have  been  issued  in  aid  of  the 
construction  of  any  such  railroad,  as  aforesaid,  shall  forthwith  publish  a 
notice  of  the  sale  at  public  auction  of  the  stock  or  mortgage  bonds  of  any 
such  railroad  company  held  and  owned  by  such  municipal  corporation  as 
aforesaid,  at  such  public  place  within  the  limits  of  such  municipal  corpo¬ 
ration  as  such  commissioner  or  commissioners  may  specify  in  such  notice. 
The  said  notice  shall  specify  the  amount  of  such  stock  or  bonds  so 
held  by  said  municipal  corporation  and  the  number  of  shares  of  such 
stock,  and  the  amount  of  such  bonds,  respectively,  and  the  name  of  the 
railroad  company  by  which  the  same  were  issued,  and  shall  be  published 
in  two  newspapers  published  in  the  county  wherein  such  railroad  may  be 
situated,  or  if  it  extends  through  or  into  more  than  one  county,  then  in 
two  newspapers  published  in  each  county  wherein  such  railroad  may  be 
situated,  at  least  once  in  each  week  after  the  first  publication  of  such 
notice,  until  the  day  of  sale,  which  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  twenty  days  after  the  first  publication  of  the  said  notice. 

Sale,  how  and  when  made. 

§  3.  On  the  day  and  at  the  place  of  sale  specified  in  the  notice  aforesaid, 
the  said  commissioner  or  commissioners  shall  sell  at  public  auction,  to 
the  highest  bidder  for  cash,  all  the  stock  or  mortgage  bonds  of  any  such 
railroad  company  so  held  and  owned  by  such  municipal  corporation  a9 
aforesaid,  in  such  parcel  or  parcels  as  in  their  discretion  shall  be  most 
advantageous  to  the  said  municipal  corporation,  and  shall  deliver  the 
same  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  and  shall  execute  to  said 
purchaser  or  purchasers  any  transfer  or  assignment  of  such  stock  or  bonds 
necessary  to  transfer  the  same ;  and  thereupon  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
of  such  stock  or  bonds  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
said  municipal  corporation,  and  of  the  said  commissioner  or  commission¬ 
ers  in  and  to  the  stock  or  bonds  so  sold  as  aforesaid. 

Proceeds  of  sale ;  disposition  of. 

§  4.  All  moneys  received  by  said  commissioner  or  commissioners  for  any 
stock  or  mortgage  bonds  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  immediately  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  of  such  muni¬ 
cipal  corporation  having  charge  of  its  funds,  in  case  of  a  town  to  the 
supervisor  thereof  for  the  use  of  such  municipal  corporation,  and,  after 
paying  the  expenses  of  such  sale,  shall  be  applied  by  such  municipal  cor- 
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poration  to  the  payment  and  extinguishment  of  its  bonds  issued  in  aid  of 
said  railroad  company,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever;  provided,  that 
in  case  the  municipal  bonds  so  issued  shall  nave  been  all  paid  before  such 
sale,  or  in  case  the  moneys  realized  from  such  sale  shall  be  more  than 
sufficient  to  payoff  the  municipal  bonds  issued  as  aforesaid  in  aid  of  such 


proceeds  of  such  railroad  stock 
be  applied  by  such  municipal 


railroad  corporation  then  outstanding,  the 
or  bonds,  or  any  such  balance  thereof,  shal 
corporation  to  the  payment  of  such  other  debt  thereof,  or  to  defray  such 
other  lawful  charge  thereupon  as  the  common  council  of  any  such  city,  or 
the  board  of  trustees  of  any  such  incorporated  village,  or  the  qualified 
voters  of  any  such  town,  in  town  meeting,  may  direct. 


Repeal. 

§  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  herewith, 
are  hereby  repealed. 


CHAP.  522,  LAWS  OF  1881. 


AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  villages,  cities, 
towns  and  counties  in  this  State  created  in  aid  of  railroads. 


Present  bonded  indebtedness  may  be  paid  by  issue  of  new  bonds  ;  pro¬ 
viso  as  to  rate  of  interest ;  cancellation  of  bonds  taken  up ;  when 
new  bonds  to  be  payable. 

Section  1.  The  present  bonded  indebtedness  of  any  village,  city,  town 
or  county  in  this  State,  including  interest  past  due  and  unpaid,  may  be 
paid  up  or  retired  by  the  issue  of  new  bonds  for  like  amount  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  mayor  and  common  council,  town  board,  board  of  super¬ 
visors  or  supervisor,  or  railroad  commissioners,  or  officer  or  officers, 
now  having  in  charge  according  to  law  the  pajmient  of  interest  and  prin¬ 
cipal  on  bonds  herein  proposed  to  be  paid  and  retired,  respectively,  of 
such  village,  city,  town,  or  county ;  provided,  however,  that  such  new 
bonds  shall  be  issued  only  when,  existing  bonds  can  be  retired  by  the  sub¬ 
stitution  therefor  of  such  new  bonds  or  can  be  paid  up  by  money  realized  on 
the  sale  of  new  bonds;  and  provided  further  that  such  new  bonds  shall  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi¬ 
annually.  All  existing  bonds  taken  up  by  the  substitution  oi:  such  new 
bonds  or  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  immediately  can¬ 
celed,  and  a  certificate  executed  by  the  officers  issuing  such  new  bonds 
shall  be  forthwith  made  and  filed  by  them  in  the  county  clerk’s  office  of 
the  proper  county,  which  shall  state  the  amount  of  existing  bonds  so  can¬ 
celed  and  of  new  bonds  so  issued.  This  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to 
authorize  the  issue  of  new  bonds  to  supersede  or  pay  existing  bonds 
which  have  been  adjudged  invalid  by  the  final  judgment  of  a  competent 
court.  The  new  bonds  so  to  be  issued  shall  be  made  payable  at  any  period 
or  periods  deemed  advisable  by  the  officers  issuing  the  same,  not  less  than 
two  years  or  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  date  ;  and  shall  bear  date 
and  draw  interest  from  the  date  of  the  payment  of  existing  bonds,  or  the 
receipt  of  money  to  pay  existing  bonds;  and  shall  be  issued  in  no  case  at 
less  than  for  their  par  value.  ( Thus  amended ,  chap.  453,  Laws  of  1883.) 

New  bonds  to  be  valid  ;  recital  in  same. 

§2.  The  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  when  substituted 
or  sold  to  retire  existing  bonds,  by  any  authorized  officers  of  any  town, 
village,  city  or  county,  or  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  valid  and 
binding  on  the  town,  village,  city  or  county  'wherein  they  are  issued,  and 
such  bonds  shall  contain  a  recital  that  they  "are  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  such  recital  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  any  court  of 
the  validity  of  said  bonds  and  the  regularity  of  their  issue. 


New  bonds  exempt  from  taxation. 

§  3.  All  new  bonds  issued  by  any  village,  city,  town  or  county  in  this 
State,  under  the  provisions  of" this  act,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for 
town,  county,  municipal  or  State  pui poses  until  the  period  when  they  are 
made  payable. 
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Commissioners,  supervisors  and  financial  officers  required  to  report 
annually  ;  to  whom  to  report,  and  what. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  supervisors  and 
financial  officers  of  towns,  villages,  cities  and  counties,  having  in  charge 
the  moneys  received  and  collected,  and  responsible  for  the  payment  of 
the  interest  and  principal  due  on  bonds  issued  under  this  act,  and  they  are 
♦  hereby  required  to  report  annually  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  counties, 
the  trustees  of  villages  and  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  or  common 
council  of  cities,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  now  required  by  law,  the  sum  due 
and  payable  the  succeeding  year,  both  principal  and  interest  on  said 
bonds. 

Tax  to  pay  bonds. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  counties,  the 
trustees  of  villages,  and  the  boards  of  aldermen,  and  the  common  councils 
of  cities,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  levy  and  collect  in  each  year  upon 
the  towns,  villages,  cities  or  counties  severally  obligated,  moneys  suffi¬ 
cient  to  pay  such,  interest  when  and  as  it  shall  fall  due,  and  the  principal 
of  such  bonds  when  and  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable. 


CHAP.  316,  LAWS  OF  1886. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  tlie  bonded  indebtedness  of  villages,  cities, 
towns  and  counties  in  this  State,  and  to  provide  means  for  the 
payment  and  refunding  thereof. 

Bonded  indebtedness,  how  paid  up  or  retired;  rate  of  interest  on  new 
bonds ;  old  bonds  to  be  canceled. 

Section  1.  The  present  bonded  indebtedness  of  any  village,  city,  town 
•or  county  in  this  State,  including  interest  past  due  and  unpaid,  may 
be  paid  up  or  retired  by  the  issue  of  new  bonds  for  like  amounts  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  mayor  or  common  council,  town  board,  board  of  super¬ 
visors  or  supervisor,  or  railroad  commissioners  or  officer  or  officers  now 
having  in  charge  according  to  law  the  payment  of  interest  or  principal 
on  bonds  herein  proposed  to  be  paid  or  retired  respectively  of  such 
village,  city,  town  or  county ;  provided,  however,  that  such  new  bonds 
shall  be  issued  only  when  existing  bonds  can  be  retired  by  the  substi¬ 
tution  therefor  of  such  new  bonds  or  can  be  paid  up  by  money  realized  on 
the  sale  of  such  new  bonds,  but  where  the  said  bonded  indebtedness  shall 
become  due  within  two  years  from  the  issue  of  the  said  new  bonds,  then 
such  new  bonds  may  be  issued  or  sold  to  provide  money  in  advance,  with 
which  to  pay  up  such  existing  bonds,  when  they  shall  become  due  and 
payable ;  and  provided  further,  that  such  new  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at 
a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually 
or  quarterly.  All  existing  bonds  taken  up  by  the  substitution  of  such 
new  bonds,  or  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  all  new  bonds  and 
coupons,  when  paid  up  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  immediately  canceled 
as  now  provided  by  law,  and  a  certificate  executed  by  the  officers  issuing 
such  new  bonds  snail  be  forthwith  made  and  filed  by  them  in  the  county 
clerk’s  office  of  the  proper  county,  which  shall  state  the  amount  of  exist¬ 
ing  bonds  so  canceled  and  of  new  bonds  so  issued.  This  act  shall  not  be 
so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  issue  of  new  bonds  to  supersede  or  pay 
existing  bonds  which  have  been  adjudged  invalid  by  the  final  judgment 
of  a  competent  court.  The  new  bonds  so  to  be  issued  shall  be  made  pay¬ 
able  at  any  period  or  periods  deemed  advisable  by  the  officers  issuing  the 
same,  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  forty  years  from  their  date ;  and 
shall  bear  date  and  draw  interest  from  the  date  of  the  payment  of  existing 
bonds,  or  the  receipt  of  the  money  to  pay  existing  bonds ;  and  an  amount 
not  less  than  two  per  cent  of  the  whffie  amount  of  said  bonds  so  issued 
shall  be  made  payable  and  shall  be  paid  and  retired,  each  and  every  year 
after  the  issue  thereof,  and  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  no  case  at  less 
than  for  their  par  value. 
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Validity. 

§  2.  The  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  when  submitted* 
or  sold  to  retire  existing  bonds,  by  any  authorized  officers  of  any  town, 
village,  city  or  county,  or  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  valid  ana 
binding  on  the  town,  village,  city  or  county  wherein  they  are  issued,  and 
such  bonds  shall  contain  a  recital  that  they  are  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  such  recital  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  any  court  of 
the  validity  of  said  bonds  and  the  regularity  of  their  issue. 

Exempt  from  taxation. 

§  3.  All  new  bonds  issued  by  any  village,  city,  town  or  county  in  this 
State,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for 
town,  county,  municipal  or  State  purposes,  until  the  period  when  they  are 
made  payable. 

Duty  of  railroad  commissioners. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  supervisors  and 
financial  officers  of  towns,  villages,  cities  and  counties,  having  in  charge 
the  money  received  and  collected,  and  responsible  for  the  payment  of  tne 
interest  and  principal  due  on  bonds  issued  under  this  act,  and  they  are 
hereby  required  to  report  annually  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  counties, 
the  trustees  of  villages  and  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen,  or  common 
council  of  cities  as  the  case  may  be,  as  now  required  by  law,  the  sum  due 
and  payable  the  succeeding  year,  both  principal  and  interest,  on  said 
bonds. 

Duty  of  boards  of  supervisors,  common  councils,  etc. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  counties,  the 
trustees  of  villages,  and  the  board  of  aldermen  and  the  common  council 
of  cities,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  levy  and  collect  in  each  year 
upon  the  towns,  villages,  cities  or  counties  severally  obligated,  moneys 
sufficient  to  pay  such  interest  when  and  as  it  shall  fall  due,  and  tne 
principal  of  such  bonds  when  and  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and 
payable. 

Commissioners  to  give  bonds. 

§  6.  Before  the  said  commissioners  or  either  of  them  shall  enter  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  under  this  act,  they  shall  jointly  and  severally 
with  two  or  more  sureties  execute  to  the  supervisor  of  said  town  or  city  a 
bond  in  the  penal  sum  equal  to  one-fourth  the  amount  to  be  issued  by  said 
town  or  city  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  their  duties  as  commissioners  under  this  act  and  exist¬ 
ing  laws,  and  for  the  just  and  honest  application  by  them  of 
all  moneys  or  bonds  issued  by  them  or  coming  into  their  hands 
as  such  commissioners.  The  sufficiency  of  said  sureties  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  supervisor  of  said  town  or  city,  or  the  county  judge  of  the 
county  wherein  said  town  is  situated,  or  any  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  snail  be  indorsed  on  said  bonds.  The  said  bonds  shall  immediately 
thereafter  be  deposited  with  the  supervisor  or  supervisors  of  said  town  or 
city,  to  be  collected  by  him  or  his  successors  in  office  for  the  use  and  bene¬ 
fit  of  said  town  or  city,  in  case  the  said  commissioners,  or  either  of  them, 
are  guilty  of  such  a  breach  of  duty  or  malfeasance  in  office  as  to  render 
said  bonds  collectible ;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  any  willful  appro¬ 
priation  or  embezzlement  or  wrongful  conversion  of  any  said  town  bonds, 
or  the  moneys  arising  from  the  same,  or  the  moneys  to  be  raised  by  a  sale 
thereof,  as  provided  by  this  act,  or  of  moneys  to  be  raised  by  tax  as  afore¬ 
said  to  an  amount  exceeding  $1,000,  shall  be  a  felony  punishable  by  impris¬ 
onment  in  the  State  prison  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years.

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CHAP.  421,  LAWS  OF  1875. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  towns,  cities  and  villages  to  pay  their  bonds, 
issued  for  railroad  purposes,  by  exchanging  therefor  their  rail¬ 
road  stock  or  bonds,  and  to  exchange  their  stock  of  any  railroad 
corporation  for  the  bonds  of  such  corporation. 

Town,  city  or  village  may  exchange  its  bonds  for  railroad  bonds  or  stocks; 
cancellation  of  bonds. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  town,  city  or  village  to  exchange 
the  bonds  and  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation  for  and  in  payment  of  the 
bonds  of  any  such  town,  city  or  village,  heretofore  issued  in  aid  of  any 
such  railroad  corporation,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  town,  city  or  vil¬ 
lage  to  exchange  the  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation  for  the  bonds  of 
such  corporation ;  and  such  exchange- may  be  made  by  the  officers  of  such 
town,  city  or  village  having  the  lawful  charge  and  custody  of  such  rail¬ 
road  stock  and  bonds,  but  the  same  shall  not  be  thus  exchanged  for  less 
than  the  par  value  thereof ;  and  when  any  such  exchange  shall  be  made, 
report  thereof  shall  be  made,  by  the  officers  making  the  same,  to  the  then 
next  meeting  of  the  board  of  auditors  of  their  town,  the  common  council 
of  their  city,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  their  village ;  and  the  town,  city  or 
village  bonds  obtained  by  such  exchange  shall  thereupon  be  canceled. 

CHAP.  124,  LAWS  OF  1883. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  522  of  the  Laws  of  1881,  entitled  “An 
act  in  relation  to  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  villages,  cities, 
towns  and  counties  in  this  State,  created  in  aid  of  railroads.” 

Indebtedness  may  be  paid  by  issue  of  new  bonds ;  proviso ;  existing 
bonds  to  be  canceled ;  construction  of  act ;  new  bonds,  when  to  be 
made  payable. 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  522  of  the  Laws  of  1881,  entitled  “  An  act 
in  relation  to  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  villages,  cities,  towns  and  coun¬ 
ties  in  this  State,  created  in  aid  of  railroads,”  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

§  1.  The  present  bonded  indebtedness  of  any  village,  city,  town  or  county 
in  this  State,  which  was  created  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  any  railroad,, 
or  which  was  created  in  the  renewal  or  extension  of  any  such  indebted¬ 
ness,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  may  be  paid  up  or  retired,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  whether  due  or  to  fall  due  by  the  issue  of  a  new  bond  or  bonds  by 
the  board  of  trustees,  mayor  and  common  council,  towrn  board,  board  of 
supervisors,  or  supervisor  or  railroad  commissioners,  or  officer  or  officers 
now  having  in  charge,  according  to  law,  the  payment  of  interest  and 
principal  on  bonds  herein  proposed  to  be  paid  and  retired,  respectively,  of 
such  village,  city,  town  or  county ;  provided,  however,  that  such  new  bond 
or  bonds  shall  be  issued  only  when  the  existing  bond  or  bonds  can  be 
retired  by  the  substitution  therefor  of  such  new  bond  or  bonds ;  or  can  be 
paid  up  by  money  realized  on  the  sale  of  such  new  bond  or  bonds ;  and, 
provided,  further,  that  such  new  bond  or  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually. 
Any  existing  bond  or  bonds  taken  up  by  the  substitution  of  such 
new  bond  or  bonds,  or  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
immediately  canceled,  and  a  certificate  executed  officially  by  the  officer 
or  officers  issuing  such  new  bond  or  bonds  shall  be  forthwith  made  and 
filed  by  him  or  them  in  the  county  clerk’s  office  of  the  proper  county, 
which  shall  state  the  amount  of  the  existing  bond  or  bonds  so  canceled, 
and  of  the  new  bond  or  bonds  so  issued.  This  act  shall  not  be  so  con¬ 
strued  as  to  authorize  the  issue  of  new  bonds  to  supersede  or  pay  existing 
bonds  which  have  been  adjudged  invalid  by  the  final  judgment  of  a  com¬ 
petent  court.  The  new  bond  or  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this- 
act  shall  be  made  payable  at  any  period  deemed  advisable  by  the  officer 
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or  officers  issuing  the  same,  not  less  than  two  years  nor  more  than  thirty 
years  from  their  date,  and  shall  bear  date  and  draw  interest  from  .the  date 
of  the  payment  of  the  existing  bond  or  bonds,  or  the  receipt  of  money  to 
pay  the  existing  bonds  or  bonds,  and  shall  be  issued  in  no  case  at  less  than 
their  par  value.  (See,  however,  section  1,  chap.  522,  Laws  of  1881,  as  amended 
by  chap.  453,  Laws  of  1883,  page  457  hereof  .) 

CHAP.  278,  LAWS  OF  1886. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  railroad  commissioners  to  issue  town  bonds 

in  place  of  bonds  lost  or  destroyed. 

New  bonds  may  be  issued  in  lieu  of  those  lost  or  destroyed;  bond  of 
indemnity  requisite. 

Section  1.  The  railroad  commissioners  of  any  of  the  towns  in  this  State, 
which  have  heretofore  issued  its  bonds  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  any 
railroad,  which  bonds,  or  any  of  which,  shall  have  been  lost  or  destroyed 
before  the  same  shall  have  become  due,  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
new  bonds  of  such  town  in  the  place  and  stead  thereof,  under  their  hand 
and  seal,  for  the  amount,  at  the  same  rate  of  interest,  and  to  become  due 
at  the  same  time  as  such  lost  or  destroyed  bond  or  bonds,  and  deliver  the 
same  to  the  owner  of  such  lost  or  destroyed  bond  or  bonds,  upon  such 
owner  furnishing  to  such  commissioners  satisfactory  proof,  by  affidavit, 
of  such  ownership,  and  of  the  loss  or  destruction  of  such  bond  or  bonds, 
and  filing  with  said  commissioners  a  sufficient  bond  of  indemnity,  with  at 
least  two  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  said  commissioner,  and  by  the  super¬ 
visor  of  the  town,  and  by  the  county  judge  of  the  county  in  double  the 
amount  of  such  bonds  so  to  be  issued. 

Contents  of  new  bond. 

§  2.  The  new  bond  or  bonds  so  issued  shall  state  upon  the  face  thereof 
the  denomination  and  number  of  the  bonds  in  the  place  and  stead  of 
wdiich  they  are  issued,  which  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  said  rail¬ 
road  commissioners,  and  the  coupons  attached  thereto,  for  interest,  shall 
be  signed  by  one  of  said  commissioners,  and  said  bonds  countersigned  by 
the  town  clerk  of  the  town,  and  registered  in  the  town  clerk’s  office  of  such 
town  in  the  record  thereof. 

Duty  of  railroad  commissioners  in  the  premises. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  commissioners  to  cause  any  such 
bond  of  indemnity,  taken  by  them  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act, 
with  their  approval  indorsed  thereon,  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  such  town  is  situated,  and  the  proofs  of  ownership,  loss 
or  destruction,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  such  town. 

CHAP.  349,  LAWS  OF  1877. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  bonds  issued  by  municipal 
corporations  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  907,  Laws  of  1869, 
entitled  “An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ‘An  act  to  authorize 
the  formation  of  railroad  corporations  and  to  regulate  the  same,5 
passed  April  2,  1850,  so  as  to  permit  municipal  corporations  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads,”  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof. 

Commissioners  to  report  annually  bonded  indebtedness. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  907,  Laws  of  1869,  entitled  “An  act  to  amend  an 
act  entitled  ‘  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  companies,  and 
to  regulate  the  same,’  passed  April  2, 1850,  so  as  to  permit  municipal  corpo¬ 
rations  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads,”  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  to  report  annually  the  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  under  said 
•chapter  907,  Laws  of  1869,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  by  the  town, 
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city  or  village  represented  by  such  commissioners;  the  date  and  time 
when  the  principal  of  said  bonds  will  become  due,  the  rate  and  times  of 
payment  of  interest  thereon,  the  amount  of  such  principal  or  interest  paid, 
the  amount  of  said  principal  or  interest  due  and  unpaid  and  to  become 
due  before  the  annual  tax  levy  and  collection  of  tax  for  the  year  next  suc¬ 
ceeding,  and  the  amount  in  their  hands  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  said  bonds  or  the  interest  thereon. 

Form  and  execution  of  report ;  to  be  delivered  to  supervisors. 

§  2.  Such  report  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  said  commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  and  there  shall  be  affixed  to  said  report  an  affidavit 
of  at  least  one  of  the  commissioners  that  such  report  is  in  all  respects  true 
and  correct.  The  commissioners  shall  deliver  said  report  to  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  within  three  days  after  the  commencement  of 
the  annual  meeting  of  said  board  of  supervisors. 

Provisions  for  payment;  moneys,  to  whom  to  be  paid  ;  bond  of  commis¬ 
sioners,  renewal  of. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  when  such  report  is  received,  to  cause  to  be  levied  and  raised  by  tax, 
on  the  taxable  property  of  said  town,  city  or  village,  the  amount  necessary 
to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  due  and  to  become  due  at  any  time  prior 
to  the  annual  tax  levy  and  collection  of  tax  for  the  year  then  next  succeed¬ 
ing,  as  shown  by  said  report,  after  deducting  moneys  on  hand  for  the 
purpose.  The  amount  so  levied  and  raised  by  tax,  when  so  collected,  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  said  commissioners,  to  be  by  them  applied  to  the  pur¬ 
pose  for  which  it  was  so  collected.  And  all  money  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
supervisor  of  any  town,  or  officer  of  any  city  or  village,  applicable  to  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds,  or  interest  thereon,  shall  be,  on 
demand,  paid  to  such  commissioners,  and  any  money  hereafter  raised 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  which  by  law  is  to  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  said  bonds,  or  interest  thereon,  shall,  in  like 
manner,  be  paid  to  said  commissioners.  But  before  any  money  shall  be  so 
paid  to  such  commissioners,  they  shall  severally  execute  to  the  town,  city 
or  village,  and  deliver  to  the  town  clerks  of  towns,  or  the  clerks  of  cities 
or  villages,  a  bond  with  two  or  more  sureties  in  double  the  amount  of  the 
money  to  be  so  received  by  them,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  condi¬ 
tioned  for  the  proper  and  due  disbursement  of  such  money,  and  the  proper 
accounting  therefor,  which  bond  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  supervisor, 
or  the  county  judge,  and  by  the  mayor  or  president  of  cities  or  villages, 
and  said  bona  shall  be  renewed  annually. 

Application  of  moneys  received  by  commissioners ;  cancellation  of  bonds ; 
commissioners  to  report  to  town  auditors,  etc.,  annually;  duplicate 
to  be  filed,  etc.;  indorsement  by  town  officers,  etc. ;  deposit  of  report 
and  bonds  ;  acts  not  applicable  to  certain  localities. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  of  said  bonds  at  the  maturity  thereof,  and  on  making  such  pay¬ 
ments  the  bond  or  interest  coupons  paid  shall  be  canceled  by  said  com¬ 
missioners  by  cutting  out  a  portion  of  said  bonds  or  coupons ;  and  a  full 
record  of  all  bonds  and  interest  coupons  paid  and  canceled  shall  be  kept 
by  said  commissioners,  which  record  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  supervisor,  members  of  the  board  of  town  auditors,  and 
justices  of  the  peace  of  towns,  or  the  members  of  common  councils  or  trus¬ 
tees  of  cities  or  villages ;  and  said  commissioners  shall  report  in  writing 
to  the  board  of  town  auditors  of  towns,  at  their  annual  meeting,  and  to 
the  common  council  or  trustees  of  cities  or  villages,  on  the  first  day 
of  April  of  each  year,  the  date,  number  and  amount  of  all  bonds  ana 
interest  coupons  paid  by  them  and  canceled  during  the  past  year, 
and  since  their  last  report,  and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  produce  and 
deliver  to  the  said  town  auditors,  Common  council  or  trustees,  the 
bonds  and  interest  coupons  canceled  by  them,  taking  a  receipt  there¬ 
for,  which  shall  set  forth  the  date,  number  and  amount  of  each  bond 
or  coupon.  Said  commissioners,  at  the  time  of  making  such  report,  shall 
also  file  with  the  town  clerk  of  towns,  and  clerk  of  cities  and  villages,  a 
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duplicate  thereof.  The  said  town  auditors  and  the  common  council  or 
trustees,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  indorse  upon  the  report  so  received 
from  the  commissioners,  that  the  bonds  and  interest  coupons  mentioned 
therein,  duly  canceled,  were  received  by  them  from  the  commissioners,  if 
such  is  the  case,  and  if  all  or  any  of  tnem  are  not  so  received,  so  state  in 
the  indorsement.  They  shall  then  deposit  said  canceled  bonds  and 
coupons  with  said  report,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  for  safe¬ 
keeping.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  in  any  manner  apply  to  or 
affect  the  town  of  Orleans,  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  or  any  officer 
thereof,  or  any  money  raised  by  tax  on  the  property  therein,  or  to  any 
bonds  except  such  as  were  given  under  the  act  mentioned  in  the  foregoing 
title. 

Limitation. 

§  5.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  counties  of  Oswego, 
Madison,  Erie,  Orleans,  Niagara  and  Genesee. 


CHAP.  84,  LAWS  OF  1871. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  owners  and  holders  of  certain  railroad 
mortgage  bonds,  made  payable  to  bearer,  to  render  the  same 
payable  to  order  only. 

Railroad  and  other  corporate  bonds  ;  how  made  non-negotiable. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  owning  and  hold¬ 
ing  any  railroad  mortgage  bonds,  or  other  corporate  bonds  (for  which 
a  registry  is  not  by  law  provided),  heretofore  issued,  or  which  may  be 
hereafter  issued,  and  made  payable  in  this  State,  and  which  are  made 

Eavable  to  bearer,  to  render  the  same  non-negotiable  by  the  owner  and 
older  indorsing  upon  the  same  and  subscribing  a  statement  that  said 
bond  is  the  property  of  such  owner.  And  thereupon  the  principal  sum 
of  money  mentioned  in  said  bond  shall  only  be  payable  to  such  owner  or 
his  legal  representatives  or  assigns. 

Transfers ;  how  made. 

,§  2.  The  bonds  described  and  referred  to  in  the  first  section  of  this  act 
may  be  transferred  by  an  indorsement  in  blank,  giving  name  and  resi¬ 
dence  of  assignor,  or  they  may  be  transferred  by  an  indorsement  payable 
to  bearer  or  to  the  order  of  the  purchaser  (naming  him),  subscribed  by 
the  assignor,  giving  name  and  place  of  residence. 


CHAP.  595,  LAWS  OF  1873. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  certain  negotiable  corporate  bonds  and 

obligations. 

How  owner  may  make  bonds  non-negotiable. 

Section  1.  The  owner  or  holder  of  any  corporate  or  municipal  bond  or 
obligation  ( except  such  as  are  designed  to  circulate  as  currency)  payable 
to  bearer,  heretofore  issued,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  issued  and  payable 
in  this  State,  but  not  registered  in  pursuance  of  any  law  thereof,  may 
make  the  same  non-negotiable  (except  as  provided  in  the  second  section 
of  this  act),  by  subscribing  his  name  to  a  statement  indorsed  thereon 
that  such  bond  or  obligation  is  his  property ;  and  thereupon  the  principal 
sum  therein  mentioned  shall  be  payable  only  to  such  owner  or  holder,  or 
his  legal  representatives  or  assigns. 

How  transferred  after  such  indorsement. 

§  2.  The  bonds  and  obligations  mentioned  in  the  last  section,  after  hav¬ 
ing  been  indorsed  as  therein  provided,  may  be  transferred  by  an  indorse¬ 
ment,  in  blank,  or  payable  to  bearer,  or  to  order,  with  the  addition  of  the 
assignor’s  place  of  residence. 
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The  provisions  of  this  act  to  apply  to  interest  coupons. 

§  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  all  interest  coupons  accom¬ 
panying  any  corporate  or  municipal  bond  or  obligation  payable  in  this 
State. 

Repeal. 

§4.  So  much  of  chapter  84  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  entitled  <cAn  act  to 
authorize  the  owners  and  holders  of  certain  railroad  mortgage  bonds, 
made  payable  to  bearer,  to  render  the  same  payable  to  order  only,”  as  is 
inconsistent  with  this  act  is  hereby  repealed. 


ACTS  GOVERNING  RAILROADS  AND  THEIR  EMPLOYEES 

IN  MANAGEMENT  OF  ROAD. 

CHAP.  100,  LAWS  OF  1847. 

AH  ACT  to  provide  for  the  destruction  of  Canada  thistles  and 
other  noxious  weeds  on  the  banks  of  the  canals,  railroads  and 
turnpike  roads. 

********* 

Canada  thistles  to  be  cut ;  if  corporation  neglect,  any  person  may  cut 
down  at  expense  of  corporation. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  railroad  corporations  and  turnpike 
road  corporations  within  this  State  to  cause  all  Canada  thistles,  white  and 
yellow  daisies  and  other  noxious  weeds  growing  on  any  lands  owned  or 
occupied  by  such  corporations,  to  be  cut  down  twice  in  each  and  every 
year,  once  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  and  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
June,  and  once  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  and  the  twenty-fifth 
day  of  August.  ( Thus  amended,  Laws  1881,  chap.  296.) 

Any  person  may  cut  down  where  corporation  neglects ;  corporation  to 
pay  expense. 

§  4.  If  the  said  corporations,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  shall  neglect  to 
oause  the  same  to  be  cut  down,  at  the  times  in  the  third  section  of  this  act 
mentioned,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  cut  the  same  between  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  June  and  the  fifth  day  of  July  inclusive,  and  between 
the  twenty-fifth  day  of  August  and  the  firth  day  of  September  inclusive  in 
each  year,  at  the  expense  of  the  corporation  on  whose  lands  said  Canada 
thistles,  white  and  yellow  daisies,  or  other  noxious  weeds  shall  be  so  cut, 
at  the  rate  of  $3  per  day  for  the  time  so  occupied  in  cutting,  to  be  recov- 
♦  ered  in  any  court  of  justice  in  this  State.  {Thus  amended,  Laws  1881,  chap. 
296.) 

CHAP.  534,  LAWS  OF  1879. 

AN  ACT  for  the  preservation  of  moose,  wild  deer,  birds,  fish 

and  other  game. 

Restrictions  as  to  transportation  of  venison  or  deer. 

Section  1.  *  *  *  No  person,  common  carrier,  corporation,  association  or 
company  shall  at  any  time  carry  or  transport  in  this  State,  or  have  in  posses¬ 
sion  for  the  purpose  of  transportation,  any  wild  deed*  or  venison,  taken, 
caught,  killed  or  captured  in  the  counties  of  this  State,  or  in  either  of 
them,  except  the  counties  of  Queens  and  Suffolk,  and  any  person,  common 
•carrier,  corporation,  association  or  company  which  has  in  his  or  its  pos- 


*So  in  original. 
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session  any  such  wild  deer  or  venison,  taken,  caught,  killed  or  captured  in 
any  of  the  said  counties  of  the  State  as  aforesaid,  or  in  either  of  them, 
except  the  counties  of  Queens  and  Suffolk,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  them 
in  possession  in  violation  of  this  act,  except,  however,  that  they  may 
transport  or  have  in  possession  for  the  purposes  of  transportation  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  August  to  the  fifth  day  of  November,  not  more  than 
one  carcass  of  wild  deer  or  venison,  taken,  caught,  killed  or  captured  in 
said  counties  as  aforesaid,  or  either  of  them,  for  each  owner  of  said  car¬ 
cass  as  aforesaid  ;  provided  that  such  carcass  be  accompanied  by  the  owner. 
This  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  head  dr  feet  of  wild  deer  when  severed 
from  the  carcass.  Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  preceding 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
in  addition  thereto  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  wild  deer  or  fawn  so  killed,  hunted,  pursued  or  trapped,  or  for  each 
carcass  or  part  thereof  transported  or  had  in  possession  for  transportation 
in  violation  of  this  act,  and  for  every  spring  gun  so  set,  or  wild  deer  or 
fawn  skin,  or  venison,  had  in  possession,  and  may  be  proceeded  against 
therefor  in  any  county  in  this  State  in  which  the  offense  was  committed, 
or  in  which  the  offender  or  prosecutor  may  reside,  or  have  an  office  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  (As  amended  by  chap.  501,  Laws  of  1888.) 


CHAP.  283,  LAWS  OF  1885. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  forest  commission,  and  to  define  its  powers 
and  duties  and  for  the  preservation  of  forests. 

%  4^ 

Forest  lands  not  to  be  leased  or  taken. 

§  8.  The  lands  now  or  hereafter  constituting  the  forest  preserve  shall  be 
forever  kept  as  wild  forest  lands,  and  shall  not  be  sold  nor  shall  they  be 
leased  or  taken  by  any  person  or  corporation,  public  or  private,  except 
that  whenever  any  of  "the  lands  now  constituting  the  forest  preserve,  or 
which  may  hereafter  become  a  part  thereof,  owned  by  the  State  within  any 
county  specified  in  section  seven  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  shall  consist 
of  separate  small  parcels  or  tracts  wholly  detached  from  the  main  portions 
of  the  forest  preserve  and  bounded  on  every  side  by  lands  not  owned  by 
the  State,  then  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  the  Comptroller  shall  have  power  to 
sell  and  convey  such  separate  tracts  or  parcels,  or  the  timber  thereon,  to 
such  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  association  as  shall  have  offered 
the  highest  price  therefor ;  but  no  such  tracts  or  parcels  of  land,  or  the 
timber  thereon,  shall  be  sold  by  the  Comptroller  except  upon  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  forest  commission  or  a  majority  thereof,  together  with 
the  advice  of  the  Attorney-General  in  behalf  of  the  State.  Such  separate 
tracts  or  parcels  of  land  may  be  exchanged  by  the  Comptroller  for  lands 
that  lie  adjoining  the  main  tracts  of  the  forest  preserve  upon  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  forest  commission  or  a  majority  thereof,  together  with  •• 
the  advice  of  the  Attorney-General  on  behalf  of  the  State ;  but  the  values 
of  said  lands  so  exchanged  must  be  first  appraised  by  three  disinterested 
appraisers  sworn  to  faithfully  and  fairly  appraise  the  value  of  said  lands, 
and  the  difference,  if  any,  between  the  values  of  such  parcels  so  proposed 
to  be  exchanged  shall  be-  paid  by  the  party  so  exchanging  with  the  State 
into  the  State  treasury,  but  the  State  shall  not  pay  the  amount  of  any  such 
difference.  Two  of  said  appraisers  shall  be  nominated  and  appointed  by 
the  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  said  lands  proposed  to  be  exchanged 
are  situate,  or  in  case  suchTands  are  situate  in  two  counties,  then  the 
county  judge  of  each  county  shall  nominate  and  appoint  each  one 
appraiser.  The  two  appraisers  so  appointed  shall  select  a  third  appraiser, 
and  they  shall  report  to  the  Comptroller  the  result  of  said  appraisal  before 
such  lands  shall  be  exchanged  as  aforesaid.  The  said  appraisers  so 
appointed  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  their  services  as  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  appraisers  of  decedents’  estates,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  so  pro¬ 
posing  to  exchange  lands  with  the  State.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comp¬ 
troller  annually  to  report  to  the  Legislature  all  sales  or  exchanges  of  lands 
made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  together  with  all  bids  and  the 
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amounts  received  therefor,  and  in  said  report  shall  be  included  the  reports 
of  appraisers  of  lands  exchanged  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  pro¬ 
visions.  The  proceeds  of  all  land  so  sold,  or  the  receipts  from  all 
exchanges  so  made,  shall  be  invested  by  the  Comptroller,  with  the 
approval  of  the  forest  commission,  in  the  purchase  of  forest  land  adjoin¬ 
ing  great  blocks  of  the  forest  preserve  now  owned  by  the  State.  ( lhus 
amended ,  Laws  of  1887,  chap.  475.) 

Railroad  companies  to  burn  all  inflammable  material. 

§  25.  Every  railroad  company  whose  road  passes  through  waste  or  forest 
lands,  or  lands  liable  to  be  overrun  by  fires  within  this  State,  shall  twice  in 
each  year  cut  and  burn  off  or  remove  from  its  right  of  way  all  grass, 
brush  or  other  inflammable  material,  but  under  proper  care,  and  at  times 
when  the  fires  thus  set  are  not  liable  to  spread  beyond  control. 

Locomotives  to  be  provided  with,  arrangement  for  preventing  escape  of 
fire  from  engine. 

§  26.  All  locomotives  which  shall  be  run  through  forest  lands  shall  be 
provided,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  this  act,  with  approved  and 
sufficient  arrangements  for  preventing  the  escape  of  fire  from  their 
furnaces  or  ash-pan,  and  netting  of  steel  or  iron  wirq  upon  their  smoke¬ 
stack  to  check  the  escape  of  sparks  of  fire.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
engineer  and  fireman  employed  upon  a  locomotive  to  see  that  the  appli¬ 
ances  for  the  prevention  of  the  escape  of  fire  are  in  use  and  applied,  as 
far  as  it  can  be  reasonably  and  possibly  done. 

Fire  not  to  be  deposited  on  track  in  the  vicinity  of  woodlands  ;  trainmen 
to  report  fences  on  fire ;  extinguishment. 

§  27.  No  railroad  company  shall  permit  its  employees  to  deposit  fire-coals 
or  ashes  upon  their  track  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  woodlands  or  lands 
liable  to  be  overrun  by  fires,  and  in  all  cases  where  any  engineers,  con¬ 
ductors  or  trainmen  discover  that  fences  along  the  right  of  way,  on  wood¬ 
lands  adjacent  to  the  railroad,  are  burning,  or  in  danger  from  fire,  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  report  the  same  at  their  next  stopping  place,  and  the  per¬ 
son  in  charge  of  such  station  shall  take  prompt  measures  for  extinguish¬ 
ing  such  fires. 

Companies  to  provide  men  to  extinguish  fires. 

§  28.  In  seasons  of  drought,  and  especially  during  the  first  dry  time  in 
the  spring  after  the  snows  have  gone  and  before  vegetation  has  revived, 
railroad  companies  shall  employ  a  sufficient  additional  number  of  track¬ 
men  for  the  prompt  extinguishment  of  fires.  And  where  a  forest  fire  is 
raging  near  the  line  of  their  road  they  shall  concentrate  such  help  and 
adopt  such  measures  as  shall  most  effectually  arrest  their  progress. 

§  29.  Any  railroad  company  violating  the  provisions  or  requirements  of 
this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $100  for  each  offense. 


CHAP,  439,  LAWS  OF  1884. 

AN  ACT  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  property  upon  the 
railroads  of  this  State,  to  promote  the  safer  and  better  manage¬ 
ment  of  steam  railroads. 

The  switches  to  be  used  in  constructing  new  or  in  renewal  of  old  ones. 

Section  1.  Steam  railroads  shall  hereafter  lay  in  the  construction  of  new 
and  in  the  renewal  of  existing  switches  upon  freight  or  passenger  main 
line  tracks,  switches  on  the  principle  of  either  the  so-called  Tyler,  Whar¬ 
ton,  Lorenz  or  split-point  switch,  or  some  other  kind  of  safety  switch 
which  shall  prevent  the  derailment  of  a  train  when  such  switch  is  mis¬ 
placed,  or  a  switch  interlocked  with  distant  signals.  For  each  switch  laid 
in  violationof  the  provisions  of  this  section  the  corporation,  person  or  per¬ 
sons  operating  said  railroad,  shall  be  li  ble  to  a  penalty  of  not  exceding 
$100,  and  to  the  further  penalty  of  $5  for  each  day  that  such  switch 
is  used. 
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Warning’  signals  ;  penalty;  what  misdemeanor. 

§  2.  Every  steam  railroad  shall,  within  six  months  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  erect,  and  thereafter  maintain,  such  suitable  warning  signals 
at  every  low  bridge  or  structure  which  crosses  the  railroad  above  the 
tracks,  where  such  warning  signals  may  be  necessary  for  the  protection 
of  employees  on  top  of  cars  from  injury.  The  corporation,  person  or  per¬ 
sons  operating  said  railroad,  and  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  exceeding  $100  for  each  thirty  days’ 
neglect.  Whoever  willfully  destroys  or  breaks  any  such  bridge  guard 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

The  Supreme  or  County  Court  may  on  application,  etc.,  order  flagman  to 
be  stationed  at  highway  crossing,  etc.;  when  such  order  to  be  made. 

§  3.  At  any  point  where  a  street,  highway,  turnpike,  plankroad  or  trav¬ 
eled  way  is  crossed  at  the  same  level  by  a  railroad,  or  at  anv  point  wThere  a 
horse  railroad  is  crossed  by  a  steam  railroad,  the  Supreme  Court  or  County 
Court  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  local  authorities  and  upon  ten 
days’  notice  to  the  railroad  corporation  whose  road  so  crosses,  order  that 
a  flagman  be  stationed  at  such  point,  or  that  gates  shall  be  erected  across 
such  street,  highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad,  and  that  a  person  be  sta¬ 
tioned  to  open  and  close  such  gates  when  an  engine  or  train  passes,  or 
make  such  other  order  respecting  the  same  as  it  deems  proper.  Such 
order  shall  only  be  made  after  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  such  corporation  to 
station  such  flagman  or  erect  such  gates  after  having  been  requested  so 
to  do  by  such  local  authorities. 

Automatic  couplers  after  July  1,  1886,  to  be  placed  on  new  freight  cars  ; 
penalty. 

§  4.  After  July  1,  1886,  no  couplers  shall  be  placed  upon  any  new  freight 
car  to  be  built  or  purchased  for  use,  in  whole  or  in  part,  upon  any  steam 
railroad  in  this  State,  unless  the  same  can  be  coupled  and  uncoupled  auto¬ 
matically  without  the  necessity  of  having  a  person  guide  the  link,  lift  the 
pin  by  hand,  or  go  between  the  ends  of  the  cars.  The  corporation,  person 
or  persons  operating  said  railroad,  and  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  exceeding  $100  for  each 
offense. 

Trains  and  locomotives  to  come  to  a  full  stop  where  roads  cross  on 
same  level ;  when  to  cross  ;  expense  of  watchman  ;  action  when 
railroad  companies  disagree  as  to  precedence  of  trains  ;  penalty  of 
engineer  and  corporation  ;  when  stop  may  be  discontinued  ;  where 
this  section  not  to  apply. 

§  5.  All  trains  and  locomotives  on  railroads  crossing  each  other  on  the 
same  level  shall  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing,  not  less  than  200  nor 
more  than  800  feet  from  said  crossing,  and  shall  then  cross  only  when  the 
way  is  clear  and  upon  a  signal  to  do  so  from  a  watchman  stationed  at 
the  crossing.  If  they  cannot  agree  as  to  the  expense  of  such  watchman, 
it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Supreme  Court,  upon  motion  thereto  by 
either  of  said  corporations.  In  case  of  disagreement  as  to  the  precedence 
of  trains,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  after  hearing,  may,  upon 
a  joint  application  of  the  companies  interested,  prescribe  rules  in  relation 
thereto.  An  engineer  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  $100,  and  any  corporation,  person  or  persons  operating 
the  railroad  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  $500.  The  full  stop  and  crossing  on  signal, 
provided  in  this  section,  may  be  discontinued  when  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  shall  decide  it  to  be  impracticable,  or  when,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  an  interlocking  switch 
and  signal  apparatus  is  adopted  and  put  in  operation  at  such  crossing  by 
the  railroads  there  crossing  each  other  at  a  level.  This  section  shall  not 
apply  to  depot  yards  and  the  approaches  thereto  when  the  crossing  roads 
are  under  lease  or  subject  to  the  same  management  or  control  in  the  use 
of  tracks. 
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When  automatic  air-brakes  or  other  form  of  safety  power  brake  to  be 
applied  from  locomotive  to  be  attached  to  passenger  cars  ;  not  to  apply 
to  cars  attached  to  freight  trains  where  speed  does  not  exceed  twenty 
miles  an  hour;  the  old  link  connection  after  July  1,  1884,  not  to  be 
used  on  cars  carrying  mails  and  passengers  exclusively ;  penalty. 

§  6.  After  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  no 
steam  railroad  shall  use  for  passenger  transportation  any  car  to  which  an 
automatic  air-brake  or  other  form  of  safety  power  brake,  applied  from 
the  locomotive,  shall  not  be  attached.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  any  cars  attached  to  freight  trains,  the  schedule  rate  of  speed 
of  which  does  not  exceed  twenty  miles  an  hour.  And  after  July  1,  1884,  no 
trains  which  carry  mails  or  passengers  exclusively  shall  run  cars  coupled 
by  the  old  link  connections.  The  corporation,  person  or  persons  operat¬ 
ing  said  railroad  and  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  $100  for  each  offense. 

Where  baggage  is  willfully  or  recklessly  injured;  insufficient  help  for 
handling  ;  penalty ;  disposition  thereof. 

§  7.  Any  baggagemaster  or  other  person  whose  duty  it  is,  for,  or  on 
behalf  of  any  common  carrier,  to  handle,  remove  or  care  for  the  baggage 
of  passengers,  who  shall  willfully  or  recklessly  injure  or  destroy  any 
trunk,  valise,  box,  bag,  package  or  parcel,  while  loading,  unloading, 
transporting,  delivering  or  storing  the  same,  or  any  railroad  corporation 
which  shall  knowingly  keep  in  its  employment  any  such  willful  or  reckless 
baggagemaster,  or  other  person,  or  which  shall  permit  any  injury  or . 
destruction  of  the  property  aforesaid  through  failure  to  provide  sufficient 
help  and  facilities  for  the  proper  handling  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  Upon  the  recovery  and  payment  of 
such  penalty,  the  court  before  whom  such  recovery  is  had  shall  set  apart 
and  pay  over  to  complainant  one-half  of  the  amount  so  recovered  and  paid. 

Axe,  sledge-hammer,  crowbar  and  handsaw  to  be  kept  in  each  closed 
car  in  every  passenger  train;  penalty. 

§  8.  Each  closed  car  in  use  in  every  passenger  train,  owned  or  regularly 
used  upon  a  railroad,  shall  be  equipped  with  one  set  of  tools,  consisting  of 
an  axe,  sledge-hammer,  crowbar  and  handsaw,  to  be  properly  placed  so 
as  to  be  easily  removed.  The  corporation,  person  or  persons  operating 
said  railroad  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  snail  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  $100  for  each  offense. 

Proviso. 

§  9.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  affect  the  provisions  of  chapter  353  of  the 
Laws  of  1882.  ( Act  creating  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.) 

CHAP.  605,  LAWS  OF  1886. 

AN  ACT  to  relieve  certain  railroad  companies  from  the  obliga¬ 
tion  of  operating  their  road  under  certain  conditions  during  the 
winter  season. 

Certain  roads  may  cease  operating  in  winter  season. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  any  railroad  hereafter 
constructed  and  used  principally  for  transporting  lumber  or  ores  during 
the  summer  months,  or  constructed  and  used  principally  for  summer 
travel  to  cease  the  operation  thereof  during  the  winter  season  by  com¬ 
plying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Application  to  be  made  to  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

§  2.  Any  such  corporation  may,  by  a  resolution  duly  passed  at  a  meeting 
of  the  directors  thereof,  apply  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of 
this  State,  for  permission  to  cease  the  operation  of  their  road  during  the 
winter  season  for  a  period  not  exceeding  seven  months  in  any  one  year, 
specifying  the  date  of  such  suspension,  and  the  date  of  the  reopening 
thereof.  Such  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may,  in  their  discretion, 
grant  an  order  permitting  such  abandonment  of  the  operation  of  said 
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road  during  the  winter  season  not  exceeding  said  period  of  seven  months. 
When  such  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  so  order,  said  railroad 
company  shall  be  relieved  of  the  duty  of  operating  their  road  during 
the  period  specified  in  such  order. 

Copy  of  order  to  be  posted  and  published. 

§  3.  Said  railroad  company  shall  post  a  copy  of  such  order  so  made  by 
said  Board  in  all  the  depots  of  and  at  the  termini  of  said  road,  and  publish 
the  same  in  every  paper  in  each  town,  in  any  part  of  which  said  road  shall 
be  constructed,  at  least  four  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  such  suspension. 

CHAP.  616,  LAWS  OF  1887. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  tlie  heating  of  steam  passenger  cars  and  to 
provide  for  the  placing  of  guards  and  guard -posts  on  railroad 
bridges  and  trestles  and  the  approaches  thereto. 

Passenger  cars  not  to  be  heated  by  stove  or  furnace  ;  powers  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  in  relation  thereto. 

Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  steam  railroad  doing  business 
in  this  State,  after  the  first  day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight,  to  heat  its  passenger  cars,  on  other  than  mixed  trains,  by  any  stove 
or  furnace  kept  inside  of  the  car,  or  suspended  therefrom,  except  It  may 
be  lawful,  in  case  of  accident  or  other  emergency,  to  temporarily  use  such 
stove  or  furnace  with  necessary  fuel.  Provided,  that  in  cars  which  have 
been  equipped  with  apparatus  to  heat  by  steam,  hot  water  or  hot  air  from 
the  locomotive,  or  from  a  special  car,  the  present  stove  may  be  retained, 
to  be  used  only  when  the  car  is  standing  still.  And  provided  also,  that 
this  act  shall  not  apply  to  railroads  less  than  fifty  miles  in  length,  nor  to 
the  use  of  stoves,  of  a  pattern  and  kind  to  be  approved  by  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  for  cooking  purposes  in  dining-room  cars.  ( Thus  amended, 
Laws  of  1888,  chap.  189. ) 

Guard-posts  to  be  placed  in  prolongation  of  line  of  bridge  trusses. 

§  2.  After  November  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  guard- 
posts  shall  be  placed  in  the  prolongation  of  the  line  of  bridge  trusses,  so 
that  in  case  of  derailment  the  posts  and  not  the  bridge  trusses  shall  receive 
the  blowr  of  the  derailed  locomotive  or  car. 

Penalty  for  violation  of  this  act. 

§  3.  Any  person  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  to  the  further  pen¬ 
alty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  during  which  such  a 
violation  shall  continue. 

Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  to  approve  devices  used  under  this  act. 

§  4.  Upon  the  application  of  any  railroad  covered  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may  approve  of  any  pro¬ 
posed  safeguard  or  device  to  be  used  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
thereafter  the  railroad  using  such  safeguard  or  device  so  approved  shall 
not  be  liable  to  any  of  the  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  for  a  violation 
thereof  in  regard  to  any  such  safeguard  or  device. 

§  5.  The  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  will  be  deemed  a 
misdemeanor. 

CHAP.  189,  LAWS  OF  1888. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  six  hundred  and  sixteen,  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  entitled  “  An  act  to  regulate 
the  heating  of  steam  passenger  cars  and  to  provide  for  the  plac¬ 
ing  of  guards  and  guard  posts  on  railroad  bridges  and  trestles 
and  the  approaches  thereto.” 

(Section  l  amends  §  1,  chap.  616,  Laws  of  1887,  as  given  above.) 

Railroad  Commissioners  may  extend  time  for  beating  in  special  cases. 

§  2.  In  special  cases  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may  extend 
the  time  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year  from  November  first,  eighteen 
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hundred  and  eighty-eight,  for  any  steam  railroad  doing  business  in  this 
State,  to  heat  its  passenger  cars  by  any  stove  or  furnace  kept  inside  the 
car  or  suspended  therefrom. 

CHAP.  300,  LAWS  OF  1837. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  unclaimed  trunks  and  baggage. 

Description  of  same  to  be  entered  in  a  book. 

Section  1.  The  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  the  several  lines  of  stages, 
and  the  proprietors  of  the  several  canal  boat  lines,  and  the  proprietors  of 
the  several  steamboats,  and  the  several  incorporated  railroad  companies, 
and  the  keepers  of  the  several  inns  and  taverns  within  this  State,  who 
shall  have  any  unclaimed  trunks,  boxes  nr  baggage  within  his,  their,  or 
either  of  their  custody,  shall  immediately  enter  the  time  the  same  was 
left,  with  a  proper  description  thereof,  in  a  book  to  be  by  them  provided 
and  kept  for  that  purpose.  In  case  the  name  and  residence  of  the  owner 
shall  be  ascertained,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  person  who  shall  have  any 
such  property  as  above  specified,  to  immediately  notify  the  owner  thereof 
by  mail. 

Description  of  property  to  be  made  and  published  in  State  paper. 

§  2.  In  case  there  shall  not  be  any  information  obtained  as  to  the  owner, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  having  t*he  possession  thereof,  to  make 
out  a  correct  written  description  of  all  such  property  as  shall  have  been 
unclaimed  for  thirty  days,  stating  the  time  the  same  came  into  his  posses¬ 
sion,  and  forward  said  description  to  the  editor  of  the  State  paper,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  on  the  first  Mondays  of  July,  October,  January  and  April, 
in  each  year,  to  publish  the  same  in  the  State  paper  once  a  week  for  three 
weeks  successively. 

If  not  claimed  for  sixty  days  after  said  publication,  to  be  opened  and 
examined  and  an  inventory  made  ;  when  to  be  sold  at  public  auction, 
upon  what  notice  ;  disposition  of  proceeds. 

§  3.  Incase  the  said  property  shall  remain  unclaimed  for  sixty  days 
after  the  said  publication,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  or  company 
having  possession  thereof,  to  apply  to  a  magistrate  of  the  town  or  city  in 
which  said  property  is  retained,  in  whose  presence  and  under  whose 
direction  said  property  shall  be  opened  and  examined,  and  an  inventory 
thereof  taken  by  said  magistrate ;  and  if  the  name  and  residence  of  the 
owner  is  ascertained  by  such  examination,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
magistrate  forthwith  to  direct  a  notice  thereof  to  such  owner,  by  mail ; 
and  if  said  property  shall  remain  unclaimed  for  three  months  after  such 
examination,  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  person  or  company  having 
possession  thereof  to  apply  to  a  magistrate  as  aforesaid,  and  if  said  magis¬ 
trate  shall  deem  such  property  of  sufficient  value,  he  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  giving  six  days’  previous  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  sale  ;  and  from  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  he  shall 
pay  the  charges  and  expenses  legally  incurred  in  respect  to  said  property, 
or  a  ratable  proportion  thereof  to  each  claimant,  if  insufficient  for  the 
payment  of  the  whole  amount ;  and  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  such 
sale,  if  any,  the  said  magistrate  shall  immediately  pay  to  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  said  town  or  city,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  thereof,  and  the 
said  overseers  shall  make  an  entry  of  such  amount,  and  the  time  of 
receiving  the  same,  upon  their  official  records,  and  it  shall  be  subject,  at 
any  time  within  seven  years  thereafter,  to  be  reclaimed  by,  and  refunded 
to,  the  owner  of  such  property,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  on  satisfactory  proof 
of  such  ownership. 

Expanse  ;  to  be  a  lien  on  property. 

§  4.  The  person  making  the  entry  of  unclaimed  property  as  above 
specified,  shall  be  entitled  to  twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  each  trunk,  box, 
bale,  package  or  bundle  so  entered,  and  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  property  so 
entered  until  payment  shall  be  made ;  and  in  case  any  additional  expense 
shall  be  incurred  for  printing,  the  lien  shall  continue  until  payment  shall 
be  made  for  such  additional  expense. 
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Penalty. 

§  5.  In  case  any  person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  trunk,  box  or  bundle  of  baggage  so  neglected  as  above  specified,  to 
the  benefit  of  any  person  who  shall  sue  for  the  same  in  his  own  name,  in 
an  action  of  debt  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 


CHAP.  185,  LAWS  OF  1857. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  extortion  by  railroad  companies. 

Penalty  for  taking  excess  of  fare. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  company  which  shall  ask  and  receive  a  greater 
rate  of  fare  than  that  allowed  by  law  shall  forfeit  $50,  which  sum  may  be 
recovered,  together  with  the  excess  so  received,  by  the  party  paying  the 
same;  but  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  not  construed  as  extortion, "for  any  rail¬ 
road  company  to  take  the  legal  rate  of  fare  for  one  mile  for  any  fractional 
distance  less  than  a  mile ;  and  every  action  brought  to  recover  said  $50 
and  excess  of  fare  shall  be  brought  within  one  year  after  the  accruing  of 
the  cause  of  action.  But  it  shall  be  a  defense  in  any  such  action  if  the  rail¬ 
road  company  shall  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  such  over¬ 
charge  shall  have  been  made  through  inadvertence  or  mistake  not  amount¬ 
ing  to  gross  negligence.  ( Thus  amended,  Laws  of  1886,  chap.  415.) 


CHAP.  346,  LAWS  OF  1863. 

AN  ACT  empowering  railroad  companies  to  empxoy  police  force. 

Appointment  of  policemen. 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  corporation  on  which  road  steam  is  used  as  the 
motive  power,  and  any  steamboat  company  may  apply  to  the  Governor  to 
commission  such  person  or  persons  as  the  said  corporation  may  designate, 
to  act  as  policemen  for  said  corporation ;  but  no  more  than  one  policeman 
shall  be  appointed  at  any  one  station  of  such  company.  ( Thus  amended, 
Laws  1866,  chap.  259.) 

Number. 

§  2.  The  Governor,  upon  such  application,  may  appoint  such  persons  or 
so  many  of  them  as  he  may  deem  proper  to  be  such  policemen,  and  shall 
issue  to  such  person  or  persons  so  appointed  a  commission  to  act  as  such 
policemen. 

Policemen  to  take  oath  of  office,  Secretary  of  State  to  transmit  certificate 
of  appointment,  etc. 

§  3.  Every  policeman  so  appointed  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  receiv¬ 
ing  his  commission,  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  in  the  case  of  officers 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  in  the  twelfth  article  of  the  Constitution, 
which  oath  of  office  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed  before  the  Secretary  of 
State,  or  before  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  policeman 
resides,  which  said  oath  or  a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  upon  the  filing  of  such  oath  of  office,  to  transmit  to  the  county 
clerk  of  each  county  through  or  into  which  the  railroad  or  steamboat  for 
which  such  policeman  is  appointed  may  run,  and  in  which  the  said  policeman 
is  herein  authorized  to  act,  a  certificate  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  his 
office,  setting  forth  the  appointment  of  said  policeman  by  the  Governor, 
and  that  his  commission  is  recorded  and  oath  of  office  filed  in  the  office 
of  said  Secretary  of  State,  which  certificate  shall  be  filed  by  each  county 
clerk  receiving  the  same.  Such  policemen  shall  thereupon  severally  pos¬ 
sess  all  the  powers  of  policemen  in  the  several  towns,  cities  and  villages 
in  which  they  shall  be  so  authorized  to  act  as  aforesaid.  ( Thus  amended , 
Laws  of  1875,  chap.  193.) 
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Shield. 

§  4.  Such  police  shall,  when  on  duty,  severally  wear  a  metallic  shield, 
with  the  words  “railway  police,”  or  “  steamboat  police,”  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  the  name  of  the  corporation  for  which  appointed  inscribed 
thereon,  and  said  shield  shall  always  be  worn  in  plain  view,  except  when 
employed  as  detectives.  ( Thus  amended ,  Laws  of  1866,  chap.  259.) 

Compensation. 

§  5.  The  compensation  of  such  police  shall  be  paid  by  the  companies  for 
which  the  policemen  are  respectively  appointed,  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  them. 

Powers  of,  when  to  cease. 

§  6.  Whenever  any  company  shall  no  longer  require  the  services  of  any 
policeman  so  appointed  as  aforesaid,  they  may  file  a  notice  to  that  effect 
in  the  several  offices  in  which  notice  of  such  appointment  was  originally 
filed,  and  thereupon  the  power  of  such  officer  shall  cease  and  be  determined. 


CHAP.  483,  LAWS  OP  1867. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  injury  and  loss  of  life  to  persons  on  railroad 
cars,  and  in  relation  to  a  uniform  for  the  employees  thereof. 

Platforms  to  cars  ;  uniforms  for  officers. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  railroad  company  or  corporation 
in  this  State,  and  every  railroad  company  or  corporation  running,  or  that 
may  hereafter  run  its  passenger  cars  in  this  State,  to  cause  the  platforms 
upon  the  ends  of  all  passenger  cars  to  be  so  constructed  that  when  said 
cars  shall  be  coupled  together,  or  made  up  into  trains  and  in  motion, 
danger  of  injury  to  persons  or  loss  of  life  between  the  ends  of  said  cars,  by 
falling  between  the  platforms  of  said  cars  while  passing  from  one  car  to 
another,  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  avoided.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  railroad  company  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State  by  the  power  of 
steam  to  designate  and  prescribe  such  peculiar  uniform  or  external 
apparel,  to  be  worn  by  its  officers,  agents  and  employees,  engaged  in  or 
about  its  passenger  offices  or  stations,  or  on  or  about  its  trains  upon  its 
tracks,  as  shall  plainly  to  all  travelers,  distinguish  all  such  persons ;  and 
such  uniform  or  apparel  shall  also  plainly  indicate  or  distinguish  the 
position  or  rank  of  the  wearer  in  the  employment  of  such  company.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  person  to  provide  and  wear  such  apparel 
or  uniform  when  employed  as  aforesaid.  And  every  such  company  that 
shall  fail  to  designate  and  prescribe  such  apparel  or  uniform,  and  to  also 
cause  the  same  to  be  generally  worn  by  all  such  persons,  from  and  after 
six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  this 
State  and  be  liable  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  on  the  first  day 
of  January  next  following  the  expiration  of  said  six  months,  and  on  every 
fir$t  day  of  January  thereafter,  the  sum  of  $10,000.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Attorney-General  of  this  State,  in  the  name  of  the  people  thereof,  to 
sue  for  and  recover  said  penalties  for  the  benefit  of  the  State.  And  in 
case  of  the  refusal  or  omission  of  any  person  aforesaid  to  wear  said  uniform 
or  apparel,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  or  to  obey  any  reasonable  rule  or 
regulation  of  any  such  company  relative  to  the  same,  or  the  wearing 
thereof,  it  shall  be  the  right  and  duty  of  every  such  company  to  deduct 
and  retain  the  amount  of  five  per  cent  of  the  agreed  or  accustomed  com¬ 
pensation  of  such  delinquent  person,  during  the  period  of  any  such  neglect 
or  refusal.  And  every  person  who  shall  advise  or  use  any  persuasion  to 
induce  any  person  being  an  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  any  such  com¬ 
pany,  to  leave  the  service  of  such  company  by  reason  of  any  such  apparel 
or  uniform  being  required  to  be  worn,  or  to  refuse  to  wear  the  same,  or 
any  part  thereof,  every  person  wffio,  without  authority,  shall  wear  such 
uniform  or  apparel,  and  every  person  being  an  officer  or  agent  in  any 
company  aforesaid,  who  shall  use  any  inducement  with  any  person  afore¬ 
said  to  come  into  the  employment  of  any  other  such  company,  by  reason 
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of  apparel  or  uniform  so  required  or  designated  to  be  worn,  shall  severally, 
by  reason  thereof,  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  be  liable  to  be  punished 
for  such  offense. 

Fine  for  violation. 

§  2.  Each  and  every  violation  of  this  act  by  any  railroad  company  or 
corporation,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$50  nor  more  than  $500,  to  be  sued  for  and  collected  in  the  name  of  the 
people  of  the  State  of  New  York  by  the  Attorney-General,  and  the  moneys, 
when  collected,  to  be  paid  into  the  general  fund  of  the  State. 

Proviso. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  operate  or  be  construed  to  exempt  railroad  com¬ 
panies  or  corporations  from  liability  for  damages  to  persons  who  may  be 
injured  or  sustain  loss  or  damage  by  or  through  any  neglect  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  4.  (Omitted  as  obsolete.) 


CHAP.  223,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  for  the  better  protection  of  the  traveling  public. 

Governor  authorized  to  appoint  conductors  and  brakemen  special 
policemen. 

Section  1.  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  to  appoint 
all  or  any  conductors  and  brakemen  of  any  trains  of  any  steam  railroad  in 
this  State  conveying  passengers,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  policemen 
having  all  the  powers,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  with  which  policemen 
of  villages  and  cities  are  clothed,  and  each  and  every  such  conductor  and 
brakemen  shall  take  and  file  the  usual  oath  of  office,  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  or  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  this  State  in  which  either  terminus  of  such  road  may  be. 

Power  to  arrest. 

§  2.  All  such  conductors  and  brakemen  acting  as  policemen  under  this 
act,  upon  any  such  railroad,  shall  have  full  power  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  arrest  and  hold  in  custody,  and  deliver  to  any  magistrate  having 
jurisdiction  in  such  cases,  at  either  terminus  of  such  road  in  this  State  or 
at  any  intermediate  station,  any  or  all  persons  whom  they  may  find 
engaged  in,  or  endeavoring  to  entice  others  to  engage  in  any  game  of  cards 
or  any  other  game  of  chance  whatever,  in  which  money  or  any  represen¬ 
tative  of  money,  or  any  other  valuable  thing,  is  to  be  lost  or  won,  and  to 
enter  complaint  to  such  magistrate  for  any  violation  of  the  law  governing 
in  such  cases. 

Penalty  for  failure  to  act. 

§  3.  Any  conductor  or  brakeman  refusing  or  neglecting  to  perform  the 
duty  imposed  upon  him  by  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
$250,  to  be  sued  for  by  and  in  the  name  of  any  superintendent  of  the  poor 
of  any  county  where  such  refusal  or  neglect  may  have  occurred,  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  at  any  place  on  the  line  of  said  railroad,  or 
to  imprisonment  not  less  than  six  months,  or  to  both,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Fines,  when  collected  ;  disposition  of. 

§  4.  Any  fine  so  imposed,  when  collected,  shall  be  placed  in  the  treasury 
of  the  county  where  recovered,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  county. 

Copy  of  this  act  must  be  posted  by  superintendent  or  manager. 

§5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  superintendent  or  manager  of  every 
steam  railroad  in  this  State,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to 
post  a  copy  of  this  law  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  each  and  every  car 
used  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  under  a  penalty  of  not  to  exceed 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  car  in  which  such  notice  shall  not  be 
posted. 
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CHAP.  636,  DAWS  OF  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  safety  of 
property  transported  on  the  several  railroads  of  this  State. 

Qualification  of  engineers. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  employed  as  an  engineer  by  any  officer  or 
agent  acting  for  or  in  behalf  of  either  of  the  railroads  of  this  State  who 
cannot  read  the  printed  time  tables  and  ordinary  handwriting. 

Id. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  run  an  engine  on  a  regular  or  special  train  upon 
either  of  the  railroads  of  this  State  who  cannot  read  printed  time  tables 
and  ordinary  handwriting. 

Penalty. 

§  3.  Any  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  punishable 
for  each  offense  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $100,  or  six  months’  imprisonment 
in  a  county  jail,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  cognizance  of  the 
offense. 


CHAP.  243,  LAWS  OF  1865. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  employees  on  railroads  in  this  State. 

Any  person  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  may  be  employed. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  railroad  in 
this  State  to  employ  auy  inhabitant  of  this  State  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  as  a  car  driver  or  conductor,  or  in  any  other  capacity,  notwith¬ 
standing  any  law,  regulation,  or  ordinance  of  any  officer  or  municipality, 
or  of  the  common  council  or  government  of  any  city  or  county  to  the 
contrary. 

CHAP.  560,  LAWS  OF  1866. 

AN  ACT  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  animals  for  human 

food. 

Limit  of  confinement  of  cattle  in  cars. 

Section  1.  No  railroad  company  in  this  State,  in  the  carrying  and  trans¬ 
portation  of  cattle,  sheep  or  swine,  shall  confine  the  same  in  cars  for  a 
longer  period  than  twenty-eight  consecutive  hours,  unless  delayed  by 
storms  or  other  accidental  causes,  without  unloading  for  rest,  water  and 
feeding,  for  a  period  of  at  least  ten  consecutive  hours.  In  estimating  such 
confinement,  the  time  the  animals  have  been  confined  without  such  rest 
on  connecting  roads  from  which  they  are  received  shall  be  computed,  it 
being  the  intention  to  prevent  their  continuous  confinement  bevond 
twenty-eight  hours,  except  upon  the  contingencies  herein  stated.  Nothing 
in  this  act  contained  shall  require  the  unloading  of  cattle,  sheep  or  swine 
from  the  cars  of  the  Buffalo  and  State  Line  railroad  before  their  arrival  at 
Buffalo,  and  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  railroad  before  they  arrive 
at  Salamanca. 

What  company  may  do  when  owner  neglects  to  feed. 

§  2.  Provided  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  said  animals  refuses  or 
neglects  to  pay  for  the  care  and  feed  of  animals  so  rested,  the  railroad 
company  may  charge  such  expense  to  the  owner  or  consignee,  and  retain 
a  lien  upon  the  animals  until  the  same  .is  paid  ;  and  provided  further,  that 
no  claim  of  damages  for  detention  shall  be  recovered  by  the  owner  or 
shipper  of  any  animals  -for  the  time  they  are  detained  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  act. 
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Penalty  for  violation  of  act. 

§  3.  Any  railroad  company,  owner,  consignee,  or  person  in  charge  of 
said  cattle,  sheep,  or  swine,  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  act, 
shall,  for  each  and  every  such  violation,  be  liable  for  and  forfeit  and  pay 
a  penalty  in  the  sum  or  $100,  to  be  sued  for  and  collected  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction,  by  any  person,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State 
of  New  York ;  one-half  of  the  penalty,  when  collected,  to  belong  to  the 
informer,  and  the  balance  to  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  of  the  State  of 
New  York. 

CHAP.  401,  LAWS  OF  1887. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  milk  cans. 
************ 
Eights  of  railroad  superintendents  in  relation  thereto. 

§  11.  The  owner  or  owners,  dealer  or  dealers,  shipper  or  shippers,  and 
the  several  superintendents  of  the  various  railroad  companies  and  the 
branches  and  connections  thereof,  and  steamboat  lines  operating  their 
lines,  or  any  portion  thereof  in  the  State  of  New  York,  or  elsewhere,  shall 
have  power  to  collect,  gather  and  take  into  possession  from  any  person  or 
persons  within  the  State  of  New  York,  or  wherever  found  in  said  State,  any 
such  milk  or  cream  can  or  cans,  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  agent 
therefor. 

What  shall  constitute  evidence  of  appointment  of  agent. 

§  12.  The  certificate  of  any  superintendent  of  any  of  the  railroad  com¬ 
panies  or  steamboat  lines  mentioned  in  this  act,  or  other  person  or  persons 
authorized  thereto,  in  this  act,  appointing  an  agent  to  collect  such  can  or 
cans  duly  acknowledged  before  a  notary  public,  shall  be  presumptive  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  authority  of  such  agent. 

Powers  of  such  agent. 

§  13.  Such  agent  shall  have  full  power  to  collect,  gather  and  take  into 
his  possession  from  any  person  or  persons,  or  wherever  found,  any  such 
milk  or  cream  can  or  cans,  and  in  case  of  resistance  may  call  to  his  aid  the 
assistance  of  any  constable  or  police  officer,  who  shall  assist  him  to  take 
possession  of  such  can  or  cans. 


CHAP.  160,  LAWS  OF  1838. 

AN  ACT  to  punish  willful  injuries  to  railroads. 

Punishment. 

Section  1.  Every  person  who  shall  willfully,  with  malicious  intent, 
remove,  break,  displace,  throw  down  or  destroy  any  iron,  wooden  or  other 
rail,  or  any  branches  or  branchways,  or  any  part  of  the  tracks,  or  any 
bridge,  viaduct,  culvert,  embankment  or  other  fixture,  or  any  part  thereof, 
attached  to  or  connected  with  such  tracks  of  any  railroad  in  this  State 
now  in  operation,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  put  in  operation,  or  who  shall 
willfully,  with  like  malicious  intent,  place  any  obstructions  upon  the  rails 
or  tracks  of  such  railroad,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  impris¬ 
onment  in  the  State  prison  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  in  a  county  jail 
not  less  than  six  months. 

Excepting  in  cases  of  death. 

♦ 

§  2.  The  preceding  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  extend  to  cases 
where  death  to  a  human  being  shall  result  from  the  commission  of  either 
of  the  offenses  mentioned  in  said  section.

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CHAP.  261,  LAWS  OF  1877. 

AN  ACT  to  punish  trespassing  on  railroads. 

Obstructions  on  track  ;  punishment  for  willfully  placing. 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  place  any  obstruction  upon 
any  railroad,  or  loosen,  tear  up  or  remove  any  part  of  a  railroad,  or  dis¬ 
place,  tamper  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  any  switches,  frogs,  rail,  track, 
or  other  part  of  any  railroad,  so  as  to  endanger  the  safety  of  any  train,  or 
who  shall  willfully  throw  any  stone  or  other  missile  at  any  train  on  any 
railroad,  or  at  any  street  car  or  omnibus  upon  or  in  which  there  shall  be 
at  the  time  any  passenger  or  passengers,  snail,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  a  State  prison  not  exceeding  ten  years, 
or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 
(Thus  amended ,  Laws  of  1881,  chap.  436.) 

(Chapter  415,  Laws  of  1879,  applicable  to  Kings  county  only,  and  hence 
omitted.) 

CHAP.  329,  LAWS  OF  1886. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  and  infectious 

diseases. 

In  what  cases  hermetically  sealed  casket  is  requisite. 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  is  to  be  trans¬ 
ported  over  the  railroads  of  this  State,  or  upon  any  passenger  steamboat 
plying  upon  the  rivers  of  this  State,  the  board  of  health  to  which  applica¬ 
tion  is  made  for  a  transit  permit  for  the  transportation  of  such  body  shall, 
if  the  physician’s  certificate,  or  the  permit  accompanying  such  body,  state 
the  cause  of  death  to  have  been  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease, 
require  that  such  body  be  inclosed  in  an  hermetically  sealed  casket  of 
metal  or  other  indestructible  material. 

CHAP.  134,  LAWS  OF  1878. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  of 

animals. 

( So  much  of  section  two  of  the  said  act  as  is  applicable  to  railways.) 
************ 

To  order  all  or  any  animals  coming  into  the  State  to  be  detained  at  any 
place  or  places  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  and  examination. 

To  prescribe  regulations  for  the  destruction  of  animals  affected  with 
infectious  or  contagious  disease,  and  for  the  proper  disposition  of  their 
hides  and  carcasses,  and  of  all  objects  which  might  convey  infection  or 
contagion,  provided  that  no  animal  shall  be  destroyed  unless  first 
examined  by  a  medical  or  veterinary  practitioner  in  the  employ  of  the 
Governor  as  aforesaid. 

To  prescribe  regulations  for  the  disinfection  of  all  premises,  buildings, 
boats  and  railway  cars,  and  of  all  objects  from  or  by  which  infection  or 
contagion  may  take  place  or  be  conveyed. 

To  alter  and  modify  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  expedient,  the 
terms  of  all  such  proclamations,  orders  and  regulations,  and  to  cancel  or 
withdraw  the  same  at  any  time.  (As  amended  by  chap.  286,  Laws  of  1888.) 

CHAP.  370,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  trespassing  and  intrusion  upon  railroad  cars 

and  engines. 

Jumping  upon  cars  prohibited. 

Section  1.  No  minor  or  other  person,  not  apassenger,  shall  climb,  jump, 
step,  stand  upon,  cling  to  or  in  any  way  attach  himself  to,  any  locomotive. 
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engine  or  car,  upon  any  part  of  the  track  of  any  railroad  in  this  State, 
unless  in  so  doing  such  person  shall  be  acting  in  compliance  with  law,  or 
by  permission  under  the  lawful  rules  and  regulations  of  the  corporation  or 
proper  officer  managing  such  railroad. 


Solicitation  to  enter  baggage  car  prohibited. 

§  2.  No  person  in  the  employment  of  any  said  corporation  or  officer,  or 
intrusted  with  the  care  or  possession  of  any  such  engine,  or  any  freight  or 
baggage  car  upon  any  said  track,  shall  invite  or  solicit  any  such  minor  or 
other  person  to  come,  or  be,  or  consent  to  his  remaining  upon  any  last- 
named  car,  or  upon  any  engine,  unless  said  minor  or  last-named  person 
shall  have  the  right  by  law  or  permission  as  aforesaid  to  go  or  remain 
upon  such  car  or  engine. 


Punishment. 

§  3.  And  any  person  who  shall  violate  either  section  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  liable  to  a  line  not  less  than  $5  nor  exceed¬ 
ing  $25,  which  may  be  imposed  by  any  court  or  magistrate  having  juris¬ 
diction  of  any  misdemeanor ;  and  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  further 
liable  to  imprisonment  until  such  line  and  costs  of  prosecution  shall  be 
paid. 


Repeal. 

§  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

CHAP.  490,  LAWS  OF  1885. 

AN  ACT  concerning  tramps.

Penalty  for  entering  building  without  consent. 

§  4.  Any  tramp  who  shall  enter  any  building  against  the  will  of  the 
owner  or  occupant  thereof,  under  such  circumstances  as  shall  not  amount 
to  burglary,  or  willfully  or  maliciously  injure  the  person  or  property  of 
another,  which  injury  under  existing  law  does  not  amount  to  a  felony,  or 
shall  be  found  carrying  any  firearms  or  other  dangerous  weapon,  or  "bur¬ 
glar’s  tools,  or  shall  threaten  to  do  any  injury  to  any  person  or  to  the  real 
or  personal  property  of  another,  when  such  offense  is  not  now  punishable 
by  imprisonment  in  the  State  prison,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and 
on  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  "State  prison  at 
hard  labor  for  not  more  than  three  years.

CHAP.  470,  LAWS  OF  1857.  ' 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  frauds  in  the  sale  of  tickets  to  passengers 
upon  railroads,  steamboats  and  steamships. 

Sale  of  tickets. 

Section  1.  No  person  other  than  the  agents  or  employees  of  railroad, 
steamboat  or  steamship  companies  of  this  State,  duly  appointed  by  them 
for  that  purpose,  by  a  proper  authority  in  writing,  shall  offer  for  sale,  or 
sell  within  this  State,  any  ticket  or  tickets  or  any  printed  or  written  instru¬ 
ment  issued  by  or  purporting  to  have  been  issued  by  any  railroad,  steam¬ 
boat  or  steamship  company,  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  for  the  transporta¬ 
tion  of  any  passenger  or  passengers,  upon  any  such  railroad,  steamboat 
or  steamship,  or  any  instrument  wholly  or  partly  printed  or  written, 
delivered  for  the  purpose  or  upon  the  pretense  of  the  procurement  to 
such  passenger  or  passengers,  of  any  such  ticket  or  tickets,  or  in  any 
other  manner  charge,  take  or  receive  any  money  as  a  consideration  or 
price  for  such  passage  or  for  the  procurement  of  such  passage  ticket  or 
tickets ;  and  no  ticket  or  tickets,  or  other  evidence  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
sold  or  offered  for  sale  by  the  said  agents  or  employees,  except  at  the 
offices  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  said  companies  respectively, 
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or  at  offices  conveniently  located  by  agents  of  other  duly  organized 
railway  companies,  and  at  prices  not  exceeding  their  regular  established 
rates,  provided  that  nothing  in  this  amendment  shall  apply  to  the  city 
and  county  of  New  York,  or  the  county  of  Kings.  ( Amended  by  chap.  820, 
Laws  of  1868.) 

Violation  of  act. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  complained  of  and  arrested 
for  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  lirst  section  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  magistrate,  before  whom  such  complaint  is  made,  to 
take  and  reduce  to  writing,  in  the  presence  of  the  person  or  persons  com¬ 
plained  of,  the  evidence  of  any  witness  which  may  be  offered,  either  on 
behalf  of  the  prosecution  or  the  party  accused,  and  the  depositions  so 
taken  shall  be  respectively  subscribed  by  the  witnesses  making  the  same, 
and  certified  by  the  magistrate ;  and  when  so  taken  and  certified,  the  said 
depositions  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  taken.  Upon  the  trial  of  any  person  or  persons  charged 
with  any  offense  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  testimony  taken  as 
aforesaid  may  be  read  by  either  party,  with  the  like  effect  as  if  the  said 
witness  or  witnesses  were  sworn  in  open  court  upon  said  trial,  provided  it 
shall  appear  therein  that  the  witness  or  witnesses  were,  at  the  time  of 
taking  the  same,  residents  of  another  State,  territory  or  province,  or  are 
emigrating  from  a  foreign  country,  or  are  residents  of  this  State,  and  on 
their  way  to  some  other  State,  territory  or  province. 

Penalty. 

§  3.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  upon  con¬ 
viction,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $100,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  three  months,  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

CHAP.  167,  LAWS  OF  1877. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  indictment  and  punishment  of  criminal 
offenses  committed  on  railroads  within  the  State. 

Where  indictments  for  any  crime  or  offense  committed  on  railroads  may 
be  found. 

Section  1.  When  any  crime  or  offense  shall  have  been  committed  within 
this  State,  on,  in  or  on  board  of  any  railroad  train  or  railroad  car  making 
any  passage  or  trip  on  or  over  any  railroad  in  this  State,  or  in  respect  to  any 
portion  of  the  lading  or  freight  of  any  such  railroad  train  or  railroad  car, 
an  indictment  for  the  same  may  be  found  in  any  county  through  which,  or 
any  part  of  which  such  railroad  train  or  railroad  car  shall  pass,  or  shall  have 
passed  in  the  course  of  the  same  passage  or  trip,  or  in  any  county  where  such 
passage  or  trip  shall  terminate,  or  would  terminate  if  completed  ;  and  such 
indictment  may  be  tried  and  a  conviction  thereon  had,  and  all  other  pro¬ 
ceedings  to  bring  the  offender  to  punishment  may  be  had,  in  any  such 
county,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  like  effect,  as  in  the  county 
where  the  offense  or  crime  was  committed. 

CHAP.  585,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  for  the  prevention  of  accidents  to  children. 

No  minor  child  to  be  allowed  to  ride  on  platform,  steps,  etc. 

Section  1.  No  minor  child  within  this  State  not  being  a  passenger  shall 
be  allowed  upon  the  platform  or  steps  of  any  railroad  car  drawn  by  steam, 
or  of  any  omnibus,  street  car  or  other  vehicle  drawn  by  horses,  and  the 
parents  or  guardians  of  any  child  who  shall  permit  such  child  to  ride  or 
play  upon  the  steps  or  platform  of  any  such  railroad  car,  omnibus,  street 
car  or  other  vehicle,  shall  be  punished  on  conviction  by  a  fine  not  less 
than  $5  nor  more  than  $10. 
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Duty  of  policemen  and  constables  to  arrest. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  constables  and  policemen  within  this 
State  to  arrest  any  child  or  children  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
And  any  such  child  or  children  shall  likewise  on  conviction  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $5  for  each  offense. 


CHAP.  186,  LAWS  OF  1880. 

AN  ACT  to  repress  and  punish  disorderly  conduct  on  public 

conveyances. 

Disorderly  conduct  on  railroad  car.,  etc.,  a  misdemeanor  ;  police  justice 
or  justice  of  the  peace  in  city  or  county  in  which  disorderly  act 
committed  to  have  jurisdiction. 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  shall  by  any  offensive  or  disorderly  act,  or 
language,  annoy  or  interfere  with  the  passengers  of  any  public  stage, 
railroad  car,  ferry-boat,  or  other  public  conveyance,  or  who  shall  disturb  or 
offend  the  occupants  of  such  stage,  car,  boat  or  conveyance  by  any  dis¬ 
orderly  act,  language  or  display,  although  such  act,  conduct  or  display 
may  not  amount  to  an  assault  or  battery,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  any  police  justice  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  city  or 
county  in  which  any  of  such  acts  shall  be  committed  shall  have  jurisdic¬ 
tion  thereof. 


CHAP.  261,  LAWS  OF  1878. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  accidents  on  railroads  operated  by  steam 

power  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

Any  person  getting  on  or  off  freight  or  wood  car  while  in  motion,  or 
unlawfully  riding  on  same,  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  ;  penalty. 

Section  1.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  get  on  or  off  a  freight  car 
or  engine  while  in  motion,  or  who  shall  ride  on  any  wood  or  freight  car 
unless  employed  by  or  with  permission  from  the  proper  officers  of  such 
railroad,  or  the  person  in  charge  of  such  car  or  engine  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dol¬ 
lars  or  three  months’  imprisonment,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 


CHAP.  628,  LAWS  OF  1857. 

AN  ACT  to  suppress  intemperance  and  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxi 

eating  liquors. 


Intemperate  persons  to  be  refused  employment  by  all  incorporated  com¬ 
panies  engaged  in  conveying  passengers,  especially  railroad,  steam¬ 
boat  and  ferry  companies ;  penalty  for  keeping  such  persons  in 
employment. 

************ 


§  31.  All  incorporated  companies  and  persons  in  this  State,  engaged  in 
conveying  passengers,  including  especially  all  railroad,  steamboat  and 
ferry  companies  and  all  kinds  of  corporations  conveying  for  hire,  persons 
or  property,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  required  to  refuse  employment  to  all 
persons  who,  on  good  and  sufficient  proof,  shall  be  shown  to  indulge  in 
the  intemperate  use  of  intoxicating  drinks,  and  any  such  company  which 
shall  retain  in  its  employ  any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  on  competent 
proof,  be  shown  to  be  intoxicated  at  any  period  whilst  in  the  active  service 
of  said  company  or  person,  either  as  engineer,  conductor,  fireman,  switch- 
tender,  commander,  pilot,  mate  or  foreman,  or  be  in  any  way  connected 
with  the  moving  power  or  management,  or  whose  duty,  if  neglected,

treasurer  in  the  county  where  the  offense  may  be  committed  and  proved, 
before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.

CHAP.  499,  LAWS  OF  1855. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  stealing  and  forging  of  railroad  tickets. 

Conviction  of  person  stealing*,  taking*  and  carrying  away  railroad  pas¬ 
senger  tickets,  larceny. 

Section  1.  Every  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  stealing,  taking  and 
carrying  away  any  railroad  passenger  ticket  or  tickets,  prepared  for  sale 
to  passengers,  previous  to  or  after  the  sale  thereof,  being  the  personal 
property  of  any  railroad  company,  or  of  any  other  corporation  or  corpora¬ 
tions,  or  of  any  person  or  persons,  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  grand  or 
petit  larceny,  as  prescribed  in  the  next  following  section. 

Where  price  of  ticket  authorized  to  be  charged  exceeds  twenty-five 
dollars,  grand  larceny;  punishment;  where  twenty-five  dollars  or 
under,  petit  larceny  ;  punishment. 

§  2.  If  the  price  or  prices  authorized  to  be  charged  for  such  ticket  or 
tickets,  on  a  sale  thereof,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  such 
price  or  prices  shall  be  deemed  the  value  of  such  ticket  or  tickets,  and 
the  offense  of  stealing,  taking  and  carrying  away  the  same  shall  be 
adjudged  grand  larceny,  and  the  person  convicted  of  the  same  shall  be 
imprisoned  in  a  State  prison  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years ;  but  if 
such  price  or  prices  shall  only  amount  to  twenty-five  dollars  or  under,  the 
offense  of  stealing,  taking  and  carrying  away  such  ticket  or  tickets  shall 
be  adjudged  guilty  of  petit  larceny,  and  the  person  convicted  of  the  same 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment. 

What  are  railroad  tickets. 

§  3.  Railroad  passenger  tickets  of  any  railroad  company,  as  well  before 
the  same  shall  have  been  issued  to  its  receivers  or  other  agents  for  sale  as 
after,  and  whether  indorsed  by  such  receivers  or  other  agents  or  not,  are 
to  be  deemed  railroad  tickets  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

Forged  tickets ;  punishment. 

§  4.  Every  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  having  forged,  counterfeited 
or  falsely  altered  any  railroad  ticket  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  either  of 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  act,  or  of  having  sold,  exchanged  or  deliv¬ 
ered  for  any  consideration,  any  such  forged  or  counterfeited  railroad  ticket, 
knowing  the  same  to  be  forged  or  counterfeited,  with  intent  to  injure  or 
defraud ;  or  of  having  offered  any  such  forged  or  counterfeited  railroad 
ticket  for  sale,  exchange  or  delivery,  for  any  consideration,  with  the  like 
knowledge  and  intent,  or  of  having  received  any  such  forged  or  counter¬ 
feited  railroad  ticket  upon  a  sale,  exchange  or  delivery,  for  any  consider¬ 
ation,  with  the  like  knowledge  and  intent,  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of 
forgery  in  the  third  degree,  and  shall  be  punished  in  like  manner  as  is  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law  in  cases  of  conviction  of  forgery  in  the  third  degree. 

Id. ;  penalty. 

§  5.  Every  person  who  shall  have  in  his  possession  any  such  forged  or 
counterfeited  railroad  ticket  as  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the  next  pre¬ 
ceding  section,  knowing  the  same  to  be  forged,  counterfeited  or  falsely 
altered,  with  intention  to  injure  or  defraud  by  uttering  the  same  as  true  or 
false,  or  by  causing  the  same  to  be  uttered,  or  by  the  use  of  the  same  to 
procure  a  passage  in  the  cars  of  the  railroad  company  by  which  such  ticket 
purports  to  have  been  issued,  shall  be  subject  to  the  punishment  provided 
by  law  for  forgery  in  the  fourth  degree. 
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CHAP.  590,  LAWS  OF  1872. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  processions  and  parades  in  the  cities  of  the 

State  of  New  York. 

No  procession  or  parade  to  interfere  with,  free  passage  of  cars  upon  street 
railways. 

Section  1.  No  procession  or  parade  shall  use  any  street  upon  the  surface 
of  which  is  a  railway  track  or  tracks  by  marching  upon  the  said  track  or 
tracks,  and  a  free  passage  of  cars  upon  railway  tracks  shall  not  be  inter¬ 
fered  with  by  the  formation,  halt  or  march  of  any  such  procession  or 
parade,  or  of  the  persons  composing  it.  Whenever  any  procession  shall 
find  it  necessary  to  march  across  a  railway  track,  the  portion  of  said  pro¬ 
cession  which  in  so  marching  is  likely  to  stop  the  passage  of  any  car  or 
cars  upon  said  track,  shall  come  to  a  halt  in  order  to  permit  said  car  to 
proceed.

Penalty. 

§  4.  Every  person  willfully  violating  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  with  a  fine  not  exceeding  $20,  or 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  days,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 


CHAP.  474,  LAWS  OF  1879. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  tlie  delaying  of  passengers  on  street  railroad 
cars,  and  to  prohibit  obstructing  the  free  passage  of  street  rail¬ 
road  cars. 

Obstructing  street  cars  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  1.  Every  person  who  shall  willfully  obstruct,  hinder  or  delay  the 
passage  or  running  of  any  car  lawfully  running  upon  any  horse  or  street 
railroad  in  this  State,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 


CHAP.  399,  LAWS  OF  1881. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  against  accidents  on  elevated  railroads. 
Trains  to  come  to  full  stop,  etc. 

Section  1.  All  trains  upon  elevated  railroads  shall  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  any  passenger  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  such  trains ;  and  no  train 
on  such  railroad  shall  be  permitted  to  start  until  every  passenger  desiring 
to  depart  therefrom  shall  nave  left  the  train,  provided  such  passenger  has 
manifested  his  or  her  intention  to  so  depart  by  moving  toward  or  upon 
the  platform  of  any  car ;  nor  until  every  passenger  upon  the  platform  or 
station  at  which  such  train  has  stopped,  and  desiring  to  board  or  enter 
such  cars  shall  have  actually  boarded  or  entered  the  same ;  provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  permit  any  person  to  board 
or  enter  any  train  after  due  notice  from  an  authorized  employee  of  such 
railroad  corporation  that  such  train  is  full,  and  that  no  more  passengers 
can  be  then  received. 

Gates,  construction  of,  etc. 

§  2.  Every  car  used  for  passengers  upon  elevated  railroads,  shall  have 
gates  at  the  outer  edges  of  its  platforms,  so  constructed  that  they  shall 
when  opened,  be  caught  and  held  open  by  such  catch  or  spring  as  will 
prevent  their  swinging  against  and  obstructing  passengers  in  their  egress 
from  or  ingress  to  such  cars ;  and  every  such  gate  shall  be  kept  closed 
while  the  car  is  in  motion ;  and  when  the  car  has  stopped  and  a  gate  has 
been  opened,  the  car  shall  not  start  until  such  gate  is  again  firmly  closed. 
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Penalty  for  violation  of  this  act. 

§  3.  Any  agent,  conductor,  engineer,  brakeman  or  employee  of  such  rail¬ 
road  corporation,  who  shall  start  any  train  or  car,  or  give  any  signal  or  order 
to  any  engineer  or  other  person,  by  signal,  rope  or  otherwise,  to  start  any 
train  or  car,  or  who  shall  obstruct  the  ingress  or  egress  of  any  passenger 
to  or  from  any  car,  or  who  shall  open  or  close  a  platform  gate  of  any  car,  in 
violation  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
upon  conviction  be  held  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  for  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  both ;  and  any  elevated  railroad  corpora¬ 
tion  that  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  comply  with,  or  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  upon  the  petition  of  any  citizen  to  any  court  of  record,  and 
upon  due  notice  to  such  corporation  and  proof  of  such  failure  or  neglect, 
pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  wherein  such  petition  is  made  a  sum  not  less 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  as  such 
court  may  direct  by  its  order ;  and  the  sum  so  ordered  to  be  paid  shall  be 
paid  by  such  clerk  of  the  court  to  the  county  treasurer,  and  shall  be  dis¬ 
tributed  by  such  treasurer  equally  among  the  public  hospitals  of  the 
county  in  which  such  proceeding  is  had,  at  such  times  as  the  board  of 
supervisors  or  board  of  aldermen  in  such  county  shall  direct. 

Construction  of  act. 

§  4.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  the  elevated  rail¬ 
road  companies  from  any  liability  under  which  they  may  now  be  held  by 
existing  laws  for  damages  to  persons  or  property. 

This  act  to  be  printed  and  posted  in  depots,  stations  and  cars. 

§  5.  The  officers  and  board  of  directors  of  such  railroad  corporations 
shall  immediately  cause  copies  of  this  act  to  be  printed  and  posted  con¬ 
spicuously  in  the  depots  or  stations  and  in  each  car  belonging  to  them. 


CHAP.  529,  LAWS  OF  1887. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  hours  of  labor  in  the  street  surface  and 
elevated  railroads  chartered  by  the  State,  in  cities  of  100,000 
inhabitants  and  over. 

Hours  of  labor  on  surface  street  and  elevated  railroads. 

Section  1.  Ten  hours’  labor  to  be  performed  within  twelve  consecutive 
hours,  with  reasonable  time  for  meals,  shall  constitute  a  day’s  labor  in 
the  operation  of  all  street  surface  and  elevated  railroads  owned  or  operated 
by  corporations  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  whose  main 
line  of  travel,  or  whose  routes  lie  principally  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
cities  of  more  than  100,000  inhabitants,  whatever  motive  power  may  be 
used  in  the  operation  of  such  railroads. 

Violation  of  act  a  misdemeanor. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  officer  or  agent  of  any  such  corpor¬ 
ation  to  exact  from  any  of  its  employees  more  than  ten  hours’  labor,  the 
same  to  be  performed  within  twelve  consecutive  hours,  with  not  less  than 
one-half  hour  for  dinner,  constituting  a  day ;  provided,  however,  that  in 
cases  of  accident  or  unavoidable  delay,  extra  labor  may  be  permitted  for 
extra  compensation. 

How  applicable. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  affect  contracts  now  in  force,  nor  apply  to  existing 
corporations  whose  characters  are  not  subject  to  alteration,  modification 
or  appeal. 

Repeal. 

§  4.  All  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

Sections  Applicable  to  IIailroad  Companies. 

Courts  of  special  sessions,  jurisdiction  of. 

Section  1.  Section  fifty-six  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  is  hereby 
ameuded  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  56.  Subject  to  the  power  of  removal  provided  for  in  this  chapter,  courts 
of  special  sessions,  except  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  and  the  city 
of  Albany,  have  in  the  first  instance  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
determine  charges  of  misdemeanors  committed  within  their  respective 
counties,  as  follows : 

*■  *********** 

9.  Intoxication  of  a  person  engaged  in  running  any  locomotive  engine 
upon  any  railroad,  or  while  acting  as  a  conductor  of  a  car  or  a  train  of 
cars  on  any  such  railroad. 

23.  Unlawfully  frequenting  or  attending  a  steamboat  landing,  railroad 
depot,  church,  banking  institution,  broker’s  office,  place  of  public  amuse¬ 
ment,  auction  room,  store,  auction  sale  at  private  residence,  passenger  car, 
hotel,  restaurant,  or  any  other  gathering  of  people.  ( Thus  amended ,  Laws 
1886,  cliajp.  28.) 

Of  crime  committed  in  the  State  on  board  of  any  railway  train,  etc. 

§  137.  When  a  crime  is  committed  in  this  State,  in  or  on  board  of  any 
railway  engine,  train  or  car,  making  a  passage  or  trip  on  or  over  any  rail¬ 
way  in  this  State,  or  in  respect  to  any  portion  of  the  lading  or  freightage 
of  any  such  railway  train  or  engine  car,  the  jurisdiction  is  in  any  county 
through  which,  or  any  part  of  which,  the  railway  train  or  car  passes,  or 
has  passed,  in  the  course  of  the  same  passage  or  trip,  or  in  any  county 
where  such  passage  or  trip  terminates,  or  would  terminate  if  completed. 

Plea  of  guilty,  how  put  in. 

§  335.  A  plea  of  guilty  can  only  be  put  in  by  the  defendant  himself  in 
open  court,  except  upon  an  indictment  against  a  corporation,  in  which 
case  it  may  be  put  in  by  counsel. 

Summons  upon  an  information  or  presentment  against  a  corporation,  by 
whom  issued,  and  when  returnable. 

§  675.  Upon  an  information  against  a  corporation,  the  magistrate  must 
issue  a  summons,  signed  by  him,  with  his  name  of  office,  requiring  the 
corporation  to  appear  before  him,  at  a  specified  time  and  place,  to  answer 
the  charge ;  the  time  to  be  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  issuing  of  the 
summons.

Porm  of  the  summons. 

§  676.  The  summons  must  be  in  substantially  the  following  form : 
“County  of  Albany,  [or  as  the  case  may  be  ]

“  Y’ou  are  hereby  summoned  to  appear  before  me,  at  [naming  the  place], 
on  [specifying  the  day  and  hour],  to  answer  a  charge  made  against  you, 
upon  the  information  of  A.  B.,  for  [designating  the  offense,  generally].

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When  and  how  served. 

§  677.  The  summons  must  be  served  at  least  five  days  before  the  day  of 
appearance  fixed  therein,  by  delivering  a  copy  thereof  and  showing  the 
original  to  the  president,  or  other  head  of  the  corporation,  or  to  the  secre¬ 
tary,  cashier  or  managing  agent  thereof. 

Examination  of  the  charge. 

§  678.  At  the  time  appointed  in  the  summons,  the  magistrate  must  pro¬ 
ceed  to  investigate  the  charge;  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  a 
natural  person  brought  before  him,  so  far  as  those  proceedings  are 
applicable. 

Certificate  of  the  magistrate,  and  return  thereof  with  depositions. 

§  679.  After  hearing  the  proofs,  the  magistrate  must  certify  upon  the 
depositions,  either  that  there  is  or  is  not  sufficient  cause  to  believe  the 
corporation  guilty  of  the  offense  charged,  and  must  return  the  depositions 
and  certificate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  221.

§  680.  If  the  magistrate  return  a  certificate  that  there  is  sufficient  cause 
to  believe  the  corporation  guilty  of  the  offense  charged,  the  grand  jury 
may  proceed  thereon  as  in  the  case  of  a  natural  person  held  to  answer. 

Appearance,  and  plea  to  indictment,  and  proceedings  thereon. 

§  681.  If  an  indictment  be  found  against  a  corporation,  it  may  appear  by 
counsel,  to  answer  the  same.  If  it  do  not  thus  appear,  a  plea  of  not  guilty 
must  be  entered,  and  the  same  proceedings  had  thereon  as  in  other  cases. 

Fine,  on  conviction  how  collected. 

§  682.  When  a  fine  is  imposed  upon  a  corporation,  on  conviction,  it  may 
be  collected  by  virtue  of  tne  order  imposing  it,  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county, 
out  of  their  real  and  personal  property,  in  the  same  manner  as  upon  an 
execution  in  a  civil  action. 
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Portions  thereof  Applicable  and  Belating  to  Bailroad 

Corporations. 

Compelling  employee  to  agree  not  to  join  any  labor  organization  a  mis¬ 
demeanor. 

Section  171a.  Any  person  or  persons,  employer  or  employers  of  labor, 
and  any  person  or  persons  of  any  corporation  or  corporations  on  behalf  of 
such  corporation  or  corporations,  who  shall  hereafter  coerce  or  compel 
any  person  or  persons,  employee  or  employees,  laborer  or  mechanic,  to 
enter  into  an  agreement,  either  written  or  verbal  from  such  person,  per¬ 
sons,  employee,  laborer  or  mechanic,  not  to  join  or  become  a  member  of 
any  labor  organization,  as  a  condition  of  sucn  person  or  persons  securing 
employment,  or  continuing  in  the  employment  of  any  such  person  or  per¬ 
sons,  employer  or  employers,  corporation  or  corporations,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  The  penalty  for  such  misdemeanor  shall  be 
imprisonment  in  a  penal  institution  for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  impris¬ 
onment.  {Chajp.  688,  Laws  of  1887.) 

Use  of  force  or  violence  declared  not  unlawful  in  certain  cases,  etc. 

Subdivision  5,  section  223. 

5.  When  committed  by  a  carrier  of  passengers,  or  the  authorized  agents 
or  servants  of  such  carrier,  or  by  any  berson  assisting  them,  at  their 
request,  in  expelling  from  a  carriage,  railway  car,  vessel  or  other  vehicle, 
a  passenger  who  refuses  to  obey  a  lawful  and  reasonable  regulation  pre¬ 
scribed  for  the  conduct  of  passengers,  if  such  vehicle  has  first  been  stopped 
and  the  force  or  violence  used  is  not  more  than  sufficient  to  expel  the 
offending  passenger,  with  a  reasonable  regard  to  his  personal  safety.

Advising  or  inducing  employees  not  to  wear  uniform  a  misdemeanor. 

§  425.  A  person  who, 

1.  Advises  or  induces  any  one,  being  an  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  a 
railway  company,  to  leave  the  service  of  such  company,  because  it  requires 
a  uniform  to  be  worn  by  such  officer,  agent  or  employee,  or  to  refuse  to 
wear  such  uniform,  or  anj-  part  thereof ;  or, 

2.  Uses  any  inducement  with  a  person  employed  by  a  railway  company 
to  go  into  the  service  or  employment  of  any  other  railway  company, 
because  a  uniform  is  required  to  be  worn ;  or, 

3.  Wears  the  uniform  designated  by  a  railway  company  without 
authority ; 

Is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

(2  R.  S.  534,  §  40;  2  R.  S.,  560,  §  143;  Laws  of  1867,  chap.  483,  §  l.) 

Arson  in  second  degree. 

§  487.  A  person  who, 

************ 

4.  Willfully  burns,  or  sets  on  fire,  in  the  night-time,  a  car,  vessel  or 
other  vehicle,  or  a  structure  or  building,  ordinarily  occupied  at  night  by  a 
human  being,  although  no  person  is  within  it  at  the  time. 
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Arson  in  third  degree. 

§  488.  A  person  who  willfully  burns,  or  sets  on  fire,  either, 

1.  A  vessel,  car,  or  other  vehicle,  or  a  building,  structure  or  other  erec¬ 
tion,  which  is  at  the  time  insured  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  with 
intent  to  prejudice  the  insurer  thereof ;  or, 

2.  A  vessel,  car  or  other  vehicle,  or  a  building,  structure  or  other 
erection  under  circumstances  not  amounting  to  arson  in  the  first  or  sec¬ 
ond  degree. 

Burglary  in  third  degree. 

§  498.  A  person  who  either, 

1.  With  intent  to  commit  a  crime  therein,  breaks  and  enters  a  building, 
or  room,  or  any  part  of  a  building;  or, 

2.  Being  in  any  building,  commits  a  crime  therein  and  breaks  out  of 
the  same ; 

Is  guilty  of  burglary  in  the  third  degree. 

(3R.  S.  941,  §§  13,  19.) 

Unlawfully  entering  building. 

§  505.  A  person  who,  under  circumstances  or  in  a  manner  not  amounting 
to  a  burglary,  enters  a  building,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  intent  to 
commit  a  felony  or  a  larceny,  or  any  malicious  mischief,  is  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

“  Building,”  defined. 

§  504.  The  term  “building,”  as  used  in  this  chapter,  includes  a  railway 
car,  vessel,  booth,  tent,  shop  or  other  erection  or  inclosure. 

Biding  on  freight  or  wood  trains  ;  getting  on  car  or  train  while  in  motion ; 

obstructing,  etc.,  horse  or  street  railroad  cars  ;  punishment. 

§  426.  A  person  who, 

1.  Bides  on  any  engine  or  any  freight  or  wood  car  of  any  railway  com¬ 
pany,  without  authority  or  permission  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  com¬ 
pany  or  of  the  person  in  charge  of  the  car  or  engine ;  or, 

2.  Who  gets  on  any  car  or  train  while  in  motion,  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  transportation  thereon  as  a  passenger ;  or, 

3.  Who  willfully  obstructs,  hinders  or  delays  the  passage  of  any  car 
lawfully  running  upon  any  horse  or  street  railway ; 

Is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

Penalty  for  attempting  to  forward  any  explosive  by  railroad  without 

revealing  true  nature  thereof. 

§  389.  A  person  who  makes  or  keeps  gunpowder,  nitro-glycerine,  or  any 
other  explosive  or  combustible  material,  within  a  city  or  village,  or  carries 
such  materials  through  the  streets  thereof,  in  a  quantity  or  manner  pro¬ 
hibited  by  law  or  by  ordinance  of  the  city  or  village  is  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor.  And  a  person  who,  by  the  careless,  negligent  or  unauthorized 
use  or  management  of  gunpowder  or  other  explosive  substance,  injures, 
or  occasions  the  injury  of,  the  person  or  property  of  another,  is  punishable 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  two  years.  Any  person  or  persons

offered  or  attempted  to  be  offered  to  the  companj^  or  carrier  to  which  it 
shall  be  presented  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  and  not  less  than  three 
hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  in  a  State  prison  for  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  years  or  be  subject  to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

Endangering  life  by  maliciously  placing  explosive  near  building,  car,  etc. 

§  645.  A  person  who  places  in,  upon,  under,  against  or  near  to  any 
building,  car,  vessel  or  structure,  gunpowder  or  any  other  explosive 
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substance,  with  intent  to  destroy,  throw  down  or  injure  the  whole  or  any 
part  thereof,  under  such  circumstances,  that  if  the  intent  were  accom¬ 
plished,  human  life  or  safety  would  be  endangered  thereby,  although  no 
damage  is  done,  is  guilty  of  a  felony.

Emigrants  ;  sales  and  exchanges  of  passenger  tickets. 

§  626.  A  person  who, 

1.  Sells,  or  causes  to  be  sold,  a  passage  ticket,  or  order  for  such  ticket, 
on  any  railway,  vehicle  or  vessel,  to  any  emigrant  passenger  at  a  higher 
rate  than  one  and  a  quarter  cents  per  mile ;  or, 

2.  Takes  payment  for  any  such  ticket  or  order  for  a  ticket  under  a  false 
representation  as  to  the  class  of  the  ticket,  whether  emigrant  or  first- 
class;  or, 

3.  Directly  or  indirectly,  by  means  of  false  representations,  purchases 
or  receives  from  an  emigrant  passenger  any  such  ticket ;  or, 

4.  Procures  or  solicits  any  such  passenger  having  such  a  ticket  to 
exchange  the  same  for  another  passenger  ticket,  or  to  sell  the  same  and 
purchase  some  other  passenger  ticket ;  or, 

5.  Solicits  or  books  any  passenger  arriving  at  the  port  of  New  York  from 
a  foreign  country  before  such  passenger  has  left  the  vessel  on  which  he 
has  arrived,  or  enters  or  goes  on  board  any  vessel  arriving  at  the  port  of 
New  York  from  a  foreign  country,  having  emigrant  passengers  on  board, 
for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  or  booking  such  passengers ;  and  a  person  or 
agent  of  a  corporation  employing  any  person  for  the  purpose  of  booking 
such  passengers  before  leaving  the  ship ; 

Is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

§  516.  A  person  who,  with  intent  to  defraud,  forges,  counterfeits,  or 
falsely  alters  any  ticket,  cheque  or  other  paper  or  writing,  entitling  or 
purporting  to  entitle  the  holder  or  proprietor  thereof  to  a  passage  upon 
any  railway  or  in  any  vessel  or  other  public  conveyance ;  and  a  person 
who,  with  iike  intent,  sells,  exchanges  or  delivers,  or  keeps  or  offers  for 
sale,  exchange  or  delivery,  or  receives  upon  any  purchase,  exchange  or 
delivery,  any  such  ticket,  knowing  the  same  to  have  been  forged,  counter¬ 
feited  or  falsely  altered,  is  guilty  of  forgery  in  the  third  degree.

Injury  to  railroad  track,  etc.,  how  punished. 

§  635.  A  person  who, 

1.  Displaces,  removes,  injures  or  destroys  a  rail,  sleeper,  switch,  bridge, 
viaduct,  culvert,  embankment  or  structure,  or  any  part  thereof,  attached 
or  appertaining  to  or  connected  with  a  railway,  whether  operated  by  steam 
or  by  horses ;  or, 

2.  Places  any  obstruction  upon  the  track  of  such  a  railway ;  or 

3.  Willfully  discharges  a  loaded  fire-arm,  or  projects  or  throws  a  stone 
or  any  other  missile  at  a  railway  train,  or  at  a  locomotive,  car  or  vehicle 
standing,  or  moving  upon  a  railway ; 

Is  punishable  as  follows : 

1.  If  thereby  the  safety  of  any  person  is  endangered,  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  ten  years. 

2.  In  every  other  case,  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  three  years, 
or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $250,  or  both.

§  590.  A  person  who  signs  the  name  of  a  fictitious  person  to  any  sub¬ 
scription  for,  or  agreement  to  take,  stock  in  any  corporation  existing  or 
proposed ;  and  a  person  who  signs  to  any  subscription  or  agreement  the 
name  of  any  person,  knowing  that  such  person  does  not  intend  in  good 
faith  to  comply  with  the  terms  thereof,  or  under  any  understanding  or 
agreement  that  the  terms  of  such  subscription  or  agreement  are  not  to  be 
complied  with  or  enforced,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

vessel  or  railway  train,  or  a  berth  or  state-room  on  a  vessel,  unless  he  is  an 
authorized  agent  within  the  provisions  of  the  last  section ;  nor  shall  any 
person,  as  such  agent,  sell  or  offer  to  sell  any  such  ticket,  instrument, 
berth  or  state-room,  or  ask,  take  or  receive  any  consideration  for  any 
such  passage,  conveyance,  berth  or  state-room,  excepting  at  the  office  desig¬ 
nated  in  his  appointment,  nor  until  he  has  been  authorized  to  act  as  such 
agent  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  last  section,  nor  for  a  sum 
exceeding  the  price  charged  at  the  time  of  such  sale  by  the  company, 
owners  or  consignees  of  the  vessel  or  railway  mentioned  in  the  ticket. 
But  a  person  who  shall  have  purchased  a  ticket  in  good  faith  for  his  own 
passage,  and  shall  have  been  prevented  from  using  the  same,  may  sell 
the  ticket  at  any  price  not  greater  than  the  regular  rate  established  there¬ 
for  to  another  person  in  good  faith  for  his  own  use.

And  every  such  order  sold  or  offered  for  sale  by  any  such  agent  must  be 
directed  to  the  company,  owners  or  consignees" at  their  office.

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right  of  passage  in  violation  of  this  chapter,  are  punishable  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  a  State  prison  not  exceeding  five  years.

ing  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  are  punishable  by  imprisonment 
in  a  county  jail,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  not  less  than 
three  months.

engine  or  apparatus,  or  to  cause  any  other  accident,  whereby  the  death  of 
a  human  being  is  produced,  is  guilty  of  manslaughter  in  the  second 
degree.  •

quantity  of  steam  as  to  burst  the  boiler,  engine  or  apparatus,  or  cause  any 
other  accident  vffiereby  human  life  is  endangered,  is  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor.

§  418.  A  person  wTho,  as  an  officer  of  a  corporation  or  otherwise,  know¬ 
ingly  employs  as  an  engineer  or  engine  driver  to  run  locomotives  or  trains 
on  any  railway  in  this  State  a  person  who  cannot  read  the  time-tables  and 
ordinary  handwriting,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

§  420.  A  person  who,  being  employed  upon  any  railway  as  engineer,  con¬ 
ductor,  baggage-master,  brakeman,  switch-tender,  fireman,  bridge-tender, 
flagman,  signal-man,  or  having  charge  of  stations,  starting,  regulating  or 
running  trains  upon  a  railway,  or  being  employed  as  captain,  engineer  or 
other  officer  of  a  vessel  propelled  by  steam  is  intoxicated  while  engaged  in 
the  discharge  of  any  of  such  duties,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

ing  such  whistle  at  intervals  until  such  locomotive  and  the  train  to  which 
the  locomotive  is  attached  shall  have  completely  crossed  such  road  or 
street,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

pledged  or  issued,  or  signs  or  procures  to  be  signed  with  intent  to  sell, 
pledge  or  issue,  or  to  be  sold,  pledged  or  issued,  a  false,  forged  or  fraudu¬ 
lent  paper,  writing  or  instrument,  being  or  purporting  to  be  a  scrip, 
certificate  or  other  evidence  of  the  ownership  or  transfer  of  any  share  or 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  company  or  corporation,  or  a  bond 
or  other  evidence  of  debt  of  such  company  or  corporation,  or  a  certificate  or 
other  evidence  of  the  ownership  or  of  the  transfer  of  any  such  oond 
or  other  evidence  of  debt,  is  guilty  of  forgery  in  the  third  degree,  and  upon 
conviction,  in  addition  to  the  punishment  prescribed  in  this  title  for  tnat 
offense,  may  also  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  $3  000.

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State  or  government,  and  bearing  the  pretended  signature  of  any  person, 
therein  falsely  indicated  as  an  agent  or  officer  of  such  corporation,  is 
forgery  in  the  same  degree,  as  if  that  person  were  in  truth  such  officer  or 
agent  of  the  corporation  or  association,  State  or  government.

1.  Sells,  pledges  or  issues,  or  causes  to  be  sold,  pledged  or  issued,  or 
signs  or  executes,  or  causes  to  be  signed  or  executed,  with  intent  to  sell, 
pledge  or  issue,  or  to  cause  to  be  sold,  pledged  or  issued,  any  certificate  or 
instrument  purporting  to  be  a  certificate  or  evidence  of  the  ownership  of 
any  share  or  shares  of  such  company  or  corporation,  or  any  bond  or  evi¬ 
dence  of  debt,  or  writing  purporting  to  be  a  bond  or  evidence  of  debtof  such, 
company  or  corporation,  without  being  first  thereto  duly  authorized  by 
such  company  or  corporation,  or  contrary  to  the  charter  or  laws  under 
which  such  corporation  or  company  exists,  or  in  excess  of  the  power  of 
such  company  or  corporation,  or  of  the  limit  imposed  by  law  or  otherwise 
upon  its  power  to  create  or  issue  stock  or  evidences  of  debt ;  or, 

2.  Reissues,  sells,  pledges  or  disposes  of,  or  causes  to  be  reissued,  sold, 
pledged  or  disposed  of,  any  surrendered  or  canceled  certificates,  or  other 
evidence  of  the  transfer  or  ownership  of  any  such  share  or  shares ; 

Is  punishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  three  years  nor  more 
than  seven  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $3,000,  or  by  both.

§  592.  An  officer,  agent  or  clerk,  of  a  corporation,  or  of  persons  propos¬ 
ing  to  organize  a  corporation,  or  to  increase  the  capital  stock  of  a  corpo¬ 
ration,  who  knowingly  exhibits  a  false,  forged  or  altered  book,  paper, 
voucher,  security  or  other  instrument  of  evidence  to  any  public  officer  or 
board  authorized  by  law  to  examine  the  organization  of  such  corporation, 
or  to  investigate  its  affairs,  or  to  allow  an  increase  of  its  capital,  with  intent 
to  deceive  such  officer  or  board  in  respect  thereto,  is  punishable  by  impris¬ 
onment  in  a  State  prison  not  exceeding  ten  years  and  not  les~  +han  three 
years.

Misconduct  of  directors  of  stock  corporations.

7.  To  receive  in  exchange  for  the  shares,  notes,  bonds,  or  other  evidences 
of  debt  of  such  corporation,  shares  of  the  capital  stock  or  notes,  bonds  or 
other  evidences  of  debt  issued  by  any  other  stock  corporation ; 

Is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

§  602.  A  director,  officer  or  agent  of  any  corporation  or  joint-stock  asso¬ 
ciation,  who  knowingly  receives  or  possesses  himself  of  any  property  of 
such  corporation  or  association,  otherwise  than  in  payment  of  a  just 
demand,  and  with  intent  to  defraud,  omits  to  make,  or  to  cause  or  direct 
to  be  made,  a  full  and  true  entry  thereof,  in  the  books  or  accounts  of 
such  corporation  or  association ;  and  a  director,  officer,  agent  or  member 
of  any  corporation  or  joint-stock  association,  who,  with  intent  to  defraud, 
destroys,  alters,  mutilates  or  falsifies  any  of  the  books,  papers,  writings 
or  securities  belonging  to  such  corporation  or  association,  or  makes  or 
concurs  in  making  any  false  entry,  or  omits  or  concurs  in  omitting  to 
make  any  material  entry  in  any  book  of  accounts,  or  other  record  or 
document  kept  by  such  corporation  or  association,  is  punishable  by 
imprisonment  in  a  State  prison  not  exceeding  ten  years,  and  not  less  than 
three  years,  or  by  imprisonment  in  a  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year, 
or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

§  603.  A  director,  officer  or  agent  of  any  corporation  or  joint-stock  asso¬ 
ciation,  who  knowingly  concurs  in  making  or  publishing  any  written 
report,  exhibit  or  statement  of  its  affairs  or  pecuniary  condition,  contain¬ 
ing  any  material  statement  which  is  false,  other  than  such  as  are  else¬ 
where,  by  this  Code,  specially  made  punishable,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

§  610.  A  director  of  a  corporation,  or  joint-stock  association,  who  is 
present  at  a  meeting  of  the  directors,  at  which  any  act,  proceeding  or 
omission  of  such  directors  in  violation  of  this  chapter  occurs,  must  be 
deemed  to  have  concurred  therein,  unless  he  at  the  time  causes,  or  in 
writing  requires,  his  dissent  therefrom  to  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the 
directors.

§  611.  A  director  of  a  corporation,  or  joint-stock  association,  although 
not  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  directors,  at  which  any  act,  proceeding  or 
omission  of  such  directors,  in  violation  of  this  chapter,  occurs,  must  be 
deemed  to  have  concurred  therein,  if  the  facts  constituting  such  violation 
appear  on  the  record,  or  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of 
directors,  and  he  remains  a  director  of  the  same  company  for  six  months 
thereafter,  without  causing,  or  in  writing  requiring,  his  dissent  from  such 
illegality  to  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  directory.

injunction. 

§  612.  A  director,  trustee  or  other  officer  of  a  joint-stock  association  or 
corporation,  upon  whom  a  notice  of  application  for  an  injunction  affecting 
the  property  or  business  of  such  joint-stock  association  or  corporation  is 
served,  who  omits  to  disclose  to  the  other  directors,  officers  or  managers 
thereof,  the  fact  of  such  service,  and  the  time  and  place  of  such  applica¬ 
tion,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

§  659.  A  person  who  carries,  or  causes  to  be  carried  in  or  upon  any  vessel 
or  vehicle  or  otherwise,  any  animal  in  a  cruel  or  inhuman  manner,  or  so 
as  to  produce  torture,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

Transporting  animals  for  more  than  twenty-four  consecutive  hours  a 

misdemeanor. 

§  663.  A  railway  corporation,  or  an  owner,  agent,  consignee,  or  person  in 
charge  of  any  horse,  sheep,  cattle,  or  swine,  in  the  course  of,  or  for  trans¬ 
portation,  who  confines,  or  causes  or  suffers  the  same  to  be  confined,  in 
cars  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty-four  consecutive  hours,  without 
unloading  for  rest,  water  and  feeding,  during  ten  consecutive  hours,  unless 
prevented  by  storm  or  inevitable  accident,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  In 
estimating  such  confinement,  the  time  during  which  the  animals  have 
been  confined  without  rest,  on  connecting  roads  from  which  they  are 
received,  must  be  computed.  If  the  owner,  agent,  consignee,  or  other  per¬ 
son  in  charge  of  any  such  animals  refuses  or  neglects  upon  demand  to  pay 
for  the  care  or  feed  of  the  animals  while  so  unloaded  or  rested,  the  railway 
company,  or  other  carriers  thereof,  may  charge  the  expense  thereof  to 
the  owner  or  consignee  and  shall  have  a  lien  thereupon  for  such  expense.

The  word  “  animal,”  as  used  in  this  title,  does  not  include  the 
human  race,  but  includes  every  other  living  creature ;

§  381.  A  person  who,  either  on  his  own  account  or  as  agent  or  officer  of  a 
corporation,  carries  on  business  as  innkeeper,  or  as  common  carrier  of  pas¬ 
sengers,  and  refuses,  without  just  cause  or  excuse,  to  receive  and  entertain 
any  guest,  or  to  receive  and  carry  any  passenger,  is  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor.

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No  exclusion  because  of  race,  color,  etc. 

§  383.  No  citizen  of  this  State  can,  by  reason  of  race,  color,  or  previous 
condition  of  servitude,  be  excluded  from  the  equal  enjoyment  of  any 
accommodation,  facility  or  privilege  furnished  by  innkeepers  or  common 
carriers,  or  by  owners,  managers,  or  lessees  of  theaters  or  other  places  of 
amusement  by  teachers  and  officers  of  common  schools  and  public  insti¬ 
tutions  of  learning,  or  by  cemetery  associations.  The  violation  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50,  nor  more 
than  $500.

§  1G2.  A  person  being  the  master,  owner  or  agent  of  any  vessel,  or 
officer  or  agent  of  any  railway,  express  or  transportation  company,  or 
otherwise  being  or  representing  any  carrier  who  delivers  any  bill  of  lad¬ 
ing,  receipt  or  other  voucher,  by  which  it  appears  that  merchandise  of 
any  kind  nas  been  shipped  on  board  a  vessel,  or  delivered  to  a  railway, 
express  or  transportation  company,  or  other  carrier,  unless  the  same  has 
been  so  shipped  or  delivered,  and  is  at  the  time  actually  under  the  control 
of  such  carrier,  or  the  master,  owner,  or  agent  of  such  vessel,  or  of  some 
officer  or  agent  of  such  company,  to  be  forwarded  as  expressed  in  such 
bill  of  lading,  receipt  or  voucher,  is  punishable  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  by  both.

§  630.  No  person  can  be  convicted  of  an  offense  under  the  last  two  sec¬ 
tions  for  the  reason  that  the  contents  of  any  barrel,  box,  case,  cask,  or  other 
vessel  or  package  mentioned  in  the  bill  of  lading,  receiptor  other  voucher 
did  not  correspond  with  the  description  given  in  such  instrument  of  the 
merchandise  received,  if  such  description  corresponds  substantially  with 
the  marks,  labels  or  brands  upon  the  outside  of  such  vessel  or  package, 
unless  it  appears  that  the  defendant  knew  that  such  marks,  labels  or 
brands  were  untrue. 

Duplicate  receipts  must  be  marked  “  duplicate.” 

§  631.  A  person  mentioned  in  sections  628  and  629,  who  issues  any  second 
or  duplicate  receipt  or  voucher  of  a  kind  specified  in  those  sections  at  a 
time  while  a  former  receipt  or  voucher  for  the  merchandise  specified  in 
such  second  receipt  is  outstanding  and  uncanceled,  without  writing  across 
the  face  of  the  same  the  word  “  duplicate,”  in  a  plain  and  legible  manner, 
is  punishable  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $1,000,  or  by  both. 

Selling,  hypothecating  or  pledging  property  received  for  transportation 
or  storage. 

§  632.  A  person  mentioned  in  sections  628  and  629,  who  sells  or  pledges 
any  merchandise  for  which  a  bill  of  lading,  receipt  or  voucher  has  been 
issued  by  him  without  the  consent  in  writing  thereto  of  the  person  holding 
such  bill,  receipt  or  voucher,  is  punishable  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  by  both.

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AN  ACT  to  regulate  commerce. 

Be  it  enacted  bij  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  apply  to  any  common  carrier  or  carriers  engaged  in  the  transporta¬ 
tion  of  passengers  or  property  wholly  by  railroad,  or  partly  by  railroad 
and  partly  by  water  when  both  are  used,  under  a  common  control,  man¬ 
agement,  or  arrangement,  for  a  continuous  carriage  or  shipment,  from 
one  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  or.the  District  of  Columbia,  to 
any  other  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  or  the  District  of 
Columbia,  or  from  any  place  m  the  United  States  to  an  adjacent  foreign 
country,  or  from  any  place  in  the  United  States  through  a  foreign  coun¬ 
try  to  any  other  place  in  the  United  States,  and  also  to  the  tranportation 
in  like  manner  of  property  shipped  from  any  place  in  the  United  Stat-  s  to 
a  foreign  country  and  carried  from  such  place  to  a  port  of  transshipment, 
or  shipped  from  a  foreign  country  to  any  place  in  the  United  States  and 
carried  to  such  place  from  a  port  of  entry  either  in  the  United  States  or  an 
adjacent  foreign  country:  Provided,  however.  That  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  not  ajiply  to  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  or  to 
the  receiving,  delivering,  storage,  or  handling  of  property,  wholly  within 
one  State,  and  not  shipped  to  or  from  a  foreign  country  from  or  to  any 
State  or  Territory  as  aforesaid. 

The  term  “railroad”  as  used  in  this  act  shall  include  all  bridges  and 
ferries  used  or  operated  in  connection  with  any  railroad,  and  also  all  the 
road  in  use  by  any  corporation  operating  a  railroad,  whether  owned  or 
operated  under  a  contract,  agreement,  or  lease ;  and  the  term  “  transpor¬ 
tation  ”  shall  include  all  instrumentalities  of  shipment  or  carriage. 

All  charges  made  for  any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  property  as  aforesaid,  or  in  connection 
therewith,  or  for  the  receiving,  delivering,  storage,  or  handling  of  such 
property,  shall  be  reasonable  and  just;  and  every  unjust  and  unreason¬ 
able  charge  for  such  service  is  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  unlawful. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  special  rate,  rebate,  drawback,  or 
other  device,  charge,  demand,  collect,  or  receive  from  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons  a  greater  or  less  compensation  for  any  service  rendered,  or  to  be 
rendered,  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  than  it  charges,  demands,  collects,  or  receives  from 
any  other  person  or  persons  for  doing  for  him  or  them  a  like  and  contem¬ 
poraneous  service  in  the  transportation  of  a  like  kind  of  traffic  under  sub¬ 
stantially  similar  circumstances  and  conditions,  such  common  carrier 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  unjust  discrimination,  which  is  hereby  pro¬ 
hibited  and  declared  to  be  unlawful. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act  to  make  or  give  any  undue  or  unreasonable  preference 
or  advantage  to  any  particular  person,  company,  firm,  corporation,  or 
locality,  or  any  particular  description  of  traffic,  in  any  respect  whatsoever, 
or  to  subject  any  particular  person,  company,  firm,  corporation,  or  locality, 
or  any  particular  description  of  traffic,  to"  any  undue  or  unreasonable 
prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  respect  whatsoever. 

Every  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  respective  powers,  afford  all  reasonable,  proper,  and  equal 
facilities  for  the  interchange  of  traffic  between  their  respective  lines,  and 
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lor  the  receiving,  forwarding,  and  delivering  of  passengers  and  property 
to  and  from  their  several  lines  and  those  connecting  therewith,  and  shall 
not  discriminate  in  their  rates  and  charges  between  such  connecting  lines ; 
but  this  shall  not  be  construed  as  requiring  any  such  common  carrier  to 
give  the  use  of  its  tracks  or  terminal  facilities  to  another  carrier  engaged 
in  like  business. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act  to  charge  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  in  the 
aggregate  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  of  like  kind  of  property, 
under  substantially  similar  circumstances  and  conditions,  for  a  shorter 
than  for  a  longer  distance  over  the  same  line,  in  the  same  direction,  the 
shorter  being  included  within  the  longer  distance;  but  this  shall  not  be 
construed  as  authorizing  any  common  carrier  within  the  terms  of  this  act 
to  charge  and  receive  as  great  compensation  for  a  shorter  as  for  a  longer 
distance :  Provided ,  however,  That  upon  application  to  the  Commission 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  common  carrier  may,  in 
special  cases,  after  investigation  by  the  Commission,  be  authorized  to 
charge  less  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  or  property;  and  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time  pre¬ 
scribe  the  extent  to  which  such  designated  common  carrier  may  be  relieved 
from  the  operation  of  this  section  of  this  act. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act  to  enter  into  any  contract,  agreement,  or  combination 
with  any  other  common  carrier  or  carriers  for  the  pooling  of  freights  of 
different  and  competing  railroads,  or  to  divide  between  them  the  aggre¬ 
gate  or  net  proceeds  of  the  earnings  of  such  railroads,  or  any  portion 
thereof ;  and  in  any  case  of  an  agreement  for  the  pooling  of  freights  as 
aforesaid,  each  day  of  its  continuance  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense. 

§  6.  That  every  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
print  and  keep  for  public  inspection  schedules  showing  the  rates  and  fares 
and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property  which  any 
such  common  carrier  has  established  and  which  are  in  force  at  the  time 
upon  its  railroad,  as  defined  by  the  first  section  of  this  act.  The  schedules 
printed  as  aforesaid  by  any  such  common  carrier  shall  plainly  state  the 
places  upon  its  railroad  between  which  property  and  passengers  will  be 
carried,  and  shall  contain  the  classification  of  freight  in  force  upon  such 
railroad,  and  shall  also  .state  separately  the  terminal  charges  and  any 
rules  or  regulations  which  in  any  wise  change,  affect,  or  determine  any 
part  or  the  aggregate  of  such  aforesaid  rates  and  fares  and  charges.  Such 
schedules  shall  be  plainly  printed  in  large  type,  of  at  least  the  size  of  ordi¬ 
nary  pica,  and  copies  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  kept  in  every  depot 
or  station  upon  any  such  railroad,  in  such  places  and  in  such  form  that 
they  can  be  conveniently  inspected. 

Any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  receiving  freight 
in  the  United  States  to  be  carried  through  a  foreign  country  to  any  place 
in  the  United  States  shall  also  in  like  manner  print  and  keep  for  public 
inspection,  at  every  depot  where  such  freight  is  received  for  shipment, 
schedules  showing  the  through  rates  established  and  charged  by  such 
common  carrier  to  all  points  in  the  United  States  beyond  the  foreign 
country  to  which  it  accepts  freight  for  shipment;  and  any  freight 
shipped  from  the  United  States  through  a  foreign  country  into  the  United 
States,  the  through  rate  on  which  shall  not  have  been  made  public  as 
required  by  this  act,  shall,  before  it  is  admitted  into  the  United  States 
trom  said  foreign  country,  be  subject  to  customs. duties  as  if  ^aid  freight 
were  of  foreign  production  ;  and  any  law  in  conflict  with  this  section  is 
hereby  repealed. 

No  advance  shall  be  made  in  the  rates,  fares  and  charges  which  have 
been  established  and  published  as  aforesaid  by  any  common  carrier  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  except  after  ten  days’ 
public  notice,  which  shall  plainly  state  the  changes  proposed  to  be  made 
in  the  schedule  then  in  force,  and  the  time  when  the  increased  rates,  fares 
or  charges  will  go  into  effect;  and  the  proposed  changes  shall  be  shown 
by  printing  new  schedules,  or  shall  be  plainly  indicated  upon  the 
schedules  in  force  at  the  time  and  kept  for  public  inspection.  .Reductions 
in  such  published  rates,  fares  or  charges  may  be  made  without  previous 
public  notice ;  but  whenever  any  such  reduction  is  made,  notice  of  the 
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same  shall  immediately  be  publicly  posted  and  the  changes  made  shall 
immediately  be  made  public  by  printing  new  schedules,  or  shall  immedi¬ 
ately  be  plainly  indicated  upon  the  schedules  at  the  time  in  force  and  kept 
for  public  inspection. 

And  when  any  such  common  carrier  shall  have  established  and  pub¬ 
lished  its  rates,  fares  and  charges  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  such  common  carrier  to  charge, 
demand,  collect  or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons  a  greater  or  less 
compensation  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  or  for  any 
services  in  connection  therewith,  than  is  specified  in  such  published 
schedule  of  rates,  fares  and  charges  as  may  at  the  time  be  in  force. 

Every  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  file  with 
the  Commission  hereinafter  provided  for  copies  of  its  schedules  of  rates, 
fares  and  charges  which  have  been  established  and  published  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  and  shall  promptly  notify  said 
Commission  of  all  changes  made  in  the  same.  Every  such  common  carrier 
shall  also  file  with  said  Commission  copies  of  all  contracts,  agreements,  or 
arrangements  with  other  common  carriersin  relation  to  any  traffic  affected 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  which  it  may  be  a  party.  And  in  cases 
wffiere  passengers  and  freight  pass  over  continuous  lines  or  routes  operated 
by  more  than  one  common  carrier,  and  the  several  common  carriers  oper¬ 
ating  such  lines  or  routes  establish  joint  tariffs  of  rates  or  fares  or  charges 
for  such  continuous  lines  or  routes,  copies  of  such  joint  tariffs  shall  also, 
in  like  manner,  be  filed  with  said  Commission.  Such  joint  rates,  fares  and 
charges  on  such  continuous  lines  so  filed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made  public 
by  such  common  carriers  when  directed  by  said  Commission,  in  so  far  as 
may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  be  deemed  practicable;  and 
said  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  the  measure  of  pub¬ 
licity  which  shall  be  given  to  such  rates,  fares  and  charges,  or  to  such  part 
of  them  as  it  may  deem  it  practicable  for  such  common  carriers  to  pub¬ 
lish,  and  the  places  in  which  they  shall  be  published ;  but  no  common 
carrier  party  to  any  such  joint  tariff  shall  be  liable  for  the  failure  of  any 
other  common  carrier  party  thereto  to  observe  and  adhere  to  the  rates, 
fares  or  charges  thus  made  and  published. 

If  any  such  common  carrier  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  file  or  publish  its 
schedules  or  tariffs  of  rates,  fares  and  charges  as  provided  in  this  section, 
or  any  part  of  the  same  such  common  carrier  shall,  in  addition  to  other 
penalties  herein  prescribed,  be  subject  to  a  writ  of  mandamus,  to  be  issued 
by  any  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  in  the  judicial  district  wherein 
the  principal  office  of  said  common  carrier  is  situated  or  wherein  such 
offense  may  be  committed,  and  if  such  common  carrier  be  a  foreign  cor¬ 
poration,  in  the  judicial  circuit  wherein  such  common  carrier  accepts 
traffic  and  has  an  agent  to  perform  such  service,  to  compel  compliance 
with  the  aforesaid  provisions  of  this  section ;  and  such  writ  shall  issue  in 
the  name  of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  at  the  relation  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  failure  to  comply 
with  its  requirements  shall  be  punishable  as  and  for  a  contempt ;  and  the 
said  commissioners,  as  complainants,  may  also  apply,  in  any  such  circuit 
court  of  the  United  States,  for  a  writ  of  injunction  against  such  common 
carrier  to  restrain  such  common  carrier  from  receiving  or  transporting 
property  among  the  several  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States,  or 
between  the  United  States  and  adjacent  foreign  countries,  or  between 
ports  of  transshipment  and  of  entry  and  the  several  States  and  Territories 
of  the  United  States  and  adjacent  foreign  countries,  or  between  ports  of 
transshipment  and  of  entry  and  the  several  States  and  Territories  of  the 
United  States,  as  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  until  such  com¬ 
mon  carrier  shall  have  complied  with  the  aforesaid  provisions  of  this 
section  of  this  act. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act  to  enter  into  any  combination,  contract,  or  agreement, 
expressed  or  implied,  to  prevent,  by  change  of  time  schedule,  carriage  in 
different  cars,  or  by  other  means  or  .devices,  the  carriage  of  freights  from 
being  continuous  from  the  place  of  shipment  to  the  place  of  destination  ; 
and  no  break  of  bulk,  stoppage,  or  interruption  made  by  such  common 
carrier  shall  prevent  the  carriage  of  freights  from  being  and  being  treated 
as  one  continuous  carriage  from  the  place  of  shipment  to  the  place  of  des- 
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tination,  unless  such  break,  stoppage,  or  interruption  was  made  in  good 
faith  for  some  necessary  purpose,  and  without  any  intent  to  avoid  or 
unnecessarily  interrupt  such  continuous  carriage  or  to  evade  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

§8.  That  in  case  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  do,  cause  to  be  done,  or  permit  to  be  done,  any  act,  matter  or 
thing  in  this  act  prohibited  or  declared  to  be  unlawful,  or  shall  omit  to  do 
any  act,  matter,  or  thing  in  this  act  required  to  be  done,  such  common 
carrier  shall  be  liable  to  the  person  or  persons  injured  thereby  for  the  full 
amount  of  damages  sustained  in  consequence  of  any  such  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  together  with  a  reasonable  counsel  or  attorney’s  fee, 
to  be  fixed  by  the  court  in  every  case  of  recovery,  which  attorney’s  fee  shall 
be  taxed  and  collected  as  part  of  the  costs  in  the  case. 

§  9.  That  any  person  or  persons  claiming  to  be  damaged  by  any  common 
carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  either  make  complaint  to 
the  Commission  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  or  may  bring  suit  in  his 
or  their  own  behalf  for  the  recovery  of  the  damages  for  which  such 
common  carrier  may  be  liable  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  any 
district  or  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  of  competent  jurisdiction  ;  but 
such  person  or  persons  shall  not  have  the  right  to  pursue  both  of  said 
remedies,  and  must  in  each  case  elect  which  one  of  the  two  methods  of  pro¬ 
cedure  herein  provided  for  he  or  they  will  adopt.  In  any  such  action 
brought  for  the  recovery  of  damages  the  court  before  which  the  same 
shall  be  pending  may  compel  any  director,  officer,  receiver,  trustee,  or 
agent  of  the  corporation  or  company  defendant  in  such  suit  to  attend, 
appear,  and  testify  in  such  case,  and  may  compel  the  production 
of  the  books  an  cl  papers  of  such  corporation  or  company  party  to 
any  such  suit;  the  claim  that  any  such  testimony  or  evidence  may 
tend  to  criminate  the  person  giving  such  evidence  shall  not  excuse 
such  witness  from  testifying,  but  such  evidence  or  testimony  shall  not  be 
used  against  such  person  on  the  trial  or  any  criminal  proceeding. 

§  10.  That  any  common  carrier  subject  to-the  provisions  of  this  act,  or, 
whenever  such  common  carrier  is  a  corporation,  any  director  or  officer 
thereof,  or  any  receiver,  trustee,  lessee,  agent,  or  person  acting  for  or 
employed  by  such  corporation,  who,  alone  or  with  any  other  corporation, 
company,  person,  or  party,  shall  willfully  do  or  cause  to  be  done,  or  shall 
willingly  suffer  or  permit  to  be  done,  any  act,  matter,  or  thing  in  this  act 
prohibited  or  declared  to  be  unlawful,  or  who  shall  aid  or  abet  therein,  or 
shall  willfully  omit  or  fail  to  do  any  act,  matter,  or  thing  in  this  act  required 
to  be  done,  or  shall  cause  or  willingly  suffer  or  permit  any  act,  matter,  or 
thing  so  directed  or  required  by  this  act  to  be  done  not  to  be  so  done,  or 
shall  aid  or  abet  any  such  omission  or  failure,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  any 
infraction  of  this  act,  or  shall  aid  or  abet  therein,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  district  court 
of  the  United  States  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which  such  offense  was 
committed,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  for 
each  offense. 

§  11.  That  a  commission  is  hereby  created  and  established  to  be  known 
as  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  which  shall  be  composed  of  five 
Commissioners,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  Commissioners  first  appointed 
under  this  act  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  term  of  two,  three,  four,  five, 
and  six  years,  respectively,  from  the  first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini 
eighteen  hundred  and  eignty-seven,  the  term  of  each  to  be  designated  by 
the  President;  but  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  six 
years,  except  that  any  person  chosen  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  be  appointed 
only  for  the  unexpired  time  of  the  Commissioner  whom  he  shall  succeed. 
Any  Commissioner  may  be  removed  by  the  President  for  inefficiency, 
neglect  of  duty,  or  malfeasance  in  office.  Not  more  than  three  of  the 
Commissioners  shall  be  appointed  from  the  same  political  party.  No  per¬ 
son  in  the  employ  of  or  holding  any  official  relation  to  any  common  carrier 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  owning  stock  or  Donds  thereof,  or 
who  is  in  any  manner  pecuniarily  interested  therein,  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  or  hold  such  office.  Said  Commissioners  shall  not  engage  in  any 
other  business,  vocation  or  employment.  No  vacancy  in  the  Commission 
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shall  impair  the  right  of  the  remaining  Commissioners  to  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  the  Commission. 

§  12.  That  the  Commission  hereby  created  shall  have  authority  to  inquire 
into  the  management  of  the  business  of  all  common  carriers  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  keep  itself  informed  as  to  the  manner 
and  method  in  which  the  same  is  conducted,  and  shall  have  the  right 
to  obtain  from  such  common  carriers  full  and  complete  information 
necessary  to  enable  the  Commission  to  perform  the  duties  and  carry  out 
the  objects  for  which  it  was  created ;  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  the 
Commission  shall  have  power  to  require  the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  all  books,  papers,  tariffs,  contracts,  agree¬ 
ments,  and  documents  relating  to  any  matter  under  investigation,  and  to 
that  end  may  invoke  the  aid  of  any  court  of  the  United  States  in  requiring 
the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books, 
papers,  and  documents  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

And  any  of  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  which  such  inquiry  is  carried  on  may,  in  case  of  contumacy  or  refusal 
to  obey  a  subpoena  issued  to  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  other  person,  issue  an  order  requiring  such  common  carrier 
or  other  person  to  appear  before  said  Commission  (and  produce  books  and 
papers  if  so  ordered)  and  give  evidence  touching  the  matter  in  question ; 
and  any  failure  to  obey  such  order  of  the  court  may  be  punished  by  such 
court  as  a  contempt  thereof.  The  claim  that  any  such  testimony  or 
evidence  may  tend  to  criminate  the  person  giving  such  evidence  shall  not 
excuse  such  witness  from  testifying ;  but  such  evidence  or  testimony  shall 
not  be  used  against  such  person  on  the  trial  of  any  criminal  proceeding. 

§  13.  That  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association,  or  any  mercan¬ 
tile,  agricultural,  or  manufacturing  society,  or  any  body  politic  or  muni¬ 
cipal  organization  complaining  of  anything  done  or  omitted  to  be  done 
by  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  contraven¬ 
tion  of  the  provisions  thereo.f,  may  apply  to  said  Commission  by  petition, 
which  shall  briefly  state  the  facts  ;  whereupon  a  statement  of  the  charges 
thus  made  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Commission  to  such  common  carrier, 
who  shall  be  called  upon  to  satisfy  the  complaint  or  to  answer  the  same 
in  writing  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  specified  by  the  Commission. 
If  such  common  carrier,  within  the  time  specified,  shall  make  reparation 
for  the  injury  alleged  to  have  been  done,  said  carrier  shall  be  relieved  of 
liability  to  the  complainant  only  for  the  particular  violation  of  law  thus 
complained  of.  If  such  carrier  shall  not  satisfy  the  complaint  within  the 
time  specified,  or  there  shall  appear  to  be  any  reasonable  ground  for 
investigating  such  complaint,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to 
investigate  the  matters  complained  of  in  such  manner  and  by  such  means 
as  it  shall  deem  proper. 

Said  Commission  shall  in  like  manner  investigate  any  complaint  for¬ 
warded  by  the  railroad  commissioner  or  railroad  commission  or  any  State 
or  Territory,  at  the  request  of  such  commissioner  or  commission,  and  may 
institute  any  inquiry  on  its  own  motion  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  effect  as  though  complaint  had  been  made. 

No  complaint  shall  at  any  time  be  dismissed  because  of  the  absence  of 
direct  damage  to  the  complainant. 

§  14.  That  whenever  an  investigation  shall  be  made  by  said  Commission, 
it  shall  be  its  duty  to  make  a  report  in  writing  in  respect  thereto,  which 
shall  include  the  findings  of  fact  upon  which  the  conclusions  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  are  based,  together  with  its  recommendation  as  to  what  repara¬ 
tion,  if  any,  should  be  made  by  the  common  carrier  to  any  party  or  parties 
who  may  be  found  to  have  been  injured ;  and  such  findings  so  made  shall 
thereafter,  in  all  judicial  proceedings,  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  as 
to  each  and  every  fact  found. 

All  reports  of  investigations  made  by  the  Commission  shall  be  entered 
of  record,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  the  party  who  may 
have  complained,  and  to  any  common  carrier  that  may  have  been 
complained  of. 

§  15.  That  if  in  any  case  in  which  an  investigation  shall  be  made  by 
said  Commission  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Commission,  either  by  the  testimony  of  witnesses  or  other  evidence, 
that  anything  has  been  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  in  violation  of  the 
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provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  law  cognizable  by  said  Commission,  by 
any  common  carrier,  or  that  any  injury  or  damage  has  been  sustained 
by  the  party  or  parties  complaining,  or  by  other  parties  aggrieved  in 
consequence  of  any  such  violation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  to  forthwith  cause  a  copy  of  its  report  in  respect  thereto  to  be 
delivered  to  such  common  carrier,  together  with  a  notice  to  said  common 
carrier  to  cease  and  desist  from  such  violation,  or  to  make  reparation 
for  the  injury  so  found  to  have  been  done,  or  both,  within  a  reasonable 
time,  to  be  specified  by  the  Commission ;  and  if,  within  the  time  specified 
it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  Commission  that  such  common  carrier 
has  ceased  from  such  violation  of  law,  and  has  made  reparation  for  the 
injury  found  to  have  been  done,  in  compliance  with  the  report  and  notice 
of  the  Commission,  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  party  complaining,  a  state¬ 
ment  to  that  effect  shall  be  entered  of  record  by  the  Commission,  and  the 
said  common  carrier  shall  thereupon  be  relieved  from  further  liability  or 
penalty  for  such  particular  violation  of  law. 

§  16.  That,  whenever  any  common  carrier,  as  defined  in  and  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  violate  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  any 
lawful  order  or  requirement  of  the  Commission  in  this  act  named,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Commission,  and  lawful  for  any  company  or  person 
interested  in  such  order  or  requirement,  to  apply,  in  a  summary  way,  by 
petition,  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  sitting  in  equity  in  the 
judicial  district  in  which  the  common  carrier  complained  of  has  its  prin¬ 
cipal  office,  or  in  which  the  violation  or  disobedience  of  such  order  or 
requirement  shall  happen,  alleging  such  violation  or  disobedience,  as  the 
case  may  be ;  and  the  said  court  shall  have  power  to  hear  and  determine 
the  matter,  on  such  short  notice  to  the  common  carrier  complained  of  as 
the  court  shall  deem  reasonable ;  and  such  notice  may  be  served  on  such 
common  carrier,  his  or  its  officers,  agents  or  servants,  in  such  manner  as 
the  court  shall  direct;  and  said  court  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  determine 
the  matter  speedily  as  a  court  of  equity,  ana  without  the  formal  pleadings 
and  proceedings  applicable  to  ordinary  suits  in  equity,  but  in  such  manner 
as  to  do  justice  in  the  premises ;  and  to  this  end  such  court  shall  have 
power,  if  it  think  fit,  to  direct  and  prosecute,  in  such  mode,  and  by  such 
persons  as  it  may  appoint,  all  such  inquiries  as  the  court  may  think  need¬ 
ful  to  enable  itto  form  a  just  judgmentin  the  matter  of  such  petition ;  and 
on  such  bearing  the  report  of  said  Commission  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  matters  therein  stated ;  and  if  it  be  made  to  appear  to  such  court,  on 
such  hearing  or  on  report  of  any  such  person  or  persons,  that  the  lawful 
order  or  requirement  of  said  Commission  drawn  in  question  has  been 
violated  or  disobeyed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  court  to  issue  a  writ  of 
injunction  or  other  proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  to  restrain 
such  common  carrier  from  further  continuing  such  violation  or  disobedi¬ 
ence  of  such  order  or  requirement  of  said  Commission,  and  enjoining 
obedience  to  the  same ;  and  in  case  of  any  disobedience  of  any  such  writ 
of  injunction  or  other  proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  such  court  to  issue  writs  of  attachment,  or  any  other  process  of 
said  court  incident  or  applicable  to  writs  of  injunction  or  other  proper 
process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  against  such  common  carrier,  and  if  a 
corporation  against  one  or  more  of  the  directors,  officers  or  agents  of  the 
same,  or  against  any  owner,  lessee,  trustee,  receiver,  or  other  person  fail¬ 
ing  to  obey  such  writ  of  injunction  or  other  proper  process,  mandatory  or 
otherwise ;  and  said  court  may,  if  it  shall  think  fit,  make  an  order  direct¬ 
ing  such  common  carrier  or  other  person  so  disobeying  such  writ  of  injunc¬ 
tion  or  other  proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  to  pay  such  sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  for  each  carrier  or  person  in  default  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  for  every  day  after  a  day  to  be  named  in  the  order  that 
such  carrier  or  other  person,  shall  fail  to  obey  such  injunction  or  other 
proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise ;  and  such  moneys  shall  be  pay¬ 
able  as  the  court  shall  direct,  either  to  the  party  complaining,  or  into  court 
to  abide  the  ultimate  decision  of  the  court,  or  into  the  treasury,*  and  pay¬ 
ment  thereof  may,  without  prejudice  to  any  other  mode  of  recovering  the 
same  be  enforced  by  attachment  or  order  in  the  nature  of  a  writ  of  execu¬ 
tion,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  same  had  been  recovered  by  a  final  decree  in 
personam  in  such  court.  When  the  subject  in  dispute  shall  be  of  the  value 
of  two  thousand  dollars  or  more,  either  party  to  such  proceeding  before 
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said  court  may  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  under 
the  same  regulations  now  provided  by  law  in  respect  of  security  for  such 
appeal ;  but  such  appeal  shall  not  operate  to  stay  or  supersede  the  order  of 
the  court  or  the  execution  of  any  writ  or  process  thereon ;  and  such  court 
may,  in  every  such  matter,  order  the  payment  of  such  costs  and  counsel 
fees  as  shall  be  deemed  reasonable.  Whenever  any  such  petition  shall  be 
filed  or  presented  by  the  Commission  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district 
attorney,  under  the  direction  of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States, 
to  prosecute  the  same;  and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  prosecution 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  the  courts  of  the 
United  States.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  excepting  its  penal  provis¬ 
ions,  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States  shall  be  deemed  to  be  always 
in  session. 


§  17.  That  the  Commission  may  conduct  its  proceedings  in  such  manner 
as  will  best  conduce  to  the  proper  dispatch  of  business,  and  to  the  ends  of 
justice.  A  majority  of  the  Commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  but  no  Commissioner  shall  participate  in  any  hear¬ 
ing  or  proceeding  in  which  he  has  any  pecuniary  interest.  Said  Commis¬ 
sion  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  or  amend  such  general  rules  or  orders 
as  may  be  requisite  for  the  order  and  regulation  of  proceedings  before  it, 
including  forms  of  notices  and  the  service  thereof,  which  shall  conform,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  to  those  in  use  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  Any 
party  may  appear  before  said  Commission  and  be  heard,  in  person  or  by 
attorney.  Every  vote  and  official  act  of  the  Commission  shall  be  entered 
of  record,  and  its  proceedings  shall  be  public  upon  the  request  of  either 
party  interested.  Said  Commission  shall  have  an  official  seal,  which  shall 
be  judicially  noticed.  Either  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  may 
administer  oaths  and  affirmations. 

§  18.  That  each  Commissioner  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  payable  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries 
of  judges  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  The  Commission  shall 
appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  payable  in  like  manner.  The  Commission  shall  have 
authority  to  employ  and  fix  the  compensation  of  such  other  employees  as 
it  may  find  necessary  to  the  proper  performance  of  its  duties,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

The  Commission  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  with 
suitable  offices  and  all  necessary  office  supplies.  Witnesses  summoned 
before  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  the  same  fees  and  mileage  that  are 
paid  witnesses  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States. 

All  of  the  expenses  of  the  Commission,  including  all  necessary  expenses 
for  transportation  incurred  by  the  Commissioners,  or  by  their  employees 
under  their  orders,  in  making  any  investigation  in  any  other  places  than 
in  the  city  of  Washington,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  on  the  presentation 
of  itemized  vouchers  therefor  approved  by  the  chairman  of  the  Commission 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

§  19.  That  the  principal  office  of  the  Commission  shall  be  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  where  its  general  sessions  shall  be  held;  but  whenever  the 
convenience  of  the  public  or  of  the  parties  may  be  promoted  or  delay  or 
expense  prevented  thereby,  the  Commission  may  hold  special  sessions  in 
any  part  of  the  United  States.  It  may,  by  one  or  more  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners,  prosecute  any  inquiry  necessary  to  its  duties,  in  any  part  of  the 
United  States,  into  any  matter  or  question  of  fact  pertaining  to  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  20.  That  the  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  annual  reports 
from  all  common  carriers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  fix  the 
time  and  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  reports  shall  be  made,  and 
to  require  from  such  carriers  specific  answers  to  all  questions  upon  which 
the  Commission  may  need  information.  Such  annual  reports  shall 
show  in  detail  the  amount  of  capital  stock  issued,  the  amounts  paid 
therefor,  and  the  manner  of  payment  for  the  same;  the  dividends  paid, 
the  surplus  fund,  if  any,  and  the  number  of  stockholders  ,  the  funded  and 
floating  debts  and  the  interest  paid  thereon ;  the  cost  and  value  of  the 
carrier’s  property,  franchises  and  equipment ;  the  number  of  employees 
and  the  salaries  paid  each  class ;  the  amounts  expended  for  improvements 
each  year,  how  expended,  and  the  character  of  such  improvements;  the 
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earnings  and  receipts  from  each  branch  of  business  and  from  all  sources ; 
the  operating  and  other  expenses  ;  the  balances  of  profit  and  loss ;  and  a 
complete  exhibit  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  carrier  each  year, 
including  an  annual  balance-sheet.  Such  reports  shall  also  contain  such 
information  in  relation  to  rates  or  regulations  concerning  fares  or  freights, 
or  agreements,  arrangements,  or  contracts  with  other  common  carriers, 
as  the  Commission  may  require ;  and  the  said  Commission  may,  within 
its  discretion,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  the  better  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  prescribe  (if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  it  is 
practicable  to  prescribe  such  uniformity  and  methods  of  keeping  accounts) 
a  period  of  time  within  which  all  common  carriers  subject  to  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  act  shall  have,  as  near  as  may  be,  a  uniform  system  of 
accounts,  and  the  manner  in  which  such  accounts  shall  bo  kept. 

§  21.  That  the  Commission  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December 
in  each  year,  make  a  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  which  shall 
be  by  him  transmitted  to  Congress,  and  copies  of  which  shall  be  distrib¬ 
uted  as  are  the  other  reports  issued  from  the  Interior  Department.  This 
report  shall  contain  such  information  and  data  collected  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion  as  may  be  considered  of  value  in  the  determination  of  questions 
connected  with  the  regulation  of  commerce,  together  with  such  recom¬ 
mendations  as  to  additional  legislation  relating  thereto  as  the  Commission 
may  deem  necessary. 

§  22.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  carriage,  storage,  or 
handling  of  property  free  or  at  reduced  rates  for  the  United  States,  State, 
or  municipal  governments,  or  for  charitable  purposes,  or  to  or  from 
fairs  and  expositions  for  exhibition  thereat,  or  the  issuance  of  mileage, 
excursion,  or  commutation  passenger  tickets;  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  prohibit  any  common  carrier  from  giving  reduced  rates  to 
ministers  of  religion;  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
railroads  from  giving  free  carriage  to  their  own  officers  and  employees,  or 
to  prevent  the  principal  officers  of  any  railroad  company  or  companies 
from  exchanging  passes  or  tickets  with  other  railroad  companies  for  their 
officers  and  employees;  and  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  in  any 
way  abridge  or  alter  the  remedies  now  existing  at  common  law  or  by 
statute,  but  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  in  addition  to  such  remedies: 
Provided,  That  no  pending  litigation  shall  in  any  way  be  affected  by 
this  act. 

§  23.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropri¬ 
ated  for  the  use  and  purposes  of  this  act  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth.  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  the  inter¬ 
vening  time  anterior  thereto. 

§  24.  That  the  provisions  of  sections  eleven  and  eighteen  of  this  act, 
relating  to  the  appointment  and  organization  of  the  Commission  herein 
provided  for,  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  the  remaining  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after  its  passage.
